Other evident there be concerningthe ſame, which needleſs it were to 


all frame and elegant ſetting out, comparable to the beſt in that kind. 


My purpole is not here, to enter into a large field and Rhetorical diſ- 
courle of his praiſes in regard ofauy gifts of fortune wherewith he was 
plentifully enriched: namely, the place of his nativity, a City more an- 
cient by 400 years than Rome; flouriſhing in martial puiſſance, able to 
ſer out and maintain 100000-fightiag-menforthe wars; in ſtately port 
at home, having a nobility of 400 in number; in gorgeous and coſtly 
buildings; in traffique and frequent affluence of Marchants thither; as 
alſo, that Venice was a Colony deducted and drawn from thence; and, 
which is not the leaſt, how at this day the famous Vniverſity there, af- 
fordeth excellent Profeſſors in all kind of learning: nor his happineſs and 
felicity to live and die with the glory and beauty of Rome, and not to be- 
hold with his eyes thoſe daies of her declining ſtate & deformity, which 
in great wiſdome he foreſavy in his 2 and denounced accordingly: 
ne yet the ſpecial fayour wherein he ſtood with his Prince Auguſtus, and 
Livia the Empreſs: much leſs then mean I to ſet forth the ſingular quali- 


ties and perfections of his mind, and namely his rare and paſling elo- 


quence; which my pen is more able now to deſcribe and amplify to the 
worthineſs therof, than it was to imitate and exp the ſame in tranſla- 
ting ofhis ſtory, Moreover, if L ſhould ſet into his commendation, be- 
ſidesthat I muſt needs come far ſhorrofhis merit, the thing it ſelf would 


but renew the juſt grief, that all learned men have taken for the piteous 


maime and defect ofthat notable. peece of work & uniform compſition 
which he leſt unto poſterity. For having digeſted the whole hiſtory into 
an hundred and two and forty books, as Petrarch was of opinion, and as 
Sigonius therein well collecteth: like as alſo it is evident by the Brevia- 
ries of L. Florus the Epitomiſt, wheroi we have 140,with an evident flavv 
and default of twain, to wit, the 136 and 137: ſee the partial injury dfthe 
time, the crooked and maligne deſtiny of the man Books of far leſs mo- 
ment and importance, yea, & thoſe of greater antiquity, have been ſpared 
& remain ſafe: but of that work of his, one fourth part hath not eſcaped 
the envy of fortune: and that which now is extant; hath been delivered 
unto us either by fragments of old copies unperfe&, or by the over-cu- 
rious medling of ſome buſy Ariſtarches of late daies depraved, whowith 
their correcting have corrupted ; and in ſtead of reforming words, have 
deformedthe natural ſenſeand primitive conſtruction. Where, bythe 
way, muſt advertiſe the Reader of that which Pettus Crinitus hath obſer- 
ved, even àgainſt che common opinion proved by thoſe who otherwiſe 
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are well learned, namely that our Author diſpepſed not this hiſtory imo

For the form gf his ſtile, I refer the readers to the ſound and 
ſaid judgment rather of Quintilian, who compareth him with Herodo- 
tus, Thucydides, and the beſt Greeks ; than to the fantaſticall conceits of 
ſome Criticks of our time, ho ſeeking nodum inſcirpo, have dreamed of 
I wot not what Patavinity in him. What ſhould I ſpeak of that Patheti- 
call ſpirit of his in moving affections? But, that which moſt ofall com- 
mendeth an hiſtory , which being lux veritatis, ought eſpecially to 
deliver with ſincerity the whole truth and nothing but the truth, with- 


out reſpect of face or perſon ; to keep only to the ſubſtance and train of 
the ſubject argument; the due and orderly regard of the important cir- 


cumſtances thereto belonging, without incerting extravagant and imper- 
tinent by· matters, much lels than fabulous tales; therein he hath the 
prick and price above all others. For, neither forbeareth he to reprove (as 


occaſion is offered) the Romans, in vvhoſe favour he might be thought to 


have written; nor doubteth to praiſe the good parts and the valiant ex- 
ploits of their mortall enemies. The Gauls he mayſſeem to gall more 
bitterly upon a ſiniſter affection, glancing at them, as he doth, in many 
places for their greedy deſire of gold and idle ſloath, as not able toendure 
any long travell, and heat leaſt of all; yet ſo, as the French, now living, 
ſeem not much offended therewith ; for above other Nations they have 
given him moſt friendly entertainment, and twice enfranchiſed him a- 
mong them, I am not unwilling to touch by the way this principall 
point and vertue of an Hiſtoriographer, I mean the delivery ofa ſimple 
truth in his narrations; for that I have obſerved in him throughout, that 
he hath been moſt modeſt in reporting from others by hearſay any thing 
that ſoundeth to an untruth, ſo little deſerveth he to be noted with the 
infamous brand of lier. The wary circumſpection of his in that behalf

not under fourteen yeats of age, ſhould ſay thus: H#herees the people of the old Latines, and the old 
Latine folk have praiſed and treſpaſſed againſt the people of Rome andthe Quirites, and whereas the 
people of Rome and the Quirites have ſo determined, conſented, and agreed, that war ſhould be made 
with the anciem Latin es; {therefore together with the people of Rome, do denounce and proclame and 
male war with the nations of the old Latines, and wih the old Latine folk, And when be had thus ſaid, 


he lanced his ſpear or javelin within the confines of the enemies, After this manner then, was re- 


ſtitution demanded of the Latines, and war denounced or proclamed: which order of proceeding, M 


their poſterity by tradition received. +7 Dit -qo rn 

Ancus having committed the charge of divine ſervice and ſacrifice unto the Flamins, and the 
other Prieſts, levied a new Army, went forth into the field, and by force won Polttoriam, a 
City of the Latines. And ſollowing the uſual manner of the former Kings his progenitors, who 
ball mightily encreaſed the Roman State, by admitting their enemies into the number of Citi- 
zens, tranſported the whole mulcicude from thence to me. And becauſe the ancient natural 
Romans inhabited Palatium, the Sabins about the Capitol and rock Tarpeia, and the Albans 
repleniſhed the mount Calius: therefore the hill Aventine was allowed this new company to 
dwellin, Unto whom not long aſter, there came freſh' inhabitants to people it, upon the win- 
ning of Tellene and Ficana, But after this, the Romans were driven to recover by war Polſtori- 
um again: for that wbileſt it ſtood void and empty, the old Latines had ſurpriſed and taken it. 
Which was the cauſe, that the Romans deſtroyed that City quite, that it ſhould. not be at all 
times a receptacle for che enemies, Laſt of all, when as now the Latines war was driven whol- 
ly and brought before Medulia, there for a good while was much ado, and doubrful iſſue of fight, 
and int er: hangeable victory: for that the Town was both well fortified with bulwarks, and tur- 
niſhed with a ſtrong garriſon of men: and alſo by reaſon that the army of the Latines being in- 
camped in plain and open ground, had ſundry times with banners diſplayed, encountred hand 
to hand with the Romans, At the laſt Aucus bending his whole power againſt them, firſt gave 
them an overthrow in a ſet battel: and ſo having gained rich pillage, returned to Rome. At that 


time alſo were many thouſands of the Latines received into the City; Who to the end, that © 


the Aventiue and Palatium ſnould meet together, were appointed. to ſeat themſelves about the 
Temple of * Murtia. The Janiculum like wiſe was ad joined unto the City. not for want of round, 
but becauſe it might not be at any time a fortreſs and hold for the enemies: which was thought 
good to be unĩted unto the City, not only with a wall. but alſo for more commodious paſſage 
to and ſro, with a wooden bridge over Tyber, The Qmirites foſs or ditch alſo, no ſmall defence 
againſt the eaſie acceſs fromthe plain grounds, was a Work of Aucu. Thus theeſtate being

grown to exceeding ſtrength and bigneſs: when as now in ſo huge a multitude of people there was 
* — ente e difercnce of well doing or ill, A — "2.00 5 outrages 
began ſecretly to be committed: for to reſttain therefore with ſome terror, ſuch boldneis increa- 
ſing dayly more and more, there was a goal or common prilon built in the heart ofthe City, even 
over againſt the common place of aſſembliy. And in this Kings days not only the circuit of the Ci- 
ty was enlarged, but alſo their Lands and Territories. For by reaſon that the forreſt Aaſia was 
conquered from the Veientians, their Scignory reached to the Sea: where, in the very mouth of 
Tyber was the town H. ſtia built, and the ſalt pits made there about, and upon ſuch noble exploits 
by _ atchieved, the Temple of Jupiter Feretrius, was inmore ample and glorious manner re- 
edified, © | | | 
Inthe reign of Ancus, there came to dwell at Rome one Lucumo, a pregnant nimble headed man, 
and a wealthy, upon a defire eſpecially and hope of advancement and honor, which at Tarquinii © 
(where he was born, although deſcended ot forraign parentage) he had no means to attainuuto. 
The Son he Was of De marat us the Corinthian, who upon civii troubles and difſentions having fled 
his country, and by chance planting himſelf in Tarquinii, there married a wife and had iſſue 
her two tons; named Lucumo and Aruns, Lucumoꝭ iurvived his father, and became heir of all his 
goods. Aruns died before bis father, leaving his wife behind him, conceived with child: nei- 
ther lived the father Dema atus long after his ſon Ho not knowing that his daughter - in · la 
and ſons wife was with child; made no mention at all of his Nepheyv in his Will, and io departed 
C this world. Whereupon the child after his Grandhres deceaſe being bort to no part of his goods, 
for his poor condition, was called Egeriut. But Lucumo on the other fide the ſole heir and Inheri-„ 
tor of all, as he began by his wealth to be haughty enough, and to look aloft, ſo he grew much 
more proud fer his matching in martiage with Tanaquil, a dame of a right noble houſe deſcended, 
and who could hardly bear a lower eſtate and degree then that wherein ſhe was born. When ſhe > 
was once matried, and ſaw the Tuſcansto diſdain Lucumo, for that his father was a ſtranger and | 
baniſhed perſon, ſhe could not endure that indignity, But forgetting all kind of affection to her 
native country, ſo flie might ſee her husband taſſed to high promotion, ſhe teſolved and plotted 
to leave Targuinii and depart. To which purpoſe and defign, Roni ſeemed a place meſt fir and con- 
venient of all others. For thus ſhe projeRed and diſcourſed: That in a City lately founded, where 
D all kind of Nobility ſuddenly cometh up/ and ariſeth from vertue and proweſs, her husband a va- 
lorous and ĩnduſtrlous man thi needs have plate, and be entertained: that King Tarius a Sabin 
born, had raigned there: that Numa was from Cure, ſent for thither, and called to the Crown: 
that Ancus alſo a Sabin by his mothers ſide, had the only image of Numa to ſhew for his Nobili- 
ty. Thus ſhe f60n perſwaded him, as being a man ambitious and deſirous of honor, and whoſe 
mother only Was 2 Tarquinian born, and therefore he was to make leſs ſcruple of abandoning the 
Place of is Nativity. Thereupon they removed with all they had co Rowe, And it fortuned that 
to Janicullim they came. Where, as Targuinins fat with His wife in the charior, behold an Eagle 
came gently flying do w from aloft, and took up his bonner from his head, and ſoaring over the 


chariot with à great noiſe, and clapping of her Wings, ag if ſhe had been ſent from Heaven to do 
E this feat, ſer it gently and handſomly on his head agaff t: wich done, ſhe mounted on high, and 
flew away. Tanaguil, as theyſay,embracedthis Avgury with great joy, being 2 womanskilful, as 
commonly all the Tuſcans are, in ſuch prodigious 6phts id appuriti ons from heaven; and there- 
with METEOR about the neck, wed himt6'be@fgcet cheer, and to hope for great 
matters and = h preferments: ſaying,howthat bird came fiat ſuch a quatter of the Heaven ad- 
dreſſed as a meſſenger from ſich 2 g0d, and ſhewed a divine token and pteſage upon the higheſt 
art of mat exenthe top of the Cron, and lifted up the ohen that ſtoot upon his mortal 
cad; to give ĩt him again immortal; as from Gd above. In theſe hopes and cegitations which = 
they entertined by the Ways they entred the Cry: whete'theyrook an honte; and from thence 
forth he wastommonly called L. Tzrquizins, Now within a While both hit new coming and his 
b wealth Fr bogs bim well kiown : and Himiſelf alſo befides; ſet forward his good fortune by 
coyrreony and fair ſpeech atid affabſe languagerto every min Tracy enviting, and liberal feaſt- 
ing, and by mjkivg what friends he could by giſts, faf ours; er turns; © fo far forth, as the 
fame of him camę into the King Court: where, by his willing ſervice and ſingular dexteticy; in 
Hort time he had not only acteſs to the Kings knowledge, but᷑ alſo entredinto familiar acquain- 
rance aydifiendhip with 5 eſs.

He! iimſelf (as men ſuy) was the firſt; that both ambitiouſ- 
ly ſougbr forthe Crown and ao for tõ win the hearts of the Commons . devĩſed and framed an e- 
loquent Orion. Saying, it was no new and ſtrange thing that he Rood for: And whyhe was w_ 
* . the 
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« the firſt( chat any man ſhould be offended, or make any wonder bur the thiid alien that in Rowe xx 
« affected and aſpired to the Kingdom: rhat both Tatiu not of a foxraigner only, but of an ene 
« my became King: and Numa like wiſe, a man unacquainted wich the City and matters of State, 
« was without any ſute or or ſeeking of his part, by tbe Romans ſent for, & advanced to the crown. 
As for himſelf, he alledged and ſaid, That from the time that he was at his own liberty and diſpoſe 
c of himſelf, he with his wife & all that he had removed and came to Rome: and of that age wherin 
emen are employed in civil affairs, he had ſpeut a greater part in Nome, then in his own ancient 
«country, Moreover, that he was trained up both at home in the City and in war abroad, to the 
« knowledg of the Roman laws, orders, and cuſtoms, and that under no mean perion but an ex- 
« cellent maſter, even King Ancus himſelf, And finally, for faithful ſervice and diligent attendance 1 
«about the King, he had endeavoured to paſs all others: and for liberality and courteſie towards 
s all others, he had riven to go beyond the King, Theſe and ſuch like allegations, as he laid forth 
and pleaded,and that right truly; the people of Rowe with exceeding great conſent elected him 
their King. Who being a man other wile of ſingular parts and of great worth, as he was ambitious 
in ſeeking the kingdom, ſo continued he till, when he ware the crown: and minding no leis to e- 
ſtabliſn his own Rate and throne, than to maintain the good eſtate of the Common: weal, he adran- 
ced one hundred more to the order of Senators, who afterwards were called Minorum Gentium 
Patres,as a men would ſay, Senators of a later ſort, and meaner quality. A faction, no doubt to take 
part and fide with the King by whoſe means they had been admitted into the Sengre, The firſt war 
he made, was with the Latins: ſrom whom by force he won the town Appialæ: from thence ha- K 
ving brought away a greater pillage in proportion, than the war imported in brute, he ſet forth ga- 
mings and plays mote ſtately and with greater furniture and proviſion, than the other Kings before 
his time. Then was the plot or compals of ground firſt ſet out & appointed for the liſts or theater, 
called now * Circus marimus wherein were aſſigned ſcaffolds for the Senators, and for the Gentle- 
men or Knights ſeyerally by themſelves, called Fori, where they might make them places to ſee the 
paſtimes at their caſe and pleaſure. And in this manner ſtood they ro behold: Aire upon ſcaf» 
folds born up twelve foot high from the ground with forked perches or props. The gamings were 
running of horſes, and fighting at fiſts and buffers: for performance whereof, there were champi- 
ons ſent for of purpoſe, eſpecially our of T ſcan, Theſe ſports continued afterwards ſrom year to 
year in great ſolemnity, and named diverſly, either the Roman games, or the great Games. This x, 
King moreover aſſigned certain places about the Forum or common place for privatę men to build 
inwhere the galleries and ſhops were made. He went in hand likewiſe to wall the City about with 
a ſtove wall, but the Sabin war (aid him in the beginning, that he went not forward with that 
work. This came ſo ſuddenly upon him, that the enemies were paſſed.over the river Anio, before 
the power ofthe Romans could meet them, and maß head againſt them. Whereupon great fear 
there was at Rome.

The 
fifth was greater, containing thirty Centuries. Theſe carried with them ſlings and ones to fling 
afar off: among whom were reckoned the beadles or criers, together with the trumpeters and 
cornettiers; who were divided into three Ceuturies. This band ood of them that were aſſeſſed 
from 250% unto 1 1000 Aſſes. The valuation under this compriſed allthe teſt of the multi- 355lib .us d. 
5 tude. Whereof aroſe one Century, freed and enempted from warfare. Thus having furniſhed © 
and diſpoſed the forces of the Infantry, he enrolled beſides twelve Centuries of horſemen, and 
choſe out of the principall men of the City: and fix other Centuries like wiſe. to thole three that 
Romulus inſtiruted, retaining the ſame name ſtill that they in their firſt ſolemn inſtitution had. 
Theſe horſemen for to buy theit great horſes.had *:10c00. Aſſes out of che chamber of the City 1b f.. 
a peece: and for to ſind and keep thoſe Rais ere the rich widdows ſet ycaxly at * 3000 Aſſes a . Alb. dh. 
peece. Thus were all cheſe charges and burdens ſhiſted from off the poor mens ſhoulders, and v. 
aid-uponthe rich; And thereſote afterward was their dignity and honour ſo much the more. For 4 
in the grand · lets and ſolemn elections of Magiſtrates, every man had not prerogative alike, nor 9 
equall authority, as Ronnul g firſt ordained; and the other Kings continued, when they gave their 
G voices by the poll indifferently, one with another: but there Was diſlinction made, and certain de- 
grees; but ſo, as neither any one was excluded or ſhut out, and yet the whole reſted and lay in the 
power of the richer ſort, ànd chief of the City. For firſt the horſemen were called: afterward, 
dhe eighty Centuties belonging to the firſt Claſs; of the principal footmen: who if they diſa- 1 
greed, and hapned to be at an difference, then the Centuries of the ſecond Claffis were cited. 
And never went they likely ſo low as to the laſt of all. Neither ought, any man to marvell, xhat this 
order in cheſe daies, after five aud thirty beate, agreech not with the Centuries oth

Servius, albeit he were now — all queſtion by ſo long continuance, fully and really inve- 
fied in the Kingdom yet becauſe he heard ſay, that young Turquinius other while gave out ſpeeches 
of him, æhat he raigned without the nomination and ele ion of the people: theteſote aſter he had

3 Theifirſt Book of T. Livius 


A firſt wan the hearts of the Coramons, by dividing among them every one certaine lands gotten by 
conqueſt from the enemies, he adventured to propound unto the people, and put it to their ſuffra- 
ges and voices, Whether their will and pleaſure was, that he ſhould raign over them, Thus was he 
declared King with as great conſent, as never any before with the like. But Tarquinius for all this, 
had nevertheleſs hope to aſpire and attain unto the Crown: nay, rather ſo much the more, becauſe 
he underiiood the laid diviſion of the lands among the Commons, was a thing concluded and paſ- 
ſed againſt the will and mind of the Senators, Takipg therefore occaſion thereby to accuſe and 
blame Servius before them, he ſuppoſed he had good means offered to wind himſelf into favor with 
the Lords of the Senate, and ſo to become ſtrong in the Council houſe. Over and beſides, he was 
B both himſelf a young man ot great courage and hot ſtomack, and his wife likewiſe at home, dame 
Tullia, lay ever upon him, and pricked forward his diſtempered and troubled mind: for you mult 
think, that the coyall Court of Rome alſo hath brought forth and afforded one example of a tragi- 
call and horrible act: that by a wearineſs and loathing conceived againſt the Kings government, li- 
berty and freedom might the ſooner enſue: and chat raign be the laſt, which was by miſchief got- 
ten firſt, This L. Tarquinius, whether he were the ſon or nephew of Priſcus Tarquinius, it is not ve- 
ry clear howbeit, would rather think with moſt writers, that he was his ſon, A brother he had, 
Aruns Tarquinius,a young gentleman of a mild nature. Theſe two( as is aforeſaid)had married the 
two Tulliæ, the Kings davghter:,and they alſo themſelves were in conditions far unlike, And happi- 
ly it ſo fell out that two fro ward and violent natutes were not coupled together in wedlock: ſuch 
C was the good fortune. I belee ve, of the Roman people that thereby the raignof Ser vius might con- 
tinne the longer, and the City brought and ietled in good order. The younger Tuilia, a ſtout dame 
and a proud grieved and. vexed much that her husband had nothing in him, no metall or matter 
at all either to covet and deſire, of to enterpriſe and adventure: her mind was fully ſer upon the 
other Jarq vin, him ſhe eſteemed highly, and had in admiration, him ſhe ſaid to be a man indeed, 
and deſcer ded of royall bloud. As for her ſiſter, ſne deſpi led and checked her, for that ſhe having a 
forward and yalorous Knight to her husband, ſat ſtill, and ſeconded him not in audacity and bol 
neſs, as a woman ſhouid do. Well, in ſhort time likeneſs and diſpoſition ſoon brought them toge- 
ther, and as it is commonly ſeen, Naught will to naught, and ſort. beſt together. But the miſchief 
and trouble that brought all up- de down, arole from the woman, For ſhe uſing to have ſectet 
D conference with her ſiſters husband, never ceaſed to ſpeak badly, and to rail of her own husband 
unto his brother and of her ſiſter unto her husband. Affirmingin good earneſt, it were bexter 
« both for her ſelf to be a widow, and for him to live ſingle, and without a wife, than ſoto be mil - 
t matched as they were, and through the craven cowardiſe of others to languiſh and come to no- 
cething. As for her ſelf, if the gods had given her an husband according to her own quality and 
& worthinels,ſhe doubted not to ſee,and that very ſnortly, che Crown in her own houſe, that now 
ce ſhe ſeeth in her fathers, In this manner poſſeſſeth ſhe quickly the humorous young man, and fil- 
led his head with her own raſhneſs and follies. Now when Ar«ns Tarquinius, and the elder Tul- 


lia; who died juſt ina manner both at one time, had well rid their own houſes, and made way and 


oyerture for a new marriage, it was not long but they were married, with Servius his leave and con- 
E nivency, rather than his good liłking. But then every day more than other began Tullius to be a 
continuall more in their eies, his old age hatefull, and his raign more odious: for now the woman 
minded nothing but one miſchief upon another: and would nor ſuffer her husband tobe at reſt 
night nor day, leſt perad venture the formet murders done and paſt, ſhould ſerve to no unte: 
and miſs the effect of their deſignments. And thus ſhe brake out and ſaid, That ſhe wanted not be- 
fore one that carried the name of an husband, with whom ſhe ſerved, and kept her ſelf quiet and 
ſaid nothing. Bur ſhe had a want'of one, that thought himſelf worthy of a kingdom, that remem- 
< bred he was the ſon of Tarquinius Priſcus, that loved better to be ſeiſed of a Crown and ſcepter 
indeed: than hope for a kingdom, and hear thereof. But fir(quoth ſhe if you be the man to whom 
< Itake my ſelf wedded, then I callyou both husband and king: if not, then is our caſe changed for 
F< the worſe, in that cowardlineſs is accompanied now with wickedneſs; Why reſolve you not ? 
** why arm you not your ſelt, and go about this buſineſs? you need not go ſo far as to Corinth or 
ce Tarquinii for to ſeek and compaſs forrain kingdoms, as your father did. The gods of your own 
« houſe and native country, the image and example of your father, the Kings Palace, and therein 
te the royall ſeat and throne of eſtate, yea, the very name of Tarquin; createth, nameth, and ſaluteth 
< you King. But an if your heart will not ſerve you to theſe deſigus, why bear you the world in hand 
<« and deceive them? why take you ſo upon you as you do, to ſhew your ſelf as a kings ſon ? Get 
< you hence to Corinth again, away to Targuiniizturn backward to your former flock and condi- 
c tion, more like to — 2 than to your father. With theſe and ſuch like motives, by way of 
reproof ſhe checked the young man, ſet him on, and pricked him for wards, and ſhe her ſelt for her 
G part. could be at no repoſe, for thinking that Tanaquil, an alien and ſtranger born, could contrive in 
r head, and effect ſo great a matter, as to make two kings together, one after other, namely, her 
husband firſt. and afterwards her ſon inlaw : and ſhe her own ſelf, a Kings daughter, could bear no 
ſtroke either ingiving or taking away a kingdom. Tarquinius kindled with theſe furies and tempta- 
tions of a woman, went about, laboured, and made court to the Nobles, eſpecially thoſe that were 
Minorum gentium: oftentimes putting them in mind of the pleaſures and favours that his father 
had done them, and requiring now of duty the like good turn at eheir hands. The young —

flower and manhood in generall of the City, he wrought and won to himſelf with gifts: and ſo 1 
Gen with great promiſes, what wonders would he do, and partly with raiſing ſlanders upon the 


ing in all places, and charging upon him odious crimes, he grew very great and mighty. At the 
laſt, eſpying a convenient time to ſet on foot, and put in execution his intended projects, with a 
Rrong guard of armed men, he entred forcibly into the Forum or common place of aſſembly, 
whereat the people all ſurprized with great feare, he ſat him down upon the Kings throne; even at 
the entrance of the Curia or Senate houſe, and there, by the voice of the crier ſummoned the Sena- 
tors to counſell before King Tarquinius. Who forthwith there aſſembled together: Some, thereto 
made and prepared aforehand: others, for fear Jeſt their not coming might turn them to diſpleaſure. 
And as they were altonied at this ſtrange and wonderful ſight, ſo they thought Servius utterly un- 1 
done, and his caſe deſperate, There Tarquinius began an invective in ſpightful & reproachful terms, 
touching the firſt pedigree or parentage of Servius t ſaying, that he being a ſlave, & born of a bond- 
c woman, aſter the cruel and ſnamefull death of his father Tarquin, uſurped the Kingdom: not by 
< means of an Interregn, as the order was aforetime, nor by a ſolemn aſſembly, and the free voices 
&« of the people, nor yet by the aſſent of the nobles, but only through the wile and fraud of one wo- 
« man. And as he was (quoth he)thus born and thus created King, ſo hath he been a partial tavoret 
cc ever of the baſeſt ſort. even inch as himſelf; and in hatred of the noble birth of others hath divi- 
ce ded amongſt the vileſt perſons, lands taken irom the chief men of the City; and all ſuch burdens 
& and charges, as had been in time: paſt common xo all, he hath caſt upon great perſonages of quali- 
ce ty and worth, and fer up an aſſeſſing or taxing, that the ſtate of the wealthier 2 being made K 
<< known and expoſed to envy, he might bring them into diſgrace with the people, and beftow their 
ec goods upon the pooreſt and needieſt at his pleaſure, Amidſt this Oration of his came Servixs in 
place; advertiſed of the matter by a fearful meſſenger in all haſte, And preſently began to cry out 
with a loud voice at the very porch or entry of the Curia: What is here ado, ſquoth he Jand what 
« meaneth this O Tarquinꝰhow dareſt thou during my life, aſſemble the Senators or fir on my ſeat? 
cc Whereunto he ſtoutly made a proud anſwer, that he did but keep his fathers throne, and being 
ce as he was, a Kings ſon, he deemed himſelfmore worthy to be inheritor of the Kingdom than a 
© hondſlave: and as for him, he had been ſuffered long enough to play with his good Maſters, and 
© to inſult over hisbetters, With this aroſe à great clamour from the partakers and complices of 
both fides:the people they ran from all parts to the Conncill-houſe;and like it was, that the ſtron- I. 
ger ſhould be King. Then Targuinius being put to his ſhiſts, and forced to try the utmoſt, ſeeing no 
other remedy, took Servius by the middle, as being himſelf much yonger and ſtronger far, carried 
him out of the Council-houſe, and threw him downfrom the ſtairs head to the foot, and ſo retur- 


ned again into the Senate- houſe, toget the Senators together, The Kings Officers with the guard 
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attend ing upon him, fled. Himſelt well near dead, with certain of his c ourtiers and train, breathleſs 
alſo for fear. made ſpeed, and retired towards his Pallace as far as to the top of Cypriusſtreet where 
he was overtaken by them that were ſent by Tarquiniut, and ſo {lain ontright, And it is veri} 
thought, that this was done by the ſuggeſtion and procurement of Tullia; ſo little diſagreeth ir 
from other wicked pranks of hers, But this one thing is known for certainty, that ſhe came riding 
in her coach into the common place of aſſembly, and nothing diſmaied or abaſhed at the preſence M 
ofſo many men, there met together, called forth her husband out of theSenate-houſe,and was the 
firſt that tiled him with the title of King, By whom ſhe being willed to depart away out of that 
throng and uprore as ſne returned homward as far at the pitch of Cyprius ſtreet, wherè was of late 

a place conſecrated unto Diana, called Dianium, the coachman that had the guiding and driving of 
the ſteeds · as he turned the charior on the right hand up to thecliff Virbius for to paſs up to the hill 
Eſquiliæꝭſuddenly Raid for fear, and teined in his horſes, and ſhewed unto his Lady and Miſtris Ser- 
vius lying there murdered, And hereof followed (as the * goeth) a beaſtly part, and beyond 
all ſenſe of humapity . which the very place doth witneſs ſtill at this day, called thereupon Scelera- 
tus Vicus, i. e. the wicked ſtreet: wherein the raging and frantick woman Tullia, hurried with the 
faries,and haunted with the | avon of her ſiſter and husband, cauſed (men ſay ) her chariot to be N 
driven over her fathers dead corps; and being her ſelf beſprinkled and berazed with the bloudy 
charior, carried home with her ſome part of it in token and witneſs, that her hand was in this par- 
ricide and murder of her own father: to the end, that ſhe might provoke her own domeſticall 
gods and her husbands to wrath and diſpleaſure: and ſo conſequently, as they entred their raig 
with miſchiefand wickedneſs, they might ſoon after be turned our thereof with ſhame and in 
my. Servius Tullius raigned four and fourty years, in ſuch wiſe carrying himſelf,as it were hard, e- 
venfor a good and ſtaid Prince that ſhould ſucceed him, to follow his ſteps. This made moreover 
for his glory and fame, that together with him died all right and lawfull government of Roman 
Kings. And even that regiment of his, ſo mild, ſo gracious, and temperate as it was: yer becauſe it 
reſted in the abſolute power of one man, he was minded, as ſome do write, to have forgone and O 
given over. had not this wicked inteſtine practiſe from his own family come between, to prevent 
and cut off his good deſigns and intent to ſet his country free. 

After him began to raign Tarqunius, for his inſolent acts ſurnamed Superbut, i. e. the proud. 
For he would not ſuffer his wives father (unkind ſon in law he) to be interred: ſaving oſtentimes 
in jibing manner, that Romulus alſo died and was never buried. Moreover, the principall heads 
of his Peers and Nobles, ſuch ( as he thought) had favoured Ser vius his proceedings, and took

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ö A part with him, thoſe he made away and ſle w. Afterwards,fearivg upon the gu t of his ownconſci- _ 


ence, that he had given an ill precedent for others, to take vantage againſt himſelf, attaining to the 


Crown ſo lewdly 3 he retained therefore gu 
ſetting only might aſide, no other right had 


ard of armed men about his body: and in very truth, 
heto wear the diadem, as who raigned neither by peo- 


ples election nor Senators approbation, Over and beſides all this, to the end he might ſit ſafely in his 
ſeat by ſere ile ſear and dread, who repoſed no truſt. nor hope inthe love of his ſubjects; therefore 
to ſtrike the greater tertor into them, and hold them in awe, he by himſelf alone without aſſulance 
of any counſell, ſate upon all matters of life and death: by means whereof he was able to kill, ba- 
niſh, and condemn in forfeiture ot lands and goods, not thoſe only whom he ſuſpected and hated, 


number of the nobles eſpeciaily;h&purpoſed to chuſe no new in their place, for to make ſupply: to 


B but alſo them, from whom he 55 look for nothing elie but ſpoiſ. Thus when he bad decaied che 


the end, that the fewer they were, the more ( ontemptible the whole order might grow: and with 


leſs diſcontent put up the indignity, that they were not employed in the State, nor ought 


done hy 


their advice. For this King was the fitit that aboliſhed the cuſtome received and continued by all 
athers afore him, of conſul ing with the Senate in all matters, & managing nothing without them, 


He governed the Common weale by himſelt, and after his own waies: with whom it pleaſed him 


he made war and peace, league and ſociety, ev en of his own head: & would break the ſame as him- 
ſelf thought good: thus he did and undid all at his pleaſure, without regard of the peoples mind, 
or the Senates authority. Abo all, he ſought᷑ to vin the heatts and good: wills of the Latine na- 


C 
ple: neitherentertained he with their Prin es friendſhip and amity only, but entredaiſo 


tion, that by ſupport of fortain power alſo he might he more ſecure and ſafe among his own peo- 


into alli - 


ance and affinity with them. For unto Oct avrus Mainilius a Tuſculan he gave his daughter in mar- 
riage. This Mamnnlins was ot ail Latines the principall and nobleſt perſon, lineally deſc ended ( it we 
may beleeve the common bruit ana report from il ſſes and Giree. By this marriage he gained ma- 
ny kinsfolk and friends ot his new ſon in ia w. So that now Tarquiniat was in great author ĩty and 
reputation among the Lords and Barons of the Latines. Whereupon be gave them knowledge, and 


proclaimed. that upon a certain day they ſhauld all meet him at the ſacred grove of Fer. 


Thither 
reſorted they in great numbet betimes in the morning. And Tarquinius himſelf tailed not for his 
P part to keep the very day appointed but it was ſunſetting well near before he came.

E Latines. And in caſe his own Citizens have done well, in truſting him in the iule over them(ifa 
c man may. ſay they truſted him; and not rather that he came foulely and forcibly by it et en with 
cc ſhameful murder) the Latines alſo may put themſelves into his hands with ſecuricy, And yet I ſee 
«© not why they ſhould ſo do, conſidering he is a meer ſiranger and alien. But how and if his own 
ce ſubjects repent, and are dif. ontenred with him, being one after another by him murdered bani- 
<« ſhed.deprived;and fpoiled of their goods? What better dealings may che Latines hope and look 
“e for? Therefore if they would be ruled by him, they ſhould depart home every man, and not keep 
{che day ofthe Diet no more than he doth that publiſhed and proslaimed it. Whileſt this ſediti- 
ous. and dangerous perſon; who by theſe and ſuch like factious couries was grown to be a great 
man and powerfull in his country, — thus, inforcing and ſollowing hard upon other 

h Targ:

cs effect of his deſigns: and if all were true that was told him, he nothing doubted bur early in the 

ce morning at break of the day, ſo ſoon as they were ſet in Councill together, he would come ar · 

« med and well appointed with a crew of his adherents and ſworn confederats : for reported ir is, 

c (quoth he)that a number of ſwords & other weapons are brought into his lodgivg:which whe- 

, «ther it be ſo or no mightſoon be known. And therewith he defired them to take the pains to go 
with him thither. And verily,confidering the proud nature and havghry ſpirit of Turnus together 
with his yeſterdaies Oration, and the long ſtay of Targuixixe beſides, for that the pretended maſ- 
facre ſeemed th to have —_ off andprolonged, the matter became very ſuſpicious and K 

pregnant. Thus go they with minds verily ſomewhat enclined and diſpoſed to beleeve all, and yer 
ſo,as they would think all the reſt but tales and lies, unleſs they found the ſwords aforeſaid, Bei 
come tothe houſe, and Turnus awakened out of ſleep, certain warders were ſer to keep him on e- 
very fide: and when they had laid hold upon his ſervants, who for love of their Lord and Matter 
began to make reſiſtance, the ſwords were brought forth out of all the blind corners ofthe hoſtel · 
ry opeply to be ſeen: then was it a clear caſe and paſt all peradventures : and Turnat was appre- 
ended and ironsclapt upon him, And immediatly in all haſte the Latines aſſembled together to 
conncill in that great tumult and uproar: Where, upon bringing forth the ſwords in fight before

& inhabitants, became incorporate into the Empire of Rome. Howbeit,in regard rather of the com- 

4 modity and weal-publike of all, I judge ic requiſite; that the league were rene wed, and that the 
« Latines might enjoy and be partakers of the proſperity and happy fortune of the people of Rome, M 

ce rather than evermore to hazard and ſuffer the deſtructĩon and deſolation of their Cities, with 

cc the ſpoiling and waſting of their lands, which firſt in Ancus daies chey taſted, and after in my fa - 

c: thers time they had abidden & ſuffered, The Latines were hereto ſoon perſwaded. And although 

in that league the preheminence and ſoveraignty reſted in the Romans, yet they ſaw well enough 

that both the Heads and Rulers of the Latine Nation ſtood with the Roman King, and were 

wrought unto his hand, to fide with him: and alſo Turnus unto them was afreſh precedent and 

example, to teach them what — might betide every one that ſhould make a part againſt him 

and croſs his intention. So the alliance was renewed and proclamation made according as it was 

capitulated, that all the ſerviceable men of the Latines ſhould at a day appointed repair in good 
number with their armour unto the grove of Ferextina, Who whenthey were there met together N 

from all parts according to the Edict of the Roman King, to the end they ſhould have no Cap- 

rain of their own to lead them, no privy watchword or on np by themſelves to direct them, 

nor private enfigns diſtin from the reſt to keep them together; he ſhuffled or mingled the bands 
and companies of Latines and Romans one with al other, making one of twain, and two of one: 

and when he had thus doubled the bands, he fer Centurions over them, And albeit he was in 

peace an unjuſt Prince, yet was he in war no bad Captain; nay, for martiall proweſs he had been 

equal to the former Kings, had he not failed and d ated in other things, and thereby ſtained 

and hurt his glory even in that behalf. He was the firit that warred upon the Volſcians, which war 

Saeſſ« Pometie after his time laſted more than 200 years: and wan from them by force Sueſſa Pomeria.

Ing of gods and men, become the noble Empire of Nome, and anſwer the Ma jeſty alſo of the ve- 

ry place where it was to ſtand, And forthe rearing and finiſhing of this Temple he laid that mo- 

ney apart, that came of the ſpoil aforeſaid, But preſently upon this was he ſurpriſed with a war 

that held longer than he hoped ic would, For having made one aſſault in vain upon Gabi, 
2 neighbour City to Rome, and deſpairing alſo ofany good ſucceſs by beleaguering the — 
| : 
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A for that he was valiantly repulſed from the wals;at che laſt he deviſed and reſolved to get ĩt by 
wile and deceit :a courſe that Romans had not uſually practiſed. For making as though he had ꝑi- 
ven over and abandoned this war, as being now earneſtly bent and buſily occupied about laying 
the toundations of the Temple, and following other publike works in the City: Stu his ſon;che 
youngeſt of three, fled e to Gabi, complaining of his tathers intollerable rigour and cru- 
elty againſt him: ſaying, ; That now he had turned his accuſtomed pride from ſtrangers upon his Sextur Ter- 
Con bloud, and was grownto be weary of ſo many children: that as he had made good hand % tothe Ga- 
End clean riddance of his Nobles,and left the Senate deſolare,ſo he might bringit to pai in his bin. 
c own houſe, to leave behind him no iflae nor inheritor of the Kingdom. And for his own perſon 
B< verily,he was eſcaped from among the pikes and (wotds of his father, and was perſwaded fully, 
che might no where be ſure in ſafety, but with the capitall enemies of L. Tarquiniur. For to put 
<them out of doubt, and that chey might be no longer abuſed, the war continued ſtill againſt 
<« them, which ſeemed in out ward ſhew given over and laid away: and his father would nor fail, 
«bur henſoe ver he could ſpy his vantage and fit opportunity comeuponthem at una wares. Bu 
© incaſe there were no place of refuge and protection for poor & humble ſuppliants amongſt them, 
he would wander & travel all over Latium: und it he might not reſt there; he would from thence 
ego to the Volſcians, Æquians, and Hetnicks, untill hꝭ came to them that knew how to ſave the 
ce children from the cruelty and inhumane perſecution of the fathers. Perhaps he ſhculd find 
« means to ſtit coals and kindle war, yea, and perform hinſelfgood ſervice againſt that moſt proud 
C King, and that moſt ſtout and inſolent people. And ſeeming withall in great anger and diſcon- 
tentment, (if they wouldnot regard his complaints) ready to depart and go his waies,he was kind-· 
ly entertained and friendly entreated by the Gabians: © who willed him to be of good chear and The Gabins to 
I not to marvell at all, that 7 arguivins became now at length ſo ill affected againit his ownchil> Sexrxs Tarqui- 
« dren, like as he had tyrannizedalready upon his ſub jects and contederats:fot he would no doubt 1. 
« in the end exerciſe his fell ſtomack even upon himſelf, for want 6f other ſubject matter to wort 
6 upon. And as to him, right welcome he was to them, aſſuringthemſelves that within a while ir 
« would ſo come to paſs; that ithe with them would ſet to his helping hand, they ſhould remove 
«che war from the gates of Gabi unto the very walls of. Rome. Aker this was he admitted to ſit 
with them in common counſell. In which he uſed oſtentimes to ſay, © That in other matters he Ser. Tarquizing 
D gave place, and referred himſelf to be adviſed by the ancient Gabins, as men more practiſed and to the Sena- 
« experienced than himſelf but for the war,which ever and anon he perſwaded them unto, himſelf tor: of che 
took upon him a ſpecĩ all inſight and skill therein, as he that knew the ſtrength of both nations, du 
« and was fully perſwaded in his conſcience, that the Kings pride muſt needs be odious to his ſub 
« jets, which his very own children could not brook and endure. Thus whiles by little and little 
he ſollicited the principall Citizens to rebell, and went himſelf daily in perſon with a crew ofthe 
moſt forward and able young menFfotraging _ , and making rodes into the Territory of the 
Romans, and that now through his words and deeds, which ten- ed to fraud and deceit in the end, v 
they began more and more to give credit unto him that one day would decei e them, he was at 
laſt cholen Generall for the war. And having made certain (mall sxirmiſhes between Rome and Ga- 
E bes in which for the moſt part the Gabins had the bettet (whiles the ſimple people, God wot, ſaw 
not his drift and how he carried the matter: ) then all the Gabins from the higheſt to the loweſt, 
thought verily and in good earneſt, that Sextus Tarquinius was itht them by ſpeciall grace even 
from God above to be their Captain and Protector. But with the ſouldiers, what with attempting 
painfull enterprizes and performing dangerous ſervice, and what with dealing prizes liberally a- 
mongſt them, it paſſed how he grew into credit and how deatly he was beloved; inſomuch as I ar- 
quinins the Father was of no greater command at Rome, than Tarqainiat the Som at Gabes, Thus 
when he ſaw he had gathered ſtrength ſufficient, and was fully furniſhed againſt all aſſaies; hedif- + 
patched unto his father at Rome; one of his truſty ſervants with credence, to know his will and plea- 
ure, ſeeing that the gods had done him this grace, that he at Gabes was able to do all in all. To + 
E this meſſage made the King no anſwer at all by word of mouth, taking the man belike, as I verily 
think, for one hardly to be truſted. But as one —— with himſelf and in a deep ſludy what anſwer 
to ſhape, he went into a garden on the back fide of the houſe and his ſons meſſenger followed af 
ter. There walked he up and down, and ſaid nevet a word: only wich his rod or walking ſtaff, as 
it is reported he ktapr off the uttermoſt heads and tops ofthe e The meſſenger weary with 
calling for an anſwerʒand waitipg ſuch attendance returned to Gabes as wile as he came, and with- Y 
out effect of his errand. He reported what he had ſaid and ſeen, namely, how the King, whether 
upon anger or hatred, ot pride ingraffed by nature uttered no ſpeech at all. But Se tat knowing by 
theſe myſticall and ſecret Seca bi fathers will and direction made no more ado but flew 
the chief of the Citizens : ſome by accuſations unto the people, andothets by teaſon of dilgrace 
G they were already in and thereby expoſed unto violence, were ſoon overthrown, Many of them 
were openlyerecuted, and ſome, whom there was little apparance or colour of juſtice or none t 
' all to accuſe, were ferretly murdered. Divers of their own accord fled into voluntary exile, or elſe 
they were forced into baniſhmenr ; whoſe goods as well as theirs that were put to death, were di- ,, Ciryof 
vided among the people. By ſweernefs of this latgeſs of bers profit and wealth that grew to g,;urren- 
private perſons ; the publike woe andcalamity was nothingfelt and feen : untill ſueh time as the dred to Tu.

ſoveraign deity, moved thegodstodeclare the future mightineis of ſo grove an Empire, For when 
as the birds by ſigns out of the Aygurs learning, admitted and allowed the exauguration and un- 
hallowing of all other cels and chappels beſides, only in that of Terminus, wy gave no token to 
— unhallowing thereof: which was taken for an ominous preſage, and thus interpreted, 
That ſeeing the ſeat and houſe of Terminus was not ſtirred, and he the god alone that was not diſ- 
placed and called forth of the limits to him conſecrated; it ſhewed that all ſhould remain there 
firm and ſtable for ever, This divine token of perpetuity being received for good and currant: 
there followed another ſtrange and prodigious ſign, portending the greatneſs alſo of the Empire. 
For as they diꝑged forthe foundation of the Temple. there appeared( as they ſay ga mans head, face 


and all whole and ſound: which fight imported no doubt, and plainly foretold chat it ſnould be K 


the chief Caſtle of the Empire, and the Capitall place of the whole world. To this effect prophe- 
fed the wizards, as well they of the City, as tho e whom they ſent for out of Iaſcan, to know their 
opinion and judgment. Thus was the Kings mind all wholly ſet upon ſumptuous building and ſpa- 


red for no coſt. So that the pillage taken at Pometia, which was laid by for the accompliſhment of 


the whole work, would hard and ſcant ſerve for the very foundation. And therfore I would rather 
give credit unto Fabius Piftor (to ſay nothing that he is the more ancient author of the twain ) 
that there were but 40 talents;and no more, than to Pio, who writeth, that there was * 40 coO

the foundation of any of theſe ſtately and magnificent buildings in this our age, The King being 
thus wholly minded and bent to the finiſning ofthe Temple, and ſending for Carpenters, Maſons, 
and other workmen, out of all parts of T»ſ-ax, employed not only the Cities money and ſtock 
thereabout, but alſo had the worł and labour of the common people withall. Which was no ſmall 
toil of theirs, conſidering the trayell of warfare beſides: yet were they leſs agrieved and diſconten- 
ted there with, ſo long as they fouſded and reared with their own hands the Temples of the im- 
mortall gods. But afterwards were they employed and ſet to other works, which as they were leſs 
in ſhewy, ſo were they more paipful and of greater trouble, namely, the making of ſcaffolds or ſtan- 
ding- places in the Cirque or Theater; and to the conveyance of -amighty great ſinke or vault un- 
der the ground for to receive and carry away all the filth and corruption of the City. To which

two pieces of work, ſcarcely is the magnificence of our new modern buildings, in any reſpect com · M 


parable. Having in this wiſe held the commons in continuall labour, becauſe he thought that a 
multitude of people would bur over- charge and peſter the City, when they were not employed 
ſome way or ot her, and alſo minded by erecting Colonies, to enlarge the Confines of his Domini- 


ons, he therefore ſent part of them to inhabit and people Signia and Circeii, twoRrong forts and 


frontier towns for the defence of the City by ſea and land. 


\ Whileſt he was buſied in theſe affairs, there appeared unto him a ſtrange and fearfull ght, \ 


name ly, a ſerpent gliding down a pillar of wood, which having put the beholders in great fright, 


and cauſed them to flie into the Kings palace, did not ſo much amaze the Kings heart with ſudden 


and momentany fear for the preſent, as fill his head with: perplexed cares what the thing might 


pottend. Whereas therefore the manner was to uſe the Calchars and wiſe men of Tuſcan about N 


publike prodigious tokens only: he being much troubled in ſpirit, and terrified at this fearfull 
tight, being domeſticall, and as it were touching and concerning his own perſon: purpoſed to 
ſend out as far as Delphi to the moſt famous and renowned Oracle in the world. And for that he 
dur not put any other in cruſt with the anſwers that ſhould be delivered by the fatall lots, he ad- 
dreſſed two of his ſons to take a voyage through unknown lands in thoſe daies, and more un- 
known ſeas into Greece. Titus and Aruns were they that went this journey, having to bear them 
company all the Way, L. Junius Brutus, This Brutus was the ſon of Tarquinia, the Kings ſiſter, a 

oung gentleman of a far other nature and diſpoſition than he ſeemed in outward ſhew and ſem- 

lance. Hehaving heard ſay, that certain principall Citizens, and his own brother among, had 


been by this his uncle put to death; to the intent that himſelf might have nothing left, either in O 


the parts of his mind for the King to fear, or in his out ard ſtate for him to covet and deſire: re- 


repoſe ſmall or no ſaſegard at all. And therefore compoſing and framing himſelf of purpoſe to 
counterfeit a noddy and a very innocent, as ſuffering himſelf and. all that he had to fall into the 
Kings hands as an eſcheat, he refuſednotto be miſnamed Brutus, a name appropriate to unreaſona- 


ſolved under the cloak of baſe contempt to ſave himſelt, ſince that in right or juſtice he might -

Jon. This Brutws being by the Ta quis brought to Delphi, as their laughing lock to make them 
by the way, tather than a meet mate to accompany them, carried with him (as men 5 ) 
or 


or to offer and preſent unto Apollo a golden rod —— wood, made hollow 
the purpoſe: the very type and reſemblance by ret circumſtances, of his naturall diſpoſition. 
Thither being arrived, the young men having done their fathers commiſſion accordingly, were ve- 


ry deſirous and earneft to inquire and learn of the Oracle, which of them ſhould be King of Rome. 


And from the bottom of the deep Vaulr,rhis anſwer, as men ſay, was delivered intheir hearing: 


[Which of you(O young men) ſhall firſt kiſs your mot her, he ſhall bear chief and ſoveraign rule in Rome.] 


B The Tarquim then intending that Sexews their brother who was leſt behind at Rome, might nei- 


ther know the anſwer, not yet obtain the kingdom willed the matter ſhould by all poſſible means be 
carried ſo ſecret as might be, and concealed from him. They themſelves agreed upon this together, 
to draw lots whether of them twain, when they were returned to Rome, ſhould firſt kiſs his mo- 
cher. But Braus ſuppoſing the ſpeech of Apolls his Prieſt, tended to another ſenſe; made as though 


he ſtumbled forward and took a fall, and ſo touched the ground with his mouth and kiſſed tbe 


earth, thinking this with himſelf, that ſhe was tummon mother of all mortall men, Then returned 
2 they to Rome; Wherè they found great prepatation fox war againſt the Rutilians. | 
The Rutilians then Were Eords of 4rdea.A people in thole parts, and for thoſe times, very rich

and wealthy: and that was it that gave the very occaſion and was the firſt motive of war. The 
Roman King was deſirous both to enrich himſelt, as having about the ſumptuous building of pub- 


Hke works emptied his coffers: and aiſo by ſome ſpoil, to mollifie and win again the hearts of his 
naturall ſubjects: being much diſcontented ( beſides their general miſlike of his pride otherwiſe) 
at his manner of government: and diſdaini — that: they were by the King made labou- 
rers, to ſerve catpenters and maſons, and held ſõ long to ſervile toil and painfuli labour. The Ro- 


' mans aſſaied at the beginning to ſurprite and win Ar dea by aſſault : but when that way ſped but 


ill, then began they to annoy and diſtreſs the enemies by laying ſiege, by caſting trenches, raiſing 
forts, and fabricks about the town. During this fiege, and the ftanding camp lying there, ( as it 
falleth out commonly, when the war is wan late than hot and cruell) there were gran- 
ted large licenſes and paſports to and fro between the Camp and Rome, with much liberty: and 


P yet more to the Principals ot che Army than to the common Souldiers. And the Kings ſons had 


other while goed leiſure to feaſt and banquet one with another. Upon a time it hapned whiles 


they were drinking and making merry with Sextus T argamins in his pavilion, where Collatiuu: 
T 4rquinius the ſon of Egerius ſat at ſupper ; there aroſe among other good rable-ralk, ſome argu- 
ing about theit wives; whiles every man highly praiſed and wondrouſly comtfiended his own, 


- Andgrowingto ſome heat and contention thereabout: There need not many words for this mat-

ter, quoth C lar ht, for in few hours it may be known how far my Lucretia ſurpaſſeth all the reſt. 
And therefoie if there be any luſtineſs and courage of youth in us, why mount we not on horſe- 
back, and in but own perſons go and ſee the natures and diſpoſitions of our wives? And as they 
(hill be found and ſeen, taken of a ſudden, and not looking for their Hlusbands coming, ſo let eve- 
ry man judge of them, and er that downfor the only triall of this controverſie, They had all 
taken their drink well, and were prettily heat with wine: Mary, content ſay they all, and to horſe 
they go, and away chey gallop onthe ſpur to Rome, \ Thither were they come by the ſhutting 


inof 3 when it grew to bedark ; and ſo forward without any ſfay to Collaia they ride. 
Where they find dame Lucretia, not as the Kings ſons wives, whom they had ſupriſed and ſeen 


afore, paſſing the time g's in feaſting and rioting with their minions and companions : but 
fitting up far within the night in the midſt of her houſe amongſt her maidens, hard at wooll- 
work by candle-light; 3 in this debate about their wives, the entire praiſe and com- 
mendation reſted in Lucretia: Her Husband and the Tarquins had a loving and courteous wel- 
com at her hands, And he again fot joy of the victory, invited the Kings (ons kindly. and made 
them friendly cheare, There at that inſtant Sextus T arquintus Was bewitched and poſſeſſed with 
wicked wanton luſt, for to offer violence and villany unto Lucretia: her paſſing beauty and her 
proved chaſtity ſer him on fire and provoked him thereto, Bur for the preſent, when they had 
{ported themſelves all night longlikeluſty and pleaſant youths, they returned betimes in the mor- 
ning to the Camp. A few daes after, Sextus Tarquinius, unwitting to Collatinus, attended with one 
only man came ro Ceilatia, where he was again in good and friendly ſort received by them in the 
houſe, that ſuſpected nothing leſs than that whereabour he was come. And being after ſupper 
brought up intothe gueſt chamber, when he thought all about him ſure, and that every body was 
faſt aſleep;all ſet on fire and burning in love, he ſteppeth with naked ſword in hand to Lucretia, as 
ſhe lay ſleeping full foundly,and bearing down the womans breſt with his left hand, Peace (quorh 
he) Lucretia & not a word: I ani Sextus Tarquinius, I have my drawn ſword in hand:if thou once 
ſpeak thou ſhalt ſurely die, The (illy woman thus ſtarting our of ſleep, was ſore affright, as ſee- 
ing no remedy but in a mannerpreſent death, in caſe ſhe had cried for help. Then uttered Tar- 
quinius and conſeſſed his amorous paſſion, tell to entreat and entreat again, and with his prayers 
intermedled threats, and went every way about her. not ceaſng by all means to fifr, to ſound 
and tempt the woman heart. But when he ſaw her obſtinate and invincible, nd (to die for it) not 


relenting one jot; chen, beſides the fear of death, he preſented unto her diſhononr and ſhame : 
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King and his 
bloud. 


pretending th at after he had maſſacred her, he would lay by her — 73 AROSE 


ſervant with his throat cut; that it might be voiced abroad, that ſhe was taken and killed in filthy, 
adulrery, For ſear ofthis reproach and infamy, ſee how ſinfull luſt gat the victory, and conquered 
conſtant chaltity : and Tarquinius in great pride and jollity, that he had by aſſault won the fort of 
a womans honour;departed thence, But wofull-Zucretia, ali ſorrowing for ſo heavy a miſchance, 
diſpatched a meſſenger to her father at Rome, and ſo forward to her husband at Ardea, with this 
errand : Thar they ſhould come unto her, each ot them with one faithfull and truſty friend, and 
hereof they mult not fail, but make all the ſpeed they could, for that there was befallen a grieyoys 
chance and horrible. So there repaired to her Sp. Lucretius her father, accompanied with P. YVale- 
rius the ſon of Voleſus: and Collatinus her husband, with L. Jun. Brut us. Who both together by 1 
chance going back to Rome, encountred in the way his wives meſſenger. Lucretia they fornd fit- 
ting alone in her bed - chamber, all heavy and ſad: and ſhe at the coming of theſe her deareſt friends, 
{hed tears and wept apace. How now my deat( quoth her husband) is all well? ** No God works, 
( quoth ſhe again: ) For how can ought be well with a woman that is deſpoiled of her honour 
« and womanhood? The print Collat inus, of another man is to be ſeen in thy own bed. Howbeit; 
my body only is diſtained:my mind and heart remaineth yer unipotted: and that my death al 
© make good and juſtifie, But. gite me firſt your right hands, and make faithfull promiſe that the 
ce adulterer ſnall not eſcape unpuniſhed. Sex, Tarqninius is the man, he it is, who this night paſt; en- 
« tertained as a friend,bur indeed a very toe in the higheſt degree, hath by force and violence tak 


from hence with him his pleaſure, a deadly pleaiure;I to me : and to himſelf alſo noJels; K - 


ceãf ye be men of courage. All of them̃ one aſter another give their aflured word, cmforted the 
wofull hearted woman, excuſed her ſelf that was but forced, and laid all the biame upon him that 
committed the ſnamefull act: ſaying, It is the mind that ſinneth, and not the body: and where there 
was no will eee be nofauleat all. Well quoth ſhe) what is his due to have,

and moans, Brutus drew forth the knife out of the wound of Lucretia, & holding it out afore him, I. 
all embrued and dropping with bloud, Now I ſwear( quoth he) by this bloud, by this moſt chaſte 
< and pure bloud, before the villany wrought by the Kings — before the gods I proteſt, 


c whom I call to witneſs, that I will by fire and ſword, and with all my might and main perſecute 


« and drive the country of L. Tarquinius the proud, and his ungracious wife, and the whole brood 
« of his children, and ſuffer neither him nor any elſe for his ſake to raign as King at Rome. Then 
gave he the knife to Col/atinus,and ſo to Lucretius & Valerius who greatly amazed at this ſo ſtrang 
occurrent, and wondring how it came to paſs, that Brutus ſhould of ſudden be fo chagedeared 
ee e ee. couragious, took the ſame form of oath thãt᷑ e ſware afore: and 
ſo leaw pg their wailing and lamentation, and wholly ſer upon anger and revenge, they followed 
Brutus as their Captain and Leader to put down and overthrow thegovernment of Kings, and ut- M 
terly to root out their race. The dead corps of Lucretia, was had out of doors, brought into the 
market place and there ſnewed. And thither, what with wondring (as the manner is) at ſo ſtrange 
a ſight, and what with the indignation of ſo unworthy a fact, they raiſed much people together. 
Every man for bis part was ready enough to complain of the wickedneſs and violence done by the 
Kings bloud. The ſorrow of Lucretius the father on the one ſide, the reſolution of Zruus on the o- 
ther fide, who rebuked and blamed all vain weeping and fooliſh moaning, moved and perſwaded 
all that were preſent, that like men of valour, like true hearted Romans, they would take arms a- 
gainſt them that demeaned themſelves no better, nay, worſe than ordinary enemies, And preſently, 
the braveſt and talleſt young men ſhewed themſelves forward: ready in armour, and voluntary, The 
reſt of the youths followed freight after, And having left at Collatia the one half of their forces in N 
garriſon, toward the gates, and ſet certain watches, that no man brought tidings or news unto the 
King and his ſons, of this riſing and commotion, all the other were appointed in warlike manner, 
followed their leader Brutus from thence directly to Rome. At the ſudden coming thither of this ar- 
med multitude: no marvell if all the way whereas they paſſed and marched, there aroſe a fear 
and trouble among the people. But when they perceived the moſt ſubſtantiall and principall Ciri- 
zens in the forefront, they judged whativever the matter meanhir was not for naught. And verily 
this hainovs fact diſquieted the minds of men noleſs at Rome, than it had before at Collatia. Ther- 
fore from all parts of the City there was flocking and running into the market place. And being 
thither come, the Bedell or common Crier, ſummoned the people to appeare before the Tri- 
bune of the Celeres or Captain of the guard: which office haply Brutus bare at that time. Whete O

Ow will I deſ ribe from henceforth, the acts both in war and peace of the people &f 1; 
Femme, a free fate now from this time forward: their yearly Magiſtrates and Governours:: 
the authority and rule ot Laws, more powerfull and mighty than that of men. Which 
freedom of theirs, the laſt Kings pride made more acceptable and welcome, As for the o- 
cher Kings before him, they raigned fo, as that they might be counted all of them. and that wor- 
thily,builders of ſundry parts ot the City one after anocher, according as they every one by himſelf 
added ſtill one ne place or other for the multityde by them encrealed to inhabit. Neither is it to 
be doubted, but that even the very ſame Brutut who deſerved Io great honor and glory for expel- 
ling che proud King Tarquin, ſnould have done the ſame to cke exceeding danger of the weal 
pub like, if for deſite of unripe and untimely freedom, he had wreltad the roy allc ignity and go- 
vernment from any of the former Princes. For what wonld have come of it, if that communalty M 
conſiſting of herdmen and fugitive ſtrangers, reſorting our of their own countries there to dwell, 
having under protection of a ſanctuary and priviledged place gone liberty, or at leaſtwiſe im- 
punity 3 being now freed and paſt fear of a royall Majeſty, had begun to be troubled and diſqui- 
eted, with the ruffling ſtorms and ſeditious tempeſts of the Tribuns?and in a new and ſtrange City 
ſown debate, and entertained variance with the Nobilicy, before that the ſureſt pledges of wiyes 
and children, the deareſt affection of the very place and ſoil; which requireth long time of liking 
and loving, had united and knit their hearts together? Cerrainly, the tate not yet come to full 
growth and maturity. had by diſcord faded and come to nought, which a peaceable and gracious 
government cheriſhed and foſtered, and by cheriſhing and nouriſhing brought to that paſs, that 
now being come to ripeneſs and perteCtion of ſtrength, it might be able to bring forth and bear N 
the good and wholſom fruits of libertiix. . | * 
The beginning of this freedom you muſt account in regard hereof, That the Conſulary regi- 
ment was annual.and from year to year, rather than that the royall power and juriſdiction that the 
Kings had, was any whit abated and diminiſned. For the firſt Conſuls had the ſame abſolute au- 
thority, held all the former royalties, and retained ſtill the regall enſigus and ornaments of ſupreme 
dignity, This only provided that they ſhould not both have the rods born before them, for avoi- 
ding a twofold fear and dread of their Ma jeſty. Brutus with the good liking and conſent of his 
companion in office, had the preheminence and prerogative of that honour. to be done unto him 
alone: who had rot been aforetime a greater inſtrument, and more forward to procure and reco- 
ver the liberty than he was after ward a ſure maintainer and protector of the ſame. And firſt above O 
all other things, whileſt the people were yet greedy of this ne freedom, for fear leſt they might 
any time after be won by entreaty or moved by gifts on the Kings part, he cauſed them to ſwear 


that they would never ſuffer any to be King at Rome. After this, becauſe the Senate might be of 


more power and greater reputation. by the frequent company of that degree and order: he encrea- 
ſed their number (which had been impaired much by maſſacres, committed by the ſaid King) 
to the full complement. of three hundred: by chuſing the chief and principall of the degree of 
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A Knights or horſemen, And

This done, they went in hand with Religion and Church- matters: and for that there were cer- 
tain publike ſacrifices that had been. uſuallyj executed by the Kings 'themielres in their own per- 


ſons: leſt therefore they ſhould not find the mis of Kings in any reſpect nor long aſter them a- 


gain, they create of purpoſe a King · Prieſt or ſacrificer ; which ſacerdotall dignity they ordained to 
B be under the Arch · Prelate, leſt that this new addition and title of honour, might prejudice their 


well, but I think-vexily they went beyond all meaſure, and were over · preciſe in the maintenance 
and ſtrengthening thereof every way, even in the ſmalleſt trifles, and toies of no moment. For 
when as nothing elſe was offenſive unto them, the game forſootch of one of their Conſuls became 
ſuſpected and odious unto the City, without any other ſcandall whatſoever. And thus they mut- 
rered and ſaid, : That the Tarquinis bad raigned over᷑· long, and too much already: that Priſcus fitſt 
< hegan, and when aſter him ſucceeded King Servius Tullius, Super bus Tarquinius hot having in that 


te time and ſpace between, forges the Kingdom, as ſeeing another invelted therein; by wicked 


ce practice and violence claimed and recovered the ſame again, as the inheritance properly to his 
C © houſe belonging, And now that Swperbus is. driven our and gone, the rule and government is de- 
c volved unto Collarinus, and there reſteth. Theſe Targuins belike ( ſay they cannot s kill how to 

< liveas private men: giving, out among, that the very name was dangerous to a free State, and in 
ce one word, they could not endure ic, Theſe and ſuch like ſpeeches at firſt were whiſpered abroad 
throughout all the City,by them that under-hand ſounded by little and little the hearts and diſpo- 
ſitions of men: and when theſe ſurmiſes & ſuſpitions were once buzzed into the Commons heads, 
and they thereby diſquieted, Braus called them to a generall aſſembly. Where firlt and formoſt he 
reciteth the oath of the people, That they ſhould ſuffer none to be a King nor onght elſe in Rome, 
from whence might ariſe any danger to their liberty, «This oath is the thing ( quoth he) that 
« with all diligence, & by all means poſſible is to be maintain d, & nothing thereto apperraining 
<< is to be deſpiſed and lightly regarded. As for me, Iain unwilling to ſpeak,in reſpect of the per- 
< ſon, neither would I ſpeak at all, but that the love and affection tothe Common-weal doth o- 
cc verrule me, The people of Nme is not througbly perſwaded, that they have recovered their en- 
© tire and perfect liberty. For as yet the King bloudd, yea, and the Kings name, not only remaineth 
ce ſtilh but alſo beareth . — rule in the City : This is it that hurteth, this is it (I ſay) that hin- 
« dered their true ſreedom. Now (quoth he) L. Tarquinius willingly of your owh accord rid chem 
.< of their fear. We remember =." we confeſs and acknowledge, you it was that expelled the 
« Kings, Finiſh therefore and perfect this great benefit of yours: take away from hence the Kings 


c namealſo, As for your goods and ſubſtance, your Citizens and Countrimen, if they will be ad- 
cc viſed by me,(hall not only yeeld unto you again. but if ought be ſhort and wanting, ſhall by m 


E © conſent ſupply the ſame to the full right liberally. Depart I ſay and friendlytake your leave: deli- 
c ver the City and disburden them of this their fear, that peradventure is bur vain and needleſs: 
« Howbeit,this their minds give chem, that together with the Rock and houſe of the Tarquins, the 
Kings rule and government will likewiſe void and departforever, The Conſul at this ſo ſtrange 
and ſudden a motion, firſt wondred much, and was not able to open his mouth. Bur afterwards as 
he addreſſed himſelf and began to make a ſpeech, the heads of the City came about him, and 
with many prayers beſought the ſame at his hands. As for all the reſt, they prevailed full little with 
him. But after that Sp, Lucretiusa more grave and elder man than himſelf, of greater worth afore- 
time, and his father in Law beſides, took him in hand and dealt with him fi e one while 


by way of intreaty, dender! rſwaſions and reaſons, that he would condeſcend unto that 
Ice | 


E which the City in one general conſent required: then the Conſul fearing leſt hereafter being once 
out of his place and a private.man again, he ſhould chance to be — thereunto, with the loſs of 
his goods and ſome diigrace perhaps beſides; reſigned up the office of the Conſulſhip, and remo- 
ving all that he had away to Lauinium quit the City and departed., Then Brutus by ana& and de- 
cree of the Senate, propoſed unto the people, That all the race and linage of the Tarquins ſhould 
be exiled. And in a generall Seſſion of the Centuries, he created for to be his Colleague in govern- 
ment, P. Valerius, by whoſe aſſiſtance he had driven out the Kings. 
ſoon as men looked for: but ſee (à thing that no man feared ) they had like by fraud and treaſon 
at home to have loſt and forgone their fteedom again, There was of the flower of Rome, certain 
6 22 & thoſe of no low degree nor baſe parentage deſcended, who in the Kings daies had lived 
ke young Princes more looſely and at pleaſure, as companions and plaifellows with the young 
Tarquint, the Kings ſons: who ſeeking to enjoy the ſame licentious life ſtill, in this equality of 
eſtate wherein all others then lived, made moanand complained one to another, That the liberty 
of others turned to their ſetvitude. < The King, ſay they, is a man, at whole hands one might ob- 
tain ſome what, as need re quired, were the cauſe right ox were it wrong: where a man might find 
« favour and frienſhip, as who could both be diſpleaſed and angry, and alſo forgive and 9

ſemen, And hereof came, as they ſay, this cuſtome, to admit into the Senate both 
chem that were hefore time of the ancient Nobility, and alſo tho that 'wete newly choſen for 
the ſupply: naming theſe chat were laſt entolled, the ne Senate. Anda wonder it was to fee, 
how much good this did to the concord of the City, and to the knitting of the he arts of Nobles 


freedomany jor,whereunto they had then a ſpeciall regard above all other things. And I wot not 


No man doubted now that the Tarquint were about to take arms: yet that war hapned.not ſo . 
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« fault, and knew wellhow to make difference between a friend and a foe, Asfor laws, they are H 
» C<hipgs deaf and inexorable: more wholſome and commodious to the poor than to the rich and 
cc mighty, affording no releaſe nor pardon if one chance to treſpaſs and tranſgreſs: And a tickliſh 
„c point it is and perilous for a man among ſo many errours whexero our frailtj is ſubject, to bear 
_— only upon his innocent lite. Being thus oftheir own accord already dilcontenr, ſuddenly 
unlooked for there came Embaſſadors from the Kings, who withour any mention at all of return, 
demanded only their goods again. Upon their . being delivered and heard in the Senate- 
houſe, rhis debate and queſtion held them for certain daies in councill, fearing leſt that the goods 
not reſtored might miniſter occaſion of quarrell, and being rendred, yield maintenance and nou- 
riſhment of war, In the mean time che Embaſſadours dealt and treated with divers perſons di- 1 
verſly : in open ſhew.claiming only their goods, but ſecretly and under-hand, contriving how to 
.. compals the Kingdom for their Maſters, And under colour of procuring friends for the accom- 
pliſhment of that which they pretended, and was in queſtion, they ſounded oftentimes the minds 
of certain noble young Gentlemen, how they flood affected to their deſignments. Whoſe words 
and reaſons were of them gently entertained: and thereupon they delivered unto them letters 
from the Tarquint and withall conferred together, and practiſed the receiving of the Kings pri vi- 
ly by night into the City, The execution of this plot was principally committed to certain of the 
Vitelli and Aquilii, that were brethren, A ſifter of the Firels was married unto the Conſul Bru- 
tus, by whom he had two ſons that were young men, Titus and Tiberius, whom their uncles by 
the morhers fide made partakers with them likewiſe of their counſel], Beſides; there were divers K 
young Gentlemen (whoſe names long time hath worn out quite) made acquainted there with. In 
this mean ſeaſon, their opinion in the Senate-houſe prevailed,who thought it beſt that the goods 
ſhould be reſtored: and the Embaſſadours upon that occaſion made ſtay in the City, for that they 
had gotten time of the Conſuls to provide carriage for to have away the Kings ſtuff, and other 
movable goods, All that time ſpent they in conſulting with the. Conſpirators, and ſo importu- 
nately laboured them, untill they had procured;their letters alſo unto the Targuinii: for otherwiſe 
( ay they) how will they beleeve but that their Embaſſadours make wrong report of matters ſo 
important. The giving of thoſe letters in pledge of their truth and plain meaning, proved to be- 
wray and reveal their purpoſed enterpriſe, For the day before the Embaſſadours were to take their 
leave, and return to the Taryxins, they fortuned to ſup with the Virelii: and whileſt the conſpira- J. 
tors there, were in ſad and cloſe talk together, conferring at large about this new deviſed practiſe, 
and no man by but only themſelves (as the manner is: ) a certain bondſlave chanced to overhear 
them, one that before had an inckling whereabout they went, but waited the opportunity when 
the letters ſhould be Fe to the Embaſſadours, which being found upon them, might directly 
prove the treaſon. This ſlave aſter he underſtood the letters were delivered, gave intelligence of 
all unto the Conſuls: who immediatly departed from their houſes to take the Embaſſadonrs, and 
the Conſpirators in the manner, and without any ſtir or tumult light upon them unawares, and 
The conſpira · daſhed all. But of the letters they had a ſpeciall care, that they ſnould be forth- coming and not 
cy detected. miſcarry. And committing the traitors forthwith to priſon, they made ſome pauſe and doubt a- 
— bout the Embaſſadors, what to do with them. For albeit _ ſeemed to have deſerved no leſs M 
but to be uſed as enemies, and to have no favour at all, yer had — regard to thelaw of Nations. 
Now concerning the Kings goods, which they thought meet before to be reſtored, the matter 
came about wholly in queſtion again before the Senators: who being overcome with ire and in- 
dignation, denied flatly the rendring of them, yea, and forbad they ſhould be confiſcate and con- 
verted to the common treaſury: but they were given away among the Commons to make ſpoil 
and havock thereof: to the end, that they having one touched or ſeiſed on the Kings goods as a

booty, might for ever after be paſt all hope of any peace or favour with them. The field ofthe Tar- 
campus Marti- quinslying between the City and Tyber,was conſecrated unto Xſars,and after called Campus. Mar- 
1. tii.4.6, Mars field, It hapned (as men fay) that there was at chat time ſtanding corn there, now 


ripe and ready for the harveſt: which crop of ground, becauſe they made ſome ſcruple of conſci- N 
ence otherwiſe to conſume, therefore it was cut down, corn, ſtraw, ſtubble and al, and a great 
number of people ſent thither at once to carry it away in baskets and skeps, and pour it down. 
the Tyber, running then but ſhallow, as it uſeth to do in the midſt and heat of Summer. And ſo 
the heaps of corn, together with the mud ſtuck ſtill and reſted in the ebbe places and foords of the 
river: and by little and lictle encreaſed with one thing or other that came downthe ſtrea m, untill 
it became an Iſland, Afterwards, I ſuppoſe, there were dams and piles made thereunto, and by mans 
* hand it grew ſo high, and ſo firm apiece of ground, that it was able to bear even Temples and 
ſtately Galleries that ſtood thereupon. a | 
When the Kings goods were thus ſpoiled, rifled,and made away, the traitors were condemned 
and put to death, Which ſuffering of theirs was the more notable, for that the father by his place O 
& vertue of his office was bound and charged to ſee execution done upon his own own children: 
and he who otherwiſe ought not to have been a ſpeRator and looker on, even he ( ſuch was his 
fortune) was forced of neceſſityto be the principal actor inthis rragicall execution, Then Rood 
theſe moſt noble youths bound faſt to a ſtake, But among all. the Conſul his children, turned up- 
on them the eyes of every man, from all the reſt, as unknown perſons and of no reputation; 
: - All men pitied them, not ſo much for being puniſhed, as for deſerving by their vs to be 


' puniſhed: 
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A puniſhed: That they could find in their hearts and once let enter into their thought, to betray 
into the hands of Tarquinius, ſometimes a proud Prince, and then a cruell enemy, and baniſhed 
rebell, their native countrey, lately and in that very year ſet free from capcivity : their naturall fa- 
ther who ſer it free : the Conſulſhip ſprung firſt out of the family of the junu: the Nobles, the 
Commons, and in one word, all things whatſoever in Rome belonging either ro God or man. 
Then came the Conſuls forth, took their places and ſet them down on the tribunall ſeat. The Li- 
ctors were ſent to do their office, who hr{ ripped them naked and ſcourged them with rods, 
and then with an axe chopt off their heads. All which time, the father himſelf, his countenance Bus putteth 
and viſage was a wondertull ſpectacle to behold, conſidering how a fathers affection could hold to death his 
B out and abide the performance of this publike and exemplary puniſhment, When the offenders n children, _ 
had once ſuffered, to the end there might be ſhewed noble examples on both ſides, for to debar 
wickedneſs, and top the courſe of fin: the informer and revealer ot treaſon, had for his reward 
a peece of money out of the common treaſury, obtained his freedom, and was enfranchiſed a Ci- | 
tizen of Rome. This was the firſt man, as they ſay that was made free by the rod Vindicta: for that > 
the party his name was Vinditius, from whence, as ſome think, the word Y;aditta was derived: w 
after whom, this was obſerved, That whoſoever in that ſort got their freedom, were ſuppoſed 
withall endevized, | ; 
When tidings hereof came to Tarquiniut, with the manner of proceeding inevery circum- 
ſtance, he not only grieved that ſo great hope of his was fruſtrate and come to nothing, bur 
C alſo was (er on fire with hatred and indignation: and ſeeing the way ſhut up and topped againſt - 
all deceitfull courſes, he thought there was no dealing now but by meer force and open war. 
Whereupon he went up and down, ſollicited and made humble ſuit unto the Cities of Erraria; 
and beſought the Veientians eſpecially, and the T arguiniavy, that they would nor ſuffer him, ie. Tbe mei 
being come of their own bloud, a baniſhed man, forlorn, poor, and needy, diſpoſſeſſed ſo lately 2 
of ſo goodly a Realm and Kingdom, together with his children ( forward young men) to periſh 24 peech of 
. . . quinius Cu. 
even before their eyes. Alledging that others had been ſent for and fet out of forrain parts unto perbus to the 
« Rome for to be Kings: and he their Liege King, and ſuch an one as advanced ſtill the Roman Em- Tuſcans, 
cc pire by martiall proweſs, was by the wicked conſpiracy of his neareſt kinsfolk and ſriends de- 
< poſed from his imperiail dignity and expelled : and they now, becauſerhere was no one man 
D“ thought ſufficient and worthy to raign, had parted between them the Kingdom, and given 
c among the people his goods as a ſpoil; that there might not be any one who had not his finger, 
c and whole hand in ſo foule a fact. Saying moreover, that his mind and intention was, to ſeek „ 
« means to return into his on countrey, to recover his Crown, yea, and to perſecute, and to 
ce be revenged of thoſe unthankfull ſubjects : and therefore prayed them, to ſet to their helping 
<« hand, and yield him aſſiſtance: and not to fir down with fo many old wrongs of their own part 
« received, namely their legions ſo often hewen in pieces, their lands and livings taken from them: 
« but to go with him for revenge. Theſe ſuggeſtions moved the Veientians, and every man for 
himſelf murtered and gave out in threatning wiſe, that now at length, having a Roman Cap- 
tain eſpecially to be their Leader, they were to do away the foul diſhonours-ſultained, and win 
E again what by former war they had loſt. As for the Tarquiniaus, they were ſoon incited in 
regard of name and conſanguinity, and thought it was a godly matter and an honour unto 
them, to have of their own natne and houſe to be Kings of Rome. Thus two armies of two Cities 
banded with Tarquin, for to reſtore him to his Kingdom again, and to make ſharp. war upon 
the Romans: who being entred the Territory of Rome, were met with by the Roman Conſuls. 
The footmen matched under the conduct of Valerius, marſhalled in a battallion our jquare, 
Brutus with the horſe went before to eſpy and diſcover the coaſts: Inlike ſore the men of arms 
of the enemies rode formoſt under chele-dibs of Aruns Tarquinius the Kings fon; and the King 
himſelf in perſon followed with the Legions, Aruns eſpying by the Lictors, the Conſul afar off, 
and as he approached nearer, - knowing Brutus more certainly by his tace, all inflamed ich ire: 
F< This is the Gallant (quoth he) this is he, that hath driven and baniſhed us out of onrnative 
& Countrey, Lo, how bravely he ſetteth forward, all gorgeoufly to be ſeen and dight in our roy- 
« all enſigns and ornaments, Now help ye gods that are revengers of wrongs done to Kings: 
and rherewirhall ſer ſpurs to his horſe, and ran amain with full carreer upon the Conſul his own 
pre on. intending certainly to ſpeed him. Brutus perceived likewiſe that he made directiy toward 
im: (Now was it a noble and worthy fight for the Captains themſelves to begin the battell.) 
Wherenpon with reſolute courage he encoutitreth him. And ſo fiercelythey charged one another, 
and ſo deadly were they bent, that neither of them had regard to ſave himſelf. ſo he might wound 
and miſchief his enemy, but were both with a coùnterpuſh that quite pierced their targets 
run into the ſides, and thruſt through, and ſo having one anothers lance ticking in their bodies, 
G fell from their horſes ready to dye. Herewirh hegan on both fides the other horſemen to fight, ,, 
and within a while the footmen alſo ſecondedthem. And ſo equally were they matched, and the 
battell ſo indifferently fought; that it was very doubtfull whether fide had the better. For on both 
parts the right wings got the upper hand, and down went the leſt. The Veientians, unto whom Theveientians 
it was no news to be overcome of Romans, were diſcomfited and put to fligbt. But their new e- deteated by 
nemies the Tarquini ant, not only held their own and ſtoodto it, but alſo from their battell put the Romans, _ 
back, and forced the Romans to give ground, and gave themthe repulſe. After this conflict ws > 
; | E 2 e 
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fell ſuch a fear and terrour upon Tarquiniut, and the Tuſcans, that both Armies as well of the Vi- H 
entiant as the Tarquinians, gave over their enterpriſe with doing juſt nothing, and by night diſ- 
lodged and departed every man to his own home. This battell was more notable by teaſon of cer- 
rain miracles that men report : namely, that in the dead time of the night next following, when all 
were at reſte there was heard a mighty voice of Sylvamm (as men thought) out of the wood Ar- 
ſia to utter theſe words, ¶ That there was ſlaine onthe Tuſcans part more by one, and that the Romans 
won the field.] Thus verily and no otherwiſe departed they aſunder the Romans as winners, and 
the Tulcans as having the worſe, For the next morrow, ſo ſoon as it was day, and that none of 
the enemies appeared in ſight, P. Valerius the Conſul gathered up the ſpoil together, and returned 
from thence with triumph to Rome; and performed the tunerals of his brother Conſul, in all ſump- I 
tuous manner and ſolemn pomp, as poſſibly at that time he could deviſe, But, that which did him 
the greateſt honour after his death, was the publike ſorrow and heavineſs of the City, in this re- 
ſpect above all ſingular and memorable, for that thedames and Matrons of Nome mourned a whole 
year for him, as for their own father, in that he had been ſo ſharp a revenger of violence done to 
the chaſtity of women. | | | 8 8 
Aſter this, the Conſul that ſutvived, preſently upon the great liking and favour that he was in 
(ſee how wavering and unconſtant the minds are of the common people) was not only envied, 
but alſo ſuſpected, yea, and charged with an odi ous and horrible crime. The voice went and bruited 
it was abroad, that he aſpired to the Crown, And why ? becauſe, forſooth, he had not choſen unto 
him a new fellow Conſul in the room of Brutus: and began tobuild aloft on the top of Velia, K 
where (ſay they) in an high place and ſtrongly ſcituate he may make a Caſtle impregnable. Theſe 
things commonly ſpoken and credited too, vexed much, and 2955 grieved the Conſul in his 
| very-ſoule, as a great indignity offered unto him, Whereupon he aſſembled the people rogether, 
& cauſing the rods to be held downwards to the ground, went up into the pulpit to make an Ora- 
tion unto them, That ſight pleaſed the people paſſing well, taking it for a plain demonſtration, 
that the marks and enſięns of rule and government ſubmitted unto them, was a very acknow- 
P:Valerius the jedging and confeſſion that the people was of greater majeſty and power than the Conſul. Where 
1 after ſilence made, and commandment to hearken and give ear, «the Conſul began highly to ex- 
"OY ce toll the fortune and good hap of his Colleaguedeceaſed, who having with great honour ſet his 
Country free, ended his dates, fighting manfully in defence of the Weal-publike, even in the I. 
cc primes height, and beſt time of his glory, ere that he became ſabje& unto envy : but he himſelf 
CK outlivingit, remained alive, expoſed unto criminous ſlanders and ſpightfull malice of men, and 
ce of a deliverer and redeemer of his Countrey was now reputed no better thanthe Aquilii and 
« Vitellii. And willyou never indeed (quoth he) approve the vertuous and honeſt converſation of 
CE <a manſo well, but it ſhall be tainted with unjuſt ſuſpition? What? would any man think, that I 
being ſo fietce and fell an enemy of the Kings, ſhould ever fearto incur the jealouſie of men, ſor 
< ſeeking to be King? What if Idwelt on the top of Tarpeie cliff, even in the very Capitol, 
«ſhould I beleeve and think it poſſible, that my countrymen, neighbours, and Citizens, would 
' «ſtand in fear of me? and will ſo fmall a matter as this turn the ball; nce of your ———_ _ 
c conceit of me? Is your affiance and confidence in me grounded ſo flightly,and ſtandeth ir upon M 
© ſo nice terms and tickliſh points, that you force more and make greater reckoning of my dwel- 
« ling place than of the quality of my perſon, Well, P. Valerius his houſe ſhall be no hindrance or 
« impeachment unto your liberty, O Qxirites, yeſhallnot need to fear any harmfrom Yel:afor me, 
« ] will remove my houſe not only down into the plain, but even to the valley under the hill foot,

Palerixs ſur · ceeding popular again, whereupon, he was ſurnamed Publicola or Poplicola. And firſt and formoſt 
named Pablico- rhe Statute. paſſed as touching the appeal unto the people, againſt the Rulers and Magiſtrates. 
la of Poplicole. en, concerning the curſing and condemning of him both body and goods, that ſhould intend 
or plot to uſurp Princely dominion over them, Theſe acts the Commons liked well of, Which 
when he had alone ordained, that all the thanks and praiſe might be his therefore, then aſſem- 
bled he a generall Seſſion for the ſubſtituting of another Conſul unto him, in the room of his 
Colleague departed. So, Sp, Lacretius was created Conſul: who being an aged man and of great 
years feeble withall, and not able to execute the office and function of a Conſul, within few daies 
pad nature her debt and died. And in place of Lucretine was A. Horatius Pulvillus choſen. In ſome 
ancient writers I do not find that Lucretius was Conſul. For immediatly after Frutus they make © 
mention of Hor-rins, But I think verily becauſe no act of his made his Conſulſhip memora- 
ble, thereupon he was forgotten and left out. Now as yet was not the Temple of Jupiter in the 
Capitoll dedicated And when Valerius and Horatius the Conſuls, caſt lots whether of them twain 
ſhould perform that duty, the charge ſell unto Horatius, and Publicola went forth to the Vei- 
entian war. But the kinsfolk and friends of Valerius took it more grievouſly and impatiently 
than reaſon was, that the honor of the dedication of ſo famous a temple, was givenunto Horatius. 
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A Deviſing therefore by all means poſſible chey-could co impeach end ing they. had aflajed all 
in vain and nothing took effect t even at the very inſtant, whiles che — tobe holding a polt of 


the Temple, and in his ſolemn prayers to the gods, behold they brought unto him heavy and wo; 


full news, that his ſon was dead, and that he might not lawfully, whiles his houſhold mourned and 
was pollured with a dead corps, conſecrate the Temple. Whecber ic were that he gave no credit 
to the meſſenget, or tather was of heart ſo tour, neither is it for certain reported, nor eaſie for a 
man to divine, But for all theſe tidings, never a jot was he turned from his purpoſe, nor ſaid ought 


elſe to the meſſenger, but willed that be ſnould bid the corps to be had forth ro buriail, and io 
holding the pillar or poſt ſtill ſaid out his prayer; and dedicated the Temple. Theſe were the acts

troubles, accompanied with a great power of friends and followers, from Regillum fled to Rome, 
who were .enfranchiſed Citizens, and poſſeſſed of thoſe lands that lye beyond the river * Anio. * Ar this day 
And from thence came the name of the old trade Appia: after that other new Citizens were put Teveron- 
unto them. thoſe I mean, thatdeſcended of that race, and out of the ſame territory. This Appius Tribe Appice 
was admitted into the number of the Senators, and not long after advanced to be one of the chief 
men and heads of the City. The Coſſ. went with a ſtrong power into the Sabins land, where after 


they had firſt waſted the Country, and aſter in battell abated the ſtrength and puiſſance of the ene - 


my; ſo, as for a long time after they needed not to fear any rebellion from thence, they returned 


D to Rome in triumph. 


The year following, when Agrippa Menenius and P. Paſt humiut were Coſſ. P. Valerius ended 
his daĩes in great glory, reputed the only ſingular man in thoſe times, by all mens j ent, for 
skill and knowle ge as well in martiall feats, as in civill affairs: but ſo poor was his eſtate, that he My EE 
had not wherewith to defray his funeral] expences, and was therefore at the Cities charge right f d. gary. * 
hononrably enterred. And the Dames of Rome mourned for him as they did for Brutus. 1 

The fame year rwo Colonies of the Latines, Pometia and Cora, revolted to the Auruncans. The 
Romans firſt began to war upon the Aufuncans. And after they had difcomfited a great hoſt of them, 
who met with the Conſuls as they entred the borders, and fiercely made head again them, then 
all the Auruncan war was driven and tranſlated wholly to Pomctia. The {laughter and execution 


E was no leſs after the confli c, than during the fight: for whereas there were many more of them 


ſlain outright in the place than taken priſoners, thoſe allo that were priſoners, they ſpared not, but 
murdered every where as they went: neither aid the furious rage of war there with, but eyen 
the very hoſtages whom they had received, to the number of zoo, they put to the ſword. In this 
year alſo was a ttiumph at Rome, . © Dy | | 
The Conſuls Opiter Firginius, and Sp. Caſſius, that followed the next year, aſſailed Pomeria, firſt 
by meer fotce to ſcale the wals, aſter with pavoiſes, mantelets, platforms, and other fabricks, raiſed 
againſt it, Upon whom the Auruncans ſallied forth, rather of a cankred and malicious hatred than 
for any hope or vantage given them of good exploit: the greater part of them furniſhed better 
with fireworks than armed with ſword and ſpear, - killed and burned all afore them: and having 


F thus fired their fabricks aforeſaid, hurt and ſlain a great number of their enemies, one of the Con- 
ſuls alſo (but his name precilely ĩs not by any author ſer do un) was ſore wounded, ſtrucken down 


from his horſe, and well near ſlain, Whereupon the Romans returned back to Rae thus unhap- 
pily defeated, leaving the Conſul behind them amongſt many that were hurt, like to dye. Soo af- 
ter, and no longer that whileſt their wounds might be healed, and a new ſupply of ſouldiers made, 
they came againſt Pemetia, in more furious manner than before, and alſo with a ſtronger power. 
And when by making of new mantelers and other warlike inſtruments of aſſault, they were pro- 
ceeded thus forward that the ſouldiers were toady tõ ſcale and get up the wall, then they within 
yielded : and notwithſtanding the Town was thus ſurrendred up, yet there was no more mercy 
ſnewed unto it, than ifit had been forced by aſſault. The chief and principal Citizens ſnamefully 


O oſt their heads, the reſt of the inhabitants were ſold at the ſpear in open market like ſlaves, the - 


Town ſackt and razed to the ground yea, and money made ofthe lands belonging to it. The Con- 
ſuls for that they had ſo wreaked their anger, and ſharply revenged themſelves, more than for any 
great war they had finiſhed, obtained triumph. | 

The year following, were Poſthamins Caninius and T. Largin: Conſuls. In this year. during the 
games and pla ĩes at Rome, certain yonkers of the Sabins, went about in a wanton jollity to carry 
awayand raviſh the Curtezans and common Strumpets of the City. Whereupon the people ral 
| rogether 
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together, and made a riot, grew to words, and from words to brawls, inſomuch, as they went to- H 
gether by the ears, and made a 12 manner of a battell: . upon which ſmali occaſion there was a 
rebellion like to enſue. Over and beſides the fear of the Latines war, (for to encreaſe their troubles 
the more) news came, and it was certainly known, that by the ſolliciting and practiſe of Oftavins 
Mamiliunthere were already thirty nations banded together againſt the Romans, The City thus 
being perplexed for the event and expectation of thele ſo great occurrents, there aroſe the firſt oc- 
caſion and mention made ot creating a Dictator. But neither in what year, nor in what Conſuls 
time (for that it can hardly be beleeved, that they ſhould be of the Jarquins faction, and yet that 
alſo is reported ) nor yet who was firſt created Dictator, is it certainly known : Howbeit, in the 
Dictator fiſt moſt ancient writers I find that J. Largius was created the firſt Dictator, and Cneus Caſſius Gene- 1 
created at rall of the horſemen: and Conſular men (i. e. ſuch as had been Conſuls afore) they were that elected 
Lene. him: for ſo the law provided that was enacted, concerning the creation of a Dictator. And this 
induceth me the rather to beleeve, that Largius an ancient man, and one who had been Conſul be- 
fore, was appointed as a Controller and Maſter over the Conſuls, and not M. Valerius the ſon of 
Marcus and grandſon of Voleſus, who as yet had not attained to the Conſuls dignity. For if theſe 
Conſular men aforeſaid had been minded to have choſena Dictator out of that houſe above all o- 
cher, ſurely they would have made choice rather of his father AM. Valeriut, a noble perſonage, of ap- 
proved prowels and valour, and one beſides that had been Conſul. When the Dictator was once 
choſen at Rome, and the axes were ſeen born before him, the Commoners ſtood in great awe, and 
took better regard to be obedient at every beck and command. For neither could they make ac- 
count of any help (as they might under the Conſuls, who were both in commiſſion alike, and of e- 
quall authority, when they had recourſe from the one to the other) nor yet appeal unto the peo- 
ple: no nor look for ſuccour at all, but in their own double diligence and care of obedience, The 
Sabins likewiſe were afraid of the Dictator thus created at Rome: and ſo much the more, becauſe 
they were verily perſwaded he was made of purpoſe for them; and thereupon, they ſent Embaſſa- 
dors to treat for peace, who beſeeching the Dictator and the Senate to pardon ſo ſmall a fault, and 
being but a trick of youth, received this anſwer: That youth indeed might well be pardoned, but 
ſach old babes as they might not, who never reſted to ſow debate, and miniſter occaſion of one 
war after another. Howbeit. they ſate in conſultation about a peace, and obtained it had been, if the 
Sabins could have found in their hearts and condeſcended to make good and repay the expences L 
that the Romans had disburſed about the wat: for that was the thing demanded at their hands. 
o,defiance was ſent and war proclaimed, And yet for that year all was quiet, as it were in time of 
ecret truce, during the Conſulſhip of Servius Sulpitius, and M. Manlius Tullus, in whoſe year 
chere was nothing done worthy of remembrance. |

——Thers uſually betore: becauſe the Generals and chief Commanders were there-preſent, not only 
to give direction be counſel and advice, but alſo in perſon themſelves hazarded their own 
bodies, and fought bravely in the medley, And not one almoſt of the principal leaders eſcaped out 
of the skirmiſh, either of one ſide or of the other, ſafe and ſound, ſave only the Roman Dictator. 
mouse For as Poſthumins was encouraging his men, and ſetting them in array in the vanguard,Targuinius 
»\ batrell at the Superbus( albeit he was now very aged and unweildy,and not able to beſtir himſeIfYfer ſpurs to his 
ake Regis, horſe,and ran full butt againſt him. But having caught a thruſt from aſide, was reſcued by his men 
that came about him, and retired to a place of ſafety. And in the other wing, Ebutius Generall of N 
the horſemen, ſet ũpon OF. Mamilius: but he, the Captain I mean ofthe Tuſculans;was well ware 
of him, and eſpied him coming, and ran his horſe with full carreer likewiſe upon him, and ſo de- 
ſperately they bear their Lances one againſt the other, that Ebutius was run quite through the 
arm, and Mamilius wounded in the breaſt; whom the Latines ſuccoured and received into the 
middle ward. As ſor Ebutius not able any longer to bear his ſtaff, with his arm ſore hurt, with 
drew himſelf out of the battel. Ihe Leader of the Latines nothing diſmaied for all his hurt main- 
tained fight ſtill: and ſeeing his ſouldiers ſome Hat diſtreſſed, he ſendeth for the Regiment of 
the Roman exuls, that were under the leading of L. Tarquinius his ſon: who ſticking more cou- 
ragiouſly unto it, for anger that their goods were ſpoiled.and they driven out of their own coun- 
trey, renewed the combate afreſh for awhile, And as the Romans from that quarter began to 
recule and give gtound, . Falerius, the brother of Publicola, eſpying young Tarquin vaunting 
himſelf gloriouſſy in the fore- front of the exuls, inflamed alſo with a deſire of domeſticall glo- 
ry of his houſe: that the ſame family which had the praiſe of expelling the Kings, might like» 
wile win the honour of killing them. ſpurred his horſe, and with deadly be ar ran againſt Targui- 
nius, Who giving way to his mortall enemy, retired back to his own Regiment, Bur Yalerias

God and man, vowed, as men ſay, a Temple to Caſtor, and openly promiſed and propoſed rewards 


D to that ſouldier thar made either firſt or ſecond entrj ĩmmo the enemies Camp. Whereupon they

beſtirred themſelves ſo couragiouſly, that the Romans at one be 


anquiſhed their ene: 


mies, and alſo were poſſeſſed of their tents. This was the noble field fough at the Lake Regillat. 


The DiRaror and the Generall of horſemen returned into the City wah triumph. For three years 

after.there was neither aſſured peace between them, nor yer profeſſed war.

on the Romans. Which being rex ned unto the Senators, rhey were ſo well pleaſed and contented 
there with, that they ſet at liberty 6000 Latines, priſoners, and ſent them home. And concerning 


a league to be concluded with them, which was like before to have been denied for ever, they re- 


ſerredthe conſultation thereof, unto the new Magiſtrates that ſhould next enter. And in good 
ſooth yleaſent & _—_— the.Latins then, for that they had done, and the authors of peace were 


magnifiedand had in great utation. They ſend moreover a Crown of gold into the Capitoll, fot 
a preſent to Jupiter. Wich choſe Embaſladours and the preſent, thoſe priſoners which before were! 
ſet free came in greater number. Who repaired ſtraĩght waies to every man his houle, where they 
had been priſoners, yielding them great thanks for cheir kind uſage and friendly entertainment in 
time of heir calamities and miſeries, and promiſed there with the like cout teſie and mutuall ho- 
ipicaliry,» Never were the Latines at anytime afore, both publikely and privately, united more 
But as the Voiſcian war was now at hand, ſo the City was at diſcord among themſelves, The 
Senators and Commons hated one another at the heart, and all this aroſe by occaſion eſpecially 
of certain perſons that were indebted/ and — Dncoerpr creditors: who muttered and gave 
out in murmuring wile, how that abroad they adventured themſelves and fought fot the liberty 
and dominion: of the City, and at home by their own neighbours they were held priſoners and K 
oppreſſed: ſaying that the freedom of the Commons was more ſafe intime of war, than of peace, 
the enemies rather than their own fellow Citizens, This inward grudge and heart- bur- 
ning, which of it ielf ſtill kindled more and more, the notable calamity of one man aboye all o- 
thers , ſet on a light fire. A certain aged perſonchanc ed to break priſon, and with the arms, badges, 
atid ornamentꝭ of all his anceſtors; ran into the market place, His apparrell was all to tattered, 
foule; and loathſome; but the habwwor-plight of his body much more filthy: ſo pale, ſo wan, ſo 
lean withall, as if he had been over-pined and ſtarved, his long fide beard and hair of his head ſo 
| town that they made his viſage and countenance wild and gaſt:yy, Howbeit, for all he was 


chus disfigured by this deformity, he was a man well known, and as ſome ſaid, he had done good 


ſervice in the wars, had been @chiet Centurion, and had che charge and leading of bands in the B. 
ſield: and the common peoples as pittying his eſtate, and to move compaſſion, recounted many 
worthy exploits of his, co his great credit and ſingular commendation, Himſelf likewiſe ſhewed 
che ſcars ot wounds, which in his breaſt and fore - part of his body in divers places he had re 
ceived that might teſtifie his valiant ſervice. The people flocking about him as it were in a com- 
mon aſſembly to hear a ſolemn Oration, enquired of him, how he came to be in that taking, 


ſo poor ſo disfigured and deformed ? He aniweted, that whiles he ſerved in the Sabine war he 


by reaſon of the continuall forraging, and walting of the. Territory, not only loſt the revenews 


and encreaſe of his lands, but alſo his Mannor- houſe was burnt, all his goods ranſacked and ſpoiled, 


his cattell driven away: and when a levy and tribute was exacted in a time when he ill might, he 
was driven to take up money and tu in debt; which growing more and more hy paiment of in- M 
tereſt, firſt he was conſtrained to ſell his land, that his father and grand father had left him, and to 
turn himſelf out of all, by making a clean hand of the reſt of bis goods: untill at length his body 
alſo began to winder way in a conſumption, Complaining moreover how by his creditor he was 
not only brought into bondage and thraldom, but alſo impriſoned, and whipped, and tormented 
in moſt cruell and but herlike manner. With that he ſhewed before them all, his back lately ſcour- 
ged, with the freſh wales of thelaſhes newly given him. At the ſght and hearing hereof, there a- 


- roſe a great outcry of the people, ſo that anon the uprore kept not within the compaſs of the mar- 
ket place, but ſpread over all the City: in ſuch ſort, that as well they that were bound, as they that 


were looſe, came forth from all parts into the open ſtreets calling the Quirites and the people pitĩ- 
fully to help. In no corner wanted any companions to take part wi. lingly in this ſeditious rout and N 
every where in all the ſtreets they run by companies into the common place. Thoſe Senators who 
chanced to be abroad, at their no ſmall perill light upon this multitude: and had not the Conſuls 
P. Servilius, and App. Claudius, made the better ſpeed, and come upon them to appeaſe the com- 
motion, there would have been ſome knocks, for hardly could they have held their hands. At 
whoſe comming the multitude turned unto them, ſnewing their irons and all their other ſname- 
full miſuſage and miſery, laying, This is all the good we have gotten for our warfare : upbraiding 
every man the ſervices they had performed, ſome in one place, ſome in another, requiring them 
in threatning wiſe; rather than by way of ſupplication, to call the Senate together, and they the 
while ſtood about the Curia, as it they would be judges and moderators of their publike coun- 
ſell. Very few of the Senators, ſuch only as by chance came that way, could be brought to re- © 
pair to the Conſuls: as for the reſt, they were aſtaid not only to come into the Councill- houſe, 
but alſo to venture abroad int o the marker place, ſo that by reaſon ot their ſmall aſſembly, there 
could be nothing done nor determined. Then thought the people indeed they were mocked 
and dallied withall and driven off with delaies, ſurmiſing, that the Senators which were away, 
abſented themſelves not by chance, nor. for tear, but only to hinder the proceeding of chew 


cauſe: and that the Conſuls themſelves did diſſemble and ſhrink, and withour all queſtion 
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priing, that no man ſhould keep bound or in priſon, any citizen of Rome, but Jak he might

415 to the State. A number there was of thele : neither was there any that more manfull 


his power againſt the enemies, and within a little of them incamped himſelf. The night follow- 
ing, the Volſciaps preſuming upon the variance and diſcord of the Romans, aſſailed the tents, if 
haply in the night ſeaſon any of them might have been rought; to abandon the camp, and come 
to them, or xo practiſe any treaſon. Bur the Sentinels deſcried' them, and upon allaꝝm given, rhe * 
whole army aroſe, and every man made haſt ro his weapons. Thus came that e of the 
Volſcians ta nothing. The reſt of the night both parts reſted, and were quiet. On the morrow 
by break of day, the Volſcians having filled up the trench, aſſailed the bulwarks and rampiers. 
F And by that time they had on every fide plucked up the fences, palliſadoes, and other fortificati- f 
' ns, the Conſul, who for all he was called unto inſtantly on every hand. but of the debtors afore- 
ſaid eſpecially above the reſt, to give the ſignal, and to ſound the battel, made ſome ſtay on pur- 
poſe to try the courage of his men: and ſeeing well now their forwardneſs and their ſtomacks, 
at length gave them a token to ruſh forth, and ſo letteth them looſe, as eager to fight as might 
be. So at the very firſt onſet the enemies were preſently diſcomficed and put᷑ to flight : the foor- 
men followed hard upon them in chaſe, and as they couſd teach, wounded them behind on their 
backs, and killed them: the horſemen likewiſe purſued them even to their pavillions, who till 
feared exceedingly what might became of them: and within a while their very camp alſo, en- 
vicaned ahout with the legions, and abandoned of the Volſcians themſelves for fear, were forced 
G and rifled, The next day following, the legiqns marched to Sueſſa Pometia, for thither the ene- 
mies were fled: and within few dayes the Town was won, and put to the ſack, and rhe ſpoil and 
pillage given away: whereby the needy ſouldiers were ſome what refreſhed, The Conſul in great 
ory and honour brought back his vi&oriqus army to Rowe, In his way hom ward the Ambaſſa- 
ors of the Eretrias Velſciaus diſtruſting theit own State, upon the loſſe of Pomet ia, came unto 
him. To whom aſter conſultation had with the Senate, and a decree paſſed, peace was granted: 
put they were fined to part with their Lands, Iqunediatelyppon chis, the Sabins alſo pur che

And whentbe Infantry beſides marched againit the Sabihs legithh, they were hot 
able to reſilt: for being tired ont, partly with their long journy, and 17 With plundring all night 
long, and many of them haviug overcharged themſeſr es with meit and wine Within the villages, 
bad hardly firepgrh enough to run away, Thus the Sabin war in one night was heard of and end- 
ed. The day ſol.owing,when as now the Romans were in good hope. that they hadipeace on eve 
fide, behold the Auruncan Embaſſadors came into the Senate proclaming warz un. eſs they w Ou 
forgo the Volſcian lands, and reſtore them to their 7 ꝗ — owners. And eren at onetime with 

'the Embaſſadors was the army alſo ofthe Autuncans abroad, and had taken the fiefd. The hews 
whereof, and namely, that they were now in fight not far from Aritia, railed uf the Romans iti ſo 
great a broil andhurliburly, thatthe'Senarors copld neither be canſulted with, ahd' deliver their 
opinions in order, nor yet gire apeaceable anſwer tothoſe that =p Ina were with weapon'in 
hand, being thus forced to take arms themſelves.” Soto Aritia direct y in warlike manner they 
march, ard not far from thence they joined barrel with the Abrtmcans, And in be day that war

Thus when the Roman ſouldiers had gotten victory within ſb few days in fo Hany places, and 
had now defeated the Auruncans, they looked for the promiſe of the Conſul, and rhe faithful per- 
formance of it by the Senate, At what time Appius both upon 4 proud ſtomack, and arrogant 
ſpirit ot his ond by nature, and alſo to diſcredit and diſanul the word of his fellow Conlul, in all 
actions of debt proceeded, and gave judgement with rigor againſt the debtors. 'Wheteupon, 
boch they that had been beſore ere were delivered again inro their credirors hands, and 
other allo became priſoners ew. Whereat when as a ſouldier; whoſe caſe ir was thus hardly co 
be dealt wirhal, called upon the Conſul his fellow for help, they ran all at once ro Serviliun at 
his hands they claimed a iche every one upbraided and reproached him with their ſervice 
in war, with their ſcars thefè gotten, requiring that he would propoſe the matter again unto the 

Senate, and as à Conſul, ſuccour and protect his Citizens; or like à General, maintain his ſouldi- 
ers. Theſe matters no doubt, moved the Conſal: but ſo ſtood the caſe that he could eicher Will 
nor chuſe, but diſſemble, deal double, andtempotize with them: ſo fully bent, and Wholly wed- 
ded to the other part, was not ee zue, but alſo the whole faction of the Nobility. Thus 
by beating himſeif as a Neuter, ani going as they ſay, between the bark and the tree, he neither 
'avoided the hatred of the Commom, nor yet wonfavour with the Nobles: whiles the Nobles 
'took him for a ſoft and baſe minged'Conſul, ſeeking to pleaſe all parties, and the Commons for 
as crafty and falſe diſſembler: inſomuch as Hhin à ſhort time. it appeared he was as much hated 
of the people as Appiun. For; the Conſuls Hapned on a time toſſrire, whether of them twain 
ſhould dedicate the Temple of Mercury. The Senate put over” the deciding of this matter from M 
themſelves unto the people: and decreed withal, that to Whether of them the dedication of the 
Temple was by the peo; les election granted, he ſhould over and beſides have the charge to pur- 
vey corn and vicuals.he ſhould ere and inſtitute a Colledge or tellowſhip of Merchants, and he 
in flead of the high Prieſt, ſhould undertake the ſolemn feaſts or feſtival days, Then the people 
gave the dedication of the Temple to M. Le ctorius a principal Centurion of the vanguatd: which 
as it eaſily appeared, was done not ſo much to grace the man, as who had an higher office be- 
ſtowed upon him, then was fit for one of his degree and calling; as to diſgrace and deface the 
Conſuls. Hereat. one of the Conſuls, yea, and the Patricii ſtormed and ſumed exceedingly againſt 
the Commons, But the Commons took heart unto them more and more, and began to proceed 
far otherwiſe, and to take another courſe then they purpoſed at the beginning: for deſpairing of N 
the Conſuls and Senats help, when they ſaw a debtor ſued and brought to the bar, they would 
run flocking from all parts together, ſo that the Conſuls ſentence and decree could not be heard 
for the noiſe and clamour, And decree or judge what he would, no man would obey. And ſo vio- 
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lently they went to work, that in preſence of the Conſul, the credirors were ſingled out. evil en- 
treated, and miſuſed of the Commons, being many together. So the whole fear and hazzard of 
the main chance, evenof liberty it ſelfe, was now altogether tranſlated from the debtors to the 
creditors In the very neck of theſe troubles, there aroſe a fear of the Sabin war, and when it was 
dp i there 2 be a Ay ſouldiers, no man oo oe wer to his name and be en- 
jr his iu · rolled. All this while Appius raged and took on, © inveying bitterly againſt the nicery and popu-

the — and Lictors, he appealed. Neither would the Conſul have given place to the 
(for all he knew the people hom they were bent and what theirdoom wouldbe) had not his / ob 
ſlinate ſliffneſa with much ado been overſwayed more through the diſcret adviſeſ authority of 
the ch ief hobles & Lords of the Senate æhan hy the clamorous noiſe & menaces of the multitude: 
ſo reſolute was he; and his heart ſo couragious to undergo iheir ill will and heavy diſpleaſure, Thus 
. grew the milchief more & more daily, ceftified not with open mouth & brozd4peeches only;bar 
allo: (which was mare pernicious and dangerous) by conventities;ſecret meetings, and conictens 
B ces. At length theſe Cofſ. ſo odions unto the Commons; went om of their office, to vrit, Appius a 
man wonderous well affected of the Nobles, Ser vilius liked neither of them nor che Commons, 

After whom A. Hirginius, and I. Fetuſius entred their Conſulſhip. But thenabe Commons not 
knowing what manper of Conſuk they ſhouid hase began to aſſemble together by night, ſome an 
Eſquiliæothers in the Avvontinetto the end they miꝑht not be unprov ided and to ieek upon a ſud- 
dain, what to do in the common place, nor manage their buſineis hand over head) and at a venture. 
Which the Contuls ſuppoſing (as ãt was indeed) a perilous example and of ill conſeg ,pro- 
pounded the matter before the Senators: but when they had propoſed it, they could orderly 
asle their adviſe what was to be done {they took ſo on, and kept ſuch outcry and clamour at it, on 
all hands fretting and fumingꝭ that te Caniuls ſuunid lay upon che Senate the burden and heavy 
C load of that; which properiy ihey by vertue of their authoriry and office ſnould execute andpec- 
form themſelves:and ſurely, if there were any Magiſtrates in the City(ſay they there would not be 
thus ſuffered in Kore any other odunſel but publick whereas now the State is divided imo a thous 
ſand Courts and conventicles: whiles ſome have their meerings and aſſemblies in Eſquiliæ, others 
in Aventine: Aſſuredly one only man indeed (for ehat ĩs inore than a Conſul) ſucha one as App 
Claudius was, would toon diſpatch, and ip one minute of an hour ſcatter theſe their unlawful af« 
ſemblies. The Conſuls upon this rebuke and check, replyed again and demanded in this manner : 
And what would you have us to do (quoth they) for e are reſolved to do noc hing ſſackly and 
coldly, but with as great courage and diligence as ſhall be well liked of the Senators. Whereupon 
an order paſſed, that they ſhould take muſter, and —— all rigour ac ſeverittadding 
D moreover, that the Commons with idleneſs and eaſe were grown over. malapert and too liceimi⸗ 
ous. And when the Senate was diſmiſſed, the Conſuls went into the Tribunal & took their places; 
and ſummoned by name all the younger ſort to appear: and none małing anſwer to his nameʒthe 
muirirude ſtanding about as it had been to hear ſome publick Oration, ſaid plainly, that the Com- 
mons from thenceforth would be no longer deluded, and that the Conſuls ſnouid never get ſo 
much as one ſouldier, unleſs they would ſtand to their word, and make good the promiſe that pu- 
blickly before was made, and reſtore to every man again his liberty, before they cauſed them to 
take weapon in hand: tothe end they might fight for their country and country - men, and not for 
their Lordlike Maſters. The Conſuls ha well what they had in commiſſion from the Senate & that 
of all thoſe who within the Councel houſe walls ſpake ſo ſtoutly & gave out ſo great words, there 
E was not one preſent to take part of this odious malice of the people. And like they were to have 

a bitter fit and cruel broil with the Commons. They thought good therefore ere they tried the 

worſt, and dealt by extremity, once again to ask adviſe of the Senate, and to confer with them. But 
then all the younger ſort of rhe Senators, approached by multitudes, hard almoſt to the Conſuls 
ſeats, willing chem to give over their Conſulſhip, and to reſign up their rule and authority, to the 
maintenance whereof they lacked courage. Now when the Coniuls had ſufficĩently weighed and 
tried both wayes, thus at length began they and ĩaid. A great ſedition and commotion js toward, 
my LL, To the end therefore that ye pretend not ĩgnorance, and ſay another day ye were not fore · 
told of it, there is a great ſedition and commotion toward. We require — 


ore that they who 
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find greateſt fault with our remiſſeneſs and lack of courage, aſſiſt us and ſit with us · while we take people. 


E the muſters: and ſince you will needs have it ſo, we will execute it according to their minds that 
are molt earneſt and ſevereſt. Then come they back again unto che Tribunal, and commanded on 
ſer purpoſe, one of them that were there in ſight to be cited and called by name. But he ſtood ſtill 
and heid hi; peace, with a company of men gathered round about to guard him, for fear he 
ſhould have ſome harm or violence done unto him, The Conſul then tent a Sergeant to attach 
him, who being repulſed off, then thoſe Nobles which fate there on the bench ro aſſiſtthe Con- 
ſuls, cried out upon the ſhameful indignigy, and ſaid it was intolerable, and ſo ran down in haſt 
from the Tribunal ſeat; for to aid the Sergeant. But the violent rage of the multitude, who let the 
LiRor alone, and only ſtayed him from laying hold on the man, turned upowthePatririans, So 
that the Coſſ. were fain to ſtep between, and then the fray was appeaſed. In which, there being 
G no ſtones flying about their ears, nor weapon drawn, there was more clamorꝭ brawling and cha- 
ſing than any hurt done. Then was the Senate houſe called in agreat hurry and with more con- 
ſuſion ſat they there in Councel: whites they that pretended how they were beaten and miluſed, 
required that commiſſioners ſhould fit uponthis riot and makedue inquiſition: and the ſtouteſt 
of them gave their determinarion.as much by clamor and noile,as by ſentence and opinion ground- 
ed upon reaſon, Ar laſt, when the tempeſt was overblown and their hear allayed, and that the 
Coſl. hit them in the teeth, and reproved them, ſaying there was a little diſcretion and i in 
F 2 their 
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and Councel-houſe,asinthe common Hall, theybegus in the end to conſult orderly H 
and three opinions there were amongſt them, P. Virginius would not have ita common and gene- 
ral caſe (to wit / that all debtors ſhould be releaſed from their credicors) but his adviſe was, that 
they (ſhould only be conſidered, who relying upon: P. Servilius the Conſul his word and faithful 
promiie, had ſerved in the wars ofthe Volſcians, Auruneans and Sabins. 7, Largius, he ſuppoſed 
arid thought this, that it was not a time then to make amends only for good deſerts, and to reſpect 
them alone that had done well, and to recompence good ſervice : but for as much as the whole 
commonalty was deeply engaged and plunged in debt, unleſs they were all provided for, and good 
order taken for them every one, there would be no quietneſs nor end of troubles: yea, and (that 
which more is) in caſe they be not all I bur ſome debtors in better condition than I 
others, the diſcord would rather he more ki than quenched. Appius Claudius a man both of 
natural ee fierce and cruel; and alſo byoccaſion made more outragious, netled with the 
Commons hatred againſt him on the one ſide, and tickled with the praiſe and conimendations of 
the Nobles on the other. ſide, : tho ever magniſied him and lift him up to the skie, ſpake to this 
effect: <© Theſe ſo great ſlirs and mutinous hurliburlies, my Maſters (quoth he) is not long of the 
cc miſery and calamity, but only of too much liberty of the Commons: who rather upon farneſs 
Care grown wanton and unruly;hantor any want unpatient and diſcontent : and all this miſchief 
ce no doubt is ſprung of this, that they — to appeal. For ſo long as it is in their power to 
ce ſſie for help unto thoſe that have erred as well as they, well may the Conſul threaten and give 
c&c out menacing words: as for any rule elſe or command they ſhall have none among them. Come K 
con therefore, let us create a Dictator from whom they cannot make their appeal. Then ſhall 
this furious rage which now ſetteth all on a light fire, be ſoon huſſit and quite extinguiſhed, Let 
eme ſee then, who dare beat a Lictor, when he ſhall well know, that he alone whoſe honor 
ce and Majeſty he ſhall offend and abuſe, hath power to ſcourge him and take away his life. Many 
men thought this ſentence of Appius to be very hard and cruel; yea, and dangerous withal, in re- 
gard ofthe late precedent of V inginius and Yerwſixe, That other likewiſe of Largine was thought 
inconrenient, in taking away all keeping of credit with the creditors, The opinion and adviſe of 
Virgimut was ſuppoſed as well in one reſpect as in another moſt indifferent and mean between 
ben But by reaſon of the faction and regard of private benefit, which alwayes hath done hurt 
and evet will, to publick Counſel, Appias prevailed, and he miſſed very little but he himſelf had 
been made Dictator. Which if it had come to pais, it would ſurely have eſtranged and alienated 
quite the hearts of the Commons, in that moſt buſy and dangerous time: when it happened that 
the Volſcians, ᷑quians, and Sabins, were all up at once in arms. But the Conſuls and elder Se- 


nators, had great care and conſideration to chuſe ſuch a one, as might by mildneſs of his own na- 


ture allay and qualify the exceeding rigour and ſternneſs incident to Soveraign and abſolute au- 
thority. They ele& therefore to be Dictator, Marcus Valerius the ſon of Voleſus. The Commons 


albeit they ſaw well enough this Dictator created for to curbe them, yet having got by his bro- 


D 


thers law, the benefit of Appeal, they feared no ſevere and inſolent proceeding from that houſe 
and name. The Edict beſides, that the Dictator ſet forth, which was welneer all one with that 
other of the Conſul Serviilius, much confirmed and ſetledtheir minds. For ſuppoſing now, they M 
bad more hold both of the man, and alſo of his authority, and that they might with more confi- 
dence rely themlelves on the one and the other, they gave over all debate, and entred their names 
into the muſter book: ſo there were enrolled full ten legions. The like army for number was 
never levied afore. Of which legions, the Conſuls had thè conduct of three a piece, and the Di- 
ctat or commanded the other four: and high time, it was: for the war might not be deferred any 
longer. The Fquians had already invaded the territory of the Latins, and their Embaſſadors 
were petitioners to the Senate, either to ſend ſuccour, or to give them leave to put on armor 
themſelves for the detence of their confines, and frontiers, It was thought the ſafer and ſurer 
way; that the Latins without arming themſelves ſhould be defended, than to permit them again 
to take weapon in hand. So the Conſul Ver uſius was ſent thither, and he ſtayed them from fur - 
ther foraging and waſting: For the Equians were departed out of the plains, and truſting rather 
in the vantage ofthe ground, than in their weapons, ſtood upon their guard, kept themſelves ſafe 
from danger, upon the high tops of the Hills and Mountains. 

The other Conſul who was gone againſt the Volſcians, becauſe he would nor alſo loſe any 
time, drew the enemy forth (by waſting the country eſpecially) to encamp himſelf neerer, and ſo 
at length to fight a field. Now was there a plaininthemids between both camps: where each ar- 
my ſtood before their rampiers, embattelled, and ranged in array, with banners diſplayed ready to 
fight. The Volſcians were ſomewhat more in number, whereupon they began battail diſorderedly 
and as if they ſet light by the enemy. But the Roman Conſul neither advanced forward, nor 
ſuffered his men once to ſhout and anſwer again, but charged them to ſtand ſtill with their jave- 
lins faſt in the ground, until the enemies were come within the reach of hand fight, and then to 
lay about them luſtily with their ſwords, all that ever they could. The Volſcians out of breath 
with running and ſhouting, charged the Romans, who ſeemed for fear to ſtand aftonied : bur after 
they once perceived that they were hotly reencountred by them again, and ſaw their ſwords glit- 
tering in their eyes, they were troubled therewith, as if they had been entrapped and fallen into 

ſome trains layed fo x them, and ſo turned their backs. And by reaſonthey came running before 
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A to battail, their ſtrength would not hold our no to run clear away: The Romans contrary- 
wiſe, becauſe againſt the beginning of the fight chey had ſtood quiet, were freſh of body, and ſoon 
overtook them thus overtoiled, won cheir camp by force, and after they had driven the enemies 
out from thence; chaſed them into * V elitre, and etxtred the Ton pelmell one wich anocher in a * peiiree, 
medley, the Victor together with them that were vanquiſhed More bloudſhed there was by ene 
cution of them one with another, of all ages and ſexes: as they came in their way thian in the very 
battail. A very ſew, even ſuch as without weapon yeelded themſebves; were ſpared and pardoned; 
| Whiles cheſe things were a doing amongit che Volſcians, the Dictator ditcomficed and put to 
flight the Sabins, wich whom he had mach vruel war: yea, and forced them to abandon and 
B quit their camp. For having ſent his horſemen into the main battail of the enemies, which they 
had but ſlightly ſtrengthened within, and beſtowed the rade there very thin, and all to ſtretck - 
out the wings on both ſides more at large, he brake their arrajes: and when · they were once dif- 
ordered, the ſootmen came in upon them: and in the ſame btunt were they Maſters of their 
camp, and ſo the war ended. There was not in thoſe dayes a braver battail ſought and mote re- 
nowned, ſetting aſide chat only at the lake Rg, The Dictator rode in ttiumph unto the 
City. Over and above the accuſtomed honors, boch he and hi pofterity after him, were allowed 
a certain place in che great Race or Theater, called Circus, ſot to behold at eaſe the ſolemn games, 
and there was ſet the Ivory chair of eſtate, called Sella eurulis. . The Volſcians thus var? 
Mithed, loſt the territory abont YVetitre; and ne inhabitants were (en thither from the City to 
C people and to till —— it became a Colon. Foro erg i aol te

is, there was a field fought with the Equians, but in truth, full againſt the 
Conſul his will for that they were to climb up a ſteep Hill (totheir diſadvamtage) for to meet 
with the enemy But the Souldiers blaming him for trifling out, and making delayes, tothe end 
thůt the Dictator might be out of Office before they made return to che C/, and ſo his 
word and promiſe, like the Conſuls before him, ſhould come co nothing drave him per- 
force to lead up his army; raſbly and at advemure agaĩinſt the Hills. This being an enterprilo ill 
ordered, and an error eſcaped, dell out not wichſtanding very well through thecoardiſo of xhe 
enemy: who before they wete come within ſhot and che dartx caſtꝰ amaed at ihe venturonſ- 
veſs of the Romans, forſook their holds which they had in molt deſenſible places and leapt down 
into the valleys over againſt them. There as bootyð pillags good enough, and abloudleſs v

Now were S. Naur ius, and Sex. Furizs Conſuls: who as they were ſurveying and muſtering 
the legions, and diſpoſing of a good Corpus de guard upon the walls, and other places wherein they 
thought it expedient to keep a ſtanding watch and ward: behold a mighty number called and 
cryed hard for peace, and with their ſeditious clamors, put them in exceeding fear: yea, and after-

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wards forced them to aſſemble the n and to propoſe concerning the ſending 
of certain Embaſſadors to Cn, Mart ius. The Lords of the Senate ſeeing evidentlyſthe commons 1 
hearts to fail them, accepted and granted the motion propounded;Whereupon wereOratours ſent 
The "mn - unto Martius to treat for peace.

c incenſed, and not abated and quailed by his baniſhment, Then wete the ſame Bmbafladors ſent 
again the ſecond time, but they might not be admitted once to ſer foot within the camp. It is re- 
ported moreover that the very Priefts in their Pont ficalibus, in their rich veſtiments and goodly k 
ornaments, went with ſupplication to the tents of the enemies, and turned his heart no more than 
the Embaſſadors had done before them. Then the dames of the City came flocking all about Ve- 
turia the Mother, and Volumnia the wife of Coriolanus. Whether this proceeded from any publick 
v Counſel and was done in Policy, or came only of womens fear, I find but little in any records. 
Buc howſoever it came about, this one thing is certain, they perſwaded ſo effectually with them, 
that both Veturia an aged woman, and alſo Nlumniu with her two little ſons that ſhe had by 
Martius, went toward the enemies camp, to ſee if women by their ptayers and tears, might ſave 
the City, which men with ſpear and ſhield could not defend. Whenthey were come into the 
camp; and word brought to Coriolanus hat there was an exceeding great train of women thither 
arrived: at the fitſt, he, as one that had relemted, neither for that publick Ma jeſty in the Embaſſa- I. 
dors, nor yet at the religious reverence, which he both conceived in mind, and ſaw with his eyes 
The ſpeech of inthe clergy, Rood much more ſtiſiy bent againſt the tears of lifly women. But afterwards one of 
Veturia unto his familiar friends, who had ſeen and known Vet uria there, monrnivg and bewailing exceedingly 
her ſon Marti above the reſt, as ſne ſtood betwint her km — in law and hex little Neptiews: | If mine eyes 
us coriolanui. c be matches( quoth he and deceive me not, here is your mother, your wife, and children. Where- 
c at, Corialanus, tuming like a man well near beſide himſel, aroſe from his ſeat; and ran to meet 
<« his mother, and to embrace her. But the woman falling in ſtead of prayers int o a fit of choler: 
cc Let me know (quoth ſhe) before I ſuffer thee to embrace me, whether I am come to an enemy 
« or to a ſon, whether I be in thy camp as acaptive priſoner, or as a natural mother. And have I 
ce jjyed indeed ſo long, and rubbed onſtill in this mĩſerable old age of mine for this, to ſee thee firſt M 
4 A baniſhed man; and aſter that to become an enemy? Couldſt thou ſind in thine heart to waſte 
+. e and ſpoil that countrey which bred thee, which foſtered thee, and brought thee up? And be 
« jt that thou hither marched with a cruel intent and full of threats, would not thine anger and 
& fell wrath flake, when thou didit fer foot within the borders and marches thereof? And being 
c come within the fight of Rosse, aroſe not this in thy mind and thought, Within thoſe walls 
« yonder is my houſe, there are my houſe - gods, my mother, my wife, my children? Why then, 
« belike if : had neverbeen a mother, and born a child, Rome had not been aſſaulted. And if I had 
ce no ſon at all, I might have died well enough in my native countrey, whiles it remained free, But 
& as for me, neither can I ſuffer ought, more for rs and ſhame ; nor more to mine 
ce own calamity and miſery than this: and moſt wrerthed caitife though I be. yet long time ſo I N 
ce cannot continue. But for theſe here, look thou well to it, I adviſe thee, and have pitty of them, 
ce who if thou go on as thou beginneſt, are like to feel untimely death, or endure long captivity, 
Then his wife and children hung about him, and clipped him: whiereat the women fell a weep- 
ing on all ſides, bewailing their own caſe and the ſtate of their countrey, So as at length the 
man was overcome, And after he had taken them in his arms likewiſe, he let them go: and him- 
ſelf diſlodged and removed his camp backward from the City. When he had withdrawn the 
legions out of the territory of Rome, he gat himſelf, men ſaid, ſuch hatred and diſpleaſure for this 
action, that it coſt him his life: and murdered he was, ſome report one way, ſome another, Bur 
I find in Fabius a moſt ancient writer, that he lived until he was an old man: who reporteth this

ee the Conſuls went through with the Muſter. And for two wars at once, there were en- 
rolled two armies, The one under the leading of Fabius againſt the Æquians, the other, againſt 
he Veĩentians commanded by Furiu. Againſt whom there was nothing done worthy of remem- 
drance, As for Fabius, he had ſomewhat more to do with his own men than with his enemies, 
That man himſelf alone was he, that beirg Conſul upheld the Common- weal, which his army 
for hatred oftheir Conſul, had as much as in them lay, uiterly betrayed. For when as he (abore 
mavy other warlike tears and parts ofa right worthy General, whereof he ſhewed fingular proof, 
both in preparation, and alſoin mano ging of the war) had ſo marſhalled andrapged his battail, 
that with ſending out the horſemen only, he diſordered and brake the ranks of his enemies hoſt : 
behold, the footmen would not fallow on after that diſaray: neither, when the exhortation of N 
their leader whom they hated, prevailed nor, could their own ſhame at leaft-wiſe, and the pu- 
blick diſhonor for the preſent; no, nor yet the imminent danger like to enſue (in caſe the enemy 
bad taken heart again and made head) force them to — * ace one jot, and make more 
ſpeed, Neither could he poſſibly make them (if to do nothing elſe) ſo much as to march Billin 
battail aray: but full againſt his commandment they retire with their enſigns: and as men ſory in 
their hearts and ill apaid, (he that had ſeen them would have ſaid they had loſt the field) curſing 
their General one while, and the valiant ſervice of the horſemen another while, they retven to 
their Tents, Neither wiſt the General what way to remedy this ſo peſſilent an example and dan- 
gerous precedent. Thus we may ſee, that brave men, of ſingular ard excellent wits, have been 
more to ſeek and fail in the ir skill, how to govern a ſub jeqt than to vanquiſh an enemy. The 0 
Conſul returneth to Rome, having purchaſed more hatred of his froward and ſtubborn ſo uldiers, 
than won honor by his martial proweſs. Nevertheleſs, the Senators prevailed ſo much that the 
Conſulſhip kept refidence ſtill in the name ofthe Fabij. So, they created 24, Fabius Conſyl, and 
joyn with him Cu.

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Claudius aroſe up and ſaid, That the year before, the Tribunes power was or ermatched, and the 
* neck of it broken in proof, only for that preſent, but in example for ever hereaſter: foraſmuch 
< as it was well ſeen then by experience, that of it ſelf even among their awnſelves it fell apieces : 
< and never will there want at any time one good Tribune or other, that would be glad to get 
e the ſtart and victory of his fellow yea, and the favour allo of the better part, for to purchaſe the 
good of the Weal-publike, "And that there would be more Tribunes, if more were needfull, 
cc ready to aſſiſt the Contuls: and it there were but one, even that one were ſufficient to ſtand 
< againſt all the reſt. So that the Conſuls and LL. of the Councill would bit do their endeav our, to 


Bwin unto the State and Senate, ſome certain of the Tribunes, if they might not compaſs all. 


The Senators being thus ſchooled and taught their leſſons by Appius, both all ingenerall would 
coutteouſly ſalate and friendly intreat the Tribunes, and alſo in particular as many of them as 
had been Conſuls, according to that intereſt that each man had in any one of them privately, 
partly by favour and friendſhip, and partly by countenance and authority, prevailed ſo with them, 
that they were willing and well content to employ the Tribunes authority to the good and ſaſe- 
ty of the Common; weale. So by the help of foure Tribunes, againſt one that hindred the good 


old all, the Comuls took muſter of the ſouldiers, . Then ſer they forward on their voyage to war 


with the Veientians: unte whom from all parts of Hetruria they came: to aid and ſuccour; 
not ſo much for any love that they bare to the Veientians, as in hope that the puiſſance of Nome 
C through inteſtine and civil diſſention, would decay and come to nought. For in all the Diets

and Aſſemblies of the States of He rurih the Princes and Peers gave it out and ſaid, That the The ſpreches , 


power and greatneſs of the Romans was everlaſting, if through mutuall diſcord they warred wx 
ſo among themſelves: which hath been found the only bane of wealthy and flouriſhing Cities, 
where y mighty Empires became mortall and ſub ject to a finall end. Which miſchief (ſay 
« they ) this long time hath been prevented and delayed, partly through the ſage adviſe and pru- 
<« dent go ernment of the Senate partly by the patience and long ſufferance of the Commons: 
c but now they are come to a great extremity. Divided they are, and of one City become twain: 
© each part have their ſeverall Magiſtrates and laws by themſelves. At the firſt, however they 
« were Went to be at odds, and to fall out at the muſtering of ſouldiers, yet in war they would 
D* hold together and obey their Captains. Howſoever they fared at home in the City; were the 
ct gtate never ſo far out of order, yer ſo long as martiall diſcipline was on foot and tdoky lace, they 
might be reclaimed, and all tfoubles ſtaied. But now, the former uſe and cuſtome of diſobeying 
« Magiſtrates within the City, is taken up by the Roman ſouldiers in the very Camp, For no 
longer ſince than the laſt war of all, in the time of battell and conflict, their whole Army agreed 
« of their on accord, not forted by any extremity that they were put unto, fot to give the Vei- 
F entians, as much as in them lay, even after they had loſt the field, the entire victory and honour 
cc of the day. For they abandoned their enſigns, left their Generall alone in the skirmiſh, and 
ce againſt his will, retired themſelves into the Camp. And ſurely, if they hold on ſtill this courſe, 
me may be won by means of her own ſouldiers: there needs no more to do, but to proclaime 
c and make a ſhew of war? For even the very deſtinies and gods themſelves would perſorme all 
<< the teſt:c Upon theſe hopes and deep perſwafions, the Tuſcans, who afore were wont other- 
whites to tiave the better and ſometimes to take the worſe in their wars, put themſelves inanns. 
The Ronian Conſuls likewiſe were in feat of nothing elſe ſo much, as of their own power, 
their ow forte and weapons: being affrighred at the remembrance of chat foul and ſhame-. 
full example, and that lewd part plaid in thẽ laſt war: leſt peradventure they ſhould put ĩt upon 
this point of hazard, as to be in danger of two bartels at once. And therefore in ſo doubifull 
and perillous à caſe; they held off fight, and kept themſelves within 3 if haply time and 
ſpace would affwage theit anger, bring them into the right way again; and reclaime them to 
_ good andreaſonable order, The enemies hereat, as well Veientians as the other Tuſcans, made 
E the greater haſte, and were more ſharp ſet, and provoked them to the field: firit by tiding up and 
down before their Camp, hard at the gates thereof, braving and challenging them forths at the 
laſt;ſeeivg they could not prevail, they fell to rating and railing one while upon the Conſuls them - 
ever öde while upon the whole Army, in theſe and ſuch lixe terms: & A gay matter indeed, 
« and a proper device to ſalve their cowardiſe, and under a colour of civill diſſention to cloak their 
cc fearfulneſs: and the Conſuls forſooth miſtruſt more the faithfulneſs atid loyalty of thei fouldi- 
cc ers in ſeryice, than they doubted their valour and ſufficiency of ſervice, Mary, here is indeed a 
“new kind of wuriny, What ? Armed men to hold their peace. and fit till? Hitting them in their 
reeth beſides, with their new ſtart · up fiſing and late ſprung baſe beginning letting ly 2g inſt them 
ce lies and truths. one with another; and ſpared not. For all this foule ſtir they kept, flovting and 
G'reviling them noder their very trench, and hard at their gates, the Conſuls themſelves were not 
one jor ttoubled. Bur the fooliſh and ignorant mujrirude what with anger, and what for ſhame of 
theſe reptoachfull terms, was mu h diſtempered: and one whiles wholly gave over to regard and 
thinke upon home troubles and diſſent ĩons, and Had rather than their lives be fevenged of their e- 
nemĩes: Anon again, they would not in any caſe gratifie the Nobles and Conſuls, nor wiſh them 
good ſucceſs.

ſignall of battell. The Conſuls laid their heads together, and as taking good adviſement, conſerred 


on the matter a good while, To fight they were molt willing and dehrous: but this deſire was to 
be kept back and diſſembled, and thereby augmented: to the end, that by holding off, by oppoſing 
themſelves, and making ſome ſtay, they might ſet the ſouldiers on, and being once ſet on it, they 
might make them follow more eagerly at once. In concluſion, this anſwer was returned unto them: 
That they made too much hafle : it was not yet full ripe, nor the time come, to give battell: they 
muſt Hold themſelves contented, and keep within their tents: proclaiming moreover, that no man 


fo inſolently the enemy ſcorned and made a game of them Whereupon they came thick by troups H 


be ſo hardy as to fight: and whoſoev er attempted it without their warrant and commiſſion, they x 


would proceed againſt him with all rigour;as a profeſſed enemy, Thus were they diimiſſed. And 
the leis willing they thought the Conſuls were, the mote eager were they, and ſet upon a battell. 
The enemies beſides, when they had intelligence, t hat the Conſuls were not diſpoſed to fight, and 
had taken order to the contrary, were inkindled and inflamed ſo much the more. For now they 
ſuppoſed they might brave ir, and inſult upon them ſafety without danger. For why ? The Con- 
ſuls durſt not truſt the ſouldiers with weapon in hand: now were their mutinies come to the 


« height, and to break forth in extremities: now and never beſore the Roman Empire and Domi- 


ce nion was at an end. Preſuming confidently upon this ground, they tun together unto the gates, 
ce redoubling a thouſand vilianous and opprobrious terms, and much ado they had to forbear aſ- 
ce ſaulting the camp. Now could the Romans on the other tide hold no longer. & endure this con- 
tumely and indignity, but came running from all parts of the camp unto the Conſuls. And now not 
leiſurely as before, make they requeſt, and by mediation of their chief centurions, but all at once on 


K 


every ſide plied them with oute ties and clamors. Now was the matter come to ripeneſs, yet ſlow / 


were the Coſſ. ſtill and hold off. Then Fabius, ſeeing the tumult increaſed & that for fear of a muti- 
ny his brother Conſul had yie ded already, cauſed ſilence to be made by ſound of trumpet and thus 
he ſpake : I know full well O AManlius, that theſe fellows are able to win the victory: but that 
they will ſo do I know not, and they themſelves have cauſed me to doubt. I have therefore ſet 


« down my reſt, ard fully reſolved not to give the ſignal of battell, unleſs they ſwear to return out 


& of the field with victory. Once did the jouldiers in battell deceive a Coſl. of Rome: hut the gods 
<« in heaven ſhallthey never deceive. Then A. Flaxoleius a Centurion, one of the formoſi that cal- 
« led for battell ſo inſtantly, Return will I(quoth he) O A. Pa. ius victor out of the field: and if 
« I failthen I beſeech father Jupiter, Mars Gad vuus and other gods to make me a fearfyll example 


« and ſhew their wrathfull diſpleaſure upon me. The ſame oath after him took the whole army, e- 


« very man againſt himſelf. Thus when they had ſworꝝ the trumper ſounded, Then buckle they 
themlelves toward battell, full of anger, full of hope. Now they bid the Tuſcans revile and rail their 
fill: now being at all points armed, they wiſhed they had afore them man to man their enemies, 
thoſe that were ſo lively and Juſty with their tongues. Right valiantly bare themſelves that day, as 
well tie Commons as the Nobles. But the name of the Fabi, the Fabii I ſay paſſed all the reſt and 
wan the ſpurs, Who in this piece of ſervice purpoſed to gain again the hearts of the Commons, 


which in many civill contentions were ſet againſt them. And ſo they embattelled themſelves. The M 


enemies likewiſe,boththe Veientians and alſo the Tuican eien were nothing behipd, as making 
almoſt ſure teckoning that they ſhould be fought. withall no more than the Æquians had been.

But it fell out far otherwiſe, Fot never in any other war afore, gavethe Ro-: + 
mans a hotter charge upon the enemies: ſo much had they of the one ſide with ſpitefull taunts and 
rep;oaches netled them, and the Conſuls on the other ſide with their long delales het them on.

Scarce had the Tuſcans any time to put themſelves in battell array, but at the very firſt encounter 


and ſhoc k, caſting their javelins careleſly from them (I know not hoy ) rather than levelling and 


charging them againſt the enemy, they came preſentlj pell-· mell to hand- ſtrokes, and to deal with N 


their Words, which is the cruelleſt fight of all other. The F abii among the formoft inthe ſore- 
front fought valiantly, ſhewing their countrimen a brave fight, and a noble example to follow. 
Where Q. Fabius who had been Conſul the third year before, the leader and forwardeſt of them 


all, w hiles he advanced himſelf and ruſhed amongſt the thickeſt of the Veientians and ſcuifled with 


many of them together, was not aware of his deadly enemy ſo near: but behold a certain Tuſ-

int ius after he had quieted the tumult, which upon this ſudden allarm aroſe, and given com- 
mandment that the ſouldiers ſhould keep themſelves within their pavilions, brought forth a com- 
' pany of Hernicks to guard the gates, and cauſed certain. cornettiers and trumpetters on horſe- 
> to wind and ſound before the trench and counterſcarpe, and fo to hold the enemy in ſuſ- 
pence and expectation untill day-light. The reſt of the night all was ſo quiet within the Camp, 
that the Romans had time enough and good opportunity to take their repoſe and ſleep. This 1 
ſhew of footmen in their harneis, whom the Volſcians imagined to be more than they were, 
and all Romans: the neighing beſides, and noiſe that the horſes made by reaſon of their ſtrange 
riders that they were not uſed unto, and the ſound alſo of their trumpets and horns that made 
them to ſet up their ears, and to ſtamp and fume outxagiouſſy, amuſed the enemies waiting ever 
when they would charge upon them, When it wasday, the Romans being in heart and treſh, as

+ Wh the Volſcians, wearied with long ſtanding and overwatched withall. And yet the enemies rather 
ave ground and retired themſelves, than ſeemed robe driven from their ſtandings, becauſe th 
had at their backs certain hiis, whereunto they might retire behind the Principia, and not bt 
their ranks, and ſo ſave themſelves. The Conſul ſeeing he was come to a place of diſadvantage, K 
made a ſtand. The footmen hardly would be ſtaĩed, calling and crying to the Conſul to follow 
upon them ſeeing they were diſcomfited, The horſemen were more eager, ridihg all about the 
| Conſul, and with open mouth cried out, that they would advance before the enſigns. Whiles the 
Conſul held off. in a mammering what to do, for as he was aſſured of the valour of his ſouldiers, 
ſo he little truſted the ground: they all at once ſet up a ſhout, that they would ſer forward, come 
what would: and as they cried, ſo did they in good earneſt, And pitching their javelins faſt in 
the ground, that they might more nimbly get up the ſteep place, they took their full carreer, and 
ran up the hill. The Volſcians having in their firit brunt ſpent all their darts, and other ſhot which 
i they had let flie and made no ſpare; took up ſtones that lay under their feer, let drive at the Ro- 
"I mans as they climbed up, and ſo thick and threefold they beſtowed them, that they annoyed them L

were brought to home, the indignity of the thing and the ſhameful manner thereof, rather than 
any feartu] peril orherwiſe,railed the other Conſul out of the City. So two Conſular or royal ar- 
mies approached the enemy in order of battail, ready to try it out preſently by the dint of ſword, 

But the day being (as it fell out) welneer ſpent there cried one aloud from out of the place where 


the enemy kept ward: Ce This is to make a ſhew of war only (ye Romans) and not to war indeed 


« ye ſet your battaillons in array againſt night forſooth, that now draweth hard on: we had need 
« of more daylight I wis, for the buſineſs in hand, and to try this quarrel. To morrow cherefore 
cat dun riſing, "fee you come again into the field, ye ſhall have fighting fear not, your hands ful. 
The ſouldiers netled and galled at theſe words, retired back. into the camp until the next day, 1 
thinking the night was long, that kept them from battaikand ſo for that time they refreſhed their 
bodies with food and ſleep. On the'morrow ſoToons as it was day, the Roman hoſt being ſtirri 
uians likewiſe ſhewe 
themſelves in field. A ſharp fight there was on both ſides, by reaſon that both the Romanſoul- 
diers fonght in anger and dead) hatred; and alſo the quians upon prickt conſcience, that bare 
them witneſs how they embarked themſelves into this danger, and were out of all hope ever to be 
truſted again, were forced to hazard all upon a caſt, and venture the utmoR, Net were not the E- 
quians able te ro endure long, the violent fight of the Romans, but Were diſcomfited and put to 
flighr. And being returned within their own Frontiers the unruly: de for all this, were ne- 
ver the more inclined to peace, but reproved and blamed their Captains, That they put the tryal

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a multitude being ſlipt away and retitedto Ant ium withdrew from the Romans the allegeanc of 
the Coloners and. inhabitants there, who were already. of their. own incli nation unſound and 


not to be truted. But before the matter as come to ripeneſs, and they entted into any action, 


the Senate upon intelligen. e gien that they intended oniy and were upon the point to revolt, 
gave the Coll in charge to ſend for the chief men and — perſons ot that colony to Rome, and 
to enquire and learn of them in what terms 7 iam ſtood: who being come willingly enough, 
without any great intreaty, and convented by the Coniuls before the Senate, made anſwer to 
their interrogatories in ſuch manner, that they were ſent away more ſuſpected, than at their firit 
coming: whereupon they reſolved ſully of war. Spurius Furius one of the Coſſ. to whom that 
provinꝭe by lot fell, having taken his voyage againit the Æquians, ſound the enemy ſpoiling and 
waſting in the territory of the Hernicks : and being ignorant what number they were (for that 
in no one place they were all dice vered together) he raſhly joyned baitell, and hazarded his 
power, being in number and force inſerier tothe other. And at the firſt encounter he was dri- 
ven back, and retired into the camp: and yet was he not paſt all danger and inſecurit, there: for 
both the night following, and the next day after, the camp was ſo ſtreighty beſet, and jo hotly 
aſſaulted, that he cou d not diſpatch ſo much as a meſſenger from thence to Raye, The Herniks 
ſent word both of the infortunate fight, and alſo how the Conſul and his army were beſieged. 
With which news they ſo terrified the LL, of the Councel, that they granted Paſt humius the 
other Conſul the ſolemn commiſſion, Jo ſee to the State, that it ſuſtained no dinger and damage. 
The form of which order and decree; hath been alwayes accounced to ſignify ſome great extre · 
mity of the Common-wealth. And thought beſſ it was, that the Conſul himſelf in proper per- 
ſon, ſhould abide at home to enrol in the muſter book, all thoſethat were able to bear armes: 
that T. Qintius ſhould be ſent as Pro- conſul or Vice: conſul, with a power of confederate Al- 
lies to raiſe the ſiege and reſcue the camp: and for the furniſhing of this army, the Latines, the 
Hernicks, and Colony Artium, were commanded to ſend unto Quintius, Subitary ſouldiers 
(tor ſo they termed at that time, the aids and ſupplies taken up in haſt and on a ſudden.) Many 
attempts were made, much skirmiſhing , and ſundry aſſaults for certain dayes on each tide were 
enterpriſed. For the enemies being more in number, aſſayed in divers p aces and ſundry wayes 
to cut off and diminiſh the power of the Romans, as not ſufhi:ient ws able to make head at all 
D turns. For at one time they both made an aſſault upon the camp, and withal ſent out certain 
of their forces to waſt the territory of Rome, yea, and to give the venture upon the very City, 
if they could eſpie any good opportunity to offer it ſelf, L. FValeriut was left behind to defend 
the City, and Poſthumius the Conſul was ſent ont to reſtrain and withſtand the waſting of the 
marches, No point of care or travail on any hand was ſlaked, watch and ward both night and 
day was let in the City, a good Corps d: guard appointed afore the Gates, and ſouldiers be- 
ſtowed upon the Walls: and (that which was needful in ſo great an m for certain 
diyes it was no Term, or interdiction of Law was obſerved. In this mean while, Furius the 
Coſſ. who at the firſt had quietly endured the ſiege and made no reſiſtance, ſuddenly and at un- 
a wares ſallied out at the broad gate called Decumana, upon the enemies: and whereas he might 
E have chaſed them, he made ſome ſtay of that, for fear leſt on ſome other ſide, they would have 
giyen aſſault upon the camp. But Frius the Lieutenant (who alſo was the Conſul his Bro- 
ther) engaged himſelf too tar, and upon a hot defire of purſuit and following the chaſe, net- 
ther ſaw he his fellows as they retired , ne yet the enemies as they came to charge him on the 
back. Thus being ſhut out from all the reſcue, aſter many eſſayes made (but all in vain) to make 
way through unto the camp, manſully fighting he was ſlain, The Conſul likewiſe hearing 
that his Brother was environed all about with enemies, returned againto fight; but as he ran 
moreraſh'y than watily into the midſt of the skirmiſn, he was ſore wounded , and being hard- 
ly and with much ado ſaved by thoſe that were about him, he both diſquiered nd Games 
F the hearts of his own men, and made his enemies more fierce , luſty, and couragious. 
Who were fo animated and ter on fire, both with the hurt of the Conſul, and alſo with the 
deatn of his Lieutenant , that nothing aſterwards could Rand in their way: no force was able 
to ſtay them, but that they beat the Romans again into their camp: where they were beſieged 
afreſh being now both in hope, and allo for ſirength worſe than they were before, So that 
their main State thus lying a bleeding, had utrerly periſh, but that T. Qvintius with a ſup- 
ply of ſtrangers; namely, a power of Latines and Hernikes, came to the reicue in time: who 
charging the Aquians behind, whiles they were wholly buſied in aſſailing the camp, ſhew ing 
them withinthe Lieutenants head in a great bravery and pride, at the ſame inſtant cauſed a ſally 
ont of the camp, by a ſignal that he gave them a far off, and ſo incloſed round about a great num- 
G ber ofthe enemies, Small mas the {laughrer, but great was the flight and ſcattering of the * 
ans in the territory of Rome: upon whom (ſtragling here and there and driving their booties afore 
them) Paſt humius, who in dirers convenient p aces had beſtowed certain companies and bands 
of ſouldiers ran violently, And as they fled every way in diſaray, they lighted upon Quin- 
tius as he w th the hurt Conſul returned with Victory. Then the Conſuis army bravely did 
their endeavour, and had a goodly day of them; and was revenged both for their Conſuls 
wound, and alſo for the death of the Lieutenant and the Squadrons with him. Many loſ- 
ſes and overthrows were given and taken on each ſide for certain dayes, But in ſo ancienc 
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a matter as this was, hard iris for a man upon his credit, to ſet down precilely the certain num- 
ber ether how many ſought, or how 2 were ſlain. ow beit Valerius Amias boldly reckoneth 
tue exact numbers, nameiy, that there died of the Romans in the Hernicks Country 5 300. and of 
the Xquian robhers, who went up and down ſpoiling and pilling in thererrirory of Rome, were 
killed by A. Poſthumius the Cof, 2400, The reſt of the multitùde, which laden with ſpoitiell 
imo the hands of Quintius, were not ſo quitʒ nor eſcaped with the loſs of ſo few mens lives: for 
of them the ſword-devoured 4000, and to accouyt the number exactly, 200 (quoth he) and 30 
juſt. Then returned they on all hands to Rome, and the foreſaid vacation or law-fleed'ended. 
The skie was ſeen much on alight fire; and other ſtrange wonders either appeared indeed; or 
preſented to the fearful people vain apparitions, and fantaſtical illuſions. However it was, for to I 
avert the dangers by theſe prodigious and terrible tokens preſaged there were proclaimed feſtival 
holy dayes for three dayes together. During which time all the Churches were repleniſned with 
men and women, making ſupplications and prayers for the favor and mercy of the Gods, The 
bands and ſquadrons of the Latins and Hernicks, after great thanks given them by the denate for 
their good ſervice in this war, were diſcharged and lent home, But the Antiate ſouldiers, 1000 
in number, who after the battell was fought came tardy, and too late for to ſuccour, were diſ- 
miſled in manner with ignominy and ſhame, 3 
Then was the great Leet ot aſſembly held; for the election of Magiſtrates: wherein L. Ehutius 
and P, Servilius were created Conſuls: and on the * Calends of Sextilis (for on that day) began 
the year then, they entred their Conſulſnip. A grievous and heavy time it was and as it fortuned, K. 
a year of plague and great mortality, both in the City and Country; as wellamong brute bealis 
as men. And the re. eiving of the Country peaſants with their cattel into the City, ſor fear of rob- 
bing and ſpoiling, encreaſed the contagiouſneſs of the ſickneſs ſo much the more. For, chat con- 
fuled medly of ail ſorts of beaſts, both annoyed and empoiſoned the citizens with the uncouth 
and unuſual flink, and alſo ſtifled with ſultry heat and overmuch watching the ruſtical people, 
lying peſtered together, and thruſt up into cloſe rooms and ſtraight lodgings, The mutual recourſe 
one to help and Miniſter unto another, and the very catching of the diſeaſe, ſer it all abroad. 
Thus whiles they had much ado to endure theſe preſent calamities, behold to mend the matter, 
all ofa ſuddain, rhe Hernick Embaſſadors bring word, that the Æquians and Volſcians having le- 
vied a power joyntly together, were encamped within their limits: and from thence with a migh- I. 
ty army waſted and detiroyed their territory. Now, beſides that the ſmall aſſembly in the Se- 
nate-houſe, was to theſe their allyes an evident token that the City was fore vifited with the pe- 
ſilence, they received allo an heavy anſwerfrom them, namely; That the Herniks chemſelves to- 
gether with the help of the Latins, ſhould defend their own: as for the City of Rome, it was with 
the heavy hand and viſitation of the Gods, diſpeopled by the plague: but in caſe the ſickneſs de- 
creaſed in ſome meaſure and took up in anytime, they would willingly aid their confederats,, as 
they did the year before, and as they had done at all times beſides, Thus departed theie allies, and 
for their ill news they brought chither , they caried with them home again a worſe anſwer and 
meſſage, to wit, That they ſhou.d by themſelves ſuſtain that war alone which hardly they were 
able to ſupport; if they had the power of the Romans to aſſiſt them. Long ſt ayed not the enemy in M 
the Hernicks countrey, but went forward from thence into the territory of Rome, deſolate already 
(God wor) without the injury of war, and little need there was of calamity that wayes : where 
meeting with no man at all, no not ſo much as any one unarmed, and paſſing overall the Country, 
disfurniſhed not only of Garriſons to reſiſt, bur alſo of people for husbandry and tillage, at length 
they came to the third one, i. within three miles of Rome, to the broad port high way, called 
Gabina, leading to Gabes, The Roman Coſ Ebut ius was now departed this life, and his brother 
Col, Servilius, lay lingring on at the point of death, in ſmall hope of recovery. Moſt of the peers 
and principal ancients were inſected, and ſick in bed, ſo was the greater part of the Nobles, and 
welneer all the ſerviceable men of war: ſo as they were not able to ſet forth an expedition or voy- 
age abroad, as meet was in ſo great a tumult, no nor ſcarce to keep any ordinary ſet guard at home 
for the deſence ofthe City. The Senators, ſuch as age and ſickneis would permit, took the charge 
in proper perſons of watch and ward. T he Ædiles of the Commons went the round, and had the 
charge to ſee all well & in good order: ſo that upon them now reſted the government of the ſtate, 
& the Majeſty of the Conſuls Regiment. Thus when all was forlorn no head to direct, no ſtrength 
of man to execute; the Tutelar Cods, Protectors of the City, and the good fortune alone that ever 
waited upon her, preſerved the main chance. This madethe Volſcians and quians to carry with 
them a mind and intent, rather to deal by way of robbings and ſpoilings, than in any hoſtile man- 
ner like profeſſed warriors: for ſo ſmall hope had they, or none at all, of winning the City; ſo lit- 
tle heart ſo n uch as to approach the walls, that even the very roofs of houſes. which they deſcried 
a far off, and the ſight of the tombs and graves ſo neer at hand, turned their minds clean, and O 
daunted their courages, So as over all the camp they began to mutter with themſelves, What they 
meant to ſpend time idly. and fit ſtill without ſpreading, in a waſt and deſart Countrey; within the 
air and corruption, both of people and cattel; when as they might as 
well invade thoſe parts that ſtood clear and (ound, and namely the rich, plentiful, and fat fields 
of * Tuſculum: and there with ſuddainly at once they plucked vp their enſigns. and by croſs wayes 


Vu aut paſſed through the * Lavican countries, even io the mountains of Tuſculum: and thither turned 
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not xvith pity and compatſion oniy, but alſo for very ſhame, in caſe they had neither withtopd 
their common enemies, marching to Rome with a cruel army, nor relieved their heſieged friends; 
joyned their powers together, and ſet forward to Rome: where not finding the enemies, and fol- 
lo wing the bruit that went of them, and tracing their freſh tracks and ſooting, they encountred 
them as they came downirom the hilly Country of 7 ſculum ĩpto the vale of Ah: Where they 
made no ſaving bargain ot it, but fought to their loſs, ſo as their fidelity unto their allyes, had but 
bad ſucceſs for that preſent. And in Rome there was no leſs mortality ot citizens by the ſickneſs, 
than there were Maſſacres abroad of their allyes by the edge of the ſword, For the other Conſul, 
B who alone iurvived hitherto, now died, There leftthis lite alſo, other noble perſonages, Mil a- 
rerius, Titus Virginins, Augurs: and Ser, Sul pit ius the Curio Maximus, But among the baſe and 
common ſort, the violence of the diſeaſe raged and ſpread, I know not how far, The Senate now 
deſtitute of all help and comfort of men, moved the people rodevotion , to their beads, and 
prayers unto the Gods. And commandment was.givento all men with their wives and children, 
to goinprotefſion; to pour out their ſupplications, and crave mercy at Gods hands, Thus being 
by publick authority called forth to pe: form that which every man was forced unto by his own 
proper calamities, they filled all the Temples and Chapels, The Dames and an ient Matrons, ly- 
ing groveling and ſweeping the Church floors and pavement with their hair and treſſes, hanging 
looſe down, numbly beiought pardon ofthe Gods, and an end once of the peſtilence. Whereupon, 
C were it that they had obtained the mercy af God, or that the more dangerous and contagious 
ſeaſon of the year, was now well overpaſt; their bodies by little and little having eſcaped the 
danger of diſeaſe, began to recover and wax more healthy, . 
Then ſet they their minds about the care of the Common-weal, and after certain inter- reigns 
determined or ended, P. Valerius Poplicota ; the third day of his Interreign or Regency for the 
time, createth Conſuls L. Lucret ius Tricipitinut, and J. Veturius Gemmus,or Vetuſius, whether ye 
will: who * three dayes before the Ides of Sextilis, began their Conſulſhip, By which time the 
City was groen io ſtrong again, that it was able not only to maintain a defenſive war, but alſo to 
enter the field and aſſail others. When che Herniks therefore gave them advertiſements that the 
enemies were paſſed over into their borders: they made no delay, but readily and x illingly pro- 
7) miſed their aid, and levied two Conſular armies. Veturius was ſent againſt che Volſc ians, to be- 
gin with them and to war within their own Country. Tricipitinus was oppoſed in the Frontiers 
of their onfederates, ta keep them from invaſion and waſting, and went no further forward 
than to the Herniks. Veturiut at his, firſt encounter and confronting of his enemies, diſcomfited 
and put them to flight. But Tricipitinus whiles he lay ſtill encamped in the marches of the Her- 
niks, miſled of the atm ofthe Robbers : which was conducted over the Mountains of Preneſte; 
from whence they came down into the Champain, and ipoiled the tetritories of Preneſte and 
Gabes: and from thence tlie fetched a compaſs about unto. the Mountains of Tuſculum. The 
City of Rome like wiſe was put in great fear, rather upon the ſodain occurrent of this alarm than 
for any want af power to teſiſt their violence. Qꝝintus Fabius at that time was Provoſt or Pre- 
E ſident of the City, who put the yourh in armor diſpoſed guards in places convenient, and · made 
all ſate and in good ſecurity. The enemies therefore who had raiſed a booty out of the parts ad- 
Joyningy durſt approach no neeter, but caſt about wich their army and retired: and. the further 
they went from their enemies City., mans) the more careleſs they were, until they light upon 
the Coſ. Lxcretins , who by bis eſpials and ſcouts; was afore that time acquainted what wayes 
they would take, and was ready alſo ro try battail. So with reſolute and prepared hearts, they 
ſet upon them, that with the ſadain fear were amazed. And albeit they were in number fewer, 
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yet they difcomfited and put to flighr a mighty mukitudę of chem, and drave them within the = 


ollow vallyes. where becauſe they had no ready way to get out, they kept them incloſed on eye - 
ry fide in ſuch ſort. that the whole name and nation welneer of the Volſcians, there uttetly pe- 
F riſhed. In ſome Chronicles I find that there were 13470 lain in the fight and chaſe, and. 1250 
taken Priſoners alive, and 25 enſigns or banners brought away. It may well be that the pumber 
ä po doth-ſomeyrhar- exceed the truth, yet a great ſlaughrer certain there was, The Conſul 
hay ing atc hie ved this victory, and gottena mighty great prey» returned into æhe ſame ſtanding 
samp again. Then pitched both Conſuls together, and the Volſcians n the Equians, 
rallie q their Fartes thus decayed and weakened, into one place, and made ane entite army, This 
as the third ſie d fought, in that one year; aby the ame good Fortune the Romans wan the 
victory: and hav ing .vatiquiſhed;the enemies they were Makers alſo of the camp. Thus the 
City of Rome tecovered her ſell and returned to her ancient good eſtate. But this happy ſucreſe 
in war immediatly ſtirted up civil troubles at home. C. Terenti{lns Arſay for that year a Tri- 
G bun of the Commons, ſuppoſing in the abſence of the Conſuls, good opportunity was offeted to 
er on foot the Tribuns actions, and their proceedings : for, certain dayes together gave not over 
pefote the Commons, to acauſe che great pride and ãnſolency of the Nobles: but eſpecially he 
anveighed agai nſt the Conſuls Regiment, as being too abſolute, and in a free ſtare intolerable. 
Lot in name only ( quoth he) ſeſs: odious and hateſul it ĩs then that of the K K. but in faR in 
t vety deadꝭ more grievous and cruel. Forgvhy ? Inſtead of one Lord, the City hach received 
Hitwain, and thoſe havitg authoritj beyond all 1 unlimited and infinit: who beine ow 
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i ſelves at their own liberty and unbridled, turned the edge of all ſtreight and dreadful Laws; yea, H 
and the rigor of all mary ene againſt the Commons. But leti this their licentiouſneis ſhould 
continue for ever, he was mi 2 and publiſh a Lawzby rertue whereof there ſnould 
« be five men created, who ſhould ſer down certain conditions, to limit and gage the authority 
ce f the Comuls: and look whar authority and commiſſion the people gramed out aver them, the 
ec ſame ſhould the Conĩul exerciſe, and no more, and not rule of themſelves, and uſe their own 
« will and licentious loſt in Head of Law, This act being once publiſhed, and the Nobles fearing, 
leſt whiles the Conſuls were away, they ſhould be taken down and yoked. Quin. Fabius Preti- | 
dent of the City, aſſembled the Senate, who ſo bitterly and ſharply inv eighed againſt the Law and 
the Law-giver himſelf, that if both the Conſals t lves had ſtood about the Tribun of purpoſe 1 
to contradi& and croſs his proceedings, there had been no ihreats nor terrible menaces leſt for 
them, to have thundred out. For he laid ſore unto his charge, that he had lyen in wait. and now 
having ſpied the time to fit his purpoſe, had given the venture to aſſail the C. W. and the State. 
c And incaſe the Gods in their wrathful diſpleaſure had ſept among them ſuch a Tribun as he the 
<< year before, together with war and peſtilence; there had been no remedy then, but he muſt have 
c had his way, and then they had been all undone, For when the Conſuls both were dead, and 
« the City lay bed · rid as it were, in a miſerable confuſion of all things, he would have made laws 
« then indeed, to the utter aboliſhing of the Conſuls authority out of the Commonwealth, and 
< been a ting - leader to Volſcians and Æquiĩans both, for to have aſſaulted the City. For what 
ce might not he have lawfully done by vertue ot his place? If the Comuls had either prondly or K 
« cruelly proceeded againſt any one Citizen, he might have entred an Action againit them, and 
« convented them foriooth before thoſe very Judges, of whom peradventure ſome one bad been 
ce by them hardly dealt withal. This would have been the courſe and end of it. And he that thus 
<« did, ſhould not cauſe the Conſuls authority and rule, but the Tribuns power to become odious 
c and intollerable : which having been oflate well quieted and reconciled unto the Nobles, began 
«now afreſh to come unto the old biace, and to be troubleſome again. Neither intreated he him 
<« not to go on ſtill as he had begun. But ye my Maſters (quoth Fabia) that are the reſt of the 
„ Tribuns, we would requeſt you to conhder well this one point eſpecially: That this power you 
« have, was brought in for the ſuccour and relief of every particular perion, and not to the general 
ce prejudice and undoing of all. Again, that ye are created Tribuns of the Commons, not enemies L 
« of the Nobles. A heavy and lamentable caſe it is to us, odious and hateful umto yon, and will 
ec breed you muct ill will and diſpleaſure, incaſe the C. W. nom fortorn, ſnould thus be invaded 
c and aſtiled. Ye ſhall loſe nothing of your own right, 1 aſſmte you, nay, you fhall avoid much 
ce miſtike and hatred of men, incale ye be in hand and deal with your brother Tribun, to put off 
(© this matter and deferit wholly until the Conſuls coming. Why, the very Equians and Volſci- 
< themſelves the laſt year, when both our Conſuls were dead of the plague, preſſed not hardly up · 
con ug, to proſecute any proud and eruel war againſt us. So, the Tribuns communed and peiſwa - 
ded with Terentillas: and this his commenced ſuit or action being adjourned in out ward ſhew, 
bur in very truth let fall quite and diſanulled, the Conſuls forthwith were ſent for home. Lucre 
tius returned enfiched with a right great booty; but with far greater honor and renown, Who at M 
his very firſt coming wan himſelf more glory, by lay ing abroad in £3 field all the prizes, that 
every man for three dayes ſpace might know his own and have it awey. All the reſt, that had no 
owners to come forth and make claim, was ſold in port- ale. By all mens conſent, the Conful 
was thought wort hy of triumph: howbeir that matier was put off by reaſon that the Tribun had 
not yet done with bis law: which was the thing that the Conſul thought meet ſhonld be firſt re- 
garded. The matter was debated and treated for certain dayes, both in the Senate and alſo before 
the people. At laſt the Tribun yeelded to — the Conſul, and gate it over. Then was 
due honor rendred both to the General and alſo to the army acchrdingly. He triumphed over the 
Volſcians and. Equians: and in his triumph bis own legions followed after him. To the other 
Conſul granted it was that he ſhould in a kind of triumph called Ovario; ride into the City, but N 
without his ſouldiers. The year next enſuing, the Law Terentiila was by the whole Colledge or 
fellowſhip of the Tribuns revived and propounded again: which put the ne Conſuls P. Vol um- 
nus and Ser. Sul pitius to ſome trouble. And in the ſame year the skie ſeemed to be on a light fire, 
and there was anexcetding earthquake, And that which the year afore was no credit given unto, 
was now for truth believed, to wit, That a Cow did ſpeak. Among other ſtrange wonders it 
rained fleſh: during which ſhowre, a huge number of fowls flew among, and were reported to 
have ſnatcht ĩt and carried it away as it was in falling. But that which felldown and'eſcaped their 
tallons, lay ſcattered here and therefor certaindayes in ſuch (orr,-as the ſent changed nor ar all, 
nor the fleſh one jot taken and corrupred, Then the books (of Sibylla) were peruſed by the Du- 


umvirs deputed over matters of Religion: who fore · told of — wn, gun by a O_o

enſue. Among the reſt, warning was given 


to abſtain from civil diſcord and mutinies: which the Tribuns fdund fault with; as a deviſed 


matter to hinder the Jaw, Whereupon great debate and contehtion was like preſently to grow. 


But behold. (chat the revolution and courſe of troubles might turn about everyyear ro the fame 
point.) The Herniks bring news thut the Volſci ans had Equizn for all their wing were woll clip- 
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A ped, and their forces greatly decayed, began togather and levy new armies: Item, That in 4 
um lay the whole weight and importance of the affairs, and all depended upon it: That the An- 
tiat coloners held their councels and had their meetings in open ſhow, at Fcetra, but Ant ia u 
was the principal ſeat of the war, and from chence came all preparations and forces whatloever. 
As ſoon as theie-news wete reported in the Senate, order was given to muſter ſouldiers: and that 
the Conſuls ſhould part between them the adminiſtration and managing of his war, ſo as the one 
ſhould have the charge againſt che Volſcians, and the other againſſ the Æquians. But the Tri- 
buns rung it out openly inthe common Hall before the people, © That this was but a made mat- 
ter of the Volſcian war, and t tale deviſed by the Herniks, who were ſuborned and framed to 

B C play their parts in the Pageant, and to ſerve the turn of the Nobles. And that now verily the 

« freedome of the people of Raue was not oppreſſed or endangered by plain proweſs & vertre, 

c but finely ſhifted off and dallied cunningly withal, hy ſlye and ctaity inventions, And for aſmuch 
cas now it was an unlikely thing and incredible, that rhe Vohcians and Æquians aſter ſo great 

ce ſlaughter committed upon them, whereby they were all in a manner killed up, ſhould be able of 

c themſelves to wage war, there were, forſooth new enemies {ought out: A faithful Colony near 

kc adjoyning, was now ſlandred and defamed: war war pretended for a ſhew againſt the guiltleſs 

<« and innocent Antiats, but in truth, intended with the very Commons of 4s ne, whom they 

© meant to drive out of the City in all haſte headlong, ſurcharged with heavy armor, and (ofby 

« turning out their poor fellow.citizens imto-bafliſhment, and ſending them away, God knows 
C © whither) ro be avenged at length ofthe Tribuns. And thus the Law (ſay the Tribuns, for they 
ce mit think cheir drift ĩs to this end and to none other) ſhould de troden under foot, unleis 
& whilesallis entire and whole, and nothing done, whiles they remain at home in their hovies, 
ce whiles they be in tneir gowns, they take heed and look well about them, that they be not diſ- 

<« poſſeſſed of the City, and rake the yoke of ſervitude upon their necks: aſſuring them that if 

ce theit hearts only ſerved, they ſhould want for no help: and ihat all the Tribups agreed and were 

c of one mind, that there was no cauſe of fear abroad, no forrain war co troulle them: lait of all, 

ce that the very providence of the Gods the yeat befote aſſuredthem that their liberty might wich 

cc {afery be deiended. Theſe and ſuch like Remonſtrances gave the Tribuns out. On the other 
part, che Conſuls cauſing their chairs of eſtate to be ſet, even in their tight and preſence, began to 
D muſter. 1 hitherran the I ribuns down in all haſt, and drew the whole aflembly of people with 
them. And, to male as it were a proof and tryal, ſome few by name were called, and ſtraight- 
wayes began a fiir, For whomſoever the Sergeant by the Conſul his commandment arreſted,the 
Tribune charged again that he ſhould be let go. And neither fide contained within the limits and 
compais of their commiſſion and rightful authority: but preſumed of their might and ſtrong 
hand, to attain unto their defired purpoſe, For even as the Txibuns had — chemſclves in 
forbidding the muſter, ſemblably the Senators beſtirred themſelves to top the law for going for- 
ward: which was propounded every Court day, and when the people might aſſemble. And ex er- 
more the bra wl began, when the Tribuns commanded the people to avoid the Hall, for that the 
Patritij would not endure thus to be ſer out and excluded. Few or none of the anciepts would 

E be preſent at theſe troubleſome ſtirs, being ſuch as were not tobe managed and ordered by ſage 
Councel, but wholly left to the raſhnels and boldneſs of y qung and gteen heads. The Conſuls alſo 
were much abſent, and forbare to be in place, for fear leſt in ſuch-a conſuſed hurliburly their Ma- 
jeſty and dignity, might have been ſub jos to ſome ſhameſul contumely and diſgrace, But there 
was among them obe Ceſo Qaintium a luſty young Gentleman and a our, in regard boch pf-his 
noble parent age, as alſo of the goodly tall perſonage and ſtrength of his body, Bel;des thele good 
parts that God had beſtowed him, beta oa himſelt many ornaments by ſundry exploits 
atchieved in wars: He had withal an eloquent ſpeech and a good grace at. the bar, ſo as, in one 
word, throughout the whole City, chete was not one 2 to be more teady in tounge, or 
taller of his hands. This Ceſo ſtandi ng in the midſt of the Nobles, higher to be ſeen above all the

E reſt, as one that in iis ſpeech and ſtrefgth, carried afore him the countenance and anthority of all 


Dictators and Gunſuls, was the only man that harę off the brunts of Tribuns , and ſtotms of the 
common people. Many a time were the Itibuti driven out of common Hall, the Commonalty 
defe ned and pus to flight by the conduct of this Captain. Whoſoever came within his reach,

was ſure to go away throughly beaten, and cle an ſtripped. So as it evidenly appeared, if this. fary of the law 
courſe might have been. dodedirhelew bad ſoonbeen checked and overthrown, Now whem alf Ti. : 


the other Tribuns beſides. were herewith diſmayed and wel near daunted. Aulus Virginius alone, 
being one of their fellow h ip; was ſo bold, as to enter in scon againſt Cæſo, of a capital crime, 
By iwbich deed of his, he rather fired, than fearty his hot and furious nature. For fo much the 
more'eagerly.withltopd he the Law; courſed and ttoubled the Commons, and perſecuted the Tri- 
G bur as it ere with open war. The plaintiffe in the mean time, ſuffered che deſendant to run on 
ſtill, and Wich many om tages to kindle more coal of ill will, and hatred upon his own head, and 
to miniſter further matter of crimes to be charged with. And allthe while he ceaſed not to prefer 
the Law aforeſtid; not ſo much of any hopeto bring it to paſt, as to provoke and ſet on work, the 
giddy head and humorous vr in of Ceſo. Whbereby it came to paſs, that many follies oftentimes 
were committed both in w ord and deed / by the yonger ſort; and evermore the blame light upon 


poor Cſes he abort was always Charged, berauſe he had been once ſuſpected. But seren |

hee N and croſſed the Law, And Aulus Virginius ever and anon would entertain the Com- H 
mom with theſe and ſuch like ſpeeches, «See ye not already (quoth he) O Quirites, that ye may 
not now have Ceſo your Citizen, and the law which you.dehre both togetner. But what mean 
&« Ito ſpeak of your Law ? It is your liberty that he intringeth and ſetteth himſelf againſt, and in 


pride and arroganć he exceedeth all the Tarquins that ever were, But wait, ye were beſt, until 


he be made a Conſul or Dictator, whom ye ſee already, being but a private perſon, to bear him- 
« ſelf ſo greatly of his ſtrength and boldneſs, as to Lord it over you, and rule as a King. Many ſoo- 
thed the Tribune and (aid the like, adding moreover, how they had been well knocked and bea- 
ten at his hands: and were forward enough of themſelves to ſet the Tribune on, to proceed in 
his commenced action againſt him. „ | . 

Now was the law day of judicial trial come: and it ſeemed abroad, that all men verily thought 
that the very foundation of their liberty conſiſted in the condemnation of Ceſo. In concluſion, 
driven he was with much indignity and ſhame, to creep and crouch unto every man, ſubmiſſively 
craving their favor one after another, There ſeconded him his kinsfolk and neereſt ſriends the beit 
men of the City. Titus Quintius Ca pitolinus, who had been thrice Conſul, ſpake in his behalf: and 
after he had reckoned up many honors and dignities, both of bis own, and alſo of his family,affir- 
med. that neither in the houſe and race of Quintii, nor yet throughout the City of Rome, was ever 
ſeen ſo great towardneſs, no ſuch ſhew and likelihood of ripe and periect vertue and prowels as 
in Ceſo: ſaying, that he had been firſt his ſouldier, and ſerved under him, and that with his own 
eys he had ſeen him oftentimes fight . to hand with his enemies in the field. Again K 
Sp. Fufius made this good report of him, That upon a time, when himſelf was in great dittreſs 
and extremity, e ſent unto him from Quintius ( apitolinus, to help at a pinch : and that there 
was no one man, by whoſe good ſervice, as he thought, the Weal-publick at that time. was more 
relieved and reſtored, then by his, L. Lucretius the Conſul laſt year before glittering in his bright 
glory ſo freſh and new, joihed with the reſt, av owing Caſo partaker with him in his praiſe-worthy 
acts: he recounted his brave combats, rehearſed his noble exploits, both in his rodes and voiages, 


and l alſo inthe pight field: ad iſing & counſelling them that in any hand they would retain him ſtil 


for to be a Citizen of their own City, rather then of any other, this excellent young gentleman, . 
furniſhed with allgood gifts of nature and fortune, like to prove a ſingular ſtay of the publick af- 
fairs, into what City and State ſoever he ſhould come. As for that heat and haſtineſs (quoth he) L 
which was in him miſliked and offenſive, age and time would dayly diminiſh, and bereave him 
of it: grave and ſage counſel, which now was wanting, would come on apace every day more 
then other. Sec ing therfore his faults waxed old and faded his vertues now were in their growth, 
flouriſhed, and grew ripe unto perfection; they ſnould permit ſo brave, ſo rare a perſon, to live 
fil among them, and be a good old man in this their City, His father among the reſt, L. Quintins, 
ſurnamed Cincinna us, went another way to work: who not by iterating ſtil his praiſes, ſor fear of 
heaping more matter of envy and repine, but craving pardon for his wildneſs and youthful de- 
meanor; beſonght them for his ſake at leaſt wiſe, to give the fon as a preſent to his father; who 
neither in word not deed had ever offended any perſon. Some took no heed and gave a deaf ear 
to his prayers, either for modeſty and reverence, or for fear. Others complaining how they and M 
their ſnrewd 
and churliſh anſwers what their judgment was. Beſides, the common miſlike and malice concei- 
ved againſt the defendant, there was one petilous matter and crime above all, that touched him 
very beer. And that was this : Hf, Volſcius Pictor, who certain years before had been Tribune of 
the Commons, came in againſt him as a witneſs, and depoſed, how that not long after the plague 
was in the City, he hapned upon a company of youths as they made a riot and robbery in the 
Suburr a : where there aroſe a brawland fray, in which his elder brother, a man wel in years, and 
not throughly recovered of his ſickneſs, was with a buffet with Ceſo his fiſt fell'd to the ground, 
and lay there for dead: ſo as he was fain to be had home betweenmens arms; and as he deemed, 
of that blow he died: yet might not he as hainous as the fact was; bring his action and proſecute N 
the law, for fear of the Conſuls of theſe laſt years. As Volſcius thus informed, the whole court was 
moved therewith, in ſo much that Ceſo eſcaped hardly, from being murdered, in that tage and ſu- 


ry of the people. Then Vrginiut commanded to lay hold on the man, and to have him away to 


priſon. The Patritii again by force reſiſted force. T. Quintius cried out. That he who was under 
arreſt for to make his appearance, and anſwer at a day for his life; and who ſhortly ſhould come 
to his trial and be judged, ought not before ſentence of condemnation, and heſore he had plea- 
ded for himſelf, thus violently be mĩſuſed. The Tribune repiied again, That his meaning was not 
to puniſh him before he were condemned: howbeir, by his leave he would be ſo bold as kee 
him faſt in priſon, tobe forth-· coming at the law day; that he who had killed a man, might ſu 


fer therefore. according as the people of Rm: ſhouſd award. Then were the Tribunes called un- O 


to for their help, who by the means of an indifferent decree then made, ſhewed their lawful fa- 
vours with (peed, By vertue whereof they forbad expreſly, that he ſhould not be impriſoned, but 
pronounced that it was their wil and pleaſure, that the defendant ſhould perſonally appear,' and 
a piece of money be promiſed unto the people, incaſe that he made default and failed of his ap- 


pearance. Much queſtion there was what ſum of money ſhould be thought reaſonable to be pro- 


miſed, And che matter was put over to the Senate to be decided: and whilſt the Senators: fate 
6 there- 
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thereupon,the defendant was kept ſtill in ward within the common Hall, At length they thought 
good and ſer, it down, that he ſhould put in ſureties. And they bound each ſurety in 3000 * Aſſes. 
But how many of theſe ſhould put in band, was left to the will and diſcretion of the Tribuns, who 
aſſigned and determined ten and no more, With ſo many fureties the plaintiff bound the defen- 
dant perſonally and peremptorily to appear at his day. I his man was the firſt Roman that went 
under ſpecial bail, and put in good pledges to make his publick anſwer, Thus being enlarged out 
of the common Hall and diſmiſſed, the next night following, una wares to the Conſul, he depar- 
ted to the Tuſcans into exile. Whenthe day of this judgement. was come, and that it was alled- 
ged for his excuſe, T | INLET 
Varginins aſſembled the people about this matter: but his fellow Tribunes being called unto for 
their help, diſmiſſed che Court and licenſed every man to depart, But the foreſaid money was cru- 
elly exacted at his fathers hands, ſo that he was driven to tell up all that ever he had, and for a 
long time to live apart as a perſon confined, on the other ſide of Tyber, in a poor blind cottage 
out ofthe way. This procels of judgement; and the preferxing of the law aboveſaid together, bu- 
Ged the City and kept it occupied. Quiet they were for any Wars abroad. At what time the Tri- 
bunes like Conquerers, ſeeing the Nobles appalled at the baniſhment of Ceſs, ſuppoſed now 
their law was in manner ſylly eſtabliſhed and enacted. And for as much as the more ancient Se- 
nators had diſpoſſeſſed themſelves, as it were, of the Common-weal, and medled not for their 
own parts with the State: the younger ſort, and ſuch eſpecially. as were of Cæſa his (rue and ac- 


C quaintance, were kindled the more againſt the Commons, and abated not their courage: mar- 


ry, this good thereby was done upon them, that in ſome meaſure they tempered and ruled their 
turious affections and violent outrage. The firſt time after the exile of Ceſo, that the law began a- 
gain to be propoſed, they being well appointed and banded together, backed alſo with a mighty

company of their friends and favorites, ſet upon the Tribunes : taking the occaſion when they 


charged them to depart out of the hall, in ſuch manner, that no one of them above his fellows was 
ſingular, ox carried home with him any ſpecial praiſe or blame more then another: but the Com- 


mons complained that for one Cæſo, there were now ſtart upa thouſand, All the days between, 


wherein the Tribunes medled not with their law, none more quiet, none more peaceable then 
they themſelves. Courteouſly they would ſalute and ſpeak unto. the Commons, at all other times 
they would invite them home to their houſes and make them good cheer, aſſiſt them and be pre- 
ſent with them in the common Hall, ſuffer the Tribunes themſelves without any interruption or 
impeachment to keep their courts and hold their aſſemblies whatſoever: ſhewing themſelves at 
no time to any of them either publickly or priyately fierce and cruel, but only when they went in 
hand with the law, for otherwiſe the young Gentlemen were popnlar enough. And not only in 
other cauſes ma de the Tribunes good diſpatch, and went quietly through all their buſimeſſes: but 


alſo the ſame men were choſenagain for the next year following without any foul and croſs word: 


ſo far were they from being offered any forcible violence: and thus by ſoft handling and gentle 
dealing, they had now by little and little von the Commons, and made them as it were cometo 
hand. And fo by theſe fine fetches and devices, for one whole year the law was ſhifted off, and 
prettily avoided. The City being now in more quiet ſtate, C. Claudius the fon of Appius apd P. Va- 
lerins Poplicola, came to be Conſuls, And no nes this new/ year: for the ſame care till, either a- 
bout preterring or admitting the law, held the City occupied. As much as the puny Nobles inſi- 
nuated themſelves more into the favour and familiarity of che Commons: ſo much more eagerly 
again on the other fide, did the Tribunes labour and endeayor with complaints and ſlanders, to 
bring them into ſuſpition and jealouſie with the Commons; Saying, that there was a conſpiracy 
intended and contrived: that Cæſo was in Rome: that there were plots laid to murder the Tribuns, 
and to maſſacre the Commons: that they were ſer on work by ſome great ones, even the Anci- 
ents of the Nobles, utterly to aboliſh the Tribunes anthority out of the C. W. and to bring and 
reduce the City to the ſame paſs again, as it had been before the taking and keeping hold in che 
Mount Sacer. Beſides all this, war was feared from the Volſcians and Equians (ſo ordinary it 


was. and lo duly once every year it came abont: ] yea and with all, another miſchief newly ſprung, 


and pnlooked for. | 

A rabble ofbaniſhed perſons,Outlaws and Bond(laves, to the number of 4.500 having to their 
Captzin ane Ap,Herdonius a Sabin, ſurpriſed in the night che Capicoll and Caſſle, and were ma- 
iets thereof. Who immediately killed in the caſtle as many as would not be of their conſpiracie & 
take armes with them. The reſt, amid this hurliburly ran headlong down into the Market place for 
ſear, The ak army was given on all hands: and no cry heard but Arme, Arme, the enemies are 
in town, The Conſuls were afraid to put the Commons in arms, and they doubted alſo to let them 
be unzemed, not knowing what ſudden occurrent this ſhould he, that thus had entred and poſſeſ-

G ſed the city: whether ic were forraign or domeſtical, ariſing from the malice and hatred of the 


people, or from the treachery and falſhood of their ſervants; Vet they deviſed to appeaſe the up- 
rQat: and as they were buſie to repreſFic, the more other-while they ſtirred up new: for the 
frighted and amaſed multitude, could not be ordered by any commandment, How beit at length 
they reſolved to ſuſſer them to take arms, and not all in general, hut only (for that they knew not 
whar their enemies were) to have a ſufficient and truſty guard about them, ready at all aſſayes 
and dangers whatſoever. In this careful ſuſpence and doubt, Who were their enemies, and 1 
5 theix 
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theit number was, they paſſed the reſt of the night g flrong watch and ward in all meet i 
and convenient places ot the e ut the. day light diſcioſed the war and the Captain there» 
of, Appia Herdo vi us Pitol proclaimed freedom to all bondmen that wou d 
come and follow him: © taking upon him forſooth to defend the cauſe of molt miſerable caitifs : 
ce namely, to reſtore home again unto their native country aliſuch exiled perſons, as had been 
© wrongfully expelled, and alto to take away the heavy yoke of ſlavery and bondage. Which 
e thing he cou.d wiſh it might be effected and brought about with the good will and helping 
<« hand of the people of Rowe. But in caſe there were no hope & comfort there, then he would aj- 
© ſay the Volſ. ians and Equians, yea, and procure what means he could, by all hard courſes and 
ce extremities whatſoever, Now the Nobles and Coſſ. began to ſee more into the matter: and 1 
beſides thoſe dangers that were in view, and preſently threatned, they feared ſome practiſe from 
the Veientians or the Sabins : and leſt, there being already ſo many enemies in the City, the legi- 
ons and Tuſcans ſhould combine together, and come upon them. Over and beſides, leit their old 
enemies and perpetual, the Volſcians and Æquians ſhonld now at once, not, as aforetime,invade 
their borders and drire booties, but give an attempt upon the very City; which was already in 
ſome patt, taken and poſſeſſed by enemies. Many and ſundry were their ſears. But of all other 
the dread and jealouſy of their own bondſlaves preſented unto them moſt imminent and preſent 
danger: for fear, leſt every man harboured his enemy at home in his own houſe, whom neither 
he could trnſt ſecurely, nor yet miſtruſts withoutſome jeopardy: fearing leſt being once diſcre- 


dited, he might prove the more malicious and bent to do a miſchief. And to ſuch ftreights they K 


were driven, that with all their concord and agreement, they hardly were able to remedy the 
matter, and to ſtop the extremity, So greatly the future troubles like to enſue, exceeded thoſe 
that preſently appeared and were in fight, that no man feared either Tribuns and Commons. 
That mild and gentle kind of malady, in compariſon of others, and riſing alwayes by occaſionof 
reſt from all other. ſeemed then hy reaſon of a forrein terror, ſtilled clean and brought aſleep, 
And yet ſee, that was the only thing in a manner that lay hardeſt upon them, ready to bear down 
to the ground their ſtate, which now began already to ſhrink and reel. For ſo furiouſly and mad» 
ly were the Tribuns bent, that they Rifly would ſtand to it, and bear men in hand, That it was 
no war, but a vain illuſion and colour of war, and no other, that had ſeiſed on the Capitol; for 
nothing elſe but to withdraw the minds of the Commons ſrom intending and following their x. 
Law: and that a ſort of clients, followers, and favorits of the Nobility and Gentry were ga- 
thered together, who if they might once perceive that the Law were paſſed, and that all the itir 
they had made, took no effect, would ſlip away ſpon and be gone, in more ſilence I is, than they 
thither came. Whefenponthey called the people away from their armor and weapons, and ſum- 
moned them to an aſſembly, ro go through with their Law and Ena& it now or never. In the 
mean time the Coſſ. held a Councel fearing a greater miſchief like to enſue from the Tribuns, than 
the enemies had wrought in the night ſeaſon, And when word was brought char arms were laid 
away, and that the people had abandoned their quarters wherethey were ſet in guard, then P. Val. 
leaving his collegue to keep the Senat together, departed haſtily out of the Court & went ſtraight 


into the Temple to the Tribuns, «What work is here my Maſters(quoth he)yourhat are Tribuns? M 


Are ye about to overthrow the State indeed, under the conduct of Ap, Herdonius? and who was 
© notable to ſolli. it and do any thing with your bondſlaves and ſervants, was his hap ſo good as to 
ce corrupt and inveizle your ſelves?Isthis your pleaſure and to your good liking, whiles the enemy 
«js over our heads; to have our armor laid aſide, and Jaws preferred ? Then turning his ſpeech to 
* the whole multicude: If ye take no regard norcare(O Quirites)of the City, if ye pals not for your 
< ſelves yet have ſome reverence, and and in fear of the Gods of your native countrey which b 
ce your enemies are now taken Priſoners and captivate: Ip. Opt. Max. that moſt bonnriful and Al- 
« mighty God, Queen Juno and Minerva, with all the reſt of Gods, Goddeſſes (and heavenly 
ce \viohts) are beſieged: Outlaws and bondſlaves are encamped about your Tutelar Gods, and 
c have in poſſeſſion the Protectors and Patrons of your City. Is this, think ye, the form of a wiſe 
ceand well governed City? is it in good caſe indeed and as it ought to be? So many enemies not

Item, from 
thence forth, the Senat deemed it not to ſtand with the wea! publick,that Magiſtrats ſhould con- 
tinge ſtill in place from year to year, and that the ſame perſons ſheuld'be more then once choſen 
Tribunes, The Coniuls for their part, were overruled and ordeted by the Senators. But, ſay and

4 ther, but three battailons ſeverally by themſelves, of three ſundry nations, & ranged them along 
5 all about the counterſcarpe and trench of his enemies. Himſelf was in the midft with the Ro- 
man legions, and gave commandment to obſerve heedfully and mark the fignall - that the Allies 
alſo ſhould both begin battell and alſo retire, when he ſounded the retreat. In like ſort he placed 
| the horſmen behind the Principia at the back of cachbattel, Thus in three ſundty parts he afſail- 
ed the camp, and invironed it round about, and charging luſtily hard upon them on every ſide, 1 
be beat the Volſcians down from their rampier, for they Were not able to endure his violence. And 
having gotten over all their trenches and fortifications, he drave the fearfull multitude clean opt 
oftheir hold. that now were retired to a fide and corner of the camp. The horſmen might not 
eaſily get over the trench, and ſtood till of purpoſe to behold the fight, and to mark them when 
they ſhould flie i but having once gotten them in the open fields, they chaſed them as they ran 2· 
way on heaps and by killing them in their fear full flight, deſerved their part in that victorie. Great 
was the execution both within the camp, and alſo without the rampires, as they fled ; but grea- 
ter was the pillage, for that the enemies had much ado to carty their armour away with them, 
and but that they ſhrowded themſelves as they fledin the woods, they had periſhed every man. 
During theſe exploits about Antium, the Equians having ſent before them the talleſt and luſtieſt K 
young men they had, ſurpriſed thecaltle of Taſeulum, upon a ludden and at una war es in the night 
. ſeaſon: and with the reſt of their power they! were encamped not far from the wals of Tuſculum, 
intending to intercept and ſtay the army of their enemies. Tidings hereof came in poſt to Rome, 
and from Rome to the camp before Autium : which troubled the Romans as much as if news 
had been brought, that the Capitoll was taken. So freſh in remembrance was the late deſert of 
the Tuſculans : and the like jeopardy ſeeming to challenge and redemand ſemblable aid and ſuc- 
cour. Fabius letting all = things aſide, cauſed the booty in all haſt to be conveyedout of the 
camp to Anizm; where having left an indifferent guard, he haſtneth apace in order of battel 
to Tuſculum ; by reaſon whereof, the ſouldiers could take nothing with them, but their ar- 
mour, and tuch baked or boyled meats as were at hand ready. The Conſul (Cornelius ] ſent a con- L. 
voy of victuals unto them from Rowe. Thus for certain months continued the war at 7 zſcu/xns, 
The Conſul (Fabius) with one part of bis hoſt aſſailed the camp of the Aquians - for the other 
part he had let the Tuſculans have, to win again their fortreſſe. Againſt all torce it was impreg- 
nable, but in the end tamine conſtrained the enemies to abandon it. To which extremity being 
at length driven, they were by the Tuſculans difarmed and compelled to paſſe naked under the 
„Aadorf Joke. Who as they fled home ward with ſhame enough, were overtaken of the Roman Conſul 
gallows made in Algidum, and put to the tword every one. After this victory, he encamped with the reſt of 
wich two jave- his army at Cola men, for ſo the place is named. The other Conſul like wiſe, leeing that there was 
lins picched no danger threatning the wals of Rom, now that the enemy was difcomfited & repulſed,departed 
—, in the himſelt from the citie. So the Conluls entring two wajes the borders of their enemies, made 
gronnd2 120% ſharp war and ſpoiled the Vollcians ofthe one fide, andthe Equians on the other. I find in molt M 
Overthware co Writers that the Ant iates in this year rebelled: and that L. Cornelixe the Conſul managed that 
che other. war and won the town. But for as much as there is no mention made of that matter in any anci- 
ent writers, I date not avouch it for a certaine truth. | | 
This war was no ſooner brought to an end, but the domeſticall Tribunes war at home put the 
Nobles in fear: for the Tribunes cried out that this was cautelous and fraudulent dealing, thus to 
keepthe armies abroad, for nothing cls but to diſappoint them for publiſhing the law, ,Yet never. 
theleſſe, fince they had begun it, they would not give over, but go through with it and ſee an end. 
Howbeit P. Lucretiu, preſident of the city for the time. prevailed thus much with them, That all 
Tribunitian actions ſhould hang & be deferred unto the coming of the Conſuls. There was beſides 
*Treafarers of à new occaſion aroſe of freſh trouble. A. Cornelius and Quintus Servilizx * Queſtors, gave N 
Genecall Re. ſummons to M. Volſciu to make his anſwer at a day, who laid to his charge that he without 
ceivers ofthe all doubt, had born talſe witneſle againſt Caſo. For by many preſumptions and evideaces it ap- 
city peared, that neither Volſcius his brother, from the firſt time that he tell ſick and took his bed, was 
4 at aoy time ſeen openly in the ſtreets, or ſo much as to have fit up, and mended any whit,but of 
that diſeaſe which held him many months, he languiſhed and conſumed away to death: nor a- 
bout that time, wherein the deponent 8 the deed was done, was Ceſo once ſeen at Rome: 
it being plainly affirmed and proved dy thoſe who ſerved together with him in the wars, that 
he was ordinarily all the time fighting under his colours as well as they, without any paſport or 
licence to depart, And to make this good, many there were that of themſelves privatly challeng- 
ed Yolſcins, and offered to traverſe the law and to be tried by any indifferent and competent 0 
judges. But when as he dutſt not abide the triall and to be judged, all theſe things put together 
and fo conſonant oreto the othet made men doubt no more of the condemnation of Yo!ſcixs then 
of Ceſo, which was grounded uponthe bare teſtimony of Volſcius. The Tribunes were only the 
ſtay ; who ſaid plainly they would not ſuffer the Queſtors to hold any ſeſſions or judiciall court, 
for the trial of the defendant, before they had a ſolemn afſembly about their law. So were both theſe 
matters

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But tho Equians would not abide, that long it ſhould continuo ſo; Who haviogbroken the league, 
which the year before was made with the Romans, choſe Grazchns Clailize for their governor 
and generall, who was in thoſe daies the prone man among the eEquians, 4 Under the conduct 


into the territorie of Teſculum, ſpoiling and ranſacking as they went 1 und being loaden with 
preyes and booties, they pitch their tents in* Algidm. Thitber repaired from Rome into their 
camp, Q. Fabim, P.V alerins, and A. Pofthuwins as embuſladours, to complain of wounds received, 
and to demand amends and ſatisfaction according to covenant. The Generall of the « £quians 


ſeemed to grant them audience, and willed them to declare what meſſage and commiſſion they 


had from the Senat of Rome, unto the oake; for that himſelf had ſome other matters to diſpatch 
the while, Now there grew a mightie great Oake hard by the General his pavilion, ſpreading 
his boughs even over it, and the (ſhadow thereofferved for a cold ſitting place. Then one of the 
Embaſladors,us he went his way , © Let both the ſacred Oake(quoth be ) and what divine power 
ſoever is ſeated in this place, heare and know. that by you firſt the league is broken, who now re- 
* gard our preſent complaints, and ſhortly aſſiſt our valiant armies, when we ſhail profecuce 
ec and revenge at once the diſloiall breach, both of Gods laws and mans. So ſoon as the Embaſſa- 
dors were returned to Rome, the Senat gave direction, that one of the Conſuls ſhould lead forth 
an armie againſt Gracchus, into Algidum, and the other have in commiſſion, to waſt the borders 
of the Equians. The Tribanes, as their manner as, hindred the maſter and perad venture bad 
ſtaied it altogether, but for a new fearfull occurrent that ſuddainly came in the neck ofthe other. 
For 2 mightie power of Sabines were approached well neer to the wals of the citie, robbing, ſpoi- 
ling and deſtroying all a fore them with fword and fire, The territorie was pitiouſly round about 
laid deſolat, and the citje therewith ſore terrified. Then the Commons ſtomacks came down,and 
gently they tooke weapons in hand: and (ſay what the Tribunes would againſt it) two great ar- 
mies were enrolled. Naasius had the leading of the one againſt the Sabines: and beingencam 

at Eretum, with rodes and incurfions,and thoſe for the molt part by nigbt, made ſuch foul work 
and walt in The Sabines country, that in compariſon thereof, the lands about Rome, ſeemed as 
if they had not been once touched. Minstius in his exploits, had neither like good ſueceſſe, 
nor yet equall courage and valour offifart. For having pitched his tents not far from the enemie, 
and received no great ſwile and loſſe at his bu 
in the emp. Which wbenthe enemies perceived, they grew more bold (as commonly the co- 
wardite of one inceaſeth the eouragę of another) and aſſailed the camp in the night ſeaſon : but 
_ that plain fotce little prevailed, ' the morrow after they raiſed mounts, and caſt trenches 
ronnd about. But before they bed with their countermares and rampires ſtopped up all paſſages, 
five horſemen being even amonglſt the guards of the enemies, brought news to Rowe, that 
the Conſul with his armie was beſieged. Nothing could there have hapned fo little tbought 
of, and unlooked for: whereupon there was ſuch fear, trembling, and quaking, as if the ene-

Then the hoſt of Quiarivs, which prelently upon the finiſhing ofthe trench returned to their 
weapons,entring ofthe mures and rgmpires of the enemies. Here began a frech conflict again, and 
yet the formernething abated .aThe 3 then ſeeing themſelves thus diſtreſſed and to hard- 
gener on every fide, left fighting and fell to intreating ; they belonght the Col. on one fide and

let they to it, and went about the making and giving of laws, And with great expectation of men, 
chey let out ten Tables, and called the people toagenerall aſſembly, commanding theni in à good 
hour, and in the name of God to go. & (that which might turn to the good, to the benefit, and bap- 
pines of the Colton wealtheatelves their children &polterity )to read the law there publiſhed; 
proteſtidg , ehacdd fur as ten men could with all their witedoine foreſee & provide for, had deviſed 
indifferent la wes, and e quall for all torts of cailings, as well the beſt as the meineſt. But for a8 
much as the its and beads of manymen, were of deeper reach to fee fait her into things, they gave 
them good ſeave, to caſt in their minds, and ponder with themſelves each particular, yea, and to 
reaſon together from point to point, and thereof to deliver their opinion openly, what was ſhort 
and wanting, or what was ſuper fluous, in every article: and look what laws the conſent of all men 
ſeemed to bring in,thoſe ſhould the people accept. and none other: that it might appear they were 
not ſo much to approve of them and give their aſſent after they were pcopounded , as to pro- 
poſe and preferte them their on ſelves. And when as they were thought ſufficiently corrected, 
according to the ſpeeches of men, and as every one ſpake to the ſeverall titles and chapters of the 
laws, as they were ſet forth : then in the high court of Parlament, aſſembled of all the Centuries & 
F degrees of men, the laws of ten Tables were enacted and eſtabliſhed. Which even at this day, a- 
mong that infinit number ot ſtatuts, heaped and hudled one upon another, are the very well-(pring 
and tountain of all juſtice,both pablick and privat. After this, there ran a rumour abroad, that two 
tables were yet wantiog which if they were put unto the relt, then might the complete body as it 
were of the whole Roman law be finiſhed and made perfect. The expectation thereof, now 
that the great Let - day græ w neer forthe Election, made men very deſirous to create Decemvirs a- 
gain the ſecond time. Now the Commons abroad, beſides that they hated the very name of Con- 
tuls, as well as ot Kings, ſought not greatly for the protection of the Tribunes: ſeeing that the 
Decemvirs one after another, yeelded in their perogative, and admitted in ſome ſort the appeal, 
G But afcer that the ſolemn afſemvly for the chaling of Decemvits, was publiſbed againſt the 
* 7 risundinum, or third market diy next entuing,to (ſuch an beighth wast he ambition and deſire of 
this dignity growne, that the very chiefe men, and principall heads of the City (for feare, I be- 
leeve, leſt the pofieffions of fo great a government, in caſe they were not inveited themſelves in 
the place, ſnould lie open unto ſome unmeet and unworthy perſons Jwent about and made court to 
every mau, uing in bumble manner to thoſe very Commons, with whom they bad been at (trife & 
variance, for tb honour and dignity, which they themiclves had with all their power and might

through ſuch offices, being now come in 2 eſtio gn bwitted tothe choiſe and judgement of;

to reckon him among the Decemvirs, or thoſe thet od to be Pecemvirs ag in. For otherwhiles 


he was more like one that ſued for an office, than bim that preſently bare office: blaming pre- 
ſonages of belt quality in the City, and layiog hard to their 3 extolling the vaine ſt & ba- 
gelt el the Competitors. Himſelt in perſon ſoxting among the geilij and Icilij, ind ſuch Iike as fa- 
voured the Tribunes, went ſwinging and ſquaring in the common place, uſing them as jeftruments 
to venditate himſelfforth to the common people. So long. as at length his very bret hren in office, 
who untill that time had been — dicted and affectionated unto him, caſt their cies upon 
him, and began to mark,8& m much what his meaning was;reaſoping thus among themſelves: 1 
< Surely there is no ſoundneſſe nor goodneſſe herein, but all meer d ion and bypocriſie. 


4 Certainly, it is not for nought, that in ſuch pride of his, there ſhould appear ſo much courteſie. 


©: What ? to force his own nature too much within compaſſe : to deb aie himſelf, and ſuffer pri- 
it ynt men to be his fellows, was a ſigne of one, that made not io much baſt to forgo a dignity and 
« promotion, as ſought means to keep it ſtill, Openly they durſt vot preſume to check and with- 
ſtand his ambitious deſire, but afſaied by pleaſing and ſoothing him up, to repreſle and bridle his 
fooliſh affeRion. And ſeeing he was the younger of bis company. they all with one accord laid 
upon himthe charge, to bold the high court for the Election mvirs, Their dritt and policy 
Was, that he ſhould nor Elect his own ſelf za thing, which unleſſe it were the Tribunes again, / and 
that was a moſt dangerous precedent and example) no man ever had done before. And he with K 
all his heart accepting therof, made fon that he would be preſident of that honourable Court 
and Seffion, and prayed tothe gods that he perform it for the benefit ot the weal-publik. And 
ſo took the vantage of that opportuvity, to ſet forward his pwn deſign, which they meant ſhould

| "have ſtopped and crofſed the ſame, And alter he bad by ſecxct packing and convaling with the

other competirours, and given the repulſe unto the two Quimii(Capitolinus,and Cincinnatns and 
put beſide the Cuſhion his own Uncle by the fathers fide(C.Clandivs,a moſt ſtout & retolut cham- 
pion of the Nobility ) with other citizens of like mark and quality : be createth Decemvirs, ſuch as 
were not for worth, port, and behaviour, to them comparable and his own: ſweet ſelf with the 
firſt. Which as there was no man thought he ever would have done, ſo all good men miſliffed 
when it was done, With him were elected A. Cornelius Maluginenſir, M.Sergins, L. Mir L 
antins, Aar Vibalauus, Q. Petilius, T. Antonins Merenda, Ceſe Duillins, Sp. Oppins Cornicen. 
AA. Rabsbenus. And there's an endof Appius playing anothers mans part. Off went bis mask and 
viſour now, and ſo from thence-forth, he began to ſhew himtſelf in his own likeneſſe, and to live 
in his kind - yea, and to frame his companions to the bent of his bow, even before they were 
entred1nto office. Day by day had they their ſecret 22 hy themſelves apart from all other: 
and being once hereby furniſhed with ungratious mn delignments, which they had cloſely 
complotted together, they could no longer hold & difſemble their pride. Few might have acceſſe un- 
to them: ſeldom would they be ſpoken with,ſhewiag themſelves ſtrange, ſurly, & churliſh to thoſe 
that came unto them, Thus drew they the time on, untothe * Ides of May, which was tbe uſuall 
and ſolemn day then of entring into offices of government. In the very beginigg whereof they 
made the firſt day of their magiſtracie noted by an intimation and evident ſhe of exceedi M 
terrour. For whereas the Decemvirs their predeceſſors had obſerved this order, That one alone 
ſhould'have the rods of State born before him, and that this regall ornaments ſhould paſſe round 


through them all in courſe one after another: Behold, theſe came all of them abroad, and each 


of them had his xi j. bundles of rods carried before him. Sothat theſe Lictors, 120 in number, with 
their rods and axes too, faſtned within the rods, tooł up and filled the whole Forum or common 
place as they went. And for as much as they were created ablolutely, and their commiſſion ran 
withoyt all appeal, men madethis expoſition, that to go with their axes or without was all one, 
& made no matterat all. Thus was there a ſhew & repreſentation of ten KK. And this terrour grew 
more and 1 with the meaneſt and baſeſt ſort only, but alſo with the chief and beſt of the N 
Patritians: ſpppoſing that they ſought to pick a quarell,and miniſter occaſion and overtare to ſome 
maſſacre : that if any man ſhould offer either in the Senat or among the people, to ſpeak one word 
concerning liberty, forthwith there ſhould be exemplary whipping and beading, to the terrour 
ct all other. For, beſides that, from the people there was no remedy and ſuccour to be had, by 
reaſon that the appeal unto them was quite diſanulled and talen away: the Decemvirs them» 
ſelves drew ſo all in one line together and were ſo combined and linked, that there was no hope 
at all, that one would thwart and eroſſe that which another did: whereas the former Decemvirs 
could well abide, that their judgements and ſentences ſhould be cenſured and corrected, by the 
appellations or appeal to one of their brethren in commiſſion : yea, and in ſome caſes put off 
{ome matters from themſelves to be decided by the people, which ſeemed properly to belong 
unto their own juriſdiction. For a while, the fear was to all indifferent + but by little and little 
the Commons only began to fee] the ſmart. The Nobles were forborn and eſcaped clear 
and {cotfree; the meaner perſons went to the wals,and with them they dealt according to their 
laſt and pleaſure right cruelly, The perſon wholly they regarded, and never relpeRed the cauſe, 
as with whom favour and friendſhip prevailed as much as equity and right ſhould have done. At 
home in their houſes, they determined of matters bow they ſhould paſſe: and in open place 
they pronounced ſentence accordingly. It a man had appealed to one of their bench, from him

of their own lelyes, even the Decemvirs could gu o orherwiſe, but that in the conceipt, 
& conſent of all men, their government was become odious: & the Commons allo thus collected 
and interpteted, that the Senators metnot together, becauſe privat mep (fuchas the Decemvirs 
were indeed) had no authority to aſſemble a Senat. And now 1 id they, is the way and entrance 
made to recover their liberty again, it io be the Common would join with the Senat and as the 
Nobles being called, meet not together in counſeh ſo the Commons likewiſe would refuſe, to he 
muſtered. In this wiſe muttered and whiſpered the Commons, And in truth ſcarcely was there 
any one of the Senators about the common place, and but few within the city : for very griefe 
and indignity to ſee that things went as they did, they bed withdrawn themſelyes into the countrie 
to their Jands : and forgetting rhe ſtate of the common-weal, they became carefnl of their own 
privat affairs : thinking themſelves ſo far forth freed from oppreſſion and wrong, as they were re- 
mote and ſequeſtred fromthe ſociety, meeting and conference, with ſo Lordly & imperions rulers. 
When they would not aſſemble at their ſummons, che officers were ſent unto their houſes, both 
for to ſtreine and take away ſtreſſes for their contumacie and diſobedience, and alſo to enquire 
and learn, whether they refuſed to come at their commandment;or of ſet purpoſe or no. And word 
they bring back that the Senators were in the country. The Decemvirs were better apaid to hear 
that, than ifanſwer had come that they were at home and refuſed to obey. They they gave com- 
mandmeor that they ſhould be ſeit for i and they warned a Senat houſe againſt the next day fol- 
lowing : where they aſſembled more in number then they looked for, Whereupon the Com- 
mons ſuppoſed that their liberty was bought and ſold and utterly betraied by the Nobles, for that 
the Senat bad yeelded obedienee to them (that now by right were out of their office his if the 
bad given lawfull ſummons. who beiag privat men had no power at all ſo to do. But they ſhe w- 
ed more obeiſance and ſubmiſſion, 1 we have heard ſay, in coming to the Councel houſe, than any 
diſpoſitian to deliver their minds and opinions there, tothe = and pleaſures of the Decemvirs. 
Firſt, L. Valerius Potitws, us it recorded, after that Appius Clamdias had propoſed unto them the x 
cauſe of their meeting, before they were req ired their ad vice in order and courſe, claimed the li- 
berty of the houſe, to ſpeak in the behalfo the common-weal. But when as the Decemvits de- 
nied it flatly, yea, andforbad him with threats, upon pain of their high diſpleafure, be inferred 
again and menaced, that he would go forth unto the commons, and ſobegan a broil and tumult. 
A. Horatius Barbats: likewiſe took part witbhim,and was nothing behind in ſtoutneſſe tomain- 
tainthe quarell, terming them ten T arquins 1 "and are ye. aware (quoth he) how the Kings 
were in times paſt expelled by the the Valeri and Horatis? And yet the name it was not of. 
« Kings, that men were ſo weary of and loathed inthole daies. For why ? it was right lawfal to call 
*. Jupiter by that name: whereby Romalus alſo the founder of this City, and other Princes his 
ct ſucceſſouts have been called: yea, and the name bath been uſed and is retained ill as a ſolemn ti - 
tt tle, in the ſacred rites of holy Kirk. Nay, it was the pride and oppreſſion of the King, that then M 
© was odious, and nothing els, which enormities, it they were in thoſe daies in the King himſelf, a 
« lawfull prince, or in the King his ſoo intolſerable, who can abide and endure the ſamein ſo ma- 
«ny privat perſons? I adviſe you therefore to take heed how you debar men of their liberty of

Courts and Leets of Election, their yearly Magiſtrats, the ſucceſſive chavge 
te and courſe of bearing rule, the only thing that maketh Iſonomy, and equality of freedome. Who 
tte deing but private men, are poſſeſſed both of regall ornaments, and alſo of roi all government, Af- 
« ter the expulſion of the Kings, the Magiſtrats that ſucceeded were of the Nobillty : in pro- 
ceſle of time, upon the riſing of the Commons and their departure, there were officers choſen out 
u of the Commonalty.. I demand of you, and I would gladly know, of whether ſtate or body are 
«ye? Are ye, I pray you, popular, and of the Common people? Wbat have ye ever done with ad- 
ct vice and approbation ofthe people?

« they thought to be falſe, and that they were but tales that not only the meſſengers, but allo the 
ci Embaſſadours of the Tuſculans reported, then his adviſe was to ſend out elpials, who upon their 
et qiſcovery might bring more certain tidings. But in caſe they gave credence. to meſſengers and

Af, Cornelius was ſent, into Algidum, with L.Minuting, T. Aut oni, Cæſo Dailli us, ind 
AM. Sergiu, ind they ordained and appointed Sy. Oypius as aſſiſtant to Appine ¶ landiau. for the de- 
fence and government of the city, and to have the full aut horitie of all the ten Decemvirs, But 
the Common- weal ſped no better abroad in warfare, than it fared at home. The onely fault in the 
Generals was this, That they bad made themſelves odious to their ſouldiers and citizens: all the 
blame els lay in the ſouldiets themſelves: Who to the end that nothing might go well for 
and proſper under the leading and conduct of the Decemvirs, ſuffered themſelves totheirgwo 
ſhame, and diſhonour of their captains, to he defeated : for the armies were both by the Sabines 
at Eretum, and alſo bY the Equians in 445 diſcomfited. They that fled from Eretum in the 
dead of the night, hadencamped and fortified upon an high ground nearer unto the city of Rome, 
between F-dene and Cruſtumenia.

of cauſes and petſons. For, this priviledve and benefit held only in thoſe that were claimed ro 
be free, where any man whoſoever might go tõ la N and plead. As for her: Who was in her fathers 
hand & at his diſpoſition there was no other man elſe,nnco whom the Maſter that maketh chal- 
lenge; is to yeeld che right of his poſſeſſion. His pleaſure therefore was, and thus he decreed, That 

G the farher ſnould be ſent for ; and that᷑ in the mean ſeaſon, he chat made title to her, ſhould not 
be prejudiced thereby, but that he might lead away the wench, promiſing and aſſuming to have 
ber forth- comipꝑ, and to preſent her in Court, at the return of him who is pretended and nomi- 
Ated to be her father. Againſt this ĩnjurious dectee, when às many men rather muttered and 
myrmured, then any one durſt refuſe and contradict it, P. Nawitorixe, the maids Uncle by the 
mother ſide, and Jeilius her eſpouſed husband, hapned to come in place: and having way made 
them through thethrong and preſs, the multitude thought verily, that by the coming, eſpecially 
of Jeilius, Aegir havebocs reſiſted and croſſed. But then the Lictor pronounced that

ſtayed a while, becauſe he would not ſeem to have fat for that matter alone, when he ſaw all other 
ſuirs and cauſes omitted, r they had to it, and no man coming to him for juſtice, he a- 
roſe, gat him home to his houſe, and wrote unto his brethren Decemvirs into the camp, that 
they ſhould not give Virginius his paſport, but keep him faſt in durance, and in ward, This wick- 
ed practiſe (as God woud have it) came ſhort, For Virginius already had got his diſcharge, and 
was departed forward on his journey, in the evening by the ſetting of the firſt watch. And very O 
early in the morning came the letters for to ſtay him, but all in vain, For Virginius by break of 
day was arrived: by which time the whole City reſorted into the common place, ſtanding and 
waiting earneſtly for his coming And thither, he himſelf being in ſoiled and (imple array, brought 


his daughter in her old Won cloaths, accompanied with certain Wives, and agreat number of 


Advocates and friends: Then and there beganhe to go from one man to another, and to labour 
them hard: and not only beſought their aſſiſtance by way of intreaty and prayer, but alſo requi- 
redit as due and deſerved : ſaying, that he ſtood daylyin field ready to fight indefence of their 
Ty Wives 
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A wives and children: neither could there be reported of any man more 1 4 exploics and valiant 
pieces of ſervice in war, then of himſelf, Bor what booterh or availeth all tus (quoth he) to 
fave the City from enemies, incaſe our children be forced to abide the ntmoſt extremities, that 
befal unto Cities taken by the enemies? thus went he about preaching, as it were, from one man 


to another, Likewiſe Icilius caſt fotth and redoubied like ſpeeches freely and ſpared not. But the 
train of women, with their ſlill and ſilent weeping, mo ved men more then any words uttered,” - 
All this notwithſtanding, Appia in his obſtinate mind (ſo diiquieted was he and wholly poſſeſ- 
ſed with a forcible ſpirit of humorous madneſs rather then of amorous paſſion) aſcended up into 
the tri unal. Where, as the plaintif firſt of himſelf was ſtaming ſome ſhort complaint, that by rea- 
B ſon of partial fav our and making of great ſtiends, he could not have law and juſtice the day paſt: 
before chat either he had made an end of his demand, or giren leaſure to Virginius for to put in 
his anſwer accordingly: Appius interrupted the ſpeech, and began himſelf. What preamble it was 
that he made before his decree, peradventpreſome ancient writers have for truth recorded. But p 
for as much as I-cannot any where find ꝰin ſo ſhameful a decree, that which carrieth but a ſhew * 
and ſoundeth like a truth: thereſore, that only which is of all agreed upon, I thought beſt to ſer 4 
down, even the ſentence barely without any preface at all: namely, That he judged her in the be- 
halfe of the Blaumtif to be his bond-ſervant, Firſt, all men there, wondered at this unworchy and 
foul act: and being ſtrucken there with aſtonied, for a good while after, Rood ſtill and held their 
peace. But afterwards, when as 44, C1 udius went to lay hand on the maid, amongſt the dames 
C that ſtood about her, and was received with a piteous lamentation, and cry of the women: 
Then YV:-e 2:4; beckning with his hands and ſhaking them at Appius: To [cilius(quoth he) have 
ec I betrothed my daughter, and not to thee O Appius: brought het up I have tor honeſt. and 
te chan wedlock, and not fot unclean and filthy whordom: to be a wife another day, and not an 
« harlot. Is this the manner. of it, like bruit and wild beaſts without all regard, to leap and run 
ce npon you cate nat whom, and to fulfil your fleſhiy duft; How theſe that be here wil I = 
cc pranks; I know not: but they that ate in camp with ſword in hand. I hope, will never put them 
ce up. Now when as he that challenged the maid was by a knot, of Women and Adv ocates that 
ſtood about her tepelled back, chen proclamed the Be dle and commanded ſilence. And the De- 
| cemvir having his head intoxicate. and altogether carried away with unbridled Juſt, brake forth 
P and taid; That he had certain intelligence ang was informed of atruth, by manifeſt and aſſuted e- 
vidences. (and not induced and led thereto by the rev i ling taunts of /cilizs yeſterday, and the vi- 
olent proccedings of V:rgwins, whereof he had the people of. Rome to bear witneſs, and which 
might give ſome light and pteſumptions) That᷑ the night paſt, there were meetings and conyenti- 
cles in the City, and all to raiſe a mutiny and. in urrection: and therefore he not ignorant of ſuch 
a broil and riot toward, was come down into the common place with a guard of armed men: 
not minding to hurt any one that would keep the peace, but only; hy vertue ofthe majeſty of go- 
vernment and avthority, to repreſs ſuch as trouhled the pesceable Hate of the City: cherefote it.

E this the hire and re ward of chaſtity and virginity: with other like 
eipeeches. iich in ſuch a caſe; women in their grief of mind uſe to utter: whoſe ſorrow as it. is 
G more heavy proneeding from weak and tender hearts, ſo ir yeeldeth and affordeth more pitiſl 


and lamertable words; as ey make their plaints and dolorons, moans. But the men and Icilius a-

bove the reſt had no ocher talk but of the Tribunes authority, and che appeal unto the body of 

the people how they were taken away from chem, and of other publick ĩndigniries and common 

dliſcontents The whole multitude partly upon the bainouſneſs of this wicked act, and partly for 

hope by this occaſion to recbter againtheir Hiberties. were all up at on e in an uproar. Appius one 

while commanded Ieilius to be called, another while for his diſobedience and contumacy to be 
attached and convented betore him. At the length, ſeeing no way made unto the Apparitors, for 
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to come by him, paſſed himſelf with a crew of tall gentlemen of the Nobiliry that were of his H 
guard through the throng & commanded to have him away to priſon. By which time there were 
gorten about Icilius not only the multitude, bur the chief Captains and ringleaders of the multi- 
| tude, L. Valerius and M. Horatius: who having thruſt the ſergeant : back, ſaid withal, that if Ay- 
pius had any thing to charge himwith by order of law, they would bail eius, and maintain his 
cauſe 2820 him, who was but a private perſon: but if he went about to offer violence, he ſhould 
ſoon meet with his matches, Hereupon grew a fierce brawl and broil. The Decemvirs officer ſet- 
teth upon Valerius and Horatius to lay hold upon them: but his rods were by the multitude bro- 
ken to pieces. Then Appius gershimiup into the common place of audience, for to ſpeak unto the 
people. Horatius and Valerius follow after him up, to do the like. Them the aſſembly beard with 1 
patience, but they hiſſed at· Appius and cried out againſt him, Then Valerius took upon him, and 
commanded the Li &ors to give attendance no longer upon a private perſon, Whereupon, Appius 
his heart was done and his courage quailed:and ſo ſtanding in fear of his life, he was fain to cover 
his face, and to withdraw bimſelk in diſguiſed manner, and took an houſe over his head, neer unto 
the common place (unknown to his adverſaries) there to ſave himſelf, Sp, Oppius, for to reſcue 
and ſuccour his Colleague, ruſhed. from an other fide into the place: and there he might ſee force 
and might to have got the upper hand of authority. After many devices and conſultations, Wher- 
wich he was diftracted, and raming himſelf to yeeld conſent on every ſide, at length by the advice 
and perſwaſions of many there about him, in great fear he commanded the Senat to be called to- 
gether. This appeaſed the multitude, for that they were in hope that ( by means of the Senators, K 
who many of them, ſeemed to miſſike the acts and proceedings of the Decemvirs ) that govem- 
ment of theirs ſhould come to an end. The Senat deviſed and took order, not to provoke the 
Commons too far: and withal to have a more provident and ſpecial eye, that the coming of Vir- 
ginius into the camp, bred no mutiny in the army. Whereupon were ſent certain of the puny Se- 
nators unto the hott, that lay encamped upon the hill Veciliut, who advertiſed the Decemvirs 
; | from the Senat, to endeavor all they could to keep the ſouldiers in good order, from commotion 
and ſedition, But there Virginius raiſed a greater uproar and tumult then he had left behind him 
in the City. For beſides that, he was ſeen coming with a crew and train almoſt of four hundred 
men, who incenſed with the indienity of the late accident, accompanied him voluntary from the 
City, his naked drawn knife, and himſelf beſprinkled and embrued with blood, cauſed the whole L 
campto turn their eyes upon him, Moreover, their gowns feenin — 1 within the camp, 
made a greater ſhew of citizens in number ther was indeed. Being demanded ofthem what news, 
and what the matter was, he wept, and for 3 while held his peace. At the laſt, when as 
now the multitude, that for fear ran confu — together, began to ſtand ſtill and keep ſilence: he 
declared ordetly from the — to the end, every thing in particular, as it was done. Then 
lifting op his hands to heaven, and calling to all his companions and fellow ſouldiers, he beſought 
them not to impute that foul act unto him, whereofin truth Appius Claudius was the author and 
cauſe : nor to deteſt and abtior him as 2 parricide and murderer of his own children: ſaying, that 
his daughters life was more dear unto him then his own, if ſhe might have lived free and honeſt- 
ly. But when he ſaw her once haled by fotte, as a bond- maid to be raviſhed and made a ſtrumpet, M 
he thought ic better to be bereft of his children by death, then by contumely and reproach: and 
ſo upon meer pitifulneſs incurred the ſhew and appearance of cruelty. And but that he repoſed 
ſome hope inthe aid of his fellow ſouldiers, truſting that they would be revenged for his daugh- 
rers death, he would not have remained a liveſman after her. I know well (faith he) that you alſo 
have daughters, fifters and wives of your own: And it is not the death of my child that hath kil- 
led and morcifiedthe luſt of Appius, but rather the longer it eſcapeth unpuniſhed, the more out- 
ragious and unbridled would it be. So that by the calamity of another man, ye are well taught 
and warned to beware of the like injury. As for me, I have buried my wife before, who died on 
Gods hand : and now my daughter, for char ſhemighrnot finiſh the courſe of her days, with the 
ſafety of her maiden head and chaſtity, hath died, I confeſs, a pitiful and lamentable, but yet an N 
honeſt kind of death, As ro Appius, (quoth he) now can he not fulfil his luſt in this my houſe: 
and for any other violence of his wharſoever;1 carry the ſame mind and heart ftill,co-detend mine 
own body, wherewith I have already ſaved my daughters. No let other men look to them- 
ſelves and their children, as well as they can. As Viręinius uttered theſe ſpeeches aloud, the whole 
multitude with one accord cried and proteſted, they would not fail, but both revenge his grief, 
and maintain their own freedom. The Citizens alſo in their fide gowns, — among the 
ſou diers, made the ſelf ſame complaints: ſhewing how much more horrible thoſe things were 
inthe eye tobe ſeen in fact, then they could ſound unto the eat by bare relation: and withal re- 
ported, how at Rome the matter was well neer diſpatched already, for that there were certain

to have beenmurdered, and was departed into exile : and fo far prevailed they with them, that 
they gare the alatme, plucked up their ſtandards, and took their way to Rome. The Decemvirs 
being ſore troubled, both at theſe preſent occutrents which they evidently ſaw, and alſo to hear 

—— theſe news, in what bad tearms all things ſtood at Rowe. ranup and down, here one, and there 
another, into ſundry parts of the camp, for to appeaſe the tumult. When they went to work mild- 

ly and gently, they had not a word of them again: bur ifany one laid his commandment upon 

em, and extended his authority, they would beard them and anſwer, That they were men, and

come after them, even hard at their heels from thence, who brought word that Appia: had like |

2g had been Oonſuls wet ſent ¶mmiſſionera in Embaſſageas it were, Sy. Tarpeins, C.lrlins,and 
. commahon, to demand of them in the name of the Senat, by whoſe com- 
mandment che h abandoned the camps Px hngt their intent was thus in war like manner to 


B Feepnbe Amine: and why dea ving to war wich their enemies, they had thus inraded their na- 


wg Count; Fhey were not to ſeek of an anſwer, only chere wanted a man to give the aniwer.: 
ſoras.yer.they. wee gro n to no ge ſtain head, upon . hom they might rely: and ſingly by them - 

vas chey durſt nardneut the hated and dange tous diſpleaſure that might enſue. This only the 
utitude wich ane Voice cried alpnd, to ſemi C. alerius, and AMuncus Horatius nnto them, fot to 
thoſe they wound make 2 reſolute anſwer. The Commiſſioners being diſmiſſeds Hingiuius putteth 
the ſeuldiers in mind and ad extiſeth them, how;erewhile in a matter not of the greateſt impor- 
rate, they wee in gar and perplexity, becauſe the multitude was:withour an head: and how an 
an{wes Was returned: although not altogether unprofitable and heſides the purpoſe, yer agreed 
upon at a vettufe and nor,proceeding from any publick counſel. But nom his opinion was, that 


d there hond he cen choſen to bear ſoveraign rule; ho forche honour of warfatę and ſouldiery, 


ſhanld beccalled; military Tribuns. And hen this dignity, was to him offered firſt, Nay(quoth he) 
reſes yt till cheſa your good perſwaſions and judgments of me, unt o more happy days and favou- 
fable times hoch qa me and you, For neitherdothahe remembrance of my daughter ſuffer me to 
take joy of ee in this liſe, nor (as the ſtate ſtandetꝶ now troubled) is it good for yon to 
have them to be yqur Magiſtrages, who ofallorheraremoſt, expoſed to ill will, and diipleaſure, 
and in neereſt danger to be hardlychought of. If I may ſerve yon. in any ſtead, you may make bold, 
and haye no leſs uſe ofme, remaining ſtill a privat perſon, 8g they create Tribuns military, ten 
in number. But all this while was the army as N in the Sabins country, For even there alſo, 
by the inſtigation of. Icilius and Numitorius, the ſouldiers fell away from the Decemvirs and de- 


D parted. For their minds were no leſs troubled and diſquicted with the remembrance renued, ot 


the late murder of Siccius, that kindled and ſer on fire by thefreſh news of the death of Virgima, 
ſo xillanonſly, ſo ſhameleſly laid unto and challenged, and all to ſatisſie the luſt of another, cil;- 
x4; ſo ſoon as he heard ſay, that there ete ten military Tribunsxreated in Auentine, fearing leſt 
the Election in the City ſhould follow the prexogayve of che militaty Election in the camp, as a 
predecent to create the ſelf fame men ITribuns of the Commons, being a man well = expe- 

rienced in theſe popular affairs. and reaching himſelf at theſame dignity and promotion, wrought 
ſo with his adherents and friends, that before they ent to the City, they. ſhould likewiſe ele& 
the ſelf fame number with equal authority. hoi entred the City with banners diſplayed, at the 
gate Collina, and marched through the midſt therein warlike order, up to the Aventine. And 


E there joining andiuniting themſelves unto the otbenarmyyehey gave incharge tothe twenty mi- 


licary Tribuns, to create out of their number twaipfor ſoveraign governors to rule all, So they 
elected Marcus Oppins, and Se xt us Manilinus s : | | 3 
Ihe Senators being in great care for the Common-weal, ſat in Councel eyery day: where 
they ſpent time oftner in wrangling and jarring, then in ſage adꝭ ice and politick counſel. The 
murdering of Siccius, the wanton luſt and looſe life of Appius, the ſhametul diſgraces received in 
the wars, were laid in the Decemvirs diſh. At length they concluded, chat Valerius and Horati- 
us ſhould go to the Aventine. But they refuſed and would not go, but upon condition that the 
Decemvirs would give up the Enſigns and Ornaments of that Magiſtracy and government, which 
by right they ſhould have forgon and departed from, a full year before. The Decemyits were grie- 


E ved and complained, thus to be ſer down & made no better then ptivate men, andiaid flatly they 


would not be depoſed from their place of rule, before thoſe laws were fully enaRed and confirm- 
ed, for which at firſt time they were created. The Commons having intelligence by Duilliu (who 
had been a Tribun ofthe Commons) that by reaſon of continual debate and contention in the 
Senat houſe, there was nothing done and agreed upon, removed from the Avent ine unto mount 
Sacer. For Duillius ceaſed not to ſuggeſt, and plainly affirm unto them, that the Senators and An- 
cients df the City would never ſadly think upon any care and proviſion to be made, until they 
ſaw the City abandoned and deſolate: moreover, That the mount Sacer would put them in 
mind of the conſtant reſolution of the Commons: and that they ſhould well know, that mat 
ters would never be ſetled and brought to concord, without they reſtored unto them their pow - 


Ger and authority again. So they take their way by Noment ana Via, which at that time was na- 


med Ficulen ſis, and encamped themſelves in the mountain Sacer ; doing no harm to any creature 
as they paſſed along: following therein the modeſty of their forefathers. The whole Commonal- 
ty followed after the hoſt : there was not one who for age was able to travel on fbot, chat drew 
back and carried. behind. Their children and wives bare them company, in piteous wile moan- 
ing then ſelves, and asking them: whereto they would leave them behind in that City, where 
neither their honeſt chaſtity might be guarded; noryet rheir liberty ſecured and kept fate, When 
as now, by reaſon of his uncouth and ſtrange ee ſeemed at Rowe Waſte and void, 
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and none to be ſcene in the publick place, beſides a few of aged men: and when the Senators Were i 
called into the Senate houſe; the common place appeared empty; naked and forlom : then there 
The remon- Were more beſides Horatius and Valerius that cried out and ſaid. What loo you forftilmyLL!of 
awrances ot the Conncel? Whar? and if the Decemvirs will make n end of their peeviſh frowardneſs, Will 
Heatius and ye let things run atfix and ſeven, until all come tumbling down, or be of alight fre? And What 


goddly dominion is this that you embrace 4 te arms, chat you clip ad hold ſo faſtꝰ Will 

ye miniſter juftice and give laws to empty h and bare walls? Are ye hot abaſhied and a 

named, that there ſhould be ſeen in the Place, a greater number well neer of your Lictors and 

officers; then vf gowned Citizens, and of all other men whatſoever?

c mean, there is no other remedy; Sooner (hall we want our Magiſtrates of the Nobiticy;' then 

Crhey will be without their Patrons and Officers of the Commonalty. They wrung and 'wrefted 

ce from our forefathers that po wet and authority fire new, and whereof they had as then; no 

& proof and experience: how think ye then, that having taſted now the ſWeetneſs of it, they 

te willendure the want thereof? eſpecially ſeeing,” that we our own ſelves ar nor of fo temp 

cc rate carriage in out government and command over them, but that t aye need of ſomeſnc- 

« cour and felĩef. And when theſe and ſuch He reaſons were on all hands often aledged and laid K 

abroad, the Decemvirs over weighed with the general conſent and unity of tlie houſe, promiſed: 

Thar ſeeing it was ſo thought good, they Would be wholly ordered and ruled by the Senators. 

This only they beſought at᷑ their hands, and admoriſhed them of, by way of a proviſo, tharthey 
perſons: and not by ſhedding their blood, to 

fleſh the Commons, and to train them up, and acquaint them with exercifing cruelty upon the no- 

bles and Senators. Then were Valerius and Horatius ſent with commiſſion to'reclaim and call 

home the Commons, upon ſuch conditions arfd capitulations, as they ſhould think Convenient: 

a, and to ſet all things in good order and make: a final compoſition, with a ſpecial charge to pro- 
vide for the ſaſeguard of the Decemvits, againſt the raging ire and violence of the multitude. 
Theſe mediators took their journęy, and were received into the camp with exceeding joy ofthe I. 
Commons, as being doubtleſs, theit very ſaviours and redeemers, approved both inthe beginning 
of their troubles, and now alſo at the very end and upſhor of all. In regard whereof, they were 
welcomed with thanksgiving. Icilius was the mouth of the multitude, and their prolocuror, Who 
when they came to debate and reaſon about the articles ofcovenants, and that theſeDelegates and 
Committees, required of the Commons, What the demands and points were that they ſtood up- 
on? Being already provided aforehand of purpoſe what to ſay, demanded ſuch conditions, as it 
was well ſeen, that they repoſed moe hope, atid relied themſelves rather in equity, and indiffe- 
rency, than in force of arms. For they require, Tmprimisgo have the Tribuns power onfoòt again, 
and the 2 unto the people revived: Which' before the creation of the Decemvirs had been 
the only help and ſuccour ofthe Commons, ſtems, that no man ſhould be called in queſtion, nor Ni 
any way touched in life, limb, or goods for gathering theſouldiers or Commons together by way 
of commotion, for recovering again their liberties and franchiſes, Only, their demand concern- 
ing the puniſhment to be inflifted upon the Decemvirs, ſavoured of cruelty, For they deemed it 
meer and reaſon, that they ſhould be yeelded into their hands, and then they threatned to burn 


The anſwer of them quick with fire. To theſe Articles the Committees ſpake in this wiſe, & As for thoſe capitu- 
Valtrius and . lations, which upon counſel and deliberate advice ye have anicled, they are ſo reaſonable and 
Herarius to the cc indifferent, that without your ſuit, they ought to have been offered unto you frankly and free- 
Commons, (y: for ye requeſt to enjoy ſuch things as concern the defence of your liberty and freedom, and 
. © maintain not your licentiouſneſs, to the offence and hurt of others. But as to your ire and wrath, 
„ it is to be pardoned, rather then to be followed and yeelded unto: as who, under colour of N 
cc hatred and deteſtation ot cruelty, run ws. into cruelty : and before, in a manner, that yebe 
« ſer free your ſelves, ye will be Rulers and Lords over your Adverſaries, Alas the while, and will 
8 c our City never be at reſt, and ceaſe from puniſhing : but that either the Nobles will ſcourge the 
„Commons of Rome. or the Commons whipthe Nobles? As for you. ye had more need of a ſhield 
A wis then a ſword. Humbled he is enough. and roo much humbled, who livetk in a City pn even 
«hand, and equal with others, under the ſame laws, neſther doing nor taking hong” Rod if e- 
« ver at any time you mean toſhew your ſelves dread and to be feared, when you have once re- 
ce covered your Magiſtrates and Ordinances again, when ye have the law inyour own hands, to 
* cenſure and judge according to your owndiſcretion, then may ye give your doom of our lives 
cc and goods, as each cauſe _—_— Now for this time it ſufficeth, that ye claim and have your 
freedom again, Hereupon they all ſubmitted themſelves to the deputed Delegates, permitting 
them to do what they would. Who ſeeing they had brought all matters to ſo good a concluſion, 
| er to return with all ſpeed. So they tooktheir leave. And hen they had declared to the 
denators the demands of the Commons, all the reſt of the Decemvirs, perceiving no mention at 
all made of theit puniſhment (a thing more then they looked or hoped for) denied no one point 
thereof, Bur Appius, a man of a fell and cruel nature, and who above all the other was moſt odi- 
ons, and lay open to the malice of the people, and meaſuring the harred of others toward * 
| elf, 
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A ſelf,by his own ſpleen that he bare againſt othermen * I wor wel(quorh he) what ill fortune wil 


© beride me ſhortly : and I ſee plainly, that our adverſaries hold off to wrangle and contend with 
6 us no longer then until they have weapons given in theit hands. To ſatisſie this their malice 
ccand hatred, we mult part with our blogd:nothing elſe will content them, For mine own patt 
ce to renounce my Decemvirſhip I weiglf not: neither paſs I how ſoon I do it, Then was an Act 


made by the Senat, that the Decemvits out of hand ſhould ſurrender their place: and that Q. Fa- 


ris the Arch - Biſhop or High Prigſt, ſnould create Tribuns of the Commons; provided always 
expreſly, that the mutiny of the ſouldiers, and inſurre ction ofthe Commons, ſhould turn no man 
to. diſpleaſure and harm. Theſe Acts being paſſed, and the Councel riſen, the Decemvirs came a- 
B broad into the open place of aſſemblies, and there to the exceeding joy of allmen, they reſigned 
up all tbeir power and authority. Tidings hereo were cargied to the commons. by the mediators 
aforeſaid :: and look what peopleſgever remained behind in the City, went now forth to accom- 
pany them As this multitade paſſed along ſorward, they were encountred upon the way, with an- 
other joyful company from out of the camp. Who re joyced mutually one in the behalf of the o- 
ther, that both freedom and concord were reſtored to the City again. Then the mediators in the 
general aſſembly of chem all ſpake and ſaid : To the great good, happinęſs and ſelicity of you and 
C ot the C. W. be it ſpoken, Return in Gods name into your own country, to your houſes, wives 
and children: but ſee, that as ye have demeaned your ſelves modeſtly in your way hither, hur- 
< ting and ſpoiling no Hens lands and poſſeſſions, notwithſlanding the need ye were driver unto 
C © of io many things: ſo ye carry the ſame moderation and ſtay of your ſelves home ward into the 
City. Go into the Aventine from whence ye came: and there for good lack ſake, where ye laid 
"rhe firſi foundation & ground-work of your liberty, create ye ſhal your Tribuns of the commons. 
« There, will the high Prieſt be ready and give attendance, to call an aſſembly for the grand Ele- 
< &ion, Great was the accord, alacrity and cheerfulneſs, that they ſhewed in approving all that 
was propounded. So from thence they turn theit Randards and enſigns, and as they marched to 
to Rowes they (trove with ail they met on the way, who could (hew molt joy and gladneſs: they 
paſs on through the City armed as they were, yet peaceably and without noiſe, until they came 
into the ventine. Where the chief Prieſt immediately held the Comices,in which they created 
for Tr. of the C. firſt and formoſt L. Virginizs,nextafter him. L. Icilius, and P. Numitorius, Uncle 
p by the mothers {ide of Virginia: all authors of their inſurrection and departure: then C. Sicinixs 
deſcended from him in right line who was the firſt Trib, of Comm, created in mount Sacer, (as 
we find in records) and AA. Duillius, who before the chuſing of Decemvirs, had right worthil 
and notably born the Tribunſhip, and in al] combats and commotions with the Decemvirs,fncl, 
cloſe to the Commonalry and never failed them. After theſe were elected, more for hope then a- 
ny former deſert, M. Titinius, 4, Pomponius, C, Apronins, Ap. Julius, C . Oppius. Then C. Ici- 
lius immediately in the very entrame into the Tribunſhip, preferred a bill unto the Commons, 
and the Commons enacted ir, That the departure and inſurrection of the common people again(t 
the Decemvirs ſhould not be laid to any mans charge, nor bring him into trouble. Then without 
farther delay M. Duillius went through with an act of his own, to wit, That there ſhouid be Con- 
E ſuls created, with reſervation of liberty to appeal unto the people. All theſe things paſſed in the 
Comices of Commons, afſembled in the meddows named Flaminia, which now they cal Circus 
Flaminiuas. a „ 4 4 n 
Then, by an Inter- regent were Conſuls created, L. Valerius and M. Horatius, who preſently 


began their government. Whoſe popular Conſulſhip, as it was without wrong doing to the Se- ed againe+ 


nators and Nobles, ſo it was not without ſome offence committed of their part: For whatſoever 
was provided for the liberties ofthe Commons, they ſuppoſed ic abridged ſome what of their 


power and authority, And firſt and fotmoſt, whereas it was a queſtion and controverſenot well 


cleared in law, Whether the Nobles wete boundto ſtand to the Ads ofthe Commons:they made 
a law now ina general Seſſion, by the ſuffrages of the Centuries, That what ordinance ſoever the 
E Commons (being parted by Tribes) had by their voices granted, it ſhould compriſe and bind the 
whole body of the people. By which law, the Tribuns acts were armed with a moſt ſharp and 
keen weapon to ſtrike withal, Moreover, Ihe other Conſular law concerning Appeal, che only 
fort and firenoth of liberty, which by the Detemvirs abſolute power had been overthrown, they 
not only revive again, bur alſo fortifie the ſame for the time to come, by making a new law, for- 
bidding expreſly.chat no man ſhould create any magiſtrate abſolutely without the liberty of ap- 


pealing: and whoſoever ſhould creat any ſuch, he might rightfully and lawfully be killed, and 


that murder ſhould not be counted a capital crime, And when they had ſufficiently ſtrengtbned 
the Commons, on the one fide with the benefit of appealing, and onthe other fide with the Tri- 
buns power: in favour of the Tribuns themſelves, that they alſo might ſeem ſacroſan& and inviola- 
G ble a thing now almoſt grown out of remembrance) theyrenewed that high priviledg, with cer- 
tain ſolemn ceremonies which having been of long time laid aſide & neglected, were now brought 
vp again and put in ure. And they ordained them to be inviolate as wel in a Fan regard of rev 
ligion and ſcruple of conſcience, as alſo by a ſpecial law in that behalf provided : namely, tha who- 


ſoever hurt either Tribuns of the Commons; &diles, Judges,orDecemvirs, his head ſhould be ac- Proſerplng) 
curſed and devoted to Jupiter. and hisfamily ſold in port · ſale t the Church of Ceres, Liber & * Li. ſecundum Af. 
bera, By vertue of this Ac, the great Expoſitors of the law, deny that any man is a ſacroſanct or no, & ci. 


inviolable: but (ay they) ic is ena ted only; That whoſoeverx hurt any of them: ſhall be l 
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And therefore, an Ædile may be attached and led away to priſon by ſuperior Magiſtrates. Which H 
although ic be not warranted by law (for he 1s hire; who by this lay ought not to be hurt) yet it 
is a good argument to prove, that an Ædile is not inv iolable. Marry, as for the Tribuns, they were 
indeed by vertue of anancient oath of the Commons, at what time as they firſt created that pow- 
et and authority, inviolabie : as they would ſeem to expound” and e conſtruction of the law. 
Others have been, that thus open and interpret the law, That in- tis ſelf ſame Act of Horatius, 
the Conſuls alſo, yea, and Pretors tooyſbecauſerhey are created by the ſame auſpicia or bird-t:gns 
that the Conſuls be) were compriſed, and had the benefit thereof. For a Coniul is called by the 
name of a Iudg. But that expoſition is conſuted, for that in thoſe days ic was not the manner to 
tearm the Conſul a Iudge, but the Preror only, And thus much concerning the Conſular Laws. I 
The ſame Conſuls alio — up this order and cuſtom, chat all the Acts of the Senar ſhould 
be brought into the Church of Ceres and preſented unto the Ædiles of the Commons: which a- 
foretime were ſuppreſſed and ſmothered,yea, and corrupted or —.— at che will and pleaſure 
of the Conſuls. "fer all this, M. Duillias a Tribune of the Commons, propounded unto the 
Commons a Law, and they let it pals and granted it, That whoſoever ſhould leave the Commo- 
nalty deftitute oftheir Txibuns, or create any Magiſtrate abſolute without Appeal;ſhould be ſcour- 
ged, and loſe his head for it. Alltheſe Acts, as they paſſed againſt che wills and minds of the No- 
dles:ſo they went clean without their contradiction: for that, all this while hitherto; there was 
no rigour and ſeverity that ſeemed to extend and reach to any one particular perſon among chem, 
But afterwards, when as both the Tribuns power, and alſo the Commons freedom, were once K 
well and ſurely grounded e Then the Tribuns, ſuppoſing now it was full time, that they might 
ſaſely and without peri] give the onſet upon them, ſeverally one by one, made choice of Virginius 
to be the firſt accuſer or plaintif, and Appius Claudius the firſt defendant, And Virginius had not ſo 
ſoon arreſted Appius to anſwer at a day, and Appius come down into che Common place, guar- 
ded with a company of tall young gentlemen of the Nobility: bur preſently upon the fight of him 
and hĩs guard about him, the remembrance of that moſt cruel and deteſtable tyranny was refreſh- 
ed and renued, Then Virginius: 5 Speeches (quoth he) and Orations were deviſed for 2 
« cauſes: and therefore will I neither ſpend time in — ow before you, from whoſecfhelty 
« ye have by force of arms delivered your ſelves: nor ſuffer this wretch, over and beſides his other 
cc wicked pranks, to ſhew in the defence of himſelf his audacious impudence, Therefore, as tou- I. 
ce ching all other lewd parts of thine and wicked: deſignments, O Appius, which thou haſt for 

cc theſe two years ungratiouſly and impiouſly enterprized and practiſed one on the neck of ano- 
© ther, I will do thee ſome favour, and pardon thee: but for one crime only, unleſs. thou canſt 
ce acquit thy ſelfe the better, namely, that thou being the Iudge, againſt all order of Law, didſt 
cc not grant unto the party defendant, the benefit of liberty to go at large, during the time of the 
ce ſic depending, until ſhe might bring proofs of her freedom; for this, I ſay, I command thee 
ce to priſon. Now had Appius no hope at all, either in the Tribuns helping hand, or in the doom 
and judgement of the people. Howbeit he both called upon the Tribunꝭ for ſuccour: and alſo 
ſeeing himſelf rugged and haled away by the officer, and no man to ſtay his hand: I appeal (quoth 
he) unco the people. This one word in maintenance of freedom being heard to come out of that M 
mouth, that lately had given ſentence on his ſide that impeached the freedom of one, and challen- 
ged the party for bond, cauſed ſilence. And when every man to himſelf ſecretly muttered in this 
wile: „I ſee well (when all is done) there are Gods in Heaven, and ſuch Gods as neglect not 
« the affairs of mortal men. Pride and cruelty( although it be long firſt) at length will ſurely have 
ce a fall, and throughly be puniſhed, Lo, how he is now fain to appeal, who aforetime aboliſhed 
« and took away all appeal: he humbly craveth relief of the people, who heretofore trod under 
cc foot all rights and franchiſes of the people: and ſee how he is carried to priſon, deſtitute and de- 
©. prived of the benefit of liherty, who awarded and ad judged a free body to bandage and ſervi- 
« tude. Amidſi theſe words, I ſay, that might be overheard in that confuſed humming of the aſſem- 
bly, Appius alſo was perceived to call unto the people of Rome for relief and mercy. He reckoned N 

. © <«ypwithal,the deſerts of his anceſtors in the ehalf of the C. W. both at home in the City, and 
Appius moveth © ahroad in the wars: he alledged his own unhappy affection (when time was) to the Commo- 
the pepple it, ©: nalty of Rome, and partaking with them: and namely how with the exceeding diſpleaſure of the 
his own beats 4 Nobility, he reſigned up his Conſulſhip, and all for to bring in and eſtabliſh.equal and indifferent 
ce laws to both parties. He rehearſed moreover his own laws, which notwithſtanding they remai- 
ce ned ſtil in force and ſtrengtih, he, the la w- giver himſelf, was going to priſon, But concerning his 
ce oyyn proper parts and deſerts good or bad, he would then make trial thereof (he ſaid) w hen he 

c ſhould be permitted judicially to make his defence: as for the preſent time, he pleaded the com- 
'« mon benefit of the City, to wit, that being a Citizen, he might at the appointed day, ſpeak for 
cc himſelf & ſtand to the doom of the people:neither feared he che hatred & malice of men ſo much 0 
cc ag to repoſe no hope at all in the equity and mercy of his neighbors and fellow Citi zens. But and 
cc if he were caſt into priſon and not ſuffered to come unto his anſwer, then he would once again 
c call upon the Tribuns of the Commons for their help, and admoniſh them, not to follow and 
c imĩtate them, whom they would ſeem to hate. And in caſe the Tribuns will be known and avow 
ce that they are linked in the ſame bond and covenant. to aboliſh and take away the j enefit of cal- 
ic ling unto any one of them by way of mediation againſt which they have charged & blamed the 
ce Decemvirs for complotring & agreeing together )then he ſaid,that he appealed unto the gs 
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A © and had recourſefor ſuctwwr unto che laws concerning appeal, made as well by Conſuls as Tri» 


ce bunes, that preſent year and no longer ago. For who may ever hereafter (quoth he) have bene- 
« fir of 2 2 lewfalforms, K. ſtand yet not condemned, nor attainted, and have 
« not pleaded for my ſelfꝰ what Commoner, what mean perſon may find relief by thoſe laws, if 
&« 4ppins Claudius may not ? It will be ſeen in me, and my example ſhall be a precedent and proof 
£ ro others, Whether by theſe new ſtatutes, lordly rule, or equal liberty be eſtabliſhed: whether 
ce the calling for help by way of mediation & interceſſion, or by plain appealing againſt the wrong- 
ce ful proceedings of Magiſtrates, be granted in very deed, or but onely pretended in bare ſhew, 
cc under vain colourable pretences and fooliſh Letters Patents. Againſt all this, Virginius made his 
B rejoinder and ſaid, That Appius was the man alone exempr out of all benefit of laws, and exclu- 
ded from all civil and humane ſociety. Ler men but look back toward the tribunal ſeat, the ve- 
« ry well- head, as it were, and receptacle, the fortreſs and hold of all wickedneſs: whereon that 
« perpetual Decem vir practiſing his cruelty upon the goods, the bodies and lives of ſree citizens 
« menacing whipping and executing hangmans work unto all perſons ; a contemner both of God 
ce and man, guarded with a crue of executioners and butcherly tormentors, rather then lemons, 
cc proceeding on from ſpoil and bloodſhed to ſet his hart on leachery & carnal luſt, plucked a mai 
ce by birth free, from out of the very arms of her father, as if ſhe had been taken captive in war; 
cc and that, in the fight of the people of Rome, and gave her away to one of his followers; even to a 
cc groom of his bed-chamber, Where, by a cruel dectee of his, and deteſtable ſentence, adjudging 
C<© her bond, he cauſed the tather to lay violent hands upon his own daughter; where he comman- 
c ded, the eſpouſed Husband and Uncle of the Virgin(that took up ber body halfdead)to be had 
cc away to the Gaol,as being more diſpleaſed with them, for diſappointing and putting him be- 
c ſide his put᷑poſe of abuſing and ſpoiling her, then for the murder upon her by them committed. 
« Adding moreover and beſides, That he had built a priſon, which he uſedto tearm, The habitati- 
ce on and dwelling houſe of the Commons of Rome. And therefore, plead he ever and anon, and 
cc as oft as he wil, his appeal, I will not give over (quoth Virginius) bur as oſt tender a judg be- 
' «rween, and be able to prove; that he gave not ſentence, and pronounced her free, but bond: 
ochſſt in caſe he wil not abide to be cenſured by a competen: judg, then I command him to be car- 
c ried topriſon, as attaint and convicted. Thus was he committed to ward: and as there 
cewas none miſliked of this proceeding, ſo every man was greatly troubled in ſpirit co ſee. ſo great 
<a perſonage puniſhed, and the very Commons thmſelves — their liberty too large & ex- 
ce ceſſive. The Tribun ſet him{downa day (before hand) to plead for himſeltand make his anſwer; 


Amid theſe affairs, there came to Rome Embaſſadors from the Latins and Hernicks, to con- 


gratulate, and to fhew their joy and great contentment, for the unity and concord between the 
Nobles and the Commons: in token wereof, they brought as a preſent unto Jay. Opr, Max. a 
ctown of gold, not very maſſie in weight, but according to their ability, which was not much, yet 
anſwerable to their devotion: which men performed rather with religion and zeal in thoſe 
days, than in portly ſhew and magnificence, By relation and intelligence from them they were 
certified alſo that the Æquians and Volſcians prepared war with all the power they could make, 
E Whereupon, the Conſuls were commanded to part their provinces between them. To Heratixs 
befel the Sabins, and to Valerius the Equians and Volſcĩans. And when they had proclamed mu- 
ſters againſt theſe wars, ſuch was the forward affection and favour of the Commons, that not on- 
ly the younger folk, but alſo a great ſort of theſe that by law were diſpenſed wich, and diſcharged 
from wartare, and lived of their penſions, offered their voluntary ſervice, and were ready to enter 
their names into the muſter-Maſters book: whereby the army was not only in number greacer, 
bur alſo for the goodneis of men, more puiſſant, as having the old, beaten, and experienced ſoul - 
diers among them. But before they went out of the City, the Decemviral laws (which now ate 
known by the name of the twelve Tables, ) they fer up openly to be ſeep; engraven in braſs, 
Some writers have delivered, that the Ediles performed this office, as they had it in charge 
E from the Tribunes. C. Claudius, who upon adeteſtation and deep hatred of the Decemvirs lewd 

and wickedenormities, but eſpecially above all others, of the inſolent pride of his brothers ſon, 
which he could no longer abide, had removed and departed to Regillus, his old native country, 
He being now a very aged man, retutned to ſue and intreat for his deliverance out of danger, 
v whoſe vices he abhorred: and in ſullied weed and poor array, accompanied with thoſe of his 
linage, and other his followers and vaſſals, went 1 the common place, and labouted 
every man one by one, Beſeeching them not to ſet that brand of ignominy , and bring ſuch. 
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< tain upon the houſe and name of the Claudi, as that they ſhould be thought worthy of imprĩ - © claudia bis 


* ſonment and irons: nor ſuffers man of moſt honourable quality, a ſingular pattern of Nobili- behalf of Aue 


Clandins, 


ty to his poſterity in time ro come, the Law+maker and founder of the Roma laws, to lie in 
G chairs among fellons, night · theeves and robbers by the highi way fide: but to turn away their 
e minds a while from anger and wrath, and encline to a due regard and conſideration of matters: 
and rather at the ſuit and earneſt petitions of ſo many of the Claudi, to forgive chem oheman, 
than for the hatred of one man to reject the prayers of ſo many ſuppliants, : As for himſelf, 

he proteſted that he did thus much for kindred and names fake. Neither was he reconciled un- 
Ito him. and they made 'triends again: yet could he wiſh, that his adverſe fortune and poor con- 


by vertue & proweſs, ſo the concord of all degrees & eſtates might be eſtabliſhed ſure by c 
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ſpect of him for whom he ſpake. But /Virginizs prayed them, & To rake pity and compaffion a- 
« ther, of him and his daughter, and to give ear to the prayers and ſupplications, not of the Clau- 
d, who have had the day, and tyrannized over the Commons but to the neereſt friends of Vir- 
« giniaʒ the three Tribunes, who being created for the aid and ſuccour of the Commons, do now 
re Seer implore and beſeech the help and aſſiſtance of the Commons, And verily theſe tears 
were thought more reaſonable, and like to ſpeed. Thus when Appius ſaw all means of hope cut off, 
before the foreſaid day appointed was come, killed his own ſelf. Soon after this, Sp. Oppius who 
of all the reſt next unto Appius, was moſt hated: for that he was in the City at the very time 


p. Numitorins. But Oppius was the worſe thought of and more prejudiced, by occaſion of an in- 
jury by him ſelf done, then for not ſtopping the wrong intended by Appius to Virginia. For a wit- 
neſſe was produced to depoſe againſt him, one, who having ſerved in the wars ſeven and twenty 
years, had been rewarded and honoured extraordinarily eight times, This valiant ſervitor, thus 
adorned with thoſe gifts and marks of valour, in the view and ſight of the people of Rome rent his 
garments, and ſhewed his back and ſides, and the skin all broken with ſcovrging : beſeeching no 
other favour, but if Oppizs the party accuſed, could juſtly charge him with any treſpaſs and of- 
fence by him committed. he ſhould nor ſpare him, but now a private perſon as he was, exerciſe 
— redouble hĩs eruelty upon him once again. Well, Oppius likewiſe was had to priſon: and there 


Some there were whom he moved, more in regard of his on kindneſs and love, then in any re- H 


vhenthis unjuſt doom and ſentence of his Colleague hapned to be pronounced, was attached by x 


ore thelaw day, ended his life, The goods of Appius and Oppius both, the Tribuns did confiſ- K 


tate. Their com partners and fellow Decemvirs fled their country and were baniſhed, and all 
their goods alſo were forfeit & confiſcat. And not ſo much as A. Claudius the party that laid claim 
untoHirginia elcaped but he was arreſted to anſwer at a certain day, and was condemned. How - 
beĩt Virginius of himſelf releaſed him his life, and would not take the extremity, ſo he was ſent away 
and confined to Jybur, as it were into baniſhment, Thus the poor ſpirit and ghoſt of Virginia more 
happy after her death, then tortunate during her life, having wandered abroad, and haunted ſo 
many houſes for due revenge of her adverſaries: at laſt, when there was not one guilty perſon of 
them leſt unpuniſhed, gave over her walking, and reſted quiet. 

No were the nobles in exceeding fear, beholding the ſame countenance already in the Tribuns, 
weh t hey had obſetved in the Decemvirs. But then Af, Duillius, a Tribune of the Commons, 
wiſely and pohickly reſtraining and keeping within a mean this exceſſive power of theirs: “ We 
Khaveenongh ſquoth he) both of our own liberty, and alſo ot revenge of our enemies : and ther- 


fore T will not ſuffer for this year any man more to be arreſted or impriſoned, For ] do not like 


kxhar old faults done and p ait, and now as it were cancelled and raſed out, ſhould be revived a- 
gain, and brought in quettion, ſince that by the puniſhment of the Decemvirs, ſatis faction hath 
been made for the new: and the continual care and diligence of the Conſuls both twain, for the 
ce Haintenance of your freedom aſſureth me, that nothing will be committed hereafter, that may 
require and need the power of the Tribunes. This moderation at the firſt hand of the Tribun, 
put the Nobles out of their fear: but made the Conſuls to be thought the worſe of, (for that they 


had been ſo addicted, wholly. to the con: monalty) in that a Magiſtrate of the Commons had more M 


ro of the ſaſetyand liberty of the 'Nobles; than the proper Magiſtrate of the Nobility : and 
ccauſe the adverſe part had their iul of revenge and puniſhment of the Nobles, before it did ap- 
peat᷑ that the Coniuis would once ſeem to ſtop the courſe and fiream of their licentiouſneſs. And 
wavy there were who gave it out, that the Conſuls bare themſelvs too remiſs and ſlack in the 
mater, and little reſpected the good and credit of the Nobles, in that they had approved & con- 
fitmed the Acts that were propoſed by the Tribuns, And no queſtion, troubled as the ſtate was 
the of the C. Wythey were fofced to giue place, and do according to the neceſſity of the time. 
Men the Conſuls had ſer all things in good order within the City, and ſorely grounded the 


tate of the Commonalty, they went either of them into their on Province. Valerius againſt the 
armies of the quians and Volſcians, which now had joined together in Algidum: where ful po- N 


liriekly he held off; and ſtood upon his defence only: for if out of hand he had put ĩt to the hazard 
of a batteh l cannot tell, but Igreaciy doubt conſidering how the hearts of Romans and enemies 
boch, were affected preſently upon the urfortunat conduct of the Decemvirs)it would have turn- 
ed to theirigteat loſs, and coſt them an overthrow, He therfore having encamped a mile off from 
the enemies kept his ſouldiers within the camp. The enemies ranged in barrel array took up the 
whole ground between both camps, & when they made bravado's, and challenged them to come 
forth and fight, not one Roman would anſwer them again. At length the Volſcians and Equians, 
weary with long ſtanding ſtillL and in vain expecting baitel, thinking verily. that the honor was in 
manner yeelded unto them, departed: ſome into the country of the Hernicks, other ſome to the 
territories of the Latins, for to raiſe booties and make ſpoil: leaving behind them rather a com- 
petent guard for defence of the camp, then a ſufficient power to maintain a field fight. Which 
whenthe Conſul perceived. he paid them again with the like meaſure of fear. as they before had 
from them received ; and with his army ready embarrelled, bids them battel: who being privy 
to themſelves vyhat forces wete wanting, forbate to fight; whereupon the R.omans preſently took 
a better heart untothem, and made account that their enemies were overcome. being in ſach a 
fear within their rampart. When they had ſtood thus a who e day ready to fight. they retired 
back in the evening and gave place to the night. And the Romans full of good hope, en 
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their bodies and made much of themſelyes but the enemies nothing ſo heatty and couragious, 
ſend out meſſengers every way in fearful haſt, to call again theforragers, Such as were near at 


hand came running back into the camp: thoſe that were farther off, could not be found nor met 


-withal : Now when it was once day light, the Romans iſſue forth of the camp, intending to give 


an aſſault upon the Rampier, unleſs they would come forth and fight. But when it was far ſortn 


day and the enemies ſtitred not at all, thę Conſul commanded to advance with their enſigns. The 
Equians and Volſcians ſeeing their battell coming forward, began to chafe and take foul diſdain, 
for very ſhame that their rampier and trench ſhould protect victotious armies within ths 
camp, rather than their weapons and valour defend them in plain and open field: and were earneſt 
B like wiſe themielves with their Generals for the ſignal of battell, and at length after much impor- 


tunity obteined ir, Now were ſome of them ſa lied out at the gates already: and others follow 


ed hard after at their heels, keeping their array, and every man coming orderly into his file and 
rank. By which time, the Roman Coſſ. before the battel of the enemies Rood ſurely furniſhed 
wich their full ſtrength, came on (till and gave the onſet: charged them before they were all come 
forth, yea, and ere they were well matſhalled that came abroad, being a multitude, waving (as it 
were) to and fro evety way for fear, and looking about themſelves, and to their fellows : and to 
amue their troubled heads the more, he aſſaily them with a great ſhout and main violence, At 
firſt the enemies gave back: but after they had gathered their ſpirits together, and were come a- 
gain to themſelves, and that their Captains on every fide rated them, and asked them whether 
C they would yeeld unto them, whom before they had overcome, the fight began again to be re- 
nued. © The Conſul on the other part, wiiled the Romans to remember, that this was the firſt 
day, wherein they being newly ſer ſree, were to fight likewiſe for the freed City of Rome: and 
ce therefore they were to win a victory for themſelves, and not after victory gotten, to bea prize 
« for any more Decemvirs to prey upon. For they fought not now under the conduct and ſtan- 
ce dard of Appir but of the Conſul Valerius; who as he was deſcended from the deliverers of 
ec the people of Rome, ſo he was one of them himſelf: exhorting them to ſhew now, that in for- 
ce mer battels of late dayes, it was long of the leaders and nar of the ſouldiers, that they atchieved 
« no victories: ſaying, it were a foul ſhame for them, to have had more ſtomack againſt their 
cc own neighbours and citizens, than heart againſt their enemies; and to have ſtood more in fear 
« of ſervitude at home, than of bondage abroad. As ſor Virginia, ſne was but one, whoſe honeſty 
cc and chaſtity was in time of peace hazarded: and Appius it was only, and none but he, chat in 
< regard of his unbridled and diſſoluie luſt, was the dangerous citizen. But if the fortune of war 
« ſhould fail on our fide, and g0 againſt us, then ſhall our children all be in jeopardy, to be abu- 
ce ſed and ſpoiled at the hands of many thouſands of enemies. Unwilling I am (quoth be) to 
ce preſage ſuch miſeries and to prognoſticate to the City thoſe calamities, which both Jupiter 
ce and our ſtock-father Mars, forbid and hinder to light upon it, founded upon ſo lucky ſgus and 
cc happy foretokens, at the firſt beginning: I put you in mind rather of the Aventine Hill, and 
cc Mount Sacer : that where within theſe few months you recovered your freedom, thither ye 
may carry back again your Empire, ſafe and ſound, unſteined and unfoiled: that all the World 
E may ſee that Roman ſouldiers are as forward and nobly minded after the baniſhing ot the De- 


„ cemvirs, as they were before their creation: and that by the bringing in of equal and indiffe - 


© niſhed, Having uttered theſe words among the enſigns of the footmen, he made (peed to the 
< cornets of the Hoxſemen. Go to, brave gallants (quoth he) excel the foormen in valour and 
© and chivairys like as ye exceed them in honor and degree, At the very firſt ſhock and en- 
c counter, the footmen forced the enemy to retreat: and being now retired to your hand, ſer 
< ſpurs to, gallop after them apace, and chaſe them out of the plain field: they will never abide 
ce your violent charge: for even already they are at a bay, and ſtand rather at a (tay, than make 
© any reſiſtance. Herevpon they gird out luſlily, and run their horſes among the enemies, diſ- 
F ordered already, and in diſarray by the ſervice of the footmen, And having broken through their 

ranks, and paſſed forth even to the rere ward: certain of them caſt about in the void and open 
ground, ol whenthe enemies were about on all ſides to fly, they turned moſt of them away ſrom 
their camp, and overriding them, they got between them and home, and ſcared them wholl 
from thence, The footmen and the Conſul himſelf, with the whole ſtrength of the main battell, 
made forward to the camp, aſſailed the tents, won them, and beſides a great ſlaughter, obtained a 
booty far greater. | N 

When news of this battel was brought, not only into the City, but alſo to the other army into 
the Sabins country, it was received in the City with joy only and ſolemnity: but in the camp 
it ſer the ſouldiers hearts on edge, and enkindled them to ſtrive for the like honor and renown, 
G Now had Horatius already. partly by ſending his ſouldiers ſorth, to make incurſions and outrodes: 
and partly by training and proving them in light skirmiſhes, enured and acquainted them to truſt 
to themſelves, and have confidence in their ow ngood ſervice, rather thanto remember the ſhame- 
full diſgrace and foil, received under the leading of the Decemvirs. And even thoſe ſmall bickerings 
had done them much good already againſt they ſhould venture upon a ſet field, and heartned them 
in aſſured hope to win the victory. The Sabins again for their part, (hall luſty upon their good ſuc- 
ceſs the year before, ceaſed not to provoke and urge their enemies: very oſt asking them 


what they meant after the guiſe of robbers, to run in and out in ſmall companies, ſo to trifle one 
| the 


cc rent Laws, the Ty and proweſs of the people of Rome, is no whit decayed nor dimi- 
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commit the whole to the trial of fortune, to ſee unto what fide ſhe will incline; Then the Ro- 
mans; beſides that of themſelves they had gathered heatt and courage enough, were with the in- 
dignity of this challenge alſo ſet on fire: conſidering, that when the other army was at the point 
now, with victory to return into the City, their enemies began to inſult and crow over them with 
reproachful tearms: and if now they were not meet and even with them, when ſhould they e- 
ver be able to make their parts good ? So ſoon as che Conſul perceived the ſouldiers thus to mut- 


ter and mumble within the camp, he aſſembled them all together, and thus he ſpake: Sirs(quoth 
« he) what ſucceſs hath been, and how the ſervice hath ſped in Algidum, 1 ſuppoſe you have a- I 


< ready heard, namely, ſuch as beſeemed the army of aſreeſtate and people. By the policy of my 
«fellow Conſul, and the manhood of his ſouldiers together, atchieved is the victory. As for m 
«ſelf, that courſe will I take, and that reſolute mind will I carry, which you my ſouldiers ſhall 
ce afford unto me. The war may be drawn out in length profitably : it may be allo diſpatched and 
cc ended ſpeedily: It protracted it ſhall be, look how I bavebegut already to train you, with the 
« fame diſcipline gill wil exerciſe you, and bring to paſs, that your hope and prowels may encteaſe 
e every day more then other. If your hearts now ſerve you wel, and that you like to fight it out, 
« Go on in the name of God, and in token of your willing heart and valorous proweſs, now ſet 
v up ſuch a cry and ſhour, as you wil make when you firft join barrel, and give the charge. After 


che time, and thus by peece meal to make of one entire battel many petty and ſmall skirmiſhes ? H 
Why rather ſought they not one field for all, and without mote ado, hazzard all upon a caſt, and 


that they had with exceeding cheerfulneſs ſhouted aloud: God bleſs us all (quoth he) I wil fub K 


fil your defire, and bring you forth to morrow into the field for to fight. So the reſt of that day 
was beſtowed in making their harneſs and weapons ready. When the morrow was come, the 
Sabins ſo ſoon as they perceived the Romans ringed in barrel array; came forth alſo themſelves, 
as ready and defirous of fight, as they. Here was a ttel ſtruck, ſuch as might beſeem two armies, 
that truſted on both ſides in their own valour, and made ful account of that days honour, I he 
one eager and greedy to recover their ancient glory, wonted evermore to have the upper hand, 
the other proudly bearing themſelves. upon a new victory lately atchieved. The Sabins beſides, 
mended their ſirength wel with a ſtratagem, for when they had equally divided their battalions 
every way, they reſerved two thonſand drawh out of the reſt, extraordinary without the ranks 


apart. Who in the very time of the conflict. ſhould hotly charge the leſt point of the Romans: I. 


they adyancing overthwart with their enſigns, & flanking them on the one fide. pteſſed ſprewdly 


upon that one point, and overcharged it. wel neer environed all about. Thenthe horiemen of two 
legions, 600, almoſt in number, alight on foot from their horſebacks, and as their fellows were 
even now ready to retreat, ruſh forward with all ſpeed to the forefront : and withal, made head 
againſt the enemy. And firſt, they put life unto them again. for that they entred equally with the 
footmen into danger and bare even part thereof: »fterwards, for very ſhame, they gave more 
boldneſs and animated them to fight, For abaſhied they were, that horſemen ſhould be put to 
double ſervice in both kinds of fight, on horſe and on foot: and profeſſed footmen not able to 
countervail the horſemen, who had taken them to their feet. So they advance forward to the 


battel, which on their part was abandoned, and make haſte to recover the — which they M 
0 


had loſt. And in a trice at one inſtant, not only the fight was renued, but alſo a battalion of the 
Sabins began to ſhrink, The horſemen cloſely among the ranks and files of the foormen. gat again 
to their horſes, and from thence rod ſpeedily unto the other ſide reporting to their fellows the vi- 
Rory: and withal, ſharply charged the enemies, who now were affrighted, becauſe the ſtronger 
wing of their fide was diſcomfited z neither were there any in this battel alſo, that were ſeen to 
perform better ſervice then they. The Conſul, as an overſeer, beheld all the manner of it, praiſing 
thoſe that ſtood to it manſully, and rebuking where they fought but faintly, They were not {0 
ſoon chaſtiſed and reproved bur preſently they bare themſelveslike hardy men, and did right 
good ſervice: and look how much that praiſe excited ſome, ſo much ſhame ſtirred up others. Then 


with afreſh ſhout and ontcry, they bent their whole force on all ſides, and compelled the ene- N 


mies to turn their backs: who were not able after this, to abide the violence of the Romans. The 
Sabins ſcattered here and there all over the fields, leſt their tents for a ſpoil to their enemies: 
where the Romans recovered again not the goods of their Allies, as beſore in Algidum, but theit 
very own, which they had loſt by the forraging and ſpoiling oftheir lands, | 

For this rwo-fo.d victory atchieved in two ſundry battels, the Senat right ſparingly (ſuch was 


* 


their miſery) decreed in the name and behalf of the Conſuls, one days thankſgiving and proceſſi- 


on, and no more. But the people, the ſecond day like wiſe, without order and warrant from au- 
thority, ſolemnized the ſame in great numbers. And this popular proceſſion, diſorderly as it was, 
and without formality, was with more good will and better affection of men celebrated, thenthe 


other, The Conſuls of ſet purpoſe (as it was agreed afore) came within the compaſs of thoſe two O 


days into the City: and ſummoned the Senat to aſſemble in Mars field : where; as they were a- 
bout to make ſome ſpeech of their exploits and worthy acts, the chief and principal Lords ofthe 
Senat, complained and ſhewed themſelves grieved, that the Senat was aſſembled on purpoſe, a- 
mong the ſouldiers, to ſtrike a terror into them. Whereupon the Conſuls, becauſe they would 
give no occaſion of quarrel and fault- finding, called a way the Senat from thence into Prata Flami- 
nia, where now the Temple of Apollo ſtands, a place which even then they called Circus Apoll 
naris: her they being denied triumph with one voice and general conſent of — 7

« variance and diſcord bet ween our own ſtates and degrees, is the only bane, and nothing elle, of 
« this Cityzthe jarres and debares, I ſay, between the Nobles and the Commons. W hiles neither 
cc we have any gage or ſtey of rule and command, nor you know mean of freedom and liberty: 
chile you are weary of Noble men rulers, and we likewiſe of the Commoners Magiſtrates, they 
& gave gotten heart, and wax bold. Now, (Gods will) what mean you to do, and what wouid 
you hare? Tribuns of the Commons ye longed and ſought after: for quietneſs and concord ſake, 
cee let you have your longing, Decemvirs yon had a great mils of, and them you deſired: we 
ce granted and permitted them to be created. Weary you were anone, and ali coo weary ot De- 
« cemvirs: we forced them to forgo their office. And when your anger continued tiiil againſt 
« them, being become private perions again, we ſuffered to be put to death, and to be exiled moſt 
ce noble and right honorable men. When you would needs elect anew your Tribuns of the Com- 
c mons, you choſe them at your pleaſure. To create Conſuls from out of your own faction, al- 
<« though we knew it hurtful and pre judicial to the Nobles, yet have we ſeen that dignity proper. 
« to Nobility, given away as it were, and made common with the Commonalty. The aſſitane of 
« Tribuns the appealing to the people, the Laws and Acts devited by the Commons, to be ten- 
« dered and impoled upon the Nobles, to bind them thereto: and that, under the pretence and co- 
6 lour of ( ſanomi, or equal and indifferent Laws, our own rights and priviiedges ſhould be over- 
« thrown. we have abidden, and do ſtill endure. When will there be an end once of diſcord and

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« admoniſh me, even very neceſſity doth force and conſtrain me. Willing would I be, and moſt * g 


ceiling, O Quirites, to pleaſe you: but much more would I have you to be in ſafety, think what- 
« ſoe ver ye will of me. It falleth out commonly, as a thing that cometh by kind, that who ſo ſpea- 
cc keth to a multitude in his own cauſe, and for himſelf, is better liked, and heard with more ap- 
« plauſe, than he whoſe mind aimeth at nothing elſe but a publick weal. Unleſs peradventure you 
<< think theſe common flatterers, theſe clawbacks, and men- pleaſers, which give you no reſt, nei- 
« ther in wax nor peace, do tir you up and provoke you for your good, But will you have the 
* truth ? ye being once ſollicited and pricked on by them, ſerve their turns in good Read, either 
< for their honor or gain, And becauſe they ſee themſelves to be of no worth and regard; while 
ce theſtates do agree, they defire to play ſmall game, rather thanto fit out: robe Captains of mil- x 
<« ru.e and lewdnels, rather than of nothing: and in one word, to be the heads, the ringleaders 
< and guides of troubles and diſſentions. Whereof,if you be ſo bleſt and happy, as to be weary now 
© at length, and will betake your ſelves to the ancient manners and faſhions, both of your own, 
«© and of your anceſtors, in lieu of theſe new fangles, I will refuſe no puniſhment: nay, let me be 
put to the moſt ſhametul death that is, if I do not before many dayes paſs over my head, defeat, 
ce ditcomfit and put to flight theſe robbers and deſtroyers of our fields, and fend them packing out 
«© of their own camp, and finally tranſlate and remove this terror of war, whetewith ye now are 
« ſo affrighted and aſtonied, from our gates and walls, even unto their own Towns and Cities. 
Seldom at any time elſe, had there been a ſpeech delivered by a popular Tribune, more acceptable 
unto the Commons, than was the {harp Orattonar this preſent 8 moſt ſevere Conſul. Vea, and K 
the very youth, which amid ſuch terrors of war, had been wont to refuſe ſonldiery, the only keen 
and ſharp weapon they had to fight withal againſt the Nobles, now deſired war and to be in 
armes. Over and beſides, the country kerns that fled (to Rome, ) ſuch alſo as were ſpoiled and 
wounded in the villages about, reported more foul and cruel ontrages in their ears, than were 
preſented unto their eyes, and ſer all the City in an hot an angry broil Now when the Senators 
were aſſembled together in the Councel Houſe, then venly they all caſt their eyes upon Quintiut, 
beholding and regarding him well, as the only patron and maintainer ofthe Majeſty of Rome: but 
the chief peers and Lords of the Senate ſpake out and ſaid : That he had made an Oration, be- 
ſeeming the ſoveraign Government of a Conſul, beſeeming ſo many Conſulſhips by him already 
born, beſeeming the whole courſe of his life, that had paſſed oft through many honorable digni- I 
ties, and yet alwayes deſerved more, As for other Conſuls, they either in flattering and ſoothing 
up the Commons, had betrayed the dignity of the Nobles: or elſe in ſeeking by hard courſes to 
maintain the,rights, preheminencies and royalties of their ſtate, and to tame the multitude, have 
thereby made them morefell and untractable. But T. Quint ius, he hath made a ſpeech , reſpective 
and tending, as well to the royal digpity of the Nobles, as to the concord and unity of the States, 
and r regarding the condition of the times. They would requefthim therefore, toge- 
ther with his brother Conſul, to take in hand the care of the Common - weal. They would requeſt 
the Tribuns likewiſe, to joyn in one accord with the Conſuls, and ſhew chemſelves willing and 
forward, to have the war kept off and put back from their City walls: and in ſo fearful and dan- 
gerons a caſe, to reclaim their Commons to their due obedience to their Nobles: ſaying more- M 
over, That the native Country, the commotirtiother of them all, calleth unto the Tribuns and 
craveih their aid. now that the territories are waſted, and the City at hand to be aſſaulted. Where- 
upon, they all agreed generally to decree a muſter, and preſently to make a levy of ſouldiets. And 
when the Conſuls had pronounced before the whole people then and there aſſembled, that it was 
no time as then to hear excuſes, but that all the younger ſort, ſnould beritnes the next morni 
by day- light, be ready to attend in Mars field: and that after the war was ended, they would end 
out and appoint a time, to — into their allegations and reaſons, that entred not their names: 
and that he ſhould be taken for a traytor and rebel, whoſe excuſe they allowed not: the whole 
manhood and. youth of the City ſhewed themſelves the morrow after in readineſs, Each cohort 
or regiment choſe their Centiners or Caprains, and every Regitnent had two Senators for their N 
Provoſt Marſhals, All this was performed (by report) with ſuch ſpeed and expedition, that on 
the very ſame day, the ſtandards and enſigns were by the Queſtors had forth 6f the Armory and 
Chamber of the City and brought into Mars field: and by the fourth hour( or ten a clock)the ſame 
day, ſet forward and advanced our of the field. And this new army, with afew bands of old ſoul- 
diers, who willingly of their ownaccord followed them, marched on and reſted, at ten miles 
end. The day following they diſcovered their enemies, and at Corbio encamped cloſe uneo them. 
Andby the third day, there was no ſtay on both hands, but they muſt needs encounter and fight. 
For why? The Romans for anger were ſharp ſet: the enemies again, upon a guilty conſcience that 
they. had ſo often rebelled, were grown —— Now, whereas in the Roman army thetwo | 
Conſuls were in equal commiſſion, yet gave Agrippa place into his brother Quizriz4,and yeelded O 
unto him the entire and abſolute command. A courſe moſt profitable in the managing and exe- 
cution.of gteat affairs. And being thus preferred, he again in courteſy anſwered and required 
the others Gentleneſs and inclination to ſubmiſſion ,' #n "this wile; . unto him all 
his Connſels: by 22 with him all his Honor and praiſe, and by making” bim bis equi: 
o was indead his inferiour and underling. In the battel, Quiirtur commanded the rich 
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pott, Agrippa lodthe left : Sp, Poſthumivs Alhut, the Lieutenant General, bad the conduct of = 
the main barre}; » And P. Spit the other Lieutenant, they ſet over thehorftinien,” The foot- 
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A men of the right point fought molt valiantly, and the Volſcians received them with equal valour. 
Sy. Sulpitius with his men of arms, brake through the main battel of the enemies: & albeit he might 
have retired himlelf the ſame way again unto, his company, before that the enemies could bring 
their ranks again into order, that were dilarayed: yet he thought it better to charge them upon 
their backs. And in one moment he had diſcomfited and quite defeated his enemies, by aſſailing 
theq; behind, and thus affrighting them on both ſides, but that the Volſcian and Æquian Horſe- 
men recharged him, held him piay in his own fight, and ſo kept him occupied a good while. 
6e Thereat, Salpitius ſaid, ic was no time now to linger and to drive off, but to beſtir themſelves, 
« crying out aloud, that they were en: ironed round, encloſed within their enemies, and excluded 
«from their own fellows, unleſs they ter, to, and bent their whole force, quickly to diipatch the 
C Horſe-fight: and that it would not ſerve, to put the Horſemen to flight and ſave their lives: but 
ce kill both horſe and man, that none might ride back again from thence into the batrel to renew 
«the fight, And to make head and refitance againſt him and his horſemen, they were never able, 
« ſince that the main thick battel of footmen had given him ground already, Good ear they gave 
to his words, and ſoon harkned to his direction: arid with one entire aſſault they gave a fierce 
charge, and defeated the whole power of the Cavallery, unhorſed and diſmounted a number of 
them, and with their javelins goared both them and their horſes, And there's an end of the horſe - 
ſervice, Then they ſer. upon che battel of the faormen. and diſpatched meſlengets unto the Conſuls 
with news, what they had done: where alſo by that time, the battel of the enemies began to 
ſhripk, . And when tidings came unto the Romans that were already upon the point of victory, 
they verily were more encouraged: but che quians that were about to retreat, were ſtrucken 
with greater fear, In the main battel firſt began the overthrow 3 namely, whereas the men of arms 
before had broken the array. After them, the left point alſo began to be diſtreſſed and driven 
back, by Quint ius the Coniul, But in the right there was hardeſt hold, and moſt ado, Where, 
Agrippa being a tall man of his hands and young withal, ſeeing in every part of the battel things 
go better than where he was: caught the enſigns from the enſign bearers, advanced them forward 
his own ſelf, yea, and fell to flinging ſome of them againſt che thickeſt ofhis enemies. Far fear 
therefore of ſo ſhametul a diſgrace, the iouldiers beſtir themielves, and fteſhly aſſailed the enemy. 
And ſo on all hands alike, they atchieved the victory and won the field. Then came a meſſenger 
D from © «intiy;,8 brought word, that he had the better hand, and was now ready to give an aſſault 
upon the camp. but would not break in, and enter thereinto before he knew for certain, that they 
in the le t point alſo had gotten the upper hand: and made an end of the battel. In caſe therefore he 
had diſcomſited the enemy, he ſhould joyn his forces to him, that the whole army altogether 
might gain the ſpoil and pillage of the rents, So 4 eee for his patt was victor, game to 
his brother Conſul and the camp of the ẽnemies, and met with mutual congratulation one to the 
other. There, finding but a few to defend whom they diſcomfited in the turning of an hand, they 
brake into the rampier. and munitions, without conflict or sxirmiſh: and ſo beſides the recovery 
of their own goods again which they had loſt by the overrunning of the country theg gained alfo 
a rich booty, and retired back with their whole army. Icannot learn, that either they themſelves. 
E required triumph. or the Senate offered them any: and no cauſe appeareth upon re. ord, why they 
ſhould either reſuſe, or not hope for that honor, For mine own part. ſo far as Ican gueis in - long 
diſtance of times, ſeeing that Valerius 8 ene NG ver and beſides che conqueſt pf the Voli- 
cians and the Xquians, had the honor alſo of diſpatching and finiſhing the Sabines war; were de- 
nied triumph at the Senats hand; rheſe Conſuls might not with modetty, ſue for the ſame; having 
performed but half the good ſervice ofthe others :Teft if they had gotten it granted, there might 
have ſeemed more regard had of the perſons, than of the deſerts. | 
But this noble and honourable victory over the enemies abroad, thus atchieved , was obſcu- 
red and fquly diſtayned with a ſhameful doom of the people „in a controverſy of their allies, 
about the baynds and meers of certain Lands. The inhahitants of, Hricie. and Arden, lav ing 
F warred oftentimes one with the other, ahout ſome Lands in queſtidn between them, and by gi- 
ving and taking ſundry foils and ot ontweaticd choſe the people of Rome their Um- 
pire to decide and determine this quarrel, And when they were come with their counſel to plead 
the caſe , the Magiſtrates granted a Court of Aſſiſes of the people. Where was much arguing 
and diſpute 0nboth ſides before them: and after the witneſſes were depoſed and that at length 
the Tribes (hgnld be called to the ſcrutinie; and the peaplegive their voices,. there ſteps forth an 
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4 c wörh ont clean and forgotten of other men, ——— 8 and remembrance: to 
« witz that rhe Lands this licigions, and in controverſy, had been ſometime within the confines 
& of the Coriolauir: and aſter the winning of Coriolis were ſeiſed by right of conqueſt, tothe Com- 
« mons of the people of Rome. Imatvel much therefore, = what cuſtome and pteſcription, the 
6e Ardeares and Aricines, who never had right and intereſt, and were not poſſeſſed of the land, 1 
© (ſo long is Corioli ſtood in proſperity) ſhould hope to defeat the people of Rome thereof, whom , 
« being the LL, in fee of the ground, they had choſen for their Arbitrator, As for me, I have 
&« but à ſmall while to live, and one foot alteady is in — and * I cannot find in my heart, but 
(to that Land, which as old, I being a young and luſty ſouldier, did my beſt to fight for, nd 
e conquered with {Word in hand) make claim now that I am aged, by word and mouth, the only x 
« means leſt me to recover it. I ade iſe the people therefore in good ſadneſs, that in a vain reſpect 
« of bootleſs' modeſty, they condemn not their own cauſe, nor give away their right. The Con- 
\ ſuls marking well what audience was given to Scaptiu, and that he was heard not only with fi- 
| lence, bur alſo with good liking and conte ntment, cryed our upon this abominable praRtiſe : cal- 
ling both Heaven and Earth to witneſs, and therewith ſent for the Lords of the Councel: and 
joyning with them, went to the Tribuns, fell in hand with them, and inſtantly beſonght them 
* nor to go forward with this moſt lewd action for the preſent, and a more ſhamefnl precedent 
„for the time to come: namely, that Umpiers and dayes men, ſhonld convert the thing in ſuit 
« unto their own and proper vantage: eſpecially conſidering, that, Admit ir were à lawful thing 
« for a judge himſelf to have an eye arid regard to his own commodity: yer would there not be 
© ſo much gained and gotten by coming thus between, and interverting the Land, as there would 
« be damage and hinderance another way, in alienating by thoſe hard courſes, the hearts of their 
« 00d friends and Allies. For the loſſes ( 
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| verily) and cracks of name and credit, are ſuch as may 

cc nor be valued at any price. And ſhould the Embaſſadors indeed, ſay they, go their wayes home 

& with this goodly award: and make report abroad how they have ſped? ſhonld our confederats 

< hear this? ſhould our enemies come bythe knowledge theteot? with what grief the one? with 

ce what joy the other? Think ye char ont heighbour nations will impure, arrribure, and aſcribe 
ce this, unto the ſpeech made b hv a prating old buſy body, and one that loverh to hear 

ce bimieif ſpeak ip aſſemblies? Nay, this is certain: wel may Scaptias be famous and much talked

c of other mens right in ſuit. For, what judge arany xitme im a private marter,harh done the like, 
cas to award the ching in queſtion, umo himſelf? Why, even Scaptiat, paſt all ſhame and grace 
« 25 lie is, would never have done it. Theſe and ſachlike words, ſpake both Conſuls and Senators 
aloud in all their hearing. But the coverouineſs of men, and Scaprius chat firſt ſer them a longing 
and their teeth a watering, prevailed more than they all, The Tribes were called to rhe Scrutiny 
of their voyces, and gave judgment, That the Lands ertained to the common Territory of the 
cople of — Neither can it be denied, but it would have ſo appeared indeed, in Cafe it had 

n tried before other judges, But now, for all the goodneſs of the caufe, is not the ignominy 
of the arbitrement one jot che leſs : Nay, the Aricines and Ardeates themſelves, thought not M 
more ſhamefully and hardly of it, than the very Senators and Peers of Nome. The reſt of the year 
continued quiet, from allrroubles as well domeſtical as forr aids. .

A ſecond-rojat ſpoils, Mamereus Emylius the Diftator, limited the Groernment of the Cenſurelhipgoith= 


in the compeſs of one year and fix months, which beforethat time cv at inued five years: and for that att, 
was ſhamefully diſgrared by the Cenfors, Pidene was conquered and ſubdued, and thither were Coloners 
ſent to dwell, Whom the men of Fidene ſlem, and revolted from the people of Rome: and by Mamercus 
Emylius rhe Diftator were ſubdued, and the City forced, The conſpiracy of the bondſlaves was ſuppreſ- 
ſed; Poſthumius a Tribus military, was for his ernelty lain by his awn ſouldiers. The ſouldiers then 
firſt, ard never before, hau their pay ont of the common treaſury, Moreover, this book, containeth the 
Wars aguinſt the Volſctum and Veientians, the Fidenates and Faliſci. 
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broils , both at home and abroad, For inthe beginning of the year, both Canuleius, a 
Tribune of the Commons, propoſed a law , concerning alliance of the Pattitians with 
Commons, by way of mariage, Whereby the Nobles ſuppoſed their bloud to be 
ſtayned, and the Rights and Priviledges of Families and Houſes confounded.

Having heard therefore theſe 
news, and taken them in the worſt manner: to the end that amidſt the rumour and bruit of ſo 


D many wars, the Ttibuniatan troubleſome ſuits might ſtay and be dead for the time: they com- 


mand multers to be taken, ſouldiers to be levied, all furnitute of war, and all manner of force to be 
prepared, and (if it might be) with more indeavour than it had been when T. Quintiur was Con- 


ſul. Then C. Cauuloius, after ſome hot words which he ſpake aloud in the Senate; namely, that 


the Comuls by frighting the Commons, went about but in vain, to avert them from rhe regard 
of their new Laws: and that o long as he had any breath in his body, they ſhould never $0 
chrough with muſter unleſs the Commons had firſt ratifted thoſe things, which by him and hi 

brethren had been — na torthwith aſſembled the people together.

For many things have not yet been practiſed, 
(as ina ſtate newly incorporate) onghr nor ſuch then to be put in uſe, if they be thought expe- 
dient? While Romulus reigned, there were no Biſhops nor Augurs: by Numa Pompilius they 
ce were created. There was no Seſſiug of the people at al in rhe City, no deſcription of Hundreds 
& and Claſſes, By S. Tullius they were inſtituted. Coſſ. were never heard of before: when the KK. 
« were driven out, they were elected. The time was, when neither the abſolure rule nor yet rhe 
«name of a Dictator was known, In our fathers dayes it firſt began, Tribuns, Ædiles, Queſtors 
there have been none: it was otdained they ſhouid be made. Within this cen years, we have 
& both created and alſo aboliſhed ont of the common-weal, Decemvirs for the making and pen- 
ning of out laws. And who doubteth, but in a City founded for ever to endure, and increaſing

«exile, and confining within the fame walls,'when they debat us that we ſhould not be either al- |

not be mixed; nor families confuſed, How then? If this do pollute this great gentry of yours, 
« which moſt of yon deſcended from the Sabins and Albans, have not by right line from rhe Pa- 
c tritians, but by coptation and election into the number of the Nobles, as being choſeneither by 
«the favonr and grace of the Kings, or elſe by the peoples voyces after the KK. were expelled: 
ce could not you wiſedoms have kept your blond uncorrupt by ſome private means and proviſi- 
E Kon, rent tht bee) heed neither to eſpouſe Wives from n Commons, nor to ſuffer 
ce your 8 rs and ſiſterꝭ to be martied to any other than Nobles? No commoner (ye might

ſpices: which was the cauſe why the Decemvirs ordained diftin& marriages, leſt upon a doubtiul 

and mingled ifſue, there ſhould follow atroubled confuſion of the Auſpices. But hereat, the 

Commons formed and ſtamped moſt of all: that as odious men unto the immortal Gods, they 

were flatly denied and deemed unworthy to obſerve the flight and ſinging of birds. And never 

gave they over their heats of clamorons debate (whiles the Commons had gotten unto them a 

moſt ſharp Tribun to ſer them awork and were themſelves in obſtinacy no whit behind him un- 

till at length the Nobles were overcome anddriyen to grant, that the Law as touching marriage 1 

ſhonld pals: ſuppoſing by that means eſpecially, that the other Tribuns would either clean give. 

over their ſuit for making commoners Conſulg,or at leaſt wiſe put it off, until the war were ended: 

and that the Commons in the mean while being well pleaſed and contented with marriage among 

the Nobles, would be willing and ready to levy a muſter, Canmeins for this his victory oder the

upon, the other Tribuns were kindled to the like combate: a the proceeding of their LW 
alſo, indeavoured with all their might and main, And albeit the rumour of the war encreaſed daily 
more and more, yet they hinder the levy of fouldiers, - The Conſuls ſeeing now that no decree 
and order could paſs the denate-houſe, by reaſon that the Tribuns interpoſed their negative voyce: 
took counſel together with thechief of the Nobility, at home in their private houſes. And well 31 
they ſaw that they muſt yeeld either the victory to their enemies, or the buckler to their own ci- 
tizens, Of all the Senators that had been Coſſ. only Valerius and Horatius were not preſent at 
theſe counſels, C. Claudius his opinion was, That the Conſuls ſhould put themſelves in arms a- 
gainſt the Tribuns: But the two Qxintij, Cinci nat us and Capitolinus,abhorred all bloudſhed and 
violent proceedings againſt thoſe, whom by a ſolemn covenant made with the Commons, tex 
had received and accepted for to be as ſacroſainct and unviolable. But in theſe counſels che7ß "a 
grew to this point in the end, that they ſuffered military Tribuns of equal power with the Con- 
fuls, to be created indifferently from out of the Commons and Nobles: provided alwayes, that. © 
as touching creation of the Conſuls, there ſhould be no alteration from the old manner aforg- -- 
time. And herewith were both Tribuns and Commons well ſatisfied. and contented, A geveral N 
aſſembly therefore was proclaimed for the chuſing of three Tribans in Conſuls authority, which 
being once publiſhed : forthwith as many as had ſpoken or done ought rending to ſedition, and

| fo ancient Records and Chronicles, and that the Books of the Magiſtrates, which being of 
linnen, and laid up in the Temple of Moneta, Macer Licinius doth very often quote and K 


cite as his Authors, do repreſent unto us Aulus Cornelius Coſſus the ſeventh year after 


' Conful, with Titus Quintins Pexnus: let every man abound in his own ſenſe, and have his 
opinion by himſelf freely. For more then all this may be alledged to prove, that ſo fa- 


mous a barre] could not be transferred to that year: becauſe that for three years ſpace 
abour the Conſulſhip of G there was no war at all, in a manner, by reaſon of peſſilence 
and dearth of corn : ſo as ſome records, as it were, mourning, and bewraying the calami- 
ty ofthe time, deliver unto us nothing but the bare names of the Conſuls. In the third 
year, after that Coſſus was Conſul, he was military Tribun in Conſuls authority, and in 
this ſame year General of the horſemen alſo: in which government he fought another no- 
table battel with horſemen, But hereof a man may copjeRure and gueſſe what be will. 
But (as I thin) we may tols theſe things of ſmall importance to and fro, according to 
every mans opinion: and when all is done, the author of this battel his own ſelfe, having 
ſet up theſe freſh and nem ſpoils in a holy place, in the fight of Jupiter thimſelfe landing 


thereby, to whom they were vowed , and. Romulus alſo, two witneſſes , not to bee 
deſſ nor abuſed with a falſe title, hath Written himſelf, A. Cornelius Coſſus Con- 
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A the walls: whiles/5rginizsafſembled the Senate in the Temple of Quirinus, for to ask the 
opinion. Where agreed it was, to create for Dictator, A. Servilius ſurnamed (as ſome 
ſay) Priſcus, ox as other, Stractus. Virginius making no longer Ray than until he had 
conſulted with his Colleague, by his permiſſion declared the Dictator in the night ſeaſon. And 
he nominated for his General of the Cavalry, Poſt hamius Ebutins. Helua. The Dictatot 
commanded every man to be ready without the gate Collina, by the break of day: and fo 
many as were able to bear arms were in a readineſſe. The Standards and Entiphs were taken 
forth of the treaſury or chamber of the City and brought to the Dictator. Whites theſe 
things were in doing, the enemies were retired and withdrawn to the higher grounds and 
z and places of advantage; and thither marched the Dictator with his army in order of bat- 
tel. Aud encountring with them not far from Nomentum, he diſcomfited the legions of 
the Tuſcans, and drave them into the town of Fidene, and caſt a trench about it. But nei- 
ther could the town be ſcaled for the high ſite thereof and the ſtrong walls about ir: and to 
lay ſiege unto it might not avail: for that they had corn not ohly to ſuffice the ordinary 
need of men beſieged, but alſo plenty to ſpare, of their old ore and proviſion gathered a- 
forehand, Thus the Dictator being without all hope both of winning it by aſſault, and 
alſo of forcing them to yeeld by compoſition, putpoſed in cextain places for the neerneſſe 
to him well known, at the backſide of the City which was ſſenderly guarded, moſt negle- 
Red, and for the natural firuation the ſureſt, to undermin unto the Caſtle. And he him- pine won by 
c {lf in places fartheſt off from thence, approached cloſe under the walls, with his army di- 3 — 
vided into four parts, to ſucceed one another by turns in order: and ſo, by continual skir- 
miſning day and night, he kept the enemiesat a bay and withdrew them from all perceiving 
and intelligence of the work under ground: until ſuch time as by digging through the hill 
from the Camp, there was a way and paſſage made ſtraight up into the Caſtle. And when 
as the Tuſcans were wholly amuſed upon the vain threatnings, and bravado's of their ene- 
mies before them, nothing minding the preſent danger wherein they Rood : behold, the 
alarm of their enemies even over their heads, made an out- cry, that the town was ta- 
ken, In this year Ca. Furius Pacilius and M. Geganius Macerinus, Cenſors, inted and | 
dedicated the Large Hall, named Villa Publica in Mars field: and there firſt by them was Villa Publite, 
held the Seffing and numbring of the people, I find in Hacer Licinius, that in the year fol- | 
lowing, the ſame Conſuls were made again, nzmely, Julius the third time, and Virgimut the ſe- 
cond time, But Valerius Antias and Q. Tubero, do name A. Marlins and Q. Sulpitins for 
the Conſuls char year. Howbeit in ſo different report, both Tubero and Macey profeſſe 
that they followed the linnen Records: and neither of them both conceal, that which the an- 
cient writers have ſet down, namely, That the ſame year were Tribuns military, in Con- 
ſuls authoriry. Licinius without doubt is addicted to thoſejlinnen Regiſters, and Twbero is 
uncertaĩn of the truth.

« years, is very heavy and grievous, And hard it is for men to live ſo many years, even a 
ce great part of their life, in danger of the ſame Rulers ſtill. Minded therefore I am, to pro- 
pole a law, That the Cenſorſhip continue no longer than one year and fix months. With 
great applauſe and conſent of the people, the neat day after, he both publiſbed the law 
and enacted it, And now that ye may (quoth he) O Qsirites, know in very deed, how 
I miſlike of theſe long laſting offices, here preſently I render up my Dictatorſhip. Thus ha- 
ving given over his ownplace, ſer a limitation to the rule of others, and ablolutly ended 
one, with exceeding congratulation and favour of the people he was brought home to his 
houſe, The Cenſors taking it grievouſly that Mamercus had abridged an office of the people I 
of Rome, diſplaced him from his own Tribe, laying on him an eightfold tax in the ſubſidy 
Book, disfranchiſed and diſabled him from giving his voice, and made him no better then 
a Tributary. Which diſgrace (they ſay) he took with a noble Romack, looking rather to 
the cauſe of this ſhameful note, than to the ignominy it ſelf, Moreover, the Lords of the 
Senate, albeit they were willing enough that the Cenſorſhip nails ſhould bepared and their 
power taken down, were offended yet, with this example of the rigour and ſeverity of 
thoſe in place: for as much as they all ſaw plainly, that they ſhould be both longer time and 
oftner under Cenſors, then Cenſors themſelves, But ſo Fuß indignation of the people 
(by report) grew hereof, that by the authority of no man but of Mamercus himſelfe, could 
they be refirained from offering violence to the very perſons of the Cenſors. And the Tri- K 
buns of the Commons, with their continual Orations and Remonſtrances, prohibited the 
Election of Conſuls. When as the matter was wellneer brought to the point of an Inter- 
reign, they obtained at length with much ſtrife and contention, that there ſhould be mili- 
tagy Tribuns choſen, with Conſular authority. Bur reward of this their victory, whereat 
they ſhot, could they get none: namely, that a Commoner might be choſen for one. They 
were all of the Nobility that were created, to wit, Ai. Fabius Vibulanus, M. Folins, and L. 
Sergius Fidenas, 
| Foeplagne that year was the occaſion of quietneſs from all other troubles, A Temple 
then was vowed to Apollo for the health of the people. Howbeit, great lots was there both 
in town and country, by the the mortality of men and murrain of cattel, one with another L. 
indifferently. And fearing left the husbandmen of the country ſhould be famiſhed, they 
ſent for corn into Hetruria and the country of Pomptinum, to Cumes, and at laſt even into Si- 
cily, And not a word all this while about the election of Conſuls. So there were military 
Tribuns elected, with Conſuls authority, all again ofthe Patritii, namely, L. Pinarius Ma- 
mercus, L. Furius Medullinus, and Sp. Poſthumins Albus. That year the violence of the fick- * 
nefle abated : neither was there any danger or fear of ſcarcity of Corn, becauſe they had made 
proviſion aforehand. Great ſitting and conſultation there was in the general Diets of the Vol- 
ſcians and qui ans, and in Hetruria at the aforeſaid Temple of Votumnia about making war. 
There, the matter was put off for one whole year: and by an Act or Decree it was pro- 
vided, that. no Aſſembly or Parliament during that time ſhould be held: notwithſtanding the M 
people of the Veientians complained but all in vaine, that the ſame. fortune was like 
to happen unto Veii, which had fallen already upon Fidene, even che utter ſub- 
verſion of the State: In this mean ſeaſon, at Rome the chiefe heads of the Commons 
having aſpired and gaped now a long time, but ſtill in vain, after higher place of 
dignity and - honour , took their vantage whiles all was quiet abroad, and began 
to have their conventicles and meetings in the houſes of the Tribunes, and there en- 
tertained ſecret Counſels. Some complained: that they were much deſpiſed of the com- 
mon people: for whereas in ſo many yeares, There were: Tribunes Military crea-: 
red, with Conſuls authority, yet never was there any one of the Commonaſty ad- 
vanced to that Dignity. Our ſorefathers (ſay they) in great wiſedom and deep fore -N 
caſt, haue done well to take order, that none of the Nobility at any time ſhould have acceſs 
to any office of the Commonalt y: for if that were not, the | leon ſhould have: hadere 
this ſome of the Patritit for theit Tribuns: ſo odious are we become to thoſeof dur on coat; 
and are as little ſet by of the Commons as of the Nobles. Others excuſed the people; and laid 
the fault upon the Senators: by whoſe ambition, by whoſe crafty: ſetches and ſubtil poli- 
cies it came to paſſe, that the Commons were ſtopped from the highway to advancement 
and promotion. But if the Commons might have any reſpit or breathing time, and 
not be ſollicited and tempted by their prayers interlaced with threats: they would remember 
themſelves and thoſe of their on calling in giving of their voices: and having once gotten 
aſſiſtance unto them, would alſo win the higbeſt pitch and ſoveraign type of authority. For 9 
the aboliſhing therefore of this ambitious ere ſanding for offices, they agtee and re- 
ſolve, that the Tribuns ſhould prefer and publiſk a Law, that no man might wear whitemore 
then ordinary, or refreſh che bright hue eee he ſued for any dignity.

whereof ſome died of the ſcab: by contagion whereof the people alſo were diſeaſed generally.

into every corner of the City · Neither were men only taimed and diſeaſed with this inſection:

new rites and ceremonies of ſacrificing into mens houſes; and made good gain of ſuch as were 
giren to ſupetſlitious devotion, and made conſcience of every little thing: until ſuch time as 


now ĩt gtewy to a publick offence; and the chief of the City were aſhamed to ſee in every ſtreetand 


chappel, ſtrange and unaccuſtomed purgatory ſacrifices and expiations, for to procure the favour 


and mercy of the gods. Whereupon the Ædiles had in charge and commiſſion, to look ſtreight- 


ly to this diſorder: and that no other es. worſhipped, then thoſe ofthe Romans: nor after 
any other manner than had been uſual in their natire country. So their anger againſt the Veien- 
tians, and deſite of revenge, was put off unto che next year following,” when C. Serviline Hal a, 
and L. Papirins Aaagilamu were Conſuls.

with murdering theirnew received Coloners: and fo handed themſelves with the Veientians. 1 
Then conſulted the Princes and States of thoſe two nations, whether they ſhould make Vii ot MW 
Fidene the ſeat town of the war. Fidexe was ſuppoſed the fitter and more commodious, So the | 
Veientians paſſed over the Fyber, and tranſlated the ar to Fidene. Great fear was there at Rome 
to ſee the army of their enemies removed from Veui, and implanted at Fi dene. And being ſhrewd- 
ly danted by their late overthrow beſides, they encamped even before the gate Collina. Onthe 
walls were armed ſouldiers placed, vacation in all courts of law was — ſhop windows ſhut 
up, and all more like a Leaguer then a City. Then ſem the Dictator the Criers about ĩnto all ſtreets. 
and lanes, to ſummon the Citizens thus terrified, to a general aſſembly. Where he rebuked them M 
for carrying ſuch wavering and doubtful hearts upon io {mall accidents and events of fortune ha 
ving teceivedbut a {light loſs and ſmal foil: and that, not through the manhood of the enemy, 
or cowardiſe of the Roman army, but only through the diſagreement and difference oſ the Lea- 
ders. 4 Alſo for that they were afraid of the Veientian enemy, whom five or fix times afore they 
6 had put to the worſt and vanquiſhed. and eſpecially of Fidene, which had been oftner in a man- 
c ner won, then aſſaulted. As for the Romans and their enemies (ſaith he) they are even the 2 
ce ate ſtill chat 2 for ſo many hundred years, they had been: bearing the ſame minda, te 
«ame bodily ſtrength, and the ſame armor; and even my ſelf am the ſame A amercu Emiliu , MM 
ct and no other, who heretofore diſcomfited at Namen um: the Veientians and Fidenatians, with 
«rhe Falſcians power alſo adjoined unto them. And as for A. Cornelius he wil no doubt be the N 
ce ſame General of horſemen in this battel, as in the former war he was: at what time he beinga 
ce Knight Marſhal ſlewy Lars Tolummius the King of the Veientians, in the fight of two atmies: 
* and brought into the Temple of Jupiter Feretriut, the rich armor of him deſpoĩled. Wherefore 
«ye ought to remember this, that we have on our fide triumphs, ſpoils and victory : whereas 
60 Wich the enemies remaineth the wicked and deteſtable fact of killing the Embaſſadors, againſt 
« the law of all nations: alſo the maſſacre of the Fidenatian inhabitants: in time of peace: the brea- 
king of truce, and their revolting now ſeven times to their ruin and overthrow. Take weapon

After this ſpeech, when he bad made his vows accordingly: he entsmped a mile and an balf 
onthis fide F idene, flanked on the right hand with the hills, and on the left with thè river 75- 
ber.

A when as the Tuſcans, ( full of pride and ſtomack for the proſperous ſucceſs of former dayes, 
which was much better than their lervice in fight) came forth. intortte field: after he had ſtayed 
a while , until the ſcouts and eipials word, that Qlastius was gotten ſafely:unto the 
Hill top near adjoyning to the Caltie or torr of the Fidenatians he advanceth forth bis itandards: 
and with his footmen ranged in battel array, marched ag: inſt his enemies with full pace: com- 
« manding his General ot the Horſemen not co charge without his warrant: for that be himſelf 
ce as need ſhould require, would give the ſigval for the aid of his cavalry to come in, willing him 
« then, to quit himlelf like a brave Wo remembrance of his glorious combate with a King: 
« of his rich preſent and oblation: and of Romulus and Jupiter Feretyine, Thus the legions aflail 
B one another and encounter right hargily. The Romans kindled and enflamed with ranconr 

and malice, termed the Fidenatians, wicked and godleſs wretches : the Veientiane, Robbers and 

Theeves ; truce-breakers both, polluted with the abominable murder of Embaſladors :- fleyned 

with the execrable maſſacre of their cohabitants: faithleſs and treacherous allies, cowardly and 

daſtardly enemies: thus both in word and deed they ſatisfied their hatred co the full; And at 
tha very firſt ſhock forced their evemiesro-fhrink, At which inſtapt all at once, there iſſued ont 
ofthe open gates of Fidexe a ſtrange army, not heard of nor uſual, betore that day; A mighty 
number armed with fireworks, and ſhining all over with burning lights, after a fanarical and 
mad manner ran as if they were carried with ipirits, upon theit enemies: and with the uncouch 
iht of this kind of fight, amaſed the Romans a prety while; Then the Dictator buſy in fight, ha- 
C vg ſent both for the General of the Cayalry with his troups of Horſemen, and allo for Quirtis 
from the mountains, haftened- himſelif to the leſt point: which being terrified with a ſcarefixe 
more like than a battel, had given place unto the flame, and ſlepped back. Where with a loud 
voyce he thus ſpake:· What? will ye be overtome with ſmoak like a ſwarm of Bees, and loſe your 
ce ground. and retreat from your naked and unarmed enemies? will ye not put out this fire with re- 
ce doubled ſtroke of brandiſn ing ſwords? And will ye not every man for his part, if we muſt needs 
a fight with fire, and not with weapons, pull from them their torches and firebrands, and flint 


cc them again at their own heads? Go to, I ſay, like hardy men, mindful of the renown of Ro- 


<© mans, remembring the prowels of your Fathers, and your own ſelyes. Turn this fire upon your 
& enemies City, and conſume Fidene into aſhes with her on flames : this difloyal Fidene, which 
« by no favors and good turns of yours, ye were ever able to win and pacifie, I he bloud of your 
< Embaſſadors, the bloud of your Coloners thither ient to people their City your Frontiers and 
Borders by them waſted, put you in mind of no meaner revenge. At the Dictators commands 
ment, the whole battaillon was moved and encouraged. Some catch the firebrands as they flew, 
others by force ſnatch them from them, ſo that now both battels were armed with fire. The 


SGeneralof Horſemen for his part, renueth the Horſe ſervice: commanding themto pluck the bitts 


out of their Horſes mouths, and was the firſt himſelf, that ſetting ſpurs to, rode with bridle in 
Horſeneck, into the mid of the fire: andthe other Horſes alfo being pricked forward, and eaſed 
of their bridles, carried the riders with full carier againſt the enemy. The duſt riſing together wicti 
the ſmołe, took the light from mens eyes, and Horſes both. And that ſight which Had tetriſied the 
Eͤ ſouldiers, nothing ar all affrighted the Horſes; Whereſoever therefore the meti of arms rode they 

bare down all afore them as if ſome Houſes had come tumbling upon their heads. Here with hap- 
ned a newalarm to be heard, which having cauſed both armies to wonder and liſten thereunto, 


the Dictator cryeth out aloud , That Quint ius the Lieutenant and his Regiment, came upon the 


back of the enemies: and himſelf reenforcing the ſniout, aUvanceth his enſigus forward tore 
freſhly, When as now two armies, and two divers bartels: preſſed ſore upon the Tuſcans and en-

every way hither andthither the moſt part of the Veientians ran ſcattering in diſorder, and highi 
F them apaceꝭ toward the Tyber: and the Bidenatians that rema ined to the Ciry Fidex:, But in that 
ſeartul flight they ran upon their own dearh. Some were killed an the banks of the River, others 
were driven into the water, and the ſtream and whiflepits cart ied them away. And even th 
that were cunning ſwimmers what with Wesripeſſe, and what with falntneſs of their wounds an 
with fright; funk and were drowned: ſo tharfew of many ſwam over in ſafety. The other army 
fled through their camp into the City. The ſame wayalſo the Romans followed das after : 
and :Quimriuz eſpecially; together with them who erewhile came downffom the mountains, and 
were the: freſheſt ſouldiers for fight (as who-came laſt into the barrel)” and ſo afterwards entred 
en among their enemies into the gateſtiᷣmded upon che walls, and from the walls fer upa 
banner to their tellows, in token that they ad won the T Wii..

G eſpied for now by this time had he made an entrance inte the forlotn, and abandoned camp of 
his enemies) he brought the ſouldiers, upon deſite to tim 0-14 a ard hoping of a gtearer ſac- 
cage in che City, ſtteight unto the gate. And being gotten within the walls) Marchetb directly 
fotw aid to the Caſtle, whereinto he beheldthe multirade roflye fot orgs andſety, The exe- 
cution in che City was no leſs rhamin the field : which continued untill they hre w away their 
weapons, ind cravinꝑ nothing but liſe yeelded themſelves to the Dictatot᷑. Sg both City and camp 
was ſpoiled and ſacked. The morrow after, the Dictator diſpoſed of his priſoners thus ; He drew

Neither 
ce think I verily, that the Volſcians ſtobd in better terms than the Romans fortune was, And the 
« darkneſs of the night ( no doubt) cauſed errour and confuſion on every fide, and in all places. 
Alfter which ipeech when as he beſought them, not to hold him any longer, wearied with travel, 
and faint of his wounds: he was with exceeding praiſe both of his valiant ſervice and alſo of his 
modeſt ſpeech, licenced to deparr, 1 | 
Whiles theſe things thus paſſed, the Conſul by that time, had marched by the way of Lavicum 
B as far as to the Temple of Quies : thither were wains, draught-beaſis and ſumpter Horſes ſent * The one 
from the City, to receive and eaſe the army, coiled out with fight, and tired by journying all of — 
night. Within a while after, the Coſ. entred into the City: who endeavoured not more, to put f. 
the fault from himſelf, than to extol Tempanius; and give him his due deſerved praifes, Now 
whiles the City was ſad and heavy for this hard hap, and angry alſo with the Captains: behold, 
A, Poſt humius, who before had been accuſed, was now prelerited unto the people, ſor to wreak 
their choler and malice upon. He had been a Tribun Military in place of a Coſ. at Veij, and now 
was condemned, & a fine ſet on his head of ten thouſand Aſſes of braſs, But as for Titus Quintius, ;11ib,s ſb. ſter. 
his fellow-in government, becauſe that, among the Volſcians he had ſerved fortunately as Conſul, 
under the conduct of Poſthumius Tibertas the Dictator: and likewiſe at Fidene, as Lieutenant of 
c the other Dictator Mamercus Æmylius, and laid the whole fault of that other time from him- 
ſelf upon his collegue before condemned: he was found unguilty and acquit by all the Tribes. It is 
ſaid that the freſh remembrance ofhis father Cincinnarus, late a right worſhipful citizen, helped 
him much: Vea, and Capitolinus Quintius a very aged man, did him no hurt, vho humbly beſought 
them that they would not ſuffer him, having but a while in this world to live, for tobe the cartier 
of ſo heavy news unto Cincinnatus. The Commons made Tribuns of che commonalty, Sex. Tens- 
paniut, A. Sellius Sex. Ant iſtius, and Sex, Pompilius in their abſence: whom alſo the Horſemen had 
choſen for their Captains or Centurions, in the former exploit, by the adviſe and counſel of Jem. 
panius. But the Senators, becauſe now for hatred of S er name of Conſuls miſliked and 
offended them, determined that military Tribuns with Conſuls authority, ſnould be created, So 
D there were choſen L. Manlius Capitolinus, Q. Antonius Merenda, L. Papyrius Mugilanus, 

In the very beginning of the year L. Hortenſius the fifth Tribun of the commonalty, accuſed . 805 
Sempronius the Conſul of the former year. And when as his other four fellows in office, in the 8 
ſight of the people of ome beſought him, not to trouble their guiltleſs Captain, in whom nothing | 
could be blamed or found fault withal, but adverſe fortune: Horte aſius could hardly abide, but 

. thought it was but to prove and trye his reſolute conſtancy: and that the party accuſed, truſted 
not upon the prayer and interceſſion of the Tribuns, which only for a ſhew was pretended, but 
upon their ſupport and aſſiſtance. And therefore turning one while to Sempronius himſelf, deman- 
ded what was become of that hauty courage and ſtomack, ſo ordinary in thoſe of Senators cal- 
ling? and where was that magnanimicy which reſted and relied upon innocency ? ſince that he ha- 
E ving been a Conſul, was fain to ſhelter and ſhrowd himſelf under the ſhadow and protection of 
the TribuS? Another while directing his ſpeech to his fellow Tribuns : but you my Maſters 
(quoth he) what will ye do? if I proſecute mine action againſt him (till, and convict him in the 
end; Will ye take from the people their right, and overthrow the authority of the Tribuns among 
the Commons? When they again ſaid and inferred, that the people of Rome had abſolute power 
todo what they would, both with Sempronius, and all others: and that they neither would nor 
could abridge the people of their judgment. But if (ſay they) our prayers in the behalf of our Ge- 
neral, who was to us in ſtead of a father, may not avail, then will we together wich him change 
our weed for company. Nay, God forbid (quoth Horten ſius) The Commons of Rome ſhall never 
ſee their Tribuns arrayed in ſoiled and mournful apparel. And as for C. Sempromut, J have now no 
F more to ſay to him, ſince that he hath carried himſelf ſo, whiles he was General, as that he hath 
gained thus much, as to be ſo dearly beloved of his ſouldiers. Neither was the kindneſs of thoſe 
four Tribuns more acceptable to the Commons and Nobles, than the good nature of Hortenſius, 
who at their reaſonable requeſt, was ſo eaſy to be pacified and ines. 2 | 
It was no long time that fortune fawned upon the Equians: who embraced the doubtful vi- 
ctory of the Volſcians, and took it as their own. The next year after, when Cn. Fabius Vibula- 
nut, and T. Quintius Capitalinus, the ſon of Capitolinus, were Conſuls: by the leading of Fabiut, 
unto whom was allotted that Province, nothing was done there worthy of remembrance, For 
when as the e had made ſemblance of a battel; and brought their army only in hgh, 
they were in fearful wiſe ſoon diſcomficed, and ſhamefully fled; miniſtring no matter ofgreat ho- 
G nor to the Coſ. And therefore was he denied triumph. But yet becauſe the ignominy of the loſſe 
which happened by Semproniut. was partly allayed. it was granted that he might enter Ovant into 
the City.

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granted to inferior perſons, and for meaner deſert, Whereas, none uſually might triumph, unleſs i 
he were DiRator , Coſ. or Pretor, and had ſlain in field 5000 enemies at the leaſt, won much 
ſpoil and pillage, and augmented the State of the Roman Empire.] Like as the war was diſpatched 
with leſs ado than they teared: ſo in the Ciry,after a calm and peaceable ſtate, there aroſe between 
the Commons and Nobles, a world ot diſcords and troubles more than they expected. Which 
began upon occafion of doubling the number of Queſtors. For when the Conſuls had pro- 
pounded, that beſides two Queſtors or Treaſurers ofthe City, there ſnould be other twain ready 
to attend upon the Conſuls, for all ſervices and charges belonging to war: and when the Nobles 
alſo withall their power had apptoved it, the Tribuns ofthe Commons entred into a contention 
with the Conſuls, and required that ſome of the Queſtars (for until that time they had beencre- 1 
ated from out of the degree of the Patritij only) might be likewiſe of the Commons; Againſt 
which demand, at the firſt, both Conſuls, and alſo the Nobles, laboured with might and main. 
But afterwards having granted thus much, That as the uſe and practiſe was in creating of Tribuns 
with Conſuls authority, ſo in like manner, in the Election of Queſtors, the people ſhould ave 
their free liberty to chuſe. And ſeeing they gained little thereby, and could effect no good, the 
wholly let fall their former matter, about increaſing the number of the Queſtort. But althoug 
it were thus by them given over, the Tribuns took it in hand again, and ſet it on foot: yea, and 

other ſeditious actions beſides very often ſprang forth, and among the reſt; thoſe alio concerning 
the Law Agraria. Upon which troubles, when as the Senate was of mind, that there ſiould be 
Conſuls rather than Conſular Tribuns created; and by reaſon of the Tribuns ſtepping between x

High Court held fer chooſing ſoveraign Tribuns: and Tribuns there were created in Conſular au- 
thoricy, all of the Nobility ; namely, L. Quintius Cincinnatus the third time, Sex. Furins Medul- 
linus the ſecond time, M. Manlius and A. Sempronius Atratinus, Whenthis Tribun laſt named, 
was preſident of the Election for Queſtors, and the ſon of Antiſtius a Tribun of the Commons,

| e them, inveſted in that ſacred authority; and which firſt was erected for the maintenance of com- 
c mon freedom, could onght at all prevail? Surely there is ſome fraud and jugling in the matter: 
« and A. Sempronins , bath in the Election uſed more art and cunning than truth and fidelity, © 
Complaining that by his injurious and indirect dealing, their friends had taken the foil. When as 
therefore they might not by any violence touch his own perſon and attach him, being fenced 
with innocency in this Action, and ſecured by vertue ot the office which then he bare : they 
wreaked their ſelves and diſcharged their choler upon C. Sem pronius, the coubn germain of Atra- 
tinus by the brother: and with the help of CH, Cauuleius, one of their collegges, arreſted him for 
the ignominious ſervice in the Volſcian war. Ever and anon, alſo the ſame Tribuns made ſome 
words and motion in the Senate-houſe, concerning the diviſion of Lands, and revired the law 
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l out indeed, that the accuſed perſon ſhould either by giving over the cauſe, be leis eſteemed 
of che Nobles: or if he ſtood to it ſtill until the time of judgment drew near he ſhould diſpicale 
and offend the Commons, But he choſe xather to be the object of the diſpleaſure and malice of 
the people, that were oppoled and bent againſt him, and ſo to wound his own private eſtate: than 
to betray the common and publike cauſe: and perſiſted reſolute in the ſame minde ſtill that there 
ſhould no bribing donative be granted, that might win and procure favour unto thoſe three cor · 


rupt Tribuns: For it is not land and living (quoth he) that they ſhoot at, for the benefit of the The ſingular 
Commons; that is not their ſeeking: but their drift is to work and procure diſpleaſure unto me: conſtancy of 


ce and therefore I will for my part, abide that orm and tempeſt with a reſolute mind. And the 
ce Senate ought not to eſteem either of me, or of any citizen elſe ſo highly, as to buy the ſparing 
<« of one man ſo dear, even with the harm and dammage of the whole ſtate. The day of judicial 
tryal came. When as he had pleaded for himſelf, and ſeemed nothing daunted at the matter: 
yet, for all that ever the Nobles could do, who tryed all means, but in vain, to mitigate and de- 
lay the heat of the Commons, condemned he was in fiſteen thouſand Aſſes. The ſame year Peſt- 
humia a Veſtal Nun, was called in queſtion for incontinency and inc eſt, and came to her anſwer, 
A Virgin guiltleis for any deed done: but ſcarcely of good name and fame: by reafon that ſhe was 
ſuſpected. for her apparel and going more light and gariſh in her attire : yea, and for her wit, mote 
conceited and pleaſant, than became a mad, and nothing teſpective of the ſpeech of the world. 


c Her tryal was put over to a farther day, and ſhe (after ſhe had twiſe pleaded} in the end was ac- 


quit: only the high Prieſt hy the adviſe, and in the name of the whole colledge;ſchooled her, and 
gave her warning to leave her ſports, taunts, and merry conceits: and in her rayment to be ſeen 
not ſo gay as devout , and wear her garments rather ſainctly than fightly, The ſame year was 
Cumes a City inhabited at that time by the Greeks, taken by the Campanians; 

The year following had military Tribuns with Conſuls authority, Agrippa Menenius Lanatus, 
P. Lucretius Tricipit:nus, Sp. Nam ius Servilins, A year, by the happineis and good fortune of 
the people of Rome, more notable for a danger eſcaped, than for any harm received. Certain 
bond-ſeryants had conſpired to fire the City in divers places far aſunder: for this intent, when the 
people ſhould be buſilj occupied, here andæhere, to ſave their houſes, then by force and armes to 


D furpriſe the Caſtle and Capitol. Bug:Fqpiter turned away and diſappointed their wicked deſigns. 


For by the peaching and information of twain, the reſt of the malefactors were taken and evecu- 
ted. But thoſe that diſcloſed and revealed the conſpiracy, had ten thouſand pound in braſs mony 
(which was in thoſe dayes thought to be great riches) weighed them out of the City chamber, 
and freedom beſides, for their reward. | 

After this, began the Æquians to renue war: and word was brought ro Rome by ctedible per- 
ſons, that certain new enemies alſo;to wit, the Lavicans, joyned together in counſel with the old. 
Theſe Equians, were good neighbours: for once a year otdinarily, they uſed to put the City of 
Rome to the pains of warring with them, and not miſs. Embaſſadors then were ſent to Lavicos, 
who brought doubtful anſwers from thence: whereby it appeared that neither atthat inſtant they 


E were ready to war, nor yet were like to continue long in peace. The Tuſculans were charged, to 


* 


take good heed, and have an eye that way, that no new ſtirs and troubles ſhould ariſe ar Lavicos. 
There came Embaſſadors from Tuſculum, to L. Sergius Fidenas, M. Papyrius Mgillanut, and C. 
Servilius, the ſon of Q. Servilius Priſcus (by whom, being Dictator, Faden: was won) who were 
Military Tribuns in Conſuls authority the year following. Theſe Embaſſadors brought news that 
the Lavicans were out, and in armes, and joyning with the Equians army, had forraged the coun- 
try of Tuſculum, and encamped themſelves in Algidum: Then was war proclaimed againſt the

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Lavicans. And when by a decree made by the Senate, that two of the Conſular Tribuns ſhould | 


o to war, and one manage the affairs of Rowe: there aroſe a contention on a Sunday, among the 
aid Tribuns, Every one thought himſelf the meeteſt and moſt ſufficient man, to be General of 


F the war, refuſing the charge of the City, as a bale, diſnonourable, and thankleſs office. As the Se- 


nators muſed and wondred, to ſee amongſt thoſe that were fellows in govetnment ſo undecent a 
ſtrife and contention; then Q. Servilizs : ( Seeing that (quoth he) there is no reverent regard, 
« either. of this honorable houſe, or of the Common · wealth: the father his countenance and 
« dread Majeſty, ſhall end this debate. My ſon without any lot caſting, ſhall govern the City as 
© Preſident. God grant, that they which love war ſo well, may manage it with more diſctetion 
Sand concord than they wiſh it. As for a general muſter to be levied out of all the people in- 
differently, that was not liked of. So ten Tribes were drawn by lot, out of which, the yonger 
ſort were preſt forth to war under the conduct of the two Tribuns. The ſtriſe which began to 
be kindled among them in the City, through the ſame dere ſlill of ſoveraignty, brake forth and 


G grew much hotter in the camp. In nothing agreed they, ſtriving whoſe opinion ſhould ſtand: 


each one would have his own way: his own commandments obeyed and none elſe : one deſpi- 
ſed another, and were deſpiſed one of the other: until at length, upon the Lientenants reproof, 
they grew to this point, ard this order was taken: That they ſhould each other day, rule one a- 
lone hy him elf abſolucely, Which news being brought to Rope, ic is reported that. Q. Servilius, 
a man for his years and long experience right skiltull, prayed of the immortal Gods, that by the

had received at Feios; Ad as if there were no doubt, but that ſome great loſs and overthrow was

ready to happen, he was inſtant upon his ſon, to levy ſouldiers, and to provide munition for war, 14 - 
Neither proved he a falſe and vain Prophet. For by the leading of L. Sergius, whoſe day it was 
to rule, when as the enemy under a colour of fear, withdrew unto the trench, and io trayned them 
thither upon a fooliſh hope to win the camp, even under the very camp of the enemies in an un- 
even ground of diſadvantage, they were ſuddenly charged by the quians, diſcomfited and chaſed 
down the valley: and many in their fall, which was greater than the flight, were trod under foot 
and ſlain, and with much ado that day kept they their own tents. The morrow atter, when as 
now the enemies had beſet a great part of the camp, they ſnametully fled away, at the back gate, 
and forſook the camp. The Captains, Lieutenants, and the ſtrength remaining of the army, which 
kept totheir enſigns and colours, went to Tuſculum. Other that were ſcattered here and there 1 
about the fields — ſundry wayes, made halt to Rome, and reported there the overthrow to be 

greater than indeed it was. Leſs was the trouble and ſorrow, becauſe men looked for no better 
iſſue and ſucceſs: and alſo for that, there was help and ſuccour (which they were to have an eye 
unto in ſo fearful a caſe) provided by the Tribun aforehand. At whoſe commandment, when as 


' the tumulr was by the inferiour Magiſtrates appeaſed inthe City, eſpials were ſent out in haſt: - 


who brought word that the Captains and the army was at Tuſculum: and that the enemy had 
not removed his camp. And then (which encouraged them moſt of all) by the Senates decree, 
Q. Servilius Priſcus was choſen Dictator, a man whoſe Providence over the Common - weal, the 
City as many other times afore, ſo in the event of that war had experience of: fox that he only 
ſuſpected the contention of the Tribuns afore this unhappy foil. Who having nominated Gene- K 
ral of the Horſemen, his ſon (as ſome ſay) by whom being military Tribun, himſelf was declared 
DiRator (for others there be that write how Servilius Hala was that year General of the Horſe) 
went forth with a freſh army to war, and having joyned unto him thoſe which were at Tuſulum, 
he pitched his tents, two miles from the enemy, But ſee the fruit of good ſucceſs. The pride and 
negligence which had been amongſt the Roman Captains, went from them to the Xquians, 
Therefore in the firſt beginning of the conflict, when the Dictator with his Horſemen whom he 
ſent againſt them, had diſordered and put out of array the formoſt ranks of the enemies,then com- 
manded he the enſigns of the legionary footmen with all ſpeed to follow hard upon: and one en- 
ſign- bearer of his own, who made ſome ſtay, he ſlewavith his own hand. Then were they ſo 
earneſtly ſer to give an hot charge, that the Æquians hui not abide their force: and being in I. 
fight overthrown, when as they fled all amain to the camp, the iſſault thereof was both ſhorter 
and with leſs ado, than was the battel. When the camp was taken and ſpoiled, and that the Di- 
ator had given the pillage unto the ſouldiers: and that the Horſemen, which chaſed the enemies 
fromthe camp, had brought word back, that all the Lavicans were overthrown, #nd a great part 
of the Xquians were fled to Lavicos,: the day following was the army alſo led thicher, and the 
Town compaſſed and beſet round about, ſcaled, and ſacked, The Dictator having brought home 
to Rome his victorious army, upon the eight day after he was choſen, gave over his office. And 
in very good time, before there was any tedition ſtirred up about the Law Agraria, by the moti- 
on of the Tribuns of the Commons, tor the diviſion of theLavicans Lands: the whole body of 
the Senate appointed that a Colony ſhould be ſent to Lavicos. So there were ſent from the City M 
a thouſand and five hundred to inhabit there, and two acres apiece given them of Land. 

Aſter the winning of Lavicos, there were created Military Tribuns with Conſuls authority, to 
wit, 4 grippa Menenius Lanat us, and L. Servilius Struct us, with P. Lucretius Trici pit inus (all three 
. the ſecond time) and Sp, Veturius Craſſus: and the year following A. Sempronius Atratinus, the 
third time, and theſe twain, MA. Papyriut Mugillanus, and Sp, NVautius Rutil ius the ſecond time: 
for theſe two years there was peace abroad, Hut diſcord at home about the Laws Agraria, They 
that troubled the people. were Sp. Mecilius, who now the fourth time, and Metiliut, who the 
third time were made Tribuns of the Commons, both abſent. Aud when they had publiſhed their 
Act, That all Lands conquered from the enemies, ſnould be divided by the poll: by which Ordi- 
nance; the poſſeſſions of a great part of the Nobility became confiſcate, ( for ſince their City was N 
ſcituate and built in a ſtrange ground, there was in a manner no Land lay to it, Which had not 
been purchaſed by the ſword; neither enjoyed the Commons any, but that which either had 
been (old or aſſigned to the Commons) this ſeemed to be a bone caſt between the Nobles and the 
Commons, to ſer them together at ſtriſe and contention, Neither knew the Military Tribuns any 
way to take counſel in this caſe, albeit one while they aſſembled the Senate, and another while 
met in private conference with the Nobility, Ihen Appius Claudius, (the nephew or grandſon 
of notorious Appius the Decemvir, created for the making of Laws) the puny of all the counſel 
of the Nobility, made (as it is reported)this ſpeech, and ſaid; © That he wquld impartunto them 
that which he had received by tradition from his anceſtours, to wit, an old deviſe, and appro- ; 
: priate to his houſe, for that his great grandfire Appius Claudius, had ſhewed unto the Nobles 9 
« the only way, to abate and take down the Tribuns power; namely, by the coming between

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After this, tidings came, that the Volſcians and Equians (were ic that the Ciſtle of £1s 
which they held and guarded till, put them into fon ho or their garriſon and eg . 
Vii rugo drave them into anger were up in arms, with all force ready to make war: that the An- 
tiats were the principal and chief in this intended action that their Embaſſadors had ſollicited 
the people of both nations, rebuking their cowardize, tor keeping within their walls, and ſuffe- 
ring the Romans the year before; to forrage and drive booties in their territories, and the garri- 


mn 


ſon of Verrago to be ſurprited and loſt, Moreover, that not only hoſis of armed men were ſent a- 


gainſt chem, but Colonies allo were planted in their frontiers and marches: and that the Romans 
not content to divide their lands and goods among themſelves, had beſtowed upon the Hernicks 
the town Ferentinum, Which they had won from them. Ar theſe ſpeeches they were kindled and 
ſer on fire: and in all places whither they went to ſollicit, the younger ſort and able men in great 
number were levied, So the youth and manhood of all thoſe nations, gathered together to An- 
tium, where they encamped themſelves, and expected the enemy. Which tidings being brought 
to Rome, Cauſed more fear then need was, Afd the Senat preſently (which in all fearful occurents 


was ever their laſt remedy and refuge) gave ordet᷑ that a DiQator ſhould be created, Which thins : 


Julius and Cornelius, two military Tribuns (they ſay) took in great diſpleaſure i nd hereof enſued 
much heart burning and diſſention, whiles the LL. of the Senat of one econ ies in vain of 
their grievarices; That the Tribuns Military would not be ordered by the authority of the Senat: 


and at the laſt had recontſe to theTribuns of the Commons for help:alledging withal, that the very 


Conſuls power upon the like oegaſion had been by their authority overruled and ſet down. And 
the Tribuns ofthe Commons onthe orhet fide, re joycing at the diſcord of the Senators, made an- 
ſwer again; and ſaid, «& That for their parts, they. wete not able to yeeld any ſuccour at all, who 
cc were of no reckoning themſelves, being reputed neither in the toil of Citizens, nor yet ſo much 
ce 25 in the number of men. But if ſo be (ſay they) dignities and honors were communicated to 
« us, then would we provide and take order, that by no pride ofany magiſttate whatſoever, the 
Senats decree ſhould be made fruſtrat and diſanulled. And in the mean whiles, ſeeing the No- 
ce bles were exempt from allreverence of laws, and regard of magiſtrates, let them of themſelves 
ce alſo exerciſe the Tribuns authority if they would, This diſcord falling out ſo- unficly, when ſo 
great war was in hand, occupied and poſſeſſed mens heads a longrime: whiles Juliusand Corneli- 
us one after another, thus reaſoned and diſc6urſed: That ſeeing they themſelves were Captains 
good enough for the conduct of ſuch a war it was not meet , that the honour once beſtowed up- 
on them by the people, ſhould be made void and taken from them. Then Servilius Hala, who 
alſo was a Tribun Military ſpake and faid? I have been ſilent thus long Mt for that I was doubr- 
ce ful in mine opinion, or to ſeek what to ſay (For what good Citizen f quoth he) would have his 
ce advice by himſelf, and go from the publick Councel?) but becauſe I had rather, that my bre- 
6: thren of their own accord ſhould give place to the Senats authority, than to ſufferthe Tribung 
« power to be called for, aglinſt them. And even now al'o, if thecaſe would permit, I could wil- 
ce fiooly giye them time and ſpace to retract their roo roo obſtinat, perverſe and peremptory opi- 
« nion. Bur ſeeing that the neceſſities of war, wait not upon human counſel, 1 will have more re- 
« ſpect and conſideration of the Weal-publick,than of thefavor of my brethren, W her. fore, if the 
cc Senat perſiſt till in chat mind and reſolution of theirs, I will the next night following nominat a 
&« Di&aror, And if any one withſtand me, I will ask no more, than the power and vertue of theSe- 
« nars Act. By which ſpeech ofhis, having won deſerved praiſe and thanks of allmen, he declared 
Publius Cornelius Dictator, and was himſelf by him nominated General of the horſemen. A fingu- 
lar example to teach as many as beheld him and his Collegues;Thar otherwhiles favour and honor 
ſooneſt fall to them that leaſt deſire the ſame. The war was ſmal and nothing memorable :for in 
one eaſie and {light battel were the enemies overthrown and ſlain at Antium:The army upon this 
victory waſted the Volſcians Country, won by force the Caſtle upon the lake Fucinut, and within 
it took three thouſand priſoners: having chaſed all the reſt of the Volſcians within their walls, 
not able to keep their frontiers. The Di ator, after he had performed this war in ſuch ſort, as 
only he might rior ſeem to neglect his wonted fottune but keep it ſtil in ure, returned into the Ci- 
ty with greater felicity than glory, and reſigned up his place. by |

Whom as 
they entred into their territory the Embaſſage ofthe Veientians encountred in the way requeſt- 
ing them not to go forward to /eii, before t —— preſented themſelves to the Senat of - 5

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of Servilins 
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o being thither come, obtained of the Senat, that for as much as the Veientians were at ci- 1 
Mee themſelves, they would not claim any amends at their hands. Lo, how fat 
they were from ſeeking their own vantage by other mens diſtreſs and calamity. Alſo at the Volk 
ſcians hands they ſuſtained damage by loſs of their. garriſon at Ferrage. Bur (ſee what a thing 
it is to ſlack the time) For whereas the ſouldiers beſieged there, by the Volſcians and ſending for 
aid in due time, might have been reſcued if ſpeed had been made, the army which was ſent for 

ſuccour, came too ſhort, and aſter the fray. was ended. Only this ezploit they did: The 
enemies, who aſter their freſn maſſacre committed upon the gariſon, were gone abroad ſtragling 
for to raiſe booties, were by them overtaken aud put to the word. The cauſe of this ſlackneſs 
was imputed to the Senat, rather than the ſoveraign Tribuns:, who becaule intelligence was 1 
given, that they in the garriſon reſiſted and defended themſelves moſt manfully, little conſidered, ; | 
That there is no prowels of man whatſoever, but by valour again it may be overmatched. 3 
Moſt brave and valiant ſouldiers they, that neither whiles they lived, nor aſter death were un- 
The you following, when P. and Cornelius both ſurnamed Coſſus, C. Fabius Ambyſtus and L. 
Valerius Potitus were Tribuns Military in Conſuls authority, began the Veientian war by occaſion 
of a proud and arrogant anſwer returned by the Senat of the Veientians: Who commanded that 
the Embaſſadors which came to claim amends, ſhould take this for their diſpatch: That unleſs 
they departed preſently out of the City and Country, they would ſerve them as Lars Tolumnins 
had done others before, The Senators of Rome hardly could digeſt that: and therefore decreed, K 
that the Military Tribuns ſhould propoſe unto the people as ſpeedily as might be, even the day 
beforeto morrow,concerning proclamation of open war, and ſending defiance to the Veientians, 
Which as ſoon as ever it was noiſed and publiſhed, the younger ſort and men of ſervice,murmur- 
ed and muttered in this manner: That as yet they had not ſully ended the war with the Volſci- 
« ans: that even of late two whole garxiſons were Ioſt, and theirthroats cut, and the forts kept Ri] 
ce with danger and great hazard. There is not (ſay they) a year paſleth over our heads, but one field 
« or other is fought: and as if we had not work and trouble enough already, there was now in- 
ce tended new wat with a moſt mighty nation confining upon us, and which was like enough to 
cc raiſe againſt us all Hetruria. 65 they were forward enough of themſelves to conceive thus, 
ce and utter theſe ſpeeches, ſo the Tribuns of the Commons were not behind to buzze more mar- 1 
tc ters into their heads, and ſer all on a light fire: Who gave out ſtill, That when all was done, the 
ce greateſt warring was between the Nobles and Commons: and that the Commons on purpoſe | 
ccwere to be toiled out ith travel or watfare, and expoſed to theenemies for to be murdered : d 
& and that they were to be kept far off from the Ciry , and as it were confined and ſent out ofthe | 
« way : leſt by being quiet at home, and minding theit freedom apd Colonies, they ſhould conuj- 
( ſult and deviſe, both how to diſpoſe of the common grounds, ang to give their voices freely, . 
cc And ever as they could meet with any old beaten ſouldiers, they would. hold them with talk, 
tc take them by their hands, reckon up how many years they had done ſervice in war, fallt tel? 
« ling of their gaſbes and ſcars, * what whole place they had leſt in their bodies to 
ce receive new wounds, and what blood was behind to ſpend and ſhed, in the quarrel of the M 
“Common - wealth? When as by iterating theſe and ſuch like ſpeeches, both in their private'talk _ 
and conference, and alſo other whiles in their publick aſſemblies, they had turned clean away the 
hearts of the Commonalty from taking war in hand: the foreſaid AR propounded, was pur off 
until a farther day, and lay ſtill for the time. Which no doubt, had been nipt in the head, and ne- 
ver would have paſſed farther, incaſe it had been referred and ſubject to the hard opinion and 
conceit of men, as then they ſtood affected. In the mean whiles agreed it was, that the military 
Tribuns ſhould conduct an army into the Volſcians country. Cn. Cornelius alone was left at Rome, 
The three Tribuns, after that they perceived the Volſcians in no place encamped, and nothing 
minded to try a battel, parted Nd + three ways to waſte and forrage the frontires, Valerius 
he marched to Antium, Cornelius to Ecetre. And every way as they went, they ſpoiled all before N 
them, both houſe and field, and all ro amuſe & keep the Volſcians occupied that way, But Fabius 
without any forraging at all, came directly to aſſault Anæur, which was the ſervice moſt defired, 
Now Anxar was that, which at this day is called Tarracino, a City ſeated upon mariſhes. And on 
that fide Pabius made ſhew of aſſault. But there were four cohorts under the leading of C. Servili- 
us Hala ſent out to fetch a compaſs: who having gained the hill that over · looketh and comman- 
deth the town, from that higher ground, with a mighty ſhout and outcry aſſailed the wall, where 
it wasdisfurniſhed of guard to defend it. At which ſudden alarm, they were amazed who manned 
the wall of the baſe town againſt Fabius: and ſuffered them to ſer ladders to, and to ſcale, By 
which means every place was full of enemies, And upon the walls for a good while there was no- 
thing bur killing, as well thoſe that fled, as thoſe that reſiſted armed and unarmed, one with ano- Q 
cher, So that, albeit they were too weak, yet forced were they to fight: becauſe in yeelding rhi 
ſaw no way but one. But upon proclamation once made, that none but armed men ſhould bekil , 
all the muſtitude beſides willingly were diſarmed. Of which number there were upon 2500. 
taken alive. From the ſaccage Fabius kept the ſouldiers, until his Colleagues were come: ſay- 
ing. that Anxur was taken as well 11 armies, which had driven away the reſt ofthe Volſci- 
ans from the r of that place, as by themſelvs. Who being come, the three armies jointly ran- 
ſacked it, & hadThe pillage for their labor of that rich town, that had gathered wealth a long = |

mons and Nobles together. Ovef and behdes this munificence of che Rulers, the Nobles alſo be- 
gan in a moſt happy hour to be liberal une e multitude.

City chamber; whereas before that.thilne/every man in that ſervice had born his own charges. 


Never was there any thing, by report, ſo joyſully accepted ofthe Commons: who ran by heaps 


together to the Councel hauſe: took the Senators by the hands as they came forch, and ſaid, 


They were now truly called Patres i. Fathers, cohfeſſing that now the day was come. that inj the 
ce quarrel of ſo bounteous a City, there: was no man would ſo long as his breath latied, ſpate ei- 
ether limb or life. Seeing that this commod ity they ſhould have to help them, namely, that du- 


« weal, their private eſtate : ſhoyld ſtand at one yet, and not decay. And foraſmuch as it came of 
e themſelves; and never moved by any of the Tribuns of the Commons, nor called for and cra- 
< ved importunatly, by their importune ſpeeches ; that was it, that multiplied their joy, and made 
« the boon it ſelf much more acceptable. But the I ribuns of the Commons ( who only had 
ci not their part inthis common joy and concord of all States) came in with their opinion, and 
« ſaid, that it wouid not prove ſo joyous and happy to the Nobles all in general, as they ſuppoſed: 


t that this coutſe and order taken, was at the firit fight; better then it would be found in the pra- 
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« &iſe and execution. For how could that money poſſibly be made and raiſed, but by lerying a.tri- 
ce bure ot payment of the people? they were therefore liberal; but of other mens purſes, But 
<« admit, ox ſay. that the reſt would bear it, yet choſe neither could nor would endure it, who 
« were paſt war-ſervice, and lived upon their genſons and annual ſalary: who would grudge and 
« tepine, that others · hereafter ſhould ſerve in war for more gain then they had in their time 
cc dope; who having been charged with the pay of their own ſervice, ſhould now again be 

« to contribute to the wages of others. With theſe words they moved part of the Commonaliy. 
Laſt of all; when there was a levy exacted, the Tribuns alſo proclamed, That they would bear as 
many out, as would not contribute to the ſouldiers pay. The Nobles continued Rill to maintain 
that which they had ſo well begun, and were the firſt that opened their purſe, and for that as 
yet they hʒd no filver coin, ſome of them carried groſs pieces of braſs in Wains to the treaſure 
houſe, and made a goodly ſhew of Contribution. When as the Nobles had. moſt faithſully paid 
according to the rate of their wealth: the chief of the Commons alſo, friends of the Nobility, as 
it was afore agreed, began to lay their penny to theirs: whom when the common ſort ſaw both 
to be commended ofthe Nobles, and to be admired and reverenced of the ſouldiers as ood Citi- 


zens: they all upon a ſudden, refuſing the Tribuns aſſiſtance, began to ſtrive who ſhould pay firſt, 


And the dec ree or act being once paſſed, of proclaming war againſt the Veientians, the new Tri- 
buns Military led an army to Veios, conſiſting much upon voluntary ſouldiers.

to deny the Veientians their aid, ſo long as pr Wed governed under a King, This decree was 
ſuppreſſed and not ſpoken of at ci for fear of the King, who would accompred him chat ſhould 


repott ſuch rumor, for a ſower of ſeditioh, rather then an author of news. The Romans, albeit o 


they heard thut all was quiet from Herrayia, yerbecauſe they wete advertiſed that in all the Pi- 


ets and Councels of xhat Nation, the queſtion was onf6or and much debated, made their fottifl⸗ 


cations at Vi, ſo as they ſtood two wayes: ſome looked towards the City againſt all ſallies and 
eruptions ofthe townſmen : others roten Hetraria, to ſtop all ſuccouts that haply might come 


from thence. But the Roman Caprains dving greater hope in long ſiege, then in quick aſſault,

began to build wintring harbours (a ſtrange thing to Roman bude Their intent was all

winter time to keep continual war. Which after it was told at Rome to the Tribuns of the 
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| & Commons(whonow a long time _—_ find no matter and occaſion of troubles and altera- 


tion) they leapt forth into the aſſembly & the people, ſounding and ſolliciting the minds of the 
Commons, and often ſaying, That this was the only matter, why a ſet pay Was appointed 
** for the ſouldiers: and that they were not ignorant; I hat the giſts of enemies would prove to be 
„ belmeared with poiſon: That the freedom ofthe Commons was bought and ſold: That their 
** young men were ſent away far off, and as it were baniſhed from the City and Common - wealth, 
* 10 that now they had not ſo much ſpate time as winter, nor any ſeaſon elſe of the year fot to vi- 
© fit home and lee unto their eſtate. What think ye (ſay they) is the cauſe of continuing this 
< warfare? No other verily ſhouldthey find it but this, leſt by reaſon of the frequent number of 
B © rhoſe young men, in whom the whole ſtrength of the Commonalty confifted; there might be 

ce ſomething dealt in, and effected, concerning their commodities. Orer and beſides they com- 


ce plained how they were much more hardly uſed, then the Veientians. For as for them, they ſpent- +» 


«the winter within their owmhouſes, defending their City, fortified both with goodly walls, and 
« alſo by natural ſituation of the place: but the Roman ſouldiers abode by it-({1ll in labour and 
travel, ſhrouded under boeths-of poor hides, overwhelmed with ſno ws and froſts, not la y- 
« ing away their harneſs and weapons, ſo much as in winter:the ordinary time of teſt from all wars 
both by ſea and land. This manner of hard bondage, neither the Kings, nor thoſe proud and 
ce imperious Conſuls (before the Tribuns authority was ordained to take them downJnor yet the 
« Lordly: ruling Dictator, nor the inſolent and unſupportable Decemvirs, ever enjoined ; thus td 
C « dwell in continual ſouldiery, as theſe Tribuns Military do: who ezerciſe upon the Com- 
cee mons of Rome, an abiolute and kingly authority. What would they do another day, when 
** they were Conſuls or Dictators indeed, who how but repreſenting only the Conſuls govern- 
cemen (as Vice · Conſuls) are ſo cruel and unreaſonable? But we are well enough ſerved, and juſt- 
te ly have deſerved no leſs. For that there was not ſo much as one place for a Commoner amongſt 
cc eight Tribuns, Afore time, the Nobles were wont with much labour and coil, ro fill but three 
< rooms: and now they go eight in a rank together, to obtain all charges and dignities of 
« State and Government: and in that throng, a Commoner cannot have a place amongſt them, 
« to put his Colleagues in mind F if he did nothing elſe) that they that go to wariare were free- 
E men yet, and Citizens with them, and not bondſla ver. Who in winter at the leaſt, ought to 
D <« be brought again to their houſes and homes, and once a year viſit their loving parents, their 
« ſweer children, and beſt beloved wives: to make ſomeuſe of their liberty, and chuſe their 
cc Magiſtrates: Theſe and ſuch like ſpeeches; whileſt they broadly uttered and multiplied, they 
met at length with an adverſary that was able to match them; Appia Claudius, leſt Br chepur- 
poſe at home by his brerhren in office, to reſttainthe Tfibuns ſeditlons: a mah ever from his 
tender youth trained vp in the broils and contentions of the Commons. Who certain years be- 
fore (as we have ſaid) gave ſhrewd and unhappy counſel to diſſol e and put down the Tribuns 
authority, by the contradiction and inhibition of their own Colleagues. This man being not 
only in wit prompt and ready, bur alfo exerciſed by long practice, made at that time this or ſuch 
like ſpeech; If ever doubt were made, O Quirits, whether the Tribuns of the Commonalty have 


E ls for love of your good or their own particular vantage, been always the authors and beginners 


* ofdiſcord and diſſention, this year I know aſſuredly, ye need no more Rand in doubt. And 
ce as I re joice ye are at length come to an end of this your long wandring, ſo I congratulate 
both you, and the Common-weal for your ſake, that this error is cleared, and eſpecially in the 
« midſt of your proſperity. Is there any man maketh queſtion now, that the Tribunes of the 
Commons were not offended, nor took ſnuff ſo much at the injuries at your handsreceived 
<« (if haply there have ſometimes been any) as at the bounty of the Nobles, towards the Com- 
&« mons, in allowing pay to thoſethat ſerve in war? What think ye elſe either they feared then, or 
<« would at this day diſturb and diſquiet: but only the concord and agrerment of the States? Which 
ce they ſuppoſe tendeth moſt; and is ſufficient, to aboliſh and overthrow the Tribuns authority. 
FC And verily, as naughty Artiſans or lewd keches, ſeek for work till, and would be ever doing:

« that to the repair and cure thereof, they might be ever ſent for and emploied. Fo whether do ye 


<« (and ſpeak truth) maintain dr impugne the commonalty? Are you the adverſaries or the advo- 
« cates of them that ſerve in the wars ? Unleſs pet adventure this be your ſaying, Whatſoever the 
Nobles do, it miſlikech us, be it for the good of the common people, or to the prejudice and 
* dammage. And even as maſters forhid-their own ſervants and ſlaves, to have any dealing at all 


& with fitangers, and think it meet and reaſon, that they medle neither hot nor cold with them: 


t even ſo fore warn ye the Nobles from all commerce and entefcourſe with the Commons: to 
E the end, chat neither we by our courteſie and liberalitie, ſnould allure and win them; nor they 


G6 again become dutiſul and obeiſant to us. How much more ought youll pray you) if there were 


« any ſpark (Iſay not) ofcivilirie, but of common huniaritie and good nature inyon, rather xo 
cc favour, and as much as lieth in you, foſter and cheriſh, as wellchegracious kindneſs of the No- 
<< bles, as the willing ſervice and obedience ofthe Commons? Which! accotd, if it were perpe- 
' ©tual,who would not undertake to warrant, that this Seignory and Empire, withina whileighe 

prove the mightieſt and moſt renowned of all:thioſe States that border hard upon our confines ? 


& As for this purpoſe intended and plot deviſed by my Colleapnes;whereby they would not have

Seven times already have rebelled: In peace 
ce never were they true. Our Country have they ſpoiled and waſted a thouſand times. The Fide- 
« natsthey have cauſed to revolt from us. Our inhabitants there by us placed, they have lain: and 
cc againſt all law of nations they were the principal inſtruments of that unworthy and unhuman 
et murder of our Embaſladors, All Hetraria would they have raiſed up us, and at this day

were lain: becauſe that all ofthem (beſides thoſe that were ſick) found themſelves occupied and 
traded all the country over, and in the Cities adjoining, like to lawleſs lackies tharfollow the 
amp, Neither was there better ſucceſs at Veii, wherein reſted the chief care now, of all their 
publick affairs. For not only the Roman Captains were more angred one at an other, than cou- 
ragious againſt the enemy: but alſo the forces of the enemies were encreaſed by the ſuddencom- 
ming of the Captains and the Falſcii. Whichrwo nations of Hetruria, becauſe they inhabited 


next, ſuppoſing when Veii ſliould be forced and loſt, that their turn would be next to be war- 


ted upon by the Romans: and the Faliſcians beſides, upon a ſpecial grudge and old quarrel of o 
their own, for that aforetime in the Fidenat war, they had intermedled and interefled them- 


| ſelves, ſent their Embaſſadors to and fro, and by binding themſelves by a ſolemn oath one to 
che other, came unlooked for wich their power to ii. And by chance they aſſailed that ſide

A the Romans iflailed on both fides. And whiles they ran together up and down, and turned their 
efſigns every way, and could hatdly keep the Veientians within the ſirengeh of their fortreſſe, 
nor yer repulſe che violence from their own fortifications and-rampatts, and defend themſelves 
from rheir forraign enemies behind: their onely hope was to have help from the greater leagyer : 
that the legiohs in ory places might make head, ſome againſt the Capenats and the Faliſci, o- 
thers againſt the ſally of the townſmen, But Virginius had the charge of that main camp, one 
that bare a privat grudge and inward malice againſt Sergius, and was bated again of him, This 
man, when word was brought that moſt ofthe Fabricks and bulwarks were aſſaulted, that the 
ramparts and trenches were won, and that the enemies on both ſides charged luſtily, kept his 
Da eee that if there were, any need of help, his Colleague 
ſhould ſend unto him, if he would, An he for his part was not ſo arrogant and inſolent, but the 
other was as peeviſh and wilſul. Who becauſe he would not ſeem to ſeek unto his adverſary, 
nor craveaid at his hand, choſe rather to be vanquiſhed of his enemy, than to overcome him by 
help of a fellow - Citizen. Thus between them for a good while the poor ſouldiers went to wrack, 
and were ſlain. At the laſt, forſaking their ramparts, 2 very ſew of them eſcaped into the maine 
camp. But the molt part, with Sergius bimſelf, went through to Rome. Where when he had 
laid all che fault upon his felloiv in government, it was choughe good that Virginia ſhould be 
ſent For but of the camp: and that in the mean while their Depurie, and Lieutenants ſhould com- 
mand the forces, Heretipon was the matter debated in the Senat, and che to Tribuns kept a 
'C taunting and teviling: 4510 many hard tearms were dealt between them. eee ber 
rendered the common ut took part either with the one or the other, as each of them were 


fancied and beloved. Howbe the LL. of the Senat thought good, howſoe ver that ſo ſhameful 
chance hapned either through the default, or unlucky fortune o the Captaing not to expe& the or- 
dinary full rime of the election, but that preſently there ſhould be new Taibün military created, 
to enter into their office on the * Calends of OAober.

ward. Then C. Servilius Hala,a Military abe up and ſaid, ( As for you and your threats, 
5e O ye Tribuns of the Commons, in good faith Iwould gladly ſee once, that there were no more 
et power and authority in theſe here, then will and ſtomack in you. But who ſeeth not thatthere 
«is nofriving againſt the authority of the Senat ? And therefore hold ye content: and forbear

« uttermoſt, ſo that after they have brought home with them their bodies overtoyled with travel, 
« weakned with wounds, and laſt of all, waſted and ſpent with age: and finding all things at 
« home unhusbanded by reaſon of the long obſence ot the maſters and owners, they mult be fain 
cc to pay tribute even oùt oftheir poor decayed quick Rock, and repay again with great uſury to 
ce the Common - wealth, their wages received in war, as it were upon intereſt. 

Between the muſters of one fide, and the levy of ſouldiers pay on the other ſide, and their minds 
occupied about greater affairs, at the election of Tribuns of Commons, the number could not 
fully be made up: Whereupon there was great labour made, that into the rooms that were void, 
there ſhould be ſome of the Nobility taken in and admitted, When that could not be obtained, yet 
to impeach and overthrow * the I 1 — law, it was effected or brought to paſs that they ſhould 
aſſume unto them for Tribuns of the Commons, C. Lacerius, and Marcus Aitilius, by the might 


of the Commons, who would ſeem to undertake the patronage and defence of the Law Trebonia, 
and diſcharge it as a duty to that name and houſe belonging. He ſpake aloud and ſaid, © Thar 
« whereas the Tribuns Military had won that, whereof ſome of the Nobles had born the repulſe

ce monalty were taken into their fellows, not by ſuffrages and free voices of the people, but by the 
“ rule and commandment of the Nobles: and that the matter was come to that paſs, that either K 
© Noble men, or their favourites and followers were to become Tribunes ofthe Commons: that 
t their ſacred laws were taken from them perforce, and the Tribuns authority wrefied from out 
cc of their hands by violence: all theſe inconveniencies he complained to have hapned through 
ce the fraudulent practiſe of the Nobles : and the miſchievous lewdneſs and treachery of his own 
|< companions in office. Thus whiles there grew great heart burning among them, and chat not 
the Nobles only, but alſo the Tribuns of the Commons, as well they, which were elected, as they 
that were electors, were hardly thought of by the people: Then three of the Company, P. Ca- 
riatins, M. Metilins, and Minmtinsfearing ſome ſhrewd turn, like to fall upon Sergius and Virgi- 
nius, (the Tribuns military ofthe former year) and by ſerving proceſs, giving them a day to an- 


ſwer, turned from themſelves the anger and diſpleaſure of the Commons, upon thoſe two perſons: 4, . 
publiſhing openly, That whoſoever were grie ved for the muſters and the Tribute, whoſoe- 


e vex thought the war long, and the continual ſouldiery tedious, whoſoever ſorrowed for the 
ce dammage and diſcomfiture received at Vi, whoſoever for the loſs of their Children, Bre- 
« thren, Kins folk, or any of their alliance had heavy and mouruful houſes: to them they offered 
ce liberty and power to vent their publick and privat grief, upon theſe two guilty perſons and of- 
 « fenders, Sergius and Virginius, the very cauſes of allthe miſchiefs and calamities that were hap- 
«ned, For why ?the adverſary charged them with no more then was confeſſed by the very par- 
« ties : who finding themſelves both faulry, laid the blame one upon the other: whiles/irginins 
c reproached Sergius with running away, and Sergius laid treaſon to Virginius his charge, in that 
ce he denied his help in time of need, For to ſay they were both of them ſo inconſiderate and M 
< fooliſh only, were to ſpeak beyond all compaſs of belief, But much more likely it was, that 
there was ſome packing rather, and that the matter was contrived, and practiſed of ſet pur- 
ce poſe, and by an ordinary and common fraudulent plot of the Patritii. By whoſe means both 


s at the firſt the Veientians gat opportunity to fire their works, thereby to draw ont and pro- 


long the war, and alſo now the army was bought and ſold, and the Roman camp betrayed to 
ce the Faliſci. And all this to no other end, but that the youth and flower of the City might wax 
« old at Veii, and that the Tribuns might not propoſe and conſult with the people about the di- 
«tribution of lands, or any other commodities of the poor Commons, or in frequent and full 
co afſembly of Citizens intend and follow their publick actions, and withſtand the conſpiracy , 
« the Gentry and Nobles, Moreover there is already (ſay they) a prejudice paſſed againſt theſe N * 
« offenders, both by the Senat and people of Rome, and alſo by their Colleagues; For asthey .. 
ce were diſplaced ang depoſed from their office, by an Act of the Senat: ſo when they refuſedro © 
« oive over, they were for fear ofa Dictator forced by their own companions to reſign up their 
government: and the people of Rome had created other Tribuns military to enter into their

« lends of October: as who would ſay, the Common-wealth had nor been able to ſtand any lon- 

ce ger, if theſe men had remained ſtill in place. And yer for all this, theſe perſons thus convicted 
and fore condemned by ſo many prejudices, come now to be judged of the people: thinking 
* they are ſufficiently quit, and diſcharged, yea, and have ſuffered puniſhment enough, in that 
ce they were two months ſooner then ordinary, made private perſons; and perceive not, that Q 
< thereby was taken from them the power only to do any harm, and no puniſhment inflicted up- 
con them. For as much as, eventheir very Colleagues, who had not offended, were likewiſe 
& diſcharged as well as they; Let the Quirites therefore and people of Rowe, take that heart to 
«them again, which they had upon the late overthrow,freſh and bleeding new, when they be- 
< held the army running in fearful flight, ſore wounded and agaſt, arriving at the gates, bla- 


ce ming no fortune, nor any of the gods, but only theſe their two brave leaders. And as forus, | 


ce we know aſſuredly that there is not one of all them here preſently aſſembled, who that a : 
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© Sergias, Neither is it convenient, that upon whom, erewhile every man prayed that the anget 
and vengeance of God would light — them now when ce bock ain ought, they 
< ſhould not entend their full power with rigour. Since that even the very gods never lay hand 
< themſelves upon ſinners and offenders: but ĩt ſufficeth that they arm the wronged and oppreſ- 
<« ſed perſons with means and opportunity of revenge. The Commons upon theſe ſpeeches mo- 
c ved with indignation, condemned theſe two offenders in 100 00. brazen Aſſes a piece: not- 
withſtanding that — pleaded for himſeli, blamed the common fortune of war, and laid all 
upon fortune: and 4 beſought them (but both in vain) that he might not be more un- 
B happy, and ſpeed worſeat home, than abroad in war. Thus the peoples wrath being div erted 
upon theſe two, obſcured and darkned the remembrance both of the aſſumption and admitting 


of the Tribuns aforeſaid, and of deluding and diſanulling the Law 7 rebonia. The Tribuns thus 


having got the upper hand, to the end that the Commonalty might have a preſent reward for A- 
warding this doom, publiſh the Law Agraria, and forbidthe levying of rhe Subſidy for ſouldi- 
ers pay e ſeeing there was need of pay fot ſo many armies: and ſped ſo well they had, in the ma- 
naging of warfare, as they were like to come to an end, withont any warring at all. Por at Veit 
the petycamp which was loſt. being recovered again, was fortified with ſtrong bulwarks, and fur- 
niſhed with good guards. The Tribuns Military, A. Eunlius and Q. Fabius, had the char 


A / ſed not in his heart and deteſted the head, the houſe, and whole eſtate of L. Virginius, und A.

there. Andas for M. Fuuius in the Faliſcati; and Cx, Corneliut in the Capenat Country, they couſd. 


C meet with none enemies without their town walls. But they drave away booties, and waſted their 
marches, by firing their villages and their corn : but as for their towns, they neither aſſaultecꝭ no 
beſieged them. But in the Volſcian country, after their territory was waſted, Aux ur alſo wis 
aſſaulted (but in vain) for that ir was ſituate on high. Whereupon Valerius Hotitus, who had the 
charge of that province, ſeeing that force would not prevail, began by trench and. rampart to lay 
ſiege to it, and inveſt it round, The affairs of war abroad ſtanding in theſe rearms; there aroſe 
domeſtical ſtrife and ſedition at home: and the ſame was followed more earneſtly and with greater 
ado, than the wars were managed without. And when by reaſon of the Tribuns there could no 


ſubſidies and exactions be gathered, nor money for ſouldiers pay ſent to the Generals, and tllat 


the ſouldiers called onthem hard, and were haſty fot their wages: the camp alſo had like to have 
D been troubled and infected with the contagion of thoſe civil mutinies, During theſe hears and at- 
gry fits of the Commons againſt the Nobles, albeit the Tribuns of the #1 le ſaid, That now the 
time was come of eſtabliſhing their freedom, and tranſlating the ehiefeſt dignity from the Sergii 
and /irginii, tothe Commoners, ſuch as were men of valour and action: Yer they prevailed no 
more then thus, that one only ofthe Commonalty, (as it were to makeentrie and take poſſeſſion 
in the right of that dignity to wit, P. LicininsCalogs,ſhould be created Tribun Military wich Con- 
ſuls authority: the reit were all of the Nobilicy, Pub, Manlius, and P. Tirinius, P. Aelius, L. Furia: 
Medullings, and L. Popilins Volſcus, The very Commons themſelves marvelled that they had ob- 
tained ſo great a thing, and not he only who was created, a man that aforetime had never been 
in place, and born no magiſtracy, yet anancient Councellor of State, an elderly perfon, and well 
E ſlept in years. Neither as yet is it for certain known, why he firſt and above all others was coun- 
ted a meet man to have hanſel, or make eſſay of this new dignity and promotion. Some think, 
that for his brother Cn. Cornelius his ſake, who had been the year afore a Tribun Military, and 
had given to the horſemen triple pay, he was through favour drawn in, and called to ſo great ho- 
nour. Others, for that himſelf had picked out a convenient time, and made a plauſible Oration, 
that both Nobles and Commons liked very 1 agreement and unity ofthe States. 
The Tribuns of the Commons rejoicing highly for this their victory in the Election, remitted 
and called in the Inhibition of the ſubſidy ox impoſition aforeſaid; the thing that moſt of all pre- 
judiced che ſervice of the Common · wealth. By means whereof paiment was made in all dutiſul 
obedience, and ſent it was unto the army. Then within ſhort time was Anxur (in the Volſcians 
F Conntry) recovered: by occaſion that on a feſtival holy day, the watch and ward of the City was 
neglected. This was a year notableand famous for the cold and ſnowy winter, ſo as the high ways 
were choaked up, and Tyberis was unnavigable 3 Howbeit, by reaſon of proviſion brought in a» 
forehand, the price of corn aroſe not. Andfor becanſe P. Licinius, as he entred his government. 
without any troubles, and with greater joy and contentment ofthe Commons thanindignation 
of the Nebler 8 alſo ruled and executed it all the year long accordingly : therefore their teeth 
watered at the next election alſo, to make Tribuns military of their own body. Only MA. Veturi- 
ut, of all the Nobility that ſtood in ſuit for the diguity, had a place among them. But as for the o- 
ther Tribuns Military in Conſular authority, all the Centuries in a manner choſe Commoners, to 
wit, L. Titinins, P. Menenins Racilins, Cn. Genutius, and L. Artilius. a | 
G After this hard Winter, either by reaſon of a diſtemperature and diſpoſition of the weather, 
ſuddenly changed to a contrary, or upon ſome other hidden and unknown caule; there followed 
preſently a contagious and dangerous ſummer, by occaſion of a peſtilence, noiſom to all kind of 
living creatures. Of which incurable malady, when as neither the reaſon could be found, nor 
any end thereof ſeen, the Books of Sibylla, were by a decree ot the Senat peruſed: and Duumvirs 
appointed for Divine Rites and Ceremonies, by celebrating a Lectiſtern (then firſt inſtituted in 
the City of Rome) to appeaſe and pacifie Apollo, Latona, and Diana, Hercules, Mercury and Nep>. 
tune; feaſted them(as it were) for the ſpace of eight days together, & fox that purpoſe they ſet Naw :

through the City ftood wide opemal ſorts of viands were ſet out abroad to be uſed in common: 


time poſſibly deviſed. Which ſolemnity was privatly alſo performed; All the gates and doors 


open houſe kept for all comers, one with another, as well unknown ſtrangers as their acquain- 
tance, with all friendly welcom, and entertainment. Kindly, and courteouſly would they talk and 
deviſe, even with their adverſaries : all chiding and brauling was laid afrde and put under foot. 
The priſoners alſo for that time were enlarged, yea, and conſcience: made afterwards, that any 
ſhould be laid or kept in irons, unto whom the gods had vouchſafed that gracious meed. 

But all this while much trouble there was, — many alarms before Vi, by reaſon that three 
wars were joyned now in one. For when as all at once the Capenats and the Faliſci came (in ma- 1 
ner as afore, about the fortifications and trenches ofthe Romans for to reſcue the beſie ey 
ſt help 


ving conducted by a neerer way, theirforces from the greater camp (which before lay Gil and 
would not come to ſuccour) they ſet upon the * ow backs, as they turned againſt the ram- 

e ethe-Faliſci alſo afraid : in which affright of 
theirs they ſuddenly ſallied out ef the leſſer hold, in ſo good time that they forced the enemies to 
turn their backs, all quaking for ſear, And having got the upper hand, they followed the train 
of the victory, and in the chale made a very great ſlaughter and deſtruction of them. And not long 


after, the fotragets that waſted the land of the Capenats, as they ranged abroad here and there, K 


encountred the reſidue and remnant of this battel, as if tortune of purpoſe had preſented them to 
their hands, and ſwept them up clean. Alſo many of the Veientians as they fled back into the Ci- 
ty, were cut in pieces before their = gates: whiles they within for ſear leſt the Romans at once 
bone ruſh in, made the gates faſt and ſo ſhut out the hindmoſt of their own men. Theſe were 
the atchievances of this year. W N 
And now approached the Election of the Tribuns military, whereof the nobles had in a man- 
ner a great care then of the war: as who ſaw now that the ſovexaign rule was not only parted 
with tbe Commonalty, but welneer on their own behalf quite loſt. Therefore albeit of ſer pur - 
poſe they had prepared moſt noble and excellent men to ſtand in ſuĩt, whom to paſs by and let ſlip , 
they thought the people would have been aſhamed : yet nevertheleſs they themſelves (as if they . 
had been the parties that ſtood)trĩied every way, and not only ſought the help ofmen, but alſocra- 
vedir at the hands of the gods: making it great ſcruple and a matter of Conſcience J alledging 
that the elections for two years palt were not — to the wil of God: as appeared by this, 
ſay they, that in the former year there was an intollerable winter, and ſuch as portended ſome 
heavy judgements from above; how alſo the year following, there were no ptodigious tokens 
ſhewed atorehand,bur even the very events and effects thereof, were ſeen and felt: namely, the 
ſilence both in Country and City, through the very indignation, no doubt, of the gods, for that 
in the fatal Books of Sibylla it was found out, that they ought to have been paciſied, for the di- 
vercing away of that peſtilent influence, As ifin thoſe ſolemn aſſemblies which ought in the name 


of the gods & religiouſly to be held, che gods thought ir an indignationand unſeemly thing, that x 


the honour ible offices of ſtate ſhould be made common: no diſtinction of degrees, no difference 
of horſes obſer red, but all confuſed and ſhuffled together. The people therefore being driven into 
amaze, not only in regard of the Majeſty and Dignity of thoſe that were competitors, but alſo of 
a very remorſe of conſcience, choſe for Tribuns military in Coff,authority.all of the Nobility:and 
a good part of them, the moſt honorable perſonages of the reſt, to wit, L. Valerius Potitus the firſt 
time, A. Valeriut Maximus, M. Furius Camillus the third time, L. Furius Medullinus the third 
tim e, Quintins Servilius Fidenas the ſecond time, Quintus Sulpitius Camerinus the ſecond time. 
Howbeit in this year no great exploit worthy ofrecord, was performed at Vi under theſe Tri- 
buns, All the ſervice that was, conſiſted in forraging and waſting, The two Lord Generals raiſed 


huge booties, to wit, Potitus from Falerii, Ca nillus from Cazena: leaving behind them nothing N 


whole and untouched, that might be ſpoiledby fire or ſword, In this mean time,many fearful pro- 
digious tokens were reported, the moſt part whereof were ſlenderly credited, for chat of each 
there was but one only author: and becauſe there were no ſoothſayers,by whom they might make 
procuration therefore (ſince that the Tuſcans were now profeſſed enemies)they were altogether 
neglected. But one eſpecially there was, which all men had an eye and regard unto,” namely, for 
that a certain pool within the Alban forreſt, without extraordinary rain from above, or any other 
occaſion which might make the thing ſeem leſs miraculous and wonderſul, was riſen unto an un- 
uſual height. | Cerrain Orators therefore were ſentto the Oracle of Delphi, to know what the 
gods foreſignified by that prodigious token, Bur they, as god would, met with an interpreter of 


the Deſtinies neerer home, to wit, an ancient Veientian, Who (upon a time. when as the ſouldi- O 
ers, both of the Romans and Tuſcans, let fly one at the other taunts and ſcoffs from their ſtations 


and guards) thus ſpake in prophetical wiſe: That until the water were drained and let out ofthe 
Alban poole, the Romans ſhould never be maſters of the town of Veii. Which ſaying of his was 


at the firſt contemned as a ſooliſh word raſhly let fall from him: but after, it began to be much 


talked of, ſo long, until a certain Roman ſouldier from out of his ward, enquired: of a towns- 
man that warded next unto him (for now by reaſon of long war they had entercourſe of ſpeech 
one with another) hat he was who had caſt our ſuch an ambiguous riddle of the Alban Tag ? 
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A fright at the laſt alarm, were fled from Veli: and taught his bovldiers not to fear their enemies 


moſt, but likewiſe to ſtand in awe of their own Commander. And after he had publiſhed to take 


maſters upon a certain day, bimſelf in the mean while rode poſt to Veli, there to encourage the 
hearts ofthe ſouldiers. From thence he returned to Rowe, fot to levy a new army : and there was 
not one that refuſed to ſerve under his ſtandard, For even the youth of the forrainers both Latios 


and Hernicks,came & offered their ſervice in that war, Unto whom, when as the DAator had in the 


Senat houſe ye elded thanks, and that 108 now were in ſufficient readinels, by a deeree of 
the Senat he made avow, that when be had woh Fei, he wonld incont inently celebrat the great 
games, and reediſie and conſeerat anew, the Temple to dame Matuta, which atore time bad been 
B dedicated by King Ser vin, T afins, Thus when he was gone forthifrom the City, and bis army oi 
foot, with greater T. of the people then hope . firſt he fought a field with the Faliſcians 
and Capenats in the notry of et, [called at this day Nepe) where he ordered all the exploits 
with as great diſcretion an policy as might be 7 and as it commonly falleth out he ſped as well 
and fortune favoured his deſignes. He not only defeated his enemies in batell, but alſo drave 
them ont of the field, and gained a huge booty, whercof the greateſt part came to the Treaſurer 
his coffers ; and ſomewhat (though not much Jwas given to the ſouldiers. From thence he march- 
ed with bis armour to Vi, and there he cauſed more ſconces and baſtillons to be made, and to ſtand 
thicker together. And having made proclamation, that none ſhould fight without ſ peciall com- 
mandment, he withdrew the louldiers to the maki 


the Caſtle of the enemies. And to the end that this work ſhould not be intermitted, nor yet the 
continual labour ſtill under the ground might over-toil them: he divided the pioners into fix parts, 


and each of them wrought ſix hours {age by turns, lo that both night and day, theypever gave 


over before they had wrought a way tothe Caſtle, The Dictator ſeciog now the victory as it were 
in his bands, and a moſt rich City ready td he taken, and that there was like to be ſuch faccage, 28 


never had been the like in all the wars Fo together fore time: leſt that he might incur either any - 


mutioy and anger of the ſouldiers in pinching and ſcant parting of the pillage, or diſpleaſure and 
Jiſcontentment of the Rulers and Nobles of Rome, by ſo prodigall a largeſſe in ſhzring all; . diſ- 
D patched his letters to the Senat, to this effect, That thberas by the goodneſſe of the immortal 
« Gods, his owu policy and direction, andthe travell of his ſouldiers, the City Vi was now in 
& 1 manet at bis devotion ; what they would adviſe, ſhould be done with the rich ſpoils thereof. 
There were two divers options that mightily diſtracted the Senatithe one of the old P. Licimws, 
Whole miod being asked of bis ſoo, ſpake firſt (by report) and ſaid: that his opinion was, there 
ſhoald a proclamation be publiſhed abroad among the people, that whoſoever would be parts- 
ker of the booty, ſhould go to the Leaguer before Pei. The other of A5. Claudius, who findin 
fault with this gew,prodigall,unequall,and undiſcreet largeſſe, in that they thought it unlawful — 
upfit, that the treaſure pot ofthe enemies ſhould come once at leaſt wiſe to the common parſe of 
the City, which had been emptiedfo often by reaſon of wars: was of advice, © That the ſoul- 
E (e Jiers ſhould bays their pay put of it, that te Commons thereby might be caſed, in the 
«charges of the ſubſidy levied of them. : for ſo ſhould every mans bouſe equally feel the ſo-

* dy now of rifling, and ho would bo fingering of Pillage, ſhould not pluck from the hard y 
i warriors their. due rewards, For as much is it is alually ſeen, that as the valianceſt man

vance of the peril intended towards them from the undermining . The Veientians little knowing that 


they were betrayed, partly by their own prophets, and party by the Oracles abrosd, and that ſome 
of their gods were invited and bidden to part of the ſpoil andiaccage, and other by yowes and 
praiers trained and called out of their own city ; began to look after the temples of their enemies 
& their new habitations: little weening that this was their laſt day, & fearing nothi 
their wals ſhould by undermining be overthrown, and that their Cate was all alregd 
every man for himſelf ran armed to the wals yan gta rp lang ſhould be, that whereas 
for ſo many daies ſpaceno man ſtirred ont of theRomans Leaguer,then of  ſudden(as if it were in 
2 wood rage.) they ran upon head{ſo raſhly to the affault. But hereto belongeth a tale; That 
when the Veientian King was at ſacrifice, this voice of the Southisier was overticard out of the 
mine under ground, That he whoſe hap was to cut forth the Inwards of that ſacrifice ul obtain 
pittery, and moved the Roman ſouldiers, to break out of the undermning, and to catch up the 
entrails and bowels, and carry them to the Dictator. But as in things of fo great antiquity,it ſuf- 
ficeth me, that thoſe which carry ſome likelybood ofcrutb, be received for true - o for fabulous 
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then to be ſadly beleeved, it will not quit for the pains either to avouich them, or diſavow the 

The mine or cave at the ſame time (no doubt)full of choſen ſouldjers, yeelded forth all at once ar- 
med men into the Church of Juno, which was in the caſtle of Yeii, and ſome of them ſet up- 
on the backs of their enemies that were on the wals + others 15 up the portcullis ofthe 
gates: ſomPFof them, whiles from the houſes the women and ſervants flung down ſtones and 
tiles, caſt fire abroad.

When as now ina moment, the armed ſouldiers were thrown down from the wals e- 
very where, and the gates (et open : Whiles ſome entred marching in aray, others ſcalodthe naked 
wals, the city was filled with enemies 1 vnd sſrmiſhes there Pere in every place. After great mal. 
{acre and execution committed: the fight began to, quail-and the Pictstor commanded the Bedles

to proclame and give commandment, toſparethe unarmed. Thus the bloudſhed ended, Where- - 


upon the e Nen oe of the Dictstor theſouldiers rax'to 
the ſpoil. Which being brought ia liche of the Dictator, of greater price and value's good deal 
than either. was hoped or looked for: it is ſaid that he ſtretched forth bis hands towards heave 
andprajed, * That if his own fortuge and the felicity ofthe people of Rome were thought by any 
god or mam to be exceſſive, the envy belonging thereto might be mitigated with as fo 

« p:ivat loſſe of tis own in particſar,” and with as little common calamity ofthe people 6 
« Rome in generall, as might offibly be. And it is recorded, that in this maner praying and wor- 
ſhipping, as he turned himlelf aboyt, be ſlipt forward and caught a fall. And as men afterwatds 
gueſſed by that which fell out, it was ſuppoſed that the ominous roken preſaged the catidenioation 
of Camullus himſelf, and the ruin of the city of Rome, which hapned within a few yeats.after tobe 
forced and ſacked.

0 long as ny 

Were left alire, to do them honour and, worſhip, For thus they conceived, That if the Caſtle & Ca- 

CPitphbeing the ſeit of their gods ifche Senat, which is the head & chict of their publike counld, 

if the hardy and fighting yong men remained after that imminent ruin and fall of the City, the leſs 

would be the loſs of the aged tolk,a number, (God wat) leſt behind of purpoſe in the City, no o- 

therwiſelike but co'petiſh, And to the end that the multitude, of the common ſort might bear 

this more patiently the elders that had triumphed aforetime, and been Conſuls, openly gave out 
and ſaid, That they would live and dietogether with them. Neither would they with thoſe bodies

of theirs which were unmeet to bear armour, and to defend the City, ſurcharge and; 8 
company of able and armed men, inthis their penury & want of victuals. /Theſe and ſuch like were 


the conſolations and comforts of the ancients among themſelves no reſolute to end their lives. 
After hich, they turned their exhorcations to the companies of the young and luſty men, whom 
they followed into the Caſtle and Capitol, recommending unto their manhood and to their 
youthful courage, all the eſtate remaining of that City, which for the ſpace of three hundred and 
threeſcore years, had in all their wars been victorious, and gotten great conqueſts, Now when 
they, in whom reſted all hope and help were departed, aid had taken their leave of them that re- 
ſolved fully not to ſurvive the winning and deſtruction of their Gity: as the very thing in it ſelf, 
and the ſight thereof was a lamentable and woful ſpecticle unto them, ſo the pitious weeping of 
women, and their uncertain running up and down, following now aſter one, and now after ano- 
ther:and asking their husbands and children, to what end, to What fatal deſtiny they betook them, 
was as dolorons a pageant, as could happen to any earthly creature, Neverthelels;a great ſort of 
them accompanied their friends into the Caſtle, and no man either bad or forbad them. For al- 
E though ĩt was good and com modious for the beſieged, namely, to diminiſh the number, and dii- 
charge themſelves of the feeble multitude, yet it ſeemed unto them an inhuman and unkind part. 
The reſt of the common people eſpecially, whom ſo ſmall an hill was not able to receĩxe, and could 
not p6fſibly be kept in ſo great ſcarcity of corn & viuals,deparred by heaps out of the City: and 
marching as ir were in one companyrogetber in a ro, took their way to Janiculum. From thence 
they divided themſelves ſundry Wales. So 
ties thete botdering without any Captain, without any common conſent: every one following his 
own hope, his own head and wit now that all publike counſel was in deſpait, and paſt remedy.1n 
this WH of while, the Flamin of Quirinus, and the religious Veſtal virginsleaving the regard of 
their own private affaits conſulted with themielves what ſacred Images to carry with them, and 
E Kut ſtrength would not ſerve to 11d away and ſave all) what᷑ to leaxe behihd them, and 
what place was meeteſt to beſtow and lay them up molt ſafely, They agreed at length and thought 
it beſt, to put them in ſmall barrels or rundlets, & within the ground to bury them in a little chap- 
pell, ſtanding pext to theFlamins houſe: which placgiar very devotion unto this day, may not for 
any thing be ſpit upon. All the reſt they parted amongſt themſelves. And exery one carrying her 
own burden, took the way, which over the wooden bridge leadeth to Javiclum. Upon the aſcent 
or rife of that hill, when L, Albin ( a Commoner of Rowe ) ſiw them goingfas he among other 
company which unmeet for war; departed out of the City) carried his wife & children in a wain: 
he making even then in that hard calamity, a difference yet between divine and humane things, 
and thinking it an impious part, and void of all religion, that the publike Prieſts with the ſacred

' wagon, cauſed his wile and children to alight and come forth, and ſer the Nuns with their holy 
Images intheir room, and brought them to Cere,cowhich place they minded to go, All things 


now being {er at Rowe (as in ſuch a time could be) in order ſufficiently, fox the defence of the Ca- 
file; the aged perſons aboveſaid being returned to their houſes, waĩted for the comming of the 
enemy wich hearts prepared and reſolved to die, Such ot them as had born offices of the chair, 
to the intent, that they might end their daies in the ornaments & robes of their former Mace and

honour, and according to their vertue and deſerts: in their moſt Rarel garments and nabiliments, 14 
which they wear when they carried their ſacred chariors upon feſtival daies,or wherein they rode 


in triumph, now ſac upon their ivory chairs inthe very midſt and entry of their houſes, There be 


that write, how they wiliinely devoted and bequeathed thetiſelves co die for their Country and 
Citizens of Rome: and that A. Fabius the High Prieſt read and pronounced unto them a certain 
hymn and preſcript form of Tb that purpoſe, The Gauls both for that now they had reſted 
from fight a whole night, and to their choler was ſomewhat cooled, and alſo becauſe they had not 
in any place fought a bloudy and dangerous batrell with them, nor even at that time won rhe 


City by any aſlault or force, entred the morrow after into the City, without anger and heat of fu- 


rious rage by the gate Collinatanding wide open, and ſo peed forward to the common place of 5 
aſſemblies, call ing their eyes about them rowatds rhe Temples of the gods, and to the cafile,which 
only preſented ſome ſhew of war. And there leaving a ſufficient guard, leſt haply from the Caſtle 


and Capitol they ſhould be violently aſſaulted, after they were once atunder patted, they fell to 


ranlack and rifle : and meeting none at all inthe void ſtreets, ſome ruſh by Heaps into the houſes 
next hand, others go to thoſe that were furrheſt off,ſuppoſing them ar lealtwiſe to be untouched, 
full of riches,and fit for to fill their hands. Fromthence again(as frighted by reaſon of ſuch deſo- 
lation, and fearing leſt haply amy fraud of the enemy might entrap them as they wandred one ſtom 
another) they returned round in a ring together, into the market place, and the places near thetto, 
Where, when they ſaw the Commoners houſes faſt ſhutro & locked, and contrari wiſe the ſlate- 
Iy palaces of the Noblemen and chief Senators ſtanding wide open, they were at a ſtand, and doub- x 
ted more in a manner to enter upon the open places than the ſhur. And they beheld as it were 
with capping and crouching after a rev erend manner, certain ancient perſonages fitting in the por- 
ches and entries of their houſes, who beſides their ornaments and apparebabove the ordinary s- 
ſtate of men, for a certain majeſty which they carried in their countenance and gravity of viſage, 
reſembled the gods and when as they turned to them, & ſtood looking upon them, as if they, had 
been Idols and ſacred Images, A. Papyriiu one of them, when a Gaul began to ſtroke his beard 
(which then they uſed all to wear long) wirh his ivory ſtaffe (as they lay) gave him arap onthe 
pate, and moved his patience, Whereuponhe was the firit that was murdered and ſo the reſt were 
all killed as they ſat in their chairs of tare, After this maſſacre of theſe hovourable perſonages of 
the Nobility, they fell upon all the reſt, and ſpared no creature: they ranſacked their houſes, and I. 
when they were empty, ſet fire on them. But whether it were that they were not all ofthem de- 
ſirous to deſtroy the City ntretly, or that it was the mind of the Leaders and chief of the Gauls, 
that for a tertour there ſhould be ſeen ſome ſcarefires ( if haply for the love of their houſes, they 
that were beſieged, might be induced to yield themſelves: ) or that all their houſes were not 
burned at once, to the end that the remainder of the City might be as a pawn and pledge to mol- 
life their enemies, and make their hearts to relent ; howſoever, I ſay it was, the fire for the 
\ firſt day ( as uſually in Cities forced and won) ſpread not all abroad every where, to make a ge- 
nerall havock, The Romans from the Caſtle, ſeeing the City full of enemies, and in everyireer 
running up and down, and in all places freſh calaraities and miſeries one in the neck of another, 
were not able ro conceive. the ſame in mind and fpirir, no, nor ſo much as to have the rigbt uſe M 
of their eatʒ and eyes. For to what place ſoever the ſhouts and noiſe of the enemies, the ho w- 
ling and wailing of women and children, the noiſe of fire, and the ratling and cracking down- 
fals of houſes turned them aſide in exceedingfear, thither we bent their minds, their faces, 
and eyes, as men by fortune ſet up alofc, as upon a ſtage or ſcaffold, ro behold the fall and ruin 
of their Country: reſerved to ſave nothing of all heir wealth and ſublt ance, bur only. their 
own bodies: by thus much, more miſerable and pitifull above all others that ever were beſieged. 
in that being ſhur out from their native Country and City, they were beſieged and beheld ir, and 
all that they had, in the enemies hands, Neither as ill as the day was ſpent, followed there a better 
night. Vea & when after this troubleſome night the like morrow was come, there was no time but 
mĩniſtred ill ſome heavy obje : and one ſpectacle or other of new and freſh calamities, And N 


- albeit they were loadenand over whelmed withſo many miſeries, yet they nothing at all let fall R 


or abated their courages; but reſolved till, norwithitanding they ſaw all fired, all ruinare and laid 
even with the ground, manfully to defend that poor naked little hill which they held, apd was 
their only hope left them to recover their freedom, And now leeing the ſame deſolations daily 
happen they wete ſo inured to miſery,thar paſt all ſenſe and feeling of their own ſtate and private 
fortune, they regarded nothing but their armour on their backs. and ſwords in their hands. as the 
only remnants and reliques of their hope 4IThe Gauls likewiſe for certain daies, had made war 
wich the poor houſes only of the City, and all to no purpoſe: and when they perceived in all this 


burning and ruins of the City, ſo conquered, nothing now left but armed enemies, who were not, 


for all ſo many calamities, one jot terrified, nor their minds once enclined to yeeld without fur- O 
ther force and violence were uſed ; they determine to try the utmoſt, and to make an aſſault up- 
on the fortreſs. So on the morrow morning very early at ſound of trumpet, all the whole multi- 
tude of them arranged themſelves in the marker place. From whence with an out · cry and ſhout, 


nnder a fence of targets over their heads, they approach the Caſtle. Againſt whom the Romans 


behaved themſelves, neither unadviſedly, nor fear ully, Rrengrhoing their wards and quarters, 
with a good Corps de guardagainſt all Adyenues: and whereas they ſaw the banners diſplayed, -

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4 that way they oppoſed their ſtrongeſt guards: and ſuffered the enemies to climb up the hill, ſup- | 


poling that the higher they were ſo much the eaGlierchey might be beaten down. And be- 

ing come up to the midſt of the diff chere theyRaied: and thence fromthe higher ground, which 

of it ſelf in manner bare out againſt the enemy, with all their force they charged upon the Gauls, 

overturned them, and ſent themdown headlong: ſo as never after that, e ther any part of them, ot 

all together would attempt that kind of ſervice. Being therefore paſt hope to ger up by force and 

arms they make preparation for long ſiege: whereof untill that time they had no mind: both for 

that che corn which was within they had conſumed in burning of the City, and in the mean ſpace, 

that which was in the country about, was carried and brought to Veii. Whereupon they divided 

their Army, purpoſing with one part thereof, to forrage and drive booties all about the nations 

thereby adjoyning, and with the other to inveſt the Caſtle: to the end, that the forragers abroad 

might bring in corn to ſerve them that lay at the ſiege. Now as thoſe Gauls departed from the 
City, it was their hap and fortune to come to Ardea ( where Camilla abode in exile) there to 

make triall ofthe Romans valour. This Camillus being more penſive in rhe behalf of the publike 
calamity, than carefull of his own : ſpending his ſpicics and waſting his body with crying out up- 

on gods and men: thus fretting and chafing with himſelf, and wondring what was become of thoſe 
valiant and hardy men, who under his conduct on Vi and Falerii, and who had fought other 
wars more valiantly alwaies than fortunately : of a ſudden he heard that the Army of the Gauls 
approached, and that the Ardeates in great fear, fell ro conſultation thereabout what to do: and 
Ceven as if he had been inſpired from God above, - he pur himſelf forward and entred into the 
* midſt of the people aſſembled, who heretofore, had abliained and forborn ſuch publike meetings 
and conſultations. And thus be ſaid : You my Maſters of Ardea, mine old friends ſometime, 
ce and now my pew neighbours and fellow - Citizens, for ſo it is fallen out by your kindneſs &. de- 
cc ſerts, and by mine own fortune and condition: ler no man think, that I, forgetfull of mine own 
« eſtate am come forth hither into this audience. But the preſent object and publike danget for- 
ce ceth every man to utter and bring forth in ſo feartull a time and buſineſs as this is, what help he 
Fe can. And when ſhall Iever be thankful unto you for your favours and demerits, if now I ſtand 
ce ſtill and do nothing? Or where ſhall I ever ſtand you in ſtead, if not in war? By my skill herein, 
cc flouriſhed in my Country, and being in war invincible, was in peace by unthankſull neigh- 
« hours and unkind Citizens baniſhed. And now have ye good occaſion offered, and opportu- 
cc nity (O ye Ardeates ) both to make recompence, for thoſe ſo great pleaſures and curteſies in 
ce times paſt received of the people of Rome, as your ſelves do well remember, (and therefore be 
ce it ſpoken without upbraiding and reproaching of any mindfall perſons ) and alſo to win great 
& honour of war,unto this City, by defeating a common enemy unto both, This nation, which 
ce thus cometh towards us with a diſſolute and diſordered army, are thoſe to whom God and na- 
ec ture hath given bodies more big and corpulent than ſtrong and able, hearts more ſtout and cou- 
cc ragious than conſtant and reſolute: whereby they bring with them al waies into the field more 
c ſhew of terrour, than true valour and execution. Whereof, the late foil and diſcomfiture of the 
« Romans may be a ſufficient proof and triall. They won the City when the gates Rood open unto 
E © them : a ſmall power from the Caſtle and Capitoll was ableto withſtand and repell them. And 
ce weaty alteady of the tediouſneſs of ſiege, they are fain to depart, ſtragling up and down, and 
« wandring along the country. Their manner 1s when they have filled their bellies with wine and 
« good victuals, (which they devour full greedily and haſtily whereſoever they can come by it:) 
cc ſo ſoon as night cometh on, without any place of defence, without watch or ward to lay them- 

ce ſelves along like bruĩt beaſts, here and there by the waters ſides. And now upon their good ſuc- 
« ceſs, ate they more ſecure and retchleſs, than they were wont to be. If ye be diſpoſed to defend 
cc your wals, & not all to turn French, gather your ſelves together. & at the firſt watch of the night

ce arm, and to your weapons: Follow me to a naſſacre, and not to a skirmiſh:for if Ido not deliver 


ce them unt o your hands faſt aſleep to be hewn in pieces like ſheep and oxen, I refuſe not to ſee the 
F< ſame end of mine eſtate at Ardea, that I have found already at Rome. There was not one there, 


howſoever affected he was, friend of foe to Camillus but was perſwaded that the like warrior was 


not in thoſe daies to be found again, The aſſembly being broken up, they refreſh their bodies, rea- 
dy to fight ſo ſoon as ever the Signall ſhould eee being put forth, in the begin- 
ning and firſt watch of the night, they were ready with Camillus at the gates. And gone they were 
not far from the town, but they found (as it was foretold them) the Gauls camp without Cor pe de 
Cuard, neglected on every fide: and it with à mighty cry they aſſail. There was in no place fight, 
but killing every where: and their naked bodies (as they lay faſt aſleep) were hacked af cut in pie- 
ces. Howbeit,ſome of thoſe that were furtheſt off, being ſcared out el their couches not knowing 
what violence or from whence it was, took to their heels and fled: other · ſome ſtumbled at una- 
G wares upon the very enemy. A great part of them being come into the territory of Ard-a, were 
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by the townſmen who ſallied out upon them as they were diſperſed, environed and ſlain, The like 


ſlaughter to this there was of the Tuſcans in the Country of Veii: who had ſo little pity and com- 
paſſion, to ſee a City whick well near for four hundred years ſpace bordering upon them, was now 
ſurpriſed by a ſtrange enemy not heard. of afore, that even at that very timethey made rodes into 
the Territory of Nome, and laden with booty from thence,. purpoſed to aſſail even Yeii allo and 
tbe garriſon, being the only place and means of reſcue, and the laſt hope of che Roman * 
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Camp pirched not far from Vis. Where, ar firſt they pitted their own eſtate, but after, they fell 


into an indignation and anger that the Tuſcans alſo, from whom they had diverted the Gauls war - 


upon themſelves, ſnould in their calamities thus ſcorn them and have them in deriſion: fo as they 
could ſcarcely temper themſelves and forbear, but preſently ſet uponthem. But being ſtaied per- 
force by Captain Ceditius, a Centurion whom they themſelves had made their Ruler, they put off 
this exploit untill night; Only their Commander and Leader was not to be compared with Ca- 
millus: elſe all the ſervice was atchieved in the ſame order, and with as good ſpeed and happy 


ſucceſs. Over and beſides, by the guidance and direction of thoſe priſoners which remained unllain 1 


over · night they went forward as far as Saline, to another power of the Tuſcans, and in the night 


manner with double conqueſt they return to Veii. At Rome in this mean time, the ſiege for the 


following, upon a ſudden they made a greater havock and ſlaughter of them, and ſo in joyous 


moſt part was but cold and ſlack, and all quiet on both ſides: whiles the Gauls regarded and loo- | 


ked to this only, That none of their enemies ſhould make an eſcape through their guards. At 
what time a certain valiant yong Roman behaved himſelf ſo, as his own countrimen and enemies 
too had him in great admiration, There was a ſer ſacrifice or ſolemniry to be celebrated by the 
houſe and linage of Fabi, in the Mount Qxirinalis. For the accompliſhment whereof, Caius Fabi- 
xs Dorſuo in his holy robes, aſter the Gabins faſhion, bearing in his hand the holy complements 


thereto belonging, came down from the Cꝑpitol, paſſed through the midſt of the enemies corps de K 
guard, and nothing moved whatſoever was done or ſaid to terrifie him 


| went on forth right to the 
mount Quirinal. And when he had there performed and diſpatched all ſolemnities, returning the 
ſame way with like conſtant countenance and comly pace, hoping aſſuredly, that the gods would 
be metcifull and gracious unto him, whoſe worſhip he had not left undone for any fear of death: 
he retired again to his company into the Capitol: whether it were that the Gauls were aſtonied 
at his wondrous boldneſs, or rather were touched in conſcience with a reverent regard of Religi- 
on, wherein that nation is very zealous and devout, At Yi; in the mean while they gathered not 
only heart every day more than other, but ſtrength and forces alſo; for that not only Romans thi- 
ther repaired out of the country, ſuch as either in diſcomfiture of the battell, et for the calamity 
of the City now taken, had been ſcattered: but alſo out of Latium divers of their own accord 
had flocked thither, to have their ſhare in the pillage, Now they thought it high time to return 


to their country again, and to deliver it ont of the enemies hands. The body was ſtrong enough,

bur without an head it was. The very place put them in mind of Camillus and a great part of che 


ſouldiers were ſuch as had atchieved proſperous exploits under his leading and conduct. And Ce- 
ditius gave out plainly, that no god or man ſhould make him give over his government, but 
would himſelt as mindfull of his own place, call for a General. So by general conſent it was agreed, 
that Camillus ſnould be ſent or from Ardea, but with the advice before of the Senat which was 
at Rome. So modeſt were they in all their carriage, and ſo preciſely obſerved they ( eyen in their 
deſperate caſe) the due reſpect and regard of every action. Now to paſs through the wards of 


their enemies, was an hard and dangerous adventure. To this exploit therefore, Pontius Comini- M 


ug a valorous young man, promĩſed his ſervice. Who bearing himſelf upon a bark or corke under 
him, hulled along the Jyber down the water to the City ; and ſo the next way from the ſtrand, 
over a ſteep cliff ( which was negligently or not at all guarded by the enemy ) he paſſeth through 
the Capitoll, and being brought to the Magiſtrates, declarerh there his meſſage from the Army, 
When he had receivedthe Senates decree to this effect: Imprimis,That Camillus ſhould be called 
back again out of exile by a Ward-leet, or the ſuffrages of the Curia: Irem, that by the voices of 
the people he ſhould be created Dictator out ofhand: and that the ſouldiers might have for their 
Generall whom they deſired : the meſſenſer returned the ſame way back again to Veis. And Em- 


baſſadours were ſent to Camillus at Ardea,who conducted him to Vis. But I wouldrather be eeve 


that he departed not from Ardea, before he had certain intelligence of the Act of the Senate, N 


And for that neither without the will of the people, he might change the place whereto he was 


confined, nor unleſs he were named Dictator, have the conduct of the Army; there paſſed an 


AR of all the Wards, and Dictator was he declared in his abſence. Whiles theſe things were a 
doing at Veii, the Caſtle of Rome and the Capitoll was in very great danger. For the Gauls, either 
having found out a mans footing, that way as the meſſenger went from Veii, or eſpied at the cliff of 
Carmentis, an eaſie place to climb np: in a clear night ſent 'a man before unarmed to aſſay the 
paſſage, & then gave him up his armour, and where it was ſteep, one helped, liſted up, and drew up 
another, as the difficulty of the place required, So as they got up to the top with ſuch ſilence, 


that not only the Sentinels were not aware of them, but alſo the dogs (a watchfull creature at e- 
very noiſe in the night) were not once awakened therewith. But they could nor ſo eſcape the geeſe, O 


which were conſecrated unto Juno, and for all the ſcarcity of victuals, were ſpared and not killed 
up. And this it was that ſaved them all, For with their gagling and fluttering of their wings, M. 


Manlius who three years before had been Conſul, a right hardy and noble warrior, was awaked.' . 


Who taking weapon in hand, ſpeedily went forth and raiſed the reſt withall ro take arms, And 
whiiesallelſe made haſt in a greatfright, he ſtroke the Gaul who now Rood upon the top, with 
the boſs and pike of his buckler, and turned him down. The fall of whom overturned them that 


were 


The Roman ſouldiers that lay in garriſon there, had eſpied theſe Tuſcans ranging about the coun- H 
try and gathered together ina body to drive booties afore them: and withall they deſcried their 
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hand, and took hold of the tones wherero they clinged cloſe; By which time, the reſt being come 
darts, others caſting down ſtones, tumbled their enemies back, and the

whole power of them loſt their ſure footing and fell down headlong. This tumult being appealed 


the reſt of the night (ſo far forth, as men might with troubled minds, ſeeing that even the danger, 
paſt diſquieted them) they gave themſelves to ſleep. When day was * ſouldiers by fund 
of Trumpet were ſummoned to aſſemble before their Tribunes, and conſidering there was re- 
ward due both to ie ng: Aaulius fixſt for his valour was commended and re- 
warded, not only by the Tri —— 5 alſo by conſent of all che ſouldiers. Upon whom, 
B they amongſiꝭ them all, beſtowed and brought home to his houſe ( which ſtood upon the Caſtle 
hill) wheat: meal by the half · pints, and wine by the quars,, A matter of ſmall reckoning to be 
ſpoken of : but in that ſcarcity this might be an argument of their love and affection, whenevery 
--manbeguiled his own belly, pluckt from himſelf and the neceſſities of his life, and conferred the 
ſame to the honour and recompence of that one man. Then were ſummoned to appear the ſenti- 


nels of that yu where the enemy climed up undeſcried. And when as P. Sulpitius a Tribune 


Military, had pronounced that he would exerciſe martial law upon them all, the ſouldiers cried out 


with open mouth, and laid all the fault on one watchman: and ſo for fear of a mutiny he ſpared 


all the reſt: and with their. genetall conſent and approbation, he cauſed that undoubted gui) 
rſon to bethrown down from the rock. Whereupon they were more careful nd ciecortipedt 

C n their watch, both amongſt the Gauls\ becauſe it was commonly noiſed that there paſſed meſ- 
ſengert to and fro between i and Rome: and alſo amongſt the Romans, ſor the remembrance 
of the late danger by night. But above all other miſeries that follow war and ſiege, the famine 
was ſore in both the Armies, The Gauls were plagned with peftilence beſides: for that they had 
icched their tents in a place 2 two hils ; exceeding hot by reaſon of the fires, and 
lof ſmoak, carrying both duſt and aſhes, when any wind was ſtirring: which be things that of 

all others, that nation cannot abide, as being uſed to wet and cold. Thus eee with 
heat, and therewith ſtifled and choaked again, they died with contagious diſeaſes like totten 
cep, And now for idleneſs that they would not bury them ſeverally one by one, they laid the 
dead bodies on heaps one with another, and ſo burnt them: and made that place famous and no- 

p table by the name of Buſta Gallica. ie. Caulbury. Hereupon, they grew to make ſome trace wick 
the Romans, and emparled together by ſufferance of the Generals, In which parlies, when as the 
Gauls very often alledged the famine, and upon that extremity perſwaded them to yeeld: iris 
ſaid, that che Romans for to put them by that opinion of them, inmany places from the Capitol 
flung out loaves of bread into the very Rations and corps de guard of the enemies. But at length 
neither could their hunger be diſſembled, nor ſuſtained any longer. Therefore, whiles the Dictator 
muſtereth a power at Ardea by himſelf, he commandeth the Generall of horſemen, L. Valerius, to 
have away the Army from Feii: and maketh ſo good preparation, and furniſherh himſelf ſo, as he 
might be able to match his enemies, and to charge upon them. In the mean ſeaſon, the army of the 
Capitol wearied out with warching and warding, having ſurmounted all humane miſeries beſides 

E hunger, which only of all others, nature would not ſuffer to be overcome: looking day by day for 


ſuccour from the Dictator nowgat laſt when not only their food, but their hope alſo failed them, 


and were grown to that weakneſs, that when they went to keep their guard, they could hardly 
bear the weight of their armour, they agreed and gave conſent either to yield or to ranſome 
themſelves upon any condition, they cared not what. Whiles the Gauls allo gave forth plainly, and 
ſaid, they might be entreated for a {mal conſideration to give over ſiege. Then the Senat went to- 
gether, and gave Commiſſion to the Tribunes Military, to — — go through with them. 
So by a parley or treaty had between P. Sulpitius Tribune Military, and Brennw the Duke of 
the Gauls, a concluſion was made, and that people, who within a ſhort time ſhould be Lords of 
the world, were valued and eſteemed at a thouſand pound weight of Gold, This in it ſelf was 
Ea moſt. odious and ſhameful thing, but there was adjoyned thereunto a foul indignity. , For 
the Gauls brought forth falſe weights and uneven ballances. And when the Tribune refuſed 
them, behold, the inſolent and proud Gaul would needs have his {word 5 too for vantage, 
adding this ſpeech moreover, (which was intolerable for the Romans to hear) Woe worth men 
conguered, and down with them ſtill, But neither God nor man would abide the Romans to live 
ranſomed, , For by good hap, before that ſhameful ſum of money by compoſition was paid, be- 
fore (I ſay) that upon ſome wrangling that fell between, all the Gold was i out, cometh 
the Dictator in the manner, and commandeth the gold to be had away, and the Gauls to void. 
And when as they made teſiſtance and pleaded the capitulation and bargain, he again replieth, 
and ſaich, That the compoſition was not good, ought to Rand, which after he was made 
GDi&ator,had been by an inferiour Magiſtrate concJuded, without his commandment & warrant z 
and withall warneth the Gauls to prepare themſelbes to fight : commanding his own ſouldiers 
to caſt all their bag and baggage down on a heap, to put on their harneſs, to make ready their 
weapons, and by dint of — and not by weight of (word to redeem their Country, having in 
ſight before their eyes the Churches of their gods, cheir wives and children, and the ſoil whete- 
onthe City ſtood (deformed now with miſeries of war) and all things elſe which they ought by 
good reaſon to defend, recover, and be revenged for, Hereupon he marſhalled his bartell as the 
| 2 gro 
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all of irſefnaturally uneven. , ONEONNEE all things with ſpecial choice and pre- 
paration to ſerve his ſouldiers turn as fa as mattiall sxiſ could poſſibſy reach. The Gauls affrigh- 
ted at this ſo ſirange an occurrentbetobł them totheir Weapons, and in a furious fit of anger. fa- 
ther than with any conſiderate diſcretion;they ran upon the Romans, No had Fortune turned 


. ruĩnate and Ting alongand with- H 


her wheel: now Gods help and mans policy aſſiſted the Romans. I herefore at the firſt encoun- 


ter the Gauls were diſcomfited with as little difficulty, as they thetnſelves had atchiered the 
victory at Allia. Afterwards alſo,” in another more ſet battell in the way of Gabes, about eight 
miles from Rome (to which place they were fled) they were vanquiſhed by the conduct and lea- 
ding of the ſame Camillußu. For there were they flain in every place, their Camp taken, and not 1 
ſo much as one left to bring news of their overrhtow; The Dictator having thus delivered his 
Country out of the enemies hand, returneth again with triumph into the City. And in all the 
ſports and pleaſant ditties which che ſouldiers rudely after their manner deviſed, he was ſtiled Ro- 


mulus thefather of the Country, the ſecond founder of the City, which were no vain titles of 


commendation. | 

When he had ſaved his Country thus in war, he preſerved it afterwards again undoubtedly in 
time of peace, namely in gainſaying their tranſmigrationto Ye : whiles both the Tribunes entor- 
ced that matter more earneftly,now aſter the burning of the City, and the Commons alſo of them- 
ſeives were more enclined thereunto, than before. Which was one cauſe, that after his triumph 
he reſigned not up his Dictatorſnip: being requeſted alſo by the Senat not to leave the City in ſo K 
doubtful terms of perplexity. And firſt and formoſt (as he was evermore a moſt preciſe deront 
mam and religious) he propoſed thoſe things which concerned the immortall gods: and cauſeth 
anact of the Senat to be made. Im primis, that all the Temples(for that the enemies had held and 
poſſeſſed them In be repaired, bounded out new, and purged. Item, that the manner of 
cleanſing them ſhould be ſearched out of the books df Sybila by the Duumvirs, Moreover, that 
with the inhabitants of Cere, there ſhould be made a league of publike and mutual hoſpitality, 
for3receiving the ſacred Images and Prieſts of the people of Rome: by the means and favour of 
which people, the honour and ſerviee of the immortal gods was not forelet and diſcontinued, 
Item; That there ſhould be ſet out the Plaies called Capitolini, for that Jupiter Optimus Maximus 
had ſtil defended and preſerved his own ſeat, and the Refuge ofthe people of Rome, in that fearful I. 
time of trouble. And that AA. Furius ſhould ordain a guild, or fraternity out of thoſe that dwelt 
inthe hill ofthe Capitol, for the celebration of thoſe plates. Finally, to the end there ſhould be alſo 
ſome ſatisfaction and expiation made of that night voice which being the fore-meſſenger and 
watning-giver of their deſtruction before the coming of the Gauls, was heard and yet neglected, 
2 motion was made, that a Temple ſhould be erected in the new Canſey to Aius Locutins, The 
Gold which was recovered by force from the Gauls, as alſo that which our of other Temples in 
that fearful hurly-burly, was bronght into the chancel or chappel of J»p/ter, becauſe they could 
not Call to mind preciſely into which Churches they were to carry it again accordingly,” was all 


jaded holy and ſacred to Jupiter; and order taken that it ſhould be beſtowed and laid up under 


is ſhrine. And how devout the City was, appeared before in this, That when there was not gold M 
enough in the common cheſt, to make up the full ſum of the ranſom that was agreed upon be- 
tween them and the Gauls, they took that which the matrons and wires of Rome contributed, 
and all to ſpare and ſave the gold appointed to holy uſes. The Matrons were therefore thanked, 
and this honour beſides done unto them, That after their death they as well as their husbands, 
ſhould be openly praiſed in a ſolemn funeral Oration. When thoſe things were once accompli- 
ſhed which appertained to the Gods, and all that belonged to the Senate for todo: then and not 
afore, upon the ſtirs that the Tribunes kept with the Commons continually, with their ſpeeches 
in all their aſſemblies, ſolliciting them to leave the rifins of the City, and to remove with all they 
had to Veii, a town readily furniſhed to their hand: then I ſay) and not before, Camilias accom- 
panied with the whole Senat, came up into the common place of audience, and there before the N 
people ſpake in this wiſe. So grievous to me,; O Quirites, is all contentjon and variance with the 
« Tribunes of the Commons. that while I lived at Ardea I found no other comfort and ſolace, in 
« that molt heavy and woful baniſhment of mine but this, That I was fat enough off from thoſe 
« debates and jars, In regard whereof, I would never have come again, I aſſure you, but that you 
ce called me bac k, both by act of Senat. and alſo by approbation of rhe people. And it is not in me 
« any change of mind. but your calamity and diſtreſſed eſtate, that hath forced me to return again 
ce unco you, Forthis was the very point that you ſtood upon, namely, that our country might con- 

« tinne till and keep her ancient place: and not Iwis, that I ſhonld remain and dwell therein a- 

ce gain. And even now verily, would I beſtilligrd keep filence willingly, but that this quarrel alſo 

ic is in the behalf of myforelaid country: the hich to fail ( to long as life doth laſt ) for others O 

ce might be a ſnameſul reproach, but for Camillus it were moſt impious & abominable. For to what 

ce end have we returned to it again? To what purpoſe When it was beſieged have we delivered it 

cc out of the enemies hands, if when we have recovered it, we our ſelves abandon and leave the 

c ſame? And when as the gods and men of Nome kept Rill, and inhabited the Capitol and the ca- 

ceſtle, notwithſtanding the Gauls were Lords, and poſſeſſed of the whole City, is it poſſible that 

ce both. Caſtle and Capitol, after the City is regained; ſhould be forſaken and abandoned of the

<« pool? What ſhall I ſpeak of this late & range calamity of our own City? Began it (ani ity truth) 


e before that voice which came from heaven was made ſo light of, concerning tlie coming of the 
« Gaulsꝰ before the law of nations was by our Embaſſadours broken? and betore that through the 
<* ſame negle& of the gods, that fact was by us winked at and put up, which indeed ſh ould have 
cc been puniſhed and revenged? This was the cauſe that we were vanquiſhed,made caprive, put to 
cc our ranſome;and ſuffered ſuch condign puniſnment both at Gods hand and at mans, as that we 
care made an example and amazement to the whole world. Then our adverſity and affliction put 
© us in mind of our religion, and the fear of the gods. We fled into the Capitol to the gods, even 
c to the very ſeat of Jupiter Opt imus Maximus: and when our own privat eſtate went to havock, 
« the (acred monuments, yet and holy Images, ſome we hid in the earth. ſome we conveyed away 
« jnto the neighbour Towns, and removed them out of our enemies ſight, And albeit we were 
« forlorn and given over both of God and men, yet gave not we over, nor diſcontinued the ſer- 
ce vice of the gods. And therefore gave they us our country again, they gave us victory, and che 
< ancient honour of war which we had loſt: and upon our enemies heads, who(blinded with co-

< fulneſs, all flight & laughter, Conſidering then, O Quirites,by theſe io great and apparent ſigns, 
c & teſtimonies in the courſe of this world, what it is to ſeryę God, & what ĩt ĩs to diſhonor him, 
« perceive ye not what wickedneſs we go about to plunę ¶rſelvs into, being ſcarcely got forth 
D uand eſcaped out of the ſhipwrack and perill of our fo and calamity? A City we have 
ce founded and built, by the will of God and due obſervat 
ce therein, but full of religion, full of dix ine Majeſty: and for ſolemn ſacrifices, there are ſet daies 
c when they ſhall be * 4 te there are places allo appointed wherein they ought to beperfor- 
ce med. And are ye about then, O Quirites,to leave all theſe gods both publike & privatꝰhow ſor- 
« teth this deed of yours with that, which lately during the time of the ſiege, was ſeen with noleſs 
ce admiration of our enemies, than our own ſelves in that Noble young Gentleman C. Fabius? 


<« when through the pikes of the Gauls, he depatted out of the Caſtle, and performed a ſolemn - 


« duty of the houſe of Fabiys,cven upon the mount Quirinal ? What, can ye allow and like that 
ce the ſacred ceremonies of privat families, ſhould not ſo much as intime of war be intermitted: 
E © and ſuffer now the publike ſacrifices and the Roman gods, intime of peace to be neglected, and 
« the City abandoned? That our High Prieſts and Fla mins ſhould be leſs curious and preciſe in 
ce the publike ſervice of God, than a private Citizen was in the Anniverſary feaſt of his family 
ce and kindred ? But peradventure ſome one may ſay, We will do the ſame at Ves, or we will ſend 
« from thence our Prieſts hither, for to execute that miniſtry. Neither of which can be done, ſa- 


ce ving the due obſervance of holy ceremonies, For, to ſay nothing in general ot all other holy- 


« daies, and of all the gods beſides; In that one high feaſt and ſolemH dinner of Jupiter can a Pul- 


« yinar be celebrated, or a ſacred Table be ſpread and furniſhed in any place, but in the Capitol? 
« What ſhould I ſpeak of the eternal fires o H ſtaꝰ and of that Image, which as a pawn and ſecu- 


« riry of our imperial Rate, is kept within the ſafegard of that Temple? What ſhould I ſpeak of 
F thoſe your Azciliaand Scutcheons? O Mars Gradivut, and thou father Qurrinus : are ye well 
cc contented that all theſe feſiivall and ſacred ſolemnities, which are all of equal time with the Ci- 
ce ty, yea, and of more antiquity (ſome of them) than the foundation of the Ciry,ſhould be forſa- 
ce ken in a profane place: But ice what ods there is between us and our anceſtors ? They left un- 
« to us certain ſolemn feaſts and ſacrifices to be celebrated in the Alban mountain and in Lavini- 
« 233, Was it thena matter otconſcience and religion, chat ſome feſtival ſolemnities were brought 
cc unto us from our enemies Cities to Rowe? And ſhall we tranſlate the ſame from hence to our e- 
enemies City Yeii,without a great and hainous offence, that would require expiation?Do but call 
cc ro mind I pray you, how often our feaſts and ſacrifices have been renewed and reformed clean, 
ce for that ſome one old accuſtomed ceremony, either by chance or for want of taking heed, hath 
G been over - ſlipt and leſt out. And even of late, what was ir elſe that( after the ſtrange miracle of 
© the Alban Pool) relieved our Common - weal ſo diſtreſſed with the Veient war, but the reforma- 
« tion of our divine ſerrice, and rene wing of our Auſpices? And more than this, we as it were in 
© remembrance of antient religion and devotion, have both brought unto Rome forrain gods, 
& and alſo have inſtituted and deviſed new. What a notable and feſtival day was that(in regard of 
©: the exceeding zeal and forward affection of the Matrons) upon which Queen Juno late tran- 
c ſlated from Veii, was dedicated in Aventine? And to Ains Locutius, for a voice trom h ea en 
- eard 
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of Augury and Auſpices, no corner 
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<« heard in the new cauſey,we canſeda Temple to be erec d. The Capitoline plates have we ad- i 
cc ae ſolemn —— o we have ordained and founded a newguild or fraternity, 
« even by the advice of theSenar, And what need was there: that we ſhould have done any of theſe 


4. things, if we meant, together with the Gauls. to leave the City of Nome ? If we abode not in 
9 he Cenkel (ſo ma months while we were beſieged) w y and withouc conſtraint ? And 
44 if we were for fear of our enemies, held back from going 


ither Thus much of our feftival 
« daies and temples. But what ſhall become now, I pray you of our Prieſts? Never think ye once 


s of it; what a ſinfull deed you are about? As for the Veſtall Votaries and Nuns, it is certain, this 


ce is their only place, forth of which nothing ever could drive them but the winning of the City. i 
68 The — 2 Jupiter may not lie forth of the City one night : and will ye make theſe Prieſts L 
ce of Romans to be ome Veientians ? And ſhall thy virgins indeed, O Veſta, leave thee now ꝰ and 
© ſhall the Flamin dwelling in a range place, for every night he is abſent, taint with ſo great im- 


6 — both himſelf and the Common wealth? As for other matters, which we do with great ſo-

nity by the directionof the Augurs (and all well near within the Pomery or compaſs ofthe 
© City) how can we forget or neglect them? Namely, the Ward-leeror aſſembly of the C uria for 
«matters of war: alſo he other of Centuries, wherein ye chuſe your Conſuls and Military Tri- 
e bunes, where can they be held (if we reſpectthe will of the gods and regard the Auſpices)butin 
ct the places accuſtomed? Shall we remove all theſe to ii? orſhallthe people repair hĩtherfrom 
<« thence with ſo great trouble and inconvenience, to a deſolate City, forſaken ot God and man, 
ce whenſoeverthey would hold thoſe aſſemblies? But the preſent neceſſity( they will ſayforceth us R 
ce to leave a townthat is waſted with fire, and'wholly ruinate, and togo to Veii, where all itands 
< ſafe and ſound, and not to put the poor Commons to the toile and chargeof new building. That 
ce this is a pretence and cauſe rather dev iſed, than meant in earneſt, if I ſhould ſay nothing, I think 
« appeareth manifeſtly unto you already, O Quirites, who remember that before the coming of 
ce the French men, whiles your publike buildings and privat houſes were whole, and whiiles the 
<« CityRood upright on foot, this ſeli-ſame motion was made and debated as touching the remo- 
cc ving to. Fei, Confider-now ye Tribunes what difference there is between mine opinion and 
« yours: ye are of mind, that if it had not then been meet to be done, yet now verily it were 
« good and requiſit: I contrarii natvel not I pray you before you hear what I will ſay)am 
<« of opinion, that albeit we might ,whiles our whole City flouriſhed, yet now we L 
ce yere not to leave it thus ruinate & — at that time we had ſome cauſe to remove into

ie moving now, were reproachfull and ſhametall to our ſelves, but glorious and honourable to the 
cc Gauls. For we ſhall not be thought to have leſt our country as conquerours but to have loſt it as 
ce conquered, And (hall it be ſaid, that our running away at Alia, the winning of our City, the be- 
« ſieging of the Capitol, hath impoſed this neceſſity upon us, as to leave our houſe and home and 
ce to make ſhiſts, to ſeek our own ezile and departure out of that place which we are not able to 
ce defend ? And were, indeed, the Gauls able to pull down and raſe that City of Rome, which the 
© Romans ſhal not be thought able to reedifie and ſet up again? What remaineth now in caſe they 
t ſhould come npon us afreſn with a new power of men, for certain it is that their multitude is M 
ce incredible) & were willing to dwell here in this City by them conquered & by you abandoned, 
but that yegently permit and ſuffer them? Nay,What and if not the Gauls, but your old enemies 
« the Equians and the Volſcians would remove and come to Rome, would you be willing to have 
ec them become Romans and your ſelves Veientians ? Would ye not rather, that this deſert and 
« waſt ground as it lieth were yours, than to be a City peopled by your enemies? For Icannot ſee, 
« T aſſure you, whether of the t wain, were more to be deteſted. And becauſe( forſooth)ye are loath 
ce to fal to building are ye reſolved to abide theſe miſchiefs&theſe ſnamful reproaches?If through- 
c out the whole City there might not be built a more commodious or ſtately houſe, than is that 
« cortage there of our founder, were it not better to dwel in cottages like ſhepherds & peaſants, ſo 
c it be among your ſacred monuments and houſhold gods, than all at once generally to go into N 
cc exile? Our anceſtors and forefathers being a mixture of divers countries, and no other than herd - 
« men, finding in theſe parts nothing but woods and bogs, in a ſhort time built a new City out of 
the ground: and are we loath, having yet our Capitol, our caſtleſafe, the Temples of our gods 
ce ſtandinę ſtill.to reedifieit now that ĩt is burnt. That which every one of us would have done, i 
« our houſes had been fired, reſuſe we alrdgetherto do in the common ſcarefire of the City? Give 
« me leave a little, What & if by ſome villany,orby miſchance there ſhould be a ſcarefire at ei & 
« by reaſon of the wind(as it is often ſeen)the flame ſpred & catch, and ſo conſume a great part of 
te the City, ſhall we go from thence by and by, and ſeek to Fidena or Gabii, or ſome other City - 
ec near at hand to remove unto ? Is che very native ſoil of our country, and this ground which we 
« call our mother, of no power at all to keep us here, but doth the whole love and affection of O 
« our country, reſt in the ſuperficial outſide, and in the timber and rafters of our houſes ? Verily, 
ce confeſs I will unto you (althongh I take leſs pleaſure to remember the wrongs you did me, than 
ce the calamity which I endured) when I was abſent and in exile, ſo often as I thought of my coun- 
ce try, all theſe things ran in my mind: the hils, the plain, the Tyber, the coaſts all about, which was 
« mydaily proſpect; and this ait: under which I was born and brought up. All which, O Quirites, 
«ler them move you rather now wich an affection to them for to tarry ſtil in this your habĩtation,

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A than diſquĩet you hereafter, and torment you for the want and mils-of them, when you have 
ce once left and forgone them, Not without good cauſe both God and man choſe this place for 
« the building of this City: moſt healthy and \wholſome hils: a very cohrenient and commodi- 
« ous river to bring in corn and other fruits out of the inland parts, to receive proviſion and o- 
<[ ther victuals from the. ſea - coaſts: the ſea itſelf near enough for commodities, and not expoſed

© and open by too much nearnels to the dangers of forrain nat ies: the very heart and centre of 


« all Italy, a place as a man would ſay, naturally made, and only for that City to grow and encreaſe 
«in, And that doth the very largeneſs and greatneſs of a City fo newly founded, plainly prore. 

ce It is now three hundred threeſcore and four years, and not above, ſince the foundation there- 

<« of,O Quirites, Amongſt ſo many Nations of greateſt antiquity, thus long ye have made war: 

« and all this while (to lay nothing of particular Cities) neither the V olſcians together with the 

« A&qunians.peopling ſo many towns, and thoſe ſo ſtrong, nor all Hetruria ſo mighty by ſea and 
e land, apd containing the Whole breadth between the two ſeas, are in war to you comparable. 
Which being ſo, what reaſon have you (in the devils name) when ye have had ſufficient proof 

cc already of it; to try again new experiments? conſidering now, that albeit your valour and vertue 

© may go with you elſewhither, yet ſurely, the good luck and fortune of this place can never de- 

c part and remove from hence? Here is the Capitoll, where ſometimes upon the finding of a 

&« mans head, anſwer was made by diviners and wizards, That in that very place ſhould be the 

ee head of all puiſſance, and the imperiall ſear of the whole world. Here, at what time as the Ca- 

C © pitoll, by the direction of the Augurs ſhould be voided and cleared of all other Chappels, Lady 
4 ara and god Terminus; to the great joy of our forefathers, would not ſuffer themſelves to 
< be ſtirred out of their place. Here are the fires of Veſta, here be the Scutcheons come down from 
ce heaven, here are all the gods, favourable & gracious ſtil unto you, ſo long as here ye make abode 
ec and remain, Camillus in all his Oration throughout moved them much: but that part thereof 

cc touching religion (by report) was moſt effectuall. But that which truck it dead, and put all out 
ce of doubt, was a certain word that fell out to be ſpoken fitly to the purpoſe, For at wat time as 

ec the Senat a while after was gathered together in the Court Hoſtilia, to debate about theſe things 
ce and certain companies of ſouldiers that returned from their guards, chanced in the mean time 
ce to march through the market place, one Captain hapned to ſpeak in the Comitizm, and ſaid, 
D* Pitch down thy enſign ſtandard bearer, here will be our beſt abode. Which voice was not ſo ſoon 
ce heard, but both the Senat being come out of the Council Houſe, cried with one accord, That 
« they took that omen for good luck, and happy preſage: and alſo the Commons all gathered 

« thereabout, approved the ſame. Aſter this, when the foreſaid Act of tranſmigrat ion was once 

ce clean daſhed and aboliſhed, the City began to be built conſuſedly, and without order. Tile was 

cc allowed at the common charges: ro dig either ſtone, or hew timber, evety man had liberty 

ce where he could, putting in ſureties, that within the compaſs of that year they would finiſh their 
<« buildings. The haſte they made, cauſed them to have no regard of drawing out the ſtreets di- 
«rectly, whiles every man built in the void places without reſpect of his own or other mens 
“ground. Which is the Cauſe that the out- ſinłs and vaults which firſt were conveyed through 

E the common ſtreets, now run every where under mens houſes, and the form of the City ſeemeth 
e s if it were built at random (as every mancould catch a place for himſelf) rather than diſtin&t» 

ly ranged, and fer out in good order unto them; * - |

| T containeth the fortunate wars againſt the Equiaust be Volſciaut, and Tuſcans, Four Tribes were 
Jar: to the former; Stellatina, Sabbatina, Promentina, Arnienſis. M. Manlius, who had defended the 
Capitoll from the Gault, whiles he diſchargeth the debs of thoſe that were in danger of their*creditars, 
and releaſed ſuch as were then impriſoned,was convicted of aſpiring to be King, and thrown domn from 
the cliff Tatpeia, In whoſe reproach a decree was made by the Senat, that none of the houſe of Man- 
G lius ſpould be ſurnamed Marcus: C. Licinius, and L. Sextius, Tribunes of the Commons, propoſed a 
law, that Conſuls alſs might be choſen out of the Commons, who were created before from among the 
Neblesonly, © And albeit the Senators withſtood them with earneft endeavour, yet by reaſon that for 
fee years ſpace the ſame Tribune continued the only Magiſtrates of the City, they went through with 
that law and got it enacted. And L. Sextius was createdthe firſt Conſul that ever was of Commoners, 
A ſecond Law there paſſed likewiſe, That no man might poſſeſs above five hundredacres of land, 
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Hat acts fromthe building of the City of Rame unto the taking of the ſame, the 
| Romans have atchieved, firſt, under the government of Kings, afterwards of 
- Conſuls and dictators, Decemvirs, and Tribunes Conſular, as well in the wars a- 
broad as ſeditions at home; I have in five books declared. Matters obſcure, both 
in regard of exceeding antiquity(as things that a far off hardly be diſcerned: ) and alſo for that in 
thoſe daies there were very few writings and monuments, the only faithfull ſafegard, and true re- k 
membrancers of deeds paſt : and beſides, whatſoever was regiſtred in the Commentaries of the 
Prieſis, and in other publike or privat records, the ſame for the moſt part, when the City was bur= 
ned periſhed withall, But now from henceforward, their civill affairs of policy, and martiall ex- 
ploits in war, enſuing after a ſecond beginning of the City ( as ſpringing again with more freſh 
ſhoots and fruitful ſprouts from the root of the old ſtock) ſhall be delivered in more plain and 
certain manner, | 
And to begin withall, look by whom the ſtare firſt was underpropped and ſer upright, upon 
him (as chief and principall ) it ſlill bare and reſted, and that was M. Purius: whom the Romans 
would not ſuffer to give up his 11 — before one year was fully expired. As for thoſe Tri- 
bunes (Conſular) in time of whoſe wernment the City was loſt, they liked not that they x 
ſhould call and hold an aſſembly for Election of * the year following. So the matter 
came to an Interreign. Now while the City was buſie in continuall work and labour, about 
reedifying and repairing their buildings, Q. Fabius fo ſoon as he was out of his office, was by 
C. Mart ius, a Tribane of the Commons arretted to make his anſwer at a day appointed, Who laid 
to his charge, That he contrary to the Law of Nations, had fought againfi the Gauls, unto 
whom he was ſent in embaſlage, and as an Orator only. But he avoided his judiciall triall, by his 
death: and died ſo juſt againſt the time, that many men — it was voluntary and wrought 
by bis own hands. Then P. Cornelius Scipio firſt entred upon the nterreien : and after him M. Fu- 
rius Camillus the ſecond time. He created Tribunes Military in Conſuls authority, A. Falerius Pub- 
licola the ſecond time, L. Virginius, P. Cornelius, A. Manlins,L./Emylins,and L. Poſtbumius. Theſe L 
men preſently after the Interreign, were not ſo ſobn entred into office, but before all other things, 
they conſulted with the Senat in matters concerning Reon and conſcience, And firſt of all 
they commanded, that all the inſtruments of leagues and confederacies, the ordinances and 
laws alſo( & thoſe were the twelve tables, & certain Starnres made by the Kings) ſhould be ſought 


up as many as conid be found extant, Whereof ſome were publiſhed abroad, even amoneſt the 


Common people: bur ſuch as perrained pony to holy Rites, and divine ſervice, were by the 
Prieſts and Prelates ſuppreſſed ; eſpecially, of purpoſe to hold the minds of the people in a reve- 
rent awe of religion and devotion. Then began they to reaſon and debate about the diſmal daies. 
And the fifteenth day before the Calends of Angſt, ſo notorious for a twofold loſs and over. 
throw upon which day at Cremera the Fabii were all ſlain, and after at Alia an unfortunate M 
field was fought, even to the utter ruin and deſolation of the Cicy, they named of the latter miſ- 
fortune, Allienſis: and ſer this unlucky mark upon it, That it ſhould be reputed unmeet and in- 
convenient for any butineſs as well publike as private. Some think, becauſe upon the next day fol- 
lowing the * Ides of Jul, Sulpitius the Tribune Military could not by ſacrifice find any tokens of 
happy ſpeed, nor obtain the grace and favour of the gods; whereupon three daĩes after, the Ro- 
man holt fell ſhamefully into the hands of the enemies: therefore, the morrow alſo after the Ides 
was interdicted and men were commanded to forbear and abſtain from doing ſacrifice: and there- 
upon like w iſe, the day next following the Calends and the Nones, were by tradition held as omi- 
nous and diſmall as the other. | | 
Bur long they might not quietly fit about the deviſing of means to reform the Common-weal, N 

and ſer it upright again after ſogrievous and dangerous a fall. For of the one fide, the Volſcians, 
their old enemies, took arms, intending the finall deſtuction of the Roman name. On the other 
ſide, the Merchants brought news, That the Princes and chief of all the Nations of Hetraria were 
banded and confederate together in a Diet held at the Temple of Voltumna, to make war upon 
them, Beſides a freſh and new fear came upon them by reaſon of the rebellion of the Latines and 
Hernicky, who after the battell at the pool Regillas,for the ſpace almoſt of an hundred years, had 
continued faſt in loyall league and amity with the people of Nome. Therefore being thus greatly 
affrighted on every ſide, that all the world might ſee apparently that the State of Rome was not 
only hated of her enemies. but deſpiſed alſo of her allies: it was thought good and reſolved u 

on that by his direction and rule, the Common · wealth ſhould now be maintained and defended. 0 
by whoſe conduꝗ and guidance it was relieved and recovered : and that 24. Furins Camilla- 
ſhould be created Dictator. He being declared Dictator, named Q. Servilius Hala for Generall 
of the Horſemen, And having proclaimed a law-fteed (or vacation from Courts of Law ) he 
rook muſter of all the younger ſort and ſerviceable men: but ſo, as the elder people were not 
leſt our, as many as were of ftrenorh ſufficient for ſervice, Unto whom he likewiſe miniftred the 
military oath of Alleageance, and enrolled them by hundreds in the muſter book. When he

A had thus levied a power of men, and furniſhed them with armour, he divided them into three 
parts, The one be oppoſed againſt Herruria in the Country of Ye : another he commanded to 

lie encamped before the City. Over theſe 4. Manlius a Tribune military was made Captain: 

thoſe which were [ent againſt the Tuſcans had L. Æmylius for their Commander, A third part he 

himſelf led againſt the Volſcians: and not far from Lanuuium (the place is called Ad-Metinm)he 

began to aſſault their Camp, The enemies had put themſelves on this their journey, wich a kind 

of ſcornful contempt, as thinking the whole manhood in a manner of Rome, was by the French 

clean ſpent and watted, But when they heard. once, that Camillus was the Lord General it ſtr oke 

inch a fear and terrout among them, that they were glad to defend themſelves by the ſtrength oſ 
3 their trench and rampier, yea, and to fence it NT about with huge-piled heaps of wood and 

trees, that their enemies might have no paſſage to enter in upon their munitions. Which when 

Camillus perceived, he gave order to ſet on fire that Barricado which Rood in his way. And as 

good hap was, the wind was big and high, and blew full upon the enemy. So that not only he made 
Way by fire, but alſo with the flames thereof that went toward the Camp, with the vapour like» 

wile and ſmake, and the crackling noiſe of the green wocd, he ſo amated & aſtonied the enemies, 
that the Romans had leſs ado to paſs the trench and palliſado, into the Camp of the Volſcians, 
than ingetting over the mound and encloſure conſumed with fire. Having thus defeated and ſlain 
his enemies and won withall the Camp in the ſame brunt, the Dictator gave the whole ſpoile un- 
to the ſouldiers: which to them was ſo much the more welcome, as they leſs hoped for it at their 
C General his hand- who was never kno yen to be laviſh-ofgift,and over- liberal in dealing rewards. 
After this he followed them that fled, in chace, waſted and fortaged their whole country, and at 
lengthſ in che ſeventieth year of the war) he holy ſubdued the Volſcians, and forced them to yield 
ſubjection. After this conqueſt he departed from thence againſt the Æquians, who like wiſe made 
preparations for war. Their forces he ſurpriſed and defeated at Bolæ, and aſſailed not only their 
Camp, but allo forced the City, and at the firſt aſſault won both, ä | 

:. Bur whiles fortune ſmiled thus, what way ſoever Camillus went, as being the only ſtay of the 
Roman ſtate: ſo on another ſide che fear of peril greatly encreaſed, For the Tuſcans well near all 
up in arms, lay before Satrizm, and beſieged it heing in league with the people of Rome, Whole 
Embaſſadours came unto the Senat to entreat for ſuccour in their diſtreis, and had a decree gran- 
ted unto them, that the Dictator with all ipeeq ſhould reſcue the Sutrines. But being ſo ſtraightliy 
beleaguered; that they might not abide the delay of this their hope, for that the townſmen, who 
were but few. in number, were over- wearied with working, watching, and bloudy fighting, (all 
' which lay ſtill upon the ſame men without intermiſſion) they were driven by compoſition to ſur- 
render up the City to the enemĩes: and being diſarmed and ſent away with a ſingle ſute of apparrel 
(after a piteous ſort all a · row) departed the town & left their dwelling places. But ſee, it fortuned 
that Camillus at the ſame time came in the very manner with the Roman Army and met them, At 
Whole feet the multitude all ſorrowful lay proſtrate: their Nobles and chief men in this extremi- 
ty fell to beſeech him to be good unto them: the women and children which went along with 
them, as partakers and companicns of their exile, ſeconded them with woſul tears and lamenta- 
x tions. But he willed the Sutrines to forbear their mourning plainrs. and give over their dolefull 
moan: ſaying that he brought the Tuſcans heavy and weeping cheer. Then cauſed he his ſouldiers 
to lay down their packs and load, the Sutrines like wiſe there to abide with a mean guard, and his 
men to follow him with armour and weapons only. Thus marched he forward with his Army 

lightly appointed for ready expedition, and advanced before Sutrium. Where, according to his ex- 

pectation, he found the enemies all careleſs and ſecure (as commonly it falletk out upon a proſpe- 

rous ſucceſs.) No warders, no corps de gua d quartered before the walls, the gates wide open, 
the Conquerours here and there ſaccking, rifling and flingingthe goods out of their enemies 
houſes. So was Sutrium in one day twice won. The Tuſcans (forall their former victory) were 
hewn in peeces on every ſide, by a new-· come enemy. They had no time to caſt themſelres 

E round nor gather together into one place, no, nor to take we? pon in hand: whiles every man for 

life, made in all haſte to the gates, if haply any way they might eſcape into the fields. But when 
they came thither, the gates they foundfaſt ſhut, for ſo the Dictator had given order afore-hand. 

Hereupon ſome berook themſelves to theit weapons: others / namely, ſuch as hapned to be armed 

whenthis ſudden tumult ſurpriſed them) fell to call theirſellows together for to begin askirmiſh:

which no doubt in that deſperate caſe of the enemies had been hotly fought, had not the Cri- 


ers and Trumpets which were ſent into all parts of the City, made proclamation to lay down 


their weapons, to ſpare them which were unarmed, and that none ſhould have any harm but 


thoſe that were found in arms. Upon this, even they who in that extremity and deſpair were 
fully bent to fight it out, for hope of life on all hands flung away their weapons: and thus diſar- 
G med as they were (for as the caſe ſtood, it was the ſafer courſe) preſented themſelves to the ene- 
my, A great number of them were beſtowed in ſeveral places, and were attended upon with good 
guards. And before night the town was delivered again unto the Sutrines, ſafe and found without 


any hurt at all done unto it, as being not won by force, but ſurrendred upon compoſition. Camil- 
las then returned with triumph into the City of Rome, victor at one voyage in three ſundry 
wars. The gteateſt number by far, of priſoners, whom he led before his chariotin triumph, were 
Tuſcans: whom he ſold in port- ſale at the ſpear, and raiſed ſuch a ſum of mony, that when

had out ot it repaid the dames [of Rome] to the worth of their gold, there were of the ſurpluſage 1x 

thereof three made of maſſie gold: which with the title and inſcription of Camillus his 

name, were for certainty, before the Capitol was burnt to be ſeen in the chappell of Jupiter ſer 

up and beſtowed at the feet of Juno. = VN 4 — 41 
The ſame year, there were enfranchiſed and made Citizens of Rome, ſuch Veientians, Cape- 

nates and Faliſcians, as in the time of thoſe wars were fled to the Romans: and for theſe new Ci- 


tizens were certain lands ſet out. Thoſe alſo, who for idleneſs loath to build at Rome, were gone to 


Viii, there to inhabit the vacant houſes, were by an Act of the Senat recalled home from thence, 


And they at the firſt, grumbled & refuſed to obey:bur after that a day was ſer them. & they threat- 


ned upon pain of death to return again to Rome 3 as ſtout as they were, and obſtinate all of them 1 
together now for fear every one became obedient, As Rome now increaſed in number of inhabi- 
tants, and became well peopled: ſoon all hands in every place they fell to building new edifices: 
whiles the Common wealth ſomewhat eaſed them of charges, and the Ædiles by vertue of their 
office called hard upon wr Ia — forward as to a publike work:yea,and every man pri- 
vately made all ſpeed poſſible, according as each ones need required, to make an end and finiſh his 
own houſe. So as within the year the City was new built and flood on foot again. 5 

At the years end was the great Election held for Tribunes military in Conſuls authority. 

Wherein were created T, Quintins Cincinnatus, Q, Servilins Piderat the fifth time, Julius Tullius, 
L. Agquilius Corvus, L. Lucretius Tricipitinus, Ser. Sulpitins Ruffus, One army they ſet out and led 
againſt the £quians,not to war with them (for pg rhemſelves conquered ): but upon R 
meer ſpight and deadly hatred, to waſte all their borders utterly, and to leave them no power 
ſtrength to enterptiſe any new rebellion, The other, into the territory of Ta quinii. Where, two 
towns of the Tuſcans, Cortuoſa and Contenebra,were by aſſault won and raſed. At Cortuoſa was no 
reſiſtance made. For the Romans ſurptiſed them on a ſudden, and at the firſt ſhout and impreſſion 
they were maſters of it: The town was ſacked and burned. As for Contenebra, it endured the aſ- 
fault for ſome few daies : but the continual labour, ſlacking neither day nor night overcharged 
them:wheras the Roman Army divided into fix parts, fought ſix hours in their ſeveralturns rou 

one after the other. And the townſmen being but ew, andthoſe overtoiled, were fain without 
any ſupply, ſtill to maintain freſn skirmiſhes. Whereupon at laſt they retreated back & yielded, gi- 
ving the Romans leave to enter the City. The Tribunes were of mind and thought good, that the L 
ſpoil ſhould be confiſcat and go to the common treaſury: but the commandment and proclamati- 
on was more flackthantheir purpoſe on that behalf. For whileſt they lingred and protracted 
time, the ſoldiers already had ſeiſed in their prizes: and taken from them again without much 
offence and hatred the booty could not be. In the ſame year,becanſe the City ſhould not flouriſh 

in private buildings only, the Capitol was alſo built ofſquared aſhler ſtone: A piece of work even 
in this ſo glorious eſtate, and . of the City, to be had in price and eſleemed excellent. 
And now before this time, the Tribunes of the Commons, whiles the City was buſied about their 
buildings, began often to move for the Laws Agraria ſ about the diviſion of the lands) in all their 
aſſemblies and ſpeeches before the people. For to dra them on and to ſer forward their hope, 
they preſented unto them very often the Pomptine Territory, which then above all others, ſo pre- M 
ſently upon the ſubduing and ſubverſion ofthe Volſcians by C amillus, was, no doubt, the rightfull 
poſſeſſion of the people of Rome. Complaints were made, that thoſe grounds ſuſtained muck more 
detriment and damage by tlie Nobility, than they had received before from the Volſcians. For 
they, ſo long only as they were able to bear arms and maintain war, made inrodes thither: but the 
Noblemen forcibly entred and made havock in the poſſeſſions of the common lands: and unleſss 
(before they had ſet ſure footing there, and got all into their hands) a dix iſion were made, the 
Commons 5 never enjoy one foot of ground there. Theſe Remonſtrances of the Tribunes 
little moved the Commons. both becauſe fe of them reſorted to the common place of aſſem- 
blies whiles they plied their building: and alſo for that money was away, and their purſes ſo emp- 
tied in the charges of workmen, that they had little mind of holding thoſe lands, which to ſtore N 
and ſtock they were not able. 1 2: 

The City was now given much to their devotions and religions, and the rulers alſo ſomewhat 
ſuperſtitious upon their Jatecalamity: Inſomuch as they minded to renew the Auſpicia or theſo- 
lemnity of preſages taken by bird- flight] for ſome errour ſuppoſed therein: and therefore they a- 
greed that the government ſhould return to an Interreign, So there were Interregents one after 
another MH. ManliusC apitolinus, Ser. Sul pit ius C amerinus, L. Falerius Potitus Valerius at length held 
the aſſembly tor to elect Tribunes Military in Conſuls authority, and created L. Papirius, Cn. Ser- 
gius L. Euylius the ſec ond time, L. Licinius, T Valerius Publicola the third time. Theſe preſently 
after the Interreign. began their gorernment. That year, the Temple of Mars vowed in the 
Gauls war was dedicated by T. Quint ius, a Duumvir deputed for the executing of holy duties. O 
Four Tribes of new Citizens were now adjoyned Srellatina, Pomat ina Sabbatina, Arnienſis. and 


Tribes adj y. theſe made np the number of the 25 Tribes. And now L. Sicinius a Tribune of the Commons, was 
ned io Rome.

Howbeit becauſe fo ſtrong a City might not be Won without great preparation of artillery, oxdi- 
nance & engins of battery, leaving his collegue behind him with the army, he went himſelf to Rome, 
to perſwade with the Senat. fot to deſtroꝝ and raſe Antium utterly, And whiles he was emparlin 
with them / ſuch was the will of God I believe, chat Antium ſhould Rand ſtill & continue 2 
there came Embaſſadors from Nepet and Sutriamsraving_ aid Is pon the Tuſcans, ſaying: That it O 
was more than high time, that they were ſfuccbured andrelieved, Upon which occaſion it ſell out, 
that Camillus was withdrawn thither from Artis m. For ſeeiig thatthoſe two Towns flood even 
againſt Herruriayas it were the very keyes and Vat-gares from rhence: both the enemies laboured 
to gain them afore · hand, againſt the time rhatrhey Went aboux to make new wars; & the Romans 
allo held it a matter of great conſequence,ro reſtye and defend thoſe frontier Töwns. The Senat 


_ therefore thgught good to bein hand with cat, for to leave Antium, and to undertake the 


war with the Tuſcans. (City- legions under General Quintian were appointed unto 17 
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eager at the firſt encounter: but were not able o abide the ſword - fight, the cloſing toget 
10 foot, and the firy countenance of their enemies; which for the very heat of their courage, 
ſhined and gliſtered fully zd cheir eyes. So the fotefrant being put back, a feir cattic upon them 
Uke wiſe that ſtood behind for fupply; and withal, the Horſemen for their parts ſet to and fought 
moſt terribly, Whereupon the ranks of the enemies in 8 were broken. and all ſei out of 
3 order, ſo as their battailons ſeemed to flote and wave up and down to and fro, in ſuipen.e whe- 
ther to fight dr ſiye. Aſter wards, hen they ſa w the formoſt ſmitten down and ſlain, and every one 
thought no other but hię on turn was next toõ be killed; they turned their backs and fled. The 
Romans camt forw and chaſed them. And ſo long as they went theit way armed and thick 
hudied together, it was the foormens work to purſue them: but when it was petceived onceſthat 
2 weapons on all hands, and chat the enemies army fled diiperſed all abroad 
in the ſieldaa then were the troups of Horſemen ſer out after them, with this civeat and charge, 
to make no ſtay and forler the time, by killing chem one by one, and lo to give che main multitude 
of them in the mean while ſufficient reſpit to eſcape: but that they ſnould content themſelves, 
only to let flye ſome ſhot amongit them, and by ſearing them to Hinder their running: and hen 
e they were ridden beyqnd, to croſs upon them and ſtay them, until the footmen might overtake 
dae ace down nigbt and make an hund of chem clean, Thus fled chey, and thus were they 
| in chate until night. Thewery ſame day was the Volſcians camp takeu and ranſacked, and

publick and general warrant of the State. There were known alſo to be among them ſome of the 
Circeians; yea, and certain of the Velicerne colony hkewiſe. All of them were ſent to Rome. Where 
being examined before the chief of the Senators, they confeſſed every one in plain terms, the re- 


* D volting of their own Nation, like as they had before bewrayed ĩt unro the DiRaror, The Dictator 


ſill kept his forces together within the ſtanding camp, making no doubt, but that che rulers and 
Senators of Rome would determine to ar upon thoſe countries. 
But even at that time ægreater heap of troubles which aroſe at home, cauſed bim to be ſent 
for co Rems, by occaſion of a ſedition which grew daily more and more: and by reaſon of the 
Author thereof {a man of quality and note) was mote feated than any uſually had been afore 
time. For no by this, had A. Manlius not by ſpeeches only, but by plain deeds alſo, (which in 
ourward ſhew- ſeemed populat and plauſible) ſiewed evidently upon what troubleſome and tu- 
mulruous ſpiric all proceeded: For ſeeingupon a time à Centurion of good worth for his ſetv ĩce 

in war, condemned in an action of debt, and upon an execution of judgement carried to priſon: 

E he in the mids of tlie Fram, came running unto him with a rout and crew of his followers and 
retinue, laid hand on him, and took bim perforce from the officers: and after he had given out

which the Tribuns Military choſen from out of the Commons had procured, bj reaſon that they 
were ſo gracious and reverenced among thoſe of theũt on coat and faction. All the beginning oi 
rhe year following, was at the firft on alight fire wih hor diſcord and mutiny, when Sp. Purias, 
Qvintins Servilins the ſecond time, Zaeinm Menenivis the third time; P. Clulius, A. Horatius and 
L. Gey anins were Tribuns Military with Conſuls authority. The maxter and cauſe of which ſedi- 
tious broils, were the debts above ſpecified. For the due itiquiſtion wherof,avd to know to what 
ſums they amounted, Sy. Servilins Priſcum and ClalinsSiralns were made Cenſors, but ſtopped 1 
they were for doing any thing by occaſion of wars, For firſtfearful meſſengers in all hate brought 
word, and after, the flight of the Connery people confirmed it, that the legions of the Volicians 
were entred into the confines, and fell to ſpoiling every where the territory about Rome. Not- 
withſtanding which fear and forraign terror, lo little were the ci: il diſcords appeaſed, chat contra- 
riwiſe the Tribuns of the Commons extended their r with more violence to hinder the levy 
of ſouldiers, until they had indented and capitulated with the Senators, that ſo long as the wars 
laſted; no man ſnould either contribute and be charged with any impoſt, or be ſued in any action 
of debt. When the Com. took hold once of this eaſement and liberty, the muſters were delayed 
no longer. And after they had levied and enrolled two new legions, it was thoughe ronvenient 


that the legions ſhould be divided, and two armies ſent forth into the Volſcians Country. So Fu- K 


rius and MA. Horatius, went on the right hand along the ſea coaſt to Antium. Q. Seruilius and 
L. Geganius on the left hand, by the way of the moviitains'to Ecetra. But onneither fide met 
they with the enemy. Whereupon they fell to forraging the Country, not here and there in ſcar- 
tering wiſe, as the Volſcians had done, afrer the manner of robbers, at᷑ ſtarts upon advantage ta- 
keneFtheir enemies diſcord, and byſtealth for fear of their valour: bur being a full power and 
army of men, and —— provoked to anger: the longer they continued here: the fouler work they 
made. For the Volſcians ſanding in fear; left in the tnean While they ſhould be encountred with 
a power from Rome, had made roads only into the utmoſt frontiers 3 But contrariwiſe, the Ro- 
mans made ſtay in the enemies land, the father to train them forth and draw them to afield- fight. 
Having therefore burned up, in amannex, all the uplandiſh tiouſes and granges, and ſome villages L 
alſo, and left behind them no fruitful tree ſtanding nor the ſo vn corn fer hope of grain, and dti- 
ven away whole booties efmen, women; ind cattel which they could ght on witkout the walls; 
they teduced their armies of both les home again te Nome. In this mem while the debtors had 
ſome little reſpit to breath themſelves in. But fo ſoon as ll was quiet from enemies abroad, they

© By the ſame ſtrong hand alſo they prevailed ſo much, that without impeachment of any man, 
all the younger ſort took the military oath; ſo that they levied three armies againſt the Lat tis and 
Volſci ts: Who joining their legions together, had encamped themſelves at Satricumi One atmy 
was gathered for the defence of the City: anethet to be ſet out againſt all ſudden wars „ if haply 


elſewhere ſome tumuſt ſnould ariſe : & a third, of all other the ſirongeſtj was under the conduct 


of P. Valerius, and E. Emliut, led to Suricum. Where, finding the enemies embattelled in good 
array upon a plain & even ground, they charged upon them preſently. But ere that they had got the 
victory evidently in ſiglit, and were but only in ſome good hope of havinga ſair day of their ene - 
mies, the rain ſo poured down with hu eſtorms and tempeſts, that it parted both hoſts aſunder. N 
The morro after began a freſh conflict. And for a goed while, the legiotisof the Latins eſpeci- 
es * 1 ng alliance with the Romans had learned their manner of warfare, ſtotid to it as 
valiantly, and ſped as fortunatly as the Romans. At length, the Roman hotſemen that rond in a- 
mopęſt them, brake their ravks ; and when they were once diſarrayed, the feotmen diſplayedtheit 
enſigns; and advanced upon them: and lob how much che Romans battel ſer forward; ſo much 
the ènemies gave back ward. But whet they began once to faint in theit fight, than the violence 
of the Romans was intollerable. Thus the enemies were diſcomfited and ſcattered: and flying 
not toward their camp, but to Satricum, which was two miles off, they were by the horſem 
eſpecially beaten down, trod under foot and ſlain, Their tents were talen and tifled. From $4- 
trieum they diſlodged, the next night aſter the barrel wasfoughe and marched in great haſte (asif O 
they fled) to Antium. And albeit the Roman army followed them by the tracks hard ar heeles, 
yer their footmanſhip ſerved them better in their fear, that ĩt did the Remans.for alltheir anget.

The very Commons and none elſe, are they that hurt them- 
ec ſelves, and delay their own — Who mighr-preſently if they would, have their City, theit 
c common Hall; and place of aſſemblies freed from theſe Creditors: yea, and their grounds re- 
« covered again from rhe unjuſt Land- lord; Which benefits and hberties, hen are they like 


* to weigh and eſteem with thankful minds accordingly, if in the very time that they #Ero ac- 


«cept the Las deviſed for their own wealth and good, they cut off all hope of promotion and 
«honour, from tie publiſherꝭ and propoſers thereof? For it ſtandeth not with the modeſty of 
ec the people of Rome, to require to be eaſed themſelves of Uſdry, and to be ſet in poſleſſion again 
ce of the land, wrongfully withheld from them by the mighty men: and then to leave thoſe old 
ec Trib. by whoſe means they have come by thoſe good commodities, to ſhift for themſelves, not 
cc only without honor, but alſo without all hope of honor. Let them firſt therefore ſet down with 
ce themſelves, and reſolve, What they are minded to do: and afterwards in the election of Trib. de- 
<< clare the ſame openly; If they would be willing to ſpeak affitmatively to thoſe Laws, all jointly 
ce ag they were propounded, then there were ſome xeaſon to chuſe the ſame Trib. again: and then 
« would they ena ct & eſtabliſh finally chat which they had publiſned. But in caſe their wil was to 
ce accept of that and no more than which ſetvVed each privat thans turn then there was ſmal need 
ce or none at all to have them 1 in office, with theenvy and grudꝑing of ſo many. And to be ſhore, 
« neither would they accept of the Tribunſhipany longer, neither ſhould che Commons have 
ce thoſe Laws ratified, which were already granted. When as all the reſt of the Senators were

Claudius writeth, that this year the Gauls were fought with, about tlie 
river Auio: and that there was that noble combat upon the bridge, in which, T. Manlius in the 
fight of both armies flew in ſingle fight a Gaul that had challenged him and given defiance,and de- 
ſpoiled him ofhis coller of gold. But there be more wfiters that induce me tobeleeve, that this 
exploit yas performed ten years after: and that in this year the Gauls had a battel given them by 

. Fail, Dictator, in the Albans land: where the Romans had neither doubtful nor . 
victory, although the French made them afraid at firſt in remembrance of their ſormex overthrow, 

Many thouſands of this barbarous nation were flain in field, many alſo fell upon the ſword in 
their camp after it was won. Some were ſcattered and fled, and thoſe moſt (whotook the way to 

G Apulia) ſaved themſelves from the enemy, both by flying ſo far, and alſo for that upon fear they 

were ſo diſtracted and parted one from another. The Senators and Commons agreed and made a 
decree, that the Dictator ſhould triumph. Who ſcarcely had made an end of that war, but he was

M. Pemponius aTribun of the Commons, arreſted L. Manlius for bis exceeding rigour in taking 
muſter of ſouldicy;: and for confining and hardly intreating his own ſon, T. Manlius, for uo crime or 
hainous off ence. And the young man himſelf, whoſe confining and miſuſage was laid unto his fathers 
charge, entred the bed- chamber of the ſaid Tribun, drew his Skean and forced him to ſwear unto him, 
that he would let fall his ſuit and proceed uo further. Then all miſchiefs intended, were laid apart and © 
had an end, Curtius armed at all pieces, mounted upon a Courſer, rode headlong into the wide gaping 
$ chink or gulf wit hint he City ef Rome, and ſo it preſently filled up again, The ſame young Manlius, 
who had freed his fat her from the troubles of the Tribun, entred imo combat with a French. an, that 
challenged any one of the Roman Souldiers to fingle fight, flew him, took from him his colar of Gold, 
which he ware about his neck afterwards himſelfe, and thereefwas called Torquatus. Two Tribes 
more were added, Pontina and Publicia, Licinius StolO was condemnedby a law of his own making, 
becauſe he held in poſſe ſion more then five hundred Acres of ground, M. Valerius a Colonel of one 
hw foot, killed a Gaul, who challenged him to fight: andthat, by the means and help of a Raven 
that ſeiled upon his Morion, and with tallons and bill annoyed his enemy, and thereupon was he na- N 
med Corvinus, For which vertue and ualorous Aft, he was the year next following created Canſal, be- 
ing uot full three and twenty years olds Amity was concluded with the Carthaginians, The Campaines 
being warred upon bythe Samnites craved aid of the Senat againſt them: and whenth could not ſpeed, © 
neeldedtheir City and Territory tothe people of Rome, Wherenpon it was thought goo j ſeeing both they 
and theirs, were now become proprietary to the people of Rome, that they 2 be fende by force 
of arms againſt the Samnites, When A. Cornelius the Conſul, had led his hoſt into a place of diſuantage 
and was in great peril, he was by the induſtrious ſervice of P. Decius a Colonel ſaved : wha having gai- 
ned the hill top, which commanded the ridge, whereon the Samnit es lay encamped, gave the Conſul o- 
portunity to —_ and paſs into a plain ground: and him ſelf, not wit hſtandiug he was environed by the 
enemy, brake throughghem, and gat away, The Roman ſouldiers left in garriſon at Capua, having 0 
conſpired to keepthe City to their own behbof, were detected and t heir plot diſcloſed: and for fear of pur © 
miſhment, re volted from the people of Rome contrary to t hein allegeance: but by the policy and 4 70 
of M. Corvinus, they were reclamedfrom their outrage, 4 reſtored again to their countrey. Mareor 
ver, this book containeth the fartunafe wars at ainſt the Hernicks, Gauls, T 1burts, Privernats,T ar qui» 
nians, Samnites, andVolſcians.

Now when L. G ent ius and Q. Servilius were Coſſ. and all at good reſt 
for any home - ſedition or forrain war: behold, leſt they ſhould at any time be void * and 
ger, there began a great plague; In which died, a« men * one Cenſor, one Edible Curule, 
three Tribuns of the Commons: beſides, many a dead corps from among the multitude, was ca- 
ried forth, proportionable to the reſt, But above all che bittet death of Camillus and much lamen- 
ted (notwithſtanding the long and goodly time he had in . cauſed this peſtilence to be 
much ſpoken of and remembred. For he was (in truth) the only perſon in all fortune both of pro- 
ſpericy and adverſity, as well in peace as war: a rare and ſingular man before his baniſhment, and 
uring the ſame more famous and genowned : either in regard that the City had a miſs of him, 
and being taken by the enemy in his abſence ſought unto him fox his help; or in reſpect of his hap- 
pineſs, in that together with his own reſtitution home, he therewith reſtored his natural country. 


And after this, for 25 years ſpace (for ſo long he lived afterwards) he bare himſelf anſwerable co

the title of ſogrear glory: accounted worthy to be ſurnamed and reputed a ſecond founder after 
Romulus, of the City of Rome. All this year long and the next which followed, when T. Sulpitius 
Peticus, and C. Licinius Stolo were Conſuls, the ſickneſs continued. By reaſon whereof, nothing 
was done worth remembrance , but that for to obtain the mercy and grace of the Gods, there 
was a Lectiſtern ſolemnized, which was the third ſince the City was firſt founded. But when by 
no device of man, nor help of the Gods, the violence of the ſickneſs aſſwaged; their minds and 
conſciences were ſo poſſeſſed with ſuperſtition, that among other pacifications arid appeaſings of 
the heavenly ire, the 
afore time uſed only to behold the ſolemn om and feats of ſtrength and activity, in the great 
Liſts or Race called Circus) were (as men ſay) firſt begun and ordained. But (as all beginnings 
lightly are) a ſmall thipg (God wor) ic was at firſt: without ſong and metre without geſture and 
action ſutable unto ſong and verſe, and the ſame alſo meer outlandiſh. For the players, who were 
ſent for qu of Herruria, as they danced the meaſures to the minſtrel and ſound of flute, geftured 
tate and counterfeit them, jeſting pleaſancly beſides one with another, and ſinging in rude times 
and diſordered metre: and their geſture was ſorting with their jeſts and ditties. Thus was this 
thing firſt taken up, and thus-with much uſe and often exerciſe, praiſed, And herenpon our own 
Country Actors and artifighlt profeſſors of this feat, were called Hiſtriones of Hiſter a Tuſcan 
word, which ſignifiech a Mer or dancer. But theſe uttered not {as they uſed afore time) in 
their turns one aſter another, diſordred, confuſed, and rude verſes, like to the looſe and baudy 
Feſcenine rimes: but went through and rehearſed out, whole Satyrs , full of muſical meaſures, 
with a ſer concent of ſong alſo, to the inſtrument of the minſtrel, and with geſture agreeable there- 


G unto. Certain years aſter, Livius, who was the firſt that after the uſe of Satyrs, ventured to ſer 


forth an Enterlude, of ſome one argument and uniform matter, is reported to have been himſelf

Thus have I thought He 
among the ſmall beginnings of other things, td ſer down the Original of Stage-players alſo: that 
tit may appear, that the age ow, from a conſiderate entrance, is grown no to this foolery and 
exceflive ſumptuouſneſs, as hardly can be defrayed by moſt rich and wealthy Kingdoms, And yet 
theſe players at firſt, employed about a religious bnineſs, neither rid mens minds of ſcruple and 
ſaperſtition, nor eaſed their bodies one jot of ſickneſs. But rather; when by occghion of an over- 
flow and inundation of the Tyber, the Circus or Theatre was drowned, and their playes in the 
very midſt hindred and interrupted; this occurrent mightily troubled and affrighred them, as if 
the Gods had turned away their face and countenance, and rejected all their endeavours in theſe 
appeaſings of their wrath and indignation.

Genminiz and Emplius 
y « men. were Conſuls theſecond time, when mens minds were buſied and troubled more in 
ſeeking means to paciſy.the wrath of the Gods, than their bodies vezed with diſeaſes ; theelder 
ſort and grand oniorgcalled to mind that in old time there was a plague aſſwaged and gave over, 

The ſupergi- by the driving and fafining of a ſpike or great nail by the Dictator. The Senat upon a religions 

3 arking devotion perfwaded here with, cauſed a Bictator to be created, for to faſten the nail aforeſaid, 

of a nail. And there being choſen L. Manlius Imperioſus, he nominated for his General of Horſemen, L. Pi- 
narins. There is an old law written with ancient letters, and in antique words, That the chief 
Pretor for the time being, ſhoxld in the Ides of September drive a ſpike or nail, Well, a nail was dri- 

ven, and ſtuck faſt on the right fide of the Temple of Jupiter Optimus Maximus, on that hand 
where as Miner vas Chappel ſtandeth. That nail, becauſe in thoſe dayes there was but little wri- 
ting ſhewed, as they ſay, the number of the years. And thereupon that Law was ſet up in Ainer- I 
vaes Church, ſor that Minerva was the inventreſs of numbring. And Ciztizs a diligent writer of 
ſuch monuments, and a findious 3 1 affirmeth, That at Volſinii there ſtuck inch ſpikes ro 
be ſeenin the Temple of Nortia, a goddeſs among the Tuſcans, to quote and repreſent the number 
of the years, Now, as concerning the Temple of Jupiter @ftimus Maximus, M. Horatius the 
Conſul (by an act in that behalf provided) dedicated ir, the year next enſuing the expulſion of the 
Kings, Afterwards, the ſolemn manner and cuſtome of faſtning a nail, was transferred from the 
Conſuls to the Dictators, as to the greater and more abſolute Magiſtracy. And in proceſs of time, 
this cuſtome being diſcontinued, it was thought a thing in ĩt ſelf worthy, for which a Dictator 
ſhould be created, | 

L. Manlins being elected [as is aboveſald] for this cauſe, as if he had been called to that dignity xy 
for ſome war, and not to free the people from their ſcruple of conſcience: and intending himſe 
war againſt the Hernicks, plagued the youth with a grievous muſter: until at length all the Tri- 
buns of the Commons taking 1b him, oppoſed themſelves: and were it by force, or for very 
ſhame, be relented, and reſigned up his room. Neverthelels, in the entrance of the year next fol- 

' lowing, when Q. Servilius Hala, and L. Genutius the ſecond time were Conſuls, A. Pomponius a 
Tribun of the Commons arreſted Manlius. His cruelty in taking of the muſters was odious, not 
only for the loſs and dammage that the citizens ſuſtained thereby, but alſo for rearing and mang- 
ling their bodies, partly by ſcourging them with rods,who anſwered not to their name, and part-

ready to ſcale. Then was it ſeenthat they were thither come, preſuming rather on the vantage of 


the Romans good: ſor, the diſcord that was no breeding between the Senators and the Com. ſor 


the time than truſting in valour and manhood: o litle were they able to abide the firſt brunt and 5 
charge given by the Romans.

After this, the two Conſuls A. Fabias Aubuſtur the ſecond time, and Af, Popilins Lenas the 
ſecond time made two wars, That which Lena: fought with the Tyburtins was performed with 
eaſe and facility, For having driven the enemies into the Town, he forraged their fields, - But in 
the other war, the Faliſci and tlie Tarquinians, diſcomfited in che firſt batcel the other Conſul, 
Their greateſt fear aroſe upon this occaſion. Fot, their Prieſts carrying afore them light burn- 
W and ſnakes beſides, went after a lunatick and frantick manner , and with fo ſtrange 
nd uncourh a ſhew tronbled and diſordered the Roman ſouldiers. And therewithal,at that ve- 
G ry inſtant the ſouldiers, as if they had been diſtracted, beſides themſelves, and aſtonied, diſmar-

In that year, were two wats performed with proſperous ſucceſs. And the Tyburtins were 
fought withal until they yeelded. From them was the City Saſſula won by force* and other 
Towns had taſted of the ſame fortune, but that the whole Nation laid arms afide, and ſubmitted 
themſelres to the Conſul his mercy.. He triumphed over the Tyburtins : otherwiſe the con- 


. queſt was mild and gentle enough, without extremity of execution. But the Tarquinians were 


cruelly dealt withal: and many a man of them ſlain in field. Of the priſoners that were _ 
whereo 
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A whereof there was a mighty number, chete were 358 ofthe Nobleſt and greateſt Gentlemen 
choſen out, and ſent to Rome. The reſt of the common ſort ere put to the ſword, Neither ſped 
they better at the peoples hands that were ſent to Rome. Fot in the mids of the Forum, were they 
all beaten with rods and beheaded, This execution made quirrance with them, for ſacrific ing the 


Romans in the marker place of the Tarquinians. This good ſucceſs in war cauſed the Samnits allo 
to ſeek for peace and amity, Their Embaſſadots were courteouſly anſwered by the Senat, and ſo 
upon covenants they were received intoſociety. But the Commons {ped not ſo wellat home in 
the City, as abroad in warfare, For albeit the Uſury was well eaſed by bringing it down from 
twelve to obe, in the hundred: yet the pporet people were overcharged with the payment of the 
B very principal and became bond and thrall to cheix creditots. Whereby the Com. in regard of 
their privat ſtreights, that they were drienunto: vevertcoubled their heads with the making of 
both Conſuls of the Nobles,nor with the Afſemblies and Ele&ions,nor other publick affairs, Still 
the two Conlulſhips remained among the Parritii. And created there were Conſuls, C. Sulpit ius 
Petic us the fourth time, and M. Valerius Publicela the ſecond time. 1 
Now when as the City was earneſtly amuſed upon the Tuſcan war, by reaſon that the news went, 
how that the people of Cære, for very pity and compaſſion, and in regard allo of conſanguinity, 
took part he Tarquinians : behold.the Embaſladors of the Latins tutned them clean againſt 
the Volſcians. Which Embaſſadors brought word, that there was an army levied already from 
thence and in arms, even now upon the point to invade their borders: and would from them en- 
Cecter the territory of Rome, and ſpoil as 825 The Senat ther 
ther buſineſs, and gave direction, chat to both places certain —— ſhould be appointed, and the 
Copſuls to caſt lots for their ſeyeral Provinces and chatges. Bü aſterwards, the greater care was 
taken for the Tuſcan war, upon intelligengę given by, Sulpitius the Conſul his letters, whoſe com- 
miſſion was againſt Tarquinii, that the conntreꝶ as walted and ſpoiled all abour the Roman - Sa- 
line, Lor Salt-pits] and part of the bgptigscarried away into the confines of the Cxrits: and that 
the youth of that people wee 4 ) ned in the driving ot that booty, Wheteupon J- 
lerius the Conſul, who was oppoſed againſt che V olfcians, and encamped in the marches of Tuſ- 
culum, was called back from thence, and commanded by the Senat to nominate a Dictator. Who 
named T. Maulius, the ſon of Lucius, and he taking to him A. Cornelius Coſſuc for his General of 
D the Horſemen, contenting himſelf with his Conſular army, by the authority of the Senat, and the 
peoples ſuffrages, proclaimed war againſt the Cærits, and ſent them defiance. Then were the 
Cerits afraid of war indeed, and not afore, as though there had been more force in their ene- 
mies bare words, todenounce and ſignify war than in their owndeeds,who by ſpoiling and plun- 
dering, had provoked the Romans to war, Then ſaw they plainly chat they were overmatched 
and not able to make their parts good; then repented they that they had made ſuch waſt and 
ſpoil, curling the Tarquinians.tor ſolliciting them to revolt, not one of them making any prepara- 
tion of armour or war: but every man labouring what he could, that Embaſſadors ſhould be 
ſent, to crave pardon for their treſpaſs and offence, When their Embaſſadors were come to the 
Senat, they were from thence put over to the people. And then they beiought the Gods, whoſe

fore thought good to neglect nci- 


E ſacred Images they had received in the French war and devoutly kept and cheriſhed, That the 


Romans now in their fl ouriſhing eſtate, would take that pity and compaſſion of æm, which they 
in times paſt had of the Romans, in their 1 and hard diſtreſs. And turning to the chappels 
of Veſt a, they called upon che Flamins and Veſtal Virgins, ſometime their gueſts, whom they ſo 
chaſtly and religiouſly had received and given intertainment unto, ſaying in this wiſe, ** Would 
cc any man believe we had deſerved no better, but thus of a ſudden, withour cauſe given, to be re- 
«pured enemies? Or ſuppoſe we had done ſomewhat ſmelling of hoſtility, would any man impute 
c it rather to deliberat coun el, than to ſome fit of heat and folly ? And that we would blemiſh and 
ce mar oi own good deſerts, eſpecially.conferred and beſtowed upon ſo thankful perſons, with 
« new miſdeeds and ſhrewd turns? and chuſe to make the people of Rome their enemies now in 


F © their wealthy and flouriſhing State, and in their moſt happy felicity of war: whoſe friendſhip in 
« their adverſity we had embraced? Beſeeching them not to term that conſiderate adviſe, which 


ce rather were to be called force and neceſſicy. For the Tarquinians,ſay they, paſſing with a cruel and 

c puiſſant army through our country & requeſting nothing but away, had drawn with them ſome 
c of our ruſtical Peaſants, to aſſiſt them only in fetching of that booty, which now ſo heavily is 
laid to our charge, Whom if you pleaſe to have them yeelded, we are ready to deliver them: if 

© to be puniſhed they ſhall ſuffer accordingly: moſt humbly craving, chat their City Cere, the very 

< ſanctuary of the people of Rome, the harbour and habitation of theit Prieſts, the place of receit 

« for the Roman ſacred images and reliques,they would grant unto them ſafe fromthe calamity of 

« yar. and exempt from the ſlander thereof: and the rather for the profeſſed veſtal Virgins ſake, 
G © fo kindly intertained, and for the love of the Gods, by them ſo devoutly honored, The people 
were moved, not ſo much with the juſtice and equity of the preſent cauſe, as for their old deſerts 
and good turns to forget rather the harm ſuſtained than the good received, Whereupon, the peo- 
ple of Cere were pardoned. & agreed it was that a truce for one hundred years ſhould be reoiftred 
among the Acts of the Senat. Then were the forces diverted againſt the Faliſci, who were tainted 
likewiſe with the ſame offence. But the enemies would no wherebefonnd, They waſted therfore al 
over their confines : & forbare to afſail their Towns. So they withdrew their legions to Rome, The 
reſt ofthe year was employed in repairing their wals & Towers: and the Temple of Apollo = — 
: Cated, 
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dicated. In the very end of the year; the ce between the Senators and the Comm ond jy _* | 
brake off the Election of the Conſuls: Whiles che Tribuns fifly denied to ſuffer any aſſemd ß 
chereſore to be holden, unleſs ic were according to the Law Licinia. And the Dictator again was 
as ſtoutly and ſtifly bent, to aboliſn wholly out of the City the Conſulſhip, rather than ĩt ſhould 
be indifferent for the Nobility and common people. Thus by ad journing the Election, the Dictator 
. lefr his office and the matter grew to an Interreign, And the Interregents, finding ever the Com: 
mons maliciouſly ſer againſt the Senators, ſucceeded one aſter another unto the eleventh Interre. 
gent: and all the while continued the diſcord and variance. The Tribuns they called on hard for 
the maintenance of the Law Licinia The Commons; they had an in ward grief that ſtuck neeret 
to them, upon the exceſſive uſury that ſtill increaſed: and each man privat care and ꝑrievance, brake 
our in their publick contentions and dehates. The LL; of the Senat weary of theſe troubles, com- 
manded I. Corn:lins Scipio the Interregent for the time being, for concord and unity ſakes in the 
Election of Conſuls to obſerve the Law Licinia, So P. Faleniur Pub licula, had joyve with him in

Now whiles mens minds wereenclined once to concord, the new Conſuls labouxing to eaſe 
alſo this matter of uſury, the only ſpill or bone (as it were) between, that ſeemed to hinder the 
. uniting of their hearts, and impeach the general ay ent 3 took order publickly for the pay- 
Five bankers ment of debrs', by creating five officers or Qu; whott of the deſpenſing and diſpoſing 
* ei of the publick monies, they called Aenſaru. Atidfutdy; for theit equity and carcful diligence, 
MenſarV, they deſerved in all monuments and records to be temembred and renowned. HAfd thete they y 
were, C. Duellius, P. Decius, M. Papiriun Q. Publius, and T.cAmplius; who under went and ma- 
naged this matter, ſo en d Sen ro be dealt in: ſo grievous and comberſome to both 
ſides for the moſt part, but evermore to one at the leaſt. Which they performed both with in- 
different moderation other wiſe, and alſo with ſome v ànd defray of charge, rather than any loſs 
and dammage to the State. For the long r As my rather in regatd of the deb - 
tors flackneſs and negligence, than theit want of ability, either the Gry out of the common ſtock 
croſſed out of the book, by — — counters or tables with ready coin in the publick 
Hall (provided, that there were good ſecyrity unto the City by ſureties and cautions put in afore- 
hand) or elſe the goods of men valued at indiffere rent and reaſonable prices diſcharged.

Aﬀerallthis, a vain fear ofthe Tuſcan war, upon afalſe Alarm given, that their twelve Nati- 
ons conſpired and were confederate together, cauſed à Dictator to be choſen, So C. Julius was 
named in the camp: for thither to the Coſſ. was the patent of the Senats decree ſent. And to him 
was joyned as General of the Horſemen, L,,£mylins, Butall was quiet without the City; With- 
in the City the Dictator gave the attempt, that both Conſuls cold be created of the Patritii: 
which brought the government for the time to an Interreign. And the two Interregents that 
were in that while (to wit ) C. Sulpitius and M. Fabius, obtained that which the Dictator had 
reached at in vain ; namely, that both Conſuls might be created ofthe Nobility : for now the 
Commons were more pliable and tractable, by reaſon of the fleſh benefit received, in the eaſement y 
and farisfyivg oh ueir debrs, So there were choſen C. Sulpitius Peticus, he, who was the former 
of the twain that gave over the Interreign, and T. Quintius Pœnut. Some there be that gire ro 
Quintius the addition of Caſo for his ſurname [and of Caius for his forename. Both of them went 
forth to war; Quint ur againſt the Faliſci , and 1 * ainſt the Tarquinians, Who, for that 
they could never meet with the enemy in open field, by 3 and ſpoiling made war with the 
fie di rather than with the men. By which lingring continuance, as it were of alangniſhing con- 
ſumption, the ſtubbornnes of both Nations was ſo wel tamed, that they made petition firſt to the 
Conſuls, and by their permiſſion after to the Senat, for a truce,and obrained the ſame forvhe term 
of forty years. Thus the care was laid aſide of the two wars, which ſeemed ſo neer at hand. And 
whiles there was ſome reſt from Arms, it was thought good becauſe the payment of debts above- N 
* ſaid, had changed the owners and maſters of many things, that there ſhould be held a general 
Seſſing ot the citizens. But, when there was an aſſembly ſummoned for the chuſing of Cenſors, 
C. Mart ius Rutilius profeſſing himſelf to Rand for a Cenſorſhip , even he that had been the firſt 
Dictator of tbe Commons, troubled the peace and unity of the States of the City. Ihis he went 
about (as it ſeemed) in a very undue and unſeaſonable time. For, bh Conſuls were then of the 
Nobility, as it fell out, who gave it forth that they would Hor admit him to be a Competitor, nor 
propound his name at the Election. Howbeit, both he by earneſt perſeverance in his reſolution 
obtained that which he went about: and alſo the Tribuns with all their might endeavouring to 
recover their right, which was loft in the Election of the Conſuls, ſet to their helping hand, And 
as the countenance and Majeſty of the man himſelf, ſeemed worthy of the higheſt type of honor: g 
ſo the Commons were right willing, that by the ſame man who had opened the way unto the Di-

the immortal gods that we are equal unto you in power and puiſſance. Imprimis; there is no re- 
c medy now but your two Conſuls, muſt be one à Roman, and the other a Latine : Item, that the 
« number of Senators be elected as well out of the one nation as the other, hem, that we become 
« one people incorporate, and one Common wealth. And to the end that there may be one im- 


« pexial ſeat, and one name of all, and therefore we or you muſt needs yield, we are content a Gods K 


tc nhame( and to the good of both nations way prove)thac this City and State of yours be coun- 
* red the better and more noble: and let us be called all by the name of Romans. By good hap it 
ſo fell out, that the Romans alſo had for their Conſul T. ALanliasto march him; one as ſtout and 
hot as the other: who could not contain his anger no longer, but openly ſaid,- © Thar if the Sena- 
cc tors were ſo far overſeen and beſides themſelves, as to take conditions of a Setine, he would 
cc come with his ſword by his fide into the Senag houſe,” and what Latine ſoever he ſaw there in 
ec council, he would not fail bur ſlay him with his own hand in the place. And therewith turning 
« to the Image of Jupiter: Hearken(quoth he) O good god Jupiter. Hear this wickedneſs and in- 

ce dignity: hear O Juſtice: and piety to God ward. Wilt thou abide to ſee, O Jupiter, in this thy ho- 


ce ly and ſacred temple, wilt thou endure. as taken captive and troden under foot to ſee Conſuls of M 


« aliens & a Senat of forreiners? Are theſe the covenants, O ye Latipes, which Talks King of Rowe 
ce made with the Albans your forefathers? or which L. Tarquinint aſtex him, concluded with you? 
« Remember ye not the battel at the lake Wee Have ye ſo forgotten indeed, both your 
ec on cala mities and overthroivs of old, and alſo the good turns and benefits received at our 
cc hands? When this ſpeech ofthe Conſul was ſeconded with the indignation alfo of the Senators, 
it is recorded, chat when they called upon the gods, witneſſes of thoſe covenants, and reiterared 
their names oftentimes, Aumus in mockery of thoſe proteſtations, was ovei- heard to deſpiſe and 
ſcorn the power and godhead ofthe Roman Jupiter. But this is certain, that as he in heat of anger 
Repped haſtily to the entry or porch of the temple,and went apace, he fell down the ſtairs, and ſo 


hurt his head that daſhed againſt the bottom ſtair, that he ſwooned withall and lay for dsad. But N 


becauſe all writers agree not, that he yielded up his laſt breath theteupon, I alſo wil ave it doubt · 
ful, as I find it: as alſo this, that in the very charging of him with breach of covenants, there pou- 
red down a tempeſtuous ſtorm, with many mighty thunderclaps. For, as theſe and ſuch like things 
may be very true, ſo they may be prettily deviſed and invented on ſet purpoſe to repreſent & ſhew 
the wrath and vengeance of God. Torquatus being ſent by the Senat to give the Embaſſadors their 
diſpatch ſeeing Annius there to lie along, cried out aloud,in the heating both of the Senat and the 
people, and ſaid, © No force, it is well, and as it ſhould be; thus begin and bleſs, O ye immortal 
gods, our juſt and rightful war. Surely there is a God above, there is a power divine and deity 
« in heaven, thou art no feigned and imaginary god. O mighty Jupiter & not in vain have we hal- 


« lawedthee In this place, as the father both of gods and men. Why ſtay ye then, O Roman Qui- O 


<« xites, ye likewiſe my I. L. of the Senat, to take arms in the name ofthe gods, having them already 
« ag you {ee to be your Leaders? I for my part ſhall ſoon ſo overthrow and lay the Legions of the 
« Latines along on the earth, as ye now ſee their Embaſlador, lying here at the ſtairs foot, The 
words of the Conſul, received with ſo great applauſe of the people, animared and enkindled them 
inſuch ſort, that had not the careful 7 7 of the Magiſtrates been more who by command- 
ment of the Conſul accompanied the Embaſſadors as they went ) than the ordinary ſafe conduct 
of the Law of Nations they had not eſcaped the rage and fury of the multitude; 1 
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1 determined, and both rewards dealt, and puniſhment inſlicted accor- 2 ao. 
G CIOS en een deſert, T. Manlius returned home: hom the elders only [for ccttain ] went 


and Solana Rudd tor that Marlins the Conſul was not able himſelf in perſon to intend and manage 
that war, by reaſon of ſickneſs, he nominated for Digator L. Papirius Craſſus, who as it hap- 
ned was at that time Prætor: by whom was named for General of the horſemen. L. Papirius Cur- 
ſor This Dictator, albeit he kept the field, and lay encamped certain months within the Conſines, 
et achieved no worthy and memorable exploit. Aiter this year thus renowned tor the victory of 
o many and ſo puiſſant nations, and withall, for the noble and famous death of the one Conſul, 
and for the government of the other, albeit ſtern and rigorous, yet notable and renowned 3 
p there ſucceeded Conſuls, T. mlins Mamercus, and Q. Fublilius Philo, who met not with the 
like ſub ject and matter of great affairs: and they themſelves were more mindiul eicher of theit 
own. private buſineſs, and ſtudious to maintain a fide and faction in the Common-weal; than 
to advance the State of their Country. Howbeit, the Latines (who rebelled for anger that they 
loſt their lands) they diſcomfited in the plain of Penecta, drave them both out of their Camp, and 
forced them to leave the field. Where, whiles Publilius (by whoſe governance and conduct that 
victory was atchie ved) received ſurrender of the Latines, the flower of whoſe youth was there 
all ſlain and killed up, Emylius led his Army againſt Pedum. As for the Pedans they had mainte- 
J nance from Tybur,Prencſte, and Velit ern, who took their parts: there came alſo aid from Lanuui- 
um and Antium, Where the Roman Conſul, albeit he hadthe better hand in skirmiſh, yet for 
E that there remained behind a new piece of ſervice about the City ic ſelf Pedum, and the Camp of 
their Confederats which was adjoyned cloſe to the Town: all of a ſudden he gave ovet the war. 
unſiniſhed, becauſe he heard that triumph was decreed unto his brother Conſul, He alſo himſelf 
returned to Rome, and called earneſtly for triumph before victory. At which untimely and cove- 
tous deſire of his, the Nobles being offended, denied flatly ; that unleſs he either forced Peduns 
by aſſault, or won it by compoſition he ſhould nor triumph, Hereupon Emylius being diſconten- 
ted and alienated from the Senat, bare his Conſulſhip afterward like to the ſeditious Tribunes. 
For ſo long as he was Conſul he ceaſed not to charge and accuſe the Nobles before the people: 
and nis Collegue no whit gainſaid him as being himſelf ove of the Commoners. He took occation 
of theſe accuſations. upon this, that the lands in the Latine and Falern Countries, were divided in 
E pinching and ſcant meaſure among the Commons. And after that the Senat, deſirous to abridge 
the time of the Conſuls government, had decreed chat a Dictator ſhould be declared againſt the 
Latine rebels; Eujligs Gahoſe turn it was at that time to govern ) nominated his owncompa- 
nion in office to be DiQator, by whom Junius Brutus way named General of the horſe, This Di- 
Qatorſhip. was popular and altogether framed to the humour of the common people: both by 
reaſon of {landrous 1 bean Inve gives made againſt the Nobles: and for that it enacte 
three Statutes, moſt fav Hableand pleaſing to the Commons, and as croſs and adverſe to the No- 
bility: firſt, Thar the Acts deviſed and enacted by the Commons, ſhould bind all the Gags 


or Citizens of Rome: ſecondly, Thar all las which were propoſed.and to paſs by the ſuffrages 
of the Centuries, before the Scrutiny began, and their voices gathered, the Nobles ſhouldallow 
G and approve: + thirdly; That foraſmuch as they were come thus far already, that both the Cen- 
ſors might be of the Commons, now one Cenſor at the leaſt ſhould be a Commoner of neceſ- 
ſicy. Inſomuch as the Nobles thought verily that there was more loſt at home this year by the 
Conluls and Dictator; than gained to the Empire abroad, by their victories and warhke cx-

In the year following when C. Fuxius Camillus and Q. Adenine were Confuls, to the end that 
Eaphiusthe Conſul of "the degree might be more notably reproached for the quitting and 
letting flip of a victory that ſhould have been atchieved inhisyear, che Senat began to mutter 
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TI WP” qui cls ground, Whereupon che new Conſuls being 401 
aſidle all other affaim and to zo in hand wh that ſervice, firſt cook their journey thither, Non 
was Latium grown co thoſe terms, an they could neither abide war ner endure peace. Te main- 


tain the wars chey wanted means: and — — way wich nor abide to heał of, ne 
ver fince the loſs of their lands. So they thought beſt to hokda mille cours; to ſtand upon their 
guard, and to keep themſelves within their towns: that che eing not prev bed: thould 
make no quatrel of war: and if there Ne 1 there might 
be aid ſent from all parts ec the beſieged. And yet for all this, were the Pedans ſuccoured but of ve- 
ſew. The Tiburtins and Przncfiins,whoſe country lay neareſt came to Pedum. But for the Ari - I 
cins, Lanuv ins, and Veliternes, who joined their forces with the Antiats and Volſcians, were ſud- 
denly aſſailed and ſer upon near the river Aſtura by Aeniutund vanquiſhed. Camillus fought be- 
fore Pedum with the Tiburtins, who came into the field with a righi puiſſunt army, and put him 
to much trouble and hazard: howbeithe had as good ſucceſs in the end as Miniur. The greateſt 
tumult and trouble was cauſed eſpecially by occaſion of a ſudden ſally of the rownſmen in the ve- 
ry time of the conſſict. Againſt whom after that Camillus had oppoſed part of his forces to male 
head, he not only drave them within the wals, but the ſame day alſo, when he had diſcomfited 
both them and their ſuccours, he ſcaled the town and was Maſter thereof, Then it was thought 
good) with greater preparation of power and couragious reſolution;after the 2 of chat one 
City to go about wich che victoxious army from one to another and ſo to ſubdue and tame for e- K 
ver the whole nation and name of Latium. Neither reſted they, untill partly by main force, and 
partly by taking one City aſteranother by way of ſurrender, they had brought all Larium under 
their ſub jectĩon. After this, having diſpoſed and placed garriſons in every town which they had 
gar, they departed to Nome for triumph: which was to them by a general conſent of all men gran- 
ted. Beſides their triumph this honour was to them done, that two ſtatues of horſemen ( ã rare

But before that they gathered the ſuffrages of the people, in the aſſembly for Election of Coſſ. 
againſt the year following, Camillus in this wiſe made a ſpeech to the Senat, touching the Latrine 
nations. My LL. and Senators of Rome, That which by war and force of ams was to be done in 
“Latium, is now by God his goodneſs and the valour of our ſouldiers brought to good paſs. The L 
c Armies of our enemies ſlain before Pedam and Aſtrua : The Latine towns all, and Ant u Ci- 
« ty of the Volſcians either by force won, or rendred by compoſition, are now held and pt to 
cc your behoof by your own garriſons. It remaineth now to conſult (foraſmuch as they trouble us 
« oft by rebellion)and to deviſe ſome means how to keep them quiet in continual peace, In this 
« conſulcation, the immortal gods have given you thus much power to reſolve upon, hat it lierh 
ce wholly in your hands, to chuſe whether Latium ſhall continue fill a nation or no: and therfore 
ce may ye for ever procure your ſelves repoſe and ſecurity from thence either by rigour & puniſh- 
« ment,or by clemency and pardon, chuſe you whether. Are ye minded to proceed by way otc ru- 

« elry againſt thoſe that have yielded themſelves, and are vanquiſhed ? Ye may, indeed, deſtroy all 
cc Latium, and make all waſt and a deſart wilderneſs, from whence oftentimes in ſundry and dan- M 
« gerous wars of yours ye have had the help of an army of Allies, & found them ſaſt and valorous. 
« But wil ye( as your anceſtors have done before you)enlarge the Roman Empire by receiving un- 
ce to your City thoſe whom ye have conquered? Then have ye matter & mean to grow vp ſtil and 
« wax mighty, to yoiſr great honour and glory. Surely, that government & dominion is of all other 
« moſt ſtrong and ſure, herein the ſub jects take joy in their obedience, But whatſoever youmean 
« to determine in this behalf, ye had need ro make ſpeed and reſolve betimes. So many nations ye 
ce hold in ſuſpence of mind between fear and hope: and therefore behoofeful it is, that you both 
«rid and deliver your ſelres(as ſoon as you can) of the care they put youto; and alſo whiles their 
ce heads are buſied and minds unreſolved ( ſtanding as they do amazed in doubtful expeQation) 
c either by puniſhment or by benefit, to foreſtal and prevent them before they take heart again, N 
« Fot our part, it was hitherto our endeavour to effect and bring about, that ye might be able to 
ce diſpoſe of all at your pleaſure, and as you would your ſelves: now your duty ir is to determine 
cc hat is beſt for your ſelves and the Common - weal. The Lords and chief ofthe Senat praiſed this 
motion of the Coſ. and deemed good in general. But foraſmuch as the condition of the parties 
was divers, and their cauſe not all one, they ſaid that they might reſolve and determine beſt, accot- 
ding to the deſert of each ſtate, if they were ſpecified by name, and the Winions asked in particu- 
lar. So they fell ro conſultation of them ſeverally as they were proponnded: and ſer down this or- 
der and decree. Imprimis, that the Lanuvins be enfranchiſed Citizens of Rowe, and enjoy again 
their own religion and ſacred ceremonies, with this proviſo, that the chappel and grove of un 
Soſpita ſhould be common to the pr e of Lanuvinm and the people of Rome. Rem, that the O 

Aricins, Nomentans, and Pedans, ſhall be made denizens of Nome, and endued with the liberrics 

and priviledges of the Lanuvins. ſtem, that the Tuſculans retain ſtill that freedom of their 
City ſafe, which as then they enjoyed: and the crime and attainder of rebellion, to be charged up- 
on a few of the chief. to ſave the common ſtate from danger. Item, that there ſhonld be grievous. 
puniſhment inflicted upon the Veliterns, who being ancient Roman Citizens, had notwithſtan-

men born, ſtontly ſtanding upon theſe tearms, and fly av ouching, That they were ſoretaignme- 
dicicines and wholſom for the body of man, were by the chamber-maid aforeſaid confured, and 
en joined to drink thereof, that they might diſprove her, and make her a liar, and to have deriied 
of her own fingers ends this falſe ſlander. Who took a time to commune ard confer together, 
that the peopie were avoided aſide to make them way. Now when as in fight of all the World, 
theſe two Dames had propounded the matter to the r̃eſt there in place, they alſo refuſed not: and 
ſo having drunk the poyſoned potion, they all periſhed by their ownmiſchievous graQiſe, Then 
preſently were their complices apprehended, who dete ed aud diſcovered a great number of o- 
ther Wives: of which 170. were condemned, Never afore that day was there any inquiſition nor 
proceſs at Royze, about poyſoning and ſorcery, So as the thing was taken for a prodigious won» 
der, and imputed rather to their minds, beſotted and bewitched, then to any ſellonious intent of 
theirs, Wherenpon the Magiſtrates of the City, calling to mind and ſearching the old Chronicles 
tound, that in times paſt; at what time as the Commons in a mad fit withdrew themſelves a = 
departed the City, there was à ſpłe or great nail driven and fixed by the Dictator: and that the 
minds of the people, which by diſcord had been diſtracted and out of their rigtit wits, were by 
that ceremonial ſatisfaction, brought again in good tune: and therefore it was thought good, 

C that for the fafining or ſticking up ot ſuch a nail, there ſhould a Dictator be created, So Cr. Quin- 
filius was nominated, who named L. Valerius General of horſemen, who ſo ſoon as the nail was 
ſaſtnedꝭ gave over their place. * 

Conſuls then were created L. Papiriur Craſſus the ſecond time and L. Plantint Venox. In the be- 
ginnipg of which year, there came from the country of the Volſcians as Embaſſadors to Rome, 
che Fabraterns and Lncans, making requeſt that they would take them into their protection pro- 
miſing that if by them they were defended from the forces of the Samnits, they would become 
loyal and obedient ſubjects to the people of Name: Then were Embaſſadors ſent from the Senat, 
to give commandment xo the Samnits, to forbear doing any violence upon the borders of thoſe 
nations. Which embaſſage ſped well and took place; not ſo much for that the Samnits defired » 

D peace, as becauſe they were not as yet ready prepared for war. The ſame year began the Pri- 
vernats war, The confederates whereof, were the Fundans, and their Leader likewite a Fundan, 
one Vitruvins Vaccus, a man of great name and reputation, not only in his own country, bur alſo. 
at Rome. His dwelling houſe Rood ſometime in mount Palatine, even the very ſame; which aftet 
the building was pulled down, and the ground forfeic and confiſcate, was called Vacci Prata. R- 
gainſt whom as he waſted and ſpoiled far and neer the Setin, Norban and Eorau countries, L. pa- 
pirius went forth with a power, and reſted not far from his very camp, But Vitraviur neither had 
the wit to keep himſelf within his trench againſt a mightier enemy, nor yet the heart to encoun- 
ter far from his foit. But having put his ſouldiers in battel array, before they were all well out of. 
the gate of the camp, whiles the ſouldiers had more mind to flie back ward, then march forward 

E and encounter the enemy: without either adviſe or confident courage he forght : and with as lit- 
tle ado, and without any queſtion of the matter he was vanquiſhed: ſo by teaion of the ſhortneſs 
of the way, and the eaſie retite into the camp ſo neer, he found no great trouble to ſave his ſoul- 
diers from much ſlaughter. For in the very conflict, few or none in a matmer were lain, and 
not many in the preſs of the rout and tail ofthe flight, at what time as they ruſhed into their 
camp. And in the beginning of the night, the army thus diſcomfited, made haſte to Privernum, 
there to defend themſelves within a wall rather then a trench. Plantias the other Coſſ. having 
from Privernum, overrun and forraged the territory, and driven booties away, conducted his 
army into the Fundan country. The Senat of the Fundans as he entred into theft confines 

met him, ſaying: ©. They were not come as Orators to entreat either for Vrruvius, or for thoſe 
Rec that took his part; but for the people of the Fundans : ho that they were innocent and nor 
c culpable for this war, Vitruuiu himſelf hath plainly proved and declared, in that he choſe Pyi- 
& vernum to be his place of retreat and refuge, and not the City Fundi, the very place of hisnarivi-" 
cy. And therefore at Privernum the enemies of the people of Rowe were to be ſought for and 
© purſued, who unmindſul ofboth their on countries, had rev olted as well from the Fundans 
% as the Romans: As for the Citizens of Fundi, they were at peace with Nome, nay, they were 
Romans in heart, and carried thankful remembrance of a benefit received: they entreated thete- 
© fareand beſought the Conſul to forbear hoſtility with a guiltleſs people: aſſuring him that their 
Lands, their „ ee Bodies, their Wives and Children were and ſhould be at the de vo- 
< tion of the people of Rome. The Conſul after that he had commended the Furidans, and ſent 
Gletters to Nome that they remained firm and faſt in their allegiance. turned his way to Privernum. 
But before he diflodged (as Clardins writeth) the Conſul executed thoſe that were the heads of 
the conſpitacy, and three humdrecfand fifty of thoſe rebellions conſpirators were ſent priſovers to 
Rome. Nut the Senat accepted ãt not, and were not content with that ſubmiſſion, as judging the. 
Fundan people, defirous ta be excuſed and diſchatged, with the puniſhment of the needy and baſe 
ſort of people. Now when as Privernum was beſieged and inveſted with two Conſular Armies, 
the one ofthe Conſuls was called hame, to hold the Election of Magiſtrates. That year were e- 
rected in the great race called Cirews;t — the horſes and heir charriots 8 , 
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ler forth, when their prizes. But before rhey were well paſt the care of the Priyernats war,there,, 15 
arrived a tertible and fearful brute of the Gauls war, which never was regarded ſleightly of te 
Nobles of Rome. Incontinently therefore the new Conſuls, L. Emylins Mamercus, and Cr. Plays 
tizs, on that very day, namely, on the Calendsof ſuy, wherein they entred their offices, were 
commanded to determin and agree between themſelves upon their Provinces: and Mamercus, 
who had the charge of the Gauls war, levied and enrolled an army without allowing any immu- 
nity and exemption from warfare, Moreover and beſides, even the poor handicrafts men and ar- 
' tiſans, ſuch as keep their ſhops, and live by ſedentary occupations, a ſort far unmeet for martial 
ſervice, are ſaid to have beencalled forth, and preſt to the wars: and a mighty army was aflem- 
bled and met gogether at ei, that from thence they might march to encounter the Gauls: For i 
was thought good that they ſhould now go farther forward, for fear left the enemy taking ano-' 
ther way, might deceive them and march directly to the City of Rowe, But a few days aſter, 
when it was known for certain that all thetrouble and fear for that time was overblown, they 
diverted their forces ſrom the Gauls, and bent all againſt Privernum. But the iſſue hereof is re- 
ported two manner of ways, ſome write that the City was forced by aſſault, and that Vitruviu 
came alive into their hands? others, that beſore the utmoſt extremity of aſſault was uſed, they 
of their. own accords, carrying before them white wands in token of peace, yeelded themſelves _ 
unto the Conſul: and that Vitruvius by his own Country men was rendered and delivered unto 
him. The Senat being moved, and their opinion asked concerning Vit ruvius and the Privernars; 
ſet for the Conſul Plaut ius to triumph, after that he had diſmantled the walls of Pr vernum, and I 
thete placed a fizong garriſon: and they gave order in the mean time that Vtruvius ſhould be kept | 
faſt in priſonuntil the Conſuls return, thento be whipped and put to death. They appointed al- 
ſo that his habitation in Palatiam ſhould be pulled down, and his goods conſecrated to their I- 
dol Semon Sangus. And look what money | of braſs] was raiſed thereof, it ſerved to make braſen 
round Plates, which were offered and ſet up in the Chappel of Sangus towards the temple of Qui- 
rinus, Touching the Senat ofthePrivernats, thus it was decreed, that every one of the Senators cal - 
ing, who remained at Privernum after their revolting from the Romans, ſhould in the ſame con- 
dition and tate as the Veliterns, be conſined beyond Tybri, and there dwell. Theſe Acts be- 
ing thus ſet down, there was no more talk of the Privernats until the triumph of Plautius. After 
the triumph, the Conſul having executed Vitruvius and his complices, ſuppoſing now that hee 1 
might ſafely propound the cauſe of the Privernats, to the LL, of the Senat, whiles' they were 
newly ſatisfied with the execution of the guilty offenders. “ Since that (quoth he) my LL. of the 
“Senat, the principal authors of this revolt and rebellion, have both at ti hands of the immor- 
ce ral gods, and at yours, ſufferednow already condignepunifhmenc ; what is your further plea- 
ce ſore, and what ſhall be done with the innocent and harmleſs multitude? For my part verily; 
although I be rather to demand your opinions then deliver mine own: yet ſeeing the Priver- 
& nats neer neighbors unto the Samnits, with whom we now at this time entertain a moſt uncet * 
te tain and ſlippery peace, I would have as little grudge and rancor leſt as may be, between us and 
© them, As the queſſion in it ſelf was doubtful and ambiguous, whiles men gave advice ſome to 
proceed cruelly, others to deal gently, according to each man his nature and inclination: ſo, there M 
was one of the Privemat Embaſſadors that made it mere doubtful, and put all out of ſquare; a 
man mindſul of that ſtate wherein he was born, more than of his preſent need and extremity. Who 
being demanded of one (that had ſpoken to the point, and delivered ſome ſharp cenſure 
and heayy ſentence againſt them) What puniſhment he judged the Privernats deſerved: ? 
Marry (quoth he) that which they delerve, who deem themſelves worthy of liberty and freedom. 
At whole ſtout and arrogant anſwer, when the Conſul ſaw thoſe to be more eagerly and birretly 
bent, who before impugned the cauſe of the Privernats: to the end that he himſelt by ſome mild 
and ee might draw from the party more modeſt language: What (quoth he) if we 
ſhould remit and pardon your puviſhment 3 what kind of peace might we hope to have at your 
hands? - If (quoth he) ye offer us good peace, ye ſhall find it on our part loyal and perpetual: but N 
if ye tender hard conditions of peace, ye ſhall have it laſt but a ſmall while. But then one gave 
out, that the Privernat began to threaten plainly : and ſaid moreover, that ſuch ſpeeches were e- 
nough to ſlir up any peaceable and quiet people to war, that never thought to have fought, But 
the better part ofthe Senat drew theſe his anſwergroa better ſenſe, and ſaid that it was the ſpeech” 
of a man, and of a man free born, For, was it credible (quoth they) that any ſtate, nay, any par- 
ticular perſon, would longer abide (than needs he muſt j that condition which he miſſiketh and 
goeth againſt his ſtomach? There only is peace ſure and like to hold, where men are contented 
and willing to keep themſelves in peace: and never let men look or hope to find faithſul loyalty, 
where they will impoſe thraldom and ſervitude. And to this purpoſe the Conſul himſelf eſpecially 
moved and enclined their hearts, reiterating theſe words to the Senators th at were firſt to give o 
their opinions, and that ſo lond, as he might of many more be over- heard, That they above allo- 
ther, and none but they indeed were worthy to be made Roman Citizens, who minded and e- 
ficemed nothing in the world, bot their freedom. Wherenpon, both in the Senat they dᷣbtained 
theit ſuĩt: and alſo by the authority ofthe LL, a Bill was exhibited to the people, That the Pri- 
vernats might be enfranchiſed Romans. | 
Theſame year were three hundred ſent as a Colony, to inhabit Aaxar: and had two Acres ' 
of St o und a peece allowed them, The year following was memorable in no reſpect, _—

The ſame year was there a Lectiſtern at Rome, (which was the fiſt after the foundation and 
B building of that City) ſor the pacifying of the ſame gods as heretofore, Aſterwards, the new Con- 
ſuls by che ordinance and direction of the people, ſent defiance and proclamed war againſt che 
Samnits. And as they themſelves made greater preparation every way than againſt the Greeks,ſo 
they had beſides new. aids, whereof (as then) they leaſt thought of; The Lucans and the Apulians 
(nationswhich to that day had no dealing not commerce at all with the Romans) became their 
liege and loyal Allies, offering men and munition toward that war. 'Wherenpon they were by 
form of Covenant and league entertained and received into their amity. At the ſame time alſo 
the Romans had good ſucceſs in the Sumnits quarters: for three towns there yeelded unto them, 
and they became Maſters thereoſ, ro wit; Alfe, Callifez Ruffniumm: all the territory beſides ar the 1 
firſt coming of the Conſul, was pilled and: ſpoiled: far and near. Theſe exploits thus proſperonſſy 92 4 
C archieved, the other enterpriae alſo of beſieging the Greeks; was well followed and at the point b 
of an end. For over and befides,'that by certain ſconces and bloccuzes between the enemies forts 
and forces, one part was cut from the other; they endured alſo within their own walls, much 
more miſery and calamity, than the enemy menaced and chreatned without: andas f they had been 
captives to their own garriſon ſouldiers, whom they had called to them for their defence.” they © 
ſuffered infinite villanies, and indignities: in the perſons as well of their wives as of their chilqten, 
and even the hardeſt extremities, that follow upon Cities forced by the enemy. And therefore 
when it was noĩſed abroad, that there were new ſuccours coming from Tarenmtum and the Sam- 
nits : they ſuppoſed that for Samnits, there were already within cheir walls more of them than 
they would marry, as for Tarentins they looked willingly for their help, as Greeks both the one & 
O the other, hoping by cheir means — 4. as well withſtand the outrages of the Samtits 
profeſſed enemies. Laſt of all, of many inconveniencies

Upon the tail of this war, arole another with the Greeks of the other tract or coaſt. For the Ta- | 
rentins having born the Palæpolitans in hand a good while, and ſed them with a vain hope of 
help; when they heard once chat the Romans were poſſeſſed of their City, complained themſelvs 


like men forſaken, and not as thoſe who had forſaken others, much blaming the Palæpolitans, and 
with anger and envy raging againſt the Romans. Diſquieted alſo they were, for that news came 
that the Lucans Apulians (for both theſe nations that year began to contract alliances) were 


under the protection of the Romans, For now (ſay they) they are well near come unto us, and 


ſhortly we ſhall grow to this paſs, that we muſt ackno e the Romans for our Lords,or have 
them our — And verily the trial and hazzard of our eſtate, dependeth oniy upon the 
Samnits war, and the event thereof, which nation alone, and the ſame nothing mighty, remain 
eth now; ſince that the Lucans are gone and revolted to the Romans: who yet might be reclai- K 
med and moved to ſhake off the ſociety with the Romans, if any feat were wrought and practiſed 
to ſow ſome diſcord and diſſention between them. Theſe devices and overtures took place and 
prevailed with ſuch, as were deſirous ot change and novelty: in ſo much as certain of the Lucan 
youth ſ better known, than truſted and reputed honeſt, amongſt their countrimen and fellow. Ci- 
tizens, hired alſo for a ſum of money) whipped one another with rods, came naked into the aſ- 
ſembly of the Citizens, and with open mouth cried ont aloud and ſaid, that for preſuming only 
to come into the Roman camp, they were by the Coſſ. thus ſcourged, & eſcaped narrowly the lo- 
ſing of their heads, The thing it ſelt piteous and unſeemly to behold, as bearing a ſbew rather oi 
wrong done unto them, than of any malicious & ſubtil practice by them intended, ſtirred the peo · 
ple up, to force their Magiſtrates with their unceſſant oute ries to aſſemble a Councel. Some ſtan- L 
ding round about the Senat in councel, call hard for war againſt the Romans: others run up and 
down to raiſe the multitude of Peazants to take arms: and in this ſlir and uproar, which was able 
to diſquiet and amaze even thoſe that were well minded, a decree: paſſed 4. that the league with 
Samnits ſhould be renued and Embaſſadors diſpatched ferthwith, to the ſame purpoſe, This was 


4 ſuddenchange: and as it had no colourofcauſe,ſoircarried ſmal credit with it amongſt the Sam- 


nits, who forced the Lucanians to give hoſtages, and to take garriſons into their ſortreſſes: and 
they, blinded with abger.and invegled with flattery; refuſed nothing. But ſhortly after beganthe 
fraud to appear and {bewit ſelt.namely, after that the authors and deviſers of theſe falſe ſurmiſes 
and ſlanders, were retired to Ta rent um: but having put themſelvs out of all, and being not at liber- 
ty to diſpoſe of their own affairs ehey had nothing elſe left them, but like fools to repent in vain. M 
That year hapned to the Commons of Rome another beginning of their liberty, in that they were 
no more eicher bound in chains, or held in thraldom by their creditors, Which priviledg againſt 
poor debtors, was altered, by occaſion ofthe filthy luſt and notorious cruelty of one Uſurer, And 


I. Papirius was the may.unto whom C. Publius ſor his fathers debt, became bound, and conhgned 


himſelfhis priſouer; whole tender age and lovely favor which might and ſhould have moved pity, 
inflamed the mind of this Uſurer to unkind luſt and ſhameful contumely: for making ful account, 
that the prime and flower of his youth ſhould ſatisfie and pay for the intereſt of the debt, he firſt; 
beganto allure and entice unto him the youth with wanton & unchaſi ſpeeches:afterwards ſeeing: 
that his ears abhorred co hear ſuch filthines, he fel to minatory words, & ever and anon put him in 
mird of his preſent condition wherin he ſtood: but laſt of all percei ving hy him that he lood more N 
upon his honor and freedom by birth then reſpected his hard eſtate by fortune, he cauſed him to 
be ſtripped naked. and whipping chear to be preſented unto him. The poor ſtripling thus piteouſſy 
rent and torn, ran forth into the open ſtreet, complained ofthe filthy luſt x cruelty of his creditor. 
Wbereupon a number of people, enkindled as well with pity and commiſeration of the ſtripling, 
and indignity of the injury, as allo in regard oftheit own caſe, and of theit children: came running: 
into the Forum or common place, and ſo from thence in a long train ta che court of the Counceſ. 
The Conſuls upon this ſudden uproar were forced to calla Senat. and as the Senators entred into 
the Councel chamber, they lay all proſtrat at their feet, as they paſſed by, one after another & ſhem- 


ed unto them the young mans back and ſides in ha taking they were. And that one day, by o- 


caſion of the outragious. enormity of one perſongbrakethe beck of that mighey bond: whereby, to 0 
that day, the creditors had their debtors, in danger p.m ang Stn es. oh in charge, to oro" 


pole unto the people, that from thence forward, no perſon whatſoever, unleſs he had committed 
ome heinous fact, and until he weteto ſuſſer tbereſqre, ſhould be either kept in ſettets and gives, 
or ſtretched upon the rack. Item that for lent money, the goods of the debtor and not the body 
ſhould be obliged, So they that were in bondage; became releaſed and enlarged: and order was 
taken for the time to come, that none ſhould be impriſoned by their creditors again.

A together with the Tarentins the harchers thereof, held the Senators of Rome in care ahd per- 
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lexity enough: behold over and above all theſe, the Veſtin people, as aſarcteaſe ro their trou- 
85 den banded with the Samnits,” Which new Cs forth year it rather main- 
rained this diſcourſe amongſt men in their ordinary talk every where, that miniſtred cauſe of ſeri- 
ous debating ih publick Councel : ſo the Conſuls ofthe yeat following, L. Farius Camillus the 
ſecond time, and Jun. Brutu: Sceva, W's poli one thing more important than it, and need- 
ſul to be treated of in the Senat, ich the firſt. And albeit the thing were but new, and a breeding, 
yet ſo greatly were the LL. hereabout troubled, that they feared no leis to begin to take in hand, 
then to peglect it altogether, and not to ſee ĩt : doubting, leſt if they were let go unpuniſhed, the

war, the reſt for fear of the like meaſure, might be provoked to anger,” take arms, and enter into 4 
general rebellion, And all, and every one of them, namely, the Marſians, the Pelignians and Ma- 
racins , were in feats of arms comparable and equal to the Samnirs every way:which nations thiey 


might be ſure to have their enemies, if they medled with the Veſtins, and touched them oncé 


never ſo little. Howbeit; that part prevailed and took place; which for the preſent ſeemed ro car- 
ry more courage and valor;'then ſage advice and wiſdom: but the iſſue and eveſt ſhewed,; that, 
Fortune favoured Fortitude. So the people by authority and direction ofthe Nobles.decreed war 
gaĩnſt the Veſtins: the charge whereo light by lot upon Brutus, and Samnium tell to Camillus. 
To both places were the armies conducted: and by the care and induſtry employed in the defence 
of the matches and frontiers the enemies wete impeached for joining their forces together. How- 
beit the Conſul Furiut Camila, who had the greater and weightier charge laid upon him, fortu - 
ned to fall griev ouſiy ick, and thereby could not follow the wars: who being commanded to 
nominate à Dictator, for to manage and conduct his affairs, declared the nobleſt warriour in 
ww. pamed'Genetal ofhoriemen, 
a couple ſurely of great name and wen, renowned for theirWorthy acts, ate hieved in this their 
overnment: but yet more famous and voiced abroad, by reaſon of variance and diſcord which 
between them ; whereby they grew well hear to the utmoſt teatms of conteſting one ano- 
ther in all ertremity. The other Conſul warred with the Veſtins many and ſundry ways, but 
evermore with like fortune and happy ſucceſs,” For he forraged and waſted their country: and 


H by pilling, 'rifiing, and burning their houſes and corn, forced them againſt their wills into the 


and in one baitel fo enfeebſed and abated the forces of the Vellins (but not without blood- 


hed oſ his own men) that his enemies not only fled into their camp; but alſo as not truſſing 


now to their ramparts and trenches, they were conſtrained to fleal away into their towns, min- 
ding for to ſave themſelves; as well by the natural ſcituation of the places, as the ſtrength oftheit 
walls. In the end, he made aſſault upon thoſe walled Cities, purpoſing by force to win them. 


And firſt he gained Cutina by ſcaling, either through the exceeding courage of his ſouldiers, or 


their anger, being ſo chafed as they were at their hurts feceived: for that ſcarcely one eſcaped out 


of the throng and skirmiſh; clear & not wotinded; Then he bkewiſe took — — and gave the 


pillage of both Cities to his fouldiers. Neither gates nor walls could ſtand in their way and kee 


E them out. But into Samnium the journey was undertaken by the Dictator with doubtful Auſpices 


and uncertain knowledge ofthe will of the gods. The default and terror whereof took not effect 


in the main event and iſſue of the war, (for it was proſperous and fortunate) but turned to the 
rage antl anger of the chief leaders, who fell out deadly one with another, For Papirius the Dicta- 
tor, adviſed by the Pullarius ſ that had the cuſtody and charge of the ſacred Pullets] went back to 
Rome to take the Auſpicium or the preſage by the bitd · flight] again: and iraighrly charged his 
General of horſe to keep himſelf cloſe within his hold, and in no wiſe to give the enemies batrel 
during his abſence. But Fabiat after the Dictators departure, advertiſed by the efpials that the ene - 
mies were even as careleſs, as looſe and diſordered, as if there had been tio Roman in Samnium d 
whether ãt were, that being a ſtout and luſty young Gentleman, he took foul (cory and thought it 


an indignity, that all ſnould ſeem to reſt in the Dictator only: of that he was induced with the. 


good opportunity of doing ſome brave exploit ( wot not: ) but he went forth with an arm in 
order of battel, to Ibrinium, (that was the places name) & there fought a field with the Samoits; 


But ſuch was the happy iſſue of this battel, tat if the Dictator himſelt had been there in perſon, ic 


could not have been better managed. Fot neither Captain failed his ſouldiers, nor ſouldiers their 


Captain. The horſemen alſo under the leading of L. Cominiati Colonel by bis place, ( who ſun- 
times Charged and recharged again, and could not with ſorce break the enemies arrays) un- 
bridled their horſes, and fo ran them all on the ſput; that no ſtrength was able to abide them: 
ſuch an hau ock, ſuch a late made tliey allabout over armour and men. The footmen ſecondin 
this hot charge of the horſe, advanced the euſſgus againſt the enemĩes thus put in diſarray: an 


GI wemy thouſand men ( by report) were that day ſlain. In ſome authors I find, that twice in che 


Dictators abſence he fought; and twice had the uppet hand. But in the molt ancient writers I

read but of one battel. In ſome Chronicles the whole matter is paſſed over and left out clean, | 


The General ofthe horſe: having gained amighty maſs of ſpoil; as otherwiſe he could not chuſe, 
upon ſo gteat a ſiaughter & 9 ther into one heap all the enemies armor made 


a fire under, & bnrned them: were it that he had made ſome ſuchyow to one of the gods: or( as I 
lit rather to believe, it vas a motive of Fabiui himſelf, that the Dicta. mould nor reap the fruit of 
his glory, and entitle his name thererozor in pomp carry thoſe ſpoils beſore him at his 8

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Moreover, the letters of this victory by him ſent to the Sensi, and not a ward thereof to the 
Dictator, were ſome proof, that he was not willipg to impart and communicate his praiſeg with 
him. But certainly, the Dictator took the matter io ſo ill part, chat; Wen every man elſe wat 
joyful for this noble victory atchie ved. he only ſhewed.avger andfadnels in his very countenance, 
Wbereupon ſuddenly. he difſolved the denat, and depaxt ed ip great haſt out of the court, giving , - 
out and often iterating theſe woxds; Then hath. che maſter of horſemen-in deedas well everted 
and overthrown, both Dictators Majeſty and milicary diſcipline,. as defeared the Samnixs legions 
if he can ſo go clear away and eſcape. unpuniſhed, with, ſo manifeſt; contempt of my expreſs com- 
mandment, Whereupon, full of threats and indignation, he haſtned to the camp, and took long 
journeys: yet could he not prevent the bruir of his coming. For, here were Vantcnrriers ĩhat l 
poſted from the City before, to bring word that the Dictator was coming, full of revenge, and 
ſet. upon puniſhment, and at every ſecond word almoſt, commend ing the late exemplary juſtice of 
T. Mazlius, Then Fabius immediatly r . audience, beſought the ſouldiers, chat with 
what valour and vertue they had defended the Commonwealth rom moſt deadly and mortal 
enemies, with the ſame they would protect him from the ourragiaus cruelty of the Dictatour, 
himſelfe (I ſey) by whoſe conduct and fortune they had gotten ſo glorious a vitory. For now 
« coming he is ( quoth he) for envy out of his right: wits, and beſide himſelt: for anger at an- 
cc other mans manhood and felicity, furious and horn - mad: and all is no more but this chat in hĩs 
ce abſence, ſorſooth, we have ſped well; who wiſheth rather in his heart, if he could change the 


«courſe of fortune, chat the Samnits had won the victory than che Romans: and nothing is ſo + 


<« rife in his mouth, as, That his commandment 4yas contemned; as who would ſay, he forbad 
ce not battel with the ſame mind, wherein he now grieveth that we have fought. For as then his 
& will was good, even for very envy to — ſuppreſs the prowoeſs of another and went a. 
« bout to take weapons away fromgioR forward ſouldiers, defrons'of fight, that in his abſence 
c they might not lay hand to their Md: ſo now, ſee how he ſretteth and fumeth in great cho- 
ce ler at this, that without L. Papirius the ſonldiers. ere not diſarmed, diſmembred as it were; 
ce and maimed: and for that Q, Fabius forgat not his place, but bare. himſelf as General of the 
« Cavalry, and not as a Servant and follower af the Dictator, ſtanding at receit, and waiting 
« at an inch when ſome under Captainſnip would fall, chat he might ſtẽß into the place. What 
&« would this man (think ye) have dene, how; would he have ſretted, if (as the fortune and þ 
c doubtful chance of war oftentimes goeth) we had been put to the worſe and loſt the day hd 
« now that the enemies be vanquiſhed, the field ſo well fought, the State ſo well ſerved, as by 
ce the moſt ſingulat Captain in the world, better it might not be, thus menaceth ezecution to me 
« {dp ants gi horſe, even in tha honoux of my conqueſt d Neither is he (my maflers)crus 
ce elly bent and ſet upon miſchief againſt the General of the horſe more then againſt the Colonels, 
« the Centiners and common Souldiers: yay, he would (be ye ſure) if he had been able; have ra 
ce ved and fared as. bitterly, yea, and executed his ire and furious rage ypon all. But becauſe he 
ci cannot, now he diſchargeth his gall upon mealone- For evenas envy; like a flaming fire, ſear» 
ce cheth and mounteth up to the higheſt, ſo runneth he upon the chief Captain, and aimerh ar 
ce the head of this worthy exploit. If he had once extipguiſhed him, together with the glory of M 
ce this brave ſervice, then like a Conqueror and Lord over a poor captive army, whatſoever he 
<« might by la w execute againſt a General of the Cavalry, he would attempt and extend, upon the 
« ſimple ſouldiers. Make reckoning therefore, that in ſtanding faſt to me and in defence of my 
ce caule, ye uphold the liberty of all. For in caſe he ſhall perceĩve once, the ſame agreement of 
< the army in the maintenance of the victory, which was well ſeen in the battel, and that ye all 
*: have a care and regard of the life and ſafety of one, his ſtomack will come down; his heart wil 
ce relent and incline to clemency, and a milder ſentence, To conclude, I recommend my liſe, and 


whole eſtate to your vertue and faithful protection. Then from all parts of the audience they cri: 


ed unto him aloud & bade him take a good heart: for ſo long as the Legions of the Romans were 
ſafe, there ſhould no perſon do him harm or injury. Soon after came the Dictator, and 'preſentlyN 
by ſound of tiumpet ſummoned a general aſſembly. And the publick Crier after an Oiez-madeical:

<*might adventure attempt nothing ſo long as I ſtood in oubt of the grace & favor of the gods? 
And withal, this I demand, whether the General of the horſemen could be ſreed, exempr.&dif-1 
charged of chat ſcruple of conſcience, which checked and ſtayed the Dictator from execution of 
< his charge? But what mean Ito make theſe demands ? ſeeing that if he had departed without 
« ſaying one word, yet thou ſhouldſt have framed thy opinion and applied thy mind according 
eto the interpretation ofmy wil and pleaſure? Why ſayeſt thou nothing? Anſwer me I ſay, Forbad 
« I thee not expreſly, to do any thing in my abſenceꝰ Forbad I not thee to fight with the * | 
: | | | ow * 
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A © leaving theirenſigns and colours not attended, not meeting at ſummons, nor repairing to the 
' < Rendezvous, according to proclamation : without all diſcrecion;makivg no difference whethet 
© they skirmiſh by day qr night, on even-ground or une en, with advantage or diſadvanta ge, with 

4 direction, or without; obſerving no henals and watch word no array. In ſum, the whole courſe 
Lof military ſervice henceforth, blind, raſh, and inconſiderate, afterthe guiſe of robbing. to ſtand 
© and go currant for ſolemn and facred wariare, With thele crimes and abſurd inconveniences 
(O ye Tribuns) charged you mult be to the worlds end: lay down you muſt, and gage 


«© your own lives for the audacious difobedience of Q. Fabins, for whomye are now an- 


ce ſwerable. Ihe Trib, were aſtonied hereat, and for themſelves now, rather careful and perplexed, 
B than for him who had recourſe unto them tor refuge and ſuccor. But the general content of the 
people of Rome, turning to prayer and intreaty, eaſed them of this heavy load and burden: and 
with one voice humbly beſought the Dictator, to remit the puniſhment of the General of horſe, 
fortheir ſake, The Tribuns alfo, ſeeing that was the way, and all enclining and growing to petiti - 
on, followed after. and did the like; earneſtly beſeeching the Dictator roforgive this human 
fragility, and youthful tolly of Q. Fabius ſaying, That he had ſuffered chaftiſement enough. Then 
the young man himſelf, then his father AA. Fabius, 1 all ſtrife, and laying aſide debate, 
fell down at the Dictator his feet, and beſought him to appeale his wrathful difpledfure. Hereup- 
onthe Dictator aiter ſilence de, Vea tharry (quoth he) O Quirites, this like well, and thus 
c jr ſhould be: now hath military diſcipline got the viRory, now hath the majeſty of your Em- 
C © pire prevailed indeed; which lay both a bleed ng, and were in hazzard to have aboliſhed 
« and overthrown for eser, after this day. Q. Fabius is not acquit of his offence, in that he fought 
« ggainſt his ſoveraigns commandment : but being there of convicted and cat, is forgiven nay, is 
given rather to the people of Rome and the Tribuns power, whoſe aſſiſtance and help is granted 
« fortheit inſtant prayers, and not of duty. Well, Riſe up Q. Fabius and live, a mote happy man 
c forthis agreement of the City in thy defence, than for that victory, upon which erewhile thou 
« bareſt thy ſelfe ſo bravely. Live (Iſay) thon that haſt been ſo bo d to commit that fact, which 
« thine own father here, if he had been in L. Papirius his place, would never have pardoned, And 
« as for me, into my grace and favour thou mayſt come again, at thine own will and pleaſure : But 
ce to the people of Rowe, to whom thou art beholden and obliged for thy life, thou ſhalt perform 
D © no greater duty and ſervice than that the example of this days work may be a teaching and war- 
ce ning to thee for ever, to obey, as well in war as in peace, all la wful commands of ſuperiour Ma- 
cc giſtrates. After that he had pronounced the pardon of the General of horſe, and diſcharged him 
elbe Court, and was departed himlelt out ofthe common place ot audience, the Senat joyful and 
highly contented, and the people much more, came all about them, and on the one fide idding 
joy to the General of the horſe aforeſaid, and on the other fide giving thanks to the Di&ator, 
followed after, and accompanied them both: and it was generally thought, that military govern- 
ment was no leſs confirmed and eſtabliſhed by this peril and danger only of young Q Fabius then 
by the late piteons execution of young Manlius. 
By chance that year ſo fell out, that as often as the DiRator abſented himſelf from the Army, 
E fo often the enemies roſe and raiſed troubles in Samnium. Howbeic, the freſh example of Q Fa- 
bing was ever inthe eye of M. Valeri, Lieutenant General and Governor of the camp, who fear- 
ed as/well the dread wrarh'of the Dictator, as any violent attempts of his enemies whatſoever, 
Inſomuch, as when purvei ours for corn being entrapped by an atnbuſh wereſlain,in a place of diſ- 
advantage; commonly ĩt was thought and beleeved that they might have been by the Lieutenant 
teſcued and ſaved, but for fear of theſe rigorous and terrible edicts, For anger hereof, the Dictator 
loſt the hearts of the ſouldiers, who were already malecontent, for that he was ſo inexorable_in 
the cauſe of Q. Fabius and had denied them that, at theit inſtant intreaty, which afterwards he 
yeelded unto and pardoned, at the ſuit and requeſt of the people of Rome. The Dictator, after that 
he had left fox the government of the City L. Papirius Craſſus the General of hoxſe, diſcharged 
. Fabius, and forbidden him to 2dmiviſter any thing by vertue of that office, returned into ĩhe 
camp. Whoſe coming was neither very welcome and joyful to his on countrimen the ſouldi- 
ers, nor yet ſtruck any terror in his enemies the Samnits. For, the next morrow, were it, that 
chey knew not that che Dictitor was come, or little cared and weighed whether he were pre- 
ſent or abſent, they approached the camp in otder of battel. Howbeir: that one man, L. Papi- 
ui the Bictator was of inch valor and importante, that if the love of the iouldiers had ſecon- 
ded tile policy and ſage conduct of their Commander, che war with Samnits had that day been 
Ad arched and ended, paſt all peradventure , ſo sxilfully ſer he the battel in array, ſo warily 
jofc he his ground of adyantage, fo ſtrengthned he the ſame with ſupplies out of the reregard, 
8 in Al Warlike skil and fingulat policy. Bur the ſoyldiers failed for their parts, and went coldly to 
Gheirbuſine(s, even of purpoſe, tharrhe valiant and commendableparts ot the Captain might be 
diſ xcdited and depraved ; and ſo the vi cory was much hindred and impeached. Howbeir, many 


of the Samnits were lain; and in, exchange as many of the Romans hurt, But he like a wiſe and. 


expert Captain, ſoon perceived, what was the cauſe that ſtayed the victory. He ſaw well enough, 
that he was to temper his own nature and to allay that ſeverity of his, within mildneſs and cour- 
teſie, And therefore, taking with him the Lieutenants himſelf in perſon went about to vie the 
wourided ſoldiers, putting his head into their tents & cabbins askivg each one How rhey did; har- 
ged the Lientenants, Colonels, Provoſi-Marſhals, and other officers of the camp to tend and 1ook 
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unto the ſick ſouldiers, recommending ahgir care unto them particularlyby name. This being 1 1 
- thingin it ſelf popular, he handled anc 0 


ordered with ſuch dexterity ; that by curing their bodies, 
their minds alſo and hearts were much ſooner gained and reconciled to their General, And po- 
thing made more for the ſpeedy recovery of their health, than their thankſul acceptation of that 
care and diligence of his. When he had thus refreſhed and repaiced his army, he encountred 
once again the enemy with aſſured hope of himſelf and his ſouldiers, to obtain a final victory; 
and ſo diſcomfited and put them to flight, that the Samnits aſter that day, durſt never fight again 
wich the Dictator. Then the vi&orious army marched, as any hope of booty and pillage guided 
and directed tham: and as they overran their enemies country, they found no force nor reſiſtance, 
either in — ca or covert ambuſh, This alſo encouraged them the more, and cheered their [ 
hearts, for that the Dictator had by proclamation given away the whole ſpoil among the ſoul- 
diers: ſo that their privat gain whet them on againſt their enemie, no leſs then the common au- 
ger and publick quarrel. The Samnits tamed and ſubdued by theſe loſſes and overthrows, ſued 
to the DiRator for peace: with whom they capitulated, and made offer to allow into every ſouls 
dier dne livery, and the full wages of one year, But being commanded to go to the Senat, they 
made anſwer, That they would accompany the Dictator, recommending and putting their cauſe 
and whole eſtate to his faithful protection, to his vertue and goodneis only. Thus the Army 
was withdrawn fromthe Samnits, the Dictator with triumph entred the City: and when he 
would have reſigned up the Dictatorſhip, the Senat ordained, That before he gave over, he 
ſhould create Conſuls. So, C. Sulpitius Longus the ſecond time, and Q. Emylius Caretanus were K 
elected. | | | | 
The Samnits not having concluded peace, (for that they varied about the conditions, and were 
to treat farcher thereupon)yet brought with them from the City of Rome, truce for a year. Which 
they obſerved not faithtuliy: ſo ſoon were their ſtomacks up againto make war after they had in» 
telligence, that 7apirins was out of government, Whiles C. Sulpit ius, and Q. Emylias(or Anlins * 
as ſome Chronicles have) were Conſuls, beſides the revolting of the Samnits, there aroſe a new 
war alſo ſrom the Apulians. Both ways was there a power ſent. Salpitius bis lot was to go againſt 
the Samnits, and Emylius againſt the Apuliaus. Some write, that upon the Apulians themlelyes 
no war was made, but comratiwiſe, that the conſederate States of that Nation were defended - 
from the violence and wrongs efthe Samnits. Howbeit, the low eſtate of the Samnits, at that time, 1 
hardly able to maintain and defend themſelves, maketh it more likely and credible, that the A+ 
pulians, were not warred upon by them, but that the Romans made war with both Nations at 
once. But yo memorable act or exploit was there performed: only the Apulian countrey, and Sam- 
nium Was waſted: and the enemies no where at all to be found, but at Nome there hapned a ſcare 
by night, which raiſed every man ſo ſuddenly. ont of their firſt ſleep, and ſo affrighted the City, 
that preſently at one inſtant the Capitol and the Caſtle, the Walls and Gates were full of armed 
men, And when as from all places there was running, and crying alarm, the morrow morning 
at the break of day, there appeared neither author, nor cauſe of this fear. | 
The ſame year the Tuſculans were judicially convened before the people of Bowe by proceſs, 
and that. by a law that Flavius preferred, This . Flauius, Fribun of the Commons, exhibited M 
a bill of Endictment to the people that ſome puniſhment might be inflicted upon the Tuſculans; 
For that through their affiitance and Counſel, the Veliterns and Privernats had taken arms againſt 
the people of Nome. The Tuſculans with their wives and children reſorted ro Rome. Which mule 
titude having changed their apparrel, and clad in poor array and habit, as priſoners at the bar, 
went about from Tribe to Tribe, falling down upon their knees to every man. Whereupon, pi- 
ty prevailed more to obtain pardon of puniſhment, then the goodneſs of their cauſe to the pu · 
ing of their guilt. So all the Tribes except Follia, difanulled and made void the Endi&ment a. 
oreſaid, But the ſentence ofthe Tribe Pollis was; That as many as were of age and undergrowu, 
to wit, fourteen year old and upward, ſhould be ſcourged and put to death. tens, that their wiyes 
and children, by martial law, ſhould be ſold in open port-ſale. And for certain it is reported, that N 
the Tuſculans took ſo deep an anger againſt the authors of ſo hard a cenſure and crueldoom, thit 
they have carried it in mind even to our fathers days. For in deſpite thereof no Candidate, or 
Competitor for an office of the Tribe Pollia, was ever wont to get the voices of the Tribe P. 
pyria. The year . whiles Q, Fabius and L. Fulvius were Conſuls, A, Cornelius Arti- 
v Dictator, and 4, Fabius Ambuſtus General of horſe, having taken a ſtraighter levy of ſol- 
diers then ordinary, for fear of a greater war in Samnium (for it was reported that the whole. 
manhood and flower of the youth were taken up and waged out of the countries ad joining leid 
forth a goodly and 8 army againſt the Samnits, But they pitched their camp ſo careleſly 
the enemies ground, as if the enemy had been far off: and the Samnit legions came on a {ud 
den ſo proudly, that they ſer forward the trench and rampart, and encamped cloſe to the Corps 
ae gardot thaRomans, Howbeit the night approached ſo faſt, that they were hindered for a- 
ſayling the Camp: but they gave it out plainly, they would do it the morrow after by day light. 
The Dictator ſeeivg that he muſt fight neerer than he expected or hoped; for fear leſt the 
ſtraightneſs and diſadvantage of the ground, might prejudice and hinder the valour of his ſoul- 
diers, caving fires thick burning in the camp, for to diſappoint the fight of the enemies, inthe 
fill night with flence leadeth fot h his legions: but yet could he not for the neerneſs of theit 
camp eſcape, but be eſpied of them. The horſemen forthwith followed upon them inthe tail,

might not be expiat without ſoma notabie ſarisfaction. Here only Was the difficulty and diffe- 
rence, whethet᷑ vengeance and punifhmenc ſhould be taken of the guilty blond of ſome ftw, or 
the guik!eſs blond of all. And even then; ſome were, that durii nomiĩnate the vetyauthorg 
of this war. And:oneſpecially, to wit, Braralus fapiauʒ Whoſe name was by the common voyce ' 
andcovſent heard above all the ret, A noble and man he was, and without queſtion, the 
principal breaker of this laſt truce: The Pretors enforced thereſore, to determine as tonch- _ 
ing him what was to be done; arlengih decreed, That Bywrw/us Papins ſhould be delivered tothe 
Romans, and chat together with him, all the Roman pillage and their'priſoners ſhould be ſent tio 
"Rome: and that of allthe goods; unto which acco to the covenant and compoſition, te 
Fecials laid claim, there ſhould, according to right and equity, reſt tution be made. Then were 
the Tleralds, by vertue of the decree, ſent to Rome; Together with the deads corps of Brut- 
lui: ſor he to avoid ſhame and puniſiment, wilfully killed himſelf.

nat, triumphed.” Some write that this war yas —— the Conſuls, and chat they trinmphed 
over the Samnits: and that Fabius alſo went forward into Apulia, and from thence brought awa K 
great and rich prixes. But without all controverſie A. Cornel. was Dictator that year: this only - 
was the doubt, whether he were created for the conduct of this war, or at the Roman games 
[Circenſes,) (becauſe L. C antim hapned to be grievouſly fick) to 25 the ſignal when the chariots 
and Reeds ſhould be let out of the Barriers to run the race for their prize: and that having done 
that ſunction of a charge ( wis not worth the remembrance) he ſhonld leave his Dictators place. 
It is not an eaſy ching to prefer either one mattex, 6r one author before another. I ſuppoſe ra- 
ther for my part, that the record and memorial of theſe matters hath been depraved and corrupt - 
ed, by theſe ſuneral Orations of praiſes, and by theſe counterfeit and falſe titles of images : whiles 
every houſe and family draweth to it, the honour and renown of noble exploits,marrial feats, and 
dignities, by anꝝ untruth and lie, ſo ic be colonrable. And hereupon , ſurely it is, chat both the l 
- deeds of particular perſons, and the publick records am monuments of Acts, ate confounded: 
neither is there extant any one writer, who lived in thoſe dayes, upon whom, as a true and cery, 
tain anthor, we might ground, and ceſt our ſeVb e. eee 
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1 aud Sp, Poſthnmins Conſuls, having engaged i heir army ſo far, within the Gum 
or ſtreight of Caudium, into a place of great diſadvantage, that they had no means nor hope to get 
forth again, fel to capitulation with the Samnits, aui compounded with them : and after they had deli- 
vered unto them 600 Roman Horſemen for hoſtages, they went away with the reſt of the army, but ſo; 
4s they were forced all of them to peſs ſhameful under the gallows. The ſame Conſuls (even by the N 
motion of one of them, - Poſthumius, who perſwadid the Senat, that by rendring of Fi into the ene- 
mies hands,through whoſe default ſo _ and ignominious a covenant was concluded, i heb ity might 
be delivered and diſcharged of the promiſe given in thtname thereof) with two Tribans Fele Com- 
moni, and as many beſides as had ſubſcribed to the firtſaid accord and agreement, were ſent and yeelded 
to the Sammits : but they might uot be received; Not long after, Papirius ſurnamed Curſor, d fem 
the Samnits.and put them likewiſe unier the gallows: * be againthoſe 600 Roman Horſemen _ 
aforeſaid, that were xv hoftages, By which means,the ſhame and diſgrace of the former beaftly Act 
was cancelled and aboliſh:d, Two Tribes were addad tothe reſt, Ufentina and Falerina, New inhabi- 
tanto were ſent to people Sueſſa and Pontiz, Ap. Chtidins being Cenſor, brought a chanel of water to 
the City, called of his name Claudia : und pave rhe highway, named after bim likewiſe, Appia. He 0 
admitted alſo into the range of Senators the ſons of Libertins, But foraſmuch as this ſtate and degree 
of Citizens, ſeemed as it were polluted with theſe unworthy perſons among them, the Couſuls of the year 
following, in the review of the Senators, and chaſing new, held themſetves tothe order that other Cenſor? 
next before had obſerved, This book,conteineth moreover the proſperous wars againſt the Apulians,T uſ- 
cans mbrians, Marſi ant, Pelig nians,/Equians.and Samnits : with whom was renewed the ancient lis 
gus and amity, Flavius the ſeribe or notary , the ſon of « Libertini vr enfranchiſed Roman, was made 
e/Edile Curule, by the faction of the baſe common people, « Which faltion, becanſeit troubled and diſ- 7

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Fter this year, immediately followed the peace made at Caudium, ſo memorable for the 
Romans foil and misfortune, which hapned in the Conſulſhip of T. Veturius Calvinus, 
ad Sp, Paſtbamiac. During which; che Sammts had for their General Conducter, C. 
by Pont int; the ſon of H:rennins,a'mpft prudent and politick father, and was himſelf a wor- 
chy warrior, and a moſh excellent Captain This Pontius, after the Embaſſadors aforeſaid (who 
had been ſent to yeeld and deliver the goods) were returned home without peace concluded, 
ſpake thus in a frequent aſſembly of che Sammixs, and faid: „ Miſters and friends, think never, Ine Oratien 
< but good there hath been done in his uuyugeꝭ and ous Embaſfage hath taken ſome effect. For of c. Pontius to 
£© look what wrath the Qods in Heaven conceived. againlt us, by our breach of covenant and che Samnits. 
<« truce, is thereby wholly ſatisfied, and fully done away. This I know aſſuredly, that the Gods 3 
c bove.(whole pleaſure it was, that we ſhould. be driven to chi neer point and hard exigent, as 
c to render the goods claimed of us, by vertut vf an accom ãnd covenapt) m ere nothin conten- 
C < ted and pleaſed; that this our ſatisfaction andrecompence for the breach thereof was ſo proud 
cc ly, and difdainfully deſpiſec and rejected of the Romans. For what could poſſib have been 
<« done more; either to paciſy the Gods; or to appeaſe men, than that which we offered and per- 
formed Mhatſoever we won by way of holtility and ſpoil, from our enemies, and which by 
4 right of war ſeemed co be ours, we (ent back again: the counſellors and petſwaders of taking 
ch arms, becauſe we could not ſend alive, wedelivered dead as they were: and their very g ods 
te alſo (becauſe nothing might remain with . within the compaſs of their gulſtineſs) 
« we brought to Node. What ow I more to thee O Roman? what am I bound to perform be- 
ie ſides, imregard eicher of covenant, or uf the Gods, the judges af the cẽl̃ e Whom ſhall I 
& chuſe andrakefor an indifferentarbitrator het ween thine unger and my pnviſhment? No State 
I «and bod le in general no private perſon in particular do I reſuſs: and if no equity and 
«reaſon 
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more cumbet ome than the other, Into that plain aforeſaid the Romans marched do wn withyy 
their army another way, through and hollow. rock; but when they went on forth to the other 
ſtreight valley, they found it ſl land 8 the fall of itees, one crois ovet᷑ another 
and fikewiſe with an huge bes mighty flones, laid full againſt them in the way, And they bad 
not ſo ſoon diſcovered this guilful practiſe of their enemies, but they might deſcry withal, a power 
of them alſo onthe top of the Hill, Then with all ſpeed they ſeek to go back again the ſame way 
they came; bur it they found alſo dammed up in like fort, and beſet with armed men. Where - 
upon they made a ſtand, without any mans commandment: and as their minds were ill amazed 
| and aſtonied, ſo their bodies alſo were poſſeſſed as ĩt were with a ſtrange and extraordinary num - 
medneſs in their limmeſs: and whiles they looked one upon another, eng chinking his fel-1 
low to be more witty, aud have better underſtanding than himſelf ; for a good while they flood 
ſtill, and e a ER. NE , ig wr ſaw the _ \ mar — ſet- 
ting up, and ſome making ready things neceſſary to fortifications although they ſaw well enongh, 
— io able 3 paſt all hope of recovery, far all the defences they could deviſe, 45 15 
- ſhould but loſe their time and travel and prove fools in the end: yer nevertheleſs; becauſe the 
would not ſeem to encreaſe their diſtreſſed fortune, and double it with their av niet 
pegligence, every man what he could, to his power, without the direction of any leader, ſetled 
hintere work; and to fortify along the water fide their camp, witha trench and rampier. And 
beſides the inſolent and proud ſcoſſing and derifion oſtheir enemies; every man with pittiful con- 
feſſion ſcorned and checked his own work and travel, as vain, and to no purpoſe. As the Conſuls X 
; then were penſive and diſcomforted, and called none about them to counſel, (for that indeed 
they ſuppoſed they were paſt all adviſe and help) the Lieutenants and Colonels came unto them 
of their (elves unſent for, and the ſouldiers turning to the Prærorium or Conſul; Quarter, cryed 
to their Captains for help and ſuccour,which hardly the very immortal Cods could afford andgire 
them, But they, rather made their moans and complaints one to another of their misfortune; 
than ſat in fage counſel co give or take adviſe, until the night came uponthem: whiles each man 
according to his natural humour and fancy, muttered diverſiy. & One ſaid, let us break through 
c the ſtoppages oppoſed againſt us in the way: another, let us paſs over the mountains and 
ce woods before us, what way ſoever we may be able to cary armont :; ſor ſo e get to the ene» 
ce my once, whom we have almoſt fox theſe thirty years vanquiſhed and chaſed before ns; all will 
« be plain, even and eaſy unto us Romans fighting againſt theſe faithleſo, per jured, and diſloyal 
ec Samnits. Tuſh, ſaith another, whither ſhould we go, or which way? What ? Are we about to 
remove mountains out of their places ? So lung as theſe tops of Hills are over aur heads, how 
« will you poſſibly come to the enemy? Armed or unarmed couragious or cowards; all is one; en- 
ce trapped we are and undone every one. Our enemy will not ſo much as offer us the ſword, 
E whereon we may dye like men with honor: he will br till and end this war, Thus paſſed words 
to and fro, and thus paſſed the night away: unmindfub were they ol taking repaſt, never thought 
they of taking repoſe and ſleep, The Samnits on the other fide, in this ſo foxtunat and happy op- 
portunity preſented unto them, were as much to ſeek what to do, and what courie to chuie and 
follow. Whereupon, they all in general were to: diſpatch letters to Herennius Pantiut, the fa- M 
ther of their General, and to know his opinion. Now this man beforetime, by reaſon of his great 
age, had given over not only Military affairs, but alſo all civil buſineſſes: how beit in that old 
craſy and ſpent body of his, he bare the freſh-vigour of mind and : pregnant wit to give coun 
ſel. When he underitood that the Romans army was ſhut up faſt within the two forteſis, at the 
- Candine Gullets, and that his adviſe was asked by his ſons meſſenger ; he gave preſenthy this 
counſel, That with all peed they ſhould be let go ſrom thence evetg one, without any harm at 
all done unto them. Which N of his being te jected oi his {ori and the army] his mind 
was demanded a ſecond time, by the ſame currier ſent again unto him of Aud thenbe 
ave -adviſe , that they ſhould be all killed, and not one leſt alive. Upon'whichanſwers fs: _. 
ar diſagreeing, and thus delivered, as it were out of a doubtful. Oracle: albeit his ſon himſelf N 
imagined). of all others moſt, that his fathers wit was in the wane, and aged is well us his fee 
ble waſted body :- yet by a general conſent of all he was overcome, to ſend for him in perſon for: 
to declare his meaning by word of month. Neither tho old man much thereof, bur 
was brought (by report) to the camp in a chariot: a Se e counſel, he was in 
the ſame tale ſlill, ſo as he nothing changed of his former adviſe q but alleaged only cauſes and 
reaſons thereof. Namely, that in his former reſolyugzap (which he took os ſimpſy the beſt)

« with'a moſt mighty and puiſſant people: in e ſecond his purpoſe was, by the utter loſſe of 
te rwoarmies., whereby the State of Rome would not eaſily recover their firengrh again, to deſer 
e the wars for many a year.

Then com- 
manded he to ſet forward the ſtandards, and led forth his power, mocking the fooliſh nation for 
their great vanity, who, not able to their own affairs by reaſon o e ſeditions and ci- 
vill diſcords, thought ir meet to be moderators between others, and to preſcribe them war or 
peace. The Samnits on the other fide, having ſlaked all their care and deſire of wat, for that they - 
deſired peace in good earneſt, or elſe thought ir expedient for them to make a ſemblance thereof, 
for to win unto them the Tarenting; ſeeing the Romans all of a ſudden arranged in battel array 


and ready to fight, cryed forth aloud, that they reſted ſtill in the authority ot the Tarentins, and 
were at their dite tion: neither would they come forth into the field; norput themſelves in 


F arms out of their fort: chooſing rather being thus diſappointed , to abide the chance of for- 
tune whatſoever, than to ſeem to have deſpiſed the Tarentins, who had interpoſed themſelves as 


Mediators for peace. Marry (quoth the Coſſ.) we take chat for a good

reſolution, not to defend their trench and rampire. So the Coſſ. when they had parted between 
them their forces, approached the very camp of their enemies, and ſet upon them with an hot 
aſſault on every fide. Thus while ſome filled and dammed upthe trenches, others plucked up the 
ſakes of the rampier, and threw the bank and all down rhe ditches under their ſeet: whiles not 
only their on inbred valour by nature, but alſo anger and choler provoked and pricked to the 
quick, their hearts already fretted and cankred at the very root, for the laſt diſgrace received; they 
Gentred the camp. Every. man for his part gave out andſaid., Here are not the ſtraight gullers 


of Caudium, here are not the impaſſable nor inacceſſible paſſes, and forreſts, where as pr

had gone beyond their filly errour and want of forecaſt: but Roman vertue and proweſs, which 
no 1 never ſo ſtrong, no trench how deep ſoever, is able to put by and withſtand. 
So they killed all afore them indiffe , as well them chat made reſiſtance and ſtood to it, as 
thoſe that cetired and gave way: armed and diſarmed, bond and free born, old and young, 28

Whereupon when they wete highly diſcontented and in great indignation, for that they were 
Raid and interrupted in this f(weetneſs of eaſing their anger, add ſatiating their revenge to the 
full; it was time to deliver this ſpeech unto them, wherein the ſouldiers were given to urder- 
and, how the Conſuls neither were behind any of them in malice and hatred to their enemies, 
nor would be hereaſter: but as they were their chief conductors to the war, ſo they would be 
their leaders and ſhew them the way, to unſati able appetite of revenge and execution; had not the 
cate and regard of thoſe 600 Horſemen, which were kept as hoſtages in Luceria, cooled their thirſt 
and ſtaĩd their ſtomacks; leſt haply'the enemies in deſpair to find pardon and mercy, ſhould run 


upon them in a blind fit of fury and rage, and put them all to the ſ Word; chuſing rather ro tor- + 
ment and kill them firſt , before they died themſelves; The ſouldiers greatly commended this I 


courſe, and re joyced that thus their choler was allaid, and their fury bridled,confeffing;That they 
were indeed to abide all whatſoever; rather than thelife of ſo mai of the forwardeftand'princi- 
pal young Gentlemen of Rome, ſhould be betraid, or in danger. This audience being diſmiſled, 
they drew together to a Councel, whether with all their forces they ſhould aſſail and preſs Hard 
upon Lucerias or with one of the armies and cMiefLeaders, give the attempt to ſound the Apuli- 
£72 cloſe and ſecret kind of people thereabout,who ever to that day had ſtood in doubtful ters 
ich them. | 151150 

Publius the Conſul, who had taken this journey to over · run all Apulia, in that one voyage and 
expedition, either by force ſubdued and brought under his obeiſance certain Srates, or upon con- 


ditions entred league and ſociety with them. Pæyyrius alſo, who Raid at the ſiege of Luceria, with K 
in a ſhort time ſped according to his expectation. For having forelaid and belet all the wayes,b7 


which victual was Sonveyed thither out of Samsium, the Samnits who lay in gariſon at Luceria, 
pinched and tamed with famine, ſent Embaſſadors to the Roman Conſul, making offer to releaſe 
and deliver up into his hands thoſe Horſemen, (the only cauſe of the preſent war) in caſe he 
would raiſe and levy the ſiege. To whom Papyrius made this anſwer, that they ſhould have gone 
firſt to Pont iut, the ſon of Hereuniut, by whoſe counſel they had put the Romans under the yoke 
and the gallows, to learn and know of him , what in his opinion they were to abide, who were 


vanquiſhed and overcome. Howbeit, for aſmuch as they had rather, and choſe rather to be cen- 
ſured indiffetently, and to receive equal conditions of rheir enemies, than of their on ſelves, he - 
willed the Embaſſadors to give them to underſtend in Lyceria, that they ſhould leave their ar- I 


mor, their bag and baggage, their beaſts of carriage, and impotent multitude not fit for the wars, 
within in the wals. And ãs for the fighting ſouldiers: words put them to pals under the gallows 
in their ſingle ſhirrs, for to revenge the. ſhame firſt offered them, and not to inſſict any new igno- 
miny upon them, Nothing was denied and refuſed : ſeven thonſand men of war were put under 
the gallows, a fich and huge pillage raiſed within Luceria, all their own enſigns and armor re- 
gained, which they had loft at Caudiam: and that Which ſurmounted all other joyes, they reco- 


vered again thoſe Gentlemen of arms; whom, lying for pledges and ſecurity of the peace aforeſaid, 


the Samnits had ſent to Luceria to be kept in ſafe cuſtody. There is not lightly to be found a vi- 
tory more noble, and of greater conſequence to the people of Rome than this, in regard of the ſud- 


den change of fortune. in caſe (as ſome records bear witneſs). Pontius alſo himſelf the ſon of He- M 


renniau, and General of the Samnirs, to make ſatisfaction and quittance for the Conſuls diſgrace 
and ſhame, was put under the yoke, as well as all the reſt.

nits, or deliver them into his hands, they ſhould come no more again to him: the Coloners and 
inhabitants were more frighred and terrified with that ſpeech, than at all the forcible attempts of 
their army, Wherevpon the Embaſſadors followed their ſuĩt hard. and continued ſtill, demandi 
very ofren of the Conſul how he could believe, that they being but few , feeble, and difarmed,

morning berimes by break of day: and look whoſe fortune it was to (cape out of the maſſacre 
made inthe night, and to ſſie away thoſe they took to mercy upon ſubmiſſion: whereoftwo hun- 
dred twenty five, even thoſe who by the general voice of all were pointed at, ad reputed above 
the reſt the principal actors in that horrid maſſacre aboveſaid, of the Roman Coloners, ipbabi- O 
tants, and the autffors of the revolt they had away with them to Nome, bound hand and foot.

battel: which would be guarded ſafe — by the Infantry. The Coſſ.marſhalled themſelves in 
this manner Sulpitiur Jed the right point of thebatteh;and Petilius the left : the right fide(where- 
as the Samnits alſo were arranged in thinner ranks and files, of putpoſe ro compaſs and environ 
the enemies, or not to be compaſſed and encloſed themſelves) ſhewed it ſelf mote abroad and o- 
pen. They on the left hand, beſides chat they Rood thicker and more cloſe, were by occaſion of a 


ſudden policy of Petilius the Col, farther ſtrengthped: For thoſe culiurts and bands which were 


reſerved apart in the rereward. for help at any need and kept freſn againſt all occurrents and ha- 


zards of long fight, he advanced preſently to che forefront in the vang ard. and with all his forces at 0 


once charged the enemy at the firſt encounter & forced him to retreit. When the fobtmen ofthe 
Samnits were thereby troubled and diſartaied; the horſemen followed cloſe and entred into the 
Skirmiſh, But as they rode croſs and orerth wart between the two hoſts, the Roman horſemen 
pricked and galloped their horſes to flank them and diſordred and troubled the enſigns, cornets, 
ſquadrons and troops of foot and horſe, pell- mell together, untill he had cauſed the whole battel 


ofchat fide, to turneheir backs.

C ſouldiecs encouraged and enflamed, forgetting all difficulties and dangers, matched apace and ad- 
vanced forward up to the army of the enemies that now approached them, and were ovet their 
heads, Where the Romans found ſome difficulty all the while they climed np the cliff or tidge of 
the hill 2 them. But after that the fotmoſt enſigns were mounted up and had gained the 


plain in the top, and perceived they were embattelled upon an even and equall ground, preſently 


the terror turned upon thoſe that lay in wait for them & being disbanded, ſcatteredʒ and driven to 


fling away their weapons, they fled and trhdged as faſt as they could torecovet again thoſe ſtarting 
and lurking holes, wherein before they bad hid themſelves. But even thoſe difficult places which 
they had ſought of purꝑoſe for their enemy, and their own deceit and guile, encumbred them- 
ſelves. For very few of them could find the way out, and eſcape by flight. Inſomuch as to the num-

oully allowed, the ancient league wasgranted again to theSamnits. Fromthence turned the Ro- 
mans their forces agaioſt the Xquians,their old enemies; but for many years making ſemblance of 
quietneſs, where as indeed their peace was little to bo truſted i for that the Hernickoation was 
ſafe and on foot, they with them, bad uſed oftentimes under hand to ſend aid unto tbe Samnits; 
and slſo af er the ſubduing of the Hernicks;the whole nation ina maner without difſembling; and 
averring all they did by publick counſell and authority, had fallen away unto the enemie 1 and af. 


ter that the Romans had made league with the Samnits, and their heralds came to make claim for 


their goods took from them by way of hoſtility, they ſaid, It was but a tempting of them, to lee, 
whether upon fear of war they would ſuffer themſelves to become Romans. Which, ſay they, bow 
greatly it were to be wiſh'd,cheHernicks was able to teach them: for they, as many of them as had 
liberty to do what they would, choſe rather to live under their own laws, then to be entranchiſed 
citizens of Reme ; but others, Z had not the ſume ſcope to cnooſe to their liking, they were con- 
ſtrained to accept of the Burgeoiſie of their City, by way ofa puniſhment. Upon theſe ſpeeches 
and arguments commonly toſſed in their afſemblies and Councels,the people of Rowe decreed war 
againſt the £quians: to which both the Coniuls went, and encamped four miles from their ene- 
mjescamp. - The Equians (who in their own behalt, and for any quarell of theirs, had many years 
fat till and made no war) like as if their army bad been levied of a iudden and in haſt, without 
certain Captains appointed, and without any Generall to command, were affraid. Some thought 


c S od to go forth into the field, others to defend themſelves, and keep within their camp : molt 


of them were moved to think aforeband upon the waſting of their country afterwards, and con- 
ſequently the deſtruction of their cities left but with lender garriſons, Therefore after that, as 
mongſt many opinions, this only had audience, namely, to abandon the care of publick weal and 
every man to regard his own privat ſtate, and at the firſt watch to depart divers waies one from 
the other, and quit the camp, and convey away all their bag and baggage, and to defend. their 
Cities within rhe wals they all with one accord accepted thereof, and imbraced it. Now when 
the enemies were thus ſcattered abroad about the country, the Romans by day · light, with banner 
diſplaĩed went forth into the field: and when they ſaw no. man come abroad to meet them, they 
marched in warlike order apace towards the enemies camp. But when as they could pebeĩve 


p tber neither warders before the gats, nor any man upon the treneh &rampiĩers, nor ſo much as the 


nluall noiſe of a leaguer ; being moved with this unaceuſtomed ſlence, for fear of forelay ing and 
treachery, they ſtood ſtill: but being got over the rampier, and finding the tents void and empty, 
they ſet forward to purſue the enemy by his trace. But when they found their foot - tracks, leading 
to all parts of the Country alike : as being ſlipt here and there, ſundry and divers waies; at the 
firſt they wandred out of the way, and miſſed of them; but afterwards knowing by their eſpials the 
purpole and intent of their enemies, they went round about and befieged every City, and in three - 
icore daies wan forty towns all by aſlault z moſt pare whereof were razed even with the ground, 
and conſumed. into aſhes, and the nation ofthe Equians utterly ina manner deſtroyed. O- 
ver the &quians there was triumph; Whoſe calamity and deſoiation was ſo fearfull an exam-

pence and amity 2: and to all thoſe nations at their requeſt, a league was granted. The (ame: year,

I The bruic of the Gauls tumult and inforreRion ;' together with the Tuſcans war cauſed no 


little fear at Rome. Wheteupon, more haſt was made to concludea league with the * Picene peo- 
ple. T. Alaulius the Conſul had the charge of the Tuſcan war allotred unto him. Who ſcarcely. 
was entred into the confines of the enemies, but as he was training and exerc iſing amongſt the _ 
Hor emen. he ran bis Horſe with full carĩet, and ſuddenly as he turned above, was caſt off, and pre- 
ſeptly lay for dead: and ſo the Conſul, three dayes after his fall, ended his life, Which the Tuſcam x 
taking hold of, as a good ominous token and preſape; got heart and were very jolly 3 ſaying, that 
the Gods had in fav our of them, begunthis war, This was heavy news at Rome, both for the los 
of ſo brave a perſonage, and for the time; wherein ſo unhappily it fell out: ſo as, the aſſembly held 
(by che advice of the chief Peers) for to ſubſtitute a Conſul in his place that was deceaſed, frighk-— 
ed the Senators from c huſing a Dictator. All their ſentences, and all the cenruries gave with A7. 
Valerius to be Conſul: who was the man, whom the Senat was about to have pricked for Di- 
ctator. Then forthwith, they ordaired him to go into Tuſcany to the army. Whoſe coming ſup- 
reſſed and kept under the Tuſcans; io as not a man dutſt once go out of their trenches and hold. 
| 26 their very fear was as good as a ſiege unto them: for that the new Conſul neither by waſting 
the fields, norfiring their houſes in ſuch ſort, as every where, not only the ſmall villages; bur alol 
the good and wel-peopled Towns were ſeento ſmoke and burn again, could draw them forth to 
he war continued longer than men thought: but behold, there atoſea bruir of another ; 
(which, conſidering the mutual loſſes of both ſides, was for good cauſes greatly to be feared) up- 
on intelligence given from the Picenes their new allies, namely, that the Samnits were about to 
take arms and rebel and had ſollicited them alſo to do the ſame. The Picentes were highly thank 
ed ſor this, and a great part of the Senaxors care was diverted now from Tuſcany to the Samnits. 
The dearth beſides of corn and viftuals troubled the City-: and driven they had been to extream 
famine, if Fabius Maximus (as they have written, who are of opinion that he was Edile that 
year) by provident purveighing and diligent conveighing”of corn; had not been as careful and 
induſtrious, in the diſpenſing ot victuab now at home; as many times before in war affairs, The 
ſame year there was an Intetreign, but upon what occaſion, it is not known, The Interregents 
were App, ( laudiut and after bim P. Salpitius, who held an Election of Conſuls, and created I. 
Cornelius Scipio, and Cu. Fulviut. R | NOT AT ER ; 
In the beginning of this year, there came Orators from the Lucans to theſe new Conſuls, for, 
to make complaint, That the Samnits , who by no conditions and means could induce them 
for to band and take arma with them, were entre d into their confines , and made watt of the 
« country, and by very force provoked them to war: ſaying, That the Lucans had lovgago Ove: 
&« ſhor and paſled themſelves that way: but now they were ſo fully reſolute, that they could 
« find in their heares; ſooner to abide and endure all kind of calamity whatſoever, than ever aſitt M 
«ro offend and diſpleaſe the Roman name. They belonght the Senat theteſore, to receive the 
Lucans into their protection, and at o tokeep and defend them fromthe violence and ln jury e 
< the Samnits. And for themſelves, albeit entering into war already with the Samnits * | 
were of neceſſity «bbged to be faſt and true unto the Romans: yet for better ſecurity they were, 
ready to put in ſutfi ĩent hoſtages. The Senat was not long conſulting hereabour: but all with one. 
conſent were of opinion, to make league with the Lucans, and to ſummon the Samnits romake 
amends. and reſtitution. Ibe Lucans, beſides 2 courreons and gracious anſwer, were accepted 
into the league. Then were there-Fecial Heralds diſpatched to che Szmnits, to give them wam· 
ingfor to Jeparttheter:itroryof the Roman allies, and to withdraiv their forces our of the con- 
fines of the Lucans. But the Samnirxs ſent ont certain meſſengers to meet them upon the way, and 0 
to denounce unto them, that if they preſented themſelves in any Councel within Samnium, they 
ſhould not depatt again wich ſafeguard of their perſons. When theſe news were heard at Rome, 
both the Senat advied, and the people allowed, to make war upon the Samnits. The Conſuls © 
parted theit Provinces and charges between themſelvee. To Scipio ſell Hetruria, and the Sam- 
nits to Fulvius: and ſo cbey take their journey dirers wayes , eich onè to the war allotted unto

E“ of words and quarrels of the tongue, altogether rude and unskilſul, and ſuch natures, (ſaid he. 

S were fittelt to make Conſuls. As for nimble heads and fine wits, deeply ſeen in poiiits and 
“ quirc ks of law, full of their . tearms. ſuch as Ap. Claudius was; thoſe were meet to be 
made Lord Preſidents ofthe City and chief Juſtices in the common place, for to ſit in judgmert 
< of cauſes, ard ſee the enecution of laws. Thus in handling of theſe matters was that day ſpent. 
The motrow aſter, according to the Conſuls appoirtment; was the Electioh held, both of new 
Conſuls, and alſo of Pretors. Q. Fabiut and P. Decius were created Conſuls, and App. Claudius 
Pretor, all abſent; And IL. Yulumaius by Act of the Senat, and grant of the Commions, had his go- 
vernment prorogued, and continued ini his chatge one year longer. 

The lame year were many ſtrange ſights and prodigious motiſters ſeen: for the turning away 
Fof the 2 foreſiguiſied and menaced thereby; the Senat decreed ſupplicatians and Letanies 
for two ayes together. Wine and incenſe ſot᷑ the ſactifices, was allowed at che publick char- 
ges of the City, and in proceſſion went both mien and women in great number, with much reve- 
rence, to viſit the Holy ſhrines, and there ro do their devotions. Theſe ſolemn ſupplications 
were more renowned and memorable, by reaſon of a contention that aroſe among the dames of 
the City, in the Chappel of Lady Padititi« Patritia , which ſtandeth in the beaſt- market, by the 
round Church of Herculer. The Noblemens wives would nor admit into that Chappel Nrgi- 
ria the daughter of Aulus who, notwithſtanding ſhe was nobly deſcended from the race of che 
Patritii,yer had eſpouled Volumnius the Conſul, aCommoner and was married (forfoorh) out of 
the family and ranck of the Parvirii, Wherenpon, there began ſome ſhort and cutted ſhrewd 
G words to be dealt between: and ſo (as women commonly ate ſoon angry and ſer on fire) there 
grew to heari- burnitg and hot contention. Whiles Y7-ginia alledged and (aid, that ſhe being a 
Gentewoman.and Parritia born, andachaſt and honeſt Dame, was entefed in the Chappel of 
 Patritian Chaſtieies * over and beſides, ſhe had not been noted for Bigamy; but was the wile of 
one only husband unto whom ſhe war given and broiſshr'a pure maid: and as for her hus-· 
band, and his dignities which he had born, his noble acts that be had atchieved , ſhe had no 
cauſe to complain, or be aſhamed, nay rather) ſhe gloried therein fight greatly, After this, ſhe 
accumulsted i beſe magnificent and glorious worde, with a generous and brave a deed. For in the 
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1 veeld the titles of honour and all tewards of yertueunto his Collegue, in the fererent regard 
ce of his 61d age, and majeſty of his perſon: bur for any hazard or jeopardy that might be pre« 


«ſented unto them, he neither at this time gave place, nor ever would (with his good will) td 


ce him ot any man elſe whatſoever ; and ifhe gat no other good by. this contention, yet would he 
« obtain thus much at the leaſt, thatthie people ſhould hold their own, and di:poſe of that abſg- 
cc ]ucly at their diſcretion, which was in their powet ; rather then permit the Nobles to gratiſie 
cc any one there with at their pleaſure. And herewith he prayed Jup. Oyt. Max. and all the im- 
« mortal gods, that even as they vouchſafed to beſtow upon him and his Collegue equal valout 
« and happineſs in the conduct of their war, ſo they would atford them one and the ſame right 
; © and authority and rule. For, ſurely it was in nature meet and reaſon, for example good and 
« profitable, and for the credit and fame of the people of Rowe much material, that ſuch ſhould 
« be Conſuls, as by either of their guidance and conduct, without exceptions, the war with the 
ce Tuſcans might be adminiſtred as it ought to be. Fabius then, having beſought the people 
nanght elſe, = that before the Tribes were called in to give their ſufftages, they would hear the 
letters of App. Claudias Preton read, which were brought out of Tuſ-4»y, . departed out of the 
aſſembly, So the Province of Tuſcany, without caſting lots, was awarded unto Fabius, with no 
leſs conſent ofthe people, then of the Senat. Hereupon, all the younger ſott (in manner) ran un- 
to the Conſul, and offered their ſervice of themſelves, and gave their names to be enrolled, ſo 
deſirous were they to ſerve under that Captain, Which multitude being thus flocked about him 
round; Four thouſand footmen (quoth he) and fix hundred horſe, and no more, am I mind- 
ed to take up and levy, As many therefore, as to day and to morrow, will preſept them- 
ſelves and giverheir names, will I accept of, and take with me: more care have I to bring you 
all home rich and wealthy, then to have numbers of ſouldiers to fight my battels, Thus went 
be forth with a competent Army well appointed, and ſo much more confident, and in hope of 
good ſucceſs, by how much leſs he ſtood upon the great number; and directed his journey to 
the Town Aharna, where Appius the Pretor encamped, and from whence the enemy was not 
far diſtant. A few miles on this fide, the fewellers or wood-purreiors,accompanied with a good 
guard of ſouldiers for their convoy, met him: who ſeeing the Sergeants going before, and under- 
ſtanding that it was Fabia the Conſul, with joy and cheerful hearts, thanked God and the peo- 
ple of Rome, for ſending unto them ſuch a General. After this, when they came all abont the 
Conſul to ſalute and welcome him, Fabia demarided whither they went? who anſwered, 
Topurvey wood and fewel, Say ye ſo ? (queth he) and have ye not your camp empaled and for- 
tified ? Yes, cried they all, and that with a double rampart and ditch, but yet are we in exceeding 
fear, Then (quorh he) ye have wood and timber enough. Go ye back again, anddown with the 
trench and palliſade. Who returned into the camp, and as they were plucking up the rampart, 
theygave the alarm both to the ſouldiers that tarried behind in the camp, and to Appia himſelf, 
and made them afraid. Then every man ſaid to one ot other as they came, that ic was by the ex- 
. Preſs commandment of Q, Fabius the Conſul that they did ſo, The motrow after they removed 
the camp; and Appia the Pretor was diſmiſſed and ſent away to Rome. After which time, the 
E Romans abode no where in ſanding camp: for he ſaid, it was not good and cemmodious for an 
army to make abode in any one place; but that it was better. and more wholſom both for the a+ 
gility and health oftheir bodies, to have a running camp, to be ever marching, and changing the 


air and che. ſoil. But their journeys were no other, then the winter would permit, Which was 


a bs = beginning of che Spring, Fabius having left the ſecond legion at Cluſium, which in old 
time was called Camars, and appointed L. Scipio Pro · pretor: to be governor of the camp, he retur- 
ned himſelf to Rome for to conſult about the war: were it of his own accord and motion, becauſe 
it appeared evidently in view of eye much greater then it was reputed before; or that he was 
ſent for by order from the Senat: for there be writers that afficm both the one and the other. Some 
v would have ix thought, that he was called back again by Appius Claudius Pretor, who both at 

the Councel Table in the Senat: Houſe, and alſo 7 the body of the people (like as he had 
continually done by letters) enforced the fear and tor of the Tuican war, ſaying, that one Ge- 
2 and one Army, were not ſufficient to make head againſt fout Nations: that it would be 
angerous and doubtful, whettier they jointly in one body gave battel unto one, or maintained 
war apart in divers quarters: that one man was not able to perform and mannage all at once. 


As for himſelf, he had left behind him two Roman Legions and no more, and with Fabius there 
were come not full five thouſand in all, of horſe and foot together. His opinion therefore was 
that with all ſpeed, P. Decius the Conſul, ſhould go to his Collegue into Tuſcany, and L. Vow” 
lumnius have the charge of Samnium in the meantime. But in caſe the Conſul had rather go in- 


@ to his own Province, then he adviſed, that Volumnius took his way directly, with a full and com- 
pleat Conſular army into Tuſcauy, to tlie Conſul. When this diſcourſe of the Pretor had moved 
a great part of the Houſe, then P. Decius ſpake (by report) to this effect; That all ſhould be left 
entice and free to the diſpoſition of Q. Fabius, until ſuch time as either himſelf in perſon ( if it 


might ſtand with the weal · publick) were come to Rome, or ſent one of his Lieutenants by vont 
the Senat mij ht be enformed, and truely underſtand the poyſe and importance of the war in uſo 
| «4»; what forces were requiſite, and how many Leaders and Captains were expedient and nged=i 
fa}, Fabius fo ſoon as he was returned to 3 ini che Senat · Houſe, and alſo in the aud 0 
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ofthe people, held amiddle courſe in all his ſpeech ; that he might ſeem neither to ercteaſe, not H 


yet to diminiſh the rumor of the war: and in aſſuming to himſelf another Captain, he pretended; | 


that he condeſcended thereunto, in regard of other mens fear, more then for his own ſafety, or 
tor any danger that the State was like to incur, Howbeit, if they would allow him a cond jutor 
and companion in war, how might he forget P. Decius rhe Conſulꝰof whom he had ſo good proof 
and experience in ſo many Magitiracies,which they had born and adminiftred together. Ofall men 
in the world he loved none better, and would make choice of no oneſooner: and having P. De. 
cius with him, he would never think his forces too few about him, nor his enemies tov manybe- 
fore him. But if perad vepture the mind and heart of his Collegue ſtood otherwiſe, his requeſt 
was, that they would give him L. Volamnius to be bis aſſiſtant. The determination of all was te- i 


- ferredoverto Fabius, both by the people and Senat, and alſo by the Conſul himſelf, And when a 


Decius ſhewed and teſtified, that he was ready to take a journey either into Samnium or Tuſcany, 
there followed ſuch a joy and gratulation of all men, as if they had conceived in their ſpirit a vi- 
tory afore-hand, and even now, had decreed for the Conſuls, not a doubtful war, but a glorious 
triumph. I find in ſome writers, that Fabius and Decius, preſently upon the entrance into their 
Magiſtracy, went into Taſcany, without any mention of caſting lots for their charges and pro- 
vinces, or of the contention between the two Collegues, which I have ſet down; There be ſome 
again, who having laid abroad theſe debates, ſtayed not there, but over and beſides have added 
a ſureeaſe of matter, touching the invectives of Apps before the people, againſt Fabius in his ab- 
ſence ; as alſo the obſtinate ſtubbornneſs of him being Pretor , againſt the Conſul, to hisg 
very face: moreover, another contention and variance between the two Conſuls; whiles De- ' 


eius endevoured to bring about, and was inſtant that each one ſhonld keep him to his own Pro- 


vince allotred unto him, and hold it. But all writers agree in the courſe of the hiſtory, from the 
time that both Conſuls went out to war, and ſo forward, | 
But before that the Conſuls arrived in Taſcam, certain Gauls called Senones, came with a' 
great power before Cluſium, ready to give aſſault unto the Roman Legion and the camp. But 
Scipio, who was left Governor thereof, thinking it neceſſary to help ont the ſmall number of his 
men, by advantage of the ground, led his army up to the hill between the town and the camp. But 
(as it falleth ont in ſuch ſudden caſes) he had not diſcovered aforehand the wayes and paſſes all a- 
bout; but inconſideratly went forward, and engaged himſelſ up to the top and pitch of rhe hill, x 
which the enemy was maſter of already, by another fide, Thus was the legion aſſailed on the back 


and beat down, and thus was it encloſed and environed round, by a muſtitude of enemies, and 


put to the ſword, Some writers there be who report, that the whole legion periſhed thete, ſo a# 
not one eſcaped alive to carry tidings. Alſo, that the Conſuls who how were not far from Clauß 
am, had no news brought them of this overthrow, beſoreſthe horſemen ofthe Gauls were inſight, 
ho carrying the heads ofthem that were ſlain, ſome hanging before at their horſe poitrels, o- 


thers ſticking aloft upon their lances, braved and triumphed, ſinging and chantingſongs of joy, 


after theirmanner, Some write that they were the Umbri and not the Gauls, and that the de- 
feat and maſſacre was not ſo great: alſo that when the forragers for the camp under the leading 
of L. Manlius Torquatus a Lieutenant, were compaſſed about by the enemy; then Scipio 
the Pro · pretor came forth of the camp to ſuccour and reſcue them, and that the Umbrians who 
firſt had the better, afterwards when the battel was renewed, ſuffered the foil and were over- 
fomes and that as well their priſoners as their booty was taken from them. But more pro- 
bable it is, that this overthrow was given by the Gauls, then the Umbrians 3 for that as divers 
times afore, ſo that year eſpecially the City was frighted with the tumults and riſings of the 
Gauls, Upon this defeat, over and beſides, that both the Conſuls were gone to war with four 


legions, and a great power of Cavalry of natural Romans, and a thouſand horſemen of Cap, 


choſen out of purpoſe for that war, and ſent unto them, with a greater: power alſo of Allies, 
and of Latins thenof Romans; there were twoother armies not far ftom the City of Rome, 
oppoſed to frontier and make head againſt Tuſcany: the one in the Faliſcian territory, the other 
in the Vatican. Cu. Fuluns and L. Poſthumins Megillus, both Pro-ptetors, were commanded | 
to keep a ſtanding camp in thoſe parts. But M enfal by this time, having paſſed over the moun- 
tain Apenninus were come to the enemies within the country of the Sentinats. And there about 
four miles off, they ſat them down and encamped, Then the enemies, after much conſultation, re- 
ſolved in the end upon this point. 3 not to be intermingled all in one camp, not come into the 
field and haz zard all their forces at once in one battel: But that the Gauls ſhould take the Sam- 
nits unto them, and the Umbrians join with the Tuſcans. The day of the battel was appointed. 
The Gauls and Samnits had the charge to maintain the fight: and in the time of batte! 
the Tuſcans and Umbrians were commanded to aſſault the camp of the Romans. But theſe 
their deſigus and purpoſes were altered by reaſon ofrhree Cluſin fugitive traitors, who by night (y/ 
ſtole away privily unto the Conſul Fabius, and diſcloſed the inrents and enterpriſe of the ene- 
mies: who were ſent away with rich rewards, to the end that every hour, upon new plots 
and devices that ſhon!d be determined by the enemies, they would give them an inkling and 
certain intelligence, The Conſuls write unto Fulvius and Paſt humius, that the one ſhould ad- 
vance and come forward with his army, out of the Faliſcan country; and the other out of the Va- 
tican directly unto Cluſum: and that with all their forces, they ſnould overrun and deſtroy the 
enemies country. The rumor of theſe rodes & invaſions, cauſed the Tuſcans to remove out ofthe 
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frontier,

Ihe 
Samnits heteupon taking the adrantage fit for an ambuſpment, before it was full day light, and 
the ſame much overcaſt and dim with the miſt, came as far as the Corps de guard of the Roma, | | 
who in the gates and entrance of the camp warded but negligently: being thus taken on à ſul- 
den, they had neither courage nor ſtrength enough to refit, At the back · ſide of the camp, they 
aſſaulted the great gate Decumana, ſeized the Qyeſtors pav iſion, and that quarter about it: where 
the Queſtor himſelf (L. Opin: Panſa) was ſlain, and thereupon the alarm was given. The Col. 
being with this tumuk raiſed, commanded two bands orcohorts of allies;co wit, the one of Luca - 
nians, and the other of Sueſſans, which haply were next hand, to defend and guard the Pretore 
pavilion, and that quarter. In the mean while he marched with the legionary bands along te 
high broad ſtreet in the camp, called Princi palis, and before they had buckled” and fitted their 
armor about them, they were ranged in battel array; and had knowledge of che enemy, by the 
ear and ontcries, rather then by the ſight ofthe eye: neither could they give an eftimare what 
number they were, At the firlt, as doubtful of the event, and miſtruſting their fortune, they 
retreated, andreceived their enemies in, and let them come even into themidlt of the camp: 
but then the Conſul cried out, and asked, Whether they meant to be turned out of their o 
ramparcs and holds firſt, and after have a new piece of work to aſſail and win them again? So, 
they let up a ſhout; and put all their might together, and firſt made refiſtance only and kept theit 
und: but afterwards they ſet forward, and preſſed upon them: and having once beat them 
ack, they drave them afore them; with the ſame fear, i that they themſelves began, yea, and _ 
chaſed them out of the gate and the trench: but to proceed further, for to purſue the chaſe, the 
durſt not, for fear of ſome ambuſhment, by reaſon of the miſty and troubled weather, conten- 
ting themſelves with the ſaving of their camp and no more: and ſo they retired within their ram l 
rts having ſlain to the number welnear, of three hundred enemies.

fall beadlong ere he were aware, intothe trains of ſome hidden and privy atnibuſn, he commũn- 
ded two Cornets of the Cavalry of Latine confederares, to ride about the walls about rhecoun- 
terſcarp, and well to view and cenſider all places. The horſemen finding one or Two gates feet 
together ſtanding wide open, and inthe very ſame ways that led from thence. the freſh tracks and 
footing of the enemies; as they fled by night; rode ſoſtly neeter and neerer to the gates and cheſs 
they might ſec ſtraight aſore them ſaſe enttance, and the City "a> Bu <bed ſrom one end to the 
other: whereupon they brought word back td the Conſul, Mat the City was abandoned, andtbe 
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A enemies gone: which was very eu ident and apparent ag wellby the very ſolitude thereof, as the 
new and treſh marks and traces of their ng and departure 3 as wwe the tuff and goods 
chat lay here and there ſ-atcered all abroad, whiles they hatined fearfully in the dark, torake their 
flight. The Conſul upon this report, with his hoſt drew to that ſide of the town, which the 
horſemen were at: and pitching down his enſigns not far from the gate, commanded five other 

hor emen to entes intothe City; giving order, that when they had gone forward a pretty way, 

three of them ſhould ſtay behind in the ſame place, if they law all ſaſe and ont of danger; and the 
other two, bring him word what they had ſeen and found. Who being returned, made relation 
that they were gone ſo far as they might ſee about them every way into all parts, & could perceive 

B nothing but ſilence and vaſt deſolation all about, both far and neer: then ſorthwith, the Conſul 
— ey wich certain cohorts lightly appointed, and charged the reſt in the mean while to 
fortifie che camp. The ſouldiers being once entred, fell to break open the doors: where they found 
a few filly. old folk, and ſome feeble and diſeaſed perſons, with ſuch moyeables as were hard to be 
conyeiched-and tranſported : thoſe they rifled, and ranſackt 3 and by certain captives they under- 
good, that divers other towns theteabont, were all with one accord fled and gone: and as for 
their own countrymen, they departed at the firſt watch of the night, and they thought no other 

verily but that in the reſt of the Cities, they ſhou.d find the like emptineſs and ſolitude. And as 
che prifuners ſaid) ſo it proved indeed: and the Conſul poſſeſſed himſelf of thoſe forlorn and aban-

C The other Conſul A. Attilius, had ſo ealie war for his part: who as he was marching with 
his Legions toward Luceria, which he heard was beſieged by the Samnits: the enemy enconntred 
and met him in the very entry of the frontiers, and gave him battel: and the anger and indignati- 
on on both parts, but the end and iſſue more heavy and dalorous on the Romans ſide: both be- 
cauſe they were not uſed to be vanquiſhed and alio for that in the very looſe and retteat, rather 
then in combat and skirmiſh, they tound that many more were hurt and flain of their part. 

Which fearful ſight and terror, as it began in the camp, if it had ſorprized them in the conflict, 
it would have been an heavy day with them & no doubt they had received a notable overthrow, 
Ang even then, being as it was, they had a-Garetyl night, and full of anguiſh, thinking verily that 
the Samnits would preſently aſſault their camp, or at leaſtwile that in the morning betimes they 

D mult of neceſſity ght with theconquerors. But the enemies, as their loſs was leſs, ſo their heart 
and courage was never the more: For ſo ſoonas the day brake, deſirous were they to be gope 
without any battel, Howbeit there was bur one way, & that lay cloſe and neer to their enemies; 

which they were not ſo ſoon entred into, but they made ſhew a far off, as if they marched ſtraight 
to the aſſault of the camp. The Conſul commanded his men to arm, and to follow after him with- 
out the ramparts, To his Lientenants, Colonelsand Captains of the Allies he gave ſeveral changes 
to do as he thought needſul and requiſite, They all promiſed to execute any direction whatſde- 
ver; but they ſaid withal, that their ſouldiers hearts were done, that they had watched and fit up 
all night, amongſt the grien ous wounds and uncomfortable groans of them that lay a dying: and 
no doubt if the enemy had come before day againſt che camp, ſo daunted were they, that they 

E would have abandoned their colours: and even now for very ſhame and nothing elle. they forbate 

indeed ta run away, but otherwiſe their hearts were gone, and they clean ſpent, The Conſul hear- 

idg this thought good to go obout himſelf ĩupetſon, unto every one of his ſouldiers, and to ſpeak 
undo them: and even as hemet with any of them, and ſaw them ſo backward, and going about 
ſo coldly to take arms and weapon in hand; he checked and rebuked them: crying aloud, and aſ- 
ing whytheyſar gill? why they loirered and made ſuch delay? ſaying, that the enemies would 
come to them within the very camp, and cut their throats, unleſs they made more haſte co ally 
forth: yea, and ſorced they ſhould be to fight before theit tent doors, itthey would not give bat- 

tel wichant the trench and ramparts, They chat are armed (faithhe) and will fight manfully, hall 

'. ebtcinundotbred victory : but the unarmed and naked man rhar attendeth che enemies coming,

Thus of themſelves 


they began a faint fight, as unwilling and loath thereto, with an uncertain aud unequal ſhont;nei-. . 


cher ſtirred any man one foot. Then the Roman Conſul, to begin theskirmiſh, ſent out ſome few 


Cornets of horſmen from a ſide, without the battaillons:wherof the moſt part fel from their hor-

made proclamation, that whoſoever came toward the camp, were he Samnir or were he Roman, 
ſhould be taken ind uſed as an enemy. With theſe and ſuch like threats, he put himſelf againſt 
the ſouldiers, that marched ſo faſt in beaps to the camp. Whither away ſirrah, (quoth he to eve- 
ry ſouldier that he met) eyen here ſhalt thou find men in arms to fight withal; here ſhalt thou

was done, the General of the arm 1s Purſevant at arms, commanded tc cite and call forth by ©. 
name, the nobleſt perſons, either tor paren tage, or aòts atchieved: who were brought into te 
place aforeſaid, one by one. Amongſt other preparations of this ſacred ſolemnity (which were 
able to firike a religious fear and deyorion in a mans mind) thete were certain altars erected in 


the midſt of this place cloſely covered in all parts, and ſacriſices lying ſlain all about, and the Cen- 


turi ons ſtanding round with their ſwords ready drawn. Ihen the ſouldier was cauſed to approach - 

neer the altars (like a ſacrifice himſelf, rather then one that ſhould have his part of the ſacrifice) 

and urged by vertue ot an oath, to promiſe, that he would never vi ter abꝛoad and reveal, whario- 
ever he there ſhould ſee or hear. Atterward he was put to ſwear, after an horrible and dreadful 

form of words, framed and tending expreſly to the curſing of his own perſon, his houſe and all 
his race and linage, in caſe, he went not into any battel, whereloever the Generals ſhould lead 

him, and ifeichet himſelf fled out ot the field, or ſaw any one to run away, andſlew him not 

omright in the place, At the firſt verily, ſome there were that refuſed to take ſuch an oath, and 

preſently were maſſacred by the Altars fide. And lying there along together with the beaſts, which 

had their throats cut ſor ſacrifices, they ſervedfor a warning to teach all the teſt how they made 

refuſal, When the chief of the Samnits had taken this abominable and curſed oath, ten of them 

were elected and nominated by the ſoveraign Captain, who every one had in charge to chuſe him-  ' 

ſelf a fellow, and they like wiſe ſucceſſively to take other to them, man by man, until they had 

made up the number of 16000. And theſe were called Limeata Legio li, the innen Legion taking x 

the name of the covering of that incloſure,wherin the Nobility of the Samnits were ſworn, Theſe | 
had givenunto them brave and glorious armor, with helmets creſted and plumed, becauſe. they. 
ſhould ſeem taller then the reſt. Another army there was, conſiſting of twenty thouſand and ber- 

ter, who neither in goodly and tall perſonage, nor in marcialprowels and reputation, nor yet in 


- ſurnicure and ſetting out, were inferiour to the linnen Legion aforeſaid, Lo, what a number there

The Roman Conſuls took their journey from the City of Rome, and C. Carvilius firſt; unto. 
whom were appointed the old Legions, which M. Attilius the Coniul of the former year, had 
left inthe territory of Interamna. And with them he marched into Samnium. And mean while 3 
that che enemies were over much buſied and amuſed about their ſuperſtitious ceremonies,and held 
cheir ſecret and myſlical councels, he won by force from the Sampits, the town Amiternum. 
Where almoſt 2 800. men were ſlain, and 4270, taken priſoners. But Papjrixs, having by dire- 
Aion from the Senat enrolled a pe army, forced the town Duronia; rock fewer priſonersthen 
his Collegue, but iꝑlien thereof, put many more to the ſword, A rich booty there was got, bob 
in the one place and the other. Aſterwards, the Conluls overran the whole country of Samni- 
um, but they ſpoiled and waſted eſpecially the lands about $4riviums, Carvilius marched as far as 
Cominium, and / apyriusto Aquilonia, where' the whole power of the Samnits lay encamped. 
There, for a good while they neithet ſar ſtill, and were altogether idle in the camp, nor yer was 
there any hot ſervice inthe field, They ſpent ihe time in provoking them to fight, thargladly i 
would have ſittenſtill; or in lying off and giving ground, to thoſe that aſſailed them: and thus, 1 
ſay, with threatning, rather then offering battel, they paſſed the day, For whiles they beganever 
and anon, and gave over as quickly, there was no iflueſeen of any skirmiſhes, & the deciſion even 
ofiſmall matters and occurrents were prolonged and put off from day to day. The other camp of 
the Romans lay twenty miles off: and albeit the ottier Conſul was abſent, yet his hand and coun- 


was of fighting men, even the whole ſtrength and manhood of all Samnium ,aflembled and encam- 


ſel was ineveryenterpriſeand exploit. Fot as there lay a greater weight and chaige at Aguilona | 


then at Comivium: ſo Carvilms had a more careful eye that way, then to the place which himſel 
beſieged, L. Paprius being no w at all points provided to fight, diſpatched a meſſenger to bis 
Col egue, ta ſignifie unto him; that he minded the next day, it he were not checked by the Au- 
ſpices to gire the enemy battel: and withal, that it was expedient and needful that he likewiſe x 
ſhould with all his forces aſſault Cominium; that the Samnits within, might have neither means 
nor leifure to ſend any ſuccour to Aquilana. This poſt had that one day allowed him to doe his 
meſſage, and attend his diſpatch ; and by night he made return, and brought word unto the 
Conſul from his Collegue, that he liked well of his purpoſe and advice, Papris then immedi- 
atly diſmiſſed and ſent away the courrier aforeſaid, 2 aſſembled his ſouldiers to an audience, 
where he diſcourſed at large concerning war in general. Much he ſpake alſo as touching the pre- 
ſent preparation and magnificent furniture of the enemies, more brave and goodly for ſhew and 
oſtentation then effectual and of imporram e in the end: For they are not the plumed creſts 

( quoth be) that give the deadly wounds. but the Romans ſpear and Jatice it is, that is able to 

ce pierce their guided and damasked ſhields : yea, and that other glittering army with milk white q, 
© diaper coats. mult be died red in blood, when they come to Riroaks, and to try ĩt out by dint 
e of word. The golden and filvered armies ofthe Samnits, were ſometimes by my father put 

© tothe ſwotd, and killed to the laſt man: and they ſerred-rather for rich ſpoils to honourthe 

© yiAorious enemy, then for armor of proof, to defend and ſave themſelves. This is a fatal gift, 

c and deſtined to our name and family, for to be choſen Generals, and to be oppoſed againſt the 

ce createſt pnifſatce and attempts of the Samnits, and to bring away with them, thoſe ſpoils 
« which might be otnaments to beautifie the publick places of the City. And the immortal gods 

. no 
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x © no doubt are preſent to defend and affiſt us in our quarrel, againſt thoſe chat ſo oft have ſought 
« fox peace and alliance, and as oſten broke che ſame themſelves. And if a man may conjecture 
« and gueſs ot the will and providence of the Gods, they never were to any army more àdverſe 
« andtull of indignity, then to that, vbich beidg ſtained and polluted with: the blood of beaſts 
« and men, maſlacred and mingled together in an horrible and execrable kind of ſacrifice; and de- 
« vowed to a double anger of the gods, having in dread and horror of one ſide, the vengeance 
< of the ſame gods, witneſſes off their breach of covenants with the Romans; and on the other 
« ſide the detettable and abominable curſes, compriſed in an oath, taken againſt all corenantand 
ce promiſe; hath ſworn by conſtraint and perforce; hateth and deteſteth the oath whereby they 
« are perjured, and at one time, is in fear of the gods, of their own ſelw es, and their enemies. 
Thus having ſhewed/unto his ſouldiers (who were already of themſelvs badly and malicionſly e- 
nough bent againſt the enemies that he had certain intelligence of all theſe things, by the con- 
ſtant relation averred by certain fugiti ves that were fed ſrom them unto him; they all being now 
full of aſſured hope of Gods help and mans, with one uniform cry called for batiel: and nothing 
grie ved them more then this, That it was put off until the morrow; bating in their hearts the 
reſt of that day behind; and that one night, for being ſo long. About mid- night, Papyrius ha- 
ving recejved letters back from his Collegue, gat him up cloſely when all were faſt aſleep, and ſent 
a the chick-maſter to take token, & obſerie the preſage of the pullets. There was not one throngh- 
out the whole camp, of what quality or degree ſoever but had a deſire to fight. The higheſt as 
well as the loweſt were earneſt and'eager : the Captains might behold and ſee the ſouldiers affe- 
c Rion and courage that way; and the ſouldier likewiſe the Captains; in ſo much that the ſame ar- 
dent dente of battel which was in all the reſt, reached alſo even tothoſe that had the charge of the 
Auipices. For when as the chickens would not peck, the chick maſter ad entured to lye and 
faliitie the token, and made report to the Conſul, that it was * Tripudium ſoliſtimum. Wheteat Thechic: 
the Conſul right glad and joyous, pronounced that the token was lucky, and that they were to _ fell 1 | 
fight under the fav our and conduct of the gods; and hereupon he put forth the ſignal or bloody ergerly, har 
banner of bagel, As he was now marching forth into the field with his army, beho!d a fugitite with their ha- 
out ofthe enemies camp; brought word, that twenty cohorts or companies of Samnits, and thoſe ſiy feeding, 
were about 400.in a cohort. were gone to Cominium.

As for Sp. Nau ius he charged him in all haſte to take off the pack · ſaddles from the Mules, and cheir learning 
to mount the cohorts of the light armed footmen that ſerve in the wings, upon their backs, and was reputed 
with them to fetch a Compaſs, and to ſeize upon an hill there in ſcht, and in the heat of the con- the beſt Au- 
flict, to ſhe w himielf from thence andto raile as great a cloud of duſt as poſſibly he could.

E touching the Auſpice or pteſage of that day ; inſo much as they were over heard of the Roman happy ſucceſa 
| horſemen; who ſuppoſing it a matter of good conſequence and to be regarded, adrertiſed Sp, Pa- 
pyrius (the Conſuls Nephew, or Brothers Son) that there was ſome doubt and queſtion about the 
Aulpice, The youth born in thoſe days when there were no Atheiſts, nor Lectures read of de- 
ſpiſing God and Religion; enquired farther into the matter, becauſe he would not certifie any 
thing wherof he was not ſure: and when he had found out the truth, gave knowledg thereof to 
the Conſul: who ſaid thus unto him, God bleſs thee my ſon, and be not thou diſmayed therat, 
<« bur fight hardly more valiantly, and do thy belt endeavour, As for him that has the charge and 
ce overſight of the Birds and Auſpice, if he have made a wrong report, and given up a contrary 
c“ preſage, or falſe ſign, all the miſchief and petil light upon his own head for his le wd lye. As for me 
« I was told of a Tripndium, and that the birds fell heartily to their meat and] hold it for a lucky 
Auſpice and token of good ſucceſs unto the people of Rome and the army, and for no other. This 
ſaid, he commanded the Centurions to ſet thoſe pullet ors, in the forefront of the battel. The Sam- 
nits alſo for their part ſer forward their Enſigns, and their battaillons follow after gallantly ſer out 
in er were armor and brave apparrel, in ſuch ſort, as the very ſight of the enemies repreſented a

magnificent and ſtately ſne to the beholders. But fee what hapned ; before the firſt ſhour given, 
before the firft volly of ſhot and encounter, the Fare Pulletier chanced to be ſtricken with 
. 4 javelin,lanced at aventure and at random, and fell down dead even before the Enſigns. Which be- 
ing reported unto the Conſul, Behold the handy work of God (quoth he) the gods are preſent 
in this barrel, the guilty perſon hathhis due reward. And as the Conſul was a ſpeaking theſe 
G words, lo, ſuſt before him a Raven ſer out a wide clear throat, and cried with a loud note: at which _ q, . 
Avgury. the Col, rejoiced,and avowed, that the gods appeared never in mens affairs more evi- 
dently. And d commanded the trumpets to ſound, and to ſet up a luſty ſnout: then ſol- 
lowed a cruel and cerrible fight on both ſides, but with hearts and courages far unlike, The Ro- 
mans were raviſhed and carried on end to the battel, with anget, hope, and heat of confli& greedy 
of bathing their ſwords, and embruing their hands in the enemies bloodſhed, But the Samnits 
111 of them by force of neceſſity, and conſtraint of a blind and ſuperſtitions religion, even a- 
gainſt their wills, were forced to make reſiſtance , and defend themſelves rather then to * 
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and offend the enemy. Neither had they ſuſtained and held out the firſt ſhout, charge and 
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ſhock ot the Romans (as having now for certain years paſt been uſed ever more to go away defea- q | 
ted and vanquiſhed) but that a mightiet fear imprinted and ſetled in their heart roots, held thent 

22 from running away: for they ever had continually repreſented in their eye, the whole 

urniture of that ſecret ſackiſice ; of thoſe armed ſacrificers and Prieſts with naked (words;of that 

hideous butchery of men and of brute beaſts, lying lain one with another in their blood inter- 

mingled together; of the Altars beſprinkled and tained with the lawful ſheddipg of the one; 

and the deteſtable effufion of the other; of the dreadful and horrible execrations;and to conclude, 

of that frantick, furious, and deteſtable form of words, compoſed and deviſed to the deteſtation 

and malediction oftheir line and race; 1 bound, I ſay,, with theſe bonds for fleeing a- 1 p 
way, they ſtood to it, and ſtitred not back; fearing their own countrymen more then the ene- 

mies. The Romans from both points, and from the middle and main, battaillon charged hot- 

ly, beat them down, killed and cut them in pieces, thus amazed and 'aftonied as they were with 

dread of gods and awe of man. Small teſiſtance made they, as who only feared to flie and run a- 

way: ſo as by this time, there was execution and havock made of them almoſt to the very Stan- 


dards. At which very inſtant, there appeated overthwart from the one ſide a duſt, as if a migh- 


ty army had raiſed it to their march; namely, Sp, Nautius (or as ſome ſay, Oftavins Metin) - 
who had the leading of certain Cohorts called Aleria, mounted upon Mules; which on purpoſe 
made a duſi greater, then for that number they were. For thoſe varlers and new horſemen, as - ' 
they ſat on their Mules and Sumpter- beaſts, drew after them trailing on the ground, boughs of k 
trees full of branches and leaves: and firſt, theie appeared in the foreę · front ( as it were, through 

a duskiſh and dim light) their armour and guidons : but the duſt behind them, riſing higher 
and thicker, made ſhew of a troop of horſemen flanked an army of footmen: wherewith not 
only the Samnirs but Romans alſo were deceived, And the Conſul himſelf, ro avow the error 
bas, bear them downit was ſo ; cried aloud amongſt the tormo  Enfigns, fo as his voice reach- 
edunto his enemies, That Cominium was won, and his Brother Conſul was come with victo- 
ry; andtherefore, they ſhould endeavour and enforce themſelves to get the day, before that 
another army ſhould win the honour out of their hands, Thus cried he out on horſeback gallop- 
ping among the ranks to and fro, Then hecommanded the Colonels and Centurions, to make 

a way for the men of arms, | Himſelf afore, had willed Jrebonius and Ceditins,, that when the 1 T 
eſpied him to bear his ſpear upright and to ſhake it, then they ſhould with all the might they had, 
put forth the Cavalry and charge the enemies, Every thing was done at a beck, according as 

they were directed and inſtructed before-hand, The wayes were made wide between the files. 

The hotſemen fling but, and with ſpear in reſt charge upon the middle battaillon ofthe ene- 

mies, and brake their aftayes whereloever they charged. Volumnius and Scipio ſeconded them 

with the Infantry: and while they were diſarrayed overthrew them, and bare them to the ground. 

Down went theſe linnen Cohorts now, when God and man fought againſt them, and were dif 
comfited : and as well thoſe that took the oath, and the other that were unſworn, fled amain; 

and without reſpect of one thing or other, feared none but their enemies, All the footmen that | 
eſcaped the battel, were beaten into their camp at Aquilozia, The Gentlemen and the men of M | ; 
arms fled toward Bovianum. The Cavalry ofthe Romans purſued the horſemen; and the In- 

fantry chaſed the foermeti, The wings took divers ways, the right toward the camp of the 

Samnits, the left unto the Town, V lamnius was ſomewhat before, and got the Camp, Sci- 
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pio found more reſiſtance in the City: not for that vanquiſhed men, as they were, had more cou- 


rage and reſolution, bur becauſe that walls are ſtronger to endure anaſlauit, and beiter to keep 
out armed men, then a plain trench and rampart, For, from the Courtine, with ſtones they 
beat and repulſed the enemy. Scipio foreſeeing well enough that they ſhould be longer about 
the aſſault of a ſtrong and fenced town, unleſs he diſpatched the matter quickly and went through 
with it, in their firſt affright and confuſion, before they took heart again: demanded. of his 
ſouldiers; If they could take it well, and abide to ſee the camp won by the other point. of 
the batiel, and themſelves ( being likewiſe Conquerors) to be repelled from the City Gates? 
When they all cried, No; and ſaid they would nevet endure that diſgrace: himſelf with his rar- 
get over his head, approached the gate, the others following afterunder a target- ſenſe, ruſh into 
the City, thruſt doyn the Samnits about the Gate, and gat to the Walls: but to engage them; 
ſelves farther into the City, they durſt not, being ſo few as they were, The Conſul fn 
the firſt knew nothing of all this, but was occupied about the retreat, and rallying of his men: 
for now the ſun was well neer down; and the night 17 dah ap on apace, cauſed every thing e- 
ven to the vety victors to ſeem dangerous and ſuſpicious, But when he was advanced farther, 
he ſaw on the right band the camp taken: and on the leſt; he heard a confuſed cry and tumult 
in the City, compounded of the noiſe of fighting men, and frighted perſons: and even at that in- g 
fant, it fortuned, that they skirmiſhed at the gate, Then he rode on, neetet and neerer, and ſaw 
his own men upon the Walls, howbeit nothing yet ſully performed; but through the raſh adven- 
ture and fool-hardineſs of ſome few, an overture only made, and ſome advantage got ofperfor- 
ming a greit piece of ſervice and worthy exploit, Whereypon, he 3 the forces that 
were retired, to be called, and with hanner diſplayed to enter the City. So ſoon as they were 
in, they took the next quarter to the Gate, andfor that the. night approached, there they re-

Annibal, the C hief Commander of the Carthaginians, contrary to the accord of alliance, paſſed over 
the river Iberus 1 whom Saguntum, City belonging to the allies of the people of Rome, was in the 
eighth month of the ſiege forced by aſſault.” For to 1 thoſe wrongs and injuries Embaſſedors 
were ſent to the Carthag inians,” And for that they would nit make ſatisfaftion and amend; therefore, 
war was proclaimed againſt them. Annibal having paſſed over the mountains Pyrenæ, and diſcomfited 
the Volſcians,vho made head againſt him, and would have empeached his paſſage, mounted t he Alps, 
and after he had paſſed —— with great difficulty and paint: and ele the French monn- 
tainers in ſundry thirmiſhes aud battels, he deſcended into Italy: and near the river Ticinius,diſconfi- 
ted and diſarrayed the Romans in a battel of Cavalry In which' conſliſt, when P. Cornelius Scipio was 
wounded, his ſon ( the ſame who afterwards was ſurnamed Nfrieanus) reſcued him, and ſaved hi e.

ſtrong in forces,and ſomigbey in means, as now they were. Moreover, they came notnewly now, 
to wage dvat, without knowledge of the proweſs and marriall skill, —7 nother; for cell they 
had made thereof ſufficient already, inthe firſt punick war, Beſides, ſo variable was the fortune of 
the field, ſo doubtfully were their bartels fought, that neerer loſs and danger were they, who in 
the end won the better, and atchĩeved the victory. Anil to conclude, fa man obſerve the whole 
courſe and proceeding of theſe their wars, their malice and hatred was greater in a manner than 
their forces: whiles the Romans took foul (cory and diſdain that they, whoſe hap before wagto 
be vanquiſhed, ſhould unprovoked begin war afreſh with the Conquerors: and the Carthaginians 
were às male content, and throughly offended) as taking themſelves(natwithſtanding they were 
oyercome)to be abuſed too much at their hands 4 proud, inſolent, and cov etoùs rule over K 
them.

bene himſe lf for five years ſpace in the Africt war, which inſued immediatly upon the peace con- 
cluded wiahthe Romanszand like wiſe after, in Spain, for nine years * ever ſtill the 
dominĩon of Ct hege that all the world might ſee, heintended and deſigned a greater war than 
that he had in hand ; and if God had ſpared him longer life, it ſhould have been well ſeen that the 
Carthaginians under the leading of Amilcar, would have made that war upon Itaſy, which after- 
ward they waged by the conduct of Aunihal. But the death of Amilcar hapning in ſo good ſeaſon 
for the Romans] and the childhood and tender nonage of Aunibal together, were the cauſe that 
this war was put off anddeferred, In the meancimÞ, -berweenthe fathex and the ſon, Aſdrubal M 
bare all the rule for the ſpace almoſt of eight years. This Aſdrubal had been Amilcar his minion, 
grown highly into his grace and favour; at the fitſt (as men ſay) forthe very prime and flower of 
his puurte hue dfterwards;in regard of th fingularcowgrdechs of a brave and haugbty aui, which 
ſoon appeared in him, and for his ſorwardneſs to action, he was preferred to be his ſon in law, 
and married his daughter. Now, ſotaſmuch as he wds Rur his ſon in law, he was advanced to 
the ſoreraign conduct of the war, with no good liking at all and conſent of the Nobility and 
Peers, bur by the means and favour only of the BAN: action, which bare a great Rroke, and 
might do all in all, among the ſouldiers and the co mon people. Who managed all his affairs, 
more by policy and ſage counſell, than by force and violence: and uſing the authority and name

ot that purpoſe, moſt oi them threw themſelves into it headlong after, Wherevpon there being 
a fear and trouble already throughout the whole City: behold; another outcry beſides and noiſe 
was heard from the Caſtle. For a certain Tower that had been a long time battered and ſhaken; 
fell down ; ſand at the breach thereof, a band of Carthaginians made entry, and gave ſign to theit 
General that he City was abandoned of the ordinary Watchmen and corps de guard of the ene- 
mies, and altogether lay open and naked. Anniba/ fuppoſing it was no wiſedom to neglect and 
flack ſo good an opportunity, with all his forces at once affailed the City, and wan it in the turn- 
ing of an hand: and preſentiy gave order that all above fourteen years of age ſhould bo put to the 
ſword, A cruel commandment, no doubt, but yet needful, as after wards it was well ſeen in the 
end and upſhot of all. For who won'd have ipared and taken pity of thoſe, that either ſhut them-yg 
ſelves with their wires and children into their houſes, and burnt them over their own heads, ot 
in their armor, gave not over fight before they died? Thus was the Town won with exceeding 
ſore of pillage within it.

all every one, conceived and embraced aſſured hope umo themſelves, tat the gods ſaid Am 
were on their ſide: and ſuppoling that the only ſtay of enjoying their hopes, and obtaining rhe. 
rerun, was, becauſe they had nor fought already; with one heart and voice they calledivr. 


The Romans for their part, were nothing ſo luſt x for beſides other things, they were affrighted 
with new prodigies and fearful ſights. For it hapnedthar a Wolt entred their camp; &afrerbe had 
. and torn 128 . a 5 in 5. way, eſcaped unhurt. Alſo a ſwarm of Bees ſetled hpon a 
tree that grew aver the General's pavilion. Which ſtrange tokens being purged and cleared by an 
explatory ſacrifice, Scipio with 3 darts lightly * toward the camp of

The confliit became very doubtful in 
many places until ſuch time as the Numidians (who were in rhe wings) wheeling about by little 
ad lhhile, ſhewed themſelves behind the backs of the Romans: this fearful fight troubled them 
greatly, and the fear was encreaſed by reaſon of the Coniul his hurt; the extream danger whet- 
of, was put by and avoided by the reſcue ofhis ſon (then a very ſtripling as yet, and ſcarce had a- 
ny hair upon bis face) this yourh-is he, who had the honor of happy ending this war, ſurnamed 
afterwards (upon the noble victory and memorable conqueſt over Aunibal and the Cirthagini- 
B ans) Africans, But the Archers were they that fied ſaſtelt away, even tho'e whom the Numidi? 
ans ſet upon firſt; The reſt that were horſemen, keeping thick and cloſe together, recovered their 
Conſul within their files into the midit of them: and proteRing him not only with their wea- 
pons, but alſo with cheir bodies, brought him back ſafe unto the camp: retiring all the way rei- 
ther diſorderly, nor like fearful men over haltily, The honor of ſaving the ConſulCælius attributeth 
unto a boodflave of Liguria. But I verily would rather beleeve it of the ſon: which alſo the gte: 
ter number of authors do affirm, but the common tame goeth of the ſaid bondſlave. This was the 
firſt battel with Arnibal: wherein it eafily appeared. that the Carthaginians were better in Cavalry, 
and therefore the open plain field ſuch as were between the Po and the Alps, were not ſo good ſor 
the Romans to fight in.

with Boſt ar, in receiving Commiſſion from him for the execution of this matter. And i hus being 


diſmiſſed and hav ing his diſpatch, he purpoſed to go in the night, to the end that he might ( for. 1 


ſooth) avoid the watch and wards of the enemies, the Romans: and at the hour appointed he 
raiſed choſe who had the guard and cuſtody of the children, and put himſelt on his way; and(fim- 
ple man he) as if he had been altogether ignorant of that which hapned, brought them within 
the compaſs of an Ambuſh ment, forelaid beforehand by bis own wily and crafty device : and ſo 


were they brought into the Roman Camp. All other points beſides, concerning the rendring of 


the hoſtages, according to the agreement and appointment with Beſtar, were performed in the 
ſame order.as they ſhould have paſſed, in caſe Abad been dane in e e of the Carthagini- 
ans, and to their behoof, But the Romans won much more thank, and gained ęꝑreater favour 


thereby, than the Carthaginians couid haye attained in the ie curteſie. For the Carthaginians 
(whom in their proſperous ſucceis the Spaniards had found by experience to be rigorous unto. K 
them and proud) might have been ſuppoſed if they had done it now, to have been mollified and 


made more benign and gra ious through adverſe fortune and fear: but Scipo the Roman Gene- 
ral, at his firſt coming, and unknown before time, began with a notable example and teſtimony of 


clemency and liberality. And Acedux beſides, reputed a wiſe and prudent man ſeemed not with- 


out great reaſon to have made exchange of his Allies and Friends. Whereupon they all deſied 
with one accord to revolt and preſently they had taken arms indeed and rebelied, but for the ap- 
proach of winter which forced as well Romans as Carthaginians to betake themſelves to their 
winter harbors. wen? | 5 | 


Theſe were the occurrents that fell out alſo in Spain, in the ſecond fummer of the Punick war: 
whiles in /raly the wile and wary delaies the induſtrious temporizing of Fabius in the manner of þ 

his warfare gave the Romans ſome zeſpit and intermiffion of their fouls and overthrows, Which 
as it wtought in Auna no imall troubie'of mind and perplexity, to ſee that the Romans ar the 
Lat, had hoſen for their General a man ho managed war by diſcourſe and guidance of ſound:

at might e to go forth unadxiſedly, or the glitrering of armoor, ſhould bewray 
the trains in ſd open a valley, Aunibal by ſending out at the break of day ſome few for to ſeize 
the aforeſaid hill, withdrew the eyes of his enemies another way. Theſe ar the firſt vie y were 
deſpiſed of the Romans for cheir ſmall number, and every man was deſirous to be doing with 


them, and their fingers ĩitched for to ſet the enemies back, and drive them rom thence. The 


General himſelf Minmtius, as ſool-hardy and forward as he that was moſt, ſounded the al- 
arm, and commanded to go to the winning of the place, btaving and threatning of the enemies 
full vainly. Firſt, he ſent forth his light armed men to skirmiſn, but afterwards, the Gornets 
of horſemen, ſer cloſe and jointly together in array: and at the laſt, ſeeing the enemies ſeconded 


wich new ſuccours and ſupplies, he advanced forward himſelf with his Legions in order of battel.

And Annibal, whereſoever he perceived his men to be diſtreſſed, made out continual ſreſh aides 
one after another, beth of horſe and foot, ever as thefight encreaſed and grew hotter: ſo as now 
he had his full 19 field, and they maintained battel on both ſides with all their power and 
main forces, Firſt, the light armed Romans, notwithſtanding the diſadvantage of the ground, de- 
ſirous to get up againſt the hill, ¶ poſſeſſed aforehand of the enemy) were put back, and beaten 
down again: inſomuch, as in their rerire, they put the horſemen in fear that followed hard upon 
them, and fled for refuge to the Enſigns of the Infantry. The main battell of the Legionary 
footmen, among all the reſt that were affrighted, only remained withont fear, undaunted; and 
ſeemed in a plain, ſer, and downright field without ambuſh, likely enough to have held their 
own,and inno 15> to have been over-matched ; ſo couragious they wete and had takenſnch 
i te victory, ſome few daies before. But the enemies ſtarting ſuddenly ant oſ 
their Ambuſcadoes, ſo troubled, diſordered, and tertiſied them, flanking them on both ſides and 


Charging withall behind, that neither their heart ſerved any of them to fight, nor their hope te- 


mained to fly and eſcape away. Then Fabius heating the firſt cry, and knowing thereby, that they 
were in great fear, and ſeeing beſides a far off their battell diſordered and indifarray, I thought 
c even as much Ge he) and no ſooner than I feared, it is fallen ont: Fortune I ſee well, hath 
< over-raught fool-hardineſs, and taken it tardy, The man, forſooth, thatmuſt'needs be made e-

from running away, but alſo his enemies from further heat of fight, As many of the Romans 
as were disbanded and ſcattered aſander all abroad, repaited again ſpeedily ſrom all parts, and 
rallied themſeluves to the entice battell: the reft who by whole troops had turned their backs, 
made head again upon the enemy: and one while giving ground and retiring by little and little, 
another while ſtanding in a ring and round together ediaſt, kept this order by turns: ſo as now, 
both they that were diſcomſited, and — were unſoiled became reduced into one body 


Gof a battell, and advanced e againſt the enemy. By which time Aunibal founded 


the retreat, and openly confeſſed and (aid, that as he had vanquiſhed Aſinut ints ſo he was foiled:

So ſoon as tidings came to Rome of theſe occurrents, and the ſame confirmed as well by the 
letters of the Generals themſelves, as alſo by the common voice of fouldiers from both Armies, 
every man, the beſt hecould, praiſed and extolled Maximus up to the "7 3 whoſe honour and te- 


putation was as great in the opinion of A«:ba/ and the Carthaginĩans, for then and never before, L 


they fonnd, that they had to deal and war in Italy, and with Romans. As for the two years ſpace _ - 


before, they ſer ſo light both by Roman Captains and ſouldiers, that they could be hardly perſwa- 
ded, that they warred with that Nation, whereot there went ſo great a fame, and of whom their 
forefathers had reported ſuch wonders and terrible things. They ſay alſo, that Anibal as he re- 
turned out of the field, gave ont theſe words, « Thar the cloud which ſetled on the hill tops, ho- 
c yered ſo long inthe wind that it proved a tempeſtuous ſtorm in the end. \ | 
Whiles theſe things were doing in Italy, Cu. Servilius Geminus the Conſul, having failed abous 
the coafis of Sardinia and Corfica with his fleet, and received hoſtages both of the one Ifle and 
the other,paſſed over into Africk; and before that he landed in the continent and firm lande 
»* Gerhior , Waſad rhe Iſland * Meninx; and having received ren talents of filver of the inhabitants there-M 
Zerbi, about, for fear leſt their Territory alſo ſhould be conſumed with fire, and ſpoiled as well as the 
* 1875 li. ſter. reſt; he came to Affricł, and there ſet his forces aſhore, From thence he led his ſouldiers and 
9 marriners like wiſe, one with another. disbanded and out of order, as if they were to rob and ſpoil 
ück talent. ſome deſart Iſlands, unpeopled and void of Inhabitants, Whereupon they fell unadviſedly into an 
05 .

ambuſh, and being unskilfull of the country, and therewith but few and ſcattered, they were ſoon. 
encloſed among many, and with much ſlaughter and ſhamefulflight were driven and beaten back 
to their ſhips.The fleet thus having loſt a thouſand men, and one Treaſures of the Army among 
them, called S ens pronius Bleſus, looſed in great haſte from the ſhore (which now was overſprea 
yaoſal;; by enemies) and held their courſe for Sicily, and at Lilbexm was ſet over and delivered to 7,0t- 


tacilius the Prætor, for to be brought back og to Rowe, by P. Sura his Lieutenant. Cu. Servilia M 


himſelf journeyed through Sicily by land, and croſſed the narrow ſeas into Italy: for both he and 
his Collegue A. Attilius were ſent for by the letters of Fabiut, to receire the Army at his hands, 
now that his fix-months-ſoveraign government was well near expired. All the Annals in a man- 
ner do record, that Fabius was the man, who during his DiQatorſhip, fought and waged. war 
with Annibal, Celia writeth alſo, that he was created Dictator by the people, But both Celins 
and the reſt, either knew not, or elſe forgot, that the Conſul Servilizs,who then was far from Rome, 
and in the Province of France, had the lawful right and authority only to nominate a Dictator: 
and becauſe the City ſo affrighted, by reaſon of that notable overthrow could not Ray ſo long, 
they were driven to this ſhift, That there ſhould be created by the people a Pro - Dictatoror Di- 


title of his Image, which might recommend his houſe more honourable to oſterity, gained caſt 
ly this point, and cauſed the Pro- Dictator to be reputed Dictator. and ſo called . oy” 
The Conſuls, . Attilius Regulus, and Cu. Servilius Geminus, having received the army (as ĩs 
befoteſaid ) fortified in good time the places for wintering harbour ( for it was then the Autumn 
ſeaſon) conducted and mannaged the wars together ingreat concord, and followed the ſame poli- 
tick courſe that · Fabius had done before them. For as Annibal made rodesiar any time to putvey 


corn, they would meet him juſt at every turn, in ſundry places, and either cut off the tail of his

About the fame time, a Carthaginian ſpy, who for two years ſpace had walked nnknown 
and unſuſpected, was detected and apprebended now at Rowe: and after his hands were cut 
off, was ſuffered to depart. Five.and twenty ſlaves werecrucified for a conſpiracy contrivedin 
Campus Martins, The informer was made free, and had * 20000 pound of braſs bullion givenhim * 6, pound 7. 
for a reward. There were alſo ſept Embaſſadors to Philip King ot the Macedonians, to demand ſh 6. d. ſierl. 

D ain Demetrius Phariut who having been vanquiſhed in plain field, was fled unto him, Others 8 
iſe were diſpatched to the Ligurians, as well to expoſtulate with them and complain, that 
they had ſuccoured Annibal with men, money, and other munition: as alſo to hearken and learn 
(ſeeing they were ſo near) what the Boians and inſubrians did or went about. Beſides, a third | 
Embaſſage was addreſſed as far as to Illyricum, unto Ling Pinexs, to enquire and call for the Scl. 
Tribute, whereof the term was expired and paſt : and it he were minded to take a longer day, 
than to receive hoſtages and pledges of him for ſecurity. See how carefull the Romans were, and 
what a provident eye they had, not withſtanding the great war which lay heavily upon their necks 
and ſhoulders, to their other affairs: inſomuch as no one thing in the wotld, how diſtant and 
remote ſoever was by them neglected. Bur as concerning religion, and Church matters, they 
E made ſome ſcruple of conſcience, that the Temple of Concord (which L. Marlin L. Deputy in 
Galla, had vowed two years before in time of a ſedition and mutiny of ſouldiers) was not as yet 
ſer out to workmen for to be built or edified accordingly,” And therefore two Duumvirs were 
for that purpoſe created by &myline the Prætor, or L. Governour of ii City, namely, Cn. Pupi- 
m, andCeſo Quintins Flaminius: who gave otder, that the Temple ſhould be built upon the 
Capitoll hill. The ſame Prætor, by vertue of a decree of the Senate, ſent his letters unto the + 
Conſuls, importing thus much, That if they thonght good, one ot them ſh6uld repair to Rome 
for the creation of new Conſuls; and that himſelf would ſumm̃on the Patliament againſt that 
day which it ſhould pleaſe them to appoĩint. The Conſuls wrote back again according to the 
| premiſes, That they might not depart far ſtom the enemy without damage of State: adviſi 
FE them to hold an aſſembly for the Election aforeſaid, by authority of an imerregent, rather than 
that one of the Conſuls ſhould be called away from the wars. But the LL; of the Senate thought 
it better to have a Dictator choſen by one of the Conſuls, for the 2 of that high Court 
of Parliament. So L. Veturius Philo, was nominated Dictator, and he choſe for Generall of the 
Horſemen A. Pomponiut Mat ho. But theſe men being not duly and lawfully created were com- 
manded at the fortnights end to give over their places, and then the matter grew to an Inter- 
reign. The Conſuls bad their Commiſſion, ſor government and conduct of the Army, continued 
confirmed for one year lopger. The Senators named tor Incerregents, firſl Cn. Claudius Centos 
the ſon of Appius; and after him, P. Cornelius A ſina. During whole Interreign, the Parliament 
was holden, with much contention and debate between the Nobles and the Commons, The 
G Vulgar people endeavoured to advance unto the Conſulſhip C. Terentius Varro, a man of thei? 
own coat and condition, one crept into good liking arid favour with the common ſott by oppo- 
ſing himſelf and conteſting againſt great perſonages, and by other popular practiſes and courſes 
that he uſed to win grace among the people; as namely, by abaſing the greatneſs of Fahins, and 
the Ma jeſty of the Dictatorſhip: for nothing was thete elſe in him, to commend him to the 
world. but a malicious mind to * others into diſgrace.

Then began they all 
to cry ard call upon the Coſſ. for to command the ſtandards and en guns to be brought abroad and 
to lead forth in purluit of the evemies; and without any Hay to make ſpoil and havock ot their 
Camp. And in truth. ongf the Coſſ. was no wi er than the common ſouidiers. But Paulus replied, 
and toid them ever and non, that chey were to be circumſpect and wary, and to look about theni 
what they did. for tear of an ambuſh, Yer ſeeing in the end no remedy. and that otherwiſe he 
conid neither ſtay the mutiny, nor rule the Captain thereof: he {ent out AA.

For. as good hap was, it chanced at the 
very inſtant . whenthe Conſul commanded the enſigm to be brought into the Camp & the ſouldi* N 
ers would nor obey him, that two ſlaves who ſerved ſometime two horſemen, the one aFormis' 
an, and the other a Sidicin, and who in the year when Ser vilius & Ait. lius were Conſuls among 
other forragers were taken priſoners _ Numidians)rmade an eſcape and fled chat day to theit 
old maſters again. Who being bronghr beforethe Coſſ.adverti: ed them conſſantly, that rhe whole 
army of Anni al lay cloſe in ambuſ ado on the fa ther ſide of the mountains. The coming of theſt 
bondlaves ſo right and jump as they did, cauſed the ſonldiers to obey their Coſſ. Whereas the 
one of them by his ambitious courting and ſeeking unto them ar the firſt for a Conſulſhip/ and 
afterwards by his unſecmly indulgence and pleaſing of them, had loſt all his majeſty and reputati- 
on among them. rg * 5 Adder iet be 
Annibal, when he ſaw that the Romans rather began to ſtir without »d ice, than ſtill to run ) 
raſhly on head to the full, and that his craſty device was diſcloſed and took no effect, returned a- 
ain into his Camp. Where, he could not for want of corn make abode many daies: and beſdes; 
not only ſopldiers (who were not all one mans children bur a confuſed mixture of alt Natiot 
begin day'yto plot and enter into newdefignments; but alſo their Captain himſelf was ot many 
mind: . For whereas they began with mutrering and grumbling. and afterwards with open 
mouth, th demond and call for their due wages; complai firſt of the dearth of viduals; and 
in the end, gf meer hunger and famine: and withall a rumour ran, that the mercenary ſonidiew, 
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A and the Spaniards eſpecially, were minded and intended ro gire him the ip, and to tum to the 
Aegean; dende, iveniſe berhoughehimiel odere de 
Galla, but ſo, as he wonld leave his Infantry bebind him at Gx/and ſever, and ſo be gone with his

So he 


took his way by night, and made fires like wiſe, and leit a few tents ſtanding in ſight, that the Ro- 
1 ke trains and ambuſh; as before, might keep in and not tir abroad. But when 
B as the ſame Statiliu the Lucan, having ſcoured all the coalls, both beyond the camp, and the other 
' Gde of the hills, and brought word, that he had diſcoyered the enemies afar off diimarching, then 
began they the morrow aſter to think and conſult ot making after him with hot purſure, But al- 
beit boch Conſuls continued, as ever before, the ſame men till; that is to fay, diverſly minded, 
and perſiſting in their ſeveral reſolutions : but ſo, as all ina manver accorded with Varro, and 
none agreed unto Paulus, but only Servilius the Conſul of the former year: yet according to the 
opinion and counſe! of the jer pars, they went both together (for what might hold that which 
fatal neceſſity driveth /to make Canna much renownedandfamous for the notable overthrow and 
defeat of the Romans: Neer this village Aunibal had 'encamped under the wind Vulturnus and 
had it on his back: which wind, when the fields are ſcorched and burnt with dronghr, is wont 
C to bring with it cqonds (as it were) of duſt. Which as it was good and commodious for the very 
camp it ſe ſ, o it was like to ſerve in ſpecial Read, when they ſhould range their battel in order; 
and fight, with the wind blowing on their back, aga inſt the enemy, whole eyes the duſt was rea- 
dy to put out. flying with the wind ſull in their faces ſo. abundantly, 


The Conſuls having diligentiy ſearched the wa yes and tried the paſſages ever before them, fol- 
lowed Aunibal hard, and fo ſoon as they were come to Cara, had him in fight: where they 
fortified two camps, of like diſtance almoſt aſunder, as at Gerion; and divided their forces like as 
before. The river Auſidus ran cloſe by both theſe camps, and yeelded watring places accotding as 
either ofthem had occaſion and need, but not without ſome ſcuſfling and skirmiſh. But from the 
lefler camp, which lay on the farther fide of Aufidus the Romans had more liberty to water; be- 

P cauſe upon the farther bank there was planted no ſconce nor guard of the enemy. Aunitathaving 
poſſeſſed himſelf of a good plot of ground to his mind, commodious and meetfor the ſervice of 
horſemen (in which kind of forces he was inv incible) ordred his battaillons inarray, & by putting 
out certain Numidian light horſe, made a bravado, and bade the Corſuls battel. And even then 
it fell out, that both the Roman camps were diſquieted and troubled anew, what with the mu- 
tiny of the ſoulaiers, and what with the diſagreement and jarring of the Conſuls; whiles Paulus 
laid hard unto Varro, and ſet before his eyes the raſhneſs of Sempronius and Flaminius: and Var- 
ro again hit him home, and twit him with the example of Fabiu, which made ſo goodly a ſhew 
in the eyes of fearſul, idle, and cowardly Captains: both of them fellto proteſting and calling 
God and man to witneis, the one giving out, that the fault was not in him that Aunibal was 

E now Lord well · neer of all Itahy already, and why ? becauſe himſelf was kept ſhort and tied ſaſt e- 
nouggh by his Colleague, and the ſouldiers whoſe hot blood was up, and who were eager of fight, 
had their weapons even plucked out of their barids: Emylius on the 6rhet ride complaining, chat 

if ought ſhould hap amiſs unto the Legions thus betrayed, and offered wilſully and unconſiderat- 


ly to the danger of douꝭ tful battel, notwithſtand 


he were not blame worthy but innocent al- 


together, yet ſhould he be the firſt that ſmarted, and be partaker of the miſchiet and misfortune : 


and 


he would gladly ſee, whether they who were ſo ready and haſty of their tongue to ſpek, 


would be as nimble & active of theirhandsto ſigbt, when the time came. Thus whilestheyfpend © 
time inchopping of Logick.& quarrelling one with another, rather then in good & ſober conſulta- 
ions. Aunibal who had Rood arranged a good part of the day ready to fight, minding ro retire his 
F other forces into his camp, ſent forth certain Numidians out of the battel to charge upon the Ro- 
mans onthe other ſide of the river, who from the leſſet camp went for water. Theſe being a diſor- 
dered & confuſed multitud e, were not ſully landed on the bank, but with the ſnout only & tumult 
of the Namidians, they were diſcomfited and put to flight: whereupon the enemy rode farther, 
even to the ſtandipg Corps de guard, quartered before the rampare, and hard at the very gates of 
the Roman camp. This was ſuch an indjgnity offered to the Romans, to ſee themſeſves now 
thus braved and bearded even in the very camp by the auxiliary ſouldiers; and the raſcal ſort of 
the enemies, that there was no other thing ſtayed the Romans from paſſing the river preſently, and 
emhattelling themſelves, but only this, that it was Paulur his turn that day to have the ſoveraiom 
command of all.

the point. And iſter this ſort ſtood theſe two nations armed before the reſtſ terrible to behold,bork 

for the bigneſs of their perſons, and alſo for their habit and attire.) The Gauls all from the navel 

ward naked: the Spaniards with linnen waſtcoats or jackets, glittering wondrous bright, bor- 

dred and embroidered with purple and ſcarlet. The compleat number of all, as well horſe as ſoot- 

men, that ſtood embattelled, amounted (as they —— thouſand foot, and ten thon- 

ſand men of arms, Theſe Captains had the leading ofthe two points, to wit, Aſdrubal comman-· N 
dedrtheleft, Ma barbal the right, Aunib ul himſeifin perſon with his brother Mago, conducted 

the middle battel. The Sun ſhone ſidewiſe upon the flanks both of the one and alſs of the other 
army, very indifferent and commodious to both parts. were it that they were ſo placed and mar- 
ſballed of ier purpoſe, or chanced at adventure ſo to ſtand: the Romans with their faces full ſouth, 
the Carthaginians into the north. But the wind which the inhabitants of that country call V-. 

turnus, aroſe and ble full upon the faces of the Romans, and raiſed ſach ſtore of duſt, and drave 

it ſo upon their eyes, that it took away their ſight and proſpect. The cry and ſhout began on both 

ſides; and the Auxiliary ſouldiers put themielves forth firſt to skixmiſn, and charged one 

another with their light ſhot. Then the left point ofthe Gauls and Spaniſh men of arms encoun- 

tred and ran full upon the right hand of the Romans Cavalry, nothing at all after the order of 4 

horſe- ſervice, for they were of neceſſity to affront one another ſtraight ſorward, as having ne room 

left about them to fling out and ride at large, being flanked on the one hand with the river, and 

encloſed on the other with the battaillon of footmen. Wherupon i ſay, they were forced to charge 

ſull butt from both parts, directly before them ſo long as their horſes flood cloſe and thruſt roge- 

ther: but at length when they began to ſtir and wince, the riders, man to man, fell to take hold 

and claſpe one another and every man to pluck his enemie beſides his horſe, ſo as now they were 

driven much what to ſight on foot. This conflict was rather ſhaxp then long: and to be ſhort, the 

Roman Cavalry was diſcomfited and put to flight. And anon, as the horſe made an end of rheit , 

fight, 3 skirmiſh of the foot alſo. At the firſt the Gauls and Spaniards equal to their ene- 

mies both in force and courage maintained the conflict right hardily, and kept their order and yg 
arraies. At length the Romans caſt about and deviſed on what fide, and with what form of a cloſe 
battaillon, to force back that pointed ſquadron of the enemies, ranged very thin, and by ſomuck 

the weaker, and bearing out withal, from the reſt of the battel. Now when they had once driven 

them to retreat. and give ground, the Romans preſſed on ſtill at one inftant; and with the ſame 

violence pierc ed through them as they fled for fear headlong, until they were entred as far as 10 


the very midſt of the vanguard and main battel : and finding none able to ſtand in their way and Fe 


make refiſtance, they gained in the end the very rere ward of the Africans: who having drawniti 
ſrom both ſides their skirts and wings, ſtood together ſtrong, and firmly kept their ground. Ihe 
Gauls and Spaniards continued Rill in the midft, ſome what advanced without the reſt of the bat 
tel. Now when this pointed ſquadron was driven in by the Romans, and made even and equal fuſt M 
with the front of the battel, and afterwards upon farther enforcement;gave way for them to pas 
in a lane through the midſt thereof by that time the Aſricans charged upon their flarkstand whiles 
the Romans unwarily were engaged over far within them, they came about them on rhe skitth | | 
and within a while having ſtretched out and ſpread their wings, encloſed the enemies round on 
their backs alſo, Hereupon the Romans who had performed one battel and conflict in vaing Vi? 
forced togive over the Gauls and Spaniards whom they had diſaraied and put to flight: and were 
to begin a freſh fight with the Africans: and that to their ownereat diſadvantage ; not on de- 
cauſe they being encloſed and pent up ĩn a ſtraight room, were to deal with them that hadcom- 
paſſed them all about and were at liberty but alfo becauſe they being wearied; were to maintain 
a new «kirmiſh with thoſe that were freſh in heart, and luſt y. And now by this time, in the leſt 
point of the Romans barrel, where the horſemen of their aſſociats were marſhalled to effrent the 9 
Numidians they were faln to cloſe fight: which at the firſt theſe Numidians began but cold and 
faintly, after the deceitful manner of Carthaginians, unto whom they were faſt and neer neigh= 
bours. For 500. of ibem ot thereaboyr, having beſides their uſual javelins=-nd da rts which'they 
commonly carry, ſhort daggers or skeins hidden under their cuiraſs and herneſs, made femblante 
of riding away from their owu companies, 'and' fding to the Romans, with their bucklers'# 
their backs, all of a ſudden diſmonntedfrom theit horſesq and throw ing their bucklers, carget?: 
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1 peeces of ſilver, for every Roman: 2005 for every one of the Allies: and every bondman 1 
Lo wh /rheit enemies into the camp, and were themſelves put all in ward: but, Alliesand Citi- 
ens by chemſelves; apatt one from the other; While they rrifled time there, there wel about 
400d, boten and 200 horſemen, even as muny as either their ſtrength or hearts Would: ſerve, 
who out of the gieater cump fled to Canhh om matching in order, others ſcutering abroad 
over the ſields, which was not tlie orſe way of therwain, and leis ſaſe.

Anibl leaving behind Him there, all 
the pillage and Daggage chat he had, divided his army into two parts: giving Mage in charge, 
to poſſeſs himſelf of the towns of that country, which would revolt of themielves from the Ro- 
mans: or elſe to force them thereunto, in caſe they denied and refuſed ſo to do. Himſelf took 
his journey through the land of Campaze, toward the nether ſea, intending to aſſault Naples, 
chat he might be Lord of a Port Town alſo, and haye it at his devotion. When he wasentred - 
I the confines of the Neapolitans, he placed ſome of the Numidians in Ambuſh, as cunni 
* as he could, (and there for the moſt part, the wayes are hollow, and full of cloſe and ſetret 1 
* nooks and holes)others he commanded r6 make a ſhew of driving away a booty out of the fields, 
and to ride out braving before the gates of the City. Agamſt whom(ſeeming to be not many and 
thoſe diſordered ) a troop of horſmen iſſued forth, but the enemies of purpoie giving back and re- 
viringſrom them, led and trained them on, to the place of ambuſh : and ſo they were environed 
on every (ide, and there had not one of them eſcaped aliye, but that the ſea was neer, where they

But among all corruptions that there raigned, it was infecte 
moſt with the licentious looſeneſs of the Commons, who exceeded beyond all meaſure, and abu- 
ſed their liberty, Pa:uvius Calavigs, a man of noble race there, and popular withal, but one thaa 
by lewd and indirect courſes became rich and mighty, by means thereof, had both Senat & Com. 
under his girdle, and might do what he would, This man chanced to be head Magiſtrate the ſanſe 
year that the Romans were defeated and overthro wn at the Lake Thraſmenus: and ſuppofing

But there was one Dec Mugius, a min who wanted no means of ſoveraiꝑn authority, but on- 
ly the ſobriety, diſcretion, and wiſdom of theCirirens withwhom he lived 7 who withſtood 
all that eret he could ſuch enormous and audaci dus courier, and endeavoured to hinder the Em- 
C baſſage ſen to Aunibal: Aud ſo ſoon as he heard that Aunibal was ſending a gattiſon, he recoun- 
ted unto hit fellow Citizths che proud and lordly rule of H h¹ο the mittrable and witectied 
thraldom of the Tarentines as precedents ſ#fficient to give them warming. Le ceaſed not td cry 
aloud in open place and audience, firſtꝭ that they ſnou .d not recetre the garriſon imo the City: 
then, that deing admitted they ſhould either be thruſt out again; or rather if they would expiate 
and make #tmends by ſome valiant and memorable act tor that ſhamefull lend part of their n re- 
volting ſo ftom their moſt ancient Allies, yea, and kinſmen by blond, they ſhould fall upap the 
Carthaginian gartiſon, and kill them every one, and fo reconcile themſelves —_ to the Romans. 
Anni! al having intelligence of theſe plots (for they were not à forging and contriv ing in acor- 
ner) firſt ſent certain meſſengers to ſummon A agi to repair undo his preſence within his Camp. 
After that, ſeeing he ſtoutſy denied to go 
right to command a Citi en of ( apns) he waxed wroth, and commanded the man to de ap- 
prehended, and to be haled perforce bound unto him. But fearing: upon better advice, leſt by of- 
leting ſuch violence ſome tumult might ariſe, and in the heat of bond break forth into an imon- 
ſiderate fray, he diſpatched beforehand a meſſenger of purpoſe unto Marius Bloſins, the Præ- 
tor or L. Governor of Capua: ſignifying, that the morro w net following he would be perſo- 
nally in Capua: and ſo with à ſmall onard about him, he ſer forth of his Camp, and put himſelf 
on his journey. Marius aſſembled the people together, —— — and wartiing 
them to be teady in all frequent ſolemniry, with their wives and children, to meet Annibal up- 
on the way. They of the adverſe ſide unto Magius and the Romans performed this not only 
E obediently , but alſo moſt effectually, and ih great diligence and endeavour; Vea, the common 
ſort like wiſe were very forward in this action, as deſirous eſpecially to ſee this great General and 
brave warrior, ſo noble and renowned fot his many victeries. Decias Magin neither wentforth 
to meet him, nor yet kept his houſe, becauſe he would not ſeem to fear and carry a guilty con- 
ſcience : but walked up and down. idly for his pleaſure in the Market place with one of his ſons, 
and a few of his vaſſals and followers; wbiles the whole Ciry heſides was buſily occupied, and 
much troubled in the entertaining td beholding of this great Captain and Commander of the 
Carthaginians. Amib.l being entred the City, incontinently required to have audience in their 
Council-Houſe: Wherevpon, the Nobles and principal Citizens of Capna requeſted him that 
he would net chat day intend any weighty matters of importance, but himſeſt in perſon ſolem- 
FE nizeit wich jdy and mirth, as an high and feaſtivall holiday for his welcome thither. And albeit 
he was by nature haſty; and ready to fall into fits of anger, yer becauſe he would not ſeem at his 
ſrſt coming to deny them ny thing, he employed a good part of that day in ſeeing and view ing 
the City. Enterrained and lodged he was and his whole train with the Aſanii; Celeret, Stema s 
and Pacudius, the moſt noble and honourable perionages, and the wealthieſt of all others. Thi- 
ther unte him, Pacudins Caluvius (concerning whom I ſpake before, the principal man of that 
bend and faction, which -redweed the City to the obedience and der otion of Aunibal)brought 


his ownſon a young Gentleman, and ſaid Withall, that rhe youth kept continually with Deri- 


ur, and that he was fainto Pack him #Wiyfrom his company and train, whoſe part he took; 
and fluck moſt Aify to him; in maintaiting the” old ſociety and amity of the Romans, agai 
G thenew League with the Cafthiginiatisy gbd neither the erding and inclination of the whole 


City to the contrary ſide, nor yet the feveretit majefiy of a father, had yet driven him from 


his obGinate reſolution ! And for that xte xhe ſachet᷑ la boured with Aunibal tather by wa y ot

C led, auch t hat᷑ for very fear they kept within and far fall, ſent back part of their ſouldiers into the 
| withcommandment, in all ſpeed to bring abroad into the open held betore the vanguard, 
all che Ordnance and Artillery for to batterthe City walls; with aſſured coniden.e, that if he 
came hotly upon them and gave an aſſault, whiles they thus ivgred and iſſued not forth, the 
Commons would make ſome tumult and ſtir within the City. But anon as every man was buſily 
occupied, running to and fro in haſte about bis own charge, betore the vanguard and foretront of 
his battel even at the point when he advanced forward to the wals; all upon a ſudden a gate was 
ſer open, and ¶Aarcellur canſed the trumpets to found the alarm, and the tou diers to ſet up a 
ſhont, commanding the ſoctmen firſt, and then the horie to ſally out, and ich ail the might and 
force they ᷑ould, to charge upon the enemy. Soon had they tertifed their main baitell tufficient= 
D ly,and made diſorder there, when at the two gates of each ſide, / Valerius Flaccus and Cains Au- 
reliut, two Lieutenants generalliſſued forth vpon their flanks and wings, The horſe- boies. ſcullĩ- 
ons and the other multitude abovelaid which was (et to guard the cartiages, aroſe up and made 
a new oute ry, and ſhouted, ſo as to the Carthaginians (Who comemned them beſ ore fot their 
ſmall number eſpecially) they repreſented all at once a ſne of a mighty army. Idare not av ouch 
chat which ſome Authors flick not to write. that of enemies we re ſlain in this conflict 230 
and that the Romans loſt but one only man. But what vi cory ſoever it was, eit her ſo great, of 
{maller, ſurely a doughty piece of ſervice was that day atchiered & I wot not Whether I may tru- 
ly fay; of the greateſt conſequence that any ever was, duting the time of that war. For as the time 
was chen, it was a greater matter for the Romans ( albeit they were the Conqugrors ) not to be 
vanquiſhed of 4nxibal.thanit was afterwards to vanquiſh him, Anni bal diſappointed of his hope 
to win Nola tetired to Acerre. And Marcellus immediately having ſhut the gates, and placed the 
guards and warders to keep the lame; that no man might go forth, ſar judicially in the market- 
place to examine thoſe that had uſeꝗ ſecret conference and pariing with the enemies: and finding 
abore ſeventy guilty of this action, pronounced ſentence ot death upon them, as in caſe of trea- 
ſoo. Thoſe he cut ſnorter by the head. and commanded their ꝑoods to beconfiſcat, And thus lea- 
ving the government of the City to the Senat chere of, he departed with all his ſor.es, and above 
Sue ſſula encamped himſelf. and there abode, 2 4 855 c 
Aunibul being come before Acerras firſt ſummoned the City, to ſurrender voluntarily & wich- 
our conſtraint: but ſeeing them obſſinate, and willing to relent, he made preparation to lay ſiege 
Tunto the town and to aſſault it. But the Acerrans had bettet heart and courage, than might and 
ſtrength to reſiſt him. Therefore, when they ſaw themſelves like to be intrenched all abont, and 
were paſt hope to defend and keep the town: betore the enemies had bronght all ends of their 
trenches and ſconces together they got between the trenches and rampiers (where they were not 
finiſned. and Rood not cloſe together) in the dead time ofthe night and eſcaped through the ſen- 
tinels and watches that were ſlendely looked unto, and as well as they could making ſhiſt through 
by · waies and bund lanes over hedge and ditch( as either their wits guided them, or their fear car- 
ried: them) recoreted thoſe Cities of Campania, which they knew for certain were not revolted, 
but perſiſted true and faſt unto the Romans. Annibal after he had put Acerra to the tack; and ſer 
it on fue having intelligence, that the Roman Dictator and tbe Legions were received at Caſli- 
Gu andfeativg;lett while the enemy lay ſo near encamped;ſome ſhonld heve tecourſe alſo into 
Capua led his army co Caſlin m. n art rt 
KA the ſame time Preneſtt was held by 500 Preneſiins, with a ſew Romans and Latines, who 
upon the news ofthe overthrow at Canna, wete retired thither. Theſe Preneſi ins, by occaſion chat 
they were tot levied and muſtered at Preneſte by the day appointed, ſet out from thence ſomes 
what toollate ; and were come as far as Caſelinum; before the rumour was bruited of che defeat

And ſurely there was ſuf- 
flejehr almoſt of armed ſouldiers to man amd defend the walls of that part, being of ſwallacir- | 
cut as they were, conſidering the town was flanked on the one fide witheheriter,; Bud pg3ing 
fortheproportion of corn(whereof they had ſmall tore ) they were men but too many. nx; 
bin being how not far from thence, ſent before him the Getulians, under the conduct ob a Captain 
named Iſulca: with direction that firſtʒ it he could come to a parley, he ſnould perſwade with the 
Iuhabit ants within, and by fair words induce them to open their gates, ind receive a gatriſon: buc 
in cafe they continued ſtill in their obſtinat᷑y, then to aſſail them by force, and give the at 
to enter into the City one way or other. When they were come under the walls, the barbarous © 
Captain I ſaica, ſuppoſingſ becauſe he heard no noiſe, and {aw no ſlirring)that they had quit and a- 
bandoned the town and were fled began to aſſailthe gates, break open the locks, & burkt the bars. 
But all at once on a ſudden the gates were ſet open, and two cohorts: well appointed aud prori· & 
ded fo that purpoſe within, ſallied forth; with an exceeding great noiſe and tumult, overthrewa 
number of the enemies and beat them down. Thus when the firſt had the repulſe abd were ſet 
back, Mahar: was ſent with a greater power to ſecond them, but was not able to make his par- 
ty good with theſe ſquadrons that ſallied forth and charged upon him. At laſt Aunibal himſeltlen- 
catiped even beſore the wall, and with all his power and forces put together made preparation to 
gire aſſault to this little town. & ſmall garriſon, And whiies he preſſed hard upon them wich fteſn 
and hot affavlrs.inveſting it round about, the enemies from off their wals, curtains, and turrerts, let 
flie their ſhor ſo luſſ ily upon the aſlſailants: that he loſt fome of his beſt & moſt forward men ther. 
Onde they iſſued forth of themſelves upon a bravery,” and minded to bid them battèl, but by a 
courſe of Elephants. ſer between them and home. they had hke to have been ſhur forth and kept l. 
out and ſo they made haſſe in great ſear to recoxer the gates and put themſelres within the town 
again 3, having loſt, conſiderirg ſo imall a number, a great ſort: and more had died for it, but that 
the night patted rhe fray, and made an end of the skirmiſh, The motto aſter, the aſſailants were 
all of tem ſharp ſer to give a freth and hot charge, but not before there was a murall Coronet of 
gold ſhe wed, and promiſed unto him that firſt could ſcale the walls, And the General himſelfcaſt 
in their teeth and reproved them for being ſo long about the aſſaulting ofa ſmal and weak ſconce, 
to ſpeak of, ſeated alſo upon a plain: whereas before they had won theſtrong town of Sagauum. 
He put them in mind both all and ſome, of Canna, Thraſymenis, and Trebia, Then beganthey to 
ſer mantlets and pavoiſes to, and to undermine, Many and ſundry enterpriſes were attempred.. 
and nothing left undone, that eitherby meer force could be performed, or by arc and cunning de- M 
viſed, The Roman aſſoc iats againſt theſe their engins and fabricks raiſed mounts, and plattorms: 
ea ard with countermines and croſs trenches. met with the mines of the enemies; ſo as both a- 
ove ground. and underneath, they impeached all their attempts; ſo long, untill Aunilal for ver 
ſbemeè was fain to give over his defign for the preſent. And when he had fortified his ſtanding

linoviſhed altogether the enterpriſe, he withdrew himſelf into Cæpua. there to winter. Therehe 
lodged his ſouldiers within houſe for the better part of winter: thoſe ſouldiers, I ſay, who many 
a time and often had endured long, and held out againſt all travels and hardneſs that can poſſibly 
happen to the body of man; and never had been uſedto any good keeping, nor acquainted with 
delighrs and pleaſures of the world, But even theſo men, whom no'calamity, no miſery could N 
tame and overcome, were ſpoiled and undone with too much wealth and exceſſive dainties: and 
ſo much the rather as they more greedily fell thereto ; and having not taſted thereofheſore, gave 
therufelves wholly that way, and were deeply plunged and drowned therein, For ſleeping on 
ſoft beds, wine and delicate fare, wenc hing and bathing, ſtews and bor-hontes, idleneſs ard ta- 
king eaſe, which by uſe and cuſtome grew pleaſant and delightſome unto them every day more 
than other; had in ſuch fort-weakned their bodies, and made their hearts ſo effeminate, that from 
that time forward the reputation and name only of their viories paſt defended them morerhan 


any preſent ſtrength and vigor they had: inſomuch, as expert andskilfull warriors judged their 


Captain Annibal in more fault, and farther overſeen in this action, than in not leading his Am 
freight forward to Nome, after the battell before Canna. For, that ſtay might have been O 
thought to have deferred only the entire and finall victory for a time, but this errour and'ovet- | 
ſighe ſeemed to diſable him for atchieving the victory for ever. So little retained he of his for- 
mer old diſcipline that J aſſure youche went ont of Capua again as if he had led ſome other Ar. 
my and none of his on. 'For, not only they returned from thence moſt of them iũtangled and 
ſnared in the love of harlots, but ſo ſoon as they came again to lie abroad on the bare eat, 
under tents and pavilions covered with beats hides, ro march long journeys, and to rafles 
othet military toil and labour; their bodies ſo tired, their hearts ſo fainted, as if they had been

Eempmany of them withon licenſe and paſport, would flip out of che ai and depatt tom their 
colours: and theſe ſtart· bacles had no other place of haunt to lurł in, hut Capua. Now hen the 
winter ſeaſon began to be more miid, and draw towards the Spring, Auribal brought farth his 
ſouldiers out of his wintring barbours,and returned to ( afilinum: where, albeit the aſſault cea : 
ſed; yet the ſiege had continued ſo tireight, that the townimen and the garriſon wichinthe Fort, 
wete driven to extream neceſſuy and want of victuals.

by the intreaty ot the Citizens of Nyla and Acerra, who greatly feared the Campans, in caſe the

partiſon were once deparied from them. And Gracchus, lying and keeping near unto Caſiliuum,

ſlirred not one foot; by reaſon of the expteſs (commandment of the Dictator, That he ſhould at- 
rempt nothing im his abſence: albeit there came daily trom Caſilinum into the Camp ſuch pe ws, as 
would have moved and provoked the moſt patĩent man that was. For ĩt was conſtantly reported, 
and for certain known; that ſome. of chem within the town, no longer able to endure the famine, 
threw themſelves down headlong, and brake their necks : others Rood unarmed upon the walls, 
offring their bare and naked bodies as a Butt and mark to the ſhot of arrows, and others darts. 
— orieved mucb to hear theſe pitious tidings, yet durſt he not for his life,skirmiſh and fight 
9 without the warrant of the Digator: & he ſaw full well, that if he would conrey corn and vidtu- 
als unto them openly : fight he muſt chere was no remedy. Ha ing therefore no hope at all to ſend 
any, but it ſhouid be ſpied, he deviſed to fill many tuns and pipes with corn, that he had gotten to- 
gether out of the country all about: and withall, to diſpatch a meſlenger to the chief Magiſtrate of 
Caſtlinum; aduviſing him, that he ſhould in the night ſealontake up all choſe veſſels that came down 
the river; The night next following, every man watched at the river (ide, according to the hope 
they conceived by the foteſaid Roman meſſenger, and fo received thoſe tuns, hulling down the 
midſt of the ſtream: and the corn was equally divided among them all. Thus did they the morrow 
after;and the third day alſo, For, ex er by night theſe veſſels were let down into the water. and the 
ſame night they might eaſily come unto them: by reaſon whereof the ſentinels and guards of the 
enemies were nothing ware of that which was done. But aſterwards, the current growing more 


5 ſwift and rough, by occaſion of continuall rain that fell. the ſaid tuns were ſome of them driven 


crols the channel to the bank fide, eren where the enemies warded: and were eſpied waving and 
ſticking among the willows and oſiers that grew along cloſe unto the banks: whereof Annibal 


was advertiſed, And lo from thenceforward they tended the watch more ſtraightly that nothing 


ſent down the river Vulturnus could eſcape them and paſs to the City. Afterwards, there was 
powred into the water great ſtore of nuts from the Camp of the Romans: which floated down 
the channel unto Caſilinum; and with grated skimmers of wicker were taken up, But at the laſt, 
they within the town were drivento-thispoor ſhift and extremity, for to rake their thongs and 
bridle rains, to pluck of the leather from their ſhields & bucklers, and make them ſoft in ſcalding 
E water, and prove how they could eat them. Nay, they ſpated not ſo much as mice, and rats, nor any 
other like vermin, Nor there was n6t a weed nor a root that they could come by, upon the banks 
and terraces under the walls, but they gathered and digged up. And when the enemies had turned 
up with a plough all the green · ſord of the counter ſcarp without the walls, they within caſt tur- 
nip· ſeed upon the mould, Wherenpon Annibal made a hout at it, and cried aloud: What? ſhall we 
fit here about Caſilinum ſo long, untill theſe rapes be come up and grown, And whereas before 
that time, he would never vouchſaſe to hear of any compoſition and agreement now at laſt, he was 
contented to take reaſon, and be conferred withall about the ranſom of as many as were freemen 
within the Town. And it was coveninted between him and them that they ſhovid pay for their 
redemption * ſeven,ounces of gold a peece, So upon faithfull promiſe made, and ſecurity given,

Thoſe out of Sicily from Octatilius the Vice - Prætor, were read ſiſt 
in the Senat · Houſe importing theſe news: That L. Faria the Prætor was come out of Affrich, I 
and with his fleet arrived at Lil bæum : himſeit ſore hurt, and iy ing at point of death: that nei- 
the ſouldiers, nor ſailets, and mirriner-, had theit money or comm duly paid at the day; neither 
indeed was there any to be had, for to keep touch and make paiment : moving and ad iſing them 
earneſtiy to ſend ſupply thereof with all con: enient ſpeed: and if they thought fo good, one alſo 
of the pew choſen Prætors to ſucceed aner m. To the iame effect in manner wrote ( orael. Mam 
mulu the Pro- Prætor, out of Sardinia, as touehing that poigat of money and orn. Anſwer was re- 
turned to the one and the other That they had it not, and tnertote chey were to look theinſelves 
both to their Armados and Armies and to provide fot them. Ox acihius, who addreſſed Embaſſa- - 
dbts unto K. Hero (the only refuge and ſtay of ſuec out that the people of Rome had) reteived ſor 
ſoldiers pay, as much ſilver as was needfull, and corn t ſet oe f months. The confederat Cities M 
likewiſe in Sardinia contributed liberally unto Cornelius, ard ſerved his turn.

Ae e taid; © That they were not all dead, bat one man yet was left alive of that 
ci hbule and fine, out of which a Conſul (when ti me was) threatned in the Capitol, that he would 
kill with bis own hand, that Latine whomſoever he {aw fitting in the Councel-Houſe of Rewe, 
With that, NQ Fabius : ® Never was there a thing, quoth he, proponnded and mentioned inthe: 
« genat- houſc in a worſe and more unſeaſonable time, than at this preſent, hen as the hearts and 
« affections of our Allies being ſo wavering, their faith and alleageance ſo donbtful,the very break- 
« ing and bronching of ſuch a matter as this, were enough to fet them farther out. And therefore 
« this intonſiderat ſpeech of one fooliſh vain perſon , is to be ſuppreſſed and buried preſeritly with 
p< the ſilence of all men, and never once to be ſpoken of again.

in which place Poſthwmius was ſlain, for be ſtrived all that ever he could, not to be taken alive. 
E The ſpoils of this General Captain, together with the head cut off from the reſt of bis body, the 
4 Bojans with great joy and ſolemnity brought into the Temple that zmongſt them was reputed 
C molt holy and ſacred. And aftet they had clenſed the head, as their manner is, they e nchaced and 
garniſhed the skull with gold, and that ſetved as well for an holy veſſel to ſacritice and Divine 
withal, upon high and feſtival day es, as alſo for an ordinary drinking mazar for the high Prieſt, and 
otner Prelats of that Temple.

Whereupon, at one time there was a 
skirmiſh before the camp: and likewiſe in the fields, they were either ſlain, or put to flight. But 
afterwards, having by divers wayes from all parts recovered again the camp, ſuddainly they ſhaked 
off all fear, plucked up their hearts, and thought themſelves good enough, not only to defend 
their fort and hold, but alſo to bid the enemy battail. They ſallied out therefore of the camp in 
good array, ſhouting, danc ing, and hopping after their manner. ſo as this unexpected boldneſs and 
courage of theirs , tertified the enemies, who a little betore had challenged them to fight. 
Whereupon Aſadrubal himſelf withdrew and retired his power for more ſecurity to an hill of good 
height, and ſituat for his advantage, with a River likewiſe between him and his enemies. The 
light armed vancurriers alſo, and the ſorlorn hope, together with the Horſemen that rode ſcat- 


D tering abroad, he cauſed thither to repair tor their better ſafety. And becauſe he truſted neither 


hill nor river, he fortified himſelf with a trench and rampiet beſides. In this alternat and inter- 
changeable fear on both ſides, there paſſed ſome bickerments; and blows were dealt between. In 
which, neither the Numidian Horſemen were able to match the Spaniards in that kind, nor the 
Moores archers could make their part good with the light Carpeſians targetiers, who in nĩmble- 
neſs and ſwiſtneſs were as good as they; and for courage and bodily ſtrength, far better. Theſe 
Carpeſians ſeeing they neither could provoke A ſdrubal to a batrail, with all their braving hard 
under his camp, nor yet eafily by aſſault win it, they took by force the City ena, into which 4f- 
drubal when he firſt invaded the Frontiers of his enemies, had conveighed ſtore of corn and other 
victuals: yea, and became LL. of all the country thereabout. And they grew ſo luſty and audaci- 


Eo oous, that neither in their march and array, nor within their camp they would beruled and order- 


ed by any mans command. This ſecure and careleſs negligence of theirs, when Aſdrubæl percei- 
ved to ariſe (as uſually it doth) upon good lecceſs and proſperity ; aſter an exhortation made to 
his ſouldiers, to charge upon the enemies, roving abroad without their colours, he deſcended 
+ fromthe hill, and marched in battail array againſt the camp, So ſoon as the Spaniards were ad- 
vertiſedbytho'e who came in great haſt, and fled from the Sentinels and corps de guardithat he was 
coming, and neer at hand, with a great outcry they gave the alarm. And as every man could get 
weapon in hand they ran upon the head to battail, without direction and commandment of Cap- 
tain, without ſignal, enſign, and order, confuſedly. When the formoſt in the van 
in conflict and come to hand · fight, ſome of their fellows were ſeen runnirlp on heaps and by 
E troups, and others were not well come forth of the camp: At the firſt the enemy was terrified 
Vith their bold adventure. Afrerwards,as they encountred, thin and loo'ely raied, with the ene- 
mies thick and cloſely ranged together, ſeeing themſelves too weak, and not ſufficient, ſo few in 
number to defend themielves, they looked back one upon another for ſuccour: and being on 
every fide put back, and forced to retreat and loſe ground, they caſt themſelxes into a ring; and 
thus thruſt (as they were) cloſe together body to body, and armour to armour they were fo pent 
and peſtered in ſo narrow a ground, that they had ſcarce room enough to wield their weapon: 
lo they were compaſſed and environed round with the enemy, and for a good part of the day 
Wen, in peeces, and maſſacred, Some few of them that brake throngh by dint of ſword. eſcaped 
to the woods and mountains. With like fear the camp was abandoned: and the day following, 
Gthe whole nation yeelded, and came under the ſub jection of the Carthaginia tis. | 
Long they continued not quiet. For within a while news came from Carthage, that Aſdru- 
bal. hould make what f he could with his army into zaly. Which rumòur being blown 
abroad through Spain, turned in manner all their hearts away unto the Romans. Wherenpon 
Aſdrubal zddreſſed his Letters immediately to Carthage, ſhewing what hurt the fame of his de- 
parture had done already: and in caſe he ſhould ſer forward on Fae fn go out of thoſe 
Parts, al Spain would turn to the Romans, before he were paſſed thetiveri/berus, For over

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ſhould have his hands full, and enovgh to do in the Prov inc things astorwnatlyas they: 
could. Theſe letters, albeit at che firſt fight they greatly t Senat; jet bec auſe the I. 
lian affairs ſeemed of more moment and greater importanc xx oughtno alteration in theit 


intended courſe, either for Aſdrub al himſelf, ox his forces, Howbeit Humiios was lent with a 
complete and competent army, and a greater Armado, both forthe holding of Spain in their gl. 


leageance, and alſo for their defence by Sea and Land, Who having paſſed oer with all bis pow. | 


er, as wellforLand-ſervice as the Sea, fortified his camp, drawn his ſhips aſnore, laid them vp1 
in drie Land, and empaled them ſtrongly all about; himſelf in-perſon with his elect and m 
choice men ot arms, made what haſt poſſibly he could, through nations partly enemies, partly 
doubtful and untruſty,and Raied not either in one place or other(but evermore ſtanding upon his 
guard) until he was come to Aſdrubal. After he had declared unto him the order — by the 
Senat, and what he had in commiſſion, and taken him i elf direction like wiſe from him, in what 
manner the war in Spain was to be managed, he returned back again to his own camp. In which 
voyage to and fro, he travailed ſafely by no one thing more than by ſpeedy expedition. For hewas 
ever gone from a place, before the people could agree together, and make head againſt hiti. Nom 
Aſdrubal, before that he. diſlodged and ſet his army on foot out of thoſe parts, le vied ſums of mo- 
ney of all the Cities and Rates under his juriſdiction: for well he knew, that Aunibal had paid x 
ſweetly before him, for his paſſage through certain countries: and as well he wilt beſides, that the 
Gauls he was fain to wage: for amoneſt them no money, no men. And if he undert ook and en- 
tred upon that great expedition, poor and bare of ſilver, he had never reached ſo far as the Alps. 
Thus having in gre#t haſt raiſed and collected his monies, he came down to the river bers. 
When the Romans heard of the proceedings and deſignments of the Carthaginians, and like- 
wiſe of the journey of Aſdrubal: both the Generals (laying all other matters apart) prepared to 
joyn their whole forces together, to oppoſe themſelves , and to withſtand ſuch intended at- 
tempts: ſuppoſing and conſidering, that if Annibal (who by himſeif alone was an enemy to Ita 
hardly ſupportable) were once ſeconded by Colonel A ſdrubæl and the Spaniſh army, the Empire - 
of Rome would ſoon be at an end. Upon theſe careful cogitations being grieved and perplexed, 
they aſſembled ail their power neer to Iberus; and after they had paſſed oer the river, and long 
copnſailed whether they ſhouid encamp themſelves and abide the coming of the enemies to bid 
them battail; or by invading and aflalling the aſſociats and ſub jects of the Carthaginians, toſtay 
the enemy and hinder his intended joutny : they reſolved at length and made preparation to aſ- 
ſault Ibera. ( ſo named of the river peer by) the richeſt and moſt wealthy City at that time, of all 
others in thoſe parts. Whereof when Aſdrubal was advertiſed, he for to help his friends, advan- 
ced himſelf likewiſe to ſer upon another City lately yeelded to the Romans, and reduced under 
their ſubjection. And ſo the Romans after they had begun to lay fiegeto Ibera, gave over that en- 
terpriſe, and made head againſt Aſdrubal himſelf. And for ſome few dayes they lay incamped five 
miles aſunder one from the other, not withont ſome light skirmiſhes: but never came to pitch a 
fair field. At length upon one and the ſame day (as if they had been ſo agreed aſore) they hap- 
ned on both ſides to ſer out the ſignal of baitail, and to comę forth with all their power into the 
plain ground. The Romans ſtood arranged in three battailons: one part of the Infantry was pla- 
ced before the ſtandards in the vanguard, another Regiment beſlowed behind inthe reregard: the 
men of arms flanked the ſides like wings. On the other part, E ſdrubal ſtrengthned his main bat- 
tel with Spaniards: in the right point be marſhalled the Carthaginia ns, in the leſt the Affricans. 
As for the 3 mercenary Hot ſemen, whom he waged and hired; ſuch as were Numidi- 
ans, he ordai net aft ont the Catthaginians footmen to guard them: the reſt that were Affricane, 
he diſtributed and diſpoſed about the skirts and edges ofthe battailons. Neither were all the 
Numidians placed in the right flank, but ſuch as after the guiſe and manner of Vaulters, led two y 
Horſes apeece 3. and uſed often times in. the mids of the hotteſt conflict, to leap armed as theß 
were ſrom their wearied horſe, to another freſh one. So nimble are they themſelves, and ſo tra- 
Cable and well taught to their hands are their Horſes, Thus Roodthey arranged on both ſides io 
order of battail. The Captains of either part for hopes in manner nothing unequal: for neither 
in number or quality of ſouldiers, was there any great oddes between them: Mary, for courage 
and heart, there was great difference and inequality in the fouldiers themſelves For the Romans 
one a ee they fought far from home) were ſo perſwaded by their leaders, that they 
ught for I/ aly and the City of Rome: and therefore as if the whole hope oftheir ſafe return into 
their country, were to be tried and decided in this one battail, they reſolved either to win the dax 
or to dye fo: ir, Onthe other ſide, the ſouldiers were not ſo reſolute, for moſt of them being Spa- 
niards, would have choſen rather to be conquered and overcome in Spain, than with conqueſt 
and victory tobe drawn into /raly, And therefore at the ſirſt ſhock, when ſcarcely tbe darts and 
javelins were lanc ed and let flye, their main battail retreated: and fo ſoon as the Romans with 
great violence redoubled the charge, they turned their backs and fled. Hawbeitin both flanks the 
feht was hot enough. The Carthaginians of the one fide, the Aﬀeicans on the other, charged the 
Romans very hard, and fought {ore againſt them, as if they had them invironed round about with- 
in their battailons. But when as the whole power of the Romans were once rallied and gan:

The 
Locrians likewiſe revalted-anto the Brutii and the Tarthaginians, by reaſon that the common mule 
titude were fraudulently betrayed by. the chief and principal Citizens. The Rhegines only of all 
that country, continued both true unto the Romans, and alſo at their own ljbetty to the very halt, 
The {ame diſpoſition to revolt, was to be ſeen even in Sicul, in ſo much as the very houſe of Hin 
was not eleer and free in all parts ftom rebellion.

ged the Lieutenants, and the Colonels and Captains, that they ſhould not caſt in any mans teeth 


one or other, their fortune and condition atoretime; thereby to breed any diſcord and heartbuming 


among the companies: and that the old experienced fouldiers ſheuld ſuffer themſelves to be dut 


equal in eſtate tothe new learners: and thole that. were born free unto the voluntaries, bo had N 


been ſlaves: reputing them all of birth good enough, and of gentle bloud deſcended,unto whom. 
the people of Rome had vouchlated to commit their armor and enſigns 1 faying, that the fame 
fortune which had driven them ſo to do, forced them like wiſe to maintain the lame, and make 
the beſt of it, now it was done. The Captains were not more careful in giving theſe good leſ- 
ſons and inftruRions, but the ſouldiers were as diligent to obſerve the ſame : and within a while 
their hearts and affections grew to be ſo linked and united together, that they forgat generally, in 
what degree and of what condition each ſouldier entred into ſervice... Whiles Gracchm was bur 
fied hereabout, the Embaſſadors of Cumes certified him, what kind of Embaſſage came unto them 
from the Campans, afew dayes before, and what anſwer they had returned: advertiſing bim 
that their fes ival day was to be holden tbree dayes after: that not only the whole Senat would 


be preſent, bat alſo the camp and army of the Campans. Gracchas having cemmanded the Cu-® 


manes to convey all that they had out of the fields and te rritories about, into their City, and them - 
lelves to keep within their walls: himſelf the day before the ſolemnity aforeſaid of the Catnpans, 
removed bis power to (wmes, and there incamped. .

The reſt of the army ſirſt fled firagling aſunder over the fields and through 
the woods ; but after wars, hearing by the voycethat Went, bow their captain was fled too Cor- * Cornero; 
nus the head City of that region, they retired chicher alſo And ſurely they had ip that one bat- 
tail, made an end of all war in Sardini a, but that the Armado of Carthage, upderthe leading of 
Aſdrubal (which by tempeſt had been caſt ppon che Baleaxe Iſlands) came in time to entettain 
the Iſlanders, in hope to rebel. Manliuss after it was noiſed abroad, that the Carthaginian fleet 


joyn with Aſdmabal. Who having landed his ſauldiers, and ſent the ſhips back again unto Car- 
chage, went for ward by the guidance of Herſcora, robhing and ſpoiling the Lands of the Roman 
confederats: and had come as far as Caraleis, but chat Aanlius with an army encoumred him 
vpon the way, and reſtrained him from ſo laviſh over. xunning and robbing the countrey. At 
the fir they encamped one againſt the other not far aſunder: afterwards, they began to put out 


out confli& a good while, and the victory ſtill remained doubtful (for the Sardinians were ever 
uſed to have the foil) bur at laſt , ſeeing every quarter fu]lof the Sardinians either lying along 
c dead, or running away, they alio were dik omfited: and as they turned theit backs and were a- 
bout to flie, the Romans wheeled about with that wing. Where with they had defeated the Gat- 
dinians , and encloſed them round, and fo they fell rather to killing than fighting any longer, 
12000 enemies were there {lain of Sardinians and Carthaginians together, about 3700 were 
takenpriſoners, and 27 military enſgns won. This was a nokle and famous battail, memorable 
eſpecially above all, for taking of theſe priſoners; namely, Aſdrubal the L. General, Hann and 
Mago, two noble men of Carthage. Mago was of the Barchine houſe, neer of kin and in bloud 
to Annibal, Hanno was the ſollicitor of the Sardinians to rebeilion, and no doubt, the principal 
Author of that war. Neither. was this field leſs famous for the overthrow of the chief comman- 
ders of the Sardinians : for both Hioſtus the ſon of Herſicora'was ſlain in fight: and alſo Herficors 
D himſelf, as he fled with a few Horſemen, hearing beſides other calamiries and loſſes, of the death 
of his ſon, in the night ſeaſon, becauſe he would have no man come between to Ray his purpoſed 
intent, killed himſelf, All the reſt eſcaped to the City * Cornus, as they had done afore, and chere * Cornero; 
as ina place of refuge ſought to ſave themſelves. But Manlius iollawing the train of his viory, 
came againſt it, and withinfew dayes was maſter ot it. Aſter this, other Cities alſo which had 
revolted, and turned to Herſicora and the Carchaginians;gave hoſtages, and yeelded by c 
ſition. And when Manlius had levied of them —— for the touldiers pay and corn liłe- 
wiſe, according to the power and ability or treſpaſs of each of them, he led his army back to 
Caraleis * and there having put the Gallies on the water, and embarked the ſouldiers that he had ; 
brought with him, he ſailed to Rome. and recounted unto the LL, of the Senat the utter ſubduing HOES

et helping band in vain, Howbeit he-promiſed,that he would not bring bis army into the territory,

« repard of one greater victory yet, and more renowned than tHe other. With this anſwer, and 
with honourable rewards beſides, he diſmiſſed the Embaſſadors, and gave them their oiſpatch. 
And leaving a ſmall guard to keep the Hill Tata, he tnarched in perſon with the reſt of his ax - 
my: againſt Vola. Thither alſo was Hanno come, out of the country of the Brutii, with the ſup- 
ply «hat he brought from Carthage, and the Elephants, Where, after Aunibal bad pitched his 


Tevtsnot:far from the Town, and made diligent enquiry, he found, that the caſe was far other- N 


wiſe, than it was reported by the Embaſſadors of his aſſociats. For Marcellus bare not bim- 
ſelf in any ot bis actions, ſo as it might be truly ſaid, that he blindly committed ought to the ha- 
zurd ot fortune, or raſhly adventured upon the enemy. For he never went a plundring without 
his ſcouts and eſpials, without ſetting ſtrong guards in due places, whereunto be might retire 
bimſelf in ſafety: but had a good eye fore him, and a wary regard and beedful forecaſt, 2 if he 
were ſto encounter. with Auuibal in perfon. And even then at that time, when be perceived, 
that the enemy approached and was coming, he kept his forces within the City: commanding 


the Senators: of Nola; to walk up and down upon the walls, and to ſurvey all over, and eſpie 
wWjuhat the enemies did, or were about.

cc repented therof. As fot the Nolans themſelves it they had been diſpoſed to turn with the wind, Om" 
ce and to change theirfaith and alleageanze,together with their fortune, they would have doneir 
« long beſote this: for now it was too late to flart & alter. Ii they had minded to yield themſelves 

. « unto Anibal they would never have ſent for a garriſon or, Romans: but ſince they wete now

C © already, and would take ſuch part as they, ſo long as they bad an honr to live, This emparl put 
Amnnibal clean behdes all hope of gaining Vel by treaſon. Tnereſore he beleaguered the town on 
every ſide, and inveſted it round about like a garland, to the end, tit in one wilant he might give 
the aſſault on every part of the walls. When Marcellus ſaw him under the walls he {cr his people 
firlt in battel aray within the gate and then with a great noiſe and tumult he ſuddenly ſallied out. 
At their firſt ſhock and onſet divers of the enemies were braten down and flain: but after that, 
chey tan from all parts to battel, and were come together with equal; forces the fight began to be 
hot and ſharp,and a memorable conflict it had been and few like it but that it rained and poured 
down ſo faſt, and with ſo many ſtorms and tempeſts, that it parted both the barrels, and ſtaid the 
ſight. So for that day, having with that ſmal skirmiſh kindled their courages, ard ſer their bloud in 

p beat, they retired back, the Romans within the City, and the Carthaginians to their Camp. How- 
beit, of the Carthaginians there were ſlain, upon the firſt ſally and charge given, not above thirty, 
and of the Romans not one man. This tempeſtuous ſhower of rain laſted all night long, and con- 
tinued ſtill, and never gave over untill nine of the clock before noon the next day. And therefore, 
albeit they were ſharp (et, and their fingers itched on both ſides to be a fighting, yet for that day 
they kept within their hold and ſtrength.

backs, and were driven into their hold. And when the Romans were deurous to aflail te 
ſame, Marcellus teconducted them to Nola, with great joy and congratulation eren of the Com- K 
mons there, who before, were more enclined and affected to the Carthaginians, There were wy 
of the enemies ſlain that diy above one thouſand, ſixteen hundred were take priſoners, nine- | 
teen military enſigns won, two Elephents gotten alive, and foure ſlain in the conflict. Of Ro- 
mus there were not killed all out one thouſand. The morrow afier they ſpent ( upon a truce 
concluded) in burying the dead that were ſlain on both ſides. Of the ipviis of the enemies 
Marcellus made a ereat fire. upon a vow pronounced unto Vulcan. Onthethird day, 1272 
horſemen of Numidians and Spaniards, one with another (upon ſome ſpleen and anger I be- 
leere, ar elſe for hope of more liberall entertainment and commodious gain) fled. from Anni 
baland turned to Murcellus: whoſe valiant and faithful ſervice ſtood the Romans in very good 
ſtead oftentimes ducing that war, And after the war was ended, the Spaniards in Spain, and I.

all, by many degrees: inſomuch, as when he ſerved under the Romans, ( laudius A ſſellus ouly, 
a Ciilzen of Rome, was able to match him in glory of good horſemanſhip and horſe ſervice, This 
Taxrea when he had ridden all about the troops of his enemies, caſting his eye every way to ſee 
if he could e py Clandius Aſeins, 'enquired at length cloſely, after hlence made, where about 
he was, and made ibis challenge unto him, That ſeeing he was wont in words to contend with 
him for valour and proweſe, he ſhould now determine the queſſion by the ſpear-poinc and 
dint of ſword, ard either be de poiled of his glorious armour, if he were overcome, or elle 
gain / the ſame with the victory. Which defiance being brought into the Camp to Aſelns bis 
cars; he made no more to do, but went preſently to the Tontul, to know whether he micht 
with his good leave and licencg out of his rank fight extraordinarily with his enemy that bad 
him combat. After leave. obtained, he armed himſelf immediatly, mounted on horſeback, 
and rode before the enemies corps de guard, oſtentimes calling upon Taurea by name, and bidding 
him come forth to encounter when oever he durſt, Now were the Romans by this time got 
ſorth of the Camp in great number to behold this combat: the men of ¶ apua likewiſe fllo{noc 
only the rampier of their ho;d but alſo the walls of the City to ſee this ſight. When as they 
had made ſome goodly flouriſh afore hand with brave ſwords and Rout — hes, to ſer out the 
actions they ſet ſpear in reft, and pur ſpurs to horſe, and juſtled together amain. Afterwards. 
havivg gotten the liberty of the ground they dallied one with another, trifling out the time, and 
' © makiogalong peece of Work of it, without giving or taking wound, Then quoth the Campan 
Knight to the Roman, This will be but a fight of horſes, and nor of hotſemen, unleſa we ride 
out of the open plain ground here into this hollow way, where having no ſuch ſcope to prick 
aut at large we ſhall ſoon come to hand gripes, andeloſe together.

their help and guidance he ſollicited tp rebellion the Greek Cities which continuedtbe 
TL more willing y in league and alliance with the Romans, becauſe they ſaw chat the Bruni N 
whom they both hated and feared ſided with the Carthaginians, And firſt he alas add | 
went in hand with Rhegium, where he ſpent certain daies to lecke or no purpoſe. In this mean 
time, the Inhabitants of Locri were bulie in carrying away with great haſte the corn, wood and 
ſeweland all things elſe, neceſſary ſor the uſe of man, out of the country into che City; becauſe 
they would lea te notbing or the enemy to prey upon. And daily more and more of them went 
out of the gates by heaps, ſo as at laſt there was no more left in the City, than thoſe that mere 
compelled to repair the breaches of the walls and the gates, and to bring into the turrets and bu 
warks ſtore of darts and other ſhot, Againſt this multitude and confuſed mixture of all ages, ſexes, 
and degrees ranging over the fields, whereof moſt were altogether unarmed; 4milcar the Cartha- 
7 ian ſent out his Cavalry: giving them direction and charging them to hurt no perſon. Theſe 0 
orſe men oppoſed their troops between them and home, only to exclude them out of the City, 
when they were ſcatte red one from another in flight. The General himtelf in perſc n encamped 
on a high ground, from whence he might vie the country and the City. And gave command · 
ment to acohort of the Brutii to approach the walls to call forth the principal Citizens of Lei 
to perl and by making promiſe of Annibal his frievdſhip, to perſwade and exhort them to yield 
up the town. At the firſt they gave no credit at all unto ihe Bratii whatſoever they ſaid : Bucaf- 
ter wards, when they diſcovered Hanne and the Carthaginians upon the hils, and heard 1 
* X * ſeywꝛ 
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A few ol cheir own Citizens that were fled" back & eſcaped;hoy all the reft ofthe multitudeè were 
faln wickin danger of che enemies, they madeanſwer, that they would confer and conſult there- 
upon wirn the body of ehe people. So ĩmmediatly they were aſſembled together. The moſt light 
headed perions were deſirous of a change and new alliance: they alſo, whoſe kinsfolk and friends 
were by the enemy intercepted and kept out of the Ciry;had their minds engaged and bound ſure 
enoughia#if chey had put in hoſtages: and ſome few who were well affected inwardly in heat, & 
liked of conſtancy and true loyalty, yet durſt not be kno wi thereof, and ſhew themſelves iq ſtand 
to it: ſv asthey all agteed in outwatd appearance, to ſurrender themſelres to the Carthaginians. 
And uſter they had doſely tonveĩghed into the haven, and embarked L. Atilius the Captain of the 
B gatriion, and all che Roman ſouldiers that ſerved under him to the end, that they might he tranſ- 

ported to Rhegium, they received Amilca and the Carthaginians into the City; with this condi- 
tion, chat preſently theteſhould be concluded a league upon equall and indifferent corenants and 
capitulations between them. But the promĩſe in this belia f ( when they had once yielded them- 
ſelves) was nothing well performed: whiles Amilcar charged the Lo. rians, with fraudulent diſ- 
miſſing and letting go the Romans: and they again alleaged for their excuſe, that they fled away, 
and made an eſcape, The horſemen alſo followed hard in chaſe by land, if haply either the tide 
might cauſe the ſhips to Ray in the current within che firaight, or driierhem a land. But thoſe 
whom they purſued: they could not overtake: matry, other (hips they eſpied croſſing the ſtreights 
fro Meſſer 4a to Rhegium. Roman ſouldiers they were ſent from Claudia the Prætor, to lie in 
C garriſonthere,and to keep the town. Whereuponthey preſently departed ſrom A hegium. 
As forthe Citizens of Locri, they had peace granted them by expreſs order and 4 rection from 
Annibal upon theſe conditions: Imprimis, That they might live free under their own laws: Item, 
That both the City and the haven ſhould remain ſſill in the hands ofthe Locrians. The ſubſtance 
of the covenant reſted and was eſtabliſhed upon theſe terms That the Carthagiaians and Locri- 
ans ſhould aid and aſſiſt one another mutually, both in peace and war. So the Carthaginians reti- 
red from the ſlreights notwithſtanding the mutter ing and mutmuring of the Brutii, becauſe they 
had left Rhegium and Locri untouched, which two Cities they made full account ro have ſacked 
and rifled. And theretore they of themſelves e en and pur in arms a power of fifteen 
thouſand of their own youth, marched forward to aſſail Cro: 04a Grecian City like wiſe, and ſea- 
p ted upon the ſea. Aſſuring themſelves, much to better their eftare, if they could be poſſeſſed of a 
port and ſea- town, fenced with Rrong wals and Bulwarks, This only troubled and perplexed 
their minds, that they durſt not, but ſend unto the Carthagimians for aid: fearing, lelt they might 
ſeem to have entted into action and war, without regard of the common good of their confe- 
derats, if they called them not: and doubting beſides, that if the General of the Carthaginians 
ſhould prore again, rather an arbitrator of peace, than a coad jutor in war, they ſhould fight in 
vain againſt the liberty of Croton, as they had done before againſt the City of Locri. Whereup- 
on they thought beſt to ſend Embaſſadors unto Aunibal for his warrant, and to be ſecured from 
him, that if Croton were recovered by the Brutians, it ſhould be ſub ject unto them. Annibai made 
anſwer, that this matter required conſultation of men preſent with them in place, and therefore 
E he put chem over to Hanno, from whom they received no certain anſwer to truſt unto, For wil- 
ling they were not, that a noble and rich City. as it was, ſhould be ſpoiled: and beſides, they were 
in good hope, that in caſe the Brutians ſhould aſſail it, and the Carchagintans all the while not 
ſeenʒ either to allow or help them in their enterprize, the Citizens would the more willingly re- 
volt unto them. The Inhabitants within Croton were not of one mind, and affed ed alike, For 
there was one malady that bad infected all the Cities of Italy, namely, the diſſention between the 
Commons and the Nobles. The Senators inclined to the Romans, the Commoners on the other 
fide too part with the Carthaginians, This diviſion within the City, the Brutii were by a fugi- 
tive runaway advertiſed of in theſe terms: namely: that Ariſtom achiu; the ring-leader and head of 
the Commons, minded to betray the City: that it was a wide, vaſte and deſolate town taking a 
P great qircuit of ground: and allthe walls being decaied and in ſundry places broken down, the Se- 
nators and the Commons kept their ſeverall guards and watches in ſundry quarters far aſunder, 
And look ( quoth he) where the Commons waid, there ye may enter at your pleaſure, Upon this 
intelligence and directiongiven by the fugitive, the Brutii environed the City round about: and 
being let in by the Commons at the firſt afſauit were maſters of all places. ſaving the Caſtle, The

. refuge, Thither fled Ariſtumachus alſo, pretending that he meant to deliver the City to the Car- 
nginians, and not to the Brytii.

From whenceas he was in his.joprney toward Rome againſt the grand Ele- 
ion of Magiſtrates, he proclaimed the ſolemn aſſembly of 15 people for that puxpoſe to be the 
pext Comitiall day that followed upon his arriyall thither: and to it fell our, that he went along 
the City de immediatly upon his journey, and came downitito ers field before he entredrhe, _ 
City, Upon which day, when it hapned that the Century of the youpger ſort was drawn out b ;

A ſnonld be charged wich three marriners, and one years pay. Item, That whoſoever were valued in 
the Cenſors book between 300000 and 10000co ſhould allow tive marriners, Item, That thoſe 
above that proportion ſhould ſer out ſeven, and every Senat ſhould provide eight mariners,and 
furniſh them with a whole years pay, According to this Edict, the mariners were ſet out well 
atmed and appointed by their Malters, and having with them aſorehand meat dreſſed and ſodde n 
to ſerve them thirty daies, they were embarked, This is the firſt time that everthe Roman Navy 
was furniſhed with ſailers and mariners, at the proper charges of private Citizens. | 

This extraordinary preparation more than uſuall, terrified the Campans molt of all other, for 
fear left the Romans would begin war that year with laying ſiege toCapus, Therefore they diſ- 
patched Embaſſadors unto Annibal, requeiting him to come nearer unto (ph With his forces, 
For why? at Rome there were new armies levied, for to aſſaii that City: and the Romans were noc 
diſcontented more with the revolt of any than of them. and foratmu.h as this meſſage was de- 
livered in ſuch haſte and fear, Anniba thinking ir good to make ſpeed, leſt the Romans prevented 
him, diſlodged and removed from Arpi,and encamped upon Trf./a over Capua in the fort, where 
he kept of old. Then, leaving tbe Numidians and Spaniards behind him both tognard the Camp, 
and alſo to defend Capua, he went down with the reit of. his army to the Lake AA vernut, pretend 
ing inſhew there to ſacrifice, but in very deed to Jound and ſolli. it P ueali and the garriſon there 
for to rebel. Maximys was no ſooner advertized that Annibal was departed from Arpi, and in his 
return to Camp nia; but he journied night and day, and never ſtaid, untill he was come again, 
and repaired to his army, And withall. he gave order and direction unto 7. Hracchun to remove 
with his power from Laceria,and todraw near to He nev tum: likewiſe unto Q Fabius the Pre 

tor, (who was the Conſul his ſon)ro ſupply the room of Grucchus at Luceria, At ine ſame time the 
two Prætors took their journey, and went into Sicily, P. Cornelia: to the army there on land and 

Od acilius to keep the ſea · coaſt, and to be admiral ot the Navy: and the reit ſpred them every one 

ioto their ſeveral Provinces, They alſo who had their authority and government continued ruled 

the ſame countries that they did before. | 

Whiles Annibal abode: at the Lake Avernus, there came unto him from Tartu um, five noble 
young Gentlemen{Roman aſſociars)which had been taken pritoners ſome at the pool Throſyme- 
nus, others at Canna, whom he had ient home inthe ſame inanner of curteſie, as he had ſhewed 
erer to all the Allies of the Romans. Theſe Gentlemen, in remembran e of his favours and bene- 
fits, made report vnto him, That they had perſwaded and induced a great part of the youth of 
ce Jar entum, to entertain rather the amity and alliance of Annibal, than of the people of Rome: 
<« and ſor this intent they were ſent Embaſſadors ſrom them, to requeſt 1o their name, that ir 
might pleale him to come nearer with his forces to Tarentum. For ſuy they, if they might but 

s onde ſee from out of Taremum his ſtandard and enſigns, and himſeli near encamped, the City 

cc would without delay be ſurrendred up into his hands. For the younger people had the com- 

« mons at their beck and commandment, and the commons ruled the whole Rate of Tarent um 

te at their pleaſure, Annibal aiter he had commended and thanked them, and withall loaden them 

with many fair and great promiſes, willed them to return home, to haſten and (er forward, and 
effect theſe intended deſignments, ſaying, that he would be there in good and convenient time. 

With theſe hopes the Tarentins took their leave, and departed. Annilal himſelf was wondertul- 

ly deſirous to be Maſter of Tarentum. He ſaw it was a noble City and a wealthy, ſeated alſo by the 

ſea- ſide, and a very commodious Port, looking and lying toward Macedonia: and well he wiſt 
chat King Phrl-p (it he ſhould paſs over into Italy ſeeing the Romans were poſſeſſed of Brunduſi- 
um) would atrire at chis haven. When he had performed the Sacrifice for which he thither came, 
and { whiles he made his abode there) fortaged allthe Territory of Cymes ,even as far as the Cape 
of the D romontory Miſenum: ſuddenly he turned his army and marched to Puteoli:ſor to ſurpriſe 
and give a camiſado to the fort and garriſon there. There were {1x thouſand of them within the 
town: and the place not only by natur all ſituation ſtrong, but alſo ſurely tortified by induſtry of 
man. Aanibal having Raied there three daies, and aſſa ied the fort and the garriſon on — Fg 
ſee ing he could not prevail nor effect any thing, went forward ſtom thence, and proceeded to the 
walling of the Territory of Naples, upon anger, rathet than any hope gf gaining the City, The 

Commons of Nola, who long time were diſcomented with the Romans, and at deadly ſewd 

with their own Senators; upon his coming into the territory and confines ſo near unto them, 

began to riſe in a commotion, Whereupon chere came Embaſſadors unto Anuibal requiring him 
to advance to Na, upon aſſured promiſe, that the ton ſhould be delivered into his hands, But 

Marcellut, who was ſent unto by the Nobles prevented this the ir plot and deſignment: and in one 

day he reached to Sue ſſula from Cales, notwithſtanding he made tome {tay to ferry oreg the river 

Hultur uns. Ando the next night he ſent into Nola 6coo foatmen and 300 horſe, for to aid and 

G defend the Senat. And like as the Conlul beſlitred himſelf with all peed and diligence, to make 

Nola ſure to him aforehand, ſo Annibaicontrariwileremporized, being not ſo ready now to cre- 
dit the Nolans 3 as having twice before given the like attempt, and to no purpoſe in the end, and 

therefore he trifled out the time and made ſmall haſte. eee 

At the ſame time alſo, Q. Fabius the Conſul came againſt Caſlinum which was kept by the gar- 

riſon of the Carthaginians . to ſee if he could ſurpriſe ir, And to Bencventum at one time as if - 
had been ſo agreed) came on the one fide, Hanno from the Brutii, wich a great power of ſoot and 
| horſe; and on another ſide, Grace hut from Luceria: who entted rhe town fitſt. From whence ſo 
: ſoon 
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and there waſted the Country, he himielf iſſued, and pitched lis tents within a mile of the ene · 
my: where he aſſembled all his ſouldiers together, purpoſing to make a ſpeech unto them. He had 
with him the Legions that confited moſt of voluntaries, who alzeady two years before, had been 
more willing to deſerve their freedom in ſilent manner: than to challenge and demand it with o- 
pen mouth. ,Howbeir,he percei ted when he departed out of the winter harbors, that they began 
to murmur and grumble in the army when they marched: and to complain in this wiſe, What?ſhal 
we never ſerve in the quality and condition of freemen? Whereupon he hed written unto the Se- 
nat and ſnewed unto them. not ſo much what they deſired. as what they deſer ed to have: cextia 


fying them, that unto that wo hog had done him good and valiant {ervice : and wanted nothing f | 


ſat e only their freedom, but they might go ſor true and law ful ſouldiers,Whereupon the Lords of 
the Senat had put it unt o his diſcretion for to do by them what he thought was expedient for the 
Cormop-weal, Thereupon, before that he ſhould join battell with the enemy, he pronounced 
theſe words before them all, and ſaid : That now the time was come, of obtaining and acqui- 
ring that liberty; which ſo long they hoped after, For the next: motrow they were to affront 
c thei enemies with banner diſplaĩed, and to fight in a plain and open ground, where withont 


« fear of any ambuſh the triall might be made with meer force and true valour: Wholberer there- 


«fore can bring me the head ofan enemy him my pleaſure & will ĩs, to make ſree imme diat ly:and 
& who ſo loſeth ground and retreateth, him will I chaſtiſe as a bondſlave ovght to be puriſhed, 
« Now every man hath his ſtate and condition lying in his own hands: and of your freedom, 


ce not only myſelf will aſlure you, but for further warrant ye have the allowance of A. 37arcellne 


«the Coſ. and generally of all the LL. of the Council, whole advice I ſonght, and who committed 
e unto my hands the ordering of your liberty. And withall he read the Conſuls letters. and the de- 
cree of the Senat in that behalf. Whe reat they ſer up a mighty cry, in token ot their aſſe nt and ap- 

robation, and called for battehand earnefily urged to givethe ſignal out of band. Ihen Gra <! ur 
Ln pronounced the nest day for batte},diimiſſed the aflembly, The ſon.dicrs were joyous e- 
ſpecially ſuch as were to hare their freedom in reward of one dates ſer ice, and bello ved the reſt 
of that day in making their armor and weapons ready. The morrow after, ſo ſoon as thetinmpers

began ro ſound: they were the fiſt of all other that preſented chemleives before the General his 


pavilion, well appointed and ready to fight: and by the tun ring Gratehus led forth Vis men into I. 


the field in order of battel. The enemies for their parcs were nothing behind, but for ard to en- 
counter them. They were in number ſeienteen thoufand of footmen moſt of them Brutii and Lu- 
cans: of horſemen, twelve hundred: among whom there were very few Italians, the reſt were in 
manner all Numidians and Moors, The fight was ſharp.and continued long, and for four hours it 
was not ſeen which fide had the better. No one thing elſe troubled the Romans more: than their 
enemies heads, which were the prizes to redeem the ſouldiers liberty. For as any had killed their 
enemies luſtily, they were tain fiſt with much ad, tu cut off their heads; within the ttoubleſome 
pteſs and tumult, and ſo to loſe time: and after that by reaſon that their right hands were emploi- 
ed and occupied with holding the ſame heads .it fell out chat the beſt ſouldiers gave over fighting, 


and the feeble daſtards and fearfull cowards only were to maintainthe confſict. Which when the M 


Marſhals ofthe field and Colonels repotted unto Gracrhus and namely. that there was nota ſoul- 


dier of the enemies ſtanding that was wounded and hurt any more: but they thæt lay along were 


hacked and he wed as it were by bmchefs :| and thit his own fou:dicrs inſtead of ſwords, held 


their enemies heads in their hands: he commanded in all haſte, that upona ſgnal giten, they 


ſhould flung away their heads ſrom them, and charge afreſh upon the enemies. For their valour 
and proweſs(ſaith he) was well enough {een already, and ev ident ly refiified, and ſo long as they 
wereſo hardy men and bare themſelves fo manfully they ſhould not need to doubt of their liber 
ty. Then the conflict began to be rene wed and withall. the horſemen charged the enemies: whom 


— 


the Numidians received with equall valour: inſomuch as the fight of tbe Caxalry Wag. as brave 


performed, as the orher of the Infantry: wherenpon once again the victory ſeemed doubttul co N 


which part it would encline: whiles in both hoſts che Generals teproached and debated the d- 
verſe part, Gracchus ſaid that the Brut and Lucans were ſo often vanquiſhed and tubdred by the 
Roman anceſtors: and Hanno again girded at the Romans, calling them bondſlaves: and ſouldiaꝶ 
let looſe out of priſon and hows of corre gion. At the laſt, (õrurehus declared alouds and {ajd; 
They were not to hope at all for their liberty, unbeſs that day their enemies were diſc omf ted and 
put to flight. This one word of his at length ſet their bloud in ſuch an heat. that they iſedaa ſteſu 
ſhout;& as if they had been caſt again in a he mould. they charged upon the enemieg/ſo violent 
y, that they could no longer be reſiſted and w ithſtood. Pirſt, they that ſought in the vangard of the 
Carchaginians were put ont of order; then they about their ſtendards and enſigus: and laſt of all; 


the whole battel was driven back and gare ground, Whetupon they fairly tutnedtheir backs, and 0 
fled ſo faſt one upon another into their Camp, in ſuch fear ànd fright, chat not ſo much as at the 


Very gates, nor upon the rampier, they ſtaid once, and turned again to make head : ſo as the Ro 
mans following them hard at the heels into their camp as ĩt were inone train pel · mel made a new

$kirmiſh even within the rampier of their enemies. Where the fight was not ſo cumberſome b 


reaſon of the ſtreightneſs of the room wherein they were pent bur che maſſacre and execution 

was as cruell and bloudy. The priſonets alſo that were among the enemies, in this confuſed con · 

flict and tumult joyned themſelves and luck cloſe togethet: and having caught up ſome ee 
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thence by the Colonels, 8 againto the camp, at wat time as Gracchus had ſummoned 


here, iter that the Pro-Conſul firſt had rewarded his old ſouldiers 
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check to choak him, That it was long of him and none elſe, that they bad not Ded quittance 1g 8 
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with the enemy, lor the overthrow & loſs received at Cansa. The day following A areellast 


down again into the feld, ready tq give battel. But Auni al, is one that ſecretly confeſſed himſels 


to be overcome, held himſelt cloſe within the ſtrength of his Camp; And on the third day, givi 
over all hope to get Nola, (an enterpriſe that never ſped well) he departed inchellill tin gef gie 
night toward Ir entuu upon a better and more aſſured hope to gain it by uesſon.

The civill affairs at Rome were — with no leſs courage at home, than the wars inthe 
field abroad. For the Cenſors, who by reaſon that the City treaſure waxed low, were caſed of their 


care of ſetting out the publike works of the City by the great: and having nothing elſe to do em- 
e — es in reformation of mens manners and chaſtiſing of vices and enormities,which x 


ung upon war: like as mens bodies, which by long and lingring fickneſs grown weak, ever 
anon b Pa new diſeaſes. And firſt they convented before than heb Citizens, who after — 


tel at Cauna, were ( by report) minded and diſpoſed to leave the Commom weal, and to d — 


of Italy. The ring - leader of them all was L. Cecilius Metellun, who hapned then to be Freaſurer 
of the City. He, with the reſt of that crue who were culpable in the ſame crime, were commanded 
to make their anſ wer and pl ead their caules: but when they were not able to clear and quit them. 
ſelves che Cenſors charged them openly, that they bad given out certain words, and made ſpeeches 
againſt the State, tending to a ſedition and — — abandon Italy. Next after them were 
cited to appear thoſe cunning and crafty companĩons àboveſaĩd, who with their over · ſubtill in- 


rerpteration and conſiruing of words, would ſeem to avoid their oath: thoſe captives, I mean; x 


who being on their way to Rome, came back ſecretly into the Camp of Anibal, and took them. 
ſelves freed and di(:harged, becauſe they had ſworn to return again. But theſe andthe others a 
forerchearſed, as many as ſerved upon the City horſes, had their horſes taken from them, were 
diiplaced our of their Tribe, and condemned all to loſe their voices, and to ſerve without Cir 

pay. Neither were the Cenſors carefull to correct the Senat: and reform the degree of the Knights 
only, but al o they proceeded to raſe out of the publike checkroll of the younger Citizens, the 
names of all thoſe, who tor four years ſpace had not ſerved in wars, as many, I lay ofthem, as could 
not juſtly plead and alledge, either ordinary immunity by law, or ſickneſs for their excuſe. And of 
theſe: were found guilty above 2000: who were awarded to be ᷑rarii, and all of them to be re- 


moved out of their tribe, And beſides this ſhameſull diſgrace and note of ignominy awarded by; 


the Cenlors, there paſſed a heavy decree of the Senat againſt them, to wit, That all chey whom 
the Cenſors bad thus ſcored and noted, ſhould be bound to ſerve on ſoot inthe wars, and be con- 
fined and ſent over int o Sicily, to the reſidue there of the atmy that remained at Canna. And no 
otheritime of ſervice and warfare was limited unto this ſort of the ſouldiers, but untill the ene- 
my were driven clean out of Italy. e LITeng 

Whiles the Cenſors, as is aforſaid, upon occaſion that the Cities ſtock was ſo'decayed, gave o- 
ver and forbare to bargain for the repairing and maintenance of the Churches and holy Temples, 
and for the finding and proviſion of chariot horſes for the State and ſuch like; there reſorted un- 


to them a great number of thoſe that were wont at the ſpear to taketheſe bargains at their hands

by the great, and for a groſs ſum of money: who exhorted the Cenſors to deal in thoſe matters 
ſtill and ta (er. let and enter into bargain with them, as if the City Chamber wanted no money: 
making this offer that none of them all vould demand paĩment out of the common Cheſt, before 
the wars were fully ended. | 


Then repaired unto the Cenſors the Maſters of thoſe bondmen,whom T. Sempronius had ma- 


numited and et itee at Beneventum, ſaying, that they were ſent by the Triumvirs,out of the office 
of the Bankers, called Aenſar in for toreteive again their monies, according as they prized and 
valued their ſlaves: bowbeit,they would not, before the war was finiſhed, And as the heatts of 
the Commons were thus favourably affected, to ſuſtam and ſupport the poverty of the rreaſure- 
houſe 5 ſo theftocks of money alſo that belonged firſt ro Orphans, and afterwardsto widows,be- 


gan now to be beſtowed in the Chamber of the City: and they that preſented and brought ing | 


thoſemoneys,beleeved aſſuredly, that they could not lay them up more ſure and ſafe; than in the 


publike credit and ſecurity of the City. And whatſoever out of theſe Rocks was disburſed and des - 


fraied,for to buy and provide any thing for the Orphans or widows aforeſaid, the treaſurers kept 
a book thereof, and noted it down in a regiſter. This kindnels and benevolence of private perſons 


unto their country, extended ir ſeli fromthe City, even as far as ro the Camp: inſomuch, that nei- 
sꝛbut rebuke and rate them that could find in 


ther horſeman nor Centurion would take their w 
their hearts to receive their pay terming them no better than mercenaries and hirelings, 

Now Q. Fabius the Conſul lay in Camp before Caflinam which City was kept with a garriſon 
of rwothouſand Campans, and ſeven hundred of Awwbatbis fouldiers, They had for their Cap- 


tain and Commander one S: ativs Metius, ſent thitherby Cn, HM agins Attellanus ; who for that 0 


as was Mediaſtuticus of Capua. He put the bondſſaves and Commons in arms, interming- 
ſed one with another, fot to enter upon the Camp ofthe. Romans, uhiles che Conſul was buſie in 
aſſault tg Caflinum. Fabius was nothing ignorant of all cheſe things; and therefore he ſent 
unto Nola to his Collegue there, ſignifying unto him, that there was need of a ſecond army to 
make head againſt the Campans, whiles the other; was employed about the aſſault of Cat 
me aud telling him beſides, that either he muſt himſelf come in perſon, leaving a mean gam 
ſon behind him at Nola: or elle if he might not be ſpared from thence, for fear of e 
ä | F | Annbasz 
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Annibal; he would ſend for T,Gracchw the Pro-Conſul,from Beneventum. Upon this meſſage, 
Mae cellut having left in Nola a guard of two thouſand ſouldiers, with thereſt of his forces, pre- 


ſented himſelf before Caſilinum: upon whole coming, the Campans who were ready to ſer for-

ward, ſtaiĩd themſelves and were quiet. So both Conſuls together jointly began to aſſault Cafili= 
num: where the Roman louldiers that raſhly came under rthe-walls received much hurt: and Fa- 
bins ſeeing little good done, judged ir beſt to ſurceaſe and give over the enterpriſe, being a ſervice 
of ſmall conſequence, and nevertheleſs very dangerous: and to depart from thence, ſecing there 
was buſineſs toward of greater importance, But Marcellus contrati wile was of opinion and ſaid, 
that as there were many things which great warriors were not to attempt: ſo it they were once 
taken in hand and the adventure given, they were not lightly to be given over and laid. aſide; ſor- 
aſmuch as in it lay matter of great conſequence, ſor tame and reputation, both waies: and ſo he 

revailed, that the enterpriſe was not neglected and abandoned, Wherenpon, there were manti- 

ets, and all other kinds of fabricks and engines of bettery and aſſault, bent againk rhe City: ſo as 
the Campans beſought Fabius, that they might depart to Capua in ſafety, And when ſome few 
were gone forth, Marcellus poſſeſſed himſelf of that gate wheteout they went: & thenthey ſell to 


kill and lay one with another, firſt about the gate: and aſter they had ruſhed once in, they put to

like execution thoſe allo within the City. Fifty there were or the eabout of the Campans that 
firſt got out of the town, and fled for mercy to Fabius: and they by his guard and ſafe conduct 
arrived at Capua. But ſee Caſilinum, through the lingring ſlackneſs of the Inhabitants that craved 
protection was by advantage taken of their long parley, and temporizing) won by the enemies. 
The captives, ſo many as were either Campans,or Annibal his ſouldiers, were ſent to Rome, and 
there chye up faſt in priſons. But the multitude of the rownſmen were diſiributed into ſundry Ci- 
ties ad joyning, and there kept in ward. | | | 

At the very ſame time that the Conſuls aſter their conqueſt, retired from Caſilinum, Gracehus 
being in the country of the Lucans, and having gathered and enrolled certain cohorts and com- 


panies of ſouldiers our of thoſe parts, ſent them out a torraging, under the conduct of a Captain 


of Allies, intòthe territories of the enemies. Hanno cncountred them as they ſtragled in ſcattering 
wite out of order. and ſet upon them. and paid his enemies again with the like defeat and loſs, or 
not much leſs than that which he had received at Beeuentum: and in great haſt withdrew him- 


D {elf into the country of the Brutii, for fear leſt Gracchus ſhou'd overtake him,

The Conſul Marcelins returned back to Nola, from whence he came, and Falius went forward 
into Samuiu m, to ſpoil and waſte the country, and to recover by force of arms the Cities which 
had revolted. The Samnits about Caudium were pitiouſly and gricvouſly damnified: their villa- 


ges in'alliffaces ſer on fire, their fields laid waſte and defiroyed, and great booties both of cattel 


and people drixen away. Six towns forced by aſſault, namely, Comp ulteria, Teleſſa, Coſſa, Mele, 
Fuiſula, and Orbitanium. In the Lucans country, the town of * Blandæ: and in Apulia, the City 
Ancæ was aſſaulted. In theſe towns and Cities, there were taken priſoners and lain 250 00 
of the enemies: of tugitives and runnagate traitors there were recovered 370, whom the Con- 
ſol ſent home again to Rome, and being thither come, they were all beaten and ſconrged with 


rods in the Comitium; and then pitched do yn headlong to the earth, from the rock Tarpeia; 
Theſe exploits were atchieved by Q. Fabius, within the compaſs of a few daies. But Marcellas 


by occafion that he lay ſick at Nola, was hindred from performing any feats of arms, The Præ- 
by force about the ſame timethe town Accus, and fortified a ſtanding camp planted before Art 
a n eee | ; | As; 

Whiles' the Romans were thus employed about theſe affairs in divers other places, Anibal 
was come unto Tarentum, to the exceeding erear damage and detriment of all places where he 
journeyed : but being once arrived in the territory of Tareatrez:, he began to march and lead 
higarmy molt peaceably,.. There he did no hatm at all, made no ha / ock nor once went out of the 
high way. And it was evidently ſeen, that all this was done not upon any modetty that appeared 


either in ſouldier or Captain, but only to win unto him the hearts of the Tarentins. But when 


he approached the walls of the City, and ſaw no commotion; nor inſurrection from thenee up- 

on the diſcovery of his Vanguard, as he thonght he ſhould, he pitched bis Camp almoſt. a mile 
fromithe town. Now had A. Valerius the Vice- hrætor, who was Admirall of the Fleet at Bran- 
duſiummſent I. Valerius his Lieutenant unto Tarentum, three daies before that Aunibal ſhew- 
ed himſelf before the wals; He had muſtred and enrolled the flower of the Nobility, and ſo be- 
ſtowed at every gates: and about the walls where need required; good guards for defence; with 
ſuch vigilant diligence both day and night, that he gave no opportunity and advantage either to 
the enemies to adrenture any aſſault, or te the doubtſull and untruſty friends to practice any trea- 


lon, So A»nihal, having ſpent there certain daies in vain; and ſeeing none of them who repaired 
unto him at the Lake? A vernus either to come themſelves; or to ſend meſſenger or letters: and 


faden that he had raſbly and foliſhly followed ain promiſes, and ſo was deluded ; diſ- 


lodged and removed from thence, And even then alſo he ſpired the territory of Tarent um, and 


did no hurt at all: and albeit his faĩned and counterſeit leiity and miidneſs hitherto tock no ef- 
ect: yer ſie hoped ſlill thereby to corrupt their faithfull alleageance to the Romans: and ſo he 
went to Sſapia. And ( by reaſon that midſummer was paſt, and he liked well of that place for 
a winter harbour ) he conteyed thither all the corn from out of the Tertitory of —

and Heracles, Then he ſent out the Numidians and Moors, to fetch booties and prizes from out 16 1 5 


of the Salentine country, and all the woods and chaſes next unto Apnlia from whence they drave 
of other cattell ſmall ſtore : but of horſes eſpecially they brought 13 11 numbers, ot which 
there were four thouſand divided amongſt the horſemen to be handled, broken, and made 
ntle, | 

The Romans ſeeing there was like to be war in Sicey,& the ſame not lightly to be regarded: x 
that the death of the Tyrant chete, rathergave the Syracuſians good Captains, than wrought a 
change in their minds, or altera tion in the cauſe: aſſigned unto MA. A arcellut; one of the Conſuls, 
that Province to govern. Preſently upon the murder of Hieronymus firſt the ſouldiers in the Le- 
ont in country, began to mutine and make an uprore, and bold] ſpake and ſaid, That the Kings 
death ſhould be expiate, and his obſequies ſolemnized with ſacrificing the bloud of conſpiratoxs. 
But afterwards, whenthey heard often icerared the ſweet name of liberty and freedom reſtored 
unto them: and that there was good hope that the ſouldiers ſhould have a largeſs dealt amongſt 
them out of the Kings Treaſure, and be under the command of Captains of better quality, and ha- 
ving beſides all this, a bedroll rehearſed unto them of the Tyrant his cruelty and foul fa &s, and of 
more filthy and loathſome luſts: their affections were lo altered that they ſuffered the body of their 
King tolie above ground unburied, whom a little before, they ſo greatly defired and wiſhed for, 
Now as concerning the conſpirators, whites the reſt of them remained behind to aſſure and poſ- 
ſeſſe themſelves of the army, Theoderus and Se ſis took the Kings horſes and rode pol, as hard as 


— 


erer they could to Syracwſa, for to ſurprize upon a ſudden all his followers and favourites (who x 


knew nothing of that which was done ) and fall upon them at unawares: but they were prevet- 
ted not only by the fame (which above all other things in ſuch caſes is moſt ſwift) but alſo by a 
courrier one of the Kings ſervants. Whereupon Andronodorus had ſeized beforehand of that part 
of the City which is called the Iſland, * with the Caſtle, and all other places that he could 
come at which were thought of any good importance; and them he fortified with good guards. 
Theodorus and Sohs being entred within the City at * Hexapylos after ſun- ſetting, in the twy- light 
and ſhutting in of the evening: and ſhewing the Kings royall robes all embrued with bloud, and 
the ornament and attire like wiſe of his head, he paſſed through * Thica, and called aloud unto the 
people to fight all at once for their liberty, and to arm themſelves, and willed them to repair into 
* Acradina, The people ſome of them ran out into the ſtreets, others ſtood in their entries and 
porches, divers looked out at the windows from within their houſes, and asked what the matter 
might be? Erery place ſhone with torch and creſſet- light, and was filled with ſundry garboils and 
burlyburlies, As many as were in arms gathered together in the openplaces of the City thoſe that 
were uvnarmed, took down off the Temple of Jap. Glympius the ſpoils of the Gauls & cht Illyrians, 
which the people of Rome had given as a preſent to K. Hiere, and which he ſer aloft for s memorĩ- 
Ul: praying unto J piter that he would vouchſafe them this gracious favour, as to beſtow thoſe 


acred weapons & harneſs upon them that meant to arm themſelves there with, for the defence of 
their country, ſor the maintenance of the Churches and ſhrines ofthe gods, & for rhe recovety of 


their liberty, This multitude alſo joyned with che corps de guurdss: that in the principal quarters of 
the City, were beſtowed in places convenient, Bur Audrynodorus amongſt other places thathefor- 


tiſied; made ſure alſo with ſirong guards of armed men the publike garners of the City within the M 


Illand. There was a place encloſed round about with four- ſquare ſtone, and built ſtrongly like a 


fortreſs ; this was poſſeſſed by the youth that had been appointed for to guard and defend that 


quarter : and they ſent meſſengers into Acradina, to ſignifie that the garners and the corn were 
kept by them to the behoof of the Senat. And on the morrow at the break of day, the whole peo · 
ple, as well armed as unarmed, aſſembled together in Acradina within the Palace, And there before 
the altar of Concordia which in that place ſtood erected, one of the principal and chief Citizens, 
named Pelyneus, made an Oration unto them all, with frankneſs of ſpeech enough, tending unto 
liberty and yet ſeaſoned with modeſty & moderation, in this wiſe: © Men ( quoth he)that have gx- 


& perience ef ſervitude and other indignities, fall to abhor the ſame, and their ſtomacks rilea- 


« gainſt them as known evils, But as fot civill diſcord, what calamities & miſeries it btingeth with 
det the Citizens of Syracuſe haveheard their fathers te]l,and not ſeen and taſted themſelves. That

t to betray Syvacuſeto the Romans, But Appius began to keep his Armada at anchor in the 
very mouth of the river, liſtning to know what heart and hope they of the contrary faction had, L 
toꝛeffect that which they int Much credit was given (as it ſnould ſeem)unto thoſe flanders- 
and lewd ions: ĩinſomuch as at the firſt, the multitude ran to the waters (ide in a great hur- 


ry and tumũ. tuous manner te hinder cheir landing; ic haply they acremptedic. In this troubleſome 


confuſibn of all things, it was thong good, that the people ſhonld meer together to deliberite 


hat was beſt tobe done: In which aſſembly, whiles ſome drew one way, others haled and pulled 


anhtner way, and were at the point to mutine and grow to a ſedition, Apollonsdes, one of the prin- 
cipall and chief Citizens, made a ſpeech to very good purpoſe for preſervation of the publike 
peace, and thus he ſaid: Never was there any City mearer , either to hope of aſſured ſaſetyʒorto 
« fear of utter deſtructiom than this of ours at this preſent. For if all would go one way together; 
<< ad with one ac cord either encline to the Romans, or bend to the Carthaginians, there were M 
c not a City under the cope of heaven; whoſe Rate were more happy and tortunate thun ours. 
« But incaſe we de diſtracted, and the Common-weal go divers wales, there would not be more 
< hitter and cruell war between the Syracuſians and the Romans, than among the Syracuſians 
« cheinſelves: when within one and the ſame walls; there ſhould be banding one againſt another, 
<Yand each ſide have their forces, their armor, and their Cr Captains of their own. And therefore 
« weoyght of all hands to endeavour what we can, that all may be of one mind and draw in the 
<6 ſame line. As for the main point no inqueſtion, Whether ſociety and alliance be the better 
ct and more commodi ous, the Romans or the Carthaginians, is a matter of fat leſi moment and 
importance than to be conſulted and fludied long upon. Howbeit, in chooſinꝑ our friends and 
« alles, we are to be directed by the authority and act of Hiero, rather than of Hieronymus: and N 
« to prefer that amiry which we have tried for fifty years in much felicity; above a:friendſhipfor- 
t the preſent unknown, and ſometime heretofore found unfaĩthfull. It maketh ſome what alſo, to 
© reſolve upon this courſe, that incaſe we ſhould deny peace and ailiarce to the Carthaginians, 
cee need not preſently go to war with them: but with the Romans wemuſt out of hand make 
ce account either of peace, orelſe of hot wars. This ſpeech of bis the leſo that it ſavonred of ficti- 
ous pattiality and affection, the more authority and ſway it carried with it. And beſides thedeli- 
beration of the Prætors and choice Senators, the advice allo of the martiall men were taken And 
therefore the Captains of all their own enſigns and companies yea, and thegreat Commandem of 
8 o fit in cogerher with them, Wbenthe 
matter had been often debated, and much contention aud hot words paſſed between, at the laſt; O 
becanſe there appeared no colourable reaſon or cauſeto make war with the Roma os 
that a peace ſhould be concluded, and chat together with their Embaſſadors; there ſhonld be o- 
thers alſo from them toratiſie andconfitin the thig. 40 491 
bee paſſed not many daies between; When our of the Leontins country there arrived cet · 
tat Orators, to crave help and ſucoour forthe guard and defence of their marches; This Em- 


baſlage ſeemed to come very fitly and in good time, for to exonerate and rid the City of the un- 


ly nd diſordered multitude, & likewiſe to ſend out of the way their Captain and ringleades. 
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450 Hippocrates the Pretor was commanded to lead thither the fugitive Rxangers; Many alſo of 
the mercenary ſouldiers, that were waged to help them in their wars,accompanied them: ſo as in 
all, the number amounted to four thouſand, This expedition and journey contentedgreatly as 
well the ſenders and ſetters of it out, as alſo the parties themſelves that were ſent forth. For theſe 
of the one ſide had a good occaſion bon offered them, to contrive achangein 
State(the only thingthat ſo long they had deſired) and thoſe of the other, were right glad, chat 
the fink(as it were) of the City was now well ſcoured and voided away. But this was like the pal- 
liative cure of a ſore, and a lightning for the preſent ofa ſick body: whereby it might ſoon after by 
relapſe fall back, as it were, into a recidive, and a worſe diſeafe and more dangerous than the o- 
cher, For Hippocrates began at firſt to make todes by ſtealth into the confines bordering upon the 
Roman Province, and thereto waſte & ſpoil:afterwards when Appius had ſent a power of men to 
defend the frontiers of his confederats, he charged with his whole power upon that guard that 
was oppoſed againſt him, and ſlew many of them. Whereof, when Afarc:llus was advertized,be 
difpatched Embaſſadors 1ncomtinently to Syracuſe, tocharge them with. the breach of peace: and 
to give them to underſtand, that there would never be wanting ſome occaſion or other of quar- 
rell and war, unleſs Hippocrates and Epicides were removed, and ſent far enough out of the way, 
not only from Syracuſe, but alſo quite out of S:cily, Epieider ſor ear leſt if he remained preſent in 
the City he might be charged and brought in quettion, for the fault and treſpaſs of his brother ab- 
ſent, or be wanting for his part, in the raiſing of new war; went himſelf alſo in perſon into the 
Leontins country: and ſeeing them there forward enough ofthemſelves, and provoked already 
againſt the Romans, began alſo to alienate and turn their hearts from Syracuſe, For in theſe terms 
he ſuggeſted and informed againſt the Syracuſians: namely, how they had capitulated with the 
« Romans. that all the Cities and Nations which were under the Kings, ſhould be ſub ject unto

ce berty, unleſs they rule alſo like Lords and Kings, I would aviſe and counſell you therefore, to 
« ſend word unto them and give them to underſtand, that the Leontins likewiſe deem it good 
cc reaſon, that they ſhould themſelves be free: in regard e ther that the tyrant was killed within the 
ground oftheir City, or becauſe the firſt alarm for liberty began there, For they leaving and a- 
0 2 ndoning the Captains there that followed the King ran at once from thence to Syracuſe. And 
« therefore they are (ſaith he)to raſe that aforeſaid article out of the infirument of the covenants, 
« or not to accept at all of peace with that condition, Soon were the multitude perſwaded here- 
unto, And therefore wheii the Embaſſadors of t he Sytacuſians came to the Leontins, both to make 
complaint for killing of the Roman Corps de guard, and alſo to command peremptorily, that Hippo- 
crates and E picides ſhould depart either to Locri, or to what other place they would rather chuſe, 
ſo they went their waies and voided clean out of Sicily: they returned unto them this Rout an- 
{wer again: that neither the Syracuſians had any commiſſion and warrant from them, to make 
peace with the Romans in their name; neither would they be tied and obliged to any conſedera- 
cy made by others than their own ſelves. This anſwer the Syracuſians made report of to the Ro- 
mans, and ſaid plainly, © That the Leonrins were not under their juriſdiction. to be ordered and 
e cenſured by them: and therefore, any thing compriſed in the league with them notwithſtand- 
ce ing, the Romans might war againſt them without breach of any covenant: and in that war they 
<« would not for their parts fail them, but do their beſt: upon condition, that when they were once 
<« ſubdued, they might be reduced again under their obedience, according to the covenant com- 
rehended in the League. Whereupon Marcellus with his whole power went forth againſt the 
p ot 8 p | 8 
Leontins, and ſent for Appin alſo, to aſſail them on the other fide: and ſo hot were his ſoyl- 
diers in this ſervice, and bare themſelves ſo reſolute, for anger that the guard was ſlain, during che 
time that there was treaty of peace between that at the very firſt aſſault they won the City. Hip- 
pocrates and Epicides,after they (aw the wals ſcaled, and the gates of the City broken open, betook 
themſelves for theit ſafety, with ſome few into the Caſtle, from whence by night they made a ſe- 
Feret eſcape, and fled to Herbeſus. = | | 
As the Syracuſians marched irom home with a power of eight thouſand armed men, and were 
come forward, as far as to the river Ayla, they met with a meflenger,who told them that the Ci- 
ty Leont ium Was forced. They reported other news beſides, as well lies as truths, one wich ano- 
ther, namely, that rownſm&@ and ſouldiers indifferently without reſpe& exe put to the word 
that he thought verily, there was nor left one alive of fourteen years ofage and upw ard; that the 
City was put to the ſack, and all the rich mens goods · were given away. At this fo fearful and hor- 
rible news, the army aid and went not forward; And when they all were greatly troubled, their 
Leaders 85% and D jomener; conſulted what to do. This loud lie aroſe not upon nothing, but was 
_octakioned by miſtaking of a Mutter. For there were ſcourged and beheaded of fugitive traitors. to 
G the gamber &f ewo thouſand, But of Leomcins and other ſouldiers, there was not one hurt after 
_ theCity was loſt. And every man had all tis own goods reſtored unto him again: ſaving that on- 
ly which in the firſt hurlybürly of a City newly won hapned to miſcarry and periſh, Howbeir up- 
on chis bate report, they neicher could be induced to go forward to the Leontins, ef ee 
and gtievieg thar their fellow ſouldiers were ſo betrayed and murdered, nor yet to abide there ſti 
for to ene & and hearmoxe certain tidings. The Pretors percei ing cheir minds diſpoſed to re- 
volc, and et hoping chat chis mutinous fit of theirs would not continue long, in caſe the Captains 
and heady U their fury aud folly were once rid out ofthe way led the army to Megara: _ 
L | l them 
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themſelves id perſon with a few hotiemen toward Herbeſw, hoping to gain the City by treaſom li 8 
whiles they all there were aſtrighted. But ſeeing that enterpriſe would not prevail, they minded to 
ule forcible means. Ihe morrow after they diſlodged and raiſed their Camp from Megara, purpo- 
ſing with all their forces to aſſail Herbeſus. Hippocrates and Epicides ſuppoling this to be the only 
way for chem, althongb at the firſt ſight not the ſafeſt,(confidering all hopes beſides were cut off) 
namely, to put themſelves into the hands of the ſouldiers, who were for the moſt part acquainted 
with them, and beſides, upon the bruit of the execution and maſſacre of theit teilow ſouldiers, 
throughly chafed, went out to meet the army. The formoſt enſigns in the forefront, hapned to 
conſiſt of thoſe fix hundred Cretenſians, who in the wars of Hieronymus had ſerved under them, 
and received a fav our and benefit at Aunibal his hands. For being taken priſoners at T hraſymenys, 1 
among other auxiliaries that came to aid the Romans, they were ſer at large and ſent away with- 
out ranſom, Whom when Hippocrates and Epicides knew by their colours, habit, and taſhion of 
their armour,they held out branches of olives and other vails and rokens of ſuppliants, beſeeching 
them humbly to receive them, and being once received, to vouchſafe to protect them, and not to 
deliver them into the hands o t the Syracuſians: by whom they ſhould ſoon be yielded unto the 
people of Rome, for to be murdred and cut in peeces. At this they all cryed aloud with one voice, 
and willed them to be of good chear. for they ſhouid fare no worſe than their own ſelves, U 
this communication the enſigns Raid, and the army ſtood (till and marched not forward: but the 
generall Captains wiſt not as yet what the cauſe might be of this ſtay. After the rumour was ſpread 
chat Hippocrates and Epicid:s wete come, and that all the hoſt throughout by a generall applauſe K 
ſeemed to like well of their coming: the Prætors incontinently ſer ſpurs to horſe, and rode for- 
ward apace to the foreſront of the vanguard,demanding of che Cretenſians, what manner and fa- 
ſhion this was of theirs ?. and how they durſt be ſo bold, as to parl and talk with enemies? and 
without licenſe of their Prætors to entertain them within their companies? And herewith they 
gave commandment, that Hippocrates ſhould be apprehended and bound ſure with chains. At 
which word the Cxetenſiaps ſer up ſuch a cry, and the reit ſo anſwered it again with the like, that 
it was well ſeen, in caſe they had proceeded forward as they began, they ſhould hare incurred 
themſelves no ſmal danger. And thus in great perplexity, and (ear of their own lives, they comman- 
ded to tu enhgns, and retire unto Megara, from whence they came; and diſpatched meſſen- 
gers prelently to Syracyſe;to ſigniſie in whatterms they flood, Hippocrates ſeeing the ſouldiers ęi- I 
ven to be ſuſpitious and ready to beleeve every thing,deviſed a cunning ſhitt bei: des, in this man- 
ner. Alter he had ſent out certain of the Cretenſians to beſet the waits between them and Syra- 
caſe, he pretended that they had intercepted ſome letters from thenœ, which he read unto the 
ſouldiers, and were indeed framed and indited by himſelf. The tenor af the letters ran in this form: 
The Prætorg of Syracuſe; to M. Marcellus their ſriend, greeting. Aftet theſe ſalutations and com- 

« mendations premiſed, as the manner is it followed written thus: you have done well and or- 
dexly in ſparing none at all of the Leontins. But all other mercenary ſouldiers beſides are in the 
ce ſame Predicament: neither will Sracuſabe ever in quiet, ſo long as any forrain aid be either in 

e che City, or in yourarmy. And cherefore our advice and counſell is, that you would endeavour 

c to get them into your hands, who with our Prætors are encampee$before A ſegara, and by exe - M 

& cutionot them to deliver and ſet Syracuſetree in the end. % na a 

The contents ot theſe letters were not ſo ſoon read, but with ſuch an ontcry and alarm they 
ranto their weapons on all hands, that the Prætors amidſt this garhoil were fain to tide away as 
faſt as they could gallop, toward Syracyſe,. But although they were fled, the mut iny nevertheleſs 
continued and was not appeaſed: for the ſouldiers fell upon the Syracuſns that were in the camp 
amongſt them. and they had all drank of the ſame cup, and not one eſcaped; but that Epicides and 

Hippocrates came between, and oppoſed themſelves againſt the multitude in this their ſurions 

rage not upon any pitifull compaſſion that was in them, or regard of common humanity-, but be- 

cauſe they would not cut themſelves from all hope of return: and befides,ttiey were not only de- 

ſirous to have the ſouldiers themſelves affectionate unto them and faithſull, and wihallinfead N 
of. hoſtages: but alſo purpoſed, by this ſo great deſert, firit to gain and win unto them the kib(- * 
folk and triends of thote ſouldiers, and afterwards to oblige and bind them faſt by ſo good a paun 
and ꝑage, temaining Rill among them. And having good experience, with how ſmall a puff and gale 
of wind the common people turneth every way, they ſuborned a ſonldier, one of them who was: 
beſieged within the City of Leontiumy to carry news to Syracuſe, ſuting with thoſe falſe ridings 
that were reported at the river Ayla: ye. to aver che ſame confidently upon his own know. 

ledge, and tell things that were doubtfull, as if they were moſt certain, [and by himſelf ſeep and 
known: thereby to tis up men to anger and indignation. This fellow was not only credited of 

the common multitude, but alſo being brought into the Council-Houſe, he greatly moved the 

Senat: inſomuch as ſome of them; mort light oſ beliete than others, gave it out openly and ſad, O 

4 That it was happy; that the avarice and cruelty of che Romans was = diſcovered among the 
Leontins. And god bleſs us from them here. Fot if they fer ſoot; once within Syracuſe, they 

ce would commit the like outrages, yea, and orſe too a great deal, and more horrible 5 as they: 

5: ſhould find there greatet matter to work upon, and to ſatisſie their covetous and greedy appe” 

©tite tothe full. Wheteupon they agreed in generall, to ſhut che gates, and to ſtand upon their 

guard, and defend the City. But they all feared not alike, nor hated the fame perſons, For the ma- 
tiall men in a manner every one, and a great part of the common people abhorred the he ee 
v1 ; 2 omans : 
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A Romans: the Prators,and ſome few of the principal Citizens, albeit they were in the huff, and 
poſſeſſed wich the falſe report aforeſaĩd, yer they had more regard to provide for a miſchief that 
was more imminent and near, and . to fall upon their heads. And now by this time 
Hippocr ates and Epicides were come before Hexapylos, Wichin the City, the kinsfolk and friends 
of thoſe Citizens which were in the army. drew together in conventicles,conferred among them- 
ſelves to ſer the gates open and agreed to haue the common country of them all, to be detended 
againſt the violence of the Romans. Now, when one only wicker of Hexapylos was opened, and 
they ready to enter inthereat,the Prætors came upon them in the manner. Ard firſt they com- 
manded by word of mouch and rhrearged them 3 after that, by vertue of their place and autho- 

B rity,chey.ſcemed to fright and tercifie them : and laſt of all, ſeeing nothing could prevail, forget- 
ting their own dignity and ma jeſty of their calling, they fell to pray and entreat them not to be- 

cray their country to theſo, who aforetime were the inſtruments and ſuppoſts of the Tyrant, 

and now: . the army. But ſo deaf ear gave all the multitude in this their rage and 

furious ſit vunto the Pratoꝶ that they within; as well as without, ſct their hands to, by all forci- 

ble means, to buiſt down the gates, and ſo when they were all broken open, the army was let in 

fafe,and received within the Heraplot, The Prætors fled for refuge with che youth and ſtrength 

of the Citizens into Acradina. The mercenaries, the fugitives, and all the ſouldiers that were left 

in Syracuſa (of them whoſerved the King) joyned to the army, and augmented their ſorces. And 

ſo Acradina alſo, was upon the firſt aſſault won. All the Prætors, but thoſe that eſcaped by flight, 


Cd ſared themſelves in the midſt of this hurry were ſlain: and the night coming upon them, ſtaid 


the maſſacre. The day following, all bondſlaves were called to receive the cap, and made free: the 
priſons were ſet open, and the priſoners let go at large. And this confuſed rabble and multitude of 
all ſorts created Hipporratyr and EpicidesPrecors, And thus Syracuſe, having tor a ſhore time li- 
berty ſhining favourably upon it, fell again into her old ſervitude. | 

When news hereof came to the Romans. incontinently they diſlodged and removed the camp 
from Leantiumʒand marched directly towards Syracyſe, It hapned the ſame time that the Embai- 
ſadors ſem from A pnias by the way of the haven, were embarked in a galleace of five banks of 
oars: but another galley of four banks which was ſent before, was not ſo ſoon en red into the 
mouth of the harbour, but ĩt was taken: and the Embaſſadors hardly, and with much ado eſcaped 
in the other. And now, the world there was grown to this paſs, that no laws of peace, no, nor fo 
much as the very laws of arms were obſerved but broken clean: at what time as the Roman ar- 
my lay in camp a mile and an half ſrom the City, at Olympiam, the Temple of Jupn er. For when it 
was thought meet to ſend Embaſſadors from thence, Hippocrates and Epicides with their follow- 
ers excountred them without the gate, and charged them upon their perill not to enter the City. 
The Roman Orator alledged, and ſaid, That he came not to proclaim war againſt the Syracuſi- 
« ans, but to bring aid and help, as well unto thoſe, who having eſcaped out of the midſt of the 
« ſlaughter fled unto the Roman Camp, as alſo unto them, who being kept under with fear, en- 
ce dure bondage and thraldom more miſerable than baniſhment, yea, and death it ſelf, Neither will 
the Romana (ſaith he) put up that ſhamefull and crnell murder of their Allies without due re- 
EC . And therefore; if thoſe perſons who were fled for ſuccour unto them, may return home 
« ſaſely into their country:ifrhe authors of that maſſacre abovelaid,be delivered into their hands: 
« and if the Syracuſians may enjoy again their liberty, together with their laws, there ſhall not 
e netd any hoſtility or war. But in caſe theſe conditions be not performed they would perſecute 
with fire and ſ word, all fuch as ſhall hinder and ſtand againſt the ſame, whoſoever. | 

To this Epicides framed his words in this wiſe : © It (faith he) ye had any meſſage andcommilſ- 
c ſion to part with my brother and me, we would return you an anſwer accordingly, In the mean 
<« while ye were befl be gone for this time, and return again when the City and ſtate of Syra- 
ce ſe ſhall be under their governance, unto whom ye were ſent. As for war, if the Romans think

it good to deal that way, they ſhal find and know by experience, try when they would, that it is 


Fec obe thing to aſſail Syracuſaand another to ſet upon Leontium. And ſo leaving the Embaſſadors, 
« he made the gates faſt againſt them. We 
From this time forward, the Romans laid ſiege unto Syracuſe, and began to beleaguer it both 
by {ea and land at once. On the land fide at Hexapyles; hy water at Acradina, upon the walls 
whereof the ſea beateth. And like as they won the City of the Leontins, by terrifying them at the 
firlt aſſault, and therefore diſtruſted not, uit chat they ſhould force and enter this alſo, one fide or 
| other,” being ſo large and vaſt as it was, not compact, but built ſo ſcattering, one part far aſunder 
from anpther, they ached with all their fabricks,engins, and ordnance of battery againſt the 
walls, Which emerpriſe of theirs, ſo reſolutely begun, hotly and forcibly followed, had ſped 
well and taken effact, if one man at that time had not been in Syracuſe, Archimedes was he, a ſingu- 
Ge Aſtronomer, A rere man for contemplation and behold g the sky with the Planets, and = 
ſtart therein fixed i but a more wonderfull engineir tor dex iſing and framing of artillery,ordnance, 
fabriaks and inſtruments af war, whereby he would with very little ado, and at eaſe, check and 
fruftrate all the inventions which the enemies wich ſo great difficulty had prepared for to give 
the aſlault. This cunning artificer and admirable workman had planted engins of all ſorts upon 
the curtain of the wallavhich ſtood on certain hills, and choſe not of even height : and having for 
the moſt pan high places that yielded hard acceſſe,-and ſome other low agaitz y hereunto men 
might come un even & plain ground, he ſimed and furniſhed every place accordingly. Now Mar-

C from ta. So wholly ſeemed both narions,as well Romans as Carthaginians, acfuſed upon no- 
thing now but Sic;ly, Himilco making fall account to ptey U the Roman Legion which was 

(ſet a land ae Pahον m as they (hould come to Syatuſe ; miſſed of the tight way to meet with 
them: for he marched and led his power fat within land higher in the country, but the Legion 
coaſted along by the ſea fide,accompanied as it were with the fleet which flanked them: and came 
to Pachinus unto Appius Claudius, Who with parc of his ſott es went our to meer them on che way. 
But the Catthaginians made no long Ray about Syracuſe. For Bomilcar having ſmall truſt and con- 
fidence in his ſnips, conſideringthat the Romans wete coming toward him with a fleet, and were 
twice as man in number: and withall ſee ing, that by ſo joining thefe, be did no other good but 
with his company impoveriſh and eat out his friends, ſp;edand hoiſed vp ai, and with à merry 
D wind paſſed over into Affrick, Himilco alſo, who had dogged and followed atter Marcellus in 
vainas far as Syracaſe, to eſpy ſome good opportunity and vantage to bid him batteſt, before he 
joyned with a greater power: ſeeing chat he was hereof diſappoĩnted and the enemy lying about 


Syracuſe ſafe and ſecure, as well in regard of their forrifications,as their fortes: becauſe hewould 
not amy longer time to no purpoſe in ſitting there ſtill, to look upon their Allies how they 
were beſieged, he diſlodged and removed from thence: attending, wherefoerer there Were an 
bu bkelihood of revolt from the Roman, thither to come with his army, and hew him- 

in perſon to encourage and annĩmate by fits preſence thoſe that favoured his part. Andfirſt he 
recovered Mergantia, where the Romangarrifon was betrayed by the inhabitants, and delivered 
unto his hands. Into which City the Romans hall conveyed greatſtore eee 


E viſion of all ſorts. Upon this revolt, other Citĩes alſo cook heart unto theni, and the Roman gãti- 


ſons were either thruſt and driven out of the Caſtles and Fpftreſſes, or elſe ere preacherouſſy be- 


trayed ſurpriſed, and deſtroyed. 5 | 

The City ona, ſeated upon an high bill, and on every ſide inacceſſcbſe as it was by natuxall 
ſituation of the ground impregnable,ſo ic had a ſtro vurrifitn within the Caſtle. and a aprain of 
thatgarriſon,one,char was not ſo eaſie re d and over - raught b deceirfullerains, His 
name was Pizarius,a witty man, and hardy withall.

Then Hipporrat es fetired to urgantia and Himilcoto Agrigent um: who were ſent fot by the 
conſpjeztors and rraicors within Eun and approached with their ſort es, but to no purpoſe. Aar. 


Calls retutned to the Leontins countty: and after he had brought into the Camp corn and ther 
victualsʒ and left there a mean guard, he preſented himſelf to the ſege that lay before Syracuſe. 
And when he had ſetir Appius Claudius ro Rome to ſue forthe Conſulſhip, he committed the 
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charge in his room of the Atmado there, and the old leagyer into T. Qinius Criſpinus. Himſelf 
ere&ed and fortified his Wintring harbours five miles from Exapylos, at a place which men call 
Leontia. And theſe were the affairs of wo unico che beginnin» of winter. 

In the ſame ſutnmer the war began likewiſe wich King Philip which long beſore had been ſuſ- 
pected. For there came Embaſſadors from Oricam io M. Valerius the Prætor Admiral of the fleet, 
tot the defence of Brunduum, and the ſea · coaſt thereabout of Calabria, and made teport that 
Philip firſt affaied to win Apollonia, and was come up the rit er with ore hundred and twenty 
light gallies, or foiſts with to ratiks of oares againſt the ſtteam: and aſterwards, ſeeing he could 
not ese his purpoſe ſo ſpeedily as he vr ph privily by night he approathed with his army to 
Oricum: and that the City, ſituate upon 2 in, neither ſtrongly ſer. ed wich walls nor well man- 
ned with ſouldiers, nor yet furniſned with armor and munition, wis at the firſt aſſau. t ſurpriſec 
and won. And as they recounted theſe ne ws, ſo, they beſought him to grant aid and ſuce dur: and 
to make head againſt this undoubted enemy of the Romans, either by Land, or tor-es at Sea, and 
to chaſe him away from them: who for no other reaſon were by him aſſailed, but becauſe they 
were hoer neighhors to fly. A. Valerius leaving the guard of that place to T. Valerius his Lieute- 
nant Genetal, wich a fleet of ſhips well rigged turniſhed & appointed; and having embarked theſe 
ſouldiets (which the gallies for war would not receive) in che merchants ſhips of butden, arrived 
at Oricam on the ſecond day after : atid finding that City kept with a ſmall and flight gatriſon, 
which Philip when he departed from chence had left there, tecorered it without much reſſtance. 
Thither repaired to him embaſſadors from Apollonia, Wh brought word that they were beſieged; 
becanſe they refuſed to revolt from the Romans: and were not able to ho. d out any longer 2gainſt 
the fotcible attempts of the Macedonlans, unleſs a garriſon of Romas were ſent untò them. He 
promiſedꝭ to effe& whatſoever they deſired and ſo ſhipped a rhouſatid elect and choice ſouldiers 
in eallies,and ſent them t6 the mouth of the rivet,udder the conduct of a Captain of Allies Ne- 
vins Criſpay,an induſtrious man, and an expert ſouldier. He har ing landed his men, and ſent the 
gallies Back to Oricum ( ſtom whence he came co the reſt of che Armado, conducted his ſouldiers 
higher in the countrys far from the rivet ſide, by a way that was not beſet nor held by the Kings for- 
ces: and in the nighi· ſeaſon, una wares to all the enefniet, entred the City. The day following they 
reſted only the Captain took a ſurvey of the youth ere, of Apellonia, of their armor and 
the munitions ang forces of the City, When he had ſeen and peruſed allt hereupon he Was well 
appaid and encouraged to fight and e had learned by the ſcouts and ſpies, ho tetchleſs, 
idle and negligent the enemies were wit Hout. So at midbight he went forth of che Ciry without 
any neiſe; and entred the Camp of the enemies ſb careleſſy guarded as it was, and lyitig fo open:

At length the Prætor of Arp: himelf was by his ownpeo- 
ple and Citi zens brought and preſented before the Conſul: where, after taitnfuli promiſe pafled 
between the enſigns and the barrels; the Arpins immediatly bent their forces on the Romans 
ſide againſt the Catthaginians. The Spaniards likewiſe ( who were not many under a thouſand 
men) aſter they had capitulat and agreed with the Roman Conſul, nothing but this one article, 
That the garriſon of the Carthaginians might be ſent forth and pais away ſafe without harm:

When one of the Confuls was in Apulia, and the other in Li cania, one hundred and twelve 
men of arms, Gentlemen of the Nobility of Cap«a, having licence granted by the Magit rates to 
go out of the City, pretendtingto make a rode into the enemies countryzand'to feteh in booties 
and prizes; came directly into the Romans Camp lying about Sue ſſula. And meeting with the 


| ECorps de guard, declared who they were, and that they would parl wich the Lord Depnty, Now 
C».Fulvins was the General and Commander of the army there who being advertizedandcer- _ 


ified hereof gave order that ten on!y of all that humberMſuld be brought before him unarmed. 
When he heard their ſuit and demand, which was nothi but that when Capua was recove- 
red by the Romans, they might have their goods reſtored untathem: he received them all into 
bis prote ion. The other Prætogalſo Sempronius Tuditanuu, won by force the rownCliternum:

Unto him the Scipios addrefled three Centurionsas Embaſſadors, to treat with 
him abort a league and alliance: and ta promiſe withall. thet if be went on ill to trouble and 
moleſt the 3 making wat upon them, he ſhould do an high favour to the Senate 
and people of Rome: thatł they would endeavour and bring about, that in good time and place, 
Che ſhould be well required-for that kindueſs, and receive at their hands a double recompence 
wich thanks. This embaſſage pleaſed the barbarous King right well, And after he had 8 
and reaſoned with the Embaſl:dors, concerning military affairs, and the knowledge of wartare :

And Statorius for his part, having muſtered a great multitude of ſerviceable young K 
men, choſe forth and enrolled a power of footmen, to ſerve in the Kings wars: and when he had 
ſorted them into bands and companies, and ordred them in battell array, ag near as poſſibly he 
manner of the Romans: he trained chem in their runving to follow their colours: 
he taught them to keep their places in their ranks, and to double their files: and likewiſe he ac- 
cuſtomed them to travell and do work: and ſo acquainted them with other military orders and 
exerciſes,that within ſhort time, the King repoſed as good confidence, and was as mighty inbis 
new Intantry.as in his old Cavalry: and in a fer pitched field on even ground, was able to meet the 
Carthaginian with banner diſplaied, and give bim the foil in a full hattell. The coming of the 
Kings Embaſſadors into Spain, was tothe Romans alſo a matter of great conſequence and impor- 


tagce: for upon the rumour and tame that went thereof the Numĩdians began to fail away apace, I 


and to come thick untd the Romans, Thus were the Romans joyned in amity and friendſhip 
with King Syphax, ns RT TD +. 

When the Carthaginians had intelligence of this new alliance they addreſſed immediatly their 
Embaſſadors to Gala, who raigfſed in another part of Numidigover a nation — — 
Gala had a ſon named Maſaniſſa, of ſeventeen years of age, but a youth of ſuchtowardneſs, and 
ſo forward in vertue, chat even then he made good and apparant ſhew, thwe he would another 
day enlarge his dominion, and make a more flouriſhing and mighty Kingdom that his father 
ſhould leave it unto him, Theſe Embaſſadors declared unto Ga, © That foraſmuch as Syphax 


t hadentred league, and was banded with the Romans, to the end that by their alliance and ſo- 


ce ciety, he might be more mighty and puiſſant againſt other Kings and nations of Affrick: R M 


cc vYete alſo better fox him and much more commodions to joyn with the Carthaginians in all 
ec convenient ſpoed: beſore that — paſſed over into Syain; or the Romans imo d 
cc And: Syphax (ſay they) may ſoon ated and overthrown now; while that he hath gain 

e naught yet, but the bare name oſthe Roman League. Gala was ſoon perſwaded to ſend a power 
of men eſpecialy at the earneſt inſtance of his ſon, who was vegy deſirous of that war, and to have 
the managing thereof. He with the help of the Carthaginian legions vanquiſhed Sypbax, and gave 
him a great overthrow. So as at that field there were ſlain, by repoort. in one day thirty thouſand, 
Syphai himſelf in perſon, with ſome few Numiidian horſemen fled back to the Mauriſians, that in- 
habit the fartheſt coaſts, hard uponthe Ocean over-againſt Gades, Bur the barbarous people at 


che fame of his coming ſo reſorted in great numbers to him out of all parts that in a ſhort ſpace N 5 


he wag able to arm a mighty hoſt, And before he could with them croſs over into dhain, which 
was divided from Affricł with a narrow arm of the ſea, Maſaviſſa was come with his victori- 
ous, Army : who in that place, of himſelf, without any help or aid of the Carthaginians, gave 
Syphax battell to his great honour and ſingular glory. In Spaix no memorable exploit was atchie- 
ved, but that the Roman Generals allured and drew to them the able and ſerviceable manhood of 


che Celtiberians, for the ſame hire and Ripend that they bargained for with the Carthaginiahs: 


and ſent from thence above three hundred Spaniards of rhe nobleſt parentage into Itah, to ſolli- 
cit their countrymen, who ſerved under Aunibal as auxiliaries rofollow them and take part with 
the Romans.

In that tamult and hurly-burly when the City was tan, Archimedes, whiles he was buſily occupied 
D out certain Geometricall figures and forms that he had drawn che duſt, was killed, The twoSci- 
pios, Publius, and Cornelius, efier ſo many and ſo worthy exploits per for med fortunately in Spain, 
gam to a wofuli and heavy end, being themſelves ſlain theres with the leſs well near of their whole 
Armies, in the eighth year after that they went into Spain, Ard the main poſſeſſion of that Province 
had been quiteloſt, but for po tae manhood and induſtry of L. Martius, a Knight of Rome, 
who having r«llied and gathered togerher the remnants of the armies Jo en;ouraged t he mat hat by their 
valiant ſervice two ſeveral encamped holds of the enemies were won, ſeven and thirty thonſand of the ene- 
mes ſlain, and eig bteen hundred taken priſoners,and a great rich booty obtained, Mhereupon he was cal- 
led Captain Martius.

City of the Tarentins,In which mean while. certain baſe Cities of the Salenkins, J 
and towns of no importance rev olted unto him. And at the ſame time, of thoſe 
twelres States of the Brutii which the year before had turned, and Handed with the Catrhagini- 
ans, the Conſentins and Thurins were rallied wholly again to the devotion of the — jt 
Rome. And more of them had returned like wiſe, but fox L. Pomponi us Veientanus Captain of the 
Allies: who after he had made certain rodes into the country of the Brutii, and ſped his band 
F well with mary booties, took upon him the countenance of a ſufficient Colonel, and was no leſs — 
reputed: and having gathered a Frs of men, ſuddenly in haſte, without good adriſem car, fought 
with Hanno, In which conflict, a migbty:multitude of his men were either ſlain or taken priſo- ö 
ners.

no penſion nor tribute unto. Anibal, nor be forced to receive a garriſon againſt their wills. And 
Laſt of all, to betray the garriſon ſouldiers of the Romans, and all their fortreſſes and places of 
* up into the hands of the Carthaginians. When theſe conditions and capitulations 
B were agreed upon, then Philomeres uled much oſtner to go forth and come in again in the night: 
and as he was kno vn to be a great hunter, and much delighted in that exerciſe, he had his honnds 
following him hard at his heels, and all other furniture about him fit for huntſmen: and lightiy 
7 pros ſome wild beaſt or other with his hounds, or elle got ſomething ſrom the enemy, 
that of purpoſe lay ready for his hands: and alwayes as he btought home ought with him, he 
would beſtow it either upon the Captain of the Roman garriſon, or deal it among the wardets of 
gates. And they all, verily believed and were perſwaded, that his going out and in thus, moſt by 
nigbt, was only for fear of the enemies. Now, when he had uſed this ſo accuſtomably. that he had 
made it an ordinary praRiſe, in ſo much; that at what time of the night ſo ever he had but once 
lured or wbiſtled the gate was ſtreight ſet open for him: then. Anibal thought it time, to put the 
C plot aboveſaid in execution. Three dayes journey he was off; Where becauſe he would have men 
the leſſe marvail, why be kept a ſtanding camp ſo long ſtill in one place he feigned and made him- 
ſelf ſick. The Romans alſo, that lay in garriton at IA entum gave over to ſuſpect his long abode 
and leaguering there, But after that he was determined and reſolved to advance toward Taren- 
tum, be picked out ten thouſand foot and horſemen together, whom he ſuppoſed for nimble bo- 
dies, ſwiſt footmanſhip, and lightneſs of armor, to be moſt meet for expedition: and with them 
at the fourth watch ke night, he marched forward with his en gn. And having ſent out 
afore-hand fourſcore Numidian light Horſes, he commanded them, to ride about and ſcourallthe 
wayes on every {ide , and to calt their eye to eſpie and diſcover ail the coaſts, that ho country 
eople a lar oft might deſery and view the army on foot, but they ſhould be ſeen: and withal, to 
D bring in, as many as were gone before, and kill all them they mer andencountred: to the end that 
the Peaſants there inhabiting, might think they were Thee ves and Robbers, rather than the 
vantcurtiers and fore: xiders of an army, Himſelf in perſon marching with great ſpeed and celeti- 
ty pitched his camp almoſt 15 miles from Tarent um.

cred in after them, abous.cbjety men actned, who killed the reſt of che wach, and brakied 
che great gates withal: and immediatlythere entered the companes with banner diſptayed 
ſo, forth from thence they were conducted and broutbt to the market placeg withone mal 
any noiſe, and there joyned themſelves to Aba. I hen Annibu divided e chenſand Gaul 
into three Regiments, whom he ſent into ſundry parts ofthe City: and gave ordet to this Taten- 
tins and the Affricaus, to get poſſeſſion of the moſt principal and popalous places ofrhe Cityjand 
when the cry and ſhout was once up, to kill all the Romans dene dreotonto e 

E 
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Townimen, But to the end that this might be orderly done, he gave direction to ch 
Gentlechen aforeſaid of Tarentum, that ſo ſoon as they eſpied a far off any of rheit own Citi 
and Country- men, they ſhould bid them be quiet and ſtill, to hold rheit peace, to be of good 
cheer and fear nothing. By which time, they began to ſet up a ſnout and cry, as men uſe to do 
in a City taken by aſſault, but what the matter ſhould be, no man of the Town or garriſon could 
certainly tell. For the Tarentin inhabitants tuppoſed verily, that the Roman ſouldiers of the gar- 
riſon were riſen up to ſack the City: the Romans on the other ſide, thought that the Townimen 
mutined, and they were in doubt of ſome traiterous practiſe. The Captain himſelt awakened 
and raiſed at the firſt tumult, eſcaped to the key, where he took a ſmall Barge or whitry-boaz, 
and fled to the Caſtle. The Trumpet alſo that ſounded from the Theatre, made the greater ter- 
ror: for it was both a Roman Trumpet, provided aforehand for the purpoſe by thoſe Traitom, 
and a Grecian blew it, one Who had no skill; and ſo it was doubrful, both who he was that ſoun- 
ded. and who they were that he gave ſignal unto. When day appeared, and the Romons ſaw the x 
armonr of the Carthaginians and Gauls then they wiſt well in what door the wind Was, and how 
the World went: and the Greeks ſeeing the Romans lying along every where ſlain, were ſoon 
aware that the City was taken by Aunib. l. But after it was 18 light, and that the Romans 
who remained unkilled, were fled into the Caſtle, and the noiſe and hurliburly began by little 
and little to ſlake and give over: then Annibai commanded the Tatentins to be called to agene- 
ral aſſembly. and to pte ent themſelves without arms. When they were all come together, but 
only thoſe who with the Romans were fled for company into the Caſtle, there to abide ſuch for- 
tune as they; Annib. l ſpake kind:y unto the Tarentins, gave them good and ſtiendly words, 
rehearſed with great proteſtation what favors he had ſhewed to all their Citizens, whom be 
had taken priſoners either at Thraſime nus, or at C aura: and ithal. aſter he had bitterly im eigh - 
ed againſt the Lord y and proud rule of the Romans, he commanded ex ery tan to tepair home to 
his own houſe and iet his own name upon his dore:for that, ſo many houſes as had not the name 
written upon them of the Maſter thereof he would preſently upon ſound of Trumpet, command to 
be rifled, Over and beſides. that ifany one ſhould hap to write his own name, and fer it on the 
door or lodging-houſe of a Roman (for be ſaw divers of their houſes empty) he would take him 
fot an enemy, and deal with him accordingly. After this ſpeech ended, and the aſk diſfolved, 
whey the doors were marked with their tit es and inſcriptions aforeſaid, whereby the houſes of 
riends and enemies were known diſt inct y one ſrom another: the fignal was given by ſound of 
Tiximper: and then there was running every where from all- parts t6 ranfack the lodgings of tbde 
Romans. And ſome prety ſprinkling of pillage they met withal. The next day after, he advanced · I 
8 7 Caſtle to aſſault it, which after he ſaw impregnable ard not poſſible to be won eithet by 
orcible aſſanlt, or by artificial devices of fabric ks and engins, by reaſon that both the Sea came to 
it, wherewith che greater part therof was compaſſed, in manner of a demy Iland, and alſo fortified 
befides on another parc with exceeding high and ſteep rocks : and wirhal, fenced from the Git 
with a ſtrong wall. ad deep ditch: therefore, becauſe he would neither let not hinder him 
from archie: ing greater affairs, whiles he was carefully bufied onely about detending the Tared- 
tins, nor yet leave them without a ſtrong guard, for fear leſt the Romans from out of the Caſtle, 
m'ght a their pleaſore come upon them he determined to raiſe a rampiar for a partition berween 
the Caltle and the City, for their defence againſt the ſaid gartiſon. And he was not out of hop 
but thac when.the Romans ſhovld offer to iflueforthto hinder the ſaid work, they might alſo be N 
fovght M ithal: and in caſe they adventured raſhly to run on, and engage themſelves roo far 
might be cut off in their heat, & i he forces of the garriſon might be fo afeminiſhed & abated by ſom 
great {laughter & execyrion.that the Tarentins of themſelves ſhould be able with eaſets «

mould be more adventurous : ſuppoſing that the further they gave ground, xhe more ol che orhe 
would ſollow after and chaſe them. Which being perteived;cheCarrhagitiians whom Ab bad 
kepy cloſe for this purpoſe, and had in rendineſs very wel appointed: toſe ont of all parti, an wude 
head again, Neither were ihe Romans able to abide heit forcible Hioletice., "Arid flie they

x to build a mure or wall to it, in the very ſame quarters that they might be able even without any 
guard at all, or ſtrength of men, to defend t umſelves againſt the Romans. Howbeit, he left them 
an indifferent band of ſouldiers, which might withal help out ſome what in making of the wall. 
Himſelf then depatted withthe reſt of his army as fat as the River G. leſus (five miles off from the 
Cicy) and there encamped. From whiictfftanding camp, he came back once again to ſurvey the 
work: and finding that it went better forward than he looked for, he beganto conceive ſome 
good hope that the citadel alſo might be won by aſſault. For why it was not defended ſurely by 
i:tuation on high ground, as others are, but ſeared on a plain and divided from the City, by a wall 
only and a ditch. Now when as it beganto be aſſailed with tabricks, and artillery deviſed of all 
; ſorts, there hapned a new ſupply to bz ſent ſrom Ade tapontum to aid the gartiſon: whereby the 
Romans took heart unto them, in ſo much as in the night time of a ſuddain and before they were 
looked for, they ſet upon the fabricks and ordinance of the enemies planted thereupon: ſome 
they calt down and overthrew, others they fired and coniamed, And there an end of Annibal 
his aſſault of the Caſtle from that ſide. | 
The only hope behind now, was in continual ſiege: and yet that hope promiſed no greatef- 
fe&, becau e they that held the Caſtle, had the Sea free at their command, all that tide, whereas 
the ſaid fort (ſtanding as it were in an half Ifland) overlooketh the mouth of the haven: and the 
City contraty- wiſe, was wholly ſecluded ft om al entercouric of paſſage and comme dities coming 
in by Sea, and liker were they that beſieged the fortreſs, to feel the want and ſcatcity of victu- 
C als. than thoſe that were beſieged within it. Then A»mbal after he had called together the prin- 
cipal citizens of Tarentum, laid open unto them all, the preſent difficu]ries, ſaying ; « That he 
«neither ſaw any way to win by force the Caſtle fo (ifong and forcified as jt was, nor had any 
te hope at all to gain it by ſiege, ſo long as the enemies were Lords of the Sea. But if they had 
« ſhips once, whereby they might hinder and ſlay the coming in of their victuals and other 
C commodities, the enemies immediatly would either quit the peece, or yeeld tkemſelves, The 
„ Tarentins held well with that, and approved the device, But (ſay they) he that givethusthat — 
cc counſel, mult allo affoord us means to effe&the ſame, For the Carthaginian ſhips if they were 
« ſent for, and fer out of Sic:ly might weil do the feat: mary, as for our own which lie ſhut up 
« as it were, within a little creek and bay, confider.ng.that the enemy keepeth the mouth and en- 
e try of the haven, how is it poſſible that they ſhould get out from cheir harbour into the open 
« Sea, and paſs without danger ? Paſs (quoth he? ) Paſs they ſhall, make no doubt of that. 
Many things, I tell you, conſidered in their own nature are cumberiome and difficult, but by 
« pollicy and wit of man are eaſily welded and wrought with a ſleight. Ye hare 4 City here ſeated > 
ec upon a plain and champain ground, the wayes anſwertng to every fide of it are even, large, and 
© broad enough, yea, and open to all quarters, I will chule that way which croſlerh the midſt of 
«the City, and paſſeth a.ong to the haven and the Sea, and ſo will carry and tra nſport the ſhips. 
© upon wains, with no great ado and trouble. And ſo, both the Sea ſhall be ours clear, which 
ce now the enemies keep, and alſo we ſhall beſiege the Calle round, as well by Sea as by Land: 
« nay, more than that, within ſhorc time we ſhall either enter it, being abandoned of the ene- 
E“ mies. or elſe be maſters both of it and them together, 8798 
Theſe words not only put them in good hope, that the enterpriſe would be effected, but alſo 
ſet them in a wonderful good conceit and admiration of the Captain himlelf, Then out of hand, 
all the wains and carts were taken up frotu all places as many as could be had, and were putroge- 
ther, and coupled one to another. Divers cranes and other inſtruments were ſet to, for to draw 
up the ſhips to Land the way made plain and level, that the carts might go more eaſily, and paſs 
away with leſs trouble and more expedition. After this they got together draught oxen.cart jades 
and other labouring beaſts, yea, and men alſo for to draw: and thus the work was luſtily begun, 
inſomuch, as within few dayes, the fleet well rigged, appointed, and dreſſed, was brought about 
tbe Caſtle, and tid at anchor even in the avenue & entry ofthe haven, Intheſe terms ood Tren- 
Frum, when Annibal leſt it, and returned back to his wittering harbours, But authors wiite di- 
+  verſly of this revolt of Tarentum, whether it hapned the yeat palt, ot at this preſent. But the 
greater number of them; and thoſe that lived neerer to that time, when the remembrancę of 
theſe mattets was freſh, affirm that it was this very year. * 


At Rome, the Conſuls and Pretors both remained till, until the * fifth day before the Calends 
of May, by occaſion of the Latin holy-dayes, upon which day, when they had performed a ſolemn 
lactifice, with allcompiements thereto belonging, on the Alb Hill, they departed every one to 
his ſeveral charge and Province, Aſter this, there crept into the minds of men a new ſcrupuloſity 
of conſcience upon certain prophetical verſes of one Martiut; a noble and famous Prophet in 
times paſt, Now, by reaſon chat in the year Lefore, there was diligent ſerch and inquiſition made, 

G for ſuch books of Fortune, according to a decree granted ont of the Senat, thoſe verſes came to 
light, and to the hands of M. Æmylius Pret br of the City, who ſac upon that commiſſion. And 
he immediately gave them to Salla the bew Ptetor. Of two Propheſies of Martius, the one, 
which afterwards caried the greater authority with it; by reaſon of the event that hapned ſo 
right, and declared it ſo evidently, cauſed the other alſo, wHereof che time was not yet come, to 
be of credit and believed; The former contained a Predi tion of the oretthtow at Canne,in theſe

And they who had been ſouldiers, and ſerved in thoſe wars, knew as perfectly Diomedes his 
plains, Ind the River“ Canna, as they did the very defeat itſelf, and loſſe at Canna. Then was 
che otber Propheſy likewiſe read, which was the darker of the twain : not only becauſe ſuture 
things are more uncertain , chan thoſe which are paſt alteady; bur allo by reaſon of the kind of 
writing, which was more obſcure and intricate, in theſe terms: 2

But to return again to Annibal, lo was about Tarentum; and both Conſuls remaining in 
Samninm but ready, as it ſeemed, to beſiege Capua: it fell out, that the Campans already were di-

Beneventum, he pitched his Tens three miles from the City it ſelf, upon @ . geneventi, of 
hich ground, After which, he commanded, that the corn ſhould be brougbt to him into his concordia ca- 
camp, out of all the aſſoclat and confederat Cities thereabout, into which it had been carried in {wa 
the ſummer afore 3 and allowed a good guard for the ſafe conv oythereof. Aſter this, he ſent a 
meſſenger to c apuas to give them notice, upon what day they ſhould attend, and be in readineſſe 
to receive theircorn; and againſt the time, provide out ot the countrey for the carriage, carts, 
wains, and draught- beaſts, and pack-hories of all torts, But the Campans, like as they carried 
B themſelves in all things elle, idly and negligently, fo in this they were very (lack and retchleſs: for 
they ſent little above forty carres, and ſome few beaſts for carriage beſides. For which they had 
a check given them, and were xebuked by Hanna becauſe that hunger, which cauſeth the very 
dumb beaſt to beſtir it ſelf and make hard ſhifts, was not able to prick them forward to be more 
careſul about their own buſineſs. So there was a farther day appointed for to fetch their corn, 
and to come more ſurniſhed and better provided for cartiage. All this being reported to the 
men of Beneventum, with the circumſtances and particulars, as it was, they addreſſed with all 
fpeed ten Embaſſadors to the Roman Conſuls, encamped then about Bovianum. Upon which 
intelligence given of the affairs at Capua, they took order, and agreed between themſelves, that 
one of them ſhould conduct an army into Cæm pania. And Fulvius; who undertook that charge, 
C marched by night to Beneventum, and put himſelf within the walls of the Town, And there he 
was advertiſed by them that dwelt neer hand, That Hanno was gone out with part of his for- 
ces, for to purvey corn; that there were 2090 carts come, with a rude and diſarderly multitude 
beſides of people, without armor; that all that they did was in hurry, in haſt, and great fear; and 
finally, that the camp was out of form and faſhion, and all good military order clean gone, by 
reaſon of a rabble & multitude of country clowns, come out of thoſe quarters, and entermingled 
amongſt them. The Conſul, I ſay, being enformed for certain by credible perions of theſe things, 
gave his ſouldiers warning to make ready againſt the next night enſuing, nothing but their en- 
ſigns and weapons, for that they were to charge upon the camp of the Carthaginians. And ſo 
they ſer forward at the relief of the fourth watch, leaving their packs and trufles with alltheir bag 
D and baggage behind them at Beneventum: and preſenting themielves before the camp,ſomewhar 
before day, they pur them into ſuch a bodily fear, and fo tertified them, that if ic had been pitch- 
ed upon a plain ground, no doubt, it had been won at the firſt aſſault. But the height of the 
place, and theit rampiers and fortifications beſides, which could not poſſibly be entered upon, 
without climing upon the ſteep hill with much difficulty, were a defence unto it. By day light 
there was a luſty aſſault given, and a hot skirmiſh begun, but the Catthaginians not only detended : | 
and kept their e Pic allo (as having the vantage of the ground)they chaſed and thruſt the | Z 
enemies backs as they mounted up the hill. Howbeit, reſoluce hardineſſe overcame all hardneſs 4 
and difficulties whatſoever ; For in diverſe places at once they advanced as far as the banks and © 
trenches; but it coſt bloudy blows firſt, and the death of many a ſouldier. The Conſul therefore 
-Ecalling the Coronels and Marſhals together, ſaid, it were not amiſſe to give over that raſn and 
heady attempt, and, as he thought, it were the ſafer courſe, for that day to retire the army to Be- 
neventum, and on the morrow to encamp themſelves afront the enemy, to the end, that neither 
the Campans might get forth, nor Hanno return and enter into the Towu again. And that this 
might be the ſooner effected, and with a great deal more eaſe, he would ſend for his Colleague 
alſo with his army, and both of them jointly bend their forces that way. But theſe devices of 
the Captain general were ſoon daſht. For as he was about to ſound the retreat, the ſouldiers 
with a loud voyce cried out, that they could not away with ſuch faint Captains; they ſcorned to 
be commanded in ſo cold and ſlothful ſervice; they would none of that: and ſo put the Conſul - 
out of his bent. It hapned, that next unto the gate entring into the enemies camp, there ſerved 
x a coborr or company of the Peligni, led by Captain Vibius, who caught the banner our of the 
bearer his hand, and flung it over the rampier, and with that, ſell to curſing himſelf and his com- 
pany both . wiſhing a plague light upon him and them to, if the enemies went away with that 
banner: and there with led bimſelf che way, and brake firſt through the trench, and over thepal- 
laiſado into their camp, Now by this time the Peligni fought within the rampier : and then Va- 
lerixa Flaccus aCoronel of the third legion, from another fide fell ro upbraid rhe Romans, and 
hit them intheteerh with their beaſtly cowardice, for ſuffecingrheir allies to have the honor of 
entring and taking the camp. Whereupon 7. Pedanius (a centurion ofche Regiment called Prin- 
cipes, and ſetving in the firft place thereof) took likewiſe an enſign from him that carried it, and 
withal, Now ſhall, quoth he, this enſign, and this Centinere (meaning himſelf) preſently be 
G within the rampier of the on let me ſee who dare follow, and ſave it from being taken by 
dhe enemy.

Then the Conſul aſter he 
had caſt down all the fortifications of the camp, returned from thence to Beneventum. And there 
both the Conſuls together (for Ay. Claudius allo thither came alter a feiv dayes) made ſale ofall 
the prizes and pillage, and divided the ſame, Vihius the Pelignian, and J. Pedaning a principal 
centurion of the third legion, by whoſe forward and ſingular good ſervice, the camp ot the ene - 
mies was forced, were rewarded eſpecially abore the reit. Hanno then together wich ſome few 
forragers whom by chance he had with him returned from Cominium Ceritum (whither the news 
came of the loſſe ofthe camp) into the Bruns country, more like one that fled in rout, then 
marched in warlike order, 


The Campans allo having heard, as well of their own loſſes as of their allies, ſent Embaſſadors . 


unto Annibal, to certify him; That both the Conſuls were at Benevantum; that the war was 
<« within a dayes jonrney of Capua, and but a ſtep from the very gates and walls of the City: and 
ce unleſs he made good haſt to ſuccour and reſ.ue them, Capua would ſooner come under the 
ee gbedience and ſub jection of the enemies than Arp: did, And he was not to make ſuch à reck- 
c ning of all Tarentumſ much leſs then of the Catile alone )as in regard there ot to leave Capua un-

eſtate of the Campans : and for the preſent he lenttwo thouſand Horſemen with the Embaſla-

The Romans in this mean time, among other their affairs, negiected not the ſafety of the 
Caſtle of Tarentum, and the gartiſon there betieged, For C. Servilius, Lientenant, by order and 
authority of the Senat, was lent by P. Cornelius the Pretor into Hetryria, to purvey for corn, and 
to buy ſtore: who with certain ſhips laden therewith, arrived in the haven of Tarentum, paſſing 


even through the guards ofthe enemies, At whoſe coming, they that before whiles they had but 


ſmall hope, were oftentimes by way of parly moved by the enemies to go to the contrary ſide, nom 


themſelves began to perſwade and ſollicit the enemy to come unto them, And nes ſure· 
ly was ſtrong enongh, conſidering that the ſouldiers which lay at Meta pont um, were 
thence to the defence and keeping ofthe Caſtle of Tareatum. And therefore the Metapontins, ſo 


ſoon as they were delivered of the fear whereby they were kept and held in as with a bit, rerol?ꝰ 


red unto Anibal. Semblably did the Thurins alſo, who inhabited the lame tract by the Sea ſide,

The Conſule then led the legions from Beneventum into the rertitory of Capua not only to take 
ſpoil and marre the corn, that was laid up already infirong Towns aga ink winter, but alſo to 
aſſail Capua: teln they ſnould make theit Conſulſnip reno ned unto poſterity, by the de- 
ſtruction of ſo rich and wealthy a City : and beſides, do away that great diſhoneur atid ſhameful 
C blemiſh ofthe Empire of Rome, inſoffering a City ſo neer unto them to continue now chree years 
in rebellion, without ter enge and condign puniſhment, But to the end that Bene vemum ſhould 
not be without a guard, and that again all ſuddain accidents and occutrences of war, incaſe 
Amnita! ſhould come to Capra, for ro reſcue and aid his allies, (which they made no doubt but 
he wouid do) there might be Horſemen to withſtand his violence : they commanded T. Gracchus 
to come out of Lucania, with the cavairy and light armed footmen: and to take order and leave 
ſome other to govern the legions and the ſtanding camp, for the guard and defence of thoſe 
arts there. 2

ry there wich in great plenty and abundance, For why? not only Epicides had bountifully beſtowed 


wine upon the whole Commons, but alſo the great men of the City had in every ward and pariſn 


where they dwelt, allowed a proportion beſides, of their own charges, When Marcellus heard 
this, he called unto him ſome few of his Colonels and knight Marſhals, and conferted wirti 
them: and hen they had ſorted out certain choice and elect Centurions and ſouldiers, fit and 
ſufficient men to adventure and execute ſo great a peece of ſervice, and withal provided ladders 


B ſecretly; to all the reſt he commanded a watchword and warning ꝭ be given, That they ſhould

betimes take their refe&tion of meat and repoſe of ſleep, tor that in the night they were to be 


employed in an expedition and action of ſervice, Aſter this, when he thought it was about the 
time, that they (as having feaſted all day long, and well filled their bellies with meat, and their 
heads with wine) were gone to reſt, and newly fallen ſound afleep, he commanded one enſign or 
company of ſouldiers, to cary ladders; and beſides them; there were upon a thouſand well armed 
and appointed, marching with filence and in thin tanks, brought thither to the place, When 
the formoſt without any tir or noiſe at all had ſcaled the top of the wall, others followed in their 
courſe, For the torwatd and reſolute boldneſs of the former, was able to animate and encourage 
the reſt, if they had been fals-hearted, By this time now, the thduſand armed ſoldiers had ſeized 


C that part. when the reſt of the ladders were ſet to: and upon more ladders ſtill they gat up to the 


wall in diverſe places, upon a ſignal given them fromehe gate Hexapylos, Unto which places the 
Romans were now come; and found no itirring at all, but exceeding ſilence and deſolation, for 
aſmuch as a great ſort ofthem had made good chearwithinthe rurrets,and either were faſt aſleep 
with drinking wine already, or elſe were bibbing till, norwithRanding their eyes were heary, 
and their hearts aſleep. And yet, ſome tew of them they cook in their beds, and killed, Neer 
unto Hexapylos there is a little wicker, which with great violence they began withal, tobreak it 


open, So as now, both from the wall (as was before appointed) they gave ſignal by ſound of 


trumpet: and alſo from all parts they went not to workany more by ſtealth, bur plainly and 
openly without diſſimulation. For they were come already as far as Epipo/e, a place full of 
watchmen and warders. And the enemies were to be terrified now and ſttucken into fear, and 


no longer to be dealt withal by craft and guile, And it fell out ſo indeed, that they were mightily” 


ſcared, For they heard nor ſo ſoon the ſounding of the trumpets, and the ſhouting and outcry 
of them that were poſſeſſed of the walls and one part of the City, but the warders, thinking all was 
gone, ſome ran along upon the wall, others leapt from the walls, orelſe were born down head- 
long, with the preſsof others that were affrighted, And yet many there were, who were not ware 
at all ofthis miſery and extremity, both becauſe generally they were all dead aſleep, and allo by 
reaſon that the City was ſo wide and large, that a thing felt and ſeen in ſome remote parts, reached 
not ſtreightwayes throughour, to all the reſt. The gate Hexapylos was broken down ſome what 
before day; at which Marcellus with all his power entred the City. He wakened them all, and 
ſer them to their buſineſs ; he made them take weapon in hand, and to help (what they could) a 
City in a manner wholly ſurpriſed and taken,” Epicides made haſt from the Iſland (which they 
themſelves call Naſos) with a company of ſouldiers abont him, making full account to dtive them 
out again: as ſuppoſing that they were but ſome few, who through the negligence of the watch- 
men and warders were got over the wall: and ever as he met with any that were ſcared and in 
fear he ſaid unto them eftſoons, that they themſelves made more ado and every thing worſe than 


there was cauſe, reporting all in greater meaſure and more fearful manner than need was in very 


truth. But when he ſaw allplaces about * Epipolefull of armed men after ſome ſmall volley of ſhor, 


and little sxirmiſh with the enemy, (whereby he provoked them, t̃athet than did any good elle) 
he turned back again with his companies, and retired into Acradina.not feating ſo much the vio- 


Flence and multitude of the enemies, as left ſome inteſtine miſchief by this occaſion might ariſe, and 
that he ſhould find in this tumult and hurliburly,che gates of Acradina, and the Iſland ſhut again 
him, Marcellus being entred within the walls, took hisptoſpeR from the higher places, and 
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when he beheld under his eyes the moſt goodly and beautiful City of all others in thoſe dayes, 


(by report) he wept and ſhed tears abundantly, partly for joy that he had brought his purpoſe to 


good a paſs, and partly in compaſſion and rgnembratce ofthe anciem glory and renown of that 
City, He called to mind the navies of the Athenians by them ſunk and drowned: he thought up- 
on the utter overthrow of two puiſſant armies, together with the loſs of two moſt noble and fa- 
mous Captains of theirs: moreover, there came into his memory ſo many wars ſought againſt 
the Carthz inians,with ſo great peril and hazard: ſo many and ſo mighty Tytants and Kings that 
taigned and kept their ſeat and royal court there: and aniongh the teſt. he could not chuſe but think 
of King Hiero, of freſh and famous memoty, a Prince, wh above all other giſts which his own 
vertue and fortune had graced and endued him withal, was recommended Spec TSF bis? many 
favonrs and good turns Te unto the people of Rome. When all theſe things pteſented themſelves 
to his remembrance, with this cogitation beſides;how ll that beauty and glory within one hours 
ſpace was ready to burn on a light fire. abd to beconſume es: befofe that he advanced 
his enſigns againſt Acradina, he ſent before, thoſe Syracuſians who had converſed (as is afore- 
laid) amopgſt the guards and garriſon of the Romans to perſwade the enemies with mild and gore

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_ tle Ga, yer, to yeeld the City. It ſo ſell out, that the moſt part of them that warded the gat. 
and walls both, of Acradina, were certain fugitive revolts fled from the Romans, who had no 


— 


hope at all, upon any condition whatſoever to be pardoned. Theſe would ivfler noner either io 
approach the walls, or to parle and ſpeak with any. And therefore Marcella, aſter he law that en- 
terptiſe fruſtrare and diſappointed, commanded to retire with the enſgus unto Eurpala. This 
Euryalus is alittle mount and fort, ſituate in the utmoſt quarter of the City te mote tar frcm Ses, 
and commanding the high way that leadeth into the fields, ard the middle parts ard very kean of 
the whole Iſland; a place very commodious lor the taking vp and receipt of all victuals. Tbe. 
Captain of this bold was Philode nus an Argive, placed there by Epicides, Unto whem there was 
ſent from Marcellus, Soſir,onSof them that murdred the tyrant: and after long communicaticy, x 
Sofis with crafty words abuſed by him, and colourably put off until another time, made relation 
unto Marcellus, that Philodemus had taken a farther day of reſpite ard deliberation, But he put off 
oſe, until H. ppocrates ard Himilco might come 
with their forces and legions, making no doubt, but if he might feceive them into his fortrels, the 
whole army of the Romans being now encloſed within the walls, ſnould be overthrown, ard ut- 
terly defeated, Marcellus ſeeing that Euryalus was not delivered vp, (ard forced peſſibly it could 
not be) encamped himſelf between Ne-poliz and Yyche (ſo are two parts of the City named, ard 
may for their bigneſs go well enough for two entire cities of themſelves: ) for fear, leſt it he were 
moſt inhabited places of the City, his ſouldiers greedy of pil 
lage, would not be kept together, but run looſely up and down to rifle, Thither came unto him] 
from Tyche and Neapolis, Embaſſadors and Orators, with olive branches adorned with ſacred 
veils and infules, humbly beſeeching him to hold his hand from effuſion of blond, and fiting the 
City. Marcellus calling his Councel about theſe their petitions, rather than demands, aſter mature 
deliberation, by general conſent of all, gave expreſs and fireight commandment to the ſouldiers, 
that no man ſhould offer abuſe or · violence to the body of any free-born perſon whatſoever: a8 
for all beſides, his will and pleaſure was it ſhould be their booty, Now was the camp of Marzellss 
defended on both ſides with houſing in ſtead of a wall, and he beftowed a good corps de guitdat 
the gates thereof, lying open over againſt the ftreers : Jeſt whenthe ſouldiersran to and fro in the 
City, the camp in the mean while might be aſſailed. Then upon the ſound of Trumpet the ſoul- 
diers fell to their buſineſs, ran into all parts, brake open dores, ſer all on a fearful hurry, but ſpilled

Now whiles every man was turned another way, and buſied in that part of the City which was 
forced, Bomilcar taking the advantage of one night, wherein the Roman fleet by reaſon of a vo- 
lent tempeſt could not ride at anchor in the main Sea, gat forth of the haven of Syracaſe with 35 
ſhips, and having Sea room, hoiſed up fails, and away he went with a mery gale of wind, leaving 
47 behind for Eyicides and the Syracuſians: and after he had informed the Carthaginians in ha 

anger the ſtate of Syracuſe ſtood, returned within few dayes with a fleet of a hundred fail, te- 
warded for his labor {as the report wenr) by Epicides, with many rich gifts, vvhich the treaſure of

And yet for all this ado, the enemies made a greater ſtir and tumultuous alarm, than 
any skirmiſh to ſpeak of: for Cr-ſþings not only gave Hippocrates the repulſe, and drave him from 
the defences of his own camp, but alſo followed him in chace, as he fled fearfully in haſt away* | 
and Marcella forced Epicides to tale the City again, and get it over his head, So as nom they O

Feed, the diſeaſe grew catch contagious, and ſo ſpred and increaſed more and mere: in 
ſuch manner, as either that w hick periſhed for want of looking to and giligent at- 
cendarice ; or if any came about them, to keep them and miniſter unto them, they were infected 
and endangered alſo as deeply as the other: ſo as every day a man could go no where; but either 
death, or corſes carried forth to their graves, were preſented to his eyes? night and dayin all 
places there was nothing heard but weeping, wailing, and piteous lamentation. In the end their

| - Then the Queſiar was ſent, attended with a guard, unto Naſos, for to enter upon ek inge 
tteaſure there, and to keep the ſame in ſafety, The pillage ofthe 85 was given to the ſouldiers: 
but there were appointed cettain warders over every houſe of theim, who were among the ga- 
tiſons of the Romans, for to ſave the ſame, Amids many crnel, ſpightful, and ſoul examples of 
anget, malice, and covetouſneſs, which hapned to be committed during the time of this ſaccage, 
it is reported, That in ſo great hurliburly as poſſibly might be, when. a City is newly taken, ant 
Hungry ſouldiers run to rifling, Archimedes was buſily occupied, and fi dying upon certein Geo- 
metrical figures that he had drawn out in the duſt, and hapned to be ſſain by a ſoudier, tharg 
new not who he was. Whereat Aarcellus was much offended and dif and ihereupos 
gave eſpecial ordeg, that he ſhould be honourably enterred: yea, and cauſed hiskinsfolks to be 
vghr out: and all they in remembrance of him, ard for his name fake, were not omy ſa ved hut 
wy well accounted of, and had in good reputation. Thus you ſe in what ſort ad by what 
means eſpecially een was won. A City herein vvas found ich ſtore of wealth and riches, 
as hardly would bave been gouen ip Carthagez-if it had been forced then: — 
was able to hold out with Rome, and maintein. war with equal ſorce and powers:

In the ſame ſummer, the Roman Generals in Sn (who almbſt for two vet had done my 
memorable act there, but warted by policy and firatagems, more than by force eee 
ſtom their forts and winter habors, «pd joynedeheir armies together; Then th 
cel, where th Ne ped with one general accord in this opinion, That — 
they had effe s much only, as to empeach and thay Gn all eee 
ws Iteh, it Ne y bigh time to make an end at once ofthe wax in Spaiv, And to effect and 
ring there to paſſe they juppoſed 10 that theit ſtrength was well amended and ſufficient, 
that in the winter time theꝝ had levied and putin arms Thirty thonſand Celtiberians. Now

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K berians before in che vanguard, and encamped neer the City Anatorgis in the fight of their ene- 
A mies, having but che river running between. And there Cn. Scipio ſtaid Anode bis abode 
withthe power aforeſaid : but F. Scipio went onward to perform that part of the war which he 
purpoſed and intended. Aſdrubal after he perceived that there lay in camp but a ſmall power of 
Romans, and that their whole hope relied upon the aids of the Celtiberians; as one that could 
well ckill ofthe falſhood and treachery of the barbarous people, but etpecially of all thoſe nations, 

among whom he had been ſo long a ſouldier: by reaſon that both 2 as well his own as the 
other of the Romans, were full of Spaniards, he uſed by the means of reciprocal commerce of 

their language, for to have ſecret ſpeech and conference with the principal heads of the Celtiberi- 
B ns nk ſo treated with them, that in conſideration of a great ſum of money, they were perſwaded 


eelded in the end to withdraw all their forces from thence, and give the Romans the ſlip. 


And this they ſuppoſed was not ſo heinous and odious a fact. For why? they were not dealt 
withal to turn their ſwords upon the Romans, and to war againſt them: again, they were to have 
as good pay and wages to ſit ſtilland not to ſerve, as was ſufficient to bind them for to bear arms, 

fight: and laſt of all, reſt it ſelf, and ſlegping ina whole skin, together with their return home 
to their own, and the joy and pleaſure of viſiting their friends, and ſeeing their goods and lands, 
were plauſible and pleaſing inducements to every man. And therefore the Captains themſelves 
were no ſooner drawn thereto,than the very multitude, Over and beſides, to ſtrike it dead ſure, 
they Rood in no fear of the Romans (being ſo few as they were) that they could poſſibly keep 
c them perforce. And ſurely, this might well ſerve, to be a Caveat for Roman Captains ever here - 
after, and ſuch precedent examples and inſtances as this, may ſtand in ſtead of good leſſons in- 
deed, to teach them how they truſt again the aids of foreiners; and never to reſie themſelves ſo 


much upon them, but that they alwa yes have in their camp the greater part of their own forces, 


and the more number of their natural ſouldiers. All on a inddain therefore the Celtiberians di- 
ſlodged, plucked up ſtandards, and departed from them, and never bad them fare wel. And when 
the Romans demanded che cauſe of this change, yea, and beſought and importuncd them to rarry, 
they made them no other anſwer but this, That they were called and ſent for home, by occaſion 
of wars in their own country, Scipio ſeeing that theſe Allies of his were ſo ſlippery, and could nei- 


ther be intreated nor enforced to ſtay: and that himſelf alone without them was not able to 


p make his part good with the enemy: and to joyn again with his brother, was a thing impoſſible: 
for want of all other good means, for the 3 hen he ſaw no remedy elſe, determined to re- 
tire himſelf as far back ward as he could: having this eſpecial care above all things, not to encoun- 

. ter and joyn battail wich the enemy in plain field, without ſome advantage, who now was paſſed 
over the river, and traced him hard at heels in his diſmarch. | 
About the ſame time P. Scipio ſtood in the like terms of fear, but in more danger by the coming 
of a new enemy, and tnat was Maſauiſſa the young Prince, who then was a friend and penſionary 
ſouidier of the Carthaginians: but afrerwards mighty and renowned for his amity with the Ro- 
mans, He with his Numidian Horſemen firſt encountred P. Scipio, as he marched on his journey, 
and afterwards bath day and night moleſted and troubled him very ſhrewdly : in ſuch ſort, that 

E not only he would intercept and catch ev that were gone out wandering and ſtragling fat 
from the camp, a fuelling or foraging, and ſend them ſhort of home; bur alſo ride braving even 
before the camp. Many a time . he venture, yea, and enter upon the thickeſt of the ſtanding 
corps de guard, and make foul work and trouble among them. By night alſo he uſed oft to make 
many ſtarts upon a ſuddain, and aſſail the gates of the camp and the zampier, and put them in ex- 
ceeding great frights. So as the Romans at no time, nor in no place could be at reſt and quiet for 
him, but ever in fear and doubt of ſome ſhrewd turn or other by him: ſo as they were driven to 
keep within their rampier, cut off from the uſe of all commodities abroad, and in a manner as good 
as beſieged: and more ſtreightly yet were they like to be beleaguered, incaſe Indibila, who was 
coming (as the rumor went) with 7 500 Sueſſetans, were once joyned with the Carthaginians, 

x Whereupon Scipio a wary tor and prudent Captain otherwiſe, driven to theſe hard extremi- 
ties, and forced to make ſhifts,entred into a raſh and inconſiderate deſignment, even to go on and 
meet (forſooth)7ndibil;zin the night, and in what place ſoever it ſhould be his hapto encounter 
him, there to bid him battail, and fight with him. Leaving therefore a mean guatd to keep the 

- Cathp,and T. Fonteius his Lieutenant, as Provoſt and Captain, he ſer out at midnight and meeting 
with his enemies, joyned battail with them: but they skirmiſhed rather by looſe companies in 
their march, than with their united forces in ſet and pight field. Howbeit, the Romans had the 
better hand ſo much as it was, conſidering what a confuſed and diſorderly conflict there might be. 
But cheNumidiat Cavalry, whom Sci pio thought he was ſecured off, and that they were not aware 

of him, all on a ſuddain flanked the ſides of the Romans, and mightily terrified them. Againſt theſe 
G Numidians,whiles Scipio made head again afreſh, behold a third ſort of enemies alſocharged upon 
his back; even the Carthaginian Captains, who by this time while the other were in fight, had 
overtaken their allies and were come thither. So as the Romans were to maintain battail on all 
and were at aſtand, and in doubt with themſelves againſt which enemy to turn firſt, or what 

Way with a cloſe conched ſquadron to give the venture for to break through. As the General 

Wess thus manſully fighting, and encouraging his ſouldiers, preſenting and oppoſing him elf for- 
ward, where was moſt need and danger, hi chance wasto be run r the right fide of his 

body with a Lance: and that maſſive band of the enemies which had charged n 8 
5 | attallon,

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battailon, which environed their Captain, ſeeing Scipio falling from his Horſe ready to 0 f | 
great joy and mirth ſet up a cheerſul ſhout, and ran all over the army, and caried glad fidingg 
that the Roman General was ſlain. This voice being once ſpread all abroad, cauſed both the 
enemies to take themſelves undoubtedly for victors, and the Romans to make ib other ac! 
compt but they were vanquiſhed. Whereupon they having loſt their Leader, began forthyich 
to flie out of the field. But as it was no hard matter for them to make a lane and break throng 
among the Numidians, and other auxiliary ſouldiers lightly armed; ſo to eſcape and go clet 
away from ſo many Horſe, and Footmen alſo, who were as ſwiſt on foot as the horſemen; it 
was almoſt impoſſible, Thus they were more in manner ſlain in their flight now, then in their 
fight before; And there had not one remained alive, but that the day being far ſpent already, and i 
roward evening, the night came on apaceand overtook them, The Catthaginian Caprains, and 
thoſe alſo of Africk,, taking the full benefit of this their good fortune, ſlept nor their buſineſle; 
nor made delay: bur preſently after the batrailʒ ſcarcely allowing their ſouldiers ſo much Nleep as 
would content nature, marched in great haſt toward A ſdrubol the ſon of Amilcar + making ac- 
compt aſſuredly, that when they had joyned their power with his, they ſhould break the neck 
of this war, and end it once for all. When they were come to him, great joy and gratulation 
there was between the Captains and the hoſts of borh ſides, for this freſh victory newly atchie- 
ved: and ſeeing they had already defeated fo brave a warrior and great commander, together 
22 whole army, they made no doubt but expected certainly to have another hand as good 
as this. | | 7 
Ihe news verily of this ſo. great a foil and overthrow, was not yet come unto the Romans: K 
but yet they were ſtrucken into a ſad dump and deep ſilence, and more than that, into a ſecret 
preſage and fore-deeming of ſome unlucky tidings: as commonly ment minds uſe to fore-give 
and tell aforehand, when there is ſome miſchief and ill toward them. The General bimſelf be- 
ſides that he ſaw he was abandoned and forſaken of his aſſociats, and knew the forces of the 
e ſo mightily reenforced ; by good conjectures and gueſſes, yea, and by very reaſon, was 
induced to ſuſpect ſome lots and calamity received already, rather than enclined to hope after any 
good ſucceſs and happy ſpeed. For thus he diſcourſed with himſelf : How is it poſſitjle that 4ſ- 
drubal and Mago ſhould yon meer armies together without conflict, unleſs my brother be ſlain 
in fight, or have forgotten tobe a warrior? how cometh it that he withſtood them not? or how 
hapnerh it thatm brother followed not hard after them faſt upon their backs? Ar leaſtwiſe, if 
he had nor been able to keep them aſunder, but chat boch Captains and armies muſt needs meet 
and joyn in one, yet he himſelf me thinks, at leaſtwiſe would have come by this time to his 
brother and brought his own power to his. In this perplexity and anguiſh of ſpirit, he thought 
yet, for the preſent time, that the only good courſe he ceuld take, was to withdraw himſelf back 
from thence as far as he could: and ſo all that one night unwares to his enemies (who ſo long 
only were quiet) he marched a great way, and won much ground of them, The next morning: ſao 
ſoon as the enemies perceived that the Romans were diſlodged and gone, they ſent out the Nu- 
inidian light Horſemen. and began to follow oſter them apace, and puriued them as faſt as poſſi- 
bly they could: and before night the Numidian Cavalry had overtaken them, and skirmiſhed i 
one while with the tail of their march, another whiles at their ſides and flanks, and gave them no 
reſt : whereat the Romans made as it were a ſtand, and began to defend and ſave their army as 
well as they could: yet with great warineſs and regard of ſecurity, Scipio encouraged them ſo to 
fight, as they might march on ſtill and gain ground, before the Infantry overtook them, But as 
one while the army was one foot, and another while ſtood Gill, in long time they rid but alittle 
ground. And Scipio ſee ing the night draw on apace, reclaimed his ſouldiers from farther skit- 
miſhes: and after he had rallied them together, he retired with them up to a little mount, ao 
ſufficient place (God wot) of ſafe retreat for an army, eſpec ially ſo troubled and affrighted already, 
et higher than any other place all about. There the firſt thing that he did, was to beſtow the 
aggage and cavalty in the mids within his forces: and at firſt the infantry ranged round about in N 
a ring, made no difficult matter of it to put by the violent 1 of the Numidian Horſemen. 
But afterwards when the three Generals marching with three full armies approached, their Cap» / 
rain Scipio perceiving that he was never able to keep that place without ſome fortification, he- 
an to caſt his eye about, and to bethink with himſelf, by what means poſſible he might / empale 
Pimſel round about as it were with a rampier : but the hill was ſo naked of wood, and the ſoil 
of the ground beſides ſo tony and craggy, that he could neither finde any-underwood fir to cut 
out ſtakes for a palliſadonor earth meer to maketurſs for a bank, or mi nable for a trench: and in 
one word, all things untoward and unhandſome fora mound, and to fortifie withal, Neither 
was there any place there, to ſpeak of, ſo ſteep and upright, but the enemy might at eaſe mount 
up and climb it. All the hill on every (ide, had a gentle riſing and aſcent up to the top, How - © 
beit, to repreſent ſome ſhew and reſemblance yer of a rampier, they were forced to take their 
pack ſaddles, with their packs tied faſt unto them, and fo round about to pile them and taiſe 
them to the uſual height ofa mure: And where rhere wanted pack ſaddles to make up the work 
there they were fain to heap together, all ſorts of fardels, truſſes, and other carriages, 
to put them between the enemies and them, The Carthaginian armies when they were come, 
matched very eaſily up againſt the Hill, Bur the new taſhion and manner of their defences 
and fortifications, was very ſtrange unto them, ſo as at the firſt the ſouldiers marvelled _ 
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Jer. and biad won the favour and affection of men, and poſſeſſed their hearts before the other: 


p there atoſe ape man yet, that recovered all again, and brought the decaied ſtate to the former, 
perfection. There was in the amy one L. Mart int, ĩbe fon of Septimiui Gentleman and Knight 
of Nene forward young man: ſor coutage and wit, far above the deg! ind condition wherein 
he was born. Beſides this excellent and moſt towatd diſpoſition of his by natire; he had great

In which pillage there was found 
a ſhield of ſilv er weighing 1 38 pound, with the image and portraiture of Aſdrubal the Barchine, 
Valirius Antias recordeth,that the camp only of Mago was taken, and ſeven thouſand men lain: 
and that iu another battell with Aſdrubal upon a ſally forth, there died tenihonſand, and 4330 
were taken priſoners. Piſo writeth,that when Mago followed after our men in an hot and diior- 
derly chace ( for they ſeemed to ire back and retreat) there were five thouland men killed by che 
train of an ambuſh. But all writers do blazon the great honour and fame of Duke Martins And L 
beſides the very truth of his glorious nàme, they make mention alſo and ſpeak of ſome miracles;

diſplaied ſent into Spain for to ſupply the armies there. Of leſs reckoning was this, that he was ad- 
vertiſed by a certain captive, how the very ſame plot of ground whereon he was encamped, hap- 
ned at the ſame time to be ſold: not underfoot, but at the full price, and nothing abated. This he 
rook to be ſo preſumptuous a part, and ſũch ⁊ ſcornfũlſ ĩndignity, namely, hat there ſhould be a 
chapman found at Rome, to make purchace of that piece of land, which he was poſſeffed of and 
held in right of arms, that preſently he called for the publike crier and trumpet, and gave com- 
mandment unto him, to pro-laim port- ſale of all the ſhops of Bankers and money changers at 
that time about the Forum in Rome. Nexertheleſs, hereupon he was moved to diſlodge and reti- 
red his camp backwards from the City to the river 7 #ria, fx miles from Nome. From whence he 


took his way to the grove of Feroniad where ſtood a Temple, in thoſe daies much renowned for 


wealth and riches, The inhabitants thereabout were certain Capenats, who uſed to bi ing thither 
the firſt fruits of theix corn and revenues, yea and many other oblations beſides ; accdtding td their 


| r 
ſtore: by. means whereof they bad adorned and garniſhed it with much gold and ſilver. Of all 
thoſe gifts and offerings was this Temple then robbed and ſpoiled. But after the departure of An- 


nibal{rom thence there were found great heaps of braſs, by reaſon that the ſouldiers upon touch 
and . caſt in many brazen pieces. Ihe ſacking and pillage of this Temple, 


Eall writer do agree upon, and make no doubt thereof. ( alius ſaith, That Auni bal as he went to- 
ward Rome from Eretum, turned thither; and he ſetteth down the beginning of his joutney from 


Rate Cutil a and from Amit ernum. And that ont of Campania, he came imo Samnium, and ſrom 
thence into the country of Peligni, and ſo paſſed beſide the City Samo, to the Marucins, and then 
by the territory of the Albenſes into the Marſians land, and from thence he marched to Amiter- 
num, and ſo forward to the town Foruli. Neither is there any errour or doubt in all this, becauſe 
the marks and tokens of the voyage of ſo great an army could nor within the memory and com- 
paſs of ſo ſmall an age be confounded and worn out. For certain it is, that he paſſed that way.

<« therwiſe, that they liked of their condition ſo wel, as they choſe ratht r to be allies than Citizens;

The nation ofthe Acarnians;albeic they were both in ſtrength unequall, and alſo ſaw already, that 
they had loſt the walled City of the Oniades, and Naxus: and knowing well, that the Roman for- 
ces would come upon them beſides : rather upon anger than any good counſell and adviſement, 
made preparation for war, and reſolved to meet them. Their wires and children, and elder per- 
ſons ſuch as were above forty years of age, they ſent away into Epirus, ad joyning near unto them, 
Of all that were fifteen years old and upward i unto threeſcore, they took a ſolemn oath. that they 
would never return back without victory. They laid alſo a heavy curſe and ctuell malediction op-

Eled and incenſed, they encamped theinſelyes in cheir utmoſt frontiers, abiding the coming of their 
enemies. And having diſpatched meſſengers to Philip, to give notice to him in what jeopardy they 


ſtood, they conſtrained him to give over that war which he had in hand, conſidering. that 22 
rina was ſurrendred up into his hands, and that he had ſped wel otherwiſe in the reſt of his affairs,

ſurpriſed and boorded. For how poſſibly could ſhips beavily charged, carcying artillery, ordnance 
and engins of battery, be ever able to withſtand an Armado nimbly appointed, rigged and trim 
med for the purpoſe with all ſhip furniture meet for battell, and manned beſides with armed; ſoul- 
diers ? How might our ſhips (L ſey) withſtand the enemy, which either are cooverted to the 
ule of merchant-(hips of burden; or elſe ſoneer ſat to the wals,-that they ierve in ſtead of a plat 
forni and bank, or elſe of bridges to enter upon the City ? Scipio therefore, after he was thither 
come, and had beſtowed his wars (hips with braſen beaks beturids in the rere ward near to land, 
which (as the manner is in fight at ſea) might guard and defend the reſt : oppoſed the, Hulks 
and Caricks- in a four - fold rankand courſe, in ſtead of a wall afront the enemie. And becanle 
that in the tumult of the fight, thoſe ranges might not be broken and diſordered, he laid the maſts 
and ſail-yards over · croſſe, reaching from ſhip to ſhip; and with ſtrong cables he linked and taſtned 
them all in one together, and laid boords and planks over them, that men might paſſe every way 
from one ſhip to another. But under thoſe very bridges, be left certain ſpaces between, from 
whenes the light pinnaces and frigots might make out to charge and recharge the edemy, and 
retire themſelves thither again in Having thus in haſt(according as the time would give him 


ſouldiers put aboord into thoſe ſhips of burden, to make head io the forefront,8 withſtand the vio- 
D lence of tbe enemies, and furniſhed they were with offenſive weapons, but miſſive eſpecially, to 
ſhoot aud fling from them + and ſucb ſtore thereof they had together, as might ſerve for the aſlault 
were it never fo long. Thus appointed und prepared, they waited the coming of the enemies. 
The Carthaginians, who if they had made good ſpeed, might have ſurpriſed them unawares,and 
found all pell- mell and out of order whiles they were troubled, frighted, and to ſeek what to do upon 
| that ſudden occurence) fearing ſtill as men out of heart and dilmiyed with ſo many foils by land, 
and thereupon diſtruſting themſelves even at the fea alſo; where(no doubt)they were the better and 
more puiſſaut t and having trifled out all the live - long day, and failed but flowly ; about the ſun-ſet 
arrived in the haven, which the Aﬀeicans call Reſcivovy. And the next morning by ſun-riftag, they 
= forthinto the open ſea, and ranged their ſhips in order, as agaiol} a ſet navall battell; ſuppo- 
x ſing that the Romans would make out andreceive them, When they had ſtood thus a long time, 
and perceived the enemies not to ſtir or once to ſet forward, then at laſt they charged upon the 
ſoreſaid hulles and ſhips of burden. The ſervice was nothing like a ſen · fight, but reſembling for all 
the world the ſhips that are to aſſaile the wals of ſome Town. For the hulks were à good deal 
taller and ſtood a loft over the enemies, And the Carthaginians out of their war ſhips armed and 
breſted with braſen beaks let flie many a dart in vain, as lancing them from beneath taintly agaioſt 
the higher-place; wherens the ſhot from above out of the Caricks, was levelled with more ſtrength 
and by reaſon of their own poiſe light alſo with greater force. The light pinnaces for ſpial, and the o- 
ther ima boris, which made (allies from under the bridges aforeſaid, framed of — 10 maſts 
and ſailyards, at the firſt were eneountred, overcharged and hidden only with the violence and 
x Steatneſt vt thole war-ſhips : but afterwards they were ſome trouble to the defendants of their 
own fide ; for that being intermiogled amongſt the enemies ſbips, their own fellows were for- 
cad oftentimes to (tay their hands, and'neither (hoot arrow, nor lance dart, for fear of miſſing 
their enemies, und lighting amongſt their own patt. At the laſt, the enemies from out of the 
Carthaginian ſhips, began to calt out certain loggets, with iron hooks at the end (which the ſoul- 
dicrs.ule to call Harpagoves) L Grupples ] tor to take hold upon the Roman ſhips. Which when 
the Romans were not able to cut in funder; no more then the very chains whereto they hung, 
and whereby they were ſlung, then ye might bave ieen (as any one of their enemies war · ſi 
uud gallies rowed back, and towed after it a Roman Carick hanging by the grapple end) t 
boords and ropes cut-afunder, by which-it was tied andfaſtoed unto others, or elſe another range 
G ul courie of more ſhips together, to follow after the tail ot the other. By this device eſpecially 
Were all the bridges torn and rent in p eoces, and ſcarcely had the defendants any time and 
ſpace to retire and paſſe into the {ſecond rank of ſhips behind.

ſem them out in tach great troops : but after that the Roman; footmen once had ſuddainiy entred 
between the cornets of their horiemen, which gave way as they came, and had gotten ſure foot- 
ing and made head, and o frighted the enemy charging ſofree = the ſpur as he did then, the 

Barbarians began to ride their horſes more caſily, and within a while gently to ſtand ſtill and in 
the end, not only to give ground to the footmen, but alſo to retreat from the horſemen, who now 
were the more bold and hardy, being flanked with à guard of footmen. 2 501 

And riow by this time the ſtandards of the legions advanced forward, and approached neer 
hand. But when che Maſszſyli were ſo far from receiving and enduring their firſt charge, that they 
might not abide the very ſight io much, as of their enſigns and armour, ſo mightily wrought with 
them either the remembrance of former overthrows already paſsed, or the preſent fear of immi- M 
nent danger. Where Syphax, whiles he rode bravely in the face ofthe enemies troops and ſqus- 
drons, if happily for very ſhane, or for the perill of bis own perſon, he might ſtay his men from run- 

ning away, had his horſe under bim ſore wounded, and being calt off his tack tothe earth, as over= 
preſsed with the number, taken priioner, and brought alive unto Lelivs,. for to repretent unto 
Maſaniſſa above all others a goodly ſhew and joy iull fight to behold, Now was Ciriba, the bead 
City of all the Kingdome of Syphax z and thither after the flight, betook themielves a mighty mul» 
titude of people. The ſlaughter in this battell was leſs in proportion, then the victory, becauſe the 
borſemen only maintained the conflict. Not above fivethouland wert ſlain, and not halfe (o many 
taken priſoners. And when they had made an aſſault upon the camp whither the frighted multitudo 
after the loſſe of their King, had retired; Aaſauiſſa came unto Lalius and ſaid, that for the preſent N $a. 
there could be nothing more pleaſing and honourable unto biai, thenupon his victory to viſit and © 
ſee his fathers Kingdome, which he had recoveredand won again after ſo long a timo. But as im 
adverſity, ſo liko wiſe in proſperity (qd.he) tract of time and delaies are never good, Incaſe then 
fore Lalius would permit hith and his horſemen, together with conquered Syphax to go before 
unto the City Cirtba, he would ſurpriſe them on a ſuddain, finding all out of frame and toſeek by 
reaſon of this io ſuddain and unexpected fear : and Lelixs with his footmen might travell fair and 
ttly, and come after with eaſie journies, Lalius yeelded hereunto, Whereupon, bei 4 
ore unto Cirtha, he at ney wer the principall Citizens of Cirtha to be called forth unto#parle. 


But all the whiles that they were ignorant of the Kings unbappy fall, and ſo long as Maſawfe 
uttered nothing of that which was hapned, he might-not prevail. either with threats or faire O 
words and perſwaſions untill be preſented the King before them a bound priſoner. Then at ſo hea- 
vy an ob ject and miſerable ſpeRacle, they lift up apitifull-cry, and made great lamentation. 
And partly for fear they abandoned the defence of the wals, and partly by a generall conſent to 
court the Conqueror, and to ſeek for grace and favoux at bis hands, they ſet the gates open. 
Then Aaſaniſſa, after he had beſtowed about the gates, and in convenient places ofthe wals, 
certain ſtrong guards, to lep that no man ſhould ſtir and make an eleape, he rode a gallop _ = 
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rojall pallace, for tobe poſſeſſed of it. As he entied within'the fore-gates thereof, even in the 


very entrance of the porch, Sephoni:bs the wife of Syphax, and daughter ob Aſdrubai the Cartha- =

ce ſed; in the love and name of the Numidian nation, which now is common to you and Sypbax, 
« hy the domeſticall gods, protectors ot this regall houſe and princely palace, who vouchlate to 
« receive you into it at this preſent with better preſa ges and more fortunat tokens, then lately they 
ic. Jent Sypbax out of it; to deign me a lowly ſuppliant this favour, and grant me this petition,as to 
« determin your ſelt of me your captive whatſoever pleaſeth you, & not to ſuffer mo to fall into the 
« proud hands and inhumane diſpoſition of any Roman. If there were notbiag elſe but this, that L 


« was ſometime wife and Queen to Syphax, yet would I rather trie the courtchie and humanity of 


« a Numidian, and one born in Africk as well zs my ſelf then of a ſtranger and alien. But 
*« what hard meaſure a Carthaginian lady, and the daughter of 4ſdr#bs!, may fear at a Ro- 
ec mans hand, yon ſee and know tull well. Wherefore once again I requeſt-andiotreatyour bigh- 
pefſe upon my knees, to regard my ſuit - and if there be no way elſe to ſave and keep mefrom 
the will and appetite of the Romans, to put me to death out of hand. For beauty ſhe ſurpaſſed and 
was incomparable : for years luſty, and in the very beit of her age. And therefore when as now ſhe 
held him faſt by the hand, and requeſted his protection and honourable word, only for this, that ſhe 
might not be delivered and betrayed to a Roman, placing & ſetting her words ſo well, ind couehing 
them ſo cunningly, that they ſounded neerer toſpeeches for to win love, then prayers to crave pity:

lee the fanfie and affection of this viRorious Prince he enelined preſently not only to mercy and 
compaſſion, but alio(as all the kind of theie Numidians are ful of love, and have no ſtay oftheir wan- 


ton luſt )a copqueror otherewiſe though he were, yeelded himſelf priſoner to the love of his captive: 
and after he had given her bis right hand for aſsurance to perform her tequeſt, he went into the pa- 
lace, This done. he began to caſt about with himfelt how he might make good his promiſe unto 
Sophonizba: but Ming no meanes elſe to compaſs and bring it about, he borrowed fooliſh, raſh, 
and ſhameleſs counſel! of blind love. He made no more ado, but commanded in all baſt to pre- 


parethat very day forthe ſolemnization and marriage with Sophonisba,becrnle he would give nei- 


ther Lalius, nor Scipio himſelf, any liberty at all to proceed againlt her as a priſoner,afterthe were 
once the wedded wife of Maſaniſſa. The wedding was no ſonner done, but behold Lelim came, 
a gueſt unſent for and nothing welcome: who ſo little diſsembled how mach he miſliggg:the thing, 
that he was once aboũt᷑ to have piucked her forth of thebride-bed, and ſent her away evap with Sy- 
phax and other priſoners to Sci pio. But overcome with the earneſt prayers: of Aſaſaniſſs, who 
beſought and importuned bim to tefer the matter over to Scipio, tor to arbitrat and decide unto whi- 
ther of the two Kings Sopheni:ba ſhould be awarded, for to mend their tate, and better their for- 
tune z he ſent away Syphax alone with the relt of the priſoners, and by the help of Maſauiſſa, wan 
and recovered the other Cities in Numidia, which were held by the garriſons of the King. When 
news cameinto the camp that they were bringing Sypbax thither, all the multitude Went forth 
23 it were to behold a triumph. Himſelt went bound before all the reſt, and a number of Numidi- 
an noblmen and glentlemen followed aſter. Then every man to ſet forth and ampliſie this victo- 
rie, magnified what be could the greatneſs ot King Syphax, and the glorious renown of the 
nation; in theſe termes: That be was the King, unto whole majeſty the two moſt mighty and 
puiſſant ſtates ol the world, to wit, the Romans and che Carthaginians attributed ſo much, that 


F Scipio the Genetall of the one, for to ſeek his amity, left the province of Spais and the army 
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and Aſdrabal the great commander of the Carthaginians, not only repaired himieli in per- 
ſon unto him into his Kingdome, but alſo gave. him his daughter io martiage : ſo as at one time 
he had in his power the two grand-captains, of Crthaginians and Romans both. | Andlike 
as both theſe-nations killed ſacrifices unto the immottall gods, and craved thereby their grace 
and favour, ſo of both parties at one time was bis friendſhip ſ for, and deſired. And as for 


his power and 3 it was ſo great, that he expelled A4

« ſure, award and judgement of her, who is reported to have alienated a confederat King from us, 
i and to have cauſed him raſhlꝝ and inconſideratly to take armes againſt us.

Maſaniſſa, whiles be beard = 
theſe words, not only bluſhed as red as fire, but alſo began to water his plants. And when he had O 
promiied for his part to be overruled and tet down by the Generall, and requeſted him withall, 
to far forth as poſſibly the caſe, would permit, to tender and regard his promiſe, wherein raſhly 

' andinconfideratly he bad entangled bimſelt, (for given bis faithfull word he bad, that he would 
net deliver an vetray her into the hands and power of any other) be departed out of the Preto- 
rium ot Generall his court;' all diſmaied and exceedingly troubled in ſpirit and betook himielſ to 
his on pavillion. Where all ſolitary and alone by himſelf, - after he had paſſed over n 
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>ferching many s and ſobs, ſo at he mighte:fily be overheard by them that lvod 
| at the la one grievobs grone above the reſt, and with that called for one of 
his truſty grooms, who he bis haad the keeping (as the maner was of Kings, and Princes) 
of a he; poyſon,egninf al doobrfull hnnces chat might happen. Which be commanded bim 
to temper in a goblet of wine, and to carry it toSopbonirba, and wit hall to tell her thus much from 
him. That Aaſauiſſa would ha ve been moſt willing to per his plighted troth and firſt pro- 
ce miſe, which un husband ought unto his wedded wife. But ſince that the ſuperiour powett, and 
ic thole that wers mightier then himſelt᷑, had bereft him of that puiſſance and liberty, he was ready

a more cruell and tragicall part then there was need. The next day after, to the ead that he 
might withdraw his mind away from this preient fit of troubleſome fancies, he mounted up 
into his Tribunall ſeat, and aſſembled an audience.

of Namidia. Then Scipio having ſent C. Lælius with Syphax and other captivesunto Rome, accom- 
mied alſo with the Embaſſadors of Aaſaniſſa returned himſelf with his power again 10 Tant. And 
thete-what fortifications and works he had begun afore, now he finiſhed partcRiy and brought 
to nend. | 
The Carthaginians who were filled with a kind of joy that was not only ſhort,but alſo in maner _

ſent ſtate) was tortunat enough; after they heard that Syphax was taken prifonet, in whom they 
bad repoſed more hope (well neer) then in Aſdrubal and their own army, were mightily affrighted 
and daunted; and would give no more ear to any that perſwaded war, but ſent as orators to ſue 
tor pexce;thirty ot theit principall ancients: and they amongſt them were (as one would-{ay)their 
privy coyncell of ſtate, and had the greateſt power and authority to [way and overrule the whole © 
body of the Senat. Who being entred into the Roman camp and the Generall his lodging and 
pavillion; fell down proſtrat (after the manner and guiſe as I take it, ofthe countrey * from , ROE 
whence they were firſt delcended) like thoſe that worſhip & adore the gods.

Item, to yeeld up all their ſhips of wi fav; n 
ec ghly twenty. Item, that they deliver unto the Romans, of wheat 30 and oi ber- 

- «ley 300000. [Now what way the ſam of money that he required or demanded, of them, it is 
« riot certainly agreed upon. In ſome writers I find 3000 talents: in others, five thouſand pour 
ce weight only of filver i and there de that bave ſet down, that they laid upon them a double pg 
of all the ſouldiers. J Upon theſe conditions (ſaith be) whether ye will like of peace or no, ye 
« ſhall have three daies reſpit and liberty to conſult and conſider, If you will accept therot in theſe _ 
ce termes, make a truce with me for the preſent, and ſent your Embaſſadors unto & ems to the Senat 
<« there. Thus the Carthaginiaris, when they had agreed together, and concluded to reſule no ar 
ticles and conditions of peace whatſoever, were diſmiſſed. But in truth they ſought for nothing 
elſe but delaies and ttact of time untill A»»iba! were failed over into Africk- So they 
addrefled certain Embaſſadors unto Scipio to enter a truce; others they diſpatched to Rowe to treat 
for a peace : who brought with them for a ſhew,ſome few captives,rencgares, and fugitives, to the 
end-thef! roight obtain their ſute moreenſily, But Lalius with Syphex and other captives (the 
principall nobles and gentlement of the Numidians) was many daies before arrived at Rams, and 
bad declared unto the LL. of the Senat all things in order as touching their good ſpeed and iucerſſe 
in Africk, to the great contentment and joy of all men forthe preſent, and with exceeding bope 
for the tiine to come. Then the LL. alter cooſulration had, gave order that the King ſhould be ſeqt to 
Alla, there to lie in ward and ſafe cuſtodie, and that Lalius ſhould be kept (till at Rowe, untill the 
Carth:ginian Embaſſadors came. A ſolemn proceſſion for tour daies was decreed. And P. Aeliu 
the Pretor, after he had diſmiſſed the Senat, called preſently an aflembly of the people, and to- 
gether with C. Lalius went into the Roſtra (or pulpit for publickorations, ) Where the people bear- 
ing that the Catthagiaian army was defeated, that the King of great name and renown was o- 
vercome and taken pri ſonęr; that all Namidia was overrun from one end to the other with a 
noble and ſingulat conqueſt ; they could no longer cantein their joy in filence, but in ſhouts and 
acclamations and other tokens (uſuall in the aſſembly of a multitnde) expreſſe and fignifietheir 
exceeding gladneſs and contentment of heart. Whereuponthe Pretor immediately made procla- 
mation, that the Chyrch-wardens and ſe xtons ſhould ſet open all the holy temples and chappels 
— throughout the City, and give che people liberty and leave all the day long, devoutly to go about 
the gods, reverently to ſalute them, and heartily to render thaokigiving for this atchieved victory. "We 
The next day following, he admitted te Embaſſadors of AMA aſaniſſa into the Senat houſe, and gave 
*: them audience. Who firſt and formoſt rejoyced in the behalt of the Senat, for the proſperous 
< wars and happy ſucceſſe of N. Scipio in Africk : than they gave thanks; that he not only bad en- 
titaled Maſaniſſa their lord and malter by the bare name of King, but alſo inveſted him a King in- 
© deed by reſtoring him to his fathers Kingdome. Wherein it it pleaſeth the LL, of thdSenar, be 
ti might reign, now that Sypbax was removed and gone, without fear and trouble at all, Alſo fog, 
* that he ſolemnly in the open aſſembly praiſed him in molt honourable terms, and adorned him 
ce richly with right ſtately and precious gifts. For to deferve which favors and honours done unto 
— * him, as he bad indeavoured already, ſo would he henceforth not fail to do. his beſt. Then th 
made a petition that the Senat would confirm and ratifie by their act anddecree, hisroyall ſtyle M 
and title of K ing, with other benefits and favours received of Scipio, And this moreover particular- 
ly Ma ſauisſſa would requelt(if be might be ſo bold, and that it ſtood with the pleaſure of the Senat) 
that they would enlarge and ſet at liberty all the Numidian captives that lay in priſon in Rome 3 for 
this would be a thing whereby be ſhould acquire much honour and reputation, and gain great 
love and favour amongſt his people and countreymen at home. To theſe points the Embaſſador 
received this anſwer. Concerning the proſperous affairs of the wars in Africk, they 
congtatulat ed like wiſe, and rejoyced reciprocally with the King. As for Scipio, they liked well and 
med his a ct in giving Maſaniſſa the name of King: and therein be had done well and jultly 
and according to good reaſon. And whatſoever he had paſſed elie to the honour of Maſauiſa, the 
LL approved and commendedthe ſame. Then they deereed certain preſents that the Embaſga- N 
dors ſhould carry untothe King z to wit, two purple {onldiers caſsocks, euch of them with aclaſp 
ct gold ; and as many rich coats embrodeted and beſtudded with purple. Alio two courſers bar- 
bed and trapped, with their rich capariſons : two complete armours for horfes, with their cuirs- 
ces: likewiſe pavillions, with all their military furniture, ja as full and ample manner as a Con- 
ſul is allowed. Theſe preſents( I ſay)hadthe Pretor direction to ſend unto the King. As for the Em- 
baſsadors themſelves, there was beſtowed upon them no leis then 3000 Aſses a peece z and upon 
their followers in the train, each of them roco Aſses, Allo a double ſuit of apparell for either of 
the Embals adors, and one ſingle ſute to every one throughout their train; as allo to thoſe Numidi · 
ans, who being ſet at large out of priſon, were to be delivered again tothe King. Over and be- 
ſides, there was appointed for the Embaſsdors, lodging of free · coſt; gardenage and walking O 
places of pleaſure; allowance for their table, and all proviſion elſe whitioe ver, at the Cities ex- 
pences.

the enemies began ſorhewhat to give ground; ind withall, the whole ſtrength of the Roman ſoot 
men ſeeing the Elephants turn tail, came for ward at once for to encreaſe the diſordered tumult, and 
put them in greater fear. But ſo long as Mago ſt bod ſtoutly toit, and ſtanding in the forefrone 
ot the enſigus, the ranks and files as they went back ſoftiy, and retired by little and little, ſtill main 
tained fight as before in good order: but after that they ſaw him ſhot through the thigh and fallen, 
and therewith carried forth of the battell for dead, incontinently they were all defeated and put 
to flight. There were (lain of enemies about five thouſ and, and of military enſigns eighteen won'and 
carried away, The Romans likewiſe bought net this victory without loſſe of blood. For of che 
E Pretors army were doſt two thouſand and three hundred, and the greater part of them by fat were 
of the twelſth legion.

And never chiuk, that becauſe to 
day ybu have the choiſe of both in your own hands, th ſore ye ſhall ever have the ſame liber- I 
ce ty hereafter, Occaſions & opportunities arent alwaies th ſame, neither do they continue long. 
« All this whiles have ye had à deſire to ſave and free your ſelves fim Philip, bur evermore by 
« wiſhes & praiers in ſecret heart, rather than by taking arms in open hand. Now there are thoſe 
ce which with great armies & armadoes have paſſed the ſeas, who without your pain and peril are 
«ready to deliver you from his hands, Theſe men, if ye reject and refule for your allies, ye are not 
« well in your wits,& have them you mult either your allies or your enemies, there is no remedy, 

After this Oration of the Pretor, there aroſe a muttering and noiſe in the aſſembly, whiles ſome 
approved and gave aſſent unto that which he ſaid, others rebuked in churliſh wiſe thoſe that ac- 
corded. Inſomuch, as they jangled not one with another in particular, but the very States there 

aſſembled were at variance, yea, and this debate between the Magiſtrates of the whole nation K 
(whom they call Demiurgi, and ten they are in number) was as hotly maintained, as among the 
multitude. Five of them faid, they would propound unto the people, and debate with them in 
counſel about accepting the alliance ofthe people of Rome, and put it to voices. The other five 
proteſted, that this was directly againſt a law, in that caſe provided, forbidding expreſly that no 
Magiſtrats ſhould either propound or determine ought in any Diet, pre judicial to the ſociety and 
league with Philip. Thus was this day alſo ſpent in debating and wrangling, and nothing done. 
There remained one day yet of a tull Diet and Councel, for by law they were to conclude andde- 
cree ſomewhat within three dayes at the fartheſt. Againſt that time, the parties were ſo hotly 
bent one againſt the other, that the fathers could hardly forbear to offer violence to their very 
children. There was one Rhiſ aſus of Pelle: æ, who had a ſon named Memnon, and he was a Demi- 
urgus, who took part and ſided with them that would not permit the matter to be put to queſli- 
on, and determined by a ſcrutiny of voices, This Rhiſiaſus having inſtantly a long time importuned 
his ſon, and beſought him to ſuffer the Acheans to provide for their weal publick, and not by his 
peeviſh ftowardnes undo the (tate of the whole nation: when he ſaw once that all his prayers 
prevailed nothing, hẽ Ware a great oath that he would kill him with his own hands, and not take 
him for his ſon, but for an errant enemy. By which his menaces, he gained thus much in the end, 
that content he was the next day to joyn with them that put the matter to queſtion: who now 
being more in number than the other. made a report and propoſed the cauſe to the aſſembly: and 
when all the States in manner there met, enclined thereto, and approved thereof, ſo as they avow- 
ed openly what they would ordain; the Dymæans, Megapolitans, and certain Argives, before 
the decree was enacted, roſe up all at once, and departed out of the aſſembly, and no man either 
wondred at it,or blamed them for ir. As for the Megapolitans, no longer ago than intheir grand- 
fires dayes, at what time as they were expelled out of their country by the Lacedemonĩans, K. An- 
tigonus had reſtored them again. The Dymeans being but lately taken priſo ners, and ranſacked by 
the Roman army, Philip having given order that they ſnould be redeemed whereſoever they were 
in ſlavery and bondage, he not only ſet free, but alſo replanted intheir own country. The Argives 
laſt of all,beſides that they are of a ſettled opinion and belief that the Macedonian Kings are deſ- 
cended from them, were for the moſt part linked unto Philip in the right and regard of privat ho- 
ſpitality, and familiar friendſhip, In theſe reſpects, they went out of that aſſembſy which inclined 
to the contract of alliance with the Romans, and were held excuſed for this departure: being thus N 
obliged unto Philip the adverſe part, by great fav ours and benefits, yea, and thoſe newly received 
at his hands. All the other States oftheAchzans,whenthey were demanded their opinions; with - 
out delay confirmed by their immediat decree the ſociety with 4tralns and the Rhodians: but 
the league with the people of me, becauſe it could not be ratified and eſtabliſned without the 
Act of the people, was referred and put off until the time that Embaſſadors might be ſent unto 
Rome, But for the preſent it was thought good that three Embaſſadors ſhould be addreſſed unto 
L. Quintius and that all the forces of ghe Achzans ſnould march roward Corinth, for that Qꝝint ius 
having won the port of Cenchree, was already at the ſiege and aſſault of that City. 

Theſe Achæans encamped themſelves over againſt that gate that openeth toward Sicpone: the 
Romans lay againſt that part of the City which looketh toward Cenchrea and Attalut having led 
his army through the narrow ſtreight of Ihius, aſſailed them of Lecbæus ſide, which is an haven 
of the other Sea, At the firſt they made no hot aſſault, hoping that there would be ſome mutin 
between the Towns · men and the Kings garriſon, But perceiving they were all of one mind a 
reſolution, and that both the Macedonians defended the City, as their own native count:

« tance? The Acheans and Etolians addreſſed themſelyes to anſwer thoſe points; but the ſun 
was welneer down : whereupon the conference was adjourned until the motrow. Philip retired 
to the harbor from whence he came, and the Romans wich their allies to their camp. The day fol- 
lowing, Quint ius at the time appointed was ready before the City of Nicea (for that was thought 
a convenient place.) But Ph. l ip appeared not, nor for the ſpace of certain hours came there a 
at all from him, not ſo much as a meſignger, Now when they were out of all hope of his repai 
thither, bebold of a ſuddain his ſnips ere deſcried, - For himſelf he ſaid by way of excule, tha 
conſidering how hard, how grievous and intolerable indignities were impoſed upon him, he had 
employed all that day time until then in conſultation, and could not reſolve. But it was generally 
thought among them all. that he had of purpoſe prolonged the time, and made it ſo late even to- 


ward evening, becauſe the Achæans and Etolians ſhould have no leiſure to anſwer unto

And this opinion of theirs himſelf confirmed, in that he requeſted that he alone might parly 


with the Roman General Himſelf, and that all others ſhould go aſide and abſent themſelves; to 
the end they two might ſpend and loſe no more time in debate and wrangling, but go. briefly to 
the point, and make an end one way or other. This petition of his would not at Rl be accepied 
by Quintiur, pretending that he would not have it ſeen that the allies were excluded out ol the 
conference. But afterwards upon his imporrunat ſuit, by the adviſe ot them all, the Roman Ge- 
neral together with 45. Claudius a Colonel, when the rett were voided away, advanced forward 
to the bank fide: the King with the other two whomihe had with him the day before

Thebes in any caſe, Laſt of all, to part not only with Argos, but with Corinth alſo, for the beboofof 
the Achæans. There was not one of them all well A this limitation and ſetting out of par- 


ticular parts, which he would deliver, and which he would not. For in this reckoning & account 


they ſhould be more loſers than winners. For unleſs (fay they) he remove his forces and garriſons 
out of all Greece throughout, he will never ceaſeto give or take occafions of quarrel. As they al.

Bur 
when he heard ſay, That in a frequent aſſembly there, they nor only rejected him, but

adjoyning in thoſequarters to Acarnania. There was a ſtreight paſs or gullet there, half a mile al. 
- moſt in length, but not half a mile in breadth :. at the end of this ſtreight Randerh the City Leucas 
planted againlt an hill that turneth to the Eaſt, and looketh toward Acarnania. The baſe Townis 
built upon a plain, reaching along the ſea that divideth Lexcadiafrom Acarnania. Whereupon the 
City, as well on the land ſide, as by ſea, is eaſie to be forced, For the foords of the water reſemble a 
ſtanding lake rather than a Sea, and the whole ſoil is a light earth, minable and eaſy to be wrought 
into, ſo that in many places at once the walls either undermined or ſhaken with the ram, came 
tumbling down, But as the Town it ſelf was aſſaultable, ſo the hearts of the Townſmen were in- 
C vincible;For night and day they gave not over, to repair the cracks of the ſhaken wal, to fill up the 
open breaches and ruins.to make head luſtily, and skirmiſh with the enemy, and father to defend 
the walls by force of arms, than to ſave themſelves by ſtrength of their walls, And ſurely a longer 
ſiege they would have made of it than the Romans hoped but that certain baniſhed perſons, Ita- 
lians born, dwelling in Leucas let in and received armed ſouldiers on the Caſtle de, Howbeit, che 
Leucadians embartelling themſelves in their market place, encountred them as they ran down from 
the higher ground with a great cry and noiſe, and maintained battel with them for a long time. 
In this mean while, the walls in diverſe places were ſcaled with ladders, and the enemies mounting 
over the heaps of ſt ones that lay at the breaches, entred the Town, And now by this time theLieu- 
tenant in perſon, with many companies environed them as they fought: ſome ſlain in the midſt, 
D others flung away their weapons, and yeelded to the conquerour. Aſter few dayes, upon the 
news of the field fought at Cynocephala, all the States of Acarcania came in, and ſubmitted them- 
ſelves to the Lieutenant. * | 
At the ſame time, whiles fortune turned thus about, and bare down a fide all at once; the Ro 
dians alſo ſent out Pas ſiſtratus their Pretor,with 800 footmen of Achaã about 190 ſouldiers - 
well armed, gathered out of all ſorts of auxiliries,ro regain and reconquer from Philip the country | 
of Peres, lying inthe main and firm land, which had been held ſomerime, and poſſeſſed by their 
anceſtours, And theſe aids were compounded and mixed of French, Niſuets, Piſuets, Tanians,apd 
Areans of Affrick, and Laodiceans of A/ia, With theſe forces Pauſiſtratus encamped in the ter- 
ritory of Stratonicea, and there he ſeized of a commodious place; and very good for his putpoſe, 
E unwares to the Kings company that had holden the ſame. Thither came alſo to Aid them in very 
good time, a Regiment of a 1000 foot and a 100 horſe of Achæans, levied for that purpoſe, and ] 
were commanded by Theoxenus, Dinocrates a Captain under the King, willing to recover the ſaid DE 
hold again, firſt pitched his tents, hard againſt the enemies camp. But afterwards, he removed to 
another fort in the territory likewiſe of. Stratonicea, which they call Aſtragon: and having rallied 
together all the garriſons diſperſed aſunder in divers places, and ſent for the auxiliary bands alſo ef 
Theſlalians, even from Stratonicea, he took his way and marched toward Alabanda, where the 
enemies were. The Rhodians likewiſe for their part were ready for bittel, and after they were en- 
cm—_— both fides neer together, immediatly they entred into the field to fight it out. Dinocra- 
tet placed in the right point 500 Macedonians, and the Agrians he put in the leſt, in the main bat- 
F tel be beſtowed all choſe that he had gathered together out ofthe garriions belonging to the forts 
aboveſaid, who for the moſt part were Carians, the points he flanked round about with his cor- 
nets of Horſe; The Rhodian cohort was marſhalled in this manner: The auxiliaries ofthe Candi- 
ots and Thracians kept the richt point, the hired ſouldiers (and they were a power of ele foot- 
men) ſtood in the left, in the midſt were the aids (a mixture of many nations: ) the Cavalry and 
all the light armed ſouldiers that were, compaſſed the corners like wings. All that day the to ar- 
mies ſtood only uponthe bank of a brook which ran between them with a ſmall and ſhallow wa- 
ter: and after ſome looſe ſhort diſcharged, they retired into their tents. The next day they were 
ranged in like order, and ſtruck a battail exceeding the proportion of their number; for on each 
e there were not above three thouſand foot, and upon a hundred horſe: but they were even 
G matched not in number only and armour, but alſo in equal courage and hope alike, The Achæi —, 
firſt paſſed over the ſaid brook,and charged upon the Agflans: afterwards the whole army ran as 
one would ſay, over the River. The fight continued long doubrful, The Achæi being of them- 
ſelves in number a thouſand, diſordred ſome four hundred of the other, and forced them to re- 
treat, 8 the entire right point of the battail began to ſhrink and give ground. As 
for the Macedonians,ſo long as their battaillon called Phalanx / kept their array and ſtood cloſe to-

Philip being advertiſed that the Dardatians were entred within the confines of his realm, and 


. waſted che high country of Macedony,albeit he ſaw that almoſt in all parts of the world unhappy 


fortune (ill followed and courſed both him and his whereſoever they were: yet eſlecm̃igg it more 
grievous and heavy than death itſelf to be difleized of the poſſeſſion of Macedory alſo, he made a 


evy in great haſt out of all his cities of ix thouſand foot, and 3;00 horſe; with which power of 
Macedonians, he ſuddainly ſurpriſed the enemy (unprovided and not aware of his coming) about 


Stobi in Pelagonia. Great numbers of men were ſlain in conflict, but more in the fields, ſuch'as . 
were disbanded, and ranged abroad for greedineſs of booty and pillage, But as many as could x 


make means to flie more readily and eaſilj away, never ſtood out the tryal of a battail, but return- 
ed home into their own countrey. Having thus put life as it were again into his men by this one 


expedition and exploit (a matter of no conſequence to the total adventure of his whole eſtate)he 


retired himſelf to The ſſalonica. | 

The Punick war was not atchieved and brought to an end ſo happily and in ſo good a time 
for the Romans (who otherwiſe ſhould have warred at once both againſt the Carthaginians and 
Philip but it fell out as well and in as fit a ſeaſon, that Philip was now vanquiſhed 3 juſt againſt 
the iime that Ant ioc hus in Syria prepared to wy war againſt them, For beſides that the ſervice 
was much more eaſily managed againſt them ſingle and apart, than it would have been if they had 


ſame iĩnſtant brake out toa tumultuous inſurrection. | 

Antiochus being returned to Antioch there to winter, after he had the ſummer before brought 
under his ſubjection all the Cities belonging to Prelomæus, within the country of Cele-Syria, 
was yet never the more at quiet, and mindful ofpeace afterwards. For when he had afſembleda 
palin poſer both of Land and alſo of Sea-forces, and purpoſed to employ the whole e 
of his realm, he ſent afore by Land in the beginning of the ſpring, his two ſons Ardues and Mi- 
thridates with a mighty army, commanding them to attend him at Sardis: himſelf in perſon ſec 
forth a Voyage by Sea, with a fleet of a hundred ſail of covert ſhips with decks and hatches, be- 
ſides two hundred lighter Veſſels, as Galions and Brigantins, purpoſing at one time to aſſay all 
the Cities in * Cilicia and Caria, coaſting along the Sea fide, which were within the Dominion of 
Ptolomaus: and withal to aid Philip as well with ſhipping as ſouldiers; for as yet Philip was not 
ntterly ſubdued, nor the war with him brought to a finalend, Many braveand worthy exploits 
enterpriſed the Rhodians both by Sea and Land, in their loyalty and faithfulnes to the Romans, 
and for the ſafeguard and defence of all the Greekiſh Nation. But no one thing ſhewedtheir 
magnificence more than this, that being nothing terrified at that time with ſuch a World of war 
threatned againſt them, they ſent Embaſſadors to the King, to ler him underſtand, that if he ſalled 
d and ſtayed not his Armado, they would encounter him at the Bay of Nephelis (which is 
a-promentory or Cape of Cilicia, renowned forthe ancient league of the Athenians.) And this 
they did, not upon any hatred they bare to his perſon, but to impeach him only for coming to 


join with Philip, thereby to binder the Romans in their good courſe of ſetting Greece ar liberty, N 


Ar the ſame time Antiochus was buſied in the ſiege and aſſault of Coraceſium, againſt which he 
had placed all ordnance and engins of battery: for he was already maſter of the Cities of Zephy- 
rium, Soli, Aphrodifias and * Corycut, and having doubled the point of Anemurium (a Cape or 
forland alſo of Cilicia) he had won likewiſethe City of Selinus All theſe, and many other forts 
of that coaſt being yeelded unto him by compoſition, either for fear or willingly, without any 
aſſault, only Corace ſium ſhut their gates againſt him, and Raid his progreſs beyond his expecta- 
tion. There the Embaſſadors of the Rhodians had audience, And albeit that embaſſie was ſuch 

as might have ſex a King into a fit of choler andchafed his blond, yet he tempred his anger, and 

made anſwer that he would ſend his c 

the ancient rights and privileges as well of his own as of his anceſtours with that City and State,

ing my mouth would have attended your wil & expected the delivery of your ſuffrages, as think- 
ce ing it had been ſufficiently debated and diſcourſed already, whatſoever might be 1aid for both 
ce parties, But now ſith that the Conſul M. Porcius Catoza man of great reputation & gravity, not 
ce only by his countenance and anthority, (which alone without any word at all ſpoken had been 
important enough & effectual ) bur allo in a long premeditate Oration framed with much ſtudy 
« © and forethinking, hath impugned and inveighed again(t our propoſed ordinance, Imuſt of ne- 
= ceſſity anſwer him again as þriefly as I can, Who nevertheleis bath ipent more words in repro- 
ce ving and chaſtiſing the matrons & dames of the City. than he hath beſtowed reaſon to the pur- 

c poſe in diſſwadiug our new law: & all verily for this intent that he might leave it doubtſul, whe- 

« ther the women had done that which he blamed them tor as indu ed by their own motives; or 
« ſeduced by 2 our ſuggeſtions. As for me the protection directiy of the cauſe I will take in 
“hand, and not buſy and trouble my head in defence of our pe rſons, againſt whom the Conſul 
cc hath rather 3 and girded at, by way of big words, than charged indeed by ſound reiſons. 

« It hath pleaſed him to pu aſſembly and muiinous meeting: yea, and otherwhiles he tet · N 
meth it, An inſutrection and ſeceſſion of womenzbecavſe the wives in open place intreated you 
« to repeal that law, now in time of peace, in the fluvriſhing and bleſſed Rate of the Common- 

« weal,which during thoſe troubleſome daies of war, had been ena ed againſt them. I wor full 
e well that both theſe words and other beſides ate very ſignificant, ſought out, and picked for the 
« purpoſe,to enforce and aggra vate the matter. And we ail know, that AM. Cato is an Orator not 
« only grave and earneſt, but otherwhiles alto fell, ſharp and bitter how ever otherwiſe by natural 
c diſpoſition. he be of a mild ſpirit ard courteous enough. But to the point. What new & ſtrange 
« thing is ihis that our wives have done, in comirg abroad and aflembling themſeſ es in compa- 
ce nies,abouc a matter that ſo much concerneth and importeth themſelves? Whar?were they ne- 

ver ſeen before now, abroad in open ſtreet? Iwill take the pain, O Cato toturn or uf own O 
« book of Originals againſt your ſelf, Liſten and mark how often they have done the ſemblable, 

ce and alwaies truly for the common good and benefit of the State. And firſt and foremoſt, inthe 

« very beginning and infancy of this City, even in the reien of K. Aomulus when the Capitol was 

taken and held by the Sabins: when in the midſt of the Commonplace they were ranged in ber- 

« tel array and ready to fight a bloudy field, was not the quarrel ended and the conflict Rayed by 


the dames and wires that ran in & put themſelves between the two armies? r

The occaſions (qd, he) are different, and the caſe is not alike. Neither is it my purpoſe or any 


part of my meaning to compare cauſes,and to prove they are all one. This only I Kand upon, and 


© rake ir ſufficient to excuſe and cleer the women, ſor bringing up no ſtrange oy in that they 


ſhewed themſelves in open place, To proceed therefore: ſeeing that no man made any wonder 
then, of that which women did in undertaking the affairs that concerned all alike as well men 
« as women: marvail we now that they do the ſemblable, in a cauſe that properly and peculiatly 
« pertaineth to themſelves? And what great thing was it they did? No in good faith we are too 
© coy and ſqueamiſh of our hearing, and our ears over nice and delicate, if when maſters diſdain

«calamity of the City, and becauſe all the monies of private perſons ſhould be converred into a

« have purple and ſcarlet, carpets, counter: points, and foot - cloths, what teaſon is there to deny 
ce your wife, the miſtreſs of the houſe, a gon or mantle of the ſame? And ſhall your horſebe trap- 


| « ped and barbed more richly, and hettex ſer out with his capatiſon than your wite atraied in her 


cc apparrel? But intrutb, for purple and ſcarlet, hich are the worſe for the wearing, and waxeth, 
« bare,me thinks I ſee ſome reaſon, ſuch as it is (although it be very hard) of ſparĩng andi reſtraint: 
« mary for gold whereinlittle or nothing is lofi but the faſhion and workmanſhip, what niggar · 
« diſe, what miſery is this, to make ſpare of ĩt, and to deny ic themꝰ Nay, I dare avow and abide by 
ce ĩt thete is great benefit and uſe thereof in time of extremity 3 and it may helpat a pinch both in 
c« publick affairs, and in private occaſions, as ye have found by good experience. But Co ſaid 
cc. moreover, There would ir emulation and envy between this good wife and that, i neither 3 
ce ohe nor other were allowed that liberty of apparel and ornaments, True it is, but ĩnſtead there-

All this while the Conſul lay encamped in Spa n not far from Emporia. Thither repairedunto 

bim from Bil ftagesa Prince of the Ilergets, three Embaſſadors, whereof his fon was one: com- 
plaining that their forts were aſſailed by force of arms, and they had no other hope to make re- 
liſtance, unleſs they might have a guard of Roman ſouldiers to defend them, 5000 ſay they will 
be ſufficient: for never would the enemies abide by it if ſuch a power came againſt them. The 
Conſul anſwered them and ſaid, that he had a feeling and compaſſion ofthe peril or gar (whether 

it was) wherein they ood: howbeit, he was nor at that time fyrniſhed witch ſuch forces, chat he K 
might ſafely ſpare ſo many our of his main army, thereby to diſmember the {ame and to empairhis 
fireveth, conſiderivga mighty hoſt of his enemies was not far off, with whom he looked e 

day; and he knew not how ioon,to joyn battail in open field with banner diſplaied, The Embaſfa- 
dors hearing this, tell down profirate at the Conſuls feet, and ſhed tears, humbly beſeeching him 
not toforſake them in this piteous plight, * For whither (ſay they) ſhall we go, if we be repal- 
e ſedfrom the Romans? No allies we have beſides, nor other hope in all the world. This danger 
« we might have avoided wel enough, if we would have been falſe and diſioyals if we would have 
& banded and rebelled with other Spaniards : but no menaces, no terrors preſented unto us;could = 
<& drive us to renounce our ſealty, hoping alwayes that we ſhould have help and ſucconr — : 
«from the Romans: but now if no help, if no relief come from thence 3! if we be denied at the L 

* Conſuls hand; heaven and earth we call to witnes,that we muſt be forced, full — 

ce and upon mere neceſſity, to revolt from he Romans, ſor fear we drink of the ſame cup chat the 
< Saguntins have done afore us: and cheeſe we will to die with the reſt of the Spaniardsfor com- 

© pany, rather than periſh alone by ourſelves, So for that day they were diſmiſſed without other 

anſwer, But all the night following, the Conſul was much diſt racted in mind, and careſul in both 

reſpects. Unwilling he was to caſt off his allies and ſee them deſtitute; and as un willing again to 

break his army: conſidering that᷑ in ſo doing, he might either delay the opportunity of giving . 
b :ctail.orendanger himſelt in the very inſtant of conflict. But at length he reſol ved . ĩn no wiſe to , 
diminiſh his own forces; doubting leſt in the mean while he ſnould receive ſome diſhonoratthe 

enemies hand, As for his aſſociats, he thought it beſt to intertain them with good hopes, ſor M 
want of better helps; conſidering that oftentimes and eſpecially in war, omward ſemblances and 

vain ſhews, are held and taken for truth and ſubſtance, and ſerve the turn well enough: and when 

a mam ĩs throughly perſwaded that he hath aid and ſuccour, the very truſt and conſidence theteof 

hath minifired heart to gire the venture of ſome exploit and preſerved him as well as the thing ĩt 

ſelf. "The next motrow he delivered this anſwer unto the Embaſſadors, That albeit he feared to 

abate his ownfireneth, in ſerving other mens turn with any part of his forces, yet he had at this 

preſent more regard of their occaſions and dangerous eſtate than of his own. Whereupon he gave 
commandment, that a third part of all his bands and companies ſnould have warning to bake: 

and dreſſe viands with all ſpeed, for to beſtow and lay in the ſhips; andRreightly he charged, that 

they ſhould be rigged and ready appointed againſt the chird day: and willed withal, two of the 5 
Embaſſadors to report ſo — to Jiliſtaget and the Ilergets. As for the young Prince his ſon, 

he detained ſtill with him. uſed him graciouſly, and beſtowed favours and rich gifts 


embarked: and —— making relation hereof,as a thing aſſured and paſt all perad venture; they 
filled the heads not of their own friends only; but alſo of the enemies, with the bruit'of Roman 
aids coming neer at hand. The Conſul now, when he had ſer this copmenance of the mittet and 

made ſufficient ſemblance to ſerre his purpoſe, gave order that the ſondiers ſhould be dis barked 

again & ſer a land: and himſelf ſeeing ho that the time of the year approached commodious for 

action and execution ofmartial affairs, diſlodged and removed his ſtanding winter camp Within a ( 
mile of Emporie. From whence (as any occalions and opportunities were preſented) he led forth o 

his ſouldiers a forging and plundering into the enemies land, ſometime one way and ſometime 

another, leaving al wayes a competent guard to deſend the camp. Ordinarily their manner was to 

ſteal out by night, to the intent that both they might go op il fartherfrom their league & alſo ſur- 

priſe the enemies at una wares and unproyided:by whichmears not only his new & raw ſouldiers 
were exerciſed, but alſo many of his enemies were caught up and came ſhort home: heren 
rhey durſt no more peep out of their forts & holds of defence, Now aſter he had made —

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A proof of the hearts as well of his own men as of his enemies, he commanded all the Marſhals, 9 
lonels Horſemen, and Cemurions, to aſſembie before him: and unto them he made this ſpeech. 
cc The time (quoth he) is now come, that you ſo often have wiſhed for; in which you may ſhew 
« ar full your venue and valour. Nour ſervice hitherto hath; been more like the manner of for- 
« ragers than, warriors: but now ſhall ye come to a main batrail, and as enemies, fight hand to Coprains and 
« hand with profeſſed enemies. From henceforth you may if yom i ill, not walt their fields only gallaur. |

<« us and anceſtours in times paſt, when as in Spas there were both Generals and armies of Car- 
« thaginians, having themſelves no leaders and commanders, no ſouldiers and forces there, yet

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B © with the Spaniards, That the River of bers ſhould limit their Seignory and dominion. Now 


« at this day, when two Pretors and a Conſul when three entire Roman armies have the go- 
« yernment and charge of Spain; now, I lay, after ten years ſpace almoſt, wherein no Carthagi- 
ec nians have ſer foot and been ſeen in ail theſe quarters of both provinces, we have loſt our ſeig· 
« nory on this ſide / Heraus. This mut ye recorer and win again by force of arms, by manhood and 
« valour : ye muſt I lay, compet this nation, more taſn and inc onſiderate in rebeiling, than con- 
ce ſtant and reſolute in maintaining war, for to reteive once more the yoke ot ſub jection, which 
they have ſhaken from off their necks, Having exhorted and encouraged them in this manner, 


he gave them to underitatid, that he would ſet forward in the night and lead againſt the enemies 
camp, And :o he et them depare to refreſh: rheit bodies. At midnight, aſter he had devoutly 


C taken with him the t5gns and approbatiops ot the birds for his better ſpeed, he put himſelf in 


his journey: and becauſe he might be ſeized of ſome place to his liking betore the enemies ſhould 


deſcry him he fet a compais in his march, and led his ſouldiers clean beyond their camp. And 


having by day light ſer his companies in battel array, he ſent out three cohorts, even cloſe to the 
rampier and trench of the egemy. The barbarous people wondering to ſee the Romans ſhew 
themſelves behind at their back, ran to and iro to take arms. Mean while, the Conſul held his 
men with theſe and ſuctflike ſpeeches: © My ſouldiers (quoth he). there is no other hope now 


« leit, but in mere ſtrength and valour, and I of very purpoſe have wrought it ſo. Between us 
& and our camp the enemies are encamped all: behind at our back we have our enemies Land. 


“ The braveſt courſes are ever ſafeſt, namely, to build and ground our hope ſurely upon vertue. 


D And here withal he ga e order, that the cohorts atoreſaid ſhould retire of purpoſe tò train forth 


the barbarous people by making ſemblance of retreat and flight, And ſo fell it out in very deed 
as he thought and ſuppoſed: for they ĩmagining that the Romans for very fear were retired, iſſued 
forth by. heaps out of the gate, and beſpred with armed men all the ground, that lay between 


their own camp and the enemies battel. And whites they made great hat to embattel themſelres, 
the Conſul, who was already arranged in battel array, and in all reſpects well appointed, charged 
upon them before they were marſhalled and ſet in order. Firſt he put forth the corners and wings 
of horſemen from both points and flanks of the batrail: but they of the right ſide were ſtraĩght- 


wayes repulſed, and by their haſty and fearful retreating, cauſed the ſootmen alſo to be mightily 


afraid, Which the Conſul perceiving, he commanded two ele& cohorts of footmen to wheel 


E about the right flank of the enemies, and to ſhew themſelves at their backs before the other

herewith began the conflict afreſh, They were not wounded now from a far off by blind chance 


companies of foot encountred and charged one another. This ſuddain tetroł affrighted the ene- 
mies, but ſet all upright again and recovered the battail of the Romans, which through the feat 
of the Cavalry began to ſhrink and go down, Howbeit the horiemen and ſootmen both of the 
. were ſo troubled and to far out of order, that the Conſul was forced to pluck ſome 
of them back with his own hand, and turn them with their faces affront the enemy, Thius all the 
while that the ſhot laſted the skirmiſh was doubtful: ſo as now the Romans in the skirmiſn, had 


| much ado to make head and itand to it in the right fide, whereas the fright and flight firſt began. 


But onth left and all affront. the barbarous had the worſt, and with great horror they looked 
bind and ſaw their enemies how they played upon their backs and relied nor. Aſter they had 
aflioging their iron darts and lancing their fiery javelins, they drew theit {words ; and

and hap- hazard, they knew not from whence ; but foot to foot they ſtood, and hand to hand

| this freſh Nen approached neer, then both the aſſailants were more encouraged, and alſo 


they coped and let drive one at another: no hope at all was no but to ttuſt in pure ſtrength 


and main force. The Conſul ſeeing his men wearied, encouraged and retreſhed them by ſending 


or to relieve and maintain the ſight, certain cohorts out of the rereward, This new battaillon 
well in heart, and with freſn weapons, charged the enemies toiled and tired: and being ranged 
in pointed wiſe like a quoin or wedge at the firſt hot onſet brake their arraĩes: and being once diſ- 
ordered, they put them to flight, and in ſcattering wiſe they ran as faſt as their legs would carry 
tnem, to theit camp. Cato ſeeing them flie on all hands, mounted on horſeback and rode him- 


G [elftarks ſecond legion which was in the rereward for ſupply; and commanded to advance the 


ndards and enſigns before him, to march apace, and to approach the camp of the enemies for 
togive an aſſault. If he eſpied any one to ſtep out of his rank. he would ride before and rap bim 
05 his light javelin that he had in bis hand; commanding the Marſhals and Captains tocha- 
Rice him fer it. Now was the enemies camp at the point to be aſſaulted- and the Romans were 
with ſtones, pixes perches and all kind of weapons ſer back and driven from the trench. Bui when 
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him, teiſpie how to break in ar ſome place oer where leaſt refflance might be made: and 


che guard thin about the left gate, thicker he conducted the Principals and che Huſtati 
of the ſecond legion: but the corps de guard which warded that gate, was dot able to endure 
cheir violepr charge, The reſt on the other ſide; ſeeing the enemies within the rampier;aband 
the camp, and flung away their enſigns and weapons. The ſonidiers of the ſecond legion followe 
the chaſe and killed them as they ran away, whiles the other ranſacked and rifled their tents, Vu 
rius Ant iar writeth,that there were 60000 fell that day upon the edge of the word. Caro himſelt 
(chat never loved to make che leaſt of his own praiſe-worthy acts) ſaith, there were many flain; 
but ſerch not down what number, He is thought to have performed that day three peeces of 
ſervice worthy of great praiſe and commendation: firſt, in that he fer a compaſs with his army j 
far from his ſhips, far from his camp, and gavebarrail in the midſt of the enemies, where higmen 
could repoſe no hope at all but in their own vertue and valour: ſecondly, for ſending thoſe co- 
horts behind the enemies tõ charge upon their backs: and thirdly, for that he cauſed the ſecond 
legion to march a great pace under their colours diſplaid, ranged as they were and ordeted in 
baccail array, for to approach and aſſail the gates of the enemies camp, whiles all the reſt were 
disbanded and ſpread all abroad to purſue the enemy in chaſe. | 

After this victory atchieved, he ſat nor ftill in reſt and repoſe, but having ſounded the retreat 

and brought his own ſouldiers loden with pillage into the camp, he allowed them ſomeſew 
hours for their night ſleep, and led them forth into the terxitory of the enemy to forrage and 
ſpoil: which was as effectual to enforce the Spaniſh Empotitans, and all their neighbour borde- 
rers to yeeld ſubjection, as the unhappy barrel fonght the day before, Many allo of other Cities, 
which were retired to Emporia for reuge, rendered themſelves to his devotion: whom he enter- 
tained all with gracious words, and when he had made them good cheer, beſtowing wine and 
cates plentifully upon them, he ſent them home to their own houſes; Then — di- 

ed and removed his camp. And allthe way as he marched with his rmy there reſorted Em- 
baſſadors from divers States that yeelded chemſelves unto hitn, By that time that he was come as 
far as Turacon; all Spain on this fide Iberus, was wholly ſabdued- and the barbarous peo 
brought in as preſents unto the Conſul, all the captives and priſoners, as well Romans as Allies, 
and namely, Latins, who by many and ſundry chances had been taken in Spain. The bruit went 
commonly abroad,that the Conſul would lead his power into Twdetamia, There was afalle alarm x 
likewiſe given, and ſpoken it was, That he would viſit the mounta iners that lay out of the way, 
Upon this vain and headleſs rumour, there were ſeven forts belonging to the State of the Bergi · 
ſtans that revolred from him: but the Conſul led his army againſt them, and without any memo-

rable battel reduced them under obedience, And the Conſul his back was no ſooner turned, and 


they ſhould not thus every w 


rence as wel as in the former: he made no mort ado, but in one day raſed thewals of al 


he gone to Taracon, but they rebelled again, even before he was depatted trom thence in any o- 
ther expedition. Subdued they were the ſecond time, but they found not the like favour as be- 
fore, to have pardon: for they were all ſold like ſlaves in open market, under the garland becauſe 
bile trouble the peace. | | | 
In this meantime P, Manlim the Pretor, after he had received the old army at the hands of 
Mutius whom he ſucceeded, and joined thereto the other army of old ſouldiers belonging to M 
Appius Claudius, and which were come out of the farther Spain, he made an expedition into Tur-- 
derania. Now theſe Turdetans of all other Spaniards are counted to be the worſt ſouldiers, how- 
beir, in confidence of their great numbers and multitudes they came forward and encountred the 
Roman forces. But the men of arms had no ſooner charged them, but preſently, they were diſ- 
arraied. As for the footmen, they fought in manner not at all. The old approved ſonldiers, who 
knew the enemies very well, and were experienced in feats of arms, made à quick diſpatch of this 
$kirmiſh, and ſoon put all paſt pexadventure. Howbeir, the war was not fo ended, nor determi- 
ned in one barre], The ans levied and waged 1006 Celtiberians, and ſo maintained wat 
afreſh with forrain mercenary forces. * | 4x66. 16 
The Conſul being ſtung already withthe Rebellion of che Turdetanz, and ſuppoſing that other N 
Cities would do the like, upon any good occafion and opportunity, disfurniſhed all the Spaniards 
on this fide Iberus of their armor and munition. Which they took for ſuch an indiguityjthat many 
ofthem for very melancholly killed themſelves: a martial and warlike nation, hat thought they 
were as good be out of the world, as turned out of their arms ard reckoned no life, with nt their 
weapons, The Conſul haviug intelligence hereof; commanded the Senators of all thoſe Cities to 
repair unto him: and when they were aſſembled together, he uſed this ſpeech unto them. © It 
c concerneth you (qd, he) no leſs than ug;to give over this rebelling and warring. For never yet 
ce to this day haveyeentred into the actibn, but with more loſs and damage of Spaniards, than 
c toil and travel ofthe Roman army. To prevent this miſchief that it ſhovld ork «wt I ſop- 
ce poſe one good way it is, to contrive and workfo, that ye might not poſſibly be able to rebel.

« race and deſcent, ſrom the ſubjection of Antiechut. For the Greek Colonies were not ſent into 
« Fol and Jonia, to live in ſervitude under the King, but to increaſe and multiply, that a molt 1 
« ancient nation might ſpread ov er the face of the whole earth. Now when as Hegeftarax knew 
not how to ſhift and turn himſelf, and could not deny but that the cauſe of ſiberty which the Ro- 
mans pretended ĩn the title of their quarrel, was of more honeſty and credit, than that other of 
ſlavery: Let's lay away all theſe circumſtancesof words (quoth P. Sulpitiut, the ancienteſt perſon 
of all the ten Delegats) and chooſe ye one of the two conditions which even now were expreſly 
offered unta you hy Quintius, or elſe make no more talk about amity with the Romans, Then 
quoth Meni ppus As for vs, we may in po caſe, neither will we capitulate and covenant any thing 
rejudicial to the Kingdom and royal ſtate of King Antiochus. The morrow after Quint ius when 
e had brought all the Embaſſies of Greece and Aſia into the depat, that they might know what 
affection the people of Rome carried, and what mind Antiochus bare to the Cities of Greece, he R 
declared before them all as well His own demands, as thoſe of the Kings part: willing them to make 
report unto their on Cities, and aſſure them, that the people of Rome would maintain them a- 
gainſt Antioc has (un eſs he departed ont of Europe) with the ſame vertue, valour, and fidelity 
where with he had defended their liberty againſt Philip. Then Meni ppus was earneſt with Quin- 
tius and the LL. of the Senat, beſeeching them inſtantly not to proceed in haſt to a decree where- 
by they ſnould ſet all the world in trouble and vprore; but both take leiſure themſelves and give 
reſpite unto the King to deliberat fatther of the matter: for no doubt, upon the relating of the 
conditions, he would conſider upon them, and either obtain ſome what at their hands, or ſor 
peace ſake yeeld his conſent to all. Thus as the matter wholly and entirely deferred: and agreed 
it was, that the ſame Embaſſadors ſhould be addreſſed unto the King, who had been with him at I. 
Eyſem ac hia, to witz P. Sul pitius, N Villines, and P. Elin. 1 
Scarcely were they gone from che City and entred upon their journey, but Embaſſadors arti- 
ved from Carthage, who reported, that without all doubt Antiocbus made preparation for war, 
and therein wee hand and miniſtery of Aunibal: in ſo much, as it was feared alſo thatathird 
Punick war would break out witha}, Annibal, as we ſaid before, having fled his native countrey, 
repaired unt Ant iochus, and was in great account and eftimation with the King, for no other 
cauſe and policy in the world, but that the King who projected and plotted long time in his ſpi- 
rit to levy war upon the Romans, could find no man more fit than Annibal ro break his mind 
unto, and with whom to diſcourſe upon a matter of ſuch conſequence, Annibal hg ſowg and re- 
ſolution was evex one and the ſame ſtill, namely, To make war within Italy: and that /rah was M 
able to furniſſi à forrain enemy; with men munition and victuais. For this he caſl with bimſelt 
and conſidered, that if all were quiet there and no troubles ſer a foot, but that the people of Rome 
might with the forces and riches of /r- 1y, furniſh themſelres to make war without rah, there 
was no Monarch nor nat ion under the ſun able t6 make head againſt the Romans. He demanded 
therefore to have the command of 100'cloſefhIps WirH hatch and deck, 16000 foor; and 1000 
horſe: and with the ſaid fleet he would firſt fall into Africk;-where be aſſuted himſelfthar he 
ſhould be able to ſollicit and induce the Carthaginians to rebellion: but if they held off and made 
it goodly and ſtrange» yet would he ſettle in ſome part of ray and levy war againſt the Romans. 
His advice and counſel furthermore was, that thè King ſh ould with all his other forces paſs into 
Europe, and in ſome one part of Greece keep his pd wer together, and not to take the Sei, hnt to en 
ready ever to croſs over; which would be ſufficient to make a fhew and raiſe a bruit allabroad of 
war. When he had perſwaded the King to this deſignment and reſolution, 'uppoling that he was 
like wiſe ro ſound and prepare the hearts aſore-hind of his owb countrymen to this purpoſe* be 
durſt not diſpatch any letters unto them, fotſear they might chance to be intercepted by the 4445 | 
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and ſo diſcover the whole plot. He hapned at Epheſus upon a Tyriau one Ariſton, a man who 

induſtry and dexterity he had tried in ſome ſmall ſervices whetein he had imployed him. Him he 

plyed wirh gifts ĩn hand; but fed him more with large promiſes of great rewards,which King An- 

tiochus alſo himſelf ſeemed t make god and give his word for; and ſo ſent him to Carthage 

with credence and infiruQions;' He acquaigted him wich the names of all thoſe perions with 

whom he was to talk and confer: he ſuinmeth him with ſecret tokens; whereby they might q - 
1s 
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aſſuredly know, that he was no counterfeit, but cãm̃e with 2 meſſage from him. Now whiles th | 
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Ariſton c&nverſed inCarthageythefriends of Aunibal knew no ſooner about whaterrand he came, 
than his very enemies. At thefirſt, much tilx and diſcourſe there was in every corner of the City 
where they met;and at theit feaſts and merrhmevrs,of this matter: Aſterwards it their councel ta- 
ble ſome ſtuck not to ſay, that the exile H was to little or no purpoſe, if whiles he was 
abſent he could contrive and compaſs ne plots, and by ſolliciting and ee 
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ſident to be given, that ſtrangers coming to their City, hook be troubled and hardly intreated: 
*and the like meaſure no doubt would be offered to the Carthaginians in Tyra & in other Towns 
of marchandiſe, whereunto they uſe to have reſort for exchange and traffique. So for that day the 
C matter was put off, Ariſton framing himſelf to play the crafty Carthaginian among theſe Cartha- 
ginians, wrote a certain bill, and in the ſhutting in of the evening, hung it up in the moſt conſpicu- 
ous and publick place ofall the City, even over the ſeat where the head Magiſtrate uſeth daily to 
fit; and himſelf about the third watch gat to ſhipboord and eſcaped, The morrow after, when 
the Sufferes were ſet onthe bench to miniſter law, the bill aforeſaid was ſeen, taken down, and 
read : whereinto this effect was written, That Ariſton was not come with a meſſage to ay per · 
ſon in particular, but to all che Seniors or Elders in general (for ſo they call the Senat.) After that 
the thing was by this means made a publick matter, and the whole ſtate of the Senators reputed 
culpable they were not ſo earneſt to ſearch into privat perſons. Howbeit thought good it was, 
chat Embaſſadors ſhould be ſent to Rome to give information hereof tothe Conſuls and the Se- 
Dt, and withal, to make complaint of certain wrongs done by, Maſaniſſs, __ : . 
M ſauiſſa underſtanding that the Carthaginians were ſuſpected and in ſome ill name among 
the Romans, and alſo at jar and variance within themſelves; ayd namely, that the great and princi- 

pal men were had in jealouſy by the Senat for their conferences with Ariſton; and their Senate 
likewiſe ſuſpected by the people,by reafon of that writing above-named of the ſaid 4riftorraking 
this for a good advantage and opportunity to do them ſome in jury, not only invaded their mati- 
time parts and made ſpoil, but alto forced certain tributary Cities to the Carthaginians for to 
himſelf tribute.

Ten which followed bim from Demetrias, and made by the way of Ploris The Captaias of the 
allo of the Ætolians, having levied ſome few companies of thoir youth cook another way. and met 
with him at Charon, and followed with ten covered ſhips. The King eticamped neer Sa/genes, 
and himſelf in perſon with the chiet of the tolians crofled the Euripus: and when he was land- 
ed and not far gone from the haven, the Magiſtrats and ebiei men of Chalris came forth without 
E their gates, and ſome few of both ſides met togetder'for to pꝛtle. The Etolians were earneſt tio 
petſwade with them, That ſo far forth as they might without impeaching the Roman amity © 
+* they. would allume the King to be their allie and friend ſor aſmuch as be was paſſed into Earope 
© not to make war, but to deliver Greece, and ſet it free in very deed; and not in word only and — 
v falle ſemblance, as the Romans had done.

The cauſes of diſſent and repugnance in Heſtoriographers,as touching the com- 
putation and relating of the years from the foundation of the ( ity of Rome. 


a Ince weintendto ſet forth a Kalender erRegiſter of the Conſuls mentioned inthe 

Hidory of Livizs, which by reaſon of uncettainty, obſcurity, and diſcordance of 

» the times,is ſo dark and intricate, that not only the learned and moſt experien- . 
(ed Hiſtorians of our age, but the beſt writers — Roman ſtory in ancient time 

Me \cry oſten complained thereof; we think it not impertinent to our purpoſe, brief- 

ly to ſearch into the cauſes of this diflent : which being once kdown,we may fol- 

low that account of the times, which ſeemeth to accord beſtwith the HiRoricall truth, and to be 

grounded upon the authority and teſtimony ofthe moſt authenticall and approved writers. For 


. ſecing that an Hiſtory (as Cicero hath moſt truly ſajd ) is the witneſs of times; what is more un- 


ficting for ĩt, than to miſs and want that which is the chiefelt point therein, and without due and 


. diligent reckoning made, to be ignorant what was firſt and what was laſt done? It ſeemeth there- 


fore, that ofthis diverſity in the account and compuration of the Roman Conſuls, there be three 
eſpeciallcauſes, | Cs "0 
The firft is, for that the year in which the firſt Conſuls entred into that Magiſtracy, is by the 
Roman n after one ſort but diverſly ſet down. Fof Diom fiat (a moſt di 
writer of the Acts of Romans) in his firſt book, in the end of rhe fourth and beginning of the 
fiſth, repotteth, that the KK. reigned 244 years: which alſo is collected out of the yearly cempu- 
tztion gathered by Varro and approved by the authority of others, For Maſs rept, how 
upon the expulſion of the KK,which hapned in the 244 year after the foundation' of the City, the 
Romans were ruled under the yearly government of Conſuls. To which opition Livy allo ſub- 


ſcribeth in the end of his firſt book, iaying, that the regiment of KK, continued 244 yeits from 
the foundation of the City,unto the freedom and liberty thereof. But Eutropius in hisfirſt book 


write ih that the ſeven Kings feigned in Remi 243 years : which account agreeth with Her. Ruf- 
fas in his abridgment᷑. In which variety this is tò dg obſerred, that theſe tw o laſt himed;te 


the years only of every Kings raigh, and out ofthe whole and groſs ſum leave out the'yeir of 


the interreign, which Dionyſus, Livius, Meſſala, and the reſt inſert between, and that right tru- 
ly and upon good reaſon: for after the death of Romulus, the interreign contimed one year. 
Conſider then and examine the thing diligently, and ye (hall find, that in reckoning the years 
of every Kings reign in ſeverall, Eutropius and Sextus Ruffus both, attribute as many yearsro 
the Kings government, as Denis Livy, and ih e reſt: ſo that this difference is not mach. But o- 
rhers there be( as Eaſebius hath delivered in his Chronicles ) who write, that the KK. reigned bur 
243 years, and take the intertegency withall: ' whoſe judgment, Orofius; Torrinpiles, andBede 
ſeem to follow. For Oreſiu: in the fiſt chapter of his ſecond book recordeth, that Brarus the On- 
ſul inthar very year. namely. the 244, put his own ſors to death. The Rings reigned norptetil 
ſo many years juſt, but, for that ſome (and namely, Romulus) went oer ſome months andes 
Dionyſius and Livius reckoned hem for a full year, and laid it to T arquinins * N but thi 
other above · named, together with Euſebius, lefe out thoſe odd months and daes (betunſe 
they made not up a compleat year) and aſſigned but only ſeren and thirt years to ch . | 
of King Priſcus.

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praphers Rudy & endeavour Gught to be employed rachet᷑ in an univerſall treatiſe, than in — 


cular diſcoutſes: therefore, leſt ſo great a piece of work as his, wanting a begi ſeem 
maimed & unperſect; in the ſormoſt 20 books he {iÞbrly & briefly ran over the deeds ofthe peo: 
ple of Rome from the fouudation of the City, upto che beginning ot the ſecond Panick war. But 
Diony i profeſſing purpolely to deſcribe the ancient monuments of the Romans, thought it his 
part to overpaſs and omit nothing worthy of remembrance, but moſt cuxiouſly end exaQly hath 
delivered all things peatinent, either to the calculation of the times or diſcourſe of affairs, inſo-. 
much as thoſe things whereof Livy hath ſcantly made 3 bools he hath declared at large ineleven. 
Herebpon.if a man read in Dionyſius, the ancient beginning and originallof the Roman Empire, 
and examine wel the times how they are by him digeſted & compare the ſame with the brevĩty in 
Livy, no doubt he will prefer the diligence of the formet᷑ betore the overhaſtineſs of the later. But 
if the indifſerent reader conſider the purpoſe and intent of them both, be will yield unto either of 
chem their due praiſe;& whereas Livy making haſte to other matters, hath either let paſs or more 
ſliahtly handled ſome things, he will judge him worthy rather to be excuſed th-nreproved for it. 
To thele three cauſes above rehearſed, others alſo might be adjoyned; namely, the ordering of 

the years by Romulus, and the variety as touching that year wherein Rome was founded: but ic 
may ſuffice only to touch theſe & point unto them with the finger, Howbeit, this we think good 
to advertiſe and admuniſh the reader by the way that aibeit in the digeſting and reckoning of the 
Coſſ. we have ler before our eyes to follow the marble tables and monuments of Verrius Flaccut, 
and according thereunto hare framed and applied the computation of the years: yet that year be- 
fore the 250 as alſo the other, which Verrim rejected; we have inſerted with the reſt, that our ac- 
count might fall out juſt with the ſum of the years, as they are collected by Varro. Which, before 
us, Onuphrius Panvinins a moſt learned man hath done in his Kalender, thinking that the year 
which Verrias and they that followed him raſed out was the 423. and therefore he hath put xt to 
che reſt without Conſuls, according to the Capitoline records. 


Of the computation of times uſually obſerved by the Romans, and of t be year 
of the Cities foundation, 


He calculation of years was taken and obſerved by men in old time divers and ſundry waies., 
IT The Acbæans ( as we read) received it from the revolution of the ſtars: the Argives from 
their women Prieſts; as for example, if Chrſis ſuch a year were chief Prieſt to offer ſacrifices, 
they counted the number of years from the ſaid Chryps, But many have derived and ferchedthe 
courſe and conſequence of their acts and affairs, from the years before Troy was built, orelſeafter 
the winning thereof, Howbeit,from the 408; year aſter the captivity t by occaſion of the O - 
lympian games, which Hercules firſt inſtituted in the honour of his great grandfire by che mo- 
thers ſide, and which by his ſon Iphiclas (or Iphitus, as ſome will have it) were rene wed that year 
from that time (I ſay) they began to number the years by the Olympiads, eſpecially among 
Grecians, whole ſtory (as Exſebius affirmerh ) is not of any credit but from the time ofthe ſinſt 
Olympjias. Ihe Hebrews(like as other nations in the Bali) rect ĩted the denomination and recko—- 
ning of the yeats ſrom their KK. The Atheni ans, from their Eponymi (as they callect chem) but 
that intheir Arohaæreſſa, that is, the ele&ipn of their M agiſtrates ] which were wont to hold ſor 
certain daies about the beginning of the year, they counted in this iſe, i au jp rh, 
Juxdri ij uSxdrhYiethetenth er eleventh of the firſt Prytancia. And hereof it leemeth; that the 
name cometh ad i] as it from thence, their acts received both the time ind alio the name. 
After the example of the athenians and others, the Romans teckoned their daies, made theit 
Kalender, and regiſtred their acts by ſuch and ſuch Conſuls; noting thereto otherwhiles the year 
from the Cities foundation. But about it there is much more diverfity in authors, than about that 
wherein the firft Conſuls took their government. And ſeeing the clearing and declaration of that 
point is not impertinent to this place, briefly we will rehearſe the opinions of authors as tou

The Romans ſent them Four thouſand ſouldiers (which being leavied out of the Co- 
lonies of Campania, were call'd the C ampanian Legion) under the Conduct of Decius Jubellius 
their Colonel; _ Theſe at their firſt coming were very faithfull, and very diligent in defendi 
the City. At length ſeeing no warre approach neer them, and being by degrees debauch? 
with idleneſs and imitation of the Greek Cuſtomes, they began to compare the Advantage they 
had now in their bands with the hard and laborious. life they had hitherto led; — pax 


Covetouſneſs and Envy did frequently diſcourſe in all their meetings and quarters of the con- 


venient ſcituation of the City, and the happineſs of the Inhabitants. Deci#s was well pleaſed 
with this, who being himſelf grown as Licentious, had long ago —_— an inwatddefire of 


| ſeizing. upon the City. The defign was favour d by occaſion of the preſent warre, which ſo 


wholly took up the Romans that they had no Leiſure to mind the affaires of Rhegium; Belides on

is had in perpetual hatred and Deteſtation among men: and what is by ill meanes gotten, and 
with care and labour preſerved is moſt commonly to their great grief nacht away again, neither 
God nor men ſuffering Wickedneſs to go long unpuniſbed . jt will ant be amiſt briefly to relate the 
puniſhment of Decius pubelliut and his mad Accomplices,as in theſe dayes it befell, for their Final 
deſtruction aſter great variety of troubleſome Chances, was deferred to the Tenth year, as ſhall 
in fit time be declared. Theſe Raſcalls did not long enjoy Comfort or Tami wenge 
themſelves, The feare of the Romans and Pyrhas they did indeed avoid, as by reaſon of the 
preſent Conjuncture of Affaires, ſo by holding ſtrict ſociety with the Afamertines, and reſol- 
ving to Offend neither Party: For twas thought ſafeſt in thei unten abſtain from 


warre at the preſent, while their New City which had. ſo violent and ſpdden an Original, ſhould 


have time to ſtrengthen, compact andknit it ſelſe well together :; they ſaw that without Danger 


they could not moleſt che King, and were in hopes the more readily to obtain Pardon from

ter/he ſpied him in, gave Pyrrhus notice of it, who anſwer'd, No man can avoide the Fate of ' 
Mortals, but neither this Italian, nor any other, ſpall grapple with me without kis reward, and 
due puniſhment, He had ſcarce ſpoken the words, when Oplacus ( fo was the man named, a Cap- 
tain of one of the Freutan Troops) wounded the Kings horſe with his Spear, Leowatss like- 
wiſe wounding his, whereupon the Kings friends round beſetting him killed Oplacut, ſtontly 
fighting for himſelf, and delivered the King, But this accident did much daunt the Kings party, 
a> believing him to be ſlain: Wherefore co confirm his Souldiers, as likewiſe to decline dangers' 
intended againſt him, he changed his Armour and weapons with Meg aclet, and leaving him in

king in. Fregella by the way, he was come to Preveſte within Twenty miles of the Cy; But 
the Magiltrates there, aſſoon as they underſtood of the Overthrow, had by Order of the Senatę 
armed their choice young men: and the Fortune of the Roman People had in this the time « 
their Neceſſity, provided them another very ſtrong help and ſuccour; For the other 

Tib. Coruncianus eucountring the Etrurians with better ſucceſs, had tied the FholeNition'th 
new'Covenants, and being called back by the Senate to the Defence of his Contrey, having no 
other Enemy to diſtract hun, came home with his Victorious Army. Pyrrbas having in vain 
attempted to draw the Etrurians again into Armes, and conſidering that, beſides a City Rute 
with its own gvards, he had two Conſulls with their Armies, one on the Ftont, the other on his 
Reare. returned back into Campana; where meeting Levin with greater forces then beföre 
his Overthrow; ke ſaid, He had to deale with a Lernæan Hydra, whoſe heads bring lately 'Brogh 
F, {pring uf ain in a greater Number; yet confiding in his ſormer Victory, he drew out his 
Army and martiall' d ie as reſolving to fight, and that he might diſcover the Cheerfulneſsof 
his ſouldiers, and, likewiſe terrifie the Enemy, he cauſ'd his men to ſhout and the Eleplants to 


be provoked to bray. But the Romans returned a farre greater and more terrible ſhout, where 


by conjecturing the Spirits of each, he judged it fit to abſtain from fight fit the Preſent, and 
complaining of ill omen in the Entrailes of ſacrifices, he drew back his Army firft into his 
Camp, and afterward with mach plunder and a great Troop of Captives, to artis.

The Romans (who in their hardeſt times had remitted nothing of their Conſtancy ; bur axto 
the main Iſſue of the warre alwayes ſpake high, as conceiving ample hopes) thinking this a moſt 
fit time to give rewards and Encouragement to Virtue, decreed a Triumph to E A miliur 
Barbula for thoſe exploits performed in his Conſulſhip. He triumphed 4. D. the fourth of 
the Ides of 7»ly, over the Tarentines, Samnites, and Salentines'who were Auxiliäries of the 
Tarentines. But P. Valerius was order d ro draw the Remnant of bis Conquer d Arm um 
the Setine fields, there to fortifie his. Camp, and cauſe them io winter in their huts ;* About the 
ſame time the Senate diſputing whether it were fit to redeem H reſolved am-

Gollxagues in the Conſulſhip: Fyrrhas by Natute was Endow d with humanity, the inſeparable 


- Companion of gtear Spirits, and that he did encreaſe by his Ambition, accerding tp the Yul- 
gar Errour, eſtgemiog all Virtues the ſervants to Domination, to which onely being inteinperate- 


ly given, he did direct all bis Counſells for the attaĩning it; And though he were not infetiourto 
any Commander of that Age in Boldneſs of mind and the Arts of Warre, yet was he wont to 
try all meanes before he came to Blows ; he would ſolicite the find of his Enemy as he faw 
moſt opportune with: Feare, or Deſire, or Pleaſure, or Mercy, or with 1 benefit of 
Conditions.

Pyrrbas therefore without delay ſendeth 
Cineas before ( whole wiſdom and faith he much truſted to) to agree upon Conditions and Ap 
Articles of friendſhip with the Sicilian Cities. At his departure he comforted his Italian con- 


 federates, promiſing, That if they were oppreſſed by the Reman he would in [peed come ont ef 71 _ 


the neighbour 1ſland much encreaſed with new forces, But when be was about to leave a Gari- © 

ſon in Tarentus, they taking it in ill part, dſired, He Would either perform bis promiſed afſi- 

ſtance onthoſe conditions be was call d is, ir that at leaſt he would leave their City free.

. of uſurpers, ſeemed willing with joy to entertain any indifferent prince over them. But when,

I.!n the Iaterim came Embaſſadours from the Leontines, whoſe Prince Heraclidat offered tbe 
City and all his Forces, Four thouſand Foot, and five hundred Horſe. Neither were other 

Cities ſlower in their ſubmiſſion, but came in driven as it were by a Torrent of Fortune. Pyr- 
rbut treating them all with much Humanity, and gaining their Good wills, ſent every one back 
to his own City, entertaining now more Ample Hopes in his mind, intending if affaires pro- 
ceed ſo fayourably to paſs over into Africke. Things went not ſo well with his Confederates in pi, ri 
Italy, for Milo, who was left at Tarentus with part of the Army, was not able to protect them Eclcg. b.z 2; 
from the hoſtility of the Romans, now in the abſence of the King and his main ſtrength. But Zonaras. 

as yet it was well for them that the Romans deferring a while the Tarrentine warre, both the 

Conſulls converted their forces againſt Samnium. The Samnites (ſeeing their Fields burn't, 

their Caſtles ſurprized, the whole burthen of the Warre to fall on them, and that they were 

forſaken by their Friends) being inferiour both in ſtrength and Courage, forſaking their Townes 

and Villages, betook themſelves to the high and craggy Mountaines , carrying with them their 

Wives and Children, and what things of moſt value they could in ſuch a Tumult and ftare con- 

vey away. Among the Romans beſides the Emulation of their Commanders, there was ariſen 

great Negligence and Careleſneſs (the Inſepatable Companion of Proſperity) cauſed by their 

own Conſtant good ſucceſs, and their Enemies Fear. Hereby they ſuffered ſome Loſs and more 

' Diſgrace ; for their ſouldiers confidently: creeping up craggy and difficult paſſages were beaten 

back and deftroy'd by the Samnites, who bad poſſeſſ d themſelves of advantageous places; ma- 

ny were ſlain, being overwhelmed with tones and Darts, or tumbled down the Precipices; 

others having no convenience either of retreating or fighting were taken alive. This Accident 

cauſed the Commanders v divide their Forces, for each laying the blame of the Misfortune 

upon his Colleague, boaſted he could have managed the buſineſs with better ſacees if he had 
been alone. © C. Junius, with his Legions remained in Semmwnm', P. Cornelius drew out his 

forces againſt the Lucanians and Brutians; where carrying about the Terrour of his Armes, 

waſting the Grounds: and burning the Villages, he had occaſion offer'd of greater Attempts. 

In the utmoſt parts of the Italian ſhore, towards. the Eaſt and the Ponian. ſea, where the pro- 

montory of Lariuam ſtretchetlv forth it ſelſe, is ſeated Orotan of old very ſamous, and now ü 
alſo conſiderable for it's Wealth; 2 the midſt of it in choſe dayes ran the River Æ ſarus, Ovid Mcton 
on each ſide whereof the Multitude of Buildings were encompaſſed with a wall of Twelve 1.

And 
now many began not very obſcurely to move ſedition, and cauſe a Revolution of things, where. 
as he hearkning to pernicious Counſell, choſe rather to encreaſe cauſes of Offence, then take 

them away: as if what evil was by Injuſtice committed, were by Cruelty to be mended, In 
the meane time the Carthaginians, obſerving that Pyrrbus was not very ſtrong in his own Cong- 
try forces, and was daily leſs affected by the Sicilians, conceiving hopes of recovering their 


loſt Province, had ſent over an new Army which ſound buſineſs enough for the Epirots, man 


flying over to them who ſtood in fear of Pyr-hns's cruelty. Pyrrbas under pretence of the pu- 
nick War, introducing Garriſons into the Cities, reſolved by falſe accuſations of Treaſon to take 
away the lives of the greateſt men, thinking afterward the more eaſily to keep the people in 
awe. At length he / tor at Themio and Sofiſtratus, the principal men of the whole Ifland, by 
whoſe afliftance chiefly (as we have declared) he obtained the command of Sicily. Thesis 
was ſlain, Sofi ſtratus fled to the enemy, affording him no leſſe help and authority to the caſt 


ing Pyrrbus out of Sicily, then he had before ro the bringing him in and confirming him

Upon this many Cities revolting , greater part to the Carthaginians, ſome to the Mamertines, 
Pyerbus his affairs wereireduced from a moſt flouriſhingCondition to a very narrow and evil ſtate. 
In this Conjuncture the embaſſage of his Italian confederates came not unwelcome to him, com- 
plaining, That baveing loſt all things , they had very few Cities left which were able with much 
ado to keep the Enemy from entring their walls, This gave him a faire and honourable Pretence 
of departing , that he might ſeeme, not expelled out of Sicil j by the Carthaginians, But to 
return into Italy for the Relief of his oppreſſed aſſociates. Being now juſt going, when he 
ſeriouſly conſidered the ſcituatien and wealth of the Iſland , and diſpoſition of the Inhabitants, 
O (faith he) what & fair field do we leave the Romantiand Carthaginians to fight in for Supe- 
riority | And his Preſage proved true, as was witneſſed by the wars ſuddenly enſuing, wherein ſo 
many Navies were deſtroyed, and Armies routed. N re | 

But the Enemies Courage increaſing with their Fortune, Pyrrbus had neither a ſaſe depar- 
ture out of Sicily, nor a quiet Voyage to the Tareatincs in Italy. The Carthaginians aſſault- 
ing him in his Paſſa the ſea, ſunk ſeventy of his ſhips, and made che reſt nſclefs / the 
Epirots almoſt utt ckilſul in Maritine-affaires;' being not able to grapple with men of ſuch. 
Experience therein) ſo he fled out of the Fight with Twelve ſhips into Tray, who had come 
thence, with above an hundred, beides a greater numlier of ſhips of Burthen. But gathering 
together thoſe ſouldiers who made a ſhift from! the Overthrow to eſcape to ſhore, he had 
preſently a ſtrength ſo great that, he tonceived hopes of taking Rhegium by ſtorme. But be- 
1 off by the Campanians who defended it.: he preſently fell into a great danger. For 
as he led his Army through blind and difficult'paiſages ; the Bnemy our of Ambufh fell upon 
his Reare, and ſlew a great Number of his Men, with two Elephants, *Twas no contempti- 
ble force, neither for Number nor the quality of the Warriours; which thus aſſaulted him; 
they were little leſs. then ten thouſand old ſouldiers, moſt of them Mamertines, who truſting in 
their friendſhip and cognation with the Rhegians, having underſtood that Pyrrbus intended to 
return for Italy. had croſſed the ſea before him, and in hope of prey had privily diſpoſed of 
themſelves in advantageous places to make a ſudden irruption ũpon him. 

Pyrrhus , according to his wonted Boldneſſe fighting inthe front of his Battel.;; received a 
wound in his head, which when he was gone aſide to drefs, one of the enemies of large ſtature, and 
gallant in his Armour, advancing before the reſt of his Fellows, Challeng'd him with a loud 
Voice, bidding him, If he were alive, to come forth. Pyrrbut burning e uf and 
Terrible in Countenance , the blood running about bis face, his men not being able to hold 


A 


him, made a ſudden aſſault upon him, and with a blow on his head {track him to the ground.

Now Pyrrbus beginning his journey from the Lower grounds up to the hills and woods \ when 0 


bis lights failed, was wildred for want of knowledg in the wayes, in ſo much that (the day breake. 
ing ) he was diſcovered from the Roman camp. ITbe Romans being moved at the unexpected 
approach of the enemie, yet, ( becauſe there was. no doubt made but fight they muſt | and 
their ſacrifices now proveing more favourable) with the Conſull's conduct cheerefully iſſued out 
and falling upon the foremoſt of the enemy, (who were far from the Main body, and n in 
very good order) drove them backward, killing no ſmall number ef men, and taking . 
Elephants which the enemy left behind. This ſucceſſe encouraged Curius, to follow his For- 
tune and deſcend into the open field in Battel-aray prepared to fight. Neither did the Epirots 
make any delay. The encounter was very fierce and furious on both ſides, but the Romans 
having had the upper hand in the late skirmiſh, were much fuller of Courage and hopes, The 
Epirots giving back, Pyrrhns now again ſought Refuge from his Elephants, and thereby (one 
of his own wings flying ) he forced one of the Romans Wings to retire even to their Keſerve. 
There had the Conſul placed a ſtrong force ( reſolving upon this occaſion to engage himſelf ) 

which he commanded, being now freſh, to renew the fight, and beat back the Elephants. For- 

mer experience had taught them ancaſie and my way to oppoſe theſe beafts, that they were 

ſooner diverted by fire then the ſword : Againſt them therefore were provided Iron inftru- 

ments involved in much Pitch and Tar, which, being ſet on fire, were darted upon the backs and 

Towers of the Elephants, and whether they light on the skin of the beaſts , wp the wood of 
the Towers, they ſtuck faſt by reaſon of their hooked ſharp points. Theſe inſtfuments and di: 

vers ſorts of darts, being flung from the upper ground, drove the Elephants into fury , partly 
by terror, partly by the pain of their wounds, ſo that their maſters not being able to govern 

them, they ruſhed back upon their own battel, filling it with fear and ſlaughter. The begin- 
ning of this Rout is reported to be by a young Elephant, which being wounded in his head, ſent 
forth a querulous noiſe, at which known voite the Dam was firſt ſtartled , and ſhe increaſing 
the tumult, at length theteſt wereall in confuſion and turned into flight. Very remarkable 
was this fight, both for the number of the ſlain and the fruit of the victory. For Pyrrbus be- 
ing hereby utterly overthrown, neither did the reſt of 7c aly long hold out, neither, after Itaiy, 
was any other Nation and King able to ſtand againſt them, Tis ſaid the King in that Battel had 
thrice the number of the Romans, even four ſcore theuſand foot, and fix thouſand horſe, of 
theſe they who report the moſt ſay; fix and thitty thouſand were lain, they who report the leaſt, 
ſay ſix and twenty thouſand , «thirteen hundred were taken priſoners , and eight Elephants. 
Pirrbus with a few horſmen eſcaped to Taremtut. The Camp of Pyrrbus being taken, as it cau- 
ſed admiration,. ſo was it of great uſe to the Romans. For they heretofore, as other people, 
ordered their Camp ſcatteringly by companies in the manner of Cottages: Pyre bus is held to 
be the firſt who rightly meaſuring and dividing ſpaces, contained the whole Army within one 
Trench ; and by his example the Romans being aſſiſted, and adding what they thought conve- 
'nient, attained to that moſt perfect mannes of pitching their Camps which afterwards they

This year was very famous, not only for their happy war abroad, but by reaſon alſo of Do- 
meſtick affairs, and the notable ſeverity of their City Diſcipline. 2. Fabricius Luſcinut, and 
2. Emilins Papus, being Cenſors together, took away from many the Publick horſes, and paſ- 
ſed by many in calling the Senate. But moſt remarkable was Cornelius Ruſiuus his note of Infa - 
my, who having been twice Conſul and twice Dictator, was ejected the Senate by the Cenſors, 
and this reaſon given of his Puniſhment, That they found in his houſe the weight of ten pounds in 


plate to ferve at meals; And in this Condition not only himſelf but his Family for # long time . 


remained, whereof not any one attained to the — honours, before Sy lla the Dictator. 
Such was the Parſimony of this Citie in thoſe dayes, and afterward ſo great the extravagancy,

tut was ſhut up on all ſides, the Romans beleaguring that part of the Citie and Caſtle by land, 
the Carthaginians beſieging the ſame Caſtle by ſea. The Romans, in this ſtate of affaires, be- 
ing no leſſe ſolicitous leſt the Carthaginians ſhould take the Caſtle then that themſelves ſhould 
looſe it, ſubtilly attempting all means of victory, treated with Milo by Convenient Meſſengers, 
That if by his means they obtained Tarentus, they would ſuffer himſelf, with all bis Men, ſafely Frontinus- 
to depart With bag and baggagr. Milo, ſending nothing at preſent more convenient for him, ſratogem 3.3 
deals. with the Tarentiaes, That joyning Connſels tagether they might deliberate on their Common 
ſafety : and at length perſwades them, To ſend himſelf Embaſſadour to Papirius, diligently to 
conclude on Articles for all their Benefits. As they had willingly hereunto aſſented out of weari- 
neſſe of Cares and dangers : Milo accordingly , being gone to the Conſul, with whom he had 
ſecretly contrived his Deſigne, brings back prety faireconditions, and a moſt certain hope of 
making an agreement not to be repented of. The Credulous Tarentines hereupon with much 
ſecurity and confidence lay aſide all care and CircumſpeRion , giving Milo opportunity of de- 
livering not only the Caſtle, but alſo the Citie it ſelfe up to the Romans. The Carthaginians 
no whit contented with this Event, nevertheleſſe pretending, Themſelves friends to the Ro- £09414 
mant, and that the only cauſe of their coming was to Expel Milo, hoiſed ſails and returned. 3 | 
Some Authors affirm that the Romans forwarned the Carthaginians, That if they intermedled Livic Epitom 
in the T arentine affairs, they would make a breach of the League, and that they not only ſlight- 
ed this admonition , but ſent Auxiliaries to ſtand in Battel againſt them; upon which account 
chiefly the War brake forth between the Romans and Carthaginians in Sicily; though the Car- 
thaginians, willing to cover their fault by Perjury, took Oath, That they did nothing with evil Gotefreidus, 
er deceitful intent. As 1 will not deny but that ſome ſuch paſſage might happen between the /iterbienþs 
Generals, or that the people commonly diſcourſe ſo, while the Romans brooked not the others e 
preſence, and the Carthaginian endeavoured to keep cloſe their deſign; fo I think there after- , ; 1 
wards aroſe more probable cauſes of that War, in that it brake not out on the ſudden.

There was 
now nothing of an old ſcore more to be intended, then to puniſh the Treachery of that Legi- - 
on, which circumventing the Rhegians by craft, had now for ten years poſſeſſed their City. 
They foreſceing that the Roman affairs proceeding ſo proſperouſly, their wickedneſs would not _ 
paſſe unrevenged, had very diligently taken care for whatſoever belonged to ſtrengthening the 
City, and provided all things for their own defence, being very conſcious that what is obtained 


by cunning and violence, cannot but by the ſame arts be maintained. Beſides their own innate . , | 


Fierceneſs, they much confided in the friendſhip of the Mamertines , and were puffed vp with 
their ſucceſs againſt the Carthaginians and Pyrrbus, whereby they had ſufficiently made expe+ 
rimentof HEE of their City, and the courage of their own minds, having quickly repulſ- 
Zonaras ed the enemies from the ſiege. They ſored therefore to ſuch an height of Rebellion, that daring 
Oroſma.z to take (roton, which was by ſome betrayed to them, they ſlew the Roman Garriſon and de- 
482 moliſhed the City. Wherefore L. Genucius the Conſul, who was that. year Colleague with C. 
Quinctius, had commiſſion to execute vengeance upon them, and the Rebels being confined 
within the Walls, the City was beſieged.

: the Mamertine forces, the Conſul having ſuſtained ſome incommodities, and become in want of

Syracuſe. For he, being offended with the Mamertines, did likewiſe bate their aſſociates of Rhe. 
gium ; he was likwiſe moved by the encreaſe of the Roman power, to preoblige them to future

But the year following P.Sempronins Sophus, and Appius Claudius Craſſus the ſon of Ge: 
cus being Conſuls undertook the War, and happily finiſhed it. About thele times was a Co- 
lony planted at Ariminum in the Picene grounds, which belonged to.the Senones of Galia,and 
another at Maleventum in Samnium, but changing the Name, which ſeemed Ominous, they 
called it N eventum. The Sabines who were many years agoe admitted into the City „had 
now the liberty of Votes granted them. Claadiu had alſo buſineſs in Vmbria, where be took 
Camarinum and fold the inhabitants for ſlaves. But becauſe the war ſeemed not very honeſt] 
to be managed by the General, the Romans preferring Juſtice before their own profit, decree: 


That the Camertes ſhould be ſought out andredeemed, that they ſhould be received into the Cit,

Greater was the joy for the Picentine Victory, which was thought worthy to be Coined in 
their new Pieces of ſilver, that it might the more publickly be known, and the Memory thereof 
tranſmitted to Poſterity. Q. Cæditius the ſon of Bic ane by order of Senate, took care for 
coining the Money, repreſenting on one fide Picus the ſon of Saturns ( for he is thought to be 
the Father of that Nation) on the other ſide a Roman Magiſtrate reaching forth his hand to A 
ſuppliant. And that, by ſubduing of that Country, a great acceſſe of ſtrength was made to 
the Romans is. Manifeſt, in that three hundred and threeſcore thouſand Picentians ſubje&ed 
themſelves unto. them. For that War the Conſuls, as they deſerved , did Triumph, but 
Sempronius his Glory was the greater, in that with more dangers and hazzard he had fought a- 
gainſt the ſtronger enemie; For a ſuddain Earthquake, being very prodigious, happened, as 
the battles ſet in array now ready to encounter; But the Conſul compoſed the ſouldiers 
feareful minds by an oration very fit for the occaſion, telling them, 7 he enemie was ne leſſe 
troubled with unneceſſary devotion then themſel ves, that theirs would be the Victory who firſt , 
foakeing off fear, valiantly charged the enemie before he was well come to himſelf. And vowing 
a Temple to the Goddeſſe Tellus, if ſhe woul Far Victory to the Romans, he began the 
Charge, which was as Couragiouſly received and ſo great a ſlaughter made, that, tis re- 
ported, the leſſer half remained even of the Victorious Army. After this fight ( as other the 
Townes of the Picentians, fo likewiſe) Aſculum the Metropolis yeelded it ſelf to Sem- 
pronius, and by its example the whole Nation ſubmitting it ſelf in obedience, obtained 
peace of the Romans. All that part of Italy being tow ſubdued , which lieth toward the Sicilis 
an and Jonian ſea , there remained onely the Sallentines to be brought in, who live upon the ut 
moſt roaſt where the upper and Ionians ſeas meet, to theſe therefore as by a Contagion did the 
war proceed from the Picentians; M. Attillius Regulus, and L. pulius Libo being Conſuls; 
The quarrel was pretended becauſe they had received Pyrrbus into their Havens and Towns 
when he came firſt out of Epirus, But indeed the much truer cauſes of the war were thought 
to be the Cohveniency of the Haven of Branduſium, where ſhips may go in and out with the 
ſame wind, the eaſie paſſage from thenee into Illirium and Epirur, and that they eſteemed it 
very opportune to have the ſame Bounds both of Italy and their own dominions. Both the 
Conſuls triumphed for this war in one day, which was the eighth of the Calends of February. 
Having overcome the Sallentines in a ſet battel, they took Brunduſium, the moſt famous 
Town in thoſe quarters; other ſucceſſes alſo they had, being aſſiſted, as is reported, by Pale: 
the Goddeſs of Shepherds, who of her own accord, as a reward of the Victory, deſired to have 
a Temple dedicated to her in Rowe, The greater part of the Sallentines being vanquiſhed by 
theſe, the war was finiſhed and the victory completed by the next years Conſuls, who: were 
Numerins Fabius C. F. M. N. and D. Junins. D. F. D. Nepos Pera: To theſe both the 
Umbrians and Sallentines yielded themſelves. All Italy even between the River & and the 
ſeas being generally ſetled, the Roman greatneſs began to be famed and taken notice of by the 
neighbour Iſlands, and the Continent ad joyning to the 7oxian and Adriatich ſea, cauſing in ſome

For they who by violence and injury to'their-neighbours enlarged their own power, feared 
the Romans would prove an hindrance to their — , the others contrarywiſe looking on 
them as a Succour, ſent to them from heaven againſt the Oppreſſion of their adverſarys. Ihe 
Apollonians were the firſt, who ſending Embaſſadours to Rome craved their friendſſup; their 
Citie is ſeated threeſcore furlongs from the ſea , being built by the Corinthians and Corcyræans, 
having a very commodious haven, where the neereft paſſage is from Bunduſpaw into Greece. 
The Illyrians and Macedonians are adjacent to them, fo that againſt ſtrong and Coveteous 
neighbours they had much adoe to preſerve their on liberty. The meſſige was wonderful wel- 
comeand with much Humanity received by the Romans, not ſo much for the wealth of the Citie 
which w-as but ſmall, as for Future hopes in that they thought a way laid open and occaſion 
given them of greater deſignes hereafter : Inſomuch that very ſevere puniſhment was inflicted 
on certain noble young men who upon a quarrel ariſing bad ſtrucken the Embaſſadours. 2. 
Fabius was not protected either by the Dignity of his office, for he was then «Edie or the great- 
neſſe of his Extraction, but was delivered upto the Apollonians for his offence. Cu. eApronine 
who was likewiſe e/£4ile, was given up for the ſame crime, the Senate decreed , they ga

moſt preciſlyto puniſh the injuries done to thoſe who firſt came to enter into their ſociety. Neither 
would any thing have proved more deſtructive to their deſigns then that the Appollonians d 
have repented themſelves of their act, and others of their example.

With which calamity being terrifi 
the Carthaginians did abſtain from Sicily, till being called over by the Ægeſtans, who were op⸗ 
preſſed by the Selinuncians, they ſent thither Aunibal the ſon of Geſce the ſon of Amilcar; 2 
deſtroying Selinuns and Himera, did again encreaſe the Carthaginians power in Sicily, . Imilcs 
did ar ſea vanquiſh Leptꝭ the brother of Dianyſius the elder, and the Sicilians Admiral, he cook 
and ſunk an hundred ſhips, and flew above twenty thouſand men, he ſurpriſed many Cities, . and 
took alſo part of Syracaſe, but a ſudden Peſtilence ariſing, which confumed molt part of his 
Army, forced him to return home with very few men. Neither did they yet deſpair of gaining 
Sicily, but in few years after ſeat out fanno with a fleet, commandipg him to oh 


threeſcore thouſand foot , he was caſt out by 7imoleex, afterward the ſame Timolcen in a very 
great battel overcame Anniba/ and Amilcar, having in their army ſeventy thouſand men, and 
forced their Camps likewiſe. But they had not a quicker and greater turne of fortune in 2 

war then in that againft 4 garbage, who being beaten in Sicily, beſſeged in Cyracuſe, having 


no manifeſt hopes of ſafety, did yet of his own accord carry the war over into Africa, where 


having overcome the Carthaginians in many battels, and cauſed the Libyans every where to re-

- year was ſpent; then the Cenſul returned to Meſſana, where leaving ſome forces to protect 
$ilins b. s the Mamertines , with the reſt of his men he croſſed over to Rhegiam: From thence he went to 
Extropizs b. > Nome to his Triumph which he made, over the Carthaginians and Hiero King of Sicily , with 
| reat joy of the People, as being the firſt over a Forreign Nation. This was the firſt of the Romans 
— by ſea, and ſuch was the fueceſſe of their undertakings in Sicily. But theſe things and 
the actions of following times are much corrupted by the ambition of writers, the cheife where- 
of, Philians Agrigentinus , and Fabius Piltor , the one ſtriving to advance the Carthagini- 
ans Glory, the other the Romans, they both neglect their duty, and the truth of Hiſtory x 
Whoſe Levity Polybiss deſervedly reprehends. For if even in private cauſes it be held an accurſ- 
ed Crime to circumvent any one by falſe Teſtimony; the author of an hiſtory is certainely to be 
eſteemed more fouly perfidious if he corrupt the acts of Princes and Commonwealths with fal- 
ſhood: He ought to value truth more then any earthly Commodity or his owi life, ind the 
leſſe deſerveth pardon in that he cannot alledge ſo much as any faire pretence for his Lyes , for 
itt he durſt not for ſome cauſes freely ſpeak all he knew, he might certainely without danger 
Livie Epkom. have held his Tougue. While Claudius in Sicily vanquiſheth Hiero and the Carthaginians , 
16 A. Fol vius the other Conſul bringeth the Volſinlan ſiege to an Iſſue, having to deale with 
Zonsras. men who by deſpair were hardned and made valiant againſt all violence, he at length tameth 
them by famine. Upon delivery of the City, he did with exquiſite torments put to death that 
unthankful and inſolent crew of Libertines; the City it ſelf he demoliſhed, the other Yolſini- 
ans who bad not put off the faith of ſervants, and reverence toward their maſters, he diſtributed 
into ſeveral ſeats round about. N i. * 

This war was likewiſe thouglit worthy of à Triumph, which the Conſul made in the Calendy 
Liv.Epit, of November, as over the Voltihians, While the ſame Conſuls were in office a Luſtratien was 
performed by the Ccnfors, Cu. Cornel and F. Martine, und there were regiftred the names 
Europas 2 of two hundred ninety ta theuſand, ewo huddred twoury and Tour Citizens ; a very great and 
Suidasin almoſt incredible number to one who ſhalt confider how many were loſt in Fe wars,which hard-

And about the ſame time Hamilcar 
General of the Carthaginians,, and Hanno the Admirall, being Commanders of a Fleet of 
three hundred and fixty ſhips, having paſſed by Lilwbaum in Carthage, and then Heraclea 
Mines, in that bay they conſult of caſting Anchor, obſerving the motions of the Romans , „54 
and if they durſt bend towards Africa, they were in a poſture to ſtop their courſe; which when 
the Conſullt were informed of, they with good advice make all things ready for either chance; 
that they might not be to ſeek for Counſell, whether they were to engage ina Sea- conflict, or 
to draw ſome whither for ſafety : therefore committing the ſhips to ſome of the ſtouteſt Soul- 
ders, make four Squadrons, as ſo many parts of the whole fleet; the choicelt men they 
ſet in the 8 the two next Squadrons they place in their order, in the Reare· guard 
they put their chiefeſt men for ſtrength, the Triarii, theſe forces they diſpoſe of in ſuch array, 
that each ſhip did carry 300 towers, and (ix ſcore Souldiers. So the Muſter- Roll in the 
whole Navy did amount to an hundred and forty thouſand men. F 
The Carthaginians did ſomewhat exceed that number, leading more ſouldiers then an hun- 
dred and fifty thouſand. And indeed the Conſulls did ſcarce eſteem of any other ſort of ſoul- 
diers in compariſon of their own. There was ſo much the more conſulting , when it did ap- 
pear, they muſt needs fight in the deep Ocean; where the ſwiftneſs of the ſhips, and the skill 
of the Pilots are of much advantage, to the fit ordering the front of the battell-aray againſt 
that danger; finally they conſider of placing the whole Fleet aright. They ſet two Gallies 
wherein the Conſulls themſelves were carried, very even inthe Van, to both thoſe Gallies they 
joyn on this ſide the firſt Squadron, on that ſide the ſecond in a long continued row; the ſhips 
being placed in ſuch manner, that the fore caſtles 1 them all were turned outwards, = 
| 2 the- 
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the Gallies did move almoſt joyned 14 the ſhips next to thoſe did keep from each other 
more apart, and ſo conſequently the ſpace left between the oppoſite ſhips did grow wider ac. 
cording to their being ſet in order. So when the form of the Van in manner of a wedg was 
ſhaped, with ſmall diſtance between the firſt ſhips, and with great ſpaces between the laſt , 
then did they canſe the third Squadron to advance, which bearing that open ſpacebetween the 
two firſt ſhips, did meetly by their order, exhibit a triangular form of the whole array; 
behind this, at the third Squadrons back, the long boats were drawn by a Barge with Cables 
to pull with, reaching to the ſhips of the Terria» ſouldiers. The Triarii the ſouldiers ſet in 
the Rear-ward, did ſo inviron the former, the ſhips being ſtretched out into a halfe circle, that 
from each Wing, they did appear; So the whole body with a deep hollow front, the hindmoſt 
parts being firmely ſolid , did reſemble the ſnout of a ſhip, not leſs able to receive a violent aſ- 
fault, then fit to give one. | 
But the Carthaginian Captains having intelligence by their Scouts of the approach of the 
Roman fleet, when they conſidered, the paſſage to their City was not difficult, the common 
ſort were nothing manly , the bordering Neighbours inconſtant, and very prone to fall from 
their fidelity, they conclude to go out to meet them: being reſolved firſt to try all that might 
be, rather then they would ſuffer, that the Roman Veſſels ſhould have a ſafe Voyage into 
Africa. Therefore they betake them to their ſhips, incouraging their men in ſhort, Thas 
they would undertake the fight with mindes firmely bem and cbearfull, well remembring they 
were to fight , not only touching things preſent, but in reference to all things, which each one held 
precious at home; and with their own good hope, and that of their fellow Seamen, theyJanch 
forth out of the Harbour; nor was the Romans fleet far diſtant , therefore not far from Here- 
clea they give the ſhock againſt each other with equall ſtoutneſs; The Carthaginian Captains 
did ſo provide, that Hanno ſhould charge on the Right Wing, (but it was he that had been un- 
fortunate at Agrigentum) Hamilcar ſhould be Commander over the reſt. And they allo di- 
vide their ſhips into four Squadrons, having obſerved the array which the Romans had made 
uſe of; Of theſe, that which was the left Wing of the whole array being crooked like a bow, 
did make towards the ſhore, the reſt were extended in their plain order, and turned upon the 
firſt Squadron of the Enemies ſhips, Hereupon the. Right Wing in which there were very 
ſwift Veſſells with ſnouts and five oares in a ſeat, Hanno did ſtretch it out all he could towards 
the main Ocean, being ready to ſurround the Enemy, if the skirmiſh ſhould begin at any other 
part. And the Conſulls not ſtaying long did venture themſelves with their two Squadram into 
the midſt of the Carthaginian ſhips, Hmilear that he might break the array of the Romans

was doubtfull , the Carthaginians excelling in ſwiſtneſs, and in skill for Navigation. The Re- 
mans being farre tranſcendant in the ftoutneſs of their ſouldiers; Therefore ſo long as the 
fight rather of the ſhips, then of the men, did laſt, the Carthaginians had the better clear- 


ly: But when they began to fight hand to hand, the ſhips being faſtned cloſe with grapling 


irons, then the Victory did certainly incline towards the Roman party: When the ſouldier 
full of confidence through his hand- ſtrokes, and fighting before the Gonſulls, did ſtrive to ap- 
prove his valour to them with a more notable endeavour: while the skirmiſh was ſo managed in 
that part, Hanno with the Right Wing, which hitherto he kept unmov*d , made a fierce aſſault, 
being carried by the tide amongſt the ſhips of the Triarii, and did create them much troubleſom 
work, when they were brought to great diftreſs; At the ſa me time almoſt, the Left Wing alſo 
of the Carthaginians, the firſt poſture being changed, and with a front made even, does aflail 
with dangerous beaks the third Squadron of the Romans, which drew their long boats by a 
Barge. The Romans having ſlipt their Cables, did prepare themſelves for reſiſtance; Here al- 
ſo they ſhew much Gallantry : So in three places, there do happen even juſt ſo many Sea-tights, 
far diſtant from each other. | 1 8 4 | 
When they had fought ſo hard, the Victory long enough inclining to either ide, at laſt it chan- 
ced, as needs it muſt , where there is fierce bickeering in ſundry places at once, with equall force 
and vehemency, that the ſelfe.ſame part which. is firſt routed, ſhould cauſe the whole Victory. 
For when Hamilcar was utterly unable any longer to withſtand the Violence of his Enemies his 
ſingle flight did immediately diſperſe even the whole fleet of the Carthaginian. For Z. Man- 
lius one of the Conſulls, being very mueh buſied about bringing together the ſhips that were ta- 
ken, and chaining them to his own, AM. Regulus eſpying the fight to begin afreſh in another 
place, he made haſte to relieve his own ſide, takin oo the ſhips of the ſecond Squadron, all 
that eſcaped out of the former fight ſafe and unſhattered ; The Triarii did ſoon perceive that 
reliefe, ard recollecting their Spirits, which had even failed them in extremity of Danger, they 
began to oppoſe their Enemies with great undauntedneſs, Hanxo, when he ſaw that both thoſe 
before him made ftourt reſiſtance, and that himſelfe was ſo over- charged on the Reare with freſh 


ſupplies, hoiſing up fail he did his beſt to avoid bis approaching overthrow, And when I. wy 
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In place of Livie's Eighteenth Book: 
lius amidft theſe tryalls beheld the third Squadron of the Romans to be enforced towards land 
by the Carchaginians Left Wing, he ſteer d that way, and (At. Regulus overtook him unawares , 
who had even now ſet the long boats and the Triarii out of harmes reach. So the ſtate of 
things is ſoon quite changed, and they are ſurrounded very cloſe, who but juſt before had bem- 
med the Romans in. Whom. indeed being ſtrangely encompaſſed, and in a manner ſtraightly 
beſieged, they might e're this have utterly deſtroyed, unleſs not daring to go near them for fear 
of the iron raven-beaks they were wont to grapple with, they gave the Conſuls time enough; 
that themſelves being ſafe they might even ſecure their own fide, and the Carthaginians, that 
were environ d by a ſudden ſurprizeall, had leiſure to take, as with a net, fifty ſhips, and all

When his victory was over, returning to Meſſana they allotted certaine daies to mend 
their ſhips, and refreſh their men, and to take in ſtore of new proviſion, Amongſt which, Zen 
Hamilcar when he would not yeild by any means, the Romans ſhould go to Africa, but —— 
wanted ſtrength to ſtop their march, he betook himſelf to ſtrata gems, and ſought, by ſending = !

6.6 
thee from that fear. It was in vain to move for peace becauſe the Carthaginian did not deal ſin- 
cerely, and the Conſuls did rather aim at Victory then at Peace, Therefore they had no mind to 
defer any longer their intended voyage to Africa; Neither did the Carthaginian Commanders 
croſſe the deſign , though they engaged to each other, not to endure the enmy ſhould march 27 
without diſturbance, but to infeſt him from mou quarters, and to bar his paſſage.

But the Carthaginians though they did endure things truly harſh, and very ſtrange, yet they -,,,... 
rejoyced at their weal, that they fared ſomewhat better then they expected: 2 they wrt 
heard what ifſue the Sea-fight had, they were ſore afraid, leaſt 'preſently the conquering forces 
would have been drawn even againſt Carrbageitielf. Therefore re- aſſuming ſome courage after 
their former fright, they were fully bent to make what ſtrength they could to defend. their City 
and the Suburbs thereof. Mean while the Conſuls having ſent meſſengers to Rome which 
would acquaint the Senators what exploits had been atchieved already, and ſhould beſeech their 
advice touching new attempts; they make C/upea a Garriſon, that they might make uſe of Zonerm 
that ſeat of war.

Carthage it ſelte, then ſuch another Monſter. And the Camp could ſtay there no longer, but 
muſt ſhun the infected waters, and all the Country round about, which was blaſted with the con- 
tagious ſtink of his lying there. This was ſome ſhame to the pride of men, which are wont to think 
very fondly,that they can Conquer all things. Truely when M. Regxlus was Generall, that had 
been Conquerour by Sea and Land, one ſingle Serpent when he was alive, did hold the whole Ro- 
man Army in plea,and being killed, he made the Army draw off. And therefore the Proconſull 
did hold it no immodeſty to ſend the ſpoils even of this very Enemy to Rome, and to acknow- 
ledg with a publick Monument the greatneſs of his own fear, and his rejoycing at the victory.

the Dog Stay were riſing ) they ſuffered ſuch ſhipwrack by tempeſt as hath hardly been beard 
Eutropius, of, of three hundred threeſcore and four ſhips, ſcarce fourſcore, having caſt out all their ladi 
eu. wereſaved; much about the ſame number of horſe-boars and other ſorts of veſſels were loft, 
Fehb. : inſomuch as the whole ſhore, even from the coaſt of Camarins (where the ſtorm began) to 
Pachyuns, was filled with the Corps of dead men, and horſes, and pieces of broken ſhips, In 
Diederus, this their hard diſtreſſe the humanity of King Hiero was no ſmall comfort to them, who — 
fully entertained them, furniſhing them wich cloth, and victuale, and tackling for their ſhips , 
and conducted them ſafe to Adeſſaye. But the Carthaginians made no delay to take advantage 
Zonerw of this their misfortune, they preſently regained the Hand and City of Ceſſara; and forthwith 
Diodorus croſſing over into Sicily beſiegei Agrigentam under the command of Cartbals, and no relief 
coming, they took it and demoliſhed it: A great maltitude of perſons were here flain and ta · 
ken priſoners, the others, who eſcaped through the midlands inte the territories of Jyracupſe, 
planted themſelves in a — ar the Temple of upiter Olympus. Neither were they out

vy of ſtout ſouldiers, were commanded with the firft opportunity to ſet to ſea, This Cu. 
Pal.Max:6.9.1 Cornelius was a great exampleaf the Inconſtancy of Fortune, and of Patience in Adverlity , 
for having ſeven years agoe, when he was Conſul, been circumvented by the craft of the Carth- 
ginians, and ſuffer d captivity, impriſonment and chains, and whatſoever miſery is incident to 
mankind, he now reſumed not only the other Ornaments of his degree, but likewiſe the Con- 
— Dignity — much the more joy, hy how much the ſadder misforcunc he had been before 
reaved of them. | 
The Conſuls having arrived at Aliſſana, and: joyned to themſelves what ſhips they found 
there, being chiefly the Relicks of the laſt ſhip-wrack, ſailed with two hundred and fifty ſhips | 
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to che mouth of the River Himera, and took by treachery che Town of Cepbalædiam, ſome Dias 


eighteen miles diſtant upon the ſame ſhore: From Zrepenxs ( for thither they bad ſteared geri Sici-

their courſe) they departed without effecting their purpoſe, being not able to takè it on the ſud- eto wag 

den, and Cartbalo having ſent thither ſupplies in caſe of a ſiege. Being not thereby diſcouragg. 

ed from farther attempts, they happily accompliſhed another deſign of greater moment, They * olybizs 

directed their courſe to Panormes, the principal City of the Carthaginiany juriſdiction, and * 
oſſeſſing the Haven, ſate down under the very Walls, and the Panormitans refuſing to yield, 

they encompaſſed the City with a Ditch and Bulwark. The nature of the ground favour'd their 

intendments, yielding plenty of materials and wood for their works, which being finiſhed, they 

began the aſſault, and battered down with their Engines a Tower by the ſea ſide, and the ſouldi- 

ers entring by the breach, with great ſlauꝑhter of the enemy, took the outward City, which 

was called New Pa#ormus ;, the old City did not long hold out, for a great number flying thi- re wed 

ther out of the new City Ong along with them more terror then proviſions , they were de- — 

jected with conſideration of their preſent danger, and fearing ſudden ſcarcity,ſent meſſengers to 

the Conſuls with propoſals to yield up all but their bodies; the Conſuls knowing the wants of 

the beſieged” accepted not the conditions unleſs they would redeem themſelves at a certain price. 

Every head was valued at two Aiuæ, fourteen thouſand perſons were ranſomed, the reſt, being 

thirteen thouſand were ſold together with the plunder, This Victory was very glorious, of great 

and ſuddeniconcerament, for hereupon many Towns on that coaſt, ſome alſo far diſtant, caſt out 

the Cartlia gitian Oarriſons and ſubmitted themſelves to the Romans. The Jetines began „ and %% i 

their'example was followed by the Soluntines, Petrines, Ty ndaritans and others. Affairs being F 

thus tranſacted, and a Garriſon left at Payormus, the Conſul returned to Meſſana and ſo to Rowe. 

The Carthapinians lying in wait for them at their return, ſurpriſed ſome ſhips of Burthen with Zona 

At Rom there was two Naval Triumphs made immediately one after another, by the former mera ca- 

year Conſuls (whoſe command was prorogued) over the Coſſurans and Carthaginians ; Serv, fitolina. 

Fulvins triumphed the thirteenth of the Calends of February, and A. Aimilius the day af- 

ter. The five hundreth year after the foundation of the City a fruitleſſe expedition was made 

into- Africa. Cs. Servilins Cs. F. Cv. NCæpio, and Cn. Semproniu Ti. F. Ti. N. Bleſus 500 

being Conſuls, croſſed over into Sicily, where having in vain attempred Lilibæum, they di- Polybius 

rected their courſe to Afrioł with two hundred and threeſcore ſhips, and failing along the coaſt Zonerne 

and ſometimes landing, they took many Towns and got great plunder. They effected nothing Out. 4 % 
of moment, being hindred of entring into the moſt convenient Towns by the Cartha- 

fans Whoevery where met them with very courage, having recovered whatſoever AA. 
Nigalur hal fed, and puniſhed the revolters. For Hamilcar having ranged through Na- 
widiu aud Afri ana, had reduced and quietod all that Tract, impoſing a fine of a thouſand Orea. 
Talents of filver, and twenty thouſand Oxen, and puniſhing the prime men who were thought 
to favgur'the Romans, three thouſand whereof were Crucitied. But the enemies encounter ,,. _ 
was not ſd formidable to the Romans as their owa ignerance in the places, and their dangers in =: on 
the ſea for ſailing to Meniux, an lland of the Lolophags , near unto the leſſer Syrtis, they num. 
FR gs places, the Tide going out, and were detained till the ſhips being emptied of Poybim' 
their butthens; were by the Tide coming in again relieved from extreme danger. Having there- 
fore eſcaped fo great a diſtreſle, and fearing thoſe dangerous places, without delay they ſailed Selinus c. 30 
away as if they fled, not that no leſſe a calamity attended them then what they had avoided. 
To Þ ano; indeed xbey returned very ſafe; but in their Voyage to Italy, as they ſailed about 
the Promontory of Palisarat, which reacheth out into the ſea the Lucanian Mountains, — mag 
A terrible ſtorm ariſing ſank ubove threeſcore great ſhips, together with many horſe- boats and Piadeen- 
veſſels of Burthen. The City being exceedingly grieved at ſuch frequent loſſes, as if the very 
winds and water denyed the Romans the Soveraignty of the ſea, the Senate decreed that their Rs 
Navy ſtwuid confift but of threeſcore ſhips, for the guard of 1e«/y and tranſportation of provi- Polbius 
ſions to their Army in Sicily. Nevertheleſſe this misfortune. hindred not one of the Conſuls FoftiC «pinot, 
C. Sempronius from his Triumph over the Carthaginians on the Calends of April, ten dayes af- 
ter Cn. Cornelius Proconſul had made the like Triumph. There were Cenſors that year created 
at Roms, but L. Poſthwmins L. F. L. N. Megellns(who was likewiſe then Pretor) dying in his 
Office, the other Cenſor D. funiat D. F. O. V. Pera did alſo lay down his Officde. 

The next Summer C. Aumliu, L. F. C. N. Cotte, and P. Servilins C. F. Cn, N.Geminns . 
being Conſuls, croſſed over into Sicily, and amongſt other Towns 2 Himers (upon the 301 
River Himęra) but void of Inhabitants, whom in the night time the Carthaꝑinians had carryed 
away. Let it was a greatady to have the poſſeſſion of ſo conſiderable a place, and here. 
by the Romans wiped away that diſgrace they had heretofore received at this City, for they had 
failed 6f their expectation of taking this City ( named likewiſe Therme ) by the cavetouſneſs

The Romans afterward beſieging Ercta a very ſtrong Caſtle, with forty thouſand foot, and 
a thouſand Horſe, were neither able to take it, — they fight with the Carthaginians : 
For ſince the mis fortune of CH. Regulus, the Romans ſtood fo much in fear of the Elephants 
that they alwayes avoided Battell. Oſtentimes within the Territories of Lilybenm, and of- 
ten in the Felinuntian — have ſtood in Battell- array about halfe a mile from the Enemy, 
yet durſt neither venture accor ing to their wonted Courage, to begin the Charge, or deſcend 
into plain and open ground, but ſtill kept themſelves in craggy and difficult places, The Car» 
thaginians hereupon erecting their Spirits, (ſeeing they now had Confidence in their land Army: 
and krew the Romans had had greater loſſes by tempeſts at Sea, then themſelyes by unluckie 
fights, eſpecially having intelligence of the Senates Reſolution to ſet out no more Navis) con- 
ceived hopes of recovering Sicily, if they did but ſend good ſtore of land and ſes- forces thither. 
But their main impediment was want of Money, the late continuall Warres having exhauſted 
their Old ſtore, and conſumed their new raiſed Taxes. They ſent therefore ta

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This was the end of Ad. Atiliu Regiins, much mote glorious then bis Lite, though long led

accuſe him, but. char he ſeemed not very moderately to beat his proſperous Fgrrune, and that by 
denying the Carthapinians requeſt he was the oce ion of the wars continuance for many years 
after to the great detriment of both Cities. But hewiped off this his fault by his other many 
egregious virtues, and chiefly by his wonderful conſtancy at his death, being more happy in ſuf- 
fering calamitie then if he could have ayoided it.

the Romans were ready in the expectation of him, and with all their endeavours. ſer forward a- 
gainſt him, but he was ſo much too quack for them, that not-contenting to eſcape be moreo- 
ver inſulted over them, ſometimes ſailing, ſometimes wheeling abour as if he would challenge - 
them to fight. When he had often uſed this bold exploit, it proved of great advantage to the 
Carthaginian affairs, in that the Beſieged were infinitely comforted ah well from their 
friends, in that at 8 they daily underſtood the ſtate and progreſſe of things at Lilybaum 
as occaſion required, and in that the Romays were ſo much aſhamed and madded at. the raſh- 
neſſe of the men which they could not revenge, He was much helped in his defign by his know- 
ledge of the Channel and the paſſages thereabouts ; for between thoſe Fenny and mooriſh pla- 
ces whereby is the paſſage to Li/ybeww , be diligently obſerved a very ſafe and ſure courſe. for 
his ſhip. For when he came from the main Sea within fight of tlie Gy, he ſo turned his ſhip, 
that the Stern of it was toward Italy, and from the Foredeck the Tower of Lilybeum. which 
was upon the ſhore, hindred the ſight of all other Towers toward Africa, and this is the only 
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very ſmalleſt with too ſeverity; bimſelf in matters of the greateſt moment miſerably fail. 
ing, even tomadneſs. For he followed the former Conſuls courſewhich he had ſo ſharply cons. 
demned in damming up the Haven, and (what argued greater folly) he rafh| and iuconſiderate- 
ly aſſaulting Drepanws loſt a very gallant Fleet, no leſſe by his own indiſcretion then by the 
valour of Adherball. He perſwaded bimſelf and his ſouldiers, that the enemy not baving in- 
telligence of what ſupplies were come from Rowe, might be unawares ſurpriſed at Drepangs, 
not believing that the Romans had eit her courage or ſtrength ſufficient to provoke them at ſea. 
So that making choice of two hundred and twenty of the belt ſhips with the ſtouteſt Rowers, 
and moſt valiant men out of the Legions (for they offered themſelves freely as to a ſhort buſi- 
neſſe and certain prey, Drepenus being not above fiſteen miles from Lilzhenm) be privately ſet 
fail about the third Watch, and had in the night time a proſperous Voyage, not being ſeen by 
the enemy, But at day break the ſhips being diſcovered not far from Prepauus, gave an Alarm 
to Adherball, becauſe fuch a _—_ was there unuſual, inſomuch as no doubt was made but that 
it was the enemy who approached, the Carthaginians were forced either preſently to encoun- 
ter and enter fight, or to ſuffer themſelves to be ſurrounded and beſieged by the enemy; this 
latter they reſolved againſt, becauſe,as it would have involved them in much trouble and danger, 
ſoit would have been imputed as a crime upon their miſearriage. Adberba/l therefore on a ſud- 
den called together his Sea-men, and by a Cryer ſummoning the Mercenaries to an Aſſembly , 
in a ſhort but very pithy ſpeech, admeniſhed them what hopes there were of mou if they 
would readily and chearfully take Arms, and what danger of a ſiege was imminent if they de- 
clined battel. When every man with one conſent had agreed to follow his counſel, Adherbal 
commending their obedience, forthwith gives order that they ſhould take ſhip, and obſerving 
what courſe the Admiral ſterred (wherein himſelf failed ) to fellow it. Whereupon he before 
the reſt ſaileth toward the main ſea, going out of the Haven juſt under the Rocks hanging over 
it at the ſame time when the Roman ſhips entred on the other ſide, P. ¶ lodius finding the ene - 
my no whit diſmayed, or declining fight, as he had hoped, but ſtoutly prepared to defend them- 
ſelves, was much troubled, and retreated back with his ſhips to encounter the enemy in the open 
ſeas. But his were in no good order, but as chanceably they had outſailed one another, ſome 
were entred the Haven, others were making toward it, and ſome were juſt in the mouth of it: 
Whereupon it came to paſſe, that while they all endeavour'd to make a ſudden return, they 


duaſhed one againſt another, and ſtruck their Oars together, till being got out of the Haven as 


yo _ could, becauſe they wanted time, they ragged themſelves in Battel-array juſt under

all were order d according to his mind he ſetteth forward againſt the 788 And .now. ſign of 
Battel being given from both the Admirals they fieræely encounter on all ſides, at firſt with equ 
hopes, but afterward to the Carthaginians better fortune. For though they had the leſſer 
number of ſhips, to wit, hut ninety armed; in other reſpects they did exceed, for their ſhips 
were better and their water · mem more akilful; they had likewiſe made choice of a moſt conve- 
nient place of fight, for as often as they were hard put to it they had free egreſſe into the open 
ſea, where they could eaſily by their ſwiftneſs avoid the enemy, or if he long purſued them, 
return and encompaſſe him. But ihe Romans being ſo near the ſhore had not the like conve- 
nience, they could neither ſail into the main nor with ſafety well retire, but as often as the ene · 


my preſſed upon them, they either ſtuck in the ſands or endanger d themſelves upon the ſhore. 


Being therefore unable to break through the enemy by force and charge him in the Rere, by rea · 
ſon of the ſlowneſs of their ſhips and unskilfulneſs of the Rowers, and being cooped up in a nar- 


ro place not able from the Stern to help their fellows who were in danger, they were beaten 


to the Carthagioians little loſs... . | 0722 571 mes | 
To theſe difficulties was added another cauſe of deſpair from their Religion, and they thought 
themſelves worſted by-theanger of the gods, hecauſe the Conſul. undertook to fight contrary 
to the indication of the Birds, adding likewiſe a Jear to his neglect; for becauſe the Chickens 
did not eat, he commanded them to be flung into the ſea, that they wight drink thangh they = 
would not feed, This occurrence made the ſouldiers moreſlack and 3 fighting, 8s 
they thought, with the ill will of the gods. But the author of all this calamity, when he bad 
oft every thing elſe, he wanted neithexwit nor boldneſs to preſerve himſelf, for when be ſaw 


his ſhips in ſueh numbers ſank and taken, be ſlipeaway between the ſhore and the enemy with 


thirty ſhips which ſtood next him. And that he might ſafely arrive to his Army at Liljbæum, 
being to ſail by ſome of the Carthaginians Guarda, he adorned his ſhips in token of Victory. 
The Carthaginians therefore imagining the Conſul had been victorious, and that his other ſhips 
would ſuddenly follow, ſuffered him ſafely e l 2 themſelves much terrified and de- 
jected. The enemy took all the ſhips tho Conſul left behigd, even ninety and three, toge- 
ther with the Souldiers and Rowers, except only thoſe who ſtriking upon the ſnore, calt 

ſelves on land and fled. But in che fight a grefit' number were ſunk; for ¶ Ia dias brought above 
two hundred from Lilyb eum. This great victory colt the Carthaginians very little, for they 1 |

number of other Veſſels, from the Army, and other parts'of Sicily. Joyning himſelf with 

theſe, he made up a Navy of an hundredand twenty long ſhips, almoſt eight hundred ſhips of 

burthen, and ſaileth to Syracuſe. Being arrived thither, he ſendeth the 2=eſfors before with 

part of the Navy to Lilzheum , himſelfe remaineth at Syracuſe, expecting thoſe others from 

Meſſans, who were not able to overtake him, and taking in grain which his Midland friends 

brought down to the ſea ſide. In the mean time Adberball having ſent the Roman ſhips and 

Captives to Carthage (Fortune and Glory putting him forward to action) delivered thirty Diodorns 

ſhips more to Carthalo, ho had brought ſeventy, with as many ſhips of Burthes from Africa, 5b 

and ſent him to driye out the Roman ſhips from the Haven of Liinbeum, or to fire or ſink them. cue 

He at break of the day entring the Haven with great Terrour, ſome ſhips he boorded, and others 

he fired; inthe mean time Himilco Governour of the City, made a fully with the Mercenaries 

upon thoſe Romans who went to defend the ſhips , which cauſed great fear in the Camp.

Enemy. make up toward him, not daring to fight, nor beiag able to avoid them, drives his 
ſhips into a rough and troubleſome creeke, necr „ fear overcoming this leſſer, 
leſt bis whoſe Army ſhould full into the Enemies Power. Certbalo not daring to venter into the 
ſame place, takes up his ſtation at a certain Promontory , from whence he might equally intend 
bimſelfe apainſt either Navy.

They fled therefore to a new and un- 
uſuall Refuge, and created a Dictatour to go into Sicily; whereas, before this time, never any 
one ſo impowered, had led an Army ont of Italy. The Inſolence of F. Clodius the Con 

was then very notable, and almoft incredible; For being commanded by the Senate to nomi- 
nate a DiRatour, he named A. Claudius Glycias, who was either his Scribe, or one of his Ser- 
geants; as if he had not. ſufficiently offended his Countrey,by what loſſes he had brought upon 
it, unleſs he had likewiſe abuſed the Majeſty of the Empire with ſuch a ſcoffe. Whereupon the 
whole Senate being juſtly incenſed againſt bim, he was forced to reſign up his Office, and was 
referred to the cenſure of the People. What Authors Cicero had read, report he was condem- 
ned, but others have obſerved, that when no Queſtion was to be made but that the People would 
condemne him, he eſcaped by a ſudden chance, a ftorme then ariſing which diſſolved the eAſſem- 
bly; Aud is ſaeming hereby that the Gods interpoſed themſelves | they thought not \fit te ordain 
any other metting for the purpoſe. But.Glyciax being foreed to diſclaim his Office, in that the 
City was aſhamed to ſee a man of mean ranke to be in Supreme Dignity, was nevertheleſs ad- 
mitted to all ſpectacles after this time in a Noble Man's Robes, In his room A. Arilins A. F. 
C. N. Calatinus was nominated Dictatour, who, made L. Cacilius L. F. C. N. Meaellus 
Maſter of the Horſe, he who had Triumphed over the Carthaginians. Theſe two went indeed 
into Sicily, but performed no very memorable action there. | ; 

In the mean time L. 7»nis}, much troubled at his croſs fortune, and deſirous to wipe away 

the blot of his ſhipwrtcke, by ſome noble Exploit, watching all opportunities of Action, did at 
length find a way to take Eryx, by the Treachery of ſome within it, whom he had corrupted by 
gifts and promiſes. Eryx is the higheſt Hill in Sicily except e/£2ns, ſcituate between Paxor- 
mus and. Drepana, in that part of the Iland which lieth towards Italy, being more craggy to- 
ward Drepena, In the top thereof there is a Plaine whereon ſtandeth the Temple of Venus, 
therefore called Erycina, the Richeſt in all Sicily, juſt under the Top of the Mount, in the 
midſt of the Aſſent. is a City of the ſume name, very bard tobe approached unto, the way to 
which with much difficulty is overcome by long and narrow paſſages from the foot of the Hill. 
L. Junius therefore well pert Fan nature of the place, appointeth a ſtrong guard both 
upon the Ridge of the Mountain, and likewiſe in the narrow paſſages below, being very ſafe him- 


ſelfe, and having the advantage with much eaſe to repulſe the Enemy. He alſo encompaſſed £- 
 githallus with a wall, and ſtrengthened it with a Garriſon of eight hundred men. But Carthalo

CR concerning L. Punias are very doubtfully reported by Hiſtorians, fame af= 
firm ho Was talen by Carthalo at Egithallns: Others,that he killed himſclfe fearing to be con- 
demned for the loſs of bis Navy. is no leſs uncertainty whether the Secular ſperts were 
celebrated this year, or fourteen yeares after, when P. Cornelins Lentulus, and C. LiciniusV a 


rus were Conſulls. I think it more probable they were celebrated this year, the fear conceived 


from their late overthrows, and hope of better fortune, inviting them thereunto , if their R- 


ligion were diligently performed. This was a very fruitfull year, inſomuch as twelve pound of 
oile was ſold for ane ſis, In the mean time the DiRatourſhip being expired, or Atilius ha- 
ving reſigned it up, C. Aurelius L. F. C. N. Cotta, and P. Servilins 2. F. Cn. N Gemi- 
nus were choſen Conſulls. The Conſulls were prettie ſucceſsfull in Sicily, yet obtained no 
great Victory, nor reaped any great profit for the Common- wealth They kept in the Cartha- 
ginians of Lilybaum and Drepasam, that they could make no large Excurſions, nor fo often as 
they had done, and took their Garri ſons which were remote from the ſea. Carthalo having 
made many attempts againſt them in vain, reſolved at length to waſte the Italian Coafts, that 
thereby he might divert the Conſulls from Sicily; or if they refuſed to come back to ſuccout 
their Country, depopulate their oe , and take Cities. But fortune did not herein favour 
his deſignes. For the Prætour being ſent out with the City-forces for defence of the Coun- 


trey, compelled him to return to Sicily without effeQing his purpoſe.

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narrower bounds. The Romans (as hath been already declared j had planted a Garriſon above 
the City Eryx upon the Top of the Mountaine, another below at the foot of the Hill. The 
natural ſtrength and ſcituation of the place, with the helpe of theſe guards, ſeemed ſufficient 
to ſecure that City from fear of any ſurpriſe. But the boldneſs and Valour of Hamilcar, 
makeing any thing poſſible, which he liſted to undertake, in a very ſhort time reduced it into 
his Power. For heinthe night time, ſetting forward with his forces, and without noiſeaſcend- 
ing thirty furlongs up the Hill, himſelf marching in the head of the party, ſurpriſed the Romans 
unawares, and haveing ſlaine greateſt part of thoſe he found in the Towne, he ſent the reſt to 
Drepanum, From this time the face of things was very ſtrange, and the warfare very hard and 
ſevere, for Hamilcar being now in the midſt of two of the Enemies Garriſons, was himſelf be- 
ſieged by them below while he beſieged thoſe above; both the Romans and the Carthaginians 
undergoing incredible paynes and danger, did for almoſt two years next inſueing performe the 
office of moſt Valiant ſouldiers; For the Camps being ſo neare there paſſed not a day, nay ſcarce 
an houre without alarmes and skirmiſhes, neither party all this while fainted or yielded, 
neither did Victory or overthrow part them; but ſtill they continued, equall and 
unvanquiſhed , deſigneing in the mean time to proſecute the Warre at Sea al- 
ſo, | 

| This year a Colonie was planted at Brunduſium, in the Salentine Territories, twenty yeares 
after that Countrey was ſubdued by the Romans. About this time T. Coruncianut, who was 
the firſt High Prieſt of the Plebeians, died in a great old age, and in his place ſucceeded L. Cæci- 
lius Metellus. The next Conſulls were C. Fundaniut C. F. 2. N. Fundulus, and C. Sal. 
picizs C. F. Ser. N. Gallus. By them the war with Hamilear was mannaged in the ſame man- 
ner, and with the ſame fortune as before, onely the Mercenary Gaules, and others who kept Gar- 
riſon in Eryx, being diſcontented for want of Pay, and other injuries, endeavour'd to betray 
the City to the Romans, but not being able to effect it, they revolted to the Conſulls, andghefe 
were the firſt Forreigners the Romans ever entertained into ſociety of Armes. Notwithſtand- 
ing this acceſs of ſtrength, they were not able by their Land- forces to finiſh the War, ehiefly by 
reaſon of Hamilcars virtue, who could neither be circumvented by craft, nor vanquiſhed by 
Force. 8 | 

Once more therefore they conſulted about ſetting forth another Nayy to Sea; For by no o- 

ther meanes could the Carthaginians be kept from Sicily, unleſs they were maftered by Sea- 
And they were much encouraged in their reſolution, by reaſon of their former ſucceſs, when 
the Navy was ſet forth at the coſt of private men: But money was wanting, the Treaſury be- 
ing long 0 per er with r of a continuall War. Then did che Noble Roman i- 
rit ſeaſonably relieve the wants on- . fox generone were the S urs, that 
ina — or Poon danger they — 1 — — . purſes; out of which on the ſud- 
den more mony was raiſed then the building of a Navy required.

Great was now the expeRation of all men, for being put to their laſt refuge, they reſolved 


with this Navy of Neceſſity to hazard the Fortune of the whole War. While theſe thing were 
in doing, C. Lutatins (. F. C. N. Catulus, and A. Poſthumins A. F. L. N. Albinus enter- 
ed the Conſulſhip. A. Poſthumius was then Prieſt of Mars, and therefore when he deſired 
to caſt lots for his Province, L. Mietellus the High Prieſt would not ſuffer him, pronouncingic 
unlawfull for a Prieſt to depart from the place of his Office, and leave the Ceremonies unper- 
formed, which was likewiſe allowed of, and agreed upon by ſucceeding Generations. The Se- 


for they forbad C. ZLutatins the Conſull to ask counſell at Preueſte, and mannage the Affaires of 
the Common wealth by direction of outlandiſh Auguries. Then intending their minds upon 
the War (bocauſe both the Conſulls could not be ſpared with ſaſety of their Religion, and one 


ſeemed not ſufficient to bear the whole burthen) they ordained one of the Prætaura (this being 


the firſt year wherein they began to create two) to accompany C. Lutatius, and it fell to the Lot 
of 2. Valerius Falto. Theſe gathering together all the Publick and private ſhips, tothe number 
of three hundred; with Ferry- boats, and other Veſſells to the number of ſeven hundred, aſſoon 
as Winter was over, failed to Sicily, whither being come, they iind boch the Lilybætæn and 
Drepanitan Havens open for them; For the Enemy not expecting any Navy from /taly, were 
returned to Africa with all their ſhips. The Conſull animated wich this proſperous beginning, 
being by nature full of ſpirit, hating Idleneſs, and deſirous of Action, beſieged Drepaumm, rat- 
ſing Waorkes againſt it; in the mean time not omitcing to train up his Sea-ſouldiers, daily exer- 
ciſing them (as foreſeeing ſudden uſe of them in fight) inſomuch as they who were ptterly 1g- 
norant of Maritime Affaires and chances, ſeemed ſufficiently prepared for any Encoune
